The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  presented  his  special  report  on 
changing  the  place  of  meeting  from  Austin,  State  of  Texas, 
to  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  as  follows  : 


SPECIAL  BEPOBT  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

Representatives, — Having  exercised  extraordinary  powers  in  convening 
you  at  a  place  different  from  the  one  designated  at  the  last  session,  I  feel  it  to 
be  my  first  duty  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and  judgment  the  reasons  that 
impelled  me  to  issue  my  proclamation  changing  the  place  of  meeting  from  Aus¬ 
tin,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  to  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

You  are  doubtless  aware  the  people  in  some  of  the  Southern  States  were  vis¬ 
ited  unusually  early  in  the  season  with  the  yellow  fever,  a  disease  more  than 
usually  fatal  in  its  effects  upon  the  native  inhabitants,  and  exceedingly  so  with 
strangers  and  unacclimated  persons,  being  malignant  in  form,  and  at  present 
decidedly  epidemic  in  its  character,  causing  considerable  alarm  amongst  the 
people  of  the  country,  prompting  the  earliest  precaution  on  the  part  of  neigh- 
boi'ing  municipalities  and  States  to  guard  against  its  spread  by  the  adoption  of 
the  most  rigid  quarantine  regulations  against  all  intercourse  with  the  people  of 
the  infected  districts,  which  also  might  operate  in  serious  and  vexatious  delays 
to  Representatives  in  both  going  to  and  returning  from  Austin;  and  probably 
cause  a  failure  of  the  session  for  the  want  of  a  quorum. 

As  the  inhabitants  were  fleeing  from  their  plague-stricken  homes,  through  or 
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near  to  which  many  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grafid  Lodge  v/ould 
generally  have  to  pass  to  attend  the  session  if  held  in  Austin,  many  of  them 
early  in  August  addressed  letters  of  inquiry  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and 
myself  in  reference  to  the  personal  safety  of  traveling  through  or  near  the  in¬ 
fected  districts,  and  wanting  to  know  if  a  change  of  place  or  time  of  meeting 
could  not  be  made. 

Austin  being  located  inland  over  two  hundred  miles  from  the  coast,  and  al¬ 
ways  considered  to  be  a  healthy  location  (and  I  am  happy  to  say  has,  as  usual, 
escaped  the  prevailing  epidemic  and  maintained  its  character  for  healthfulness), 
no  precautionary  measures  were  adopted  giving  special  powers  to  the  Grand 
vSire  to  change  the  time  or  place  of  meeting  in  the  event  of  any  unforeseen  con¬ 
tingency  arising  during  the  interval  of  the  sessions,  such  as  I  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  has  created  the  necessity  for  the  present  action.  I  hesitated  before  making 
replies  to  these  inquiries,  until  I  could  be  satisfied  of  the  impending  necessity 
for  such  a  course,  and  as  there  was  no  express  authority  given  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  for  the  exercise  of  such  a  power,  I  decided  to  consult  as  far  as  it  was  prac¬ 
ticable  w’ith  my  brother  officers  and  members  as  to  the  propriety  of  such  a  step, 
and  if  in  their  judgment  a  state  of  affairs  existed  in  which  the  exercise  of  the 
inherent  power  of  self-preservation  became  necessary,  I  would  assume  the  re¬ 
sponsibility,  and  rely  upon  the  sincerity  of  my  motives  to  be  sustained. 

The  responses  to  the  inquiries  were  very  promptly  and  frankly  given,  for 
which  I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks,  and,  with  but  few  exceptions,  con¬ 
curring  in  the  opinion  that  a  necessity  existed  for  either  a  change  in  the  time 
or  place  of  meeting,  the  lapse  of  time  also  affording  an  opportunity  to  learn 
whether  the  sickness  would  abate  or  spread,  and  I  am  exceedingly  sorry  to  say 
that  it  has  continued  to  increase  with  exceedingly  fatal  effects  until  the  present 
time. 

The  M.  \V.  Grand  Master  of  Texas,  J.  T.  Harcourt,  apprehending,  soon 
after  the  breaking  out  of  the  fever,  that  a  state  of  things  might  occur  making  a 
change  in  the  place  of  meeting  necessary,  addressed  me  a  letter  of  inquiry  on 
the  subject,  and  I  subsequently  sought  his  opinion  as  to  the  safety  under  the 
circumstances  of  unacclimated  persons  and  strangers  passing  through  or  sojourn¬ 
ing  in  or  near  the  infected  districts  in  going  to  and'  returning  from  the  desig¬ 
nated  place  of  meeting,  to  which  the  following  prompt  and  frank  reply  was  re¬ 
ceived  : 

Shelbyville,  Ky., 

12th  August,  1878. 

Yours  received.  My  best  judgment  is,  that  the  interest  of  the  Order  M  ill 
be  promoted  by  meeting  in  Baltimore.  The  great  scare  wdll  prevent  a  success¬ 
ful  meeting  in  Austin.  JOHN  T.  HARCOURT. 

These  various  responses,  coinciding  M'ith  my  best  judgment,  M^ere  submitted 
to  my  brother  officers,  and  resulted  in  the  conclusion  that  a  state  of  affairs  ac¬ 
tually  existed  which  called  for  the  intervention  of  the  Chief  Executive  of  the 
Order  to  avert,  if  possible,  the  danger  Mffiich  seemed  to  threaten  the  lives  and 
healths  of  the  members.  That  being  settled,  the  question  of  time  and  place 
was  to  be  determined,  in  Mffiich  the  disappointment  of  the  Order  in  Texas  M  as 
fully  considered,  and,  I  need  hardly  say,  was  greatly  regretted,  M'hen  upon  an 
examination  it  was  discovered  that  a  change  of  time  M'ould  interfere  with  the 
status  of  a  large  number  of  the  present  Representatives,  as  over  thirty  Grand 
Bodies  w'ould  hold  their  sessions  in  the  months  of  October  and  November, 
December  being  the  earliest  time  it  M'as  deemed  prudent  to  fix  for  the  meeting 
in  that  section  after  passing  over  a  sickly  season,  and  a  change  of  place  became 
inevitable,  which,  under  the  law  fixing  Baltimore  as  the  place  of  meeting  M'hen 
no  other  practicable  place  was  designated,  it  was  conceded  to  be  the  proper 
place,  and  accordingly  on  the  17th  day  of  August  I  issued  a  proclamation, 
changing  the  place  of  meeting  and  convening  the  Officers  and  Representatives 
at  this  place,  a  copy  of  Mffiich  is  hereM’ith  submitted. 
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It  is  due  to  the  Representatives  from  Texas  and  the  chairmen  of  the  various 
committees  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  Texas,  charged  with  making  preparation 
for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  to  say  that  I  was 
kept  constantly  advised  of  the  non-existence  of  the  epidemic  in  Texas,  with 
the  further  assurance  of  the  earliest  information  upon  its  appearance  amongst 
them.  Yet,  with  the  preparation  that  Galveston,  Austin,  and  other  cities  and 
towns  in  the  State  were  wisely  and  prudently  making  to  prevent  its  spread  to 
their  localities,  certainly  no  one,  with  the  daily  accounts  of  the  appalling  in¬ 
crease  of  the  pestilence  coming  up  from  these  infected  and  sorrowfully  afflicted 
districts  through  which  we  would  have  to  pass  if  we  persisted  in  meeting  at 
Austin,  could  foresee  where  it  might  not  be  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  ses¬ 
sion,  then  close  at  hand,  and  long  before  the  approach  of  cool  weather,  which 
appears  to  be  regarded  as  the  only  reliable  obstacle  to  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Representatives,  I  have  briefly  stated  some  of  the  reasons  which  influenced 
my  judgment  in  doing  what  I  felt  well  assured  you  would,  under  the,  circum¬ 
stances,  have  directed  to  be  done,  if  it  had  been  practicable  to  have  convened 
you  in  special  session  ;  and  whilst  I  hope  my  action  will  meet  with  your  appro¬ 
bation,  I  would  much  sooner  incur  your  displeasure,  as  much  as  I  should  ever 
lament  it,  than  that  a  single  life  should  be  sacrificed  through  a  want  of  deter¬ 
mination  to  assume  the  responsibility  to  do  what  my  best  judgment  and  con¬ 
science  approve  under  such  extraordinary  circumstances  should  be  done  to 
avert  it.

PROCLAMATION  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  SESSION. 

I.  O.  O.  F. 

Office  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 

To  all  whom  it  may  concern: 

Whereas,  The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  did  at  its  last  meeting  resolve  to  hold  its  next  An¬ 
nual  Session  in  the  City  of  Austin,  State  of  Texas;  and 

Whereas,  Great  apprehension  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  safety  of  travel¬ 
ing  by  the  usual  routes  to  Texas  during  the  prevalence  of  the  yellow  fever, 
which  has  appeared  as  an  epidemic  in  many  sections  of  the  Southern  States, 
and  which  is  threatening  to  ascend  to  the  cities  of  the  great  West;  the  Grand 
Sire,  in  consideration  of  such  facts,  and  in  obedience  to  the  request  of  a  large 
number  of  Grand  Representatives,  and  especially  by  an  earnest  desire  to  avoid 
the  danger  incident  to  unacclimated  persons  passing  through  or  sojourning  in 
or  near  infected  districts,  has  been  moved  to  change  the  said  place  of  meeting. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  John  W.  Stokes,  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  in  the  exercise  of 
extraordinary  powers,  manifestly  necessary  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of 
the  health  and  lives  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  as 
the  chief  executive  officer  in  the  United  States  and  the  jurisdictions  thereunto 
belonging,  do  hei'eby  order  and  direct  that  the  next  Annual  Session  of  the  R.W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  shall  he  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  State 
of  Maryland,  instead  of  Austin,  Texas;  and  that  the  officers  and  members 
shall,  in  conformity  to  this  Proclamation,  convene  in  Annual  Session  on  the 
thij'd  Monday  of  September  next,  as  fixed  by  the  Constitution,  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  State  of  Maryland. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  at  the  City  of  Baltimore,  State  of 
Maryland,  this  the  Seventeenth  day  of  August,  1878,  and  of  our  Order  in  the 
United  States,  the  Sixtieth.

Besolved,  That  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  J.  W.  Stokes,  in  issu¬ 
ing  his  proclamation,  bearing  date  the  17th  day  of  August,  1878,  ordering 
and  directing  the  present  session  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  be  and  the  same  is  in  all  things 
approved,  ratified,  sanctioned,  and  confirmed. 

Kep.  McKinney,  of  Texas,  moved  that  the  resolution,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  special  report  of  the  Grand  Sire,  be  referred 
to  a  special  committee  of  five,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Chair  announced  the  committee  as  follows  (Rep.  Mc¬ 
Kinney,  of  Texas,  having  been  by  his  request  excused  from 
serving  on  the  committee): 

Keps.  Gaket,  of  Maryland;  White,  of  New  York;  Dkiggs,  of  Connecticut ; 
Shaeenee,  of  Kentucky;  Thompson,  of  Missouri. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  submitted  his  annual  report,  as  fol¬ 
lows:, 

EEPOET  OF  THE  GEAND  SIEE.  '• 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Untied  States : 

RfiPRESENTATiVES, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
a  report  of  my  official  acts  for  the  past  year,  during  which  time  we  have 
been  highly  favored  as  a  people  with  abundant  harvests,  hopeful  signs  of  a 
revival  in  the  trades  and  industries  of  the  countr)';  and  as  a  society,  with 
entire  hannony  and  good  order  pervading  all  its  branches.  At  no  time  prob¬ 
ably  within  the  history  of  this  nation  has  the  husbandman  been  so  richly  re¬ 
warded  in  his  efforts  as  in  the  past  year.  And  representing,  as  we  do,  a  con¬ 
stituency  engaged  actively  and  largely  in  industrial  pursuits,  the  happiness, 
welfare,  and  comforts  of  whose  families  engage  so  much  of  our  sympathy,  our 
interest  will  be  greatly  promoted  in  the  abundance  and  cheapness  of  the  food 
supplies  with  which  w^e  have  been  and  are  now  so  highly  favored,  that  we 
should  not  fail  to  make  with  grateful  hearts  the  proper  acknowledgments  to  a 
kind  Providence  for  these  manifold  blessings.  Whilst  the  annual  returns 
exhibit  an  increase  in  the  Lodges  and  Encampments,  and  in  the  amount  paid 
for  relief  over  last  year,  they  indicate,  for  the  first  time  since  1863,  a  falling 
off  in  the  membership  and  revenue. 

The  annual  loss  to  the  Order  in  prosperous  as  well  as  in  adverse  times  of 
members  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  a  subject  eminently  worthy  the  best  con¬ 
sideration  that  we  can  give  it,  and  whilst  large  accessions  of  new  and  untried 
material  is  being  constantly  added  to  our  numbers,  we  find  it  occasionally 
counterbalanced  (especially  so  at  the  present  time)  by  the  loss  of  members, 
who  through  neglect  or  inability  are  dropped  or  suspended  for  the  above  cause ; 
and  if  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  will  take  a  glance  at  their  list  of  sus¬ 
pended  members,  they  will  doubtless  find  in  this  great,  inactive,  and,  I  might 
add,  neglected  if  not  forgotten  constituency,  a  very  large  number  of  worthy 
men  that  could  be  restored,  if  proper  efforts  were  put  forth  to  effect  it. 

Some  of  these  thoughts  have  been  suggested  in  a  letter  before  me  from  my 
distinguished  brother,  Schuyler  Colfax,  to  Bro.  James  L.  Ridgely,  Grand 
Secretary,  in  which  he  says  that  if  “a  concerted  and  systematic  effort  all  over 
the  country  was  made,  with  liberal  inducements  as  to  the  payment  of  their 
arrearages,  it  would  win  back  to  active  membership  a  large  number  of  this 
class,”  and  I  most  cordially  indorse  the  suggestion  and  recommend  it  to  your 
favorable  consideration.

A  review  of  these  official  reports  for  the  last  half  century  discloses  the  sad 
but  sure  effects  that  periodical  revulsions  in  trade  and  business  have  invariably 
had  upon  the  growth  and  increase  of  the  Order,  And  a  revival  of  these  in¬ 
dustries  has  as  unmistakably  exhibited  an  appreciation  of  its  reliability  and  use¬ 
fulness  during  such  depressions  by  witnessing  large  accessions  to  our  ranks, 
thus  presenting  the  most  hopeful  and  encouraging  outlook  for  the  future. 
There  has  rarely,  if  ever,  been  within  the  experience  of  the  oldest  of  us  now 
living,  a  depression  so  general  and  proti'acted  as  the  one  from  which  we  appear 
to  be  gradually  and  I  trust  surely  emerging. 

There  are  doubtless  some  that  are  willing,  and  probably  with  some  reason,  to 
ascribe  this,  temporary  falling  off  to  other  causes,  to  some  of  which  I  will  for  a 
moment  briefly  allude. 

The  unparalleled  success  and  popularity  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  America,  it 
would  seem,  has  given  rise  to  a  general  desire  to  emulate  its  example,  by  creat¬ 
ing,  under  various  names,  organizations  ostensibly  similar  in  design,  until 
secret  beneficial  Orders  have  been  multiplied  in  some  localities  far  beyond  the 
wants  or  ability  of  the  people  to  sustain  them,  temporarily  retarding  the  prog¬ 
ress  and  success  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  rendering  the  existence  of  each  other 
precarious  and  uncertain,  thus  entailing  loss  and  disappointment  upon  the 
people  that  have  been  drawn  into  them  by  promises  of  large  weekly  and  funeral 
benefits,  endowment  policies,  and  life  insurance,  upon  the  payment  of  small 
dues;  which  a  moment’s  reflection  would  show  could  not,  under  the  most  favor¬ 
able  circumstances,  and  that  whilst  their  members  are  young  and  healthy,  be 
paid  but  for  a  few  years  at  most.  A  glance  at  the  tables  of  mortality  and  the 
laws  of  our  being,  will  reveal  to  us  the  unalterable  decrees  of  Providence, 
that  death  will  sooner  or  later  come  to  us  all.  And  the  money  promised  to 
be  paid  to  the  members  and  their  families  on  these  sad  occasions  cannot  be 
realized. 

The  funds  of  all  beneficial  associations  must  be  steadily  contributed  in  prop¬ 
erly  adjusted  proportion  to  their  promises,  so  as  to  make  it  certain  that  those 
with  the  longest  expectations  of  life  can  safely  and  surely  rely  upon  it.  Some 
may  and  do,  of  course,  die  early,  and  their  families  may  get  a  much  greater 
amount  than  they  have  paid  in.  This  must  be  expected,  it  is  in  fact  the  capital 
upon  which  they  expect  to  do  business,  and  is  used  as  an  inducement,  indeed 
I  might  add  as  an  allurement,  to  obtain  members;  but  the  heirs  of  those  that 
die  late  will  not  only  get  much  less  than  the  amount  paid,  but  run  the  risk  of 
getting  nothing  at  all. 

The  abundant  caution  heretofore  practised  by  the  G.  1^.  of  U.  S.  in  this  par¬ 
ticular,  and  the  rigid  enforcement  of  wholesome  and  judicious  laws  in  our  Or¬ 
der  against  vice  and  immorality  of  all  kinds,  is  the  real  secret  of  our  great  suc¬ 
cess,  and  enables  us  to  point  with  pride  and  satisfaction  to  our  past  record  as 
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exhibiting  to  the  criticism  of  a  scrutinizing  and  intelligent  people  that  our  best 
efforts  are  put  forth  in  upholding  a  reliable,  exemplary,  and  useful  organization, 
I  therefore  feel  it  to  be  my  duty,  with  the  experience  that  nearly  half  a  century 
has  afforded,  to  encourage  the  members  of  our  Order  to  an  increased  interest 
and  zeal  in  its  maintenance,  and  if  possible  to  inspire  them  with  a  higher  and 
better  appreciation  of  the  advantages  they  enjoy  in  holding  membership  with 
such  a  large,  reliable,  and  harmonious  body  of  men  banded  together  for 
mutual  relief,  the  preservation  of  their  manhood,  and  the  elevation  of  the  race; 
whose  boasted  pride  is  in  seeing  the  promises  of  their  brethren  everywhere  and 
at  all  times  fulfilled,  and  their  misfortunes  alleviated;  and  to  warn  them  to  be¬ 
ware  of  all  organizations  and  associations  that  make  large  promises  upon  small 
consideration.  If  but  little  is  contributed  to  the  funds  and  large  sums  are  to  be 
drawn  out,  some  one  in  the  end  is  sure  to  be  disappointed;  rely  upon  it,  it  can¬ 
not  be  done,  and  I  beg  the  members  of  this  great  brotherhood  will  be  admon¬ 
ished  in  time.  Again  I  would  call  your  especial  attention  to  the  great  objects  of 
our  organization;  bear  in  mind  that  its  earnest  and  persistent  purpose  is  to  assist 
each  other  with  stipulated  and  reliable  weekly  payments  (which  we  have  pro¬ 
claimed  to  the  world  to  be  the  peculiar  characteristics  of  our  Order),  at  such 
times  as  they  maybe  unable  to  help  themselves,  blended  with  the  further,  broad¬ 
er,  and  grander  purpose  of  Benevolence  and  Charity,  whenever  and  wherever 
misfortune  shall  lay  its  heavy  hand  upon  any  part  or  portion  of  the  brother¬ 
hood.  Any  attempt  to  divert  it  from  the  fulfilment  of  these  sacred  engage¬ 
ments  or  to  embrace  other  features  altogether  foreign  to  the  original  design, 
must  result  in  weakness  if  not  in  disaster  and  ruin.  Never  let  it  be  hampered 
w’ith  seductive  schemes  of  life  insurance,  which  may  have  nothing  but  the  good 
name  and  reputation  of  the  Order  they  seek  to  use  to  recommend  them,  and 
that  has  cost  us  half  a  century  in  the  pursuit  of  a  single  purpose  to  establish, 

I  know  that  we  have  abundance  of  the  material  in  our  ranks  that  would  seem 
to  warrant  success  in  w^hatever  they  undertook, — indeed  it  is  this  element  that 
has  made  Odd  Fellowship  such  a  prominent  and  assured  success, — but  all  this 
will  not  warrant  us  in  indulging  in  doubtful  experiments,  and  above  all  we 
should  not  allow  ourselves  to  neglect  or  forsake  it  for  new  and  untried  schemes, 
which  the  simple  tests  of  reason  and  experience  will  explode  at  the  first  touch. 

No  one  organization  can  expect  or  should  undertake  to  provide  properly  for 
all  the  ills  and  misfortunes  of  life.  Let  us  therefore  keep  a  single  eye  to  the 
purposes  of  the  organization,  and  leave  all  outside  of  that  to  other  associations, 
each  one  of  which  may  have  a  special  mission  or  service  to  render  to  their  fel¬ 
low-men.  And  in  all  such  good  work  they  will  have  our  best  wishes  and  cor¬ 
dial  co-operation  and  sympathy^ 

We  have  Mutual  Aid,  Relief,  and  other  similar  associations,  composed  en¬ 
tirely  of  members  of  the  Order,  but  not  otherwise  connected  in  any  w^ay  with 
the  organization,  to  w'hich  specific  contributions  are  made,  that  have  been  in 
successful  operation  in  many  localities  long  enough  to  test  their  nature  and  to 
establish  a  reliability  for  their  engagements,  which  have  already  received  the 
indorsement  of  your  R.  W.  Body,  and  I  submit  with  these  recognized  and  re¬ 
liable  adjuncts  the  members  of  the  Order  will  find  all  that  the  ability  of  the 
ordinary  business  and  working  man  is  able  to  sustain.  And  never  attempt,  I 
pray  you,  to  counteract  the  influence,  opposition,  or  competition  of  what  appears 
to  be  rival  associations  or  orders,  by  promising  more  than  you  honestly  intend 
to  perform;  or  in  attempting  to  graft  upon  our  system,  measures  that  will  jeop¬ 
ardize  the  health,  growth,  and  beauty  of  the  parent  stalk;  but  so  adjust  your 
dues  and  benefits  and  manage  your  financial  affairs,  as  to  inspire  a  confidence 
that  it  can  be  perpetuated  to  all  time.

Seven  of  the  eight  Lodges  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  have  united  in  an  ap¬ 
plication  for  a  Charter  for  a  Grand  Lodge  in  that  jurisdiction,  to  be  located  in 
Montreal,  accompanied  with  the  usual  Charter  fee,  and  I  most  respectfully  rec¬ 
ommend  their  application  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

DECISIONS. 

The  comparatively  few  questions  that  have  been  propounded  during  the 
year,  give  the  highest  assurance  that  the  Order  in  the  different  jurisdictions  is 
being  administered  by  intelligent  executive  and  ministerial  officers,  who  seek  to 
perform  their  respective  duties  by  a  proper  study  and  understanding  of  the 
laws.  Nothing  will  add  more  to  the  harmony  and  prosperity  of  the  Order  than 
uniform  and  consistent  laws  intelligently  administered,  and  I  take  the  liberty 
of  suggesting  that  a  thorough  revision  and  condensation  of  the  present  Digest, 
as  valuable  as  it  is,  is  to  be  greatly  desired  at  the  present  time. 

Decision. — The  signs,  grips,  and  passwords  of  the  Order  are  designed  to 
speak  one  universal  language  to  the  initiated  of  every  nationality  the  world 
over.  Therefore  the  Annual  and  P .  P.  W.  of  the  Degrees  are  not  to  be  trans¬ 
lated  into  any  other  language,  or  spoken  other  than  as  they  are  written,  spelled, 
and  pronounced  in  the  English  language.  The  different  nations  must  learn  to 
give  them  the  one  universal  sound  as  nearly  as  possible,  so  that  the  sound  of 
the  word  will  be  as  familiar  to  the  ear  as  the  signs  are  to  the  eye,  or  the  grip 
to  the  touch  of  the  hand;  to  the  end  that  an  Odd  Fellow  of  any  country  may 
be  known  and  recognized  in  any  part  of  the  habitable  globe  as  a  brother.  The 
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language  used  in  descx'ibing  and  explaining  the  use,  meaning,  and  manner  of 
performing  the  signs,  grips,  &c.,  may  be  in  the  tongue  of  the  peoples  m  which 
the  Lodges  are  working. 

FINANCES. 

The  reports  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  and  G.  Secretary  will  present  to 
you  in  detail  the  fullest  information  upon  the  subject  of  your  financial  affairs,  to 
which  I  take  the  liberty  of  inviting  your  special  attention.  It  will  be  observed 
that  with  the  close  of  this  session  the  balance  in  the  treasury,  which  has  been 
gradually  diminishing  for  several  years,  will  almost  if  not  entirely  disappear, 
the  expenses  exceeding  the  revenue  this  year  several  thousand  dollars,  and 
whilst  it  may  not  be  of  much  avail  to  advert  to  the  former  policy  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  it  will  be  wise  to  profit  by  the  experience  of  the  past,  and  to  settle 
down  upon  some  reliable  financial  basis  that  will  bring  the  expenditures  within 
the  revenue.  A  fruitful  source  of  this  depletion  has  resulted,  I  fear,  from  a 
.  propensity  to  hold  the  annual  sessions  of  the  body  at  places  remote  from  the 

seat  of  government.  I  know  that  it  has  generally  been  a  concession  to  press¬ 
ing  invitations  from  the  jurisdictions  visited,  and  now  that  the  constituency  in 
j  many  different  localities  of  the  country  have  been  gratified  with  the  presence 

I  in  their  midst  of  its  assembled  Representatives,  I  would  suggest  that  some 

constitutional  restraint  be  imposed,  fixing  permanently  the  place  for  holding 
the  annual,  and  other  sessions,  or  certainly  to  limit  the  meeting  in  other  local¬ 
ities  oftener  than  once  in  five  or  ten  years,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Representatives,  or  from  circumstances  which  might  render  it  impossible,  of 
which  the  officers  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  might  be  left  to  judge. 

The  practice  that  has  heretofore  obtained  of  placing  Subordinate  Lodges  and 
Encampments,  located  in  districts  where  no  Grand  Bodies  have  been  insti¬ 
tuted,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  adjoining  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  I 
submit  has  resulted  in  a  loss  of  revenue  without  any  corresponding  benefit,  as 
the  most  of  them  rarely  see  a  Grand  Lodge  officer,  and  the  information,  which 
is  generally  if  not  entirely  communicated  through  the  mails,  could  be  as  well 
if  not  more  conveniently  done  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  C.  and  R.  Sec¬ 
retary  and  D.  D.  Grand  Sire. 

i  MISSION  TO  AUSTRALASIA. 

I 

[  I  regretted  very  much  my  inability  to  accept  the  high  honor  you  conferred  upon 
i  me  to  undertake  an  official  and  special  mission  to  New  Zealand  and  Australia. 

Holding  the  subject  under  advisement  quite  as  long  as  the  importance 
of  the  mission  would  allow,  and  finding  it  impossible  to  be  absent  from  my 
,  home  and  country  so  long,  I  early  in  February  of  this  year  notified  the  R.  W. 
Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary  of  my  declination,  and  requested  him  to  advise  the 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  J.  B.  Harmon,  that  under  the  law  creating  the  com¬ 
mission  the  duty  would  devolve  upon  him;  and  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to 
i  state  that  Bro.  Harmon  very  promptly  advised  me  of  his  acceptance,  and  it 
became  ir.y  pleasure  to  co-operate  with  the  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary  in  facil¬ 
itating  his  preparation  for  an  early  departure  to  his  field  of  labor. 

The  whole  subject  will  be  so  fully  presented  to  you  in  the  elaborate  reports 
of  the  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary  and  the  Special  Commissioner,  that  I  abstain 
from  further  reference  to  it  here,  beyond  congratulating  you  upon  the  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  good  feeling  and  friendship  evinced  toward  us  by  the  brethren  of  that 
distant  contijient  in  the  cordial  reception  extended  to  your  Representative,  and 
the  entire  success  of  the  mission. 

REBEKAH  DEGREE  LODGES. 

The  reports  from  the  Degi'ee  of  Rebekah  Lodges  do  not  present  the  most 
encouraging  prospect  for  the  future,  and  I  most  respectfully  submit  for  your 
consideration  whether  the  experiment  of  chartering  and  instituting  Lodges  for 
the  express  purpose  of  conferring  this  degree  has  not  been  fairly  and  patiently 
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tried.  They  may  have  been  a  success  in  a  few  instances  in  many  of  the  juris¬ 
dictions,  but  assuredly  not  to  an  extent  anywhere  that  will  warrant  the  contin¬ 
uation  of  a  system  which  is  certainly  detracting  from  the  character  and  stand¬ 
ing  of  the  Order. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  making  an  objection  to  the  degree  itself, 
nor  to  the  orderly  manner  of  these  bodies  when  assembled,  but  I  am  abun¬ 
dantly  satisfied  that  its  value  and  usefulness  would  be  greatly  enhanced  if  it 
were  left  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  who  would  at 
special  and  convenient  times  take  occasion  to  confer  it  upon  all  willing  and 
entitled  to  receive  it.  The  law  of  1876  forfeiting  the  Charters  of  all  neglect¬ 
ing  to  make  proper  returns  should  be  rigidly  enforced,  and  it  will  be  well  to 
consider  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived  to  stop  the  granting  of  other  Char¬ 
ters  for  this  special  purpose. 

REVISION  OF  THE  SUBORDINATE  DEGREES. 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  committee  authorized  to  be  appointed  at  the  last 
session  to  revise  the  subordinate  degrees,  that  they  have  concluded  their  labors, 
and  will  be  ready  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  result  of  their  delibera¬ 
tions.  Without  expressing  an  opinion  upon  the  merits  of  the  work,  I  may 
be  permitted  to  say  that  there  is  a  decided  sentiment  pervading  the  Order  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  reducing  or  consolidating  the  five  degrees  to  three,  and  while  such  a  result 
will  doubtless  meet  this  great  want  in  the  Subordinate  branch,  it  would 
greatly  promote  the  interest  and  increase  the  membership  in  the  Patriarchal 
branch,  of  the  Order,  which  needs  your  fostering  care  and  protection.  I  there¬ 
fore  invite  your  special  attention  to  the  subject  as  one  of  great  importance  and 
interest  to  both  branches. 

ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE  ORDER. 

In  issuing  the  usual  proclamation  for  the  due  observance  of  the  Anniversary 
of  the  Order,  I  took  the  liberty  of  departing  from  the  form  which  had  been  spe¬ 
cially  prepared  and  was  eminently  proper  at  the  time  for  the  observance  of  a  day 
of  thanksgiving  and  praise  after  the  close  of  the  war,  for  the  harmonious  reunion 
and  preservation  of  the  Order  “  from  the'^esolation  that  had  sundered  and 
scattered  into  fragments  every  other  organization  of  a  national  character,  whether 
moral,  religious,  or  secular,”  and  endeavored  to  make  it  more  in  keeping  with 
the  anniversary  ceremonies  and  regulations  required  to  be  observed  on  such  oc¬ 
casions,  and  most  respectfully  submit  it  for  your  approval. 

ANNIVERSARY  PROCLAMATION.

Whereas,  The  twenty-sixth  day  of  April  is  the  Anniversary  of  the  Indepen¬ 
dent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  it  has  been 
the  custom  and  usage  of  the  several  jurisdictions  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  to  celebrate  the  day  in  such  appropriate  manner  as  they  may 
respectively  designate; 

//ozv,  therefore,  I,  John  W.  Stokes,  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  by  virtue  of  such 
usage,  do  hereby  recommend  all  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies  of  the  Order 
to  set  apart  that  day  for  its  due  observance  as  the  Anniversary  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  America.  And  to  that  end  to  dedicate  the  occasion  to  appropriate  exer¬ 
cises,  and  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  His  manifold  blessings  to  our  Order, 
individually  and  collectively.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  ORDER. 

It  is  a  source  of  infinite  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  distinguished 
brother  charged  with  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  History  of  the  Order 
for  the  first  decade,  has  accomplished  his  labors,  under  the  terms  prescribed 
last  year,  and  he  will  be  able  to  present  it  to  you  and  the  Order  at  the  present 
session.  It  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  refer  to  the  merit  of  the  work  ;  it  will 
speak  for  itself ;  the  high  character  of  the  author  and  his  long  familiarity  with  th*, 
subject  committed  to  his  charge,  is  a  guaranty  that  it  will  be  full  of  interest, 
and  highly  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Order. 

SANDWICH  ISLANDS. 

There  has  existed  in  Honolulu,  since  the  institution  of  Harmoiry  Lodge,  No. 
3,  at  that  place,  an  unfortunate  misunderstanding  or  difference  in  reference  to 
the  use  or  joint  occupancy  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Hall.  I  interposed  my  good 
offices  over  one  year  ago  to  concilate  the  parties,  and,  as  I  understood  at  the 
time,  with  some  degree  of  success;  but  different  views  still  prevail.  Its  history 
is  too  long  to  give  you  an  intelligent  understanding  of  it  here.  The  question  at 
issue  between  them  will  be  found  fully  stated  in  the  correspondence  upon  the 
subject,  which  is  herewith  submitted.  I  have  deemed  it  of  sufficient  importance 
to  claim  your  consideration,  under  the  belief  that  if  not  satisfactorily  adjusted 
it  will  greatly  interfere  with  the  harmony  of  the  brethren  and  the  usefulness  of 
the  Order  there,  which  we  should  all  very  much  lament. 

ENGLAND. 

Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Anglo-American  Encampment,  No.  1, 
instituted  in  London,  England,  have  virtually  ceased  to  exist.  No  reports  have 
been  received,  and  no  regular  meetings  held,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn, 
for  more  than  a  year  ;  and  there  does  not  appear  now,  nor  has  been  mani¬ 
fested  during  my  term  of  office  (with  one  honorable  exception,  A.  Eairlie),  the 
least  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  original  Charter  members  to  maintain  the 
organization. 

Brother  Eairlie  was  not  one  of  these,  but  initiated  soon  after  the  institution 
of  the  Lodge.  The  correspondence  with  this  brother,  submitted  with  my  re¬ 
port  last  year,  will  fully  exonerate  him  from  any  delinquency  in  the  matter. 
The  result  of  the  effort  discloses  the  cause  of  the  failure;  it  did  not  fall  into 
hands  that  appreciated  its  value  and  importance  to  themselves  and  their  fellow- 
men;  and  the  sooner  it  is  withdrawn  the  better  it  will  be  for  our  noble  cause. 
The  lesson  that  this  failure -supplies  should  teach  us  to  exercise  a  thoughtful 
care  in  the  future;  not  to  attempt  the  introduction  of  the  Order  into  other 
countries  before  the  people  themselves  shall  have  a  proper  appreciation  of  its 
value. 

Bro.  R.  C.  T.  SCHROEDER,  a  P.  G.  of  Missouri  Lodge,  No.  11,  a  gentleman 
highly  recommended  by  his  brothers  in  St.  Louis,  is  now  on  a  visit  to  London, 
and  has  assured  me  that  he  will  cheerfully  fulfil  whatever  commissions  he  may 
be  intrusted  with,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  he  be  authorized  by  the 
Grand  Sire  to  collect  the  Charter,  books,  and  effects  of  both  the  Lodge  and 
Encampment,  and  return  them  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Cor.  and  Rec.  Secretary. 
And  in  order  that  all  unpleasant  feelings  may  be  avoided,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  Char¬ 
ter,  books,  and  effects  of  the  said  Lodge  and  Encampment,  to  cancel  all  of 
their  financial  obligations  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

Our  official  relations  and  intercourse  with  the  Order  in  other  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  continue  to  be  entirely  harmonious  and  friendly.  Their  growth  appears 
fo  be  steady,  natui'al,  and  healthy.  It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  Den¬ 
mark  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  foreign  jurisdictions  since  my  last  report. 
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The  prospects  and  conditions  of  the  Order  in  foreign  lands  are  so  fully  set 
forth  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Cor.  and  Rec.  Secretary,  that  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  referring  to  it  as  containing  the  fullest  information  upon  the  subject. 

Regarding  the  complete  success  of  the  Order  in  foreign  countries  to  be  wor¬ 
thy  the  highest  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  feel  constrained  to  again 
call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  in  my  last  report,  of  consolidating 
the  two  branches  in  foreign  countries,  and  to  reiterate  in  substance  the  conclu¬ 
sions  then  formed.  The  Order  in  Switzerland  is  already  desirous  of  being  in¬ 
structed  in  the  higher  degrees,  which  will  afford  an  opportunity  of  conferring 
special  powers  upon  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  that  country  to  confer  the  En¬ 
campment  degrees  upon  their  members,  instead  of  instituting  Subordinate 
Encampments,  which  I  greatly  fear  would  have  but  a  feeble  existence. 

RELIEF  FOR  THE  SUFFERERS  FROM  THE  FEVER  IN  THE  SOUTH. 

I  received  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  a  request,  that  I  should  appeal  to  the  brotherhood  at  large  in  behalf  of 
their  suffering  and  afflicted  brethren  and  people,  their  widows  and  orphans, 
for  aid  in  the  hour  of  their  need,  which  should  more  properly  have  been  sent 
to  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  different  jurisdictions. 

Being  familiar  with  the  liberality  and  promptness  with  which  our  Lodges 
and  Encampments  have  responded  upon  all  such  occasions,  (for  they  have  never 
yet  been  found  wanting  when  the  cry  of  distress  has  gone  forth,)  and  remem¬ 
bering  the  experience  of  Memphis  and  Shreveport  in  1873  when  their  volun¬ 
tary  contributions  amounted  to  nearly  thirty  thousand  dollars  more  than  was 
needed,  a  circumstance  which  called  for  the  passage  of  a  law  by  the. G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  in  1875  upon  the  subjects  of  “Charity  and  Relief,”  to  be  found  in 
vol.  8,  Jour.  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  pp.  6577-8,  and  as  this  was  the  first  instance  since 
the  passage  of  that  law  in  which  the  necessity  has  arisen  for  an  appeal  to  the 
Order  at  large,  now  numbering  over  eight  thousand  Lodges  and  Encampments, 
I  deemed  it  proper  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Authorities  of  that  juris¬ 
diction  to  its  provisions,  and  to  refer  to  the  subject  here  that  the  special  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Order  may  be  called  to  the  existence  of  a  law  that  I  submit  was 
greatly  needed  and  eminently  proper  if  we  desire  to  keep  the  hearts  of  our 
members  under  the  influence  of  that  “  Charity  which  giveth  liberally  and  up- 
braideth  not;”  for  under  this  law  they  have  the  assurance  where  more  than  is 
necessary  is  contributed,  the  surplus  is  to  be  securely  invested  and  held  by 
the  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  in  trust  for  such  purposes  of  special 
relief  in  the  future  as  may  be  needed  to  alleviate  the  suffering  of  other  calami¬ 
ties,  and  thus  avoid  so  many  special  appeals. 

RECORD  OF  DEATHS, 

It  gives  me  unfeigned  sorrow  to  announce  officially  that  which  you  have 
already  been  saddened  to  learn,  and  which  to  our  Order  has  been  an  irrepara¬ 
ble  affliction.  Death  has  been  doing  his  relentless  work  in  our  fraternity  as 
elsewhere  during  the  past  year,  and  among  the  many  who  have  fallen  by  his 
insatiate  hand  were  two  illustrious  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 

On  the  sixth  day  of  January  last  the  startling  message  flashed  over  the  tele¬ 
graphic  wires,  carrying  sorrow  and  gloom  to  many,  many  hearts,  in  every  por¬ 
tion  of  the  jurisdiction,  “  Nathan  Porter  is  dead.”  Nathan  Porter,  the 
man  of  whom  it  could  with  pre-eminent  truth  be  written,  as  descriptive  of  his 
life  and  character,  “  He  was  pure,  true,  loving,  strong,  grand  !”  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say,  that  in  the  death  of  Grand  Representative  Porter  this  Grand 
Lodge,  his  own  jurisdiction,  and  the  Order  at  large  has  sustained  a  loss  that 
will  be  rarely  filled  as  he  filled  it.  Strong  as  he  seemed  in  his  noble  manhood, 
Ave  did  not  anticipate  so  early  a  severance  of  the  fraternal  ties  that  bound  him 
to  the  hearts  of  his  compeers  upon  this  floor,  and  his  taking  away  seems  to  us 
untimely  and  inscrutable;  but  he  has  left  us  a  heritage  of  precious  unsullied 
memories,  that  make  us  even  in  our  bereavement  rich  indeed. 
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Scarce  had  our  first  grief  for  Bro.  Porter  time  to  subside  into  the  sad  calm¬ 
ness  of  a  life-long  regret,  when  we  were  summoned  to  stand  by  the  bier  of  one 
who  for  many  years  had  been  intimately  identified  with  the  most  vital  interests 
of  the  Order  and  this  Grand  Lodge.  Frederick  D.  Stuart,  Past  Grand 
Sire,  whom  so  many  knew,  so  many  loved,  died  on  the  25th  day  of  January 
last,  venerable  in  years  and  covered  with  the  honors  his  brethren  delighted  to 
confer  upon  him,  and  of  which  he  was  so  eminently  worthy.  We  shall  miss 
his  genial  smile,  his  hearty  greeting,  his  ready  counsel,  and  his  skilful,  willing 
hand. 

Representatives  !  Brothers  !  Language  fails  me  to  portray  my  own,  your 
sadness,  at  the  thought  that  these  bright  lights  in  our  firmarhent  have  gone  out; 
that  these  comrades  may  never  more  unite  with  us  in  the  work  of  our  frater¬ 
nity,  that  “  the  places  which  knew  them  shall  know  them  no  more  forever.” 

Those  voices  of  counsel  are  silent  in  death.  The  feet  that  went  so  willingly 
on  messages  of  mercy  are  powerless.  The  hands  so  skilful  to  teach  the  craft- 
lore  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  nerveless.  They  sleep  the  sleep  that  on  human 
dawn  knows  no  waking.  They  are  at  rest,  while  we  are  in  tears. 

“  Lives  of  great  men  all  remind  ns 
We  can  make  our  lives  sublime; 

And,  departing,  leave  behind  us 
Footprints  on  the  sands  of  time.” 

Representatives,  it  is  for  you  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  a  fitting  tribute 
to  their  memories. 

Turning  from  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Past  Grand  Officers 
and  Representatives,  there  are  other  names  of  departed,  eminent  brothers  who 
have  mingled  with  us  in  years  past  in  the  Annual  Communications  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  whom  I  would  fain  mention,  but  I  leave  the  announcement  of 
their  deaths  to  the  Representatives  of  the  jurisdictions  that  they  formerly  rep¬ 
resented,  believing  that  justice  will  be  done  to  their  worth  and  distinguished 
services  in  the  Order. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  Ridgely,  and  his  efficient  assistant,  Bro.  Ross,  for  their  prompt 
and  ready  assistance  so  cheerfully  rendered  at  all  times  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  my  office.  And  to  you.  Representatives  and  Officers,  for  the  uniform 
kindness  and  forbearance  that  I  have  ever  received  at  your  hands,  I  extend  the 
thanks  of  a  grateful  heart.  With  the  close  of  this  Annual  Session  I  shall  sur¬ 
render  the  high  position  intrusted  to  me  two  years  ago  to  my  successor  in  office, 
and  take  my  place  by  your  side  in  the  great  work  of  human  benefaction  that  is 
before  us.  The  great  good  to  my  fellow-men  that  I  have  seen  accomplished  in 
the  past,  increasing  from  year  to  year  for  nearly  half  a  century,  from  a  few 
hundred  dollars  a  year  to  millions,  will  be  an  ever-present  incentive  to  an  in¬ 
creased  devotion  and  attachment  to  the  great  cause  that  has  for  its  purpose  the 
elevation  and  good  of  the  race  by  the  promulgation  and  practice  of  brotherly 
kindness  and  friendship  to  each  other,  and  whilst  I  shall  never  cease  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  high  honors  I  have  heretofore  enjoyed,  I  anticipate  in  the  years 
that  may  yet  be  spared  to  me  the  greatest  pleasure  in  witnessing  the  future 
prosperity  and  usefulness  of  this  great  brotherhood;

REPORT  OF  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

To  ihe  Bight  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States: 

The  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  respectfully  submits 
his  Annual  Report.  The  following  schedule  of  duties  devolved  upon  him  to 
be  performed  during  the  recess,  it  is  believed,  comprises  the  several  orders 
of  the  last  session; 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  ninety-five  dollars  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
three  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  to  the  Grand  Encampment,  of  South 
Carolina,  be  donated  by  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  respectively  to  said  juris¬ 
dictions,  and  that  said  sums  of  money,  as  indicated,  be  placed  to  their 
respective  credit  on  the  books  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  this  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge. — Journal,  7348,  7371,  7448,  7472. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  and  his  assistant  be  esjiecially 
charged  with  the  proper  preservation  and  protection  of  all  the  jiroiierty  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  other  than  supplies,  and  that  no  additional  compensation 
be  allowed. — Journal,  7361,  7461. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  reports  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  R.  W.  Grand  Correspond¬ 
ing  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  the  correspondence  relating  to  Thomas 
Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Anglo-American  Encarapment,  No.  1,  of  the  city 
of  London,  England,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  annexed  resolution; 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  in  reference  to  these 
bodies,  be  approved,  and  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject,  together 
with  the  report  of  Special  Commissioner  Smith,  be  referred  to  the  Grand 
Sire  and  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  with  ^lower  to 
act.

Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  offer  the  following  resolution; 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  of  the  Manchester  Unity  Odd  Fellows  of 
England,  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary, 
be  referred  to  those  officers  to  investigate  and  report  thereon  at  the  next 
Annual  Session.

5.  The  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  five 
members  of  Amity  Lodge,  No.  6113,  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Manchester  Unity, 
located  at  Bridgetown,  Barbados,  British  West  Indies,  asking  to  be  con¬ 
stituted  a  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S;,  having  had  the 
same  under  consideration  in  connection  with  the  correspondence  between 
the  petitioners  and  the  Grand  Secretary  (page  6867,  Journal  of  ’76),  respect¬ 
fully  report,  that,  not  having  sufficient  information  before  them  to  warrant 
a  recommendation  for  the  granting  of  a  Charter  to  these  brothers  at  this  time, 
but  recognizing  the  advantage  and  importance  of  the  matter,  recommend 
that  the  proper  Grand  Officers  continue  the  correspondence  with  a  view  of 
establishing  a  Lodge  so  soon  as  the  laws  of  the  Order  can  be  fully  complied 
with. — Journal,  7374,  7472. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be 
and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  compile  and  publish  (under  the  supervision 
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of  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies)  in  one  volume,  18mo,  with  proper 
title,  the  amended  Forms  for  Public  and  Funeral  Processions,  Dedicating 
Halls,  and  Laying  Corner-Stones,  and  the  Funeral  Service,  as  hereby  approv¬ 
ed  and  adopted,  together  with  such  other  forms  or  parts  of  forms  not  incon¬ 
sistent  therewith,  as  may  have  been  prescribed  by  this  P.  W.  Grand  Lodge, 
and  in  such  number  and  style  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  may  be  deemed  requisite  and  expedient,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
draw  on  the  Grand  Treasur^gr  for  the  sum  necessary  to  defray  the  cost  of  the 
same. 

Resolved,  That  the  volume  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Grand  Correspond¬ 
ing  and  Recording  Secretary  at  the  rate  of  75  cents  per  copy  to  Jurisdictions, 
and  $1  per  copy  to  Encampments  and  Lodges,  in  the  usual  form,  after  pre¬ 
vious  notice  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  his  readiness  to  furnish  them. — Jour¬ 
nal,  7382,  7475. 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  sub-committee  of  the  Finance  Committee,  consisting 
of  not  less  than  two  of  the  members  residing  nearest  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
be  appointed  to  examine  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Treasurer 
and  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary;  such  examination 
to  be  made  within  One  week  prior  to  the  commencement  of  each  Annual 
Session.

8.  Whereas,  The  Representative  tax  of  the  jurisdictions  of  Utah  and 
Wyoming  has  been  jDaid,  and  the  RejDresentatives  of  those  distant  jurisdic¬ 
tions  are  not  allowed  mileage  or  per  diem ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Representative  tax  be  and  is  hereby  remitted  to  the 
Representatives  of  Utah  and  Wyoming,  and  the  Grand  Corresponding  and 
Recording  Secretary  is  hereby  instructed  to  draw  warrants  on  the  Grand 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  said  Rej)resentatives,  for  the  sum  of  $75  each. — Jour¬ 
nal,  7469. 

9.  The  A|3peal  Committee,  No.  2,  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of 
Dr.  Haesleutner,  a  member  of  Germania  Lodge,  No.  1,  Berlin,  Prussia, 
against  the  action  of  Eclipse  Lodge,  No.  444,  Chicago,  Illinois,  in  the  matter 
of  complaint  made  by  said  Dr.  Haesleetner  against  Bro.  Bienewiss,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  said  Eclipse  Lodge,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  after  due  examination  of 
the  papers  in  the  case,  we  find  they  are  not  in  jDroper  form;  and  that  the 
complaint  should  have  been  made  to  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  of 
Illinois,  and  your  committee  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  papers  he  returned  to  Bro.  Haesleetner,  and  your 
committee  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. — Jour¬

The  Grand  Corresponding  und  Recording  Secretary  shall  see  that 
this  law'  is  carried  into  effect  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  after  the  close  of 
the  Annual  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. — Jcrumal,  7479. 

11.  The  Committee  on  Finance  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  the  attention 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  willingness  and  2>romptness  w'ith  which  our 
efficient  Grand  Secretary  has  resjionded  to  the  suggestion  made  by  this  com¬ 
mittee  at  the  last  session  regarding  the  printed  matter  attached  to  his  rejiort, 
and  w'e  suggest  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  due  and  should  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  him  for  his  cordial  endeavors  to  reduce  the  exjienses  thereof. — Jour- 
nal,  7399,  7476. 
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12.  "Whereas,  we  have  positive  assurance  that  in  the  late  fire  which  de¬ 
stroyed  the  home  of.  our  esteemed  Bro.  Gibson,  of  Ontario,  his  library  was 
entirely  consumed,  including  the  Journal  of  this  it.  W.  Grand  Body  hereto¬ 
fore  drawn  by  him;  therefore,  in  view  of  the  above  loss. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  donates  to  Bro.  Gibson  a  full  copy 
of  Journals  and  books  to  replace  those  thus  destroyed. — Journal,  7489. 

13.  Whereas,  The  Charter  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  State  of 
Texas  was  destroyed  by  fire  at  the  late  conflagration  that  occurred  in  the 
city  of  Galveston  in  that  State  : 

Resolved,  That  a  duplicate  Charter  be  issued  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Texas — Journal,  7327. 

14.  Whereas,  The  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Texas  has 
been  destroyed  by  fire  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  same  be  substituted  by  the  Grand  C.  and  E.  Secre¬ 
tary. — Journal,  7327. 

15.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
Grand  Sire’s  Eeport  relating  to  “Finances”  and  “Infringement  of  Copy¬ 
right,”  have  considered  the  same  and  do  not  find  anything  requiring  action, 
further  than  a  recommendation  that  the  law  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  relation 
thereto  be  strictly  enforced  by  the  proper  officers  thereof  in  all  cases.  We 
ask  to  be  discharged  from  a  further  consideration  of  these  matters. — Journal, 
7430,  7501. 

16.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Eelations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  trans¬ 
lation  of  the  work  of  the  Order  into  the  Holland  tongue,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  annexed  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  have 
the  translation  thoroughly  and  critically  examined,  and  when  found  to  be 
correct,  that  the  same  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated,  if  necessary, 
as  recommended  by  the  Grand  Sire,  to  reimburse  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  Ostheim 
for  the  expenses  incurred  in  making  the  translation,  and  for  performing  the 
duties  of  Special  Commissioner.— JowniaZ,  7434,  7502. 

17.  As  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  session  adopted  a  resolution,  author¬ 
izing  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  subordinate  jurisdictions  “to  forfeit  and 
reclaim  the  Charter  of  any  Eebekah  Degree  Lodge  from  whom  no  reports 
were  received  for  three  months  after  the  31st  of  December,  1876,”  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  we  will  have  correct  re¬ 
turns  from  all  the  Lodges  of  this  degree  in  the  jurisdiction.  We  would  there¬ 
fore  recommend  that  the  attention  of  Grand  Officers  of  the  several  juris¬ 
dictions  be  called  to  the  above  law,  in  order  that  they  may  have  no  further 
excuse  for  making  imperfect  returns  of  the  condition  of  Lodges  of  this 
degree. — Journal,  7461,  7504. 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  form  of  card  issued  and  in  use  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australia,  is  illegal,  and  is  hereby  interdicted,  and  the  Order  at  large  is 
warned  not  to  recognize  or  receive  it,  and  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  are  directed  to  use  all  means  in  their  power  to  cause  its  disuse. — Jour¬ 
nal,  7464,  7506. 

19.  Resolvfd,  That  the  E.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secre¬ 
tary  be  directed  to  forward  to  the  post-office  address  of  the  several  officers 
and  members  of  this  Grand  Body  the  balance  of  the  copies  of  the  Daily 
Journal  that  may  be  due  them  after  adjournment. — Journal,  7488. 

20.  Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  upon  the  death  of  Bro.  Wm.  Ebeison, 
P.  G.  Sire,  be  placed  upon  the  records,  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  family. — Jour¬ 
nal,  7490,  7492. 

21.  Resolved,  That  there  be  a  new  translation  of  the  ritual  into  the  French 
language,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  authority  and  superintendence  of 
the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretary ;  provided,  that  the  same 
be  done  without  expense  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  translation  to  be  reported 
to  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

22.  Resolved;  That  there  be  a  translation  of  the  ritual  into  the  Bohemian 
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language,  tlie  work  to  be  done  under  the  authority  and  siiperinlendence  of 
the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary;  provided,  that  the  same 
be  done  without  expense  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  translation  to  be  re¬ 
ported  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session. — Journal,  7508. 

The  credit  authorized  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary  bv  the  first

resolution,  has  been  duly  given. 

The  desks  and  chairs  of  Grand  Representatives,  referred  to  in  the  second 
resolution,  have  been  placed  in  a  room  in  the  hall  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Marjdand  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  the  value  of  them  covered  by 
insurance. 

On  the  subject  of  the  third  resolution,  letters  have  been  received  from 
members  of  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  the  city  of  London,  by  no 
means  flattering  to  its  prosperity.  On  the  contrary,  appearances  indicate  dis¬ 
satisfaction  with  the  title,  and  a  desire  to  substitute  the  name  of  Victoria 
Lodge,  No.  1,  as  more  congenial  to  the  people  of  the  country  and  better  cal¬ 
culated  to  conciliate  public  opinion.  Information  was  communicated  that 
no  such  change  could  be  authorized  except  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  The  Lodge  and  Encampment  each 
give  but  little  signs  of  vitality  at  present. 

The  authority  conferred  in  the  fourth  resolution  has  been  exercised.  A 
joint  letter,  signed  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary,  was  ad¬ 
dressed  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  to  the  G.  Master  and 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Manchester  Unitj^  I.  0.  O.  F.,  England,  through 
John  Schofield,  Grand  Cor.  Secretary,  College  House,  Park.Road,  Bradford, 
Yorkshire,  informing  them  of  the  reference  of  their  proposition  for  a  re¬ 
ciprocation  of  courtesies  between  the  two  Orders  to  the  Grand  Sire  and 
Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary,  and  respectfully  inviting  from  them,  such 
scheme,  or  plan,  if  any,  they  desired  to  submit  for  our  consideration.  Our 
communication  was  received  and  duly  acknowledged.  No  further  advice 
has  been  received. 

The  Cor.  Secretary  has  written  to  Barbados,  advising  the  parties  of  their 
proper  course  of  procedure  to  form  a  Lodge  in  that  island  under  this  juris¬ 
diction.  I  have  received  a  very  satisfactory  reply  from  E.  Isaac  Baez  a,  of 
the  house  of  Da  Costa  &  Co.  A  continuance  of  the  correspondence,  to  await 
better  prospects,  is  suggested  and  cordially  accepted. 

The  sixth  resolution,  relating  to  the  new  Form  Book,  has  been  complied 
with,  in  strict  conformity  to  its  several  provisions.  The  contents  of  the 
book  were  carefully  collated  and  arranged  for  the  press  by  the  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary.  Every  eflbrt  was  made  to  economize  in  the  printing  and 
binding,  which  job  was  done  by  Bro.  John  IVIedole  in  his  usual  good  style 
and  at  a  satisfactory  price.  ^  A  circular  notice  was  given  by  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  of  his  readiness  to  furnish  copies  of  the  book,  which  created  a  large 
demand  for  the  work  so  soon  as  it  was  out  of  press.

Instruc¬ 
tions  to  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes.  Annual  Report  of  a  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
Annual  Report  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  Cards  and  Diplomas  issued  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

The  sub-committee  of  the  Finance  Committee,  provided  for  by  the  sev¬ 
enth  resolution,  was  appointed  at  the  last  session  by  the  Grand  Sire,  con¬ 
sisting  of  Reps.  Muckle,  of  Pa.,  and  Speae,  of  Md.,  to  facilitate  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  Avithin  one 
week  prior  to  each  Annual  Session.  The  duty  will  doubtless  be  discharged 
in  a  proper  manner. 

In  conformity  to  the  authority  conferred  in  the  eighth  resolution,  warrants 
were  drawn  by  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  in  favor 
of  the  Grand  Representatives  of  Utah  and  Wyoming  for  $75  each,  the  amount 
of  the  Representative  tax  remitted  to  said  jurisdictions. 

The  papers  referred  to  in  the  ninth  resolution  were  returned  to  Bro.  F. 
Meyendoef,  G.  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  soon 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session,  pursuant  to  the  order  to  that  effect. 
They  were  duly  received  by  him,  and  subsequently  returned  to  this  office, 
and  sent  by  me  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Illinois. 

The  distribution  of  the  Revised  Journal  according  to  the  scale  prescribed 
in  the  tenth  resolution  (amended  By-Law),  was  made  in  December,  1877,  to 
the  several  Subordinate  Grand  Jurisdictions,  as  fast  as  the  same  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  printer. 

The  eleventh  resolution  has  reference  to  the  suggestion,  made  by  the 
Committee  of  Finance  at  the  session  of  1876,  of  the  necessity  and  import¬ 
ance  of  economizing  the  expenditures  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the 
printed  matter  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  and  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s 
Avilling  and  prompt  co-operation  with  that  suggestion.  The  Grand  Corre¬ 
sponding  and  Recording  Secretary  has  caused  the  amount  of  expense  saved 
by  the  suggestion  of  the  committee,  and  the  adoption  of  the  amended  By- 
LaAv,  to  be  ascertained,  which  is  as  follows  :

I  am  happy  to  know,  that  the  substantial  interest  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has 
been  thus  promoted  by  the  careful  co-operation  of  this  office. 

The  duty  enjoined  by  the  twelfth  resolution  was  discharged  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  session.  Bro.  Gibson  replied  on  the  3d  of  October  as  follows  : 
‘  ‘  I  beg  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  the  receipt  of  your 
favor  of  the  26th  ult.  and  the  books,  which  supply  Avhat  to  me  was  the  most 
valuable  part  of  my  library,  Avhich  was  totally  destroyed ;  not  a  volume,  nor 
indeed  goods  of  any  kind,  being  saved  from  the  tire.” 

A  duplicate  Charter  Avas  issued  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Texas,  as 
directed  by  the  thirteenth  resolution. 

A  like  compliance  Avas  given  to  the  fourteenth  resolution  by  the  issue  of  a 
substitute  Charter  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  in  place  of  the  original, 
Avhich  was  destroyed  by  lire.  ' 

The  subject  of  the  fifteenth  resolution  has  had  the  special  attention  of  the 
proper  officers,  but  no  occasion  has  arisen  to  enforce  the  laAv  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  on  the  subject. 

The  sixteenth  resolution,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  translation  of  the  work 
of  the  Order  in  the  Holland  language,  has  been  the  subject  of  a  correspon¬ 
dence  Avith  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Ostheim.  At  his  request,  the  translation  received 
from  him  has  been  returned  for  further  examination  and  revision.  Efforts 
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were  made  to  have  the  same  thoroughly  and  critically  examined,  with  a  view 
to  the  printing  of  the  same,  but  I  regret  to  say,  that  my  efforts  have  been 
without  success.  Touching  that  part  of  the  resolution,,  which  appropriates 
one  hundred  dollars  “to  reimburse D.  D.  G.  Sire  Ostheim  for  the  expenses 
incurred  in  making  the  translation,  and  for  performing  the  duties  of  special 
commissioner,”  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  having  no  discretion  in  the 
premises,  forwarded  the  amount  to  Bro.  Ostheim,  in  obedience  to  his  sense 
of  duty,  although  he  felt  conscious  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  if  properly  en¬ 
lightened  as  to  the  character  and  value  of  the  service  jDerformed,  would  have 
appropriated  a  larger  sum.  The  characteristic  modesty  and  silence  of  the 
brother  on  the  subject,  put  it  out  of  my  jDower  to  recommend  an  adequate 
compensation,  hence  chiefly  arose  the  limited  appropriation.  I  now  learn 
that  the  special  services  of  Bro.  Ostheim,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  in  the  institution  of 
Paradise  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Amsterdam,  Holland,  involved  several  visits  in 
person  to  Amsterdam  from  his  home  in  Elberfeld,  Prussia,  a  distance  of  500 
miles,  causing  a  serious  loss  of  time,  besides  the  expense  and  delay  and  un¬ 
avoidable  neglect  of  private  business  incident  to  such  service.  I  recommend 
an  additional  compensation  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Ostheim 
in  this  connection. 

The  seventeenth  resolution  was  designed  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  Grand  Lodges  to  the  hw  requiring  them  to  vacate  the  Charters  of 
all  Kebekah  Degree  Lodges  which  failed  to  report  for  three  months  after  the 
81st  December,  1876.  Accordingly  a  circular  to  that  effect  was  issued  to 
them  from  this  office  on  the  12th  dav  of  March,  1878. 

Notification  was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  of  the  adoption  of 
the  eighteenth  resolution,  and  a  copy  of  the  Revised  Journal  was  sent  out 
containing  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  on  the  subject, 
to  which  their  attention  was  specially  called.  Further  information  will  be 
communicated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  on  this  subject,  under  the  head  of  For¬ 
eign  Correspondence. 

Thb  nineteenth  resolution  was  promptly  carried  into  effect  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  last  session,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  subject-matter 
safely  reached  its  destination  through  the  mail. 

In  obedience  to  the  twentieth  resolution  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  having  reference  to  the  lamented  death  of  Bro.  "WilllalM  Eleison,  P. 
G.  Sire,  were  engrossed  in  handsome  style  upon  a  Diploma  Form  and  were, 
accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  transmitted  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased,  through  Grand  Secretary  C.  D.  Cole,  of  Massachusetts. 

The  twenty-first  and  twenty-second  resolutions,  authorizing  the  transla¬ 
tion  of  the  ritual  into  .the  French  and  Bohemian  languages,  under  the 
superintendence  and  authority  of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary,  to  be  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session,  provided 
that  the  same  be  done  without  expense  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  had  gen¬ 
eral  publicity,  and  a  translation  in  the  Bohemian  language  has  been  fur¬ 
nished  by  Grand  Representative  Haskins,  of  New  York,  which  is  respect¬ 
fully  submitted.  In  the  experience  of  the  undersigned,  the  translation  and 
printing  of  the  ritual  in  foreign  languages  are  exceedingly  difficult,  not  only 
on  account  of  our  inability  to  reach  an  accurate  judgment  of  the  merit  of 
the  translation,  but  also  for  the  reason  that  we  are  unable  to  correct  the 
proofs  with  sufficient  grammatical  precision  to  venture  to  pass  the  transla¬ 
tion  through  the  press.  It  is  therefore  very  respectfully  recommended  that 
hereafter  proper  efforts  be  had  to  have  this  work  done  among  the  people 
where  the  language  is  spoken.  This  recommendation  is  based  chiefly  upon 
the  experience  derived  by  this  office  in  the  matter  of  the  translation  and 
2)rinting  of  the  Spanish  ritual,  which  involved  us  in  a  critical  situation 
from  which  we  were  only  extricated  by  the  presence  in  our  city  of  P.  G.  Sire 
Logan,  who  was  fortunately  equal  to  the  emergency. 
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GENERAL  CORRESPONDENCE, 

The  general  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Scribes,  Grand  Secretaries, 
D.  D,  Grand  Sires,  and  other  local  officers,  discloses  the  annual  x)rogress 
in  each  jurisdiction,  which,  with  the  tabular  statements  of  annual  reports 
received,  present  a  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  condition  of  the  Order,  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  usually  accompany  the  returns  with  valuable 
information  concerning  their  respective  jurisdictions  and  the  G,  C,  and  E,, 
Secretary,  as  heretofore,  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  brief  extracts  from  such 
letters  ; 

Alabama.— On  the  18th  of  March  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
was  received  from  Bro.  L.  K.  McKee,  K,  W.  Grand  Scribe,  who  advised  as 
follows  : 

“  We  have  lost  in  membership  during  the  year,  which  result  can  only  be 
attributed  to  financial  depression  within  the  jurisdiction.  We  comfort  our- 
.selves  with  the  reflection  that  dawn  soon  follows  the  darkest  hour,  and  hope 
that  the  future  will  be  brighter  for  this  branch  of  our  beloved  Order.” 

On  the  1st  of  April  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  received  from 
Bro.  William  A,  Shields.  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  with  the  following  : 

“The  reports  from  Subordinates  are  not  flattering.  But  one  reason  for 
this  can  be  given,  and  that  is  the  universal  business  stagnation  throughout 
tnis  entire  land.  The  loss  by  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  overbal¬ 
ances  the  additions  by  initiation,  card,  and  reinstatement.  This  heavy  loss 
is  caused  by  three  Lodges  being  declared  extinct  for  failure  to  report  for  the 
length  of  time  required  by  our  Constitution.  Then,  the  hand  of  death  has 
been  laid  heavily  upon  us  during  the  past  year,  eighteen  out  of  a  member¬ 
ship  of  less  than  twelve  hundred  being  a  very  large  mortality.  Among 
those  who  have  ‘joined  the  innumerable  host’  were  three  of  our  oldest  and 
best  workers,  one  of  whom  was  Isaiah  Dill,  P.  G.  M  ,  P.  G.  P.,  and  P.  G. 
Bep. 

“What  the  future  will  develop  for  us  is  beyond  our  present  ken.  The 
northern  portion  of  our  State  is  being  rapidly  settled  with  emigrants  from 
the  north  and  west,  and  already  there  are  indications  that  several  new 
Lodges  will  be  established  in  the  portions  of  the  State  that  have  been  most 
favored  by  an  influx  of  population. 

“We  have  also  partially  perfected  an  endowment  plan  which  we  expect  to 
put  in  operation  in  a  short  time,  and  which  it  is  thought  will  materially  add 
to  the  stability  of  the  Order,  if  it  does  not  greatly  increase  the  membership. 

“  I  hoped  to  be  able  to  give  you  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  status  of  the 
Bebekah  Degree  in  this  State,  but  the  Secretaries  of  the  Subordinates  did 
not  aid  my  efforts  in  that  direction  to  the  extent  I  anticipated,  consequently 
I  have  had  only  meagre  returns,  which  I  have  arranged  to  the  best  of  my 
ability.” 

Arizonv. — The  report  of  Arizona  Lodge,  No.  1,  for  the  year  1877,  has  not 
been  received,  notwithstanding  several  requests  have  been  made  for  it. 

Arkansas. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  came  to  hand  March  19th. 
Bro.  Peter  Brugman,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  writes  as 
follows  : 

‘  ‘  Odd  Fellowship  in  Arkansas  is  making  its  way  slowly  but  surely,  and 
another  period  of  general  prosperity  in  our  country  will  place  it  far  in  the 
van  of  all  similar  institutions. 

“There  seems  to  be  a  wild  furor  throughout  the  Order  in  favor  of  ^En¬ 
dowments,  ’  or,  more  properly  speaking,  ‘it/e  Insuraw  e,  ’  and  while  I  do  not 
partake  in  the  slightest  degree  of  the  excitement,  ..and  have  little  confidence 
in  the  systems  proposed,  yet  I  think  good  might  be  effected  by  making  such 
insurance  ^  the  feature’’  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order,  abolishing 
sick  benefits,  which  few  Encampments  pay.  This  arrangement  might  result 
in  greater  perfection  of  the  proposed  system,  and  what  is  more  or  equally 
important,  create  a  renewed  interest  in  the  Patriarchal  branch,  of  which 
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there  is  a  iDresent  need.  Should  such  a  scheme  fail  no  hai’m  would  result  to 
the  great  body  of  our  noble  Order.  ” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  August  1st,  exhibiting 
7  Encampments  and  124  members.  Bro.  Beugman  wrote  in  explanation  as 
follows  : 

“  The  reports  of  Subordinates  for  the  first  term  of  1877  were  destroyed  in 
the  fire  that  consumed  our  hall  in  October  last,  and  I  have  but  two  reports 
for  the  second  term.  I  have  done  everything  in  my  power  to  get  returns, 
without  success.  To  keep  up  our  Encampments  is  a  continual  struggle  as 
there  are  but  two  points  in  our  jurisdiction  which  have  more  than  one 
Lodge  from  which  to  draw  membership,  and  the  average  membership  of  our 
Lodges  is  too  small  to  give  stability  to  the  Encampments.  The  outlook  is 
by  no  means  encouraging;  but  I  assure  you  our  zeal  is  equal  to  the  emer¬ 
gency,  and  we  will  labor  to  the  end,  and  if  the  end  must  come,  it  ^sull  be  be¬ 
cause  we  cannot  conquer  the  inevitable.” 

Austeaeasia. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Baebados. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Beitish  Columbia,  Canada. — Bro.  James  D.  Bobinson,  K.  W.  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  under  date  of  March  8, 1878  (received  March  22d),  writes  as  follows  : 

“Inclosed  I  hand  you  returns  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  31st  of  December, 
1877.  We  have  not  elected  any  Kepresentative  this  year,  as  we  cannot 
afford  to  pay  the  expense.  The  dues  I  will  remit  after  I  receive  the  amounts 
due  by  our  Subordinates  in  July. 

“Would  you  kindly  inform  me  whether  it  will  be  necessary  to  forward  a 
new  petition  for  the  remission  of  our  dues,  or  will  the  one  sent  last  year  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  brought  up  without  any  further 
action  from  me  ?” 

The  Grand  Secretary  adds  this  item  to  the  return  :  “Current  expenses  of 
Lodges,  $2,806.26,  which  amount  to  about  26  per  cent,  of  the  receipts.” 

The  two  Encampments  (Vancouver,  No.  1,  and  Harmonj^  No.  2)  in  this 
Province,  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon. 

Califoenlv. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
were  received  June  29th,  from  Bro.  W.  B.  Lyon,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Scribe.  We  are  without  other  information  than  is  exhibited  in  the 
reports.  We  find  the  following  special  remarks  on  the  Grand  Lodge  re¬ 
turn  :  “Increase  of  Lodges,  10  ;  increase  of  members,  528  ;  total  receipts, 
S45S  888.29  ;  paid  for  current  expenses,  $151,348.48  ;  paid  for  relief,  $160,- 
254  35  ;  total  expenditures,  $311,602.83  ;  net  gain,  $147,285.46  ;  total  assets, 
$1,679,906.04;  average  per  member  for  expenses,  $7.30;  for  relief,  $7.73  ; 
total  average,  $15  03  ;  average  per  member  of  receipts,  $22.14  ;  of  assets, 
$81.04;  average  age  of  members,  38.40.”  The  Grand  Encampment  report 
exhibits  an  increase  of  111  members.  The  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters 
of  Bebekah  appear  to  be  in  prosperous  condition. 

We  acknowledge  the  receipt  from  G.  Secretary  Lyon  of  a  very  interesting 
table  of  the  statistics  of  the  Lodges  in  San  Francisco  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  1877. 

Chile. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

CoLOEADO. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
were  received  May  11th,  from  Bro.  John  L.  Bell,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Scribe,  and  exhibit  an  increase  of  48  in  the  Lodge  and  31  in  the  En¬ 
campment  membership. 

Connecticut. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  on  the  30th 
January,  the  Grand  Encampment,  February  5th,  and  the  Bebekah  report, 
February  12th.  Bro.  Feedeeick  Botseoed.  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Scribe,  under  date  of  January  29th,  advised  : 

“The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shows  a  gratifying  increase  both  in 
membership  and  finances,  and  notwithstanding  the  continued  depression  in 
business  interests  our  prospects  for  the  future  are  very  encouraging.  We  re¬ 
instituted  one  of  the  old  Lodges  on  New  Year’s  night,  and  we  have  one  or 
two  more  nearly  ready. 
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“The  pleasure  and  joy  at  the  prosperous  condition  of  our  beloved  Order 
are  greatly  subdued  by  the  sad  news  of  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Stuart 
in  addition  to  that  of  Nathan  Porter.  The  Order  has  met  with  a  severe 
loss  in  the  death  of  these  two  devoted  Odd  Fellows,  and  while  we  feel  keenly 
and  deeply  their  loss,  we  have  great  reason  to  thank  God  for  the  good  exam¬ 
ple  they  have  set  and  for  the  good  work  done  for  humanity.  ” 

On  the  9th  of  February,  Bro.  Botsford  wrote:  “  Only  9  of  the  14  Bebekah 
Lodges  have  reported,  although  all  were  specially  notified  that  the  report 
must  be  in  on  or  before  the  31st  of  January.  I  forward  the  report  in  an  im¬ 
perfect  condition,  and  have  reported  the  delinquents  to  the  G.  Master,  hop¬ 
ing  that  this  action  may  have  a  salutary  effect.  Last  year  by  hard  drumming 
I  obtained  all  reports  by  the  second  week  in  May.  I  wish,  if  a  report  must 
be  made,  that  it  could  be  simplified  by  giving,  for  instance,  round  number 
of  membership  without  regard  to  sex,  additions,  or  reductions;  amount  paid 
out  and  received,  and  amount  of  benefits.  I  can  see  very  little  value  in  a 
report  like  this.” 

Dakota.^ — On  the  26th  of  April  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received 
from  Bro.  Ealph  E.  Briggs,  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  is  also  D.  D.  G. 
Sire  for  this  jurisdiction,  and  transmitted  the  reports  of  the  three  Encamp¬ 
ments  in  good  season.  Bro.  Briggs,  under  date  of  April  20th,  wrote  : 

“We  are  slowly  but  surely  progressing  in  this  jurisdiction,  having  in¬ 
creased  our  membership  111  during  the  year  1877.  We  instituted  Sioux 
Lodge,  No.  14,  at  Standing  Eock,  March  2,  1878.  We  are  not  in  favor  of 
establishing  Lodges  of  the  Degree  of  Eebekah  at  present,  the  condition  of 
the  country  being  such  as  would  preclude  a  hope  of  success.” 

The  Encampments  exhibit  a  slight  decrease  of  membership. 

Delaware. — The  Grand  Lodge  returns  were  received  on  the  23d  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  from  Isaac  W.  Hallam,  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  says  : 

“With  feelings  of  regret,  I  direct  your  attention  to  the  details  furnished 
by  the  report  of  this  jurisdiction.  You  will  notice  the  work  of  depletion 
goes  bravely  on,  fully  one-tenth  of  the  membership  having  been  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues.  Apparently,  there  is  no  practical  remedy  to  pre¬ 
vent  these  losses,  as  the  agricultural  districts  suffer  alike  with  the  cities. 
Many  of  our  Lodges  are  in  dire  extremity;  a  moiety  of  prosperity  may  save 
them,  but  a  little  more  adversity  will  prove  their  speedy  destruction.  One 
•  Lodge  has  succumbed  during  the  year,  but  its  fate  is  due  as  much  to  other 
causes  as  to  financial  depression.  Although  there  is  very  little  of  an  encour¬ 
aging  nature  to  write  of,  or  to  cheer  us,  we  intend  to  fight  a  good  warfare 
and  aim  at  any  victory  within  the  hope  of  success.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  on  the  19th  of  July, 
its  transmission  having  been  delayed  on  account  of  the  severe  illness  of  Bro. 
Edwin  Hirst,  E.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  as  appears  by  the  following  letter  from 
him  : 

“While  I  very  much  regret  the  adverse  circumstances  and  severe  physical 
suffering  which  caused  the  preparation  of  the  report  to  be  delayed,  I  must 
return  to  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  forbearance  in  waiting  so  patient¬ 
ly,  knowing,  as  I  do,  the  importance  of  having  the  returns  at  hand  in  prop¬ 
er  season.  I  would  not  have  put  you  to  the  inconvenience  of  waiting  so 
long  had  I  been  able  to  control  all  the  circumstances. 

“We  have  added  one  more  Encampment  to  our  list,  which  enables  us 
(although  having  a  general  slight  falling  off  in  the  older  Encampments)  to 
show  a  net  gain  in  membership  over  our  last  report.  The  Patriarchal 
branch  in  this  jurisdiction  still  seems  to  hold  its  average  ratio  to  the  Order 
at  large  of  about  14  to  17  or  18  per  cent.” 

Denmark. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

District  of  Columbia. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  trans¬ 
mitted  by  Bro.  Thomas  W.  Fowler,  E.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  on  the  23d  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  with  the  following  : 

“It  will  be  seen  that  the  admissions  to  the  Encampments  have  been  very 
few,  whilst  the  suspensions  have  been  greater  than  ever,  caused,  princiiially, 
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by  the  extreme  depression  of  business  and  want  of  employment,  yet  there 
must  be  some  other  reason  for  such  a  great  loss  of  membership.  The  Grand 
Encampment,  at  its  session  on  the  15th  inst  ,  amended  the  Constitution  of 
Subordinates  by  reducing  the  Encampment  admission  fee,  placing  it  where 
it  was  a  few  years  ago,  also,  permitting  members  to  be  reinstated  upon  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  year’s  dues.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  legislation  will  stop  the 
loss  of  membership,  if  it  does  not  add  to  our  numbers  during  the  current 
year.  Should  it,  however,  prove  otherwise,  then  indeed  the  outlook  for  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  very  gloomy.” 

On  the  2d  of  March  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Kebekah  report 
were  received  from  Bro.  P.  Haul  Sweet,  K.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  re¬ 
marked  : 

“Taking  into  consideration  the  varied  circumstances  by  which  we  have 
been  surrounded,  the  Order  here  has  cause  of  congratulation  for  its  present 
healthy  condition.” 

FiiOEiDA. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  July  20th,  with  the 
following  from  Bro.  Bobeet  D.  Mueeay,  K.  W.  Grand  Secretary  : 

“You  will  see  that  we  have  gained  20  members  the  past  year,  an  average 
of  two  to  a  Lodge.  The  Order  is  improving  in  tone,  spirit,  and  work,  but  is 
languid,  in  unison  with  the  times,  which  can  be  no  harder  in  other  sections 
than  in  our  State.  Our  prospects  for  the  next  two  years  are  cheering,  and 
we  hope  to  soon  give  you  a  better  report.  Our  Spanish  venture  in  Cuba 
Lodge  is  a  grand  success,  and  if  Cuba  was  liberally  governed.  No.  15  (and 
No.  1  of  our  Latin  progeny)  would  at  once  begin  to  plant  the  Order  in  that 
lovely  isle.  The  Spanish  translation  gives  tolerably  good  satisfaction,  but 
in  a  few  points  can  be  improved.”  ^ 

Bro.  Mueeay  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  at  the  session  of  the  Cr.  L.  of 
Florida  in  April,  and  until  notified  to  forward  the  report  was  under  the  im¬ 
pression  that  his  predecessor  had  attended  to  the  duty  ;  hence  the  delay. 

The  returns  of  the  four  Encampments  were  received  in  good  season,  and 
exhibit  a  slight  increase  in  membership. 

Bro.  L.  M.  IVIeeeitt,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  on  the  18th  of  February,  wrote  : 

“I  regret  that  the  past  year  shows  so  little  improvement  in  the  Patri¬ 
archal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  but  the  causes  operating 
against  us  are  now,  in  part,  dispelled.  Excelsior,  No.  4,  has  barely  main- 
I  tained  its  organization,  but  at  the  last  meeting  four  applications  for  mem¬ 
bership  were  received.  I  think  we  have  seen  our  darkest  days.” 

Geoegia. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment,  and  Be- 
bekah  Lodges  were  received  May  17th  from  Bro.  John  G.  Deitz,  B.  M.  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  'who  advised  as  follows  : 

“Y^ou  will  find  that  we  number  as  many  Subordinates  as  we  reported  last 
year.  Two  Lodges  have  been  instituted  and  two  surrendered  their  Charters 
during  the  year  1877.  The  membership  has  decreased  slightly,  but  in  the 
main  we  are  in  fair  condition.  The  Lodges  in  the  cities  are  energetic,  but 
the  country  Lodges  are  not  doing  much.  The  Encampment  branch  remains 
about  the  same,  no  new  Encampments  having  been  instituted  since  our  last 
report.  I  fear  that  one  or  two  of  our  number  are  weak.  Nine  Lodges  of  the 
Degree  of  Bebekah  have  been  chartered  in  this  jurisdiction,  but  only  one 
has  reported;  the  others  are  apparently  doing  nothing. 

“  There  may  be  causes  for  the  failure  of  the  Order  to  increase  in  our  State. 
Several  new  Orders  have  been  introduced  that  have  attractions  such  as  the 
insurance  feature,  and  many  are  connecting  themselves  with  these  insti¬ 
tutions.  ”

Idaho. — The  report  of  Idaho  Encampment,  No.  1,  was  received  February 
2oth.  Bro.  Samuel  Beck,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes  that  he  is  “sorry  the  En¬ 
campment  can  make  no  better  show  in  membership  and  receipts,  but  the  gen¬ 
eral  stagnation  of  all  kinds  of  business  and  scarcity  of  money  is  the  cause 
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thereof.  We  have  already  two  nev''  members  this  term,  with  a  promise  of 
some  more  in  a  few  weeks,  and  I  think  we  do  as  well  as  can  be  expected.” 

The  Lodges  in  this  Territory  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Oregon. 

Under  date  of  July  13th  Bro.  Beck  advises  of  the  installation  of  the  officers 
of  Idaho  Encampment,  and  adds:  “They  have  at  this  time  23  members  in 
good  standing,  and  but  for  the  troubled  times  we  would  count  a  few  more.” 

Illinois. — On  the  1st  of  April  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was 
received  from  Bro.  J.  C.  Smith,  E.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  who  thus  advised  : 

“The  loss  of  249  members  is  not  because  we  have  suspended  more  than  in 
former  years,  but  that  we  have  not  initiated  as  many.  Our  members  have 
done  well,  but  the  ‘  hard  times  ’  have  prevented  the  usual  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  for  initiation,  admission  by  card,  and  reinstatement;  in  this  is  our 
loss.  The  number  of  working  Encampments  is  the  same  as  last  year.  No 
new  ones  have  been  organized,  and  no  Charters  surrendered,  and  we  hope  to 
have  no  cause  to  recall  any.  The  general  opinion  is  that  we  have  Encamp¬ 
ments  enough  if  they  were  only  judiciously  located  throughout  the  State, 
and  we  are  now  engaged  in  trying  to  secure  so  desirable  an  end.  Several 
Encampments  that  have  been  lying  dormant  have  been  roused  up  so  far  as 
to  petition  for  removal  to  more  eligible  locations,  and  with  the  change  has 
come  some  activity.” 

The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  received  April  8th,  from  Bro.  N.  C. 
Nason,  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who,  under  date  of  July  27th,  wrote  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“For  the  first  time  since  I  have  held  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  I  was 
compelled  to  report,  for  the  year  1877,  a  decrease  in  membership  in  this  ju¬ 
risdiction.  To  enter  upon  an  investigation  and  exposition  of  the  causes 
which  have  produced  this  result  is  wholly  superfluous.  They  are  known  to 
all.  We  should  feel  well  satisfied  that  our  loss  was  so  small,  in  the  midst 
of  general  stagnation  of  business,  x^inching  iioverty,  and  even  actual  desti¬ 
tution  among  those  who  heretofore  had  been  strangers  to  such  a  state  of 
things. 

“Briefly,  the  totals  show,  as  conijiared  with  those  for  the  year  1876,  a  net 
loss  in  membership  of  2|^  jier  cent.,  a  falling  off  in  revenue  of  2  per  cent., 
and  an  increase  in  relief  of  2^  per  cent.  The  loss  in  membership  comes 
mainly  from  the  excess  of  droppings  for  non-payment  over  initiations;  the 
reduction  in  revenue  can  be  wholly  accounted  for  by  the  diminished  receipts 
from  fees  for  membership  and  degrees,  while  the  increase  in  relief  expendi¬ 
tures  is  found  in  payment  of  burial  expenses,  aid  to  the  widow  and  the  or¬ 
phan,  and  special  relief. 

“Those  of  our  Lodges  whose  finances  are  managed  with  prudence  and  or¬ 
dinary  business  foresight  meet  all  their  obligations  jpromptly,  are  strengthen¬ 
ing  their  resources,  and  generally  hold  their  membership.  But  many  follow 
the  haphazard  style,  accumulate  no  funds,  and  are  liable  at  any  time  to  be 
rendered  bankrupt  by  unusual  drafts  for  relief.  Some  are  profiting  by  the 
lessons  of  the  x^ast  and  the  certain  prosx^ect  of  ruin  as  the  result  of  x^ersist- 
ence  in  the  course  heretofore  pursued,  and  are  mending  their  ways:  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  all  will  do  so  in  time  to  save  themselves  from  total  wreck. 

“Notwithstanding  the  continued  financial  depression,  the  diminished  re¬ 
turns  for  labor,  and  the  large  number  of  men  wholly  or  partially  destitute 
of  employment,  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  already  beginning  to  recover 
its  losses.  Of  576  Lodges  from  which  reports  were  expected  for  the  term 
ending  June  30,  1878,  reports  are  now  received  from  470,  showing  an  ag¬ 
gregate  net  gain  of  175  members  in  six  months.  This  gain  will  probabh' 
be  reduced,  and  may  be  wiped  out  entirely,  by  the  106  reports  yet  to  come; 
but  evidently  the  wave  of  adversity  has  been  stayed,  and  we  can  with  some 
degree  of  confidence  look  for  a  return  of  our  wonted  x^i’osperity  in  the  not 
distant  future.” 

Indiana. — On  the  9th  of  May,  with  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
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Encampment  and  Eebekali  Degree  Lodges,  we  received  from  Bro.  B.  F.  Fos- 
TEE,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  the  following: 

‘  •  Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our  Lodges  and  Encampments  have  failed 
to  report  until  a  late  date,  I  have  been  unable  to  forward  my  annual  reports  as 
early  as  I  would  have  desired.  I  had  hoped  that  by  the  close  of  the  year 
1877,  we  should  have  been  able  to  make  a  better  showing  than  in  my  pre¬ 
ceding  report.  In  this  respect  my  hopes  have  not  been  realized.  A  compari¬ 
son  of  the  figures  will  show  quite  a  loss  of  membership.  This  is  accounted  for 
by  the  continued  depression  in  the  marts  of  business  and  industrial  pur¬ 
suits,  causing  many  to  forfeit  their  membership,  as  well  as  lessening  the 
number  of  those  who  would  otherwise  seek  admission  to  our  Lodges.  We 
have  however  suffered  less  than  might  have  been  expected  in  view  of  the 
utter  prostration  of  all  kinds  of  business,  as  well  as  the  failure  in  crops  for 
two  or  three  consecutive  years.  We  are  thankful  that  our  condition  is  no 
worse,  and  that  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shows,  December  31,  1877,  518 
working  Lodges  and  a  contributing  membership  of  25,146.  With  resources 
amounting  to  $1,233,852.24,  and  annual  receipts  of  $218,615.86,  it  will  be 
seen  that  our  financial  condition  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  while  our  relief 
report  will  fall  but  little  below  that  of  any  preceding  year.  The  prospect  of 
a  fime  fruit  crop  and  an  abundant  harvest  of  grain,  as  well  as  the  visible  signs 
of  a  returning  prosperity  in  the  business  world,  is  having  a  marked  effect 
upon  our  Order.  One  Lodge  has  already  had  during  the  present  term,  be¬ 
ginning  January  1,  1878,  over  thirty  accessions,  while  others  that  have  been 
dormant  for  a  long  time  are  doing  proportionally  well.  ' 

‘  ‘  I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  report  anything  favorable  with  regard  to  our 
Bebekah  Lodges.  While  our  records  show  189  Charters  issued,  there  are 
only  some  30  or  40  Lodges  from  which  we  have  had  any  reports  for  several 
years.  Though  we  have  taken  steps  to  secure  the  return  of  Charters  where 
Lodges  have  ceased  to  work,  but  few  have  as  yet  been  returned.  With  the 
close  of  the  present  year  we  shall  endeavor  to  enforce  a  compliance  with  the 
law  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  with  regard  to  a  forfeiture  of  Charters  where  Lodges 
fail  to  report.  Some  three  or  four  Lodges  are  doing  well,  while  a  few  more  are 
making  their  meetings  attractive  in  a  social  point  of  view;  but  aside  from 
this,  no  tangible  results  are  produced.  As  the  late  changes  with  regard  to 
the  office  of  N.  G.,  etc.,  have  only  gone  into  effect  with  the  present  term, 
it  is  too  soon  to  predict  the  result  of  this  change.  That  it  may  prove  bene¬ 
ficial  is  our  sincere  wish  and  desire.” 

Indian  Teekitoey. — Bro.  Iseaed  W.  Stone,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  also  Secretary 
of  Caddo  Lodge,  No.  1,  forwarded  the  report  of  his  Lodge  at  an  early  day,  as 
it  reached  this  office  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1877.  The  reports  of 
Nos.  2  and  3  were  received  January  7th  and  16th.  An  increase  of  15  in  the 
membership  of  the  jurisdiction  is  exhibited. 

Erin  Springs  Lodge,  No.  4,  was  instituted  at  Erin  Springs  on  the  29th  of 
June,  concerning  which  Bro.  Stone  wrote:  “I  experienced  considerable 
trouble  in  getting  a  sufficient  number  of  brothers  to  go  with  me,  the  dis¬ 
tance  was  so  great.  It  is  110  miles,  and  we  had  to  procure  a  team  for  the 
journey.  We  had  very  bad  weather,  and  it  required  ten  days  to  make  the 
trip.  However,  the  job  is  done.  I  initiated  and  conferred  the  degrees  upon 
four  persons,  and  think  the  Lodge,  with  proper  management,  will  prosper, 
as  there  is  more  material  in  that  part  of  the  Territory  than  here— more 
white  men.” 

Bro.  Stone  also  advised  that  “Caddo  Lodge  has  completed  the  new  hall, 
and  now  holds  its  meetings  there.” 

Iowa. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  April  15th,  and  the 
Grand  Encampment  report  on  the  6th  of  June.  Bro.  Wileiam  Gaeeett, 
B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  under  date  of  April  10th,  wrote: 

“I  have  the  pleasure  of  inclosing  report  from  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  nearly 
one  month  earlier  than  usual,  and  to  inform  you  that  every  one  of  the  336 
Lodges  in  our  jurisdiction  have  made  reports  for  1877.  You  will  observe 
that  our  gain  is  not  so  much  as  heretofore,  but  we  have  the  satisfaction  of 
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reporting  an  addition  of  12  Lodges  and  441  members  in  1877,  whicli.  consid¬ 
ering  the  extreme  hard  times  in  this  country  for  the  last  three  or  four  years, 
is  certainly  gratifying.  There  are  but  few  of  our  Lodges  that  are  not  gain¬ 
ing  some,  and  I  believe  few  that  will  be  unable  to  sustain  themselves  and 
keep  at  work  in  the  good  cause.  We  have  fallen  off  slightly  in  receipts,  but 
reports  show  nearly  all  the  Lodges  to  be  in  good,  healthy  condition.  Since 
December  31,  1877,  we  have  issued  Dispensations  for  five  new  Lodges,  and 
not  a  Charter  has  been  surrendered,  so  we  have  to-day  at  work,  341  Lodges. 
The  average  age  of  members  in  this  jurisdiction  is  41  years. 

“  Will  send  report  from  Eebekah  Lodges  as  soon  as  I  can.  Reports  come 
in  slow,  as  I  have  only  31  out  of  93  Lodges,  but  we  intend  to  have  the  re¬ 
ports  or  reclaim  the  Charters.” 

On  the  1st  of  June,  accompanying  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encamj^ment, 
Bro.  Gakeett  advised : 

“I  have  delayed  the  return,  hoping  to  get  reports  from  all  the  Subordi¬ 
nates,  but  have  been  disappointed.  Three  have  not  made  returns,  and  I 
fear  they  will  have  to  surrender  their  Charters,  Since  January  1st  we  have 
issued  Dispensations  for  two  new  Encampments.  The  extreme  hard  times, 
throwing  so  many  brothers  out  of  employment,  keep  them  from  joining  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order,  and  have  caused  many  Patriarchs  to  be 
dropped.  With  a  return  of  prosperity  we  will  take  a  new  start  and  soon  re¬ 
gain  all  we  have  lost.  You  will  see  that  we  gained  five  Encampments  and 
125  Patriarchs  in  1877.  We  paid  less  for  relief,  and  our  annual  receipts 
have  also  been  less,  but  we  have  no  reason  to  be  discouraged,  and  are  not. 
I  expect  to  report  next  year  100  Encampments  and  3,500  Patriarchs.” 

Kansas. — The  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment,  and  Re- 
bekah  Lodges  were  received  April  16th.  Bro.  Samuel  F.  Buedett,  R,  W. 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Owing to  a  long  and  severe  ill¬ 
ness,  from  which  I  have  scarcely  recovered,  I  feel  unable  to  write  you  any 
lengthy  report  other  than  contained  in  the  regular  returns.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  report  shows  a  gain  of  96,  and  the  Grand  Encampment 
report  a  loss  of  67  members. 

Kentucky, — On  the  6th  of  April  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment, 
and  Rebekah  reports  were  received  from  Bro.  William  White,  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  with  the  following: 

“The  reports,  I  regret  to  say,  still  show  a  general  falling  off,  as  compared 
with  former  years.  I  had  fondly  hoped  for  the  lifting  of  the  cloud  that  has 
been  hanging  over  us,  and  to  be  cheered  by  the  light  of  our  former  prosper¬ 
ity,  but  in  regard  to  the  increase  of  the  work,  adding  to  our  membership 
and  Subordinates,  I  have  not  realized  my  hopes  and  anticipations  of  writing 
progress  in  either  branch  of  the  Order,  Still  I  do  not  feel  discouraged,  as  I 
see  and  find  no  diminution  in  the  spirit,  zeal,  and  good  work  of  the  Order. 
The  good  work  of  ‘  The  Benefit  Association,  ’  inaugurated  at  the  last  session 
of  our  Grand  Lodge,  which  is  now  cheering  and  imparting  new  life  to  the 
jurisdiction,  must  tell  with  great  effect  on  the  future  interest  and  welfare  of 
the  Order  here.  The  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  report  is  almost  a  copy  of 
the  former,  and  I  am  compelled  to  say  that  little  or  no  interest  seems  to  exist 
in  this  department.” 

Louisiana. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
were  received  May  6th  from  Bro.  Luthee  Homes,  Acting  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe,  who  wrote: 

“I  am  sure  you  will  excuse  this  almost  unpardonable  delay,  as  Bro,  F,  W, 
Delesdeeniee,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  has  been  and  is 
still  very  sick  and  unable  to  attend  to  any  work.  I  am  attending  to  the 
business  as  well  as  my  time  will  permit,  but  not  to  my  entire  satisfaction.” 

The  reports  exhibit  a  slight  increase  in  Lodge  and  Encampment  mem¬ 
bership. 

Later  information  from  Bro,  Homes  advises  :  ‘  ‘  Bro.  F.  W.  Delesdeeniee, 
late  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  died  on  the  6th  of  June,  and 
was  buried  in  a  very  quiet  manner.” 
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Lowee  Peovinces,  Beitish  Noeth  America. — The  report  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  transmitted  by  Bro.  J.  C.  P.  Feazee,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  came  to 
hand  May  14th,  with  a  letter  as  follows: 

“You  will  observe  that  our  membership  has  increased  somewhat,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  hard  times  and  disasters  to  which  we  have  been  subjected.  The 
great  fire  at  St.  John  on  the  20th  June,  1877,  seems  to  have  given  quite  an 
impetus  to  the  progress  of  the  Order  in  that  city.  The  noble  manner  in 
which  the  brotherhood,  far  and  near,  came  unsolicited  to  the  assistance  of 
the  sufferers  by  that  great  calamitj’-,  has  shown  that  the  philanthropy  of  our 
Order  is  something  more  than  a  name,  and,  whether  from  that  cause  or  not, 
the  membership  of  the  St.  John  Lodges  has  increased  more  than  in  other 
parts  of  the  jurisdiction.  The  number  of  Lodges  is  now  27,  two  having  been 
recently  organized — one  of  them  late  in  1877,  and  the  other  in  February. 
The  Order  may  be  considered  in  a  healthy  condition  throughout  the  juris¬ 
diction.  ” 

The  reports  of  Stuart  Encampment,  No.  10;  Halifax,  No.  12,  and  Port  La 
Joie,  No.  13,  have  been  received,  exhibiting  an  addition  of  37  to  the  mem¬ 
bership.  No  report  has  been  received  from  Milicete  EncamjDment,  No.  11, 
located  at  St.  John.  Bro.  Axdee  Cushing,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  on  the  8th  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  wrote:  “Milicete  Encampment  has  not  held  a  meeting  since  the  fire. 
Steps  are  now  in  progress  for  re-organizing.”  And  on  the  28th  of  the  same 
month  he  said:  “A  meeting  will  be  held  to-night  for  re-organization  but 
on  the  6th  of  July  he  advised:  “  Milicete  Encampment  does  not  propose  to 
surrender,  but,  having  met  with  a  good  many  obstructions,  has  been  unable 
to  resume  work  as  contemplated.  ” 

IHaine. — Bro.  Joshua  Davis,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  forwarded  the  reports 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  13th  of  February,  with  the  following: 

“The  Grand  Lodge  report  will  show,  on  examination,  that  this  jurisdiction 
has  still  continued  to  increase  in  finances  and  membership,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  general  depression  in  business  throughout  the  country.  You  will 
observe  that  we  have  gained  eight  Lodges,  and  1,052  members,  and  paid 
$26,716  for  relief.  The  Bebekah  Degree  branch  has  also  continued  to  in¬ 
crease,  having  gained  three  Lodges  and  348  members. 

“I  send  by  this  mail  a  bound  copy  of  the  ‘History  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Maine,’  and  submit  the  following  table,  which  may  be  interesting  and  per¬ 
haps  of  some  advantage  to  the  Order.”

Bro.  Davis  adds  to  his  report  the  following  items :  “  Current  expenses,  sep¬ 
arate  from  benefits  and  charities,  $31,661.78;  invested  funds,  $171,957.05.” 

On  the  23d  of  February  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received 
from  Bro.  N.  G.  Cummings,  B.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  who  thus  advised  : 

“I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  best  of  feeling  prevails 
throughout  the  jurisdiction.  In  view  of  the  ‘hard  times’  and  general  de¬ 
pression  of  business,  we  think  we  have  made  a  fair  record  in  increasing  the 
membership  244  during  the  past  yeai’.” 

483 
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Manitoba,  Canada. — The  report  of  Manitoba  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  received 
February  12th,  exhibiting  51  members,  an  increase  of  3  ;  receipts,  $626. 88  ; 
relief,  $140.67.  We  are  without  returns  from  North  Star  Lodge,  No.  2,  and 
it  is  feared  the  Lodge  is  defunct.  On  the  24th  of  December,  Bro.  J.  Ean- 
DOLPH  Cameeon,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  transmitted  a  letter  addressed  to  him  by  Wm. 
H.  Saijndeks,  N.  G.  of  North  Star  Lodge,  No.  2,  dated  Winnipeg,  Dec.  3, 1877, 
authorizing  him  to  “  take  possession  of  the  Charter,  books,  and  effects  of 
the  Lodge,  and  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.” 
The  N.  G.  also  stated:  “  I  am  forced  into  this  step  by  the  fact  of  being  un¬ 
able  to  open  the  Lodge  since  my  accession  to  the  position  of  Noble  Grand, 
for  want  of  a  quorum.”  Bro.  Cameeon  asked  for  instructions  as  to  the  dispo¬ 
sition  of  the  property,  and  stated  that  the  few  working  members  of  No.  2 
desired  to  “join  Manitoba  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  amalgamate  the  widow  and 
orphan  fund  of  No.  2  with  the  W.  and  O.  fund  of  No.  1.”  The  District 
Deputy  was  urged  to  resuscitate  the  Lodge  if  possible,  but  if  the  Lodge 
could  not  be  maintained,  he  was  directed  to  “  take  possession  of  the  Charter 
and  effects  and  forward  a  schedule  of  the  same  to  this  office,  together  with 
the  funds,  which  will  be  held  in  trust  subject  to  the  action  of  the  G.  L.  of, 
IT.  S.  at  its  session  in  September  next.”  He  was  further  informed:  “When  the 
funds  are  received,  with  a  schedule  of  the  Charter,  books,  and  other  property 
certified  as  being  in  your  possession,  and  a  list  of  the  members  with  the 
rank  attained,  and  the  indebtedness  of  each  is  furnished,  cards  will  be  is¬ 
sued  from  this  office  to  those  who  apply  and  pay  their  dues  to  the  time  of 
surrendering.  The  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  is  the  only  power  that  can  authorize  the 
W.  and  0.  fund  of  North  Star  Lodge  to  be  transferred  to  Manitoba  Lodge, 
and  if  such  transfer  is  desired,  proper  application  must  be  made.  The 
Lodge  reported  31  members  on  the  31st  of  December,  1876,  and  was  ap¬ 
parently  in  good  condition  at  that  time  ;  we  can  therefore  find  no  good  rea¬ 
son  for  disbanding  it  in  so  short  a  time.  It  is  no  credit  to  a  jurisdiction  to 
have  a  young  Lodge  so  soon  surrender  its  Charter,  and  while  in  other  Prov¬ 
inces,  States,  and  Territories  greater  financial  difficulties  have  been  encoun¬ 
tered  and  surmounted  than  any  (so  far  as  we  can  learn)  your  people  have 
been  called  to  meet,  we  submit  a  strong  effort  should  be  made  to  maintain 
North  Star  Lodge,  No.  2.” 

The  next  and  the  last  letter  from  the  District  Deputy  is  dated  February 
4th,  in  which  he  says  :  “In  regard  to  North  Star  Lodge,  I  called  a  meeting 
of  the  members,  and  there  is  a  probability  of  a  resuscitation.  If  the  mem¬ 
bers  use  reasonable  energy,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  succeed 
in  raising  the  Lodge  to  a  prosperous  condition.” 

No  report  has  been  received  from  Harmony  Encampment,  No.  1. 

Maeyland. — On  the  12th  of  February  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Ledge  and 
Grand  Encampment  were  presented  by  Bro.  John  M.  Jones,  B.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  with  the  following  : 

“Upon  examining  the  reports  you  will  observe  that  we  have  decreased 
somewhat  in  membership  during  the  past  year,  which  is  due  solely  to  the 
continuation  of  the  depressed  condition  of  business  of  all  kinds.  Yet  the 
decrease  during  the  past  year  is  considerable  less  than  the  year  previous, 
and  I  trust  that  the  future  will  be  more  bright.” 

Massachusetts. — The  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  were  received  April  1st,  with  the  following  from  Bro.  Chaeles  D.  Cole, 
B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe  : 

“It  is  with  pleasure  that,  notwithstanding  the  depression  in  business,  I 
am  again  able  to  report  to  you  that  the  Order  in  this  State  is  in  a  very  flour¬ 
ishing  condition.  In  fact  Odd  Fellowship  appears  to  be  more  appreciated 
than  ever  before.  It  is  gaining  an  envied  reputation  for  good  deeds  and 
works  and  is  attracting  the  attention  of  the  best  members  of  society.  Our 
Lodge  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  the  interest  which  has  so  long  pre¬ 
vailed  does  not  seem  to  abate,  but  is  still  on  the  increase,  and  the  members 
appear  determined  to  do  their  utmost  in  carrying  out  the  great  principles 
inculcated  in  our  ritual. 
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“During  the  past  j-ear  four  new  halls  have  heen  dedicated;  one  old  Lodge 
has  been  revived  and  five  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted,  making  the  total 
number  of  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  one  hundred  and  forty.  'S\’e 
have  made  a  net  increase  in  membership  of  835,  and  had  on  the  1st  of  Jan¬ 
uary  22,520  members,  which  I  think  is  a  very  good  number  for  this  small 
jurisdiction.  We  have  lost  by  death  214,  and  paid  for  funeral  benefits 
S9, 483.15.  We  have  also  paid  $41,542.44  for  10,160  weeks’ sickness,  and 
$5,424.26  for  the  relief  of  widowed  families.  The  total  paid  for  relief 
amounted  to  $64,511.41,  and  the  receipts  amounted  to  $191,915.57. 

“  The  Patriarchal  branch  has  been  rather  quiet  during  the  year.  Three 
new  Encampments  were  instituted,  making  a  total  of  44  Encampments,  vrith 
a  membership  of  6,078.  They  have  paid  $6,941.65  for  306  weeks’ benefits, 
and  $1,510.41  for  the  burial  of  Patriarchs.  The  total  relief  amounted  to 
$8,872.72,  receipts,  $27,741.10. 

“In  the  Rebekah  Degree  the  number  of  Lodges  is  the  same  as  last  year, 
and  nearly  all  appear  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition.  Some  of  them  are  in¬ 
creasing  in  membership,  and  their  meetings  are  interesting,  but  this  is  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  individual  efforts  of  their  members,  who  are  indefatigable  in  their 
exertions  to  sustain  the  degree  and  make  the  meetings  attractive.  We  have 
now  28  Lodges,  with  a  membership  of  3, 239,  being  a  net  gain  during  the  past 
year  of  189.  The  expenditure  for  relief  was  $508.09,  total  receipts,  $4,018.40, 
and  the  assets  of  the  Lodges  aggregate  $10,958.31.” 

Michigan. — On  the  lOth  of  June  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  were  received  from  Bro.  E.  H.  Whitney,  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  who  advised  as  follows  : 

“For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  yield  to  the  pressure  of  universal 
decline,  and  report  a  loss  in  membership  during  the  year  1877.  While  we 
are  able  to  report  an  addition  to  our  force  of  23  new  Lodges,  yet  the  large 
list  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  reduces  our  aggregate  member¬ 
ship  below  our  last  report.  This  we  observe  is  true  of  many  of  the  older  and 
stronger  jurisdictions,  and  with  them  we  are  determined  to  struggle  manful¬ 
ly  for  the  truth,  hoping  soon  to  return  to  the  path  of  success  in  the  increase 
of  numbers.  Our  fair  State  is  destined  to  hold  her  rank  and  position,  and 
our  guards  are  at  their  posts,  doing  active  service,  and  ready  to  do  their 
every  duty  promptly. 

“I  also  inclose  the  report  of  our  Degree  Lodges  of  Rebekah  and  regret  to 
say  they  yet  remain  feeble,  although  they  seem  to  say  to  us,  ‘  We  are  pledged 
not  to  weary  in  well  doing.  ’  I  am  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the  legislation 
by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  its  last  session,  will  give  many  of  them  the  relief  they 
have  long  sought.  ” 

Under  date  of  July  15th,  Bro.  Whitney  advised:  “  Our  reports  for  term 
ending  June  30,  1878,  are  coming  in  promptly  and  indicate  a  very  prosperous 
condition  and  increase  of  membership  in  many  of  the  Lodges  and  Encamp¬ 
ments.  We  hope  to  regain  the  losses  of  1877  during  the  year  1878.’' 

ISIiNNESOTA. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  March 
2oth  from  Bro.  J.  Fletcheb  Weleiams,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  who  wrote; 
“  Notwithstanding  the  unprecedentedly  severe  monetary  stringency,  you  can 
see  we  haye  made  a  small  gain.  We  have  petitions  in  hand  for  two  new  En¬ 
campments,  which  we  shall  institute  in  a  few  days.  We  feel  encouraged  and 
believe  a  prosperous  season  is  at  hand.” 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  April  25th  from  Bro.  Sheb- 
wooD  Hough,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  wrote  as  follows: 

“  Reports  have  been  received  from  all  the  Subordinate  Lodges  with  but 
one  exception.  You  will  notice  that  "we  have  gained  five  Lodges  and  409  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  year.  But  one  of  the  tw^elve  Rebekah  Lodges  has  furnished 
a  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1877,  and  I  therefore  deem  it  unneces¬ 
sary  to  send  you  a  report  for  that  branch  of  the  Order.  In  view  of  the  con¬ 
tinued  hard  times  and  the  fact  that  several  other  societies  founded  on  plans 
similar  to  our  own  have  made  special  efforts  to  work  up  large  memberships 
during  the  past  year,  we  feel  that  our  increase  has  been  entirely  satisfactory.” 
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Under  date  of  Jnly  26tli,  Bro.  Hough  -wrote  :  “Yon  may  safely  say  that 
Kebekah  Degree  Lodges  are  ‘played  ont  ’  in  Minnesota.” 

Mississippi. — On  the  22 d  of  April  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  were  received  from  Bro.  James  T.  McCown,  B.  W.  Gr. 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  who  advised: 

“  There  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  membership  in  this  jurisdiction 
since  our  last  report,  caused  by  surrender  of  the  Charter  of  our  oldest  Lodge, 
but  during  the  present  term  two  new  Lodges  will  be  instituted  and  Lodge 
No.  17  will  be  revived.  All  of  them  are  located  in  thriving  towns,  and  will 
add  largely  to  our  membership,  as  well  as  encourage  other  Lodges  to  work 
with  more  energy.  The  Grand  Encampment  return  exhibits  an  increase  of 
twenty-six  members.” 

Missouri. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  June  4th  from 
Bro.  E.  M.  Sloan,  K.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  thus  advised: 

“We  think  we  may  claim  the  congratulations  of  our  brethren  both  East 
and  West  in  that  we  have  not  only  maintained  our  ground,  but  really  gained 
some  in  membership,  revenue,  and  permanent  investments  during  these  late 
years  when  so  many  interests  have  suffered  from  the  almost  unprecedented 
‘  hard  times,’  scarcity  of  profitable  labor,  and  great  difficulty  of  remunerative 
investments.  Our  membership,  as  evidenced  by  the  attendance  and  zeal  of 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  just  clqsed,  was  never  more  in  earnest 
than  now;  never  more  willing  to  labor  for  the  growth,  influence,  and  exten¬ 
sion  of  our  Order;  never  more  determined  to  do  the  full  measure  of  duty; 
never  more  anxious  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  full  scope  of  our  mis¬ 
sion,  and  never  more  enthused  with  the  contemplation  of  our  God-appointed 
destiny.  Ought  not  we  to  more  and  more  feel  the  pressing  importance  of 
the  labor  before  us  and  really  esteem  it  but  a  labor  of  love  ?” 

On  the  8th  of  June  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  came  from'Bro. 
C.  C.  Archer,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  with  the  following  : 

“  I  am  somewhat  late  in  forwarding  the  report,  but  I  have  done  the  best 
I  could  under  the  circumstances.  You  will  see  that  the  Patriarchal  branch 
of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  not  in  as  flourishing  condition  as  we  de¬ 
sire,  but  taking  everything  into  consideration,  the  stringency  of  the  tmies, 
the  scarcity  of  employment,  and  the  general  prostration  that  has  attended 
all  branches  of  trade  and  labor,  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  that  our  condition 
is  no  worse.  During  the  year  we  have  instituted  two  new  Encampments  and 
two  have  become  extinct.  Since  the  adjournment  of  our  Grand  Encampment 
I  have  received  several  letters  from  various  points  in  the  State  inquiring  as 
to  the  cost  and  proper  manner  of  procuring  Charters  for  Encampments.  I 
am  in  hopes  that  something  will  grow  out  of  these  inquiries,  and  the  next 
report  from  this  jurisdiction  will  show  not  only  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  Encampments,  but  also  an  increase  in  membership  in  the  Encampments, 
now  in  existence.” 

Montana. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  July  11th,  from 
Bro.  Lew.  Coleman,  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  wrote:  “I  supposed  that 
the  report  had  been  sent  by  Bro.  Hyde,  my  predecessor,  as  he  said  nothing 
to  me  on  the  subject,  hence  the  delay.”  The  report  exhibits  eight  Lodges, 
274  members;  relief,  $788.78;  receipts,  $4,505.73. 

The  returns  of  Eocky  Mountain  Encampment,  No.  1,  and  Golden  Star,  No. 
2,  were  forwarded  on  the  4th  of  April  by  Bro.  James  L.  Davis,  D.  D.  G.  Sire, 
who  advised:  “You  will  see  that  there  has  not  been  much  increase  in  this 
branch  of  the  Order  in  Montana,  but  I  think  there  has  been  progress  made 
in  working.  I  am  in  hopes  to  have  another  Encampment  to  report  during 
the  present  year.” 

Nebraska. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  were 
received  April  22d,  from  Bro.  D.  A.  Cline,  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe,  with  the  following: 

“The  report  of  the  Eebekah  Degree  Lodges  is  very  meagre  indeed.  I  am 
almost  compelled  to  believe  that  branch  a  failure  under  any  circumstances. 
It  does  not  seem  to  meet  the  social  want.  Woman  does  not  accept  it  cor-

dially,  and  man  does  not  need  it  in  her  absence.  I  have  inangnrated  an  effort 
to  saVe  it  and  make  it  more  nsefnl  in  Nebraska.  Should  I  fail  I  shall 
abandon  all  interest  and  will  help  to  root  it  out  of  this  jurisdiction. 

“You  vull  discover  that  the  Order  here  has  made  a  slight  advance  during 
the  year.  The  State  has  not  yet  fully  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  fam¬ 
ine  of  1873.  but  will  with  the  bounty  of  another  year.  A  jjartiallj"  developed 
territory  is  no  place  for  despair;  its  history  is  yet  unwritten,  and  I  do  not 
doubt  but  the  grandest  wore!  in  that  history  will  be  ‘  success.’  ” 

Netheklands. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Nevada. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received,  March 
18th,  from  Bro.  'SVileiam  H.  Hill,  B.  W.  Grand  Scribe.  They  have  10  Sub¬ 
ordinates,  412  members;  relief,  $1,108.56;  receipts,  $5,442.51. 

The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  received.  May  8th,  from  Bro.  F.  Y. 
Drake,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  wrote  :  “I  regret  exceedingly  the  de¬ 
crease  in  our  membershiii,  although  slight.  The  general  condition  of  the 
Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  prosperous  in  eveiw  other  respect,  as  our  returns 
show.  The  Rebekah  Degree  report,  being  our  first  for  some  years,  is  of 
course  incomplete  in  some  respects.  It  is,  however,  correct  as  a  basis  uj)on 
which  further  complete  reports  can  be  made.  ” 

New  Hampshire. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  were  forwarded  by  Bro.  Joel  Taylor,  R.  Y'.  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Scribe,  with  the  following  remarks; 

“'With  the  reports  from  this  jurisdiction,  I  am  glad  to  be  j\ble  to  say  that 
the  i)ast  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity.  Our  membership  has  in¬ 
creased,  and  our  means  for  usefulness  are  more  and  better  that  at  any  former 
time.  Everything  is  encouraging.  "We  have  53  Lodges  and  7,033  members, 
a  gain  of  four  Lodges  and  391  members.  Paid  for  relief,  $17,341.73;  amount 
of  receipts,  $48,318.06;  funds  and  investments,  $144,372. 

“Of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  we  have  11  Lodges  and  a  membershiji  of 
1,415,  a  small  gain  from  last  year.  Considerable  interest  is  reiiorted. 

“  In  the  Patriarchal  branch  a  good  degree  of  interest  is  manifested,  al¬ 
though  there  is  a  falling  off  in  some  of  the  smaller  Encampments.  We  have 
24  Encampments  and  2,154  members,  a  loss  of  32.  Paid  for  relief,  $1,945.88; 
amount  of  receij)ts,  $5,795.12;  funds  and  investments,  $18,000.” 

New  Jersey.— The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
were  received,  April  22d,  from  Lewis  Parker,  Jr.,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe,  who  advised  as  follows: 

“An  unfortunate  depreciation  of  membership  still  continues,  owing  to 
causes  which  have  prevailed  for  several  years  past  in  the  troubled  condition 
of  the  times ;  yet,  notwithstanding  a  loss  in  numbers,  we  are  still  active  in 
the  operations  of  a  charitable  nature,  for  which  our  Order  is  distinguished. 
The  revenue  received  by  our  Lodges  has  not  materially  decreased,  and  we 
are  therefore  permitted  to  rejoice  that  we  have  not  been  compelled  to  reduce 
our  charities.  While  these  things  continue  we  need  not  be  discouraged,  but 
may  confidently  look  forward  to  better  times  and  a  more  happy  prosperity 
in  the  future.  It  is,  moreover,  a  significant  fact,  that  in  the  very  midst  of  a 
general  depression  in  all  branches  of  industry  throughout  our  State,  v;e  are 
still  permitted  to  carry  on  successfully  our  beneficent  efforts  for  the  amelio¬ 
ration  of ,  human  suffering  and  the  elevation  of  the  character  of  man  ;  it 
demonstrates  the  vitality  and  efficiency  of  our  brotherhood.” 

New  Mexico. — The  returns  of  Paradise  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  Centennial  En¬ 
campment,  No.  3,  forwarded  by  Bro.  John  Ritter,  D.  D.  G.  8  ire,  reached 
this  office  February  27th.  During  the  year  the  Lodge  gained  one  member, 
and  the  Encampment  lost  one. 

New  Y’ork. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
were  received.  May  8th,  from  Bro.  Charles  Y.  Clark,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe.  No  special  information  was  furnished,  but  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  re^Dorts  discloses  a  loss  of  994  in  the  Lodge,  and  405  in  the  En¬ 
campment  membership. 

North  C.arolin.i.. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  reached  this  office  on 
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the  4th  of  May.  Bro.  J.  J.  Litchfoed,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  did  not 
accompany  the  reports  with  remarks,  as  heretofore,  and  we  have  referred  to 
the  documents  and  note  a  loss  of  71  members.  He  reports  one  Rebekah 
Degree  Lodge  with  51  members. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received,  June  1st,  from  Bro. 
Joseph  L.  Keen,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  and  exhibits  a  loss  of  35  members. 

Ohio. — On  the  8th  of  May  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  received 
from  Bro.  William  C.  Eael,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  with  the  following: 

“Accustomed  to  promptness  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  it  has 
vexed  me  much  that  I  could  not  sooner  transmit  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1877.  But  the  fault  is  not  mine ;  I  could  not  sooner,  even  with  the 
greatest  efforts,  secure  returns  from  all  the  Lodges,  and  I  did  not  wish  to  for¬ 
ward  until  that  was  accomplished.  Let  me  here  ask  why  it  would  not  be  as 
well  for  all  parties  to  have  the  time  for  reports  extended  to  May  Isi  ?  In  a 
jurisdiction  so  large  as  that  of  Ohio,  it  is  not  possible  to  get  full  returns  by 
April  1st,  and  I  do  not  like  a  law  which  compels  me  to  appear  delinquent. 

“As  you  will  see,  we  have  decreased  in  membership  again,  and  to  a  greater 
extent  than  last  year.  Under  th*e  monetary  pressure  hundreds  have  been 
forced  to  relinquish  their  hold  upon  an  institution  which,  I  am  sure,  they 
love  as  tenderly  as  ever,  whilst  other  hundreds,  perhaps  thousands,  from 
the  influence  of  the  same  cause  have  been  unable  to  step  within  our  portals. 
But  though  the  clouds  have  gathered  over  our  heads  and  the  storms  have 
descended,  the  fires  upon  our  altars  have  not  been  extinguished;  the  love  of 
our  hearts  has  not  grown  weaker,  nor  the  will  to  labor  less  strong.  I  trust 
that  the  day  is  not  afar  off  when  hope  fulfilled  shall  kindle  anew  our  affec¬ 
tions,  add  increased  strength  to  our  desires,  and  lead  us  again  in  the  way  of 
prosperity.  To  insure  this,  we  must  never  forget  that  ‘the  letter  killeth, 
but  the  spirit  of  the  law  giveth  life.’  Of  all  the  teachings  of  our  Order,  per¬ 
haps  none  needs  to  be  more  frequently  repeated  than  this  Too  many  do 
not  yet  study  or  understand  what  the  true  teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship  are. 
Confining  themselves  entirely  within  the  positive  demands  of  the  law,  they 
never  imbibe  the  sublime  principles  of  benevolence  which  lie  outside  of  and 
above  the  ‘letter.’  But  these  thoughts  I  need  not  express  to  a  veteran  like 
yourself,  whose  years  of  service  have  given  the  fullest  opportunities  for 
knowledge  upon  every  point  of  interest  to  the  Order.  I  would,  however, 
that  we  could  impress  upon  the  hearts  of  all,  the  genuine,  true,  and  exalted 
meaning  of  the  institution.  When  that  shall  have  been  done,  our  temple  will 
stand  before  the  world  with  new  grace  and  richer  charms.  That  we  have 
many  good  and  noble  men  in  Ohio,  who  are  laboring  to  adorn  our  beautiful 
structure  with  the  works  of  a  true  and  generous  spirit  and  liberal  benevo¬ 
lence,  I  feel  assured,  and  this  strengthens  hope  in  my  heart  that  the  time 
will  come  when  the  banner  of  our  Order  will  float  in  the  reflected  grace  of 
an  azure  sky,  illumined  by  the  bright  rays  of  sunshine,  and  be  regarded  as 
the  emblem  of  beauty,  because  it  will  be  as  a  token  of  joy  to  so  many  weary 
hearts. 

“From  letters  received  I  think,  I  hope,  that  the  work  of  1878  will  make  a. 
better  exhibit  than  has  that  of  1877.” 

On  the  11th  of  May,  Bro.  Joseph  Dowdall,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  transmit¬ 
ted  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  advising  : 

“  You  will  notice  a  loss  in  membership,  but  a  good  financial  condition. 
At  our  Annual  Session,  held  on  the7thinst..  Charters  for  four  Encampments 
were  granted.  The  new  officers  show  a  determination  to  work  earnestly 
during  the  year  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order.” 

Ontaeio,  Canada. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  March 
29th  from  Bro.  J.  B.  King,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  wrote  as  follows  : 

“But  for  the  delay  of  a  few  Lodges  I  would  have  sent  the  report  much 
earlier,  having  held  it,  hoping  the  delinquent  Lodges  would  forward  returns, 
but  so  far  they  have  not.  The  showing  for  the  year  is  very  favorable,  though 
that  for  the  last  six  months  is  not.  The  great  commercial  depression  which 
still  continues  throughout  Canada  is  doubtless,  to  a  very  large  extent,  the

cause  ®f  the  decline,  though  some  of  it  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that 
other  societies  of  a  similar  character  are  springing  up  in  Ontario,  which  offer 
greater  inducements  in  the  way  of  insurance.  We  are  trying  to  devise  some 
plan  whereby  the  loss  of  so  large  a  number  by  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues  may  be  checked.  From  the  last  returns  of  Subordinates  it  is  quite 
evident  that  Lodges  are  exercising  more  care  in  the  expenditure  of  funds  for 
‘  current  expenses,’  though  this  outlay  is  yet  much  larger  than  seems  really 
necessary.  As  Lodges  become  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  being  very  care¬ 
ful  in  the  management  of  their  funds,  the  interest  of  the  members  will  in¬ 
crease,  and  the  number  be  maintained,  as  few  like  to  be  continually  pay¬ 
ing  money  to  a  Lodge  which  is  careless  in  its  financial  affairs,  fearing  that 
when  siclmess  and  death  come  the  Lodge  may  not  be  in  a  condition  to  fulfil 
all  its  promises  of  relief.  Nothing  inspires  more  confidence  in  the  minds 
of  the  members  of  an  institution  than  a  full  treasury  and  economical  man¬ 
agement. 

“In  common  with  our  whole  jurisdiction  I  beg  to  express  my  sorrow  for 
the  loss  by  death  of  those  distinguished  brothers,  Stuakt  and  Poktek,  who 
have  lately  been  called  home.  In  their  death  the  Order  sustains  a  loss 
which  it  will  be  difiicult  to  repair,  and  one  which  will  surely  be  seriously  felt 
by  the  Gr.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  its  next  session,  on  account  of  the  very  active  part 
they  have  for  so  many  years  taken  in  its  deliberations.” 

Accompanying  the  letter  was  a  printed  statistical  table  of  returns,  from 
which  we  extract  the  following  : 

“Percentage  of  relief  to  receipts  20.08,  or  over  one-fifth.  Total  current 
expenses,  $36,380.21.  Percentage  of  expenses  to  receipts,  32.87,  or  nearly 
one-third.  Death  rate  1  in  143.  Average  benefits  paid  to  each  sick  brother, 
$21.17;  average  to  total  membership,  $1.79.  General  fund  of  Lodges,  $223,- 
718.89.  Widow  and  Orphan  fund,  $66,494.21.  Contingent  fund,  $6,030.76. 
Total  fund,  $296,243.86.  Increase  during  the  year,  $73,028.41.” 

On  the  19th  of  April  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received 
from  Bro.  M.  D.  Dawson,  E.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  with  the  following  : 

‘  ‘  I  regret  that  the  report  has  been  so  long  delayed,  but  it  was  my  earnest 
desire  to  have  returns  from  every  Encampment  in  the  jurisdiction,  so  that 
our  statistics  may  be  relied  upon  as  correct.  In  that  I  failed,  as  the  reports 
from  three  Encampments  have  not  come  to  hand,  but  they  would  make  but 
slight  change  in  the  figures.  Notwithstanding  the  heavy  financial  pressure 
throughout  the  entire  country  the  past  year,  cramping  the  resources  of  every 
one,  we  have  to  congratulate  ourselves  on  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  51  ; 
and  we  are  pleased  to  report,  independent  of  membership,  a  healthy  in¬ 
creased  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.  Since  the  last  session  of  our 
Grand  Encampment,  August,  1877,  we  have  instituted  four  new  Encamp¬ 
ments  with  every  reasonable  prospect  of  success,  and  several  other  localities 
are  getting  ready  for  organization,  so  that  we  hope  next  year  to  show  a  much 
better  result.  A  great  many  members  have  been  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  to  be  attributed  to  the  scarcity  of  money,  and  I  trust  with  the  re¬ 
turn  of  better  times  many  of  the  suspended  will  be  restored  to  membership. 
The  total  annual  receipts  of  our  39  Encampments  amounted  to  $7,620.68, 
and  our  relief  $888.00,  which  is  a  fair  exhibit  for  a  young  jurisdiction  like 
ours  ”  • 

Oregon. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  were 
received  April  10th  from  Bro.  J.  M.  Bacon,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe.  N  o  special  information  has  been  communicated,  but  an  examination 
of  the  reports  shows  an  increase  of  70  in  the  Lodge  and  74  in  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  membership.  Beceipts  of  Lodges,  $54,598.65.  Encampments,  $4,650.18. 
Belief  by  Lodges,  $13,576.95.  The  Bebekah  report  exhibits  8  Lodges,  186 
members  ;  receipts,  $348.35  ;  relief,  $81.50. 

Pennsylvania. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
were  received  on  the  30th  May,  without  special  advice  other  than  that  con  - 
tained  in  the  printed  report  of  the  G.  Secretary  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  May  21,  1878,  from  which  the  following  is  presented  : 
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“Net  loss  in  membership,  G,377  ;  increased  number  of  Lodges,  5  ;  Lodges 
in  working  condition,  899  ;  apparent  number  of  Rebekali  Degree  Lodges, 
91  ;  total  amount  paid  for  relief,  $365,565.75  ;  decreased  amount  of  relief 
from  preceding  year  $13,700.71  ;  total  receipts.  $711,209.05  ;  decrease,  $53,- 
615  85  ;  assets;  $2,510,642.82  ;  increase,  $1,457.08. 

“Notwithstanding  the  loss  in  membership  and  the  surrender  of  some 
Charters,  there  is  abundant  reason  for  congratulation  that  so  much  good  has 
been  accomplished,  and  that  the  Order  still  maintains  its  pre-eminent  posi¬ 
tion  in  Pennsylvania.  A  revival  of  confidence  and  business  will  doubtless 
mark  a  new  era  in  the  progress  of  the  Order.  Let  it  be  distinctly  recog¬ 
nized,  however,  that  amid  all  its  fluctuations,  that  the  Order  has  never 
ceased  to  progress  since  its  first  establishment  in  America.  It  has  moved 
steadily  onward,  gaining  much  and  losing  little,  overcoming  the  difficulties 
in  its  path,  developing  its  power,  becoming  better  understood  and  more 
fully  appreciated,  and  thus  establishing  its  true  character.” 

The  Grand  Encampment  report  shows  a  loss  of  1,147  members;  receipts, 
$89,402.69;  assets,  $277,948.15;  relief,  $59,123.04. 

Peru. — See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Quebec,  Canada. — The  returns  of  Montreal  Encampment,  No.  1,  and  the 
eight  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  were  received  on  the  21st  of  June  from 
Bro.  John  C.  Becket,  D.  D.  G.  Sire.  The  reports  exhibit  the  Subordinates 
to  be  in  good  condition;  net  increase  in  membership  during  the  year,  55. 
Unity  Lodge,  No.  8,  was  instituted  at  Sherbrooke,  October  29,  1877,  by  Bro. 
G.  Varey,  Special  Deputy,  with  13  petitioners,  and  reported  29  members  on 
the  31st  of  December.  On  November  2d,  transmitting  the  return  of  institution, 
Bro.  Varey  wrote: 

‘  ‘  On  the  occasion  of  institution  I  was  ably  assisted  by  Past  Grands  from 
Oriental  Lodge  of  Vermont,  and  officers  from  Pioneer  Lodge,  No.  7,  of  this 
jurisdiction.  We  had  a  large  attendance,  67  being  present  at  the  evening 
meeting.  From  the  appearance  of  the  petitioners  for  the  Lodge  as  well  as 
those  we  initiated,  I  should  say  Sherbrooke  bids  fair  to  compete  with  any 
of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  as  to  intellectual  and  moral  ability.  I  was 
much  pleased  with  the  economy  displayed  in  the  fitting  up  of  the  Lodge-room 
as  well  as  the  regalia  and  emblems  provided.  I  consider  the  great  stum¬ 
bling-block  on  which  most  of  our  Lodges  here  have  fallen  at  the  outset  of 
their  career,  was  fitting  up  expensive  rooms  and  furnishing  expensive  regalia, 
thereby  crippling  their  finances  for  some  time  to  come.  From  all  I  could 
learn  in  the  few  hours  I  was  in  Sherbrooke,  I  believe  that  Unity  Lodge 
will  have  the  confidence  of  the  community,  the  public  generally  being  in 
favor  of  the  Order,  and  if  such  is  the  case  there  is  no  fear  but  that  it  will  soon 
become  a  large  Lodge,  and  if  they  act  upon  my  advice,  to  ‘  guard  well  the 
outer  door,’  one  of  the  best  in  this  jurisdiction. 

“  Concerning  Oriental  Lodge,  No.  36,  ofVermont,  whose  Past  Grands  kindly 
assisted  me.  I  understand  they  meet  in  a  room  on  the  Canada  side  of  the 
line,  having  received  permission  from  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  so  to  do  pro  tern., 
until  they  get  a  room  on  the  U.  S.  side,  and  I  am  informed  by  them  that 
their  Charter  from  the  G.  L.  ofVermont  contains  a  clause  whereby,  in  the 
event  of  a  Grand  Lodge  being  instituted  in  the  province  of  Quebec,  they  have 
the  privilege  of  uniting  with  them  without  further  action.  Now  if  this 
Lodge  would  come  in  at  once  under  this  jurisdiction,  making  9  Lodges,  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  Besides, 
Oriental  has  several  Past  Grands  who  have  served  in  Grand  Lodge,  filled 
some  of  the  elective  otfices,  and  are  well  informed  in  the  work,  having  been 
in  harness  for  some  40  years,  consequently  their  aid  would  be  invaluable  in  a 
new  Grand  Lodge.” 

In  forwarding  the  returns,  Bro.  Becket  wrote,  under  date  of  June  17th,  as 
follows: 

“I  regret  exceedingly  that  by  the  delay  in  receiving  the  Encampment  re¬ 
port,  which  was  only  recently  completed,  I  have  been  so  long  in  making  the 
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returns  for  1877.  The  Lodges  presented  their  reports  at  the  proper  time  and 
are  not  to  blame  for  the  delay. 

“I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition,  as  the  returns  will  show;  two  of  the  Lodges  have 
not  made  as  much  progress  as  the  others,  and  indeed  none  of  them  have 
done  as  well  as  we  had  a  right  to  expect  from  the  general  favor  with  which 
the  Order  is  regarded  here.  I  can  onlj^  account  for  this  by  the  very  de¬ 
pressed  state  of  trade  for  the  past  four  years,  and  a  revival  in  business  gen¬ 
erally  seems  still  in  the  future.  However,  in  the  midst  of  all  the  depression 
we  are  making  some  progress,  as  you  will  see  from  the  inclosed  notice  of  the 
dedication  6f  a  new  hall  last  Friday  night  by  Mizpah  Lodge,  No.  3.  Mount 
Royal,  No.  1,  intends  to  hold  a  similar  service  shortly  on  the  completion  of 
the  hall  they  are  now  fitting  up.” 

Rhode  Island. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  reached  this  office  on  the  18th  of  March.  Bro.  John  F.  Dkiscol,  R.  W. 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  wrote  as  follows: 

“  You  will  see  that  both  rejrorts  show  a  loss  of  members  during  the  year, 
but  the  times  are  such  in  our  jurisdiction  that  such  a  result  was  unavoida¬ 
ble.  As  soon  as  there  is  a  change  and  business  revives,  the  Order  will  grow 
again.  A  great  number  of  those  who  have  been  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues  will  return,  and  many  will  appl}^  for  admission  by  initiation.” 

Sandwich  Islands.— See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

South  Carolina. — At  the  date  of  putting  the  first  pages  of  this  report  to 
press  (August  6th),  no  information  of  any  character  concerning  the  Order 
has  reached  us  from  this  jurisdiction,  notwithstanding  repeated  requests  have 
been  made  for  the  annual  reports.  On  the  10th  of  February,  Bro.  Robert 
James,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  wrote  as  follows  : 

“Can  you  inform  me  how  I  can  obtain  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  for  our  jurisdic¬ 
tion?  I  have  failed  to  get  it  from  our  G.  Rep.,  as  he  did  not  attend  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  last  September,  in  consequence  of  our  tax  not  be¬ 
ing  paid.  The  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  the  same  session  placed  to  our  credit  the 
amount  of  the  tax  (S75),  thereby  placing  us  in  good  standing  as  to  our  Rep¬ 
resentative  tax. 

“lam  happj’' to  inform  you  that' on  the  16th  of  January,  we  installed 
Bro.  W.  F.  Barton,  of  Orangeburg,  as  M.  ^Y.  Grand  Master.  I  was  also  re¬ 
elected  for  the  eighth  time.” 

Bro.  Ja:mes  was  informed  that  the  P.  M.  was  transmitted  in  cijiher  on  the 
30th  of  January  to  the  Grand  Representative. 

On  the  25th  of  June,  the  Grand  Secretary  sent  a  request  by  postal  card, 
for  “blanks  to  makeup  my_  returns  for  the  year  1877.”  The  blanks  were 
immediately  forwarded. 

Switzerland.  —  See  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Tennessee. — On  the  18th  of  April  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Encampment  were  received  from  Bro.  J.  R.  Harwell,  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe,  with  the  following  concerning  the  situation: 

“  Sickness  has  prevented  me  from  sending  the  reports  earlier.  I  am  sorry 
to  say  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  Tennessee  is  on  the  decline,  both  as  to  popu¬ 
larity  and  membership.  Other  institutions,  j)romising  larger  funeral  bene¬ 
fits,  are  rapidly  depleting  us,  so  that  our  utter  extinction  in  this  State  seems 
to  be  only  a  question  of  time,  and  not  very  long  time  at  that.  It  is  true,  we 
have  an  ‘  Odd  Fellows’  Relief  Society",  ’  as  it  is  called,  but  it  is  an  outside 
affair,  not  a  part  of  the  Order,  not  even  controlled  by  our  State  Grand  Lodge, 
and  our  members  do  not  seem  disposed  to  take  hold  of  it.  They  seem  to 
lack  confidence  in  it,  and  the  result  is,  we  have  only  about  one  hundred 
members.  Now,  it  does  seem  to  me,  and  it  is  almost  the  universal  senti¬ 
ment  amongst  Tennessee  Odd  Fellows,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  ought  to  adopt  and  control  a  system  of  endowment  (or  enlarged  fune¬ 
ral  benefits,  as  I  prefer  to  call  it).  This  would  infuse  new  life  into  the 
organization  in  Tennessee  ;  it  would  give  confidence  and  insure  success.  In 
this  State  we  are  becoming  demoralized,  and  I  warn  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
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United  States  now,  that  we  will  be  routed  unless  something  is  done  to  place 
Odd  Fellowship  in  the  front  rank  of  progressive  institutions.  We  have  done 
and  are  doing  all  we  can,  but  we  are  too  feeble  to  stem  the  tide,  and  we  im¬ 
plore  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  give  us  relief.  Other  and 
newer  institutions  have  stolen  our  thunder,  and  are  elaborating  and  improv¬ 
ing  our  own  system  of  funeral  benefits,  and  making  it  wonderfully  popular 
and  successful.  These  are  plain  words,  but  they  are  true. 

“I  report,  as  you  will  see,  147  Lodges,  of  which  22  are  practically  defunct, 
although  their  Charters  have  not  been  formally  reclaimed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

“I  can  make  no  report  of  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  because  none  have 
made  returns  to  me.  That  branch  of  the  Order  is  a  failure  here. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  State  is  in  a  worse  condi¬ 
tion  than  the  Lodge  department.  While  my  report  shows  36  Encampments, 
12  of  them  are  practically  defunct,  but  their  Charters  have  not  been  surren¬ 
dered.” 

Texas. — On  the  19th  of  June  the  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  were  received  from  Bro.  Geo.  W.  Gbover,  R.  W.  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Grand  Scribe,  who  thus  advised  : 

“The  prostration  of  business  generally  throughout  our  State,  for  the  past 
year  or  two,  has  been  felt  by  our  members,  and  comparatively  there  is  a 
larger  membership  than  we  anticipated  in  both  branches  of  the  Order. 
While  for  local  causes  some  Subordinates  have  demised,  others  hold  their 
own,  and  many  show  an  increase  of  strength  numerically  and  financially. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  another  year  will  prove  more  advantageous,  not  only 
in  this  section  of  our  country,  but  to  all  within  the  realms  of  our  beloved 
Order.” 

Utah. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  January  30th.  Bro. 
E.  M.  Wilson,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  January  24th,  wrote: 

“By  comparing  the  present  with  our  last  report,  you  will  discover  that 
we  are  progressing  somewhat,  more  particularly  in  the  amount  of  relief, 
which  is  probably  more  for  the  benefit  and  credit  of  our  jurisdiction  than  a 
larger  influx  of  members  would  be.  Our  Lodges  are  gradually  increasing 
in  wealth  and  influence,  and  we  look  hopefully  forward  to  the  time  when 
our  Territory  will  partake  more  of  the  principles  of  civilization  and  moral¬ 
ity,  and  thus  become  a  more  favorable  field  of  labor  for  our  noble  institu¬ 
tion.  Wildey  Degree  Lodge,  No.  1,  instituted  last  August,  and  Oquirrh 
Encampment,  No.  1  (which  reports  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  California),, 
are  both  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  have  proven  important  adjuncts  to 
the  Subordinate  Lodges.” 

Vermont. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  was  received  from  Bro. 
D.  P.  Celley,  R.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  on  the  11th  of  February.  A  loss  of  125 
members  is  noted.  Relief,  $126.30;  receipts,  $764.76;  number  of  weeks’  ben¬ 
efits  paid  not  reported. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  reached  this  office  12th  of  February,  and 
the  Rebekah  report  on  the  11th  of  March.  Bro.  H.  L.  Stillson,  R.  W.  Grand 
Secretary,  on  the  8th  of  March,  wrote: 

“It  is  with  more  than  ordinary  pleasure  that  I  forward  you  the  inclosed 
‘Annual  Report  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  of  Vermont,’  which  com¬ 
pletes  our  returns  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  The  Order  in  the  land  of  Ethan 
Allen,  Gen.  Stark,  and  other  Revolutionary  heroes,  during  its  Centennial 
year,  1877,  claims  that  it  exemplified  in  deeds  the  banner  of  Friendship, 
Love,  and  Truth.  May  we  not  boast  a  little  ?  There  has  not  been  an  appeal 
case  before  the  Grand  Lodge  in  two  years,  and  there  is  now  no  prospect  of 
one.  Every  Subordinate  Lodge  has  reported  correctly  and  paid  in  full,  and 
every  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge  has  reported  correctly,  and  we  have  not  a  fail¬ 
ing  Lodge  of  any  kind  in  the  State.  Whatever  may  have  been  true  of  us^ 
heretofore,  our  returns  are  this  year  complete.” 

Grand  Secretary  Stillson  also  transmitted,  on  the  23d  of  February,  me- 
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morial  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  and  directed  to 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  as  follows  : 

“  Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  William  Ellison,  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  loses  one  of  its  oldest,  most  prominent  and  useful  members,  vener¬ 
able  in  years  as  in  character.  In  all  the  varied  relations  of  life,  God  had  hon¬ 
ored  him  as  an  instrument  of  blessing  to  our  fraternity ;  and  he  has  been 
gathered  into  the  garner  of  the  illustrious  company  of  those  who  have 
shown  their  love  to  God  by  works  of  love  to  their  fellow-men. 

‘^Resolved,  That  in  the  decease  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Feed.  D.  Stuaet,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  and  the  fraternity  at  large  have  cause  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  an  earnest  and  devoted  brother,  who  has  labored  unceas¬ 
ingly  for  the  promotion  of  our  principles ;  and  one  whose  voice  was  familiar 
to  many  of  Vermont’s  Odd  Fellows;  and  whose  counsels  have  been  frequent¬ 
ly  our  guide  in  important  matters  of  legislation  and  work.” 

ViEGiNiA. — Bro.  T.  Wiley  Davis,  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  transmitted  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  2d  of  March,  with  the  following  : 

“In  presenting  the  annual  return  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction 
for  the  past  year,  I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  cannot  report  an  increase  of 
membership,  or  show  some  improvement  in  our  condition  as  the  result  of 
our  labor  for  the  year.  On  the  contrary,  we  have  lost  from  our  ranks  247, 
while  the  receipts  by  the  Lodges,  their  disbursements  for  relief,  Ac. ,  show  a 
corresponding  decrease.  This  state  of  aifairs,  whilst  attributed  to  the  long- 
continued  depression  in  business  of  all  kinds  throughout  the  country,  is,  I 
am  convinced,  influenced  by  other  causes  that  have  been  at  work  in  the 
towns  and  cities  of  this  and  other  States,  and  are  making  rapid  inroads  up¬ 
on  the  field  that  our  Order,  in  my  opinion,  should  occupy.  I  allude  to  the 
various  other  Orders  (their  name  is  Legion)  of  a  kind  similar  to  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  many  respects,  yet  having  greatly  the  advantage  in  their  feature  of 
Endowment  or  Insurance,  thus  holding  out  great  inducements  to  those  who 
would  otherwise  seek  admission  to  our  ranks.  The  people  are  learning  to 
regard  with  distrust  a  large  majority  of  the  Life  Insurance  Companies  of  the 
present  day,  because  of  their  failure  to  fulfil  their  obligations;  and  as  life 
insurance  occupies  a  high  position  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  are  pecu¬ 
niarily  able  to  maintain  it,  they  very  naturally  seek  association  with  institu¬ 
tions  or  Orders  that  ofier  inducements  of  that  kind.  I  have  made  this  sub¬ 
ject  one  of  very  earnest  study,  and  am  convinced  that  if  we  desire  to  make 
our  Order  what  it  should  be,  we  shall  have  to  adopt  some  such  plan  as  has 
been  referred  to.  To  do  so  may  be  called  a  new  departure,  but  if  it  will  save 
us  from  further  depletion  and  again  turn  the  tide  in  our  favor,  we  should 
cheerfully  accept  the  situation. 

“No  new  Lodge  has  been -chartered,  and  only  one  defunct  Lodge  las  been 
re-organized.  Two  halls  have  been  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  Order,  and 
notwithstanding  the  adverse  circumstances  surrounding  us,  we  are  still  de¬ 
termined  to  labor  for  the  prosperity  and  perpetuity  of  our  Order,  and  hope 
that  under  the  blessings  of  our  Heavenly  Father  a  bright  day  may  soon 
dawn  upon  us,  and  our  hearts  be  cheered  by  the  consciousness  of  duty  per¬ 
formed.  • 

“We  have  no  Lodges  of  the  Degree  of  Eebekah,  though  the  degree  is  con¬ 
ferred  upon  applicants  at  stated  times.” 

Under  date  of  April  29th,  Bro.  Hugh  Latham,  E.  W.  Grand  Scribe,  trans¬ 
mitted  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  with  the  following  : 

“I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  accompanying  report  should  have  been  de¬ 
layed  until  this  time.  Indifferent  and  negligent  Scribes  of  Subordinate  En¬ 
campments  cause  the  whole  trouble.  I  must  again  express  my  regret  at 
being  compelled  to  submit  another  report  exhibiting  a  decrease  in  our 
membership  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  revenue.  This  is  discour¬ 
aging  ;  but  there  is  one  cause  for  gratulation,  that  is,  there  has  been  a  de¬ 
crease  of  $836.80  in  the  expenditures  for  relief.  Thus,  while  adversity 
has  laid  its  heavy  hand  upon  us,  a  kind  and  beneficent  Providence  has  re¬ 
lieved  us  from  many  afflictions. 
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“I  cannot,  in  justice  to  myself  and  the  Scribes  who  have  reported 
promptly,  refrain  from  saying  that  the  report  of  Neilson  Encampment, 
No.  2,  to  December  31,  1877,  has  not  to  this  date  been  received  ;  hence  the 
delay  in  making  my  return.  I  hoped  to  have  reported  in  January,  but  the 
negligence  of  others  prevented.  I  earnestly  hope  next  year  to  fulfil  my 
expectations  of  submitting  an  early  report,  and  only  wilful  negligence  on 
the  part  of  others  will  prevent  me  from  accomplishing  my  wishes.” 

Washington. — The  reports  of  New  Castle  Lodge,  No.  8,  Mount  Baker, 
No.  9,  and  Patit,  No.  10,  were  received  in  February  and  March.  These 
Lodges,  instituted  February  10th,  February  26th,  and  March  8th,  1877, 
return  an  aggregate  membership  of  85  ;  receipts,  $1,997.01  ;  relief,  $332.00. 
By  a  letter  dated  Seattle,  June  13th,  it  appears  the  blanks  sent  in  December, 
1877,  to  Unity  Encampment,  No.  2,  failed  to  reach  their  destination.  Dupli¬ 
cates  were  immediately  forwarded,  and  on  the  30th  of  July,  the  report  reach¬ 
ed  this  office,  exhibiting  the  work  from  August  24th  to  December  31,  1877, 
as  follows  :  Initiated,  5;  admitted  by  card,  12;  total,  17.  Eeceipts,  $298.75. 

Lodges  1  to  7  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  Encamp¬ 
ment  No.  1,  under  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon. 

Since  the  last  session  four  more  Lodges  have  been  instituted,  viz. :  Banier, 
No.  11,  at  New  Tacoma  ;  Snohomish,  No.  12,  at  Snohomish  ;  Friendship, 
No.  13,  at  Port  Gamble  ;  and  Colfax,  No.  14,  at  Colfax,  All  the  information 
received  represents  the  Order  as  flourishing  in  this  distant  Territory.  Bro. 

H.  G.  Steuve,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  has  been  a  faithful  correspondent  and  efficient 
officer,  and  advises  that  “the  Order  in  the  Territory  is  rapidly  increasing 
in  numbers  and  influence.”  Of  the  new  Lodges,  he  wrote  :  “The  institu¬ 
tion  of  No.  11  was  accomplished  under  the  most  favorable  auspices,  a  large 
number  of  visiting  brethren  from  Olympi:.  and  Seattle  being  present.  No. 
12  was  instituted  successfully  on  the  23d  of  April,  and  has  all  the  elements 
of  permanence  and  prosperity.  No.  13  starts  out  under  splendid  auspices. 
It  is  located  in  a  thriving  place,  and  embraces  the  best  elements  of  the 
town.  The  night  of  institution  we  had  14  initiations.  Our  Subordinate 
Lodges  confidently  expect  that  the  next  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.  will  give 
us  a  Grand  Lodge  Charter.” 

Bro.  E.  L.  Powell,  Special  Deputy  G.  Sire,  who  instituted  No.  14,  advised 
that  “  they  have  some  brothers  well  posted,  an  I  no  doubt  they  will  succeed 
well  as  a  Lodge.”  The  petition  for  this  Lodge  was  signed  by  19  brothers,  of 
whom  only  8  were  present  at  the  institution,  and  recognized  as  Charter 
members. 

West  Vieginia. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  reached  this  office 
March  16th.  Bro.  Thomas  G.  Steele,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  wrote: 

‘  ‘  The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  exhibits  a  decrease  this  year  of  143  mem  • 
bers,  and  our  financial  statement  shows  a  considerable  shrinkage,  which  I 
attribute  to  the  clog  on  the  wheels  of  business.  Our  day  of  adversity  is  up¬ 
on  us,  but  we  shall  try  like  men  to  keep  the  bark  West  Virginia  afloat  until 
a  more  prosperous  wind  strikes  us  and  we  get  into  more  favorable  waters. 
Numerically  we  have  no  cause  for  alarm,  and  we  have  not  lived  in  vain,  as 
the  following  shows.  At  our  organization  in  1866  we  had  22  Lodges  and 

I, 100  members;  now  we  have  84  Lodges  and  4,283  members.  Our  Order  has 
attained  a  high  place  in  the  community,  and  were  it  not  for  the  depression 
in  business  I  would  have  a  large  increase  to  report. 

“  The  information  of  the  death  of  P.  G.  Sire  Stuaet  came  to  me  very  unex¬ 
pectedly.  One  of  my  respected  and  valued  brothers  has  gone,  and  w'e  shall 
meet  him  no  more  on  earth,  but  hope  to  meet  him  in  heaven.” 

On  the  29th  of  March  the  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  from  Bro.  H.  A.  Uthman,  Grand  Scribe,  was  received: 

“I  am  compelled  to  reporta  small  loss  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.  I 
cannot  think  this  result  is  from  lukewarmness,  but  attribute  it  to  the  want 
of  money  which  prevents  members  from  paying  their  dues.  Many  are  out 
of  employment,  and  besides  that,  new  institutions  are  springing  up  with  new 
methods  of  insurance,  promising  large  benefits  for  small  fees,  which  are 
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drawing  members  from  onr  Order  at  present. '  I  think,  however,  that  in  a 
short  time  all  will  return  to  us,  and  our  onward  progress  will  be  greater  than 
■ever.  ” 

"Wisconsin. — The  returns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
came  to  hand  on  the  19th  of  April.  Bro.  L.  B.  Hiixs,  B.  "W.  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Scribe,  wrote: 

“Our  annual  showing  is  not  what  we  hoped  for,  yet  notwithstanding  the 
very  small  increase  in  membership  the  financial  condition  of  the  Lodges 
is  stronger  than  ever.  Concerning  the  work,  I  can  say  there  is  scarcely  a 
Lodge  in  this  State  that  does  not  perform  the  entire  subordinate  ceremony 
without  the  use  of  a  book,  and  many  of  them  the  degree  work.  In  other  words, 
the  officers  are  required  to  memorize  the  entire  ritual,  and  the  result  is  that 
we  have  what  I  call  an  educated  brotherhood,  and  our  Grand  Lodge  is  com¬ 
posed  of  a  body  of  men  who  are  critical  without  being  captious.  "We  are 
making  similar  efforts  wuth  our  Encampments,  but  have  succeeded  with 
only  a  portion  of  them  as  yet.  The  example  and  success  of  such  as  have 
adopted  the  plan  is  so  marked,  that  others  are  making  the  effort.” 

Bro.  Hills  adds  these  items  to  his  report,  “Number  reported  sick,  700; 
number  of  brothers  relieved,  540;  total  number  of  w^eeks’  sickness,  2,598,” 
from  wffiich  it  appears  160  members  received  no  benefits. 

"Wyoming. — The  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  received  on  the  1st  of 
February  from  Bro.  H.  Altman,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  who  advised  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  same  number  of  Lodges  as 
last  year,  and  cannot  fulfil  the  promise  of  Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  G.  Bep. 
"We  have  suffered  from  great  depression  in  financial  affairs,  though  the 
brethren  have  worked  faithfully,  as  you  will  see  by  the  return.  Although 
a  decrease  of  numbers  is  exhibited,  there  has  really  been  a  fair  and  healthy 
growth,  and  all  the  Lodges  have  greatly  improved  in  the  work,  so  that  on 
the  whole  the  condition  of  the  Order  is  entirely  satisfactory,  affording  strong 
proof  that  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth  are  to  have  more 
weight  in  the  future,  and  permitting  us  to  see  the  glimmering  of  the  dawn 
of  that  day  when  Odd  Fellowship  shall  reign  triumphant  throughout  our 
wide  Territory.” 

The  report  of  "^^'yoming  Encampment,  No.  1,  was  received  January  28th, 
and  that  of  Hope  Encampment,  No.  2,  March  4th. 

Bro.  John  A,  Fishes,  acting  for  the  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  in  forwarding  the  report 
of  No.  1,  wrote: 

“We  do  not  make  a  very  encouraging  showing,  having  decreased  our 
membership  10  during  the  year,  but  the  waj"  things  look  now',  I  think  there 
is  a  better  promise  for  the  future,  as  since  the  commencement  of  this  term 
w'e  have  had  several  applications  for  membership,  and  a  few  of  the  negligent 
brothers  who  were  dropped  last  term  are  anxious  to  be  reinstated.  I  hope 
they  will  apply  soon,  as  some  of  them  w'ere  always  good  w'orkers  and  valu¬ 
able  members,  and  enable  us  to  redeem  ourselves  in  our  n  ext  report.  ” 

Bro.  Petes  Hamma  transmitted  the  report  of  No.  2,  saying:  “The  Lodges 
are  doing  as  w'ell  as  w'e  could  expect.  By  the  Encampment  report  you  will 
see  we  have  improved  a  little.” 

Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  L).  D.  G.  Sire,  under  date  of  April  3d,  advised : 

“You  will  see  from  the  reports  of  the  Encampments  under  my  supervision 
that  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  membership  during  the  past  year;  the 
main  cause  for  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  general  depression  that  has  existed 
in  business  throughout  the  nation,  and  from  w'hich  our  Territory  has  not 
entirely  escaped.  With  the  re^uval  of  business  and  financial  prosperity  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Encampment  branch  will  resume  its  former  standing. 
The  faithful  few^  will,  at  least,  strive  to  keep  the  fires  bright  on  the  altars 
of  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity  in  Wyoming  and  Hope  Encampments  until  the 
dawning  of  a  brighter  day.  I  regret  the  necessity  of  sending  such  an  unfa¬ 
vorable  exhibit,  but  hope  that  a  speedy  return  of  prosperity  to  our  country 
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and  awakened  interest  in  the  Order  will  enable  me  to  send,  as  my  next,  a 
more  favorable  report.” 

It  will  be  seen  %  the  foregoing,  that  the  prostration  of  business  in  all  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  country  has  been  felt  by  the  Order,  as  manifested  by  an  in¬ 
creased  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  a  lessening  of  ini¬ 
tiations,  and  consequently  a  reduction  of  the  revenue.  The  loss  of  member¬ 
ship  is  more  particularly  noted  in  the  Middle  and  Southern  States,  and  but 
few  of  the  Western  States  retain  their  numerical  standing;  while  the  New 
England  States  and  the  Canadas,  with  a  few  exceptions,  appear  to  be  in  a 
highly  prosperous  condition. 


FOREIGN  COEEESPONDENCE, 

Austealasia. — The  condition  of  affairs  in  this  jurisdiction,  at  present  un¬ 
der  the  control  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  is  well 
understood  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  the  Grand  Officers  having  fully  explained 
the  situation  in  their  reports  to  the  Annual  Sessions,  and  recommended  for 
several  years  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Commissioner  to  visit  that  impor¬ 
tant  country  at  our  expense,  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  complications 
there  existing,  deeming  such  action  a  desideratum  worthy  of  the  earnest 
consideration  of  this  body.  At  the  last  session  proper  measures  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  this  end  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Kelations,  which  ultimated 
in  the  following  form: 

First,  The  appointment  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  John  W.  Stokes,  as  a 
suitable  commissioner  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

Second,  The  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  mission. 

Third,  Authorizing  the  E.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  John  B.  Haemqn,  in  the 
event  of  the  inability  or  refusal  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  perform  said  duty,  to 
act  in  his  stead. 

In  pursuance  of  this  effective  legislation,  evincing  the  great  interest  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  subject,  and  testifying  also  its  adequate  liberality,  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Sire  took  early  steps  to  consummate  the  purpose.  That  worthy 
officer  participating  cordially  in  the  object,  so  soon  as  he  discovered  his  in¬ 
ability  to  leave  his  post  of  duty  for  so  long  a  time,  tendered  the  appointment 
to  the  E.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  as  provided  by  law,  who  promptly  accept¬ 
ed,  and  officially  embarked  for  the  seat  of  his  labors  on  the  15th  of  April  last, 
by  steamer  from  San  Francisco,  California.  Brother  Haemon  expressed  his 
intention  to  visit  Auckland  and  Dunedin  in  New  Zealand,  Sydney  and  Mel¬ 
bourne  in  Australia,  and  such  other  points  as  time  and  convenience  of  travel 
would  permit,  returning  in  time  to  present  his  “official”  report  at  the  next 
session. 

The  following  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
and  Grand  Cor.  and  Eec.  Secretary  will  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge  an  in¬ 
telligent  view  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Sire,  including  the  commission  is¬ 
sued,  the  general  instructions  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  the  latter’s  de¬ 
liberate  views  and  opinions  of  his  duties  in  the  premises.

I  have  held 
it  under  advisement  longer  than  was  probably  prudent,  in  the  hope  that  it 
would  be  possible  for  me  to  accept  it,  and  even  now  very  reluctantly  forego 
the  high  honor  of  being  the  bearer  of  the  friendly  greetings  of  half  a  million 
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of  my  brethren  in  America,  to  the  brethren  of  another  continent  engaged  in 
the  same  noble  canse. 

As  this  high  honor  and  pleasurable  duty,  under  the  terms  of  my  appoint¬ 
ment,  ■will  now  devolve  upon  the  E..  W.  l)ex)uty  Grand  Sire,  Hon.  John  B. 
Harmon,  of  California,  you  will  please  notify  him  of  my  declination,  and  af¬ 
ford  him  all  the  facilities  in  your  power  to  fulfil  the  object  and  purposes  of 
this  important  mission. 

You  will  also  please  advise  the  Grand  Authorities  of  New  Zealand  and  Aus¬ 
tralia  of  this  change,  and  express  to  them  the  deep  regret  I  feel  in  not  being 
able  to  make  them  an  official  and  fraternal  visit.

My  Worthy  Brother, — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  an  official 
letter,  this  day  receiyed  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  haying  reference  to  his 
appointment  to  yisit  Australia,  and  of  your  like  appointment  in  the  alterna- 
tiye.  Y^’ou  will  perceive  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  in  consequence  of  un¬ 
avoidable  impediments  in  his  way,  has  devolved  upon  you,  asD.  G.  Sire,  the 
high  honor  of  being  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  to  that  important  jurisdiction,  and  also  of  being  the  bearer  of  the 
fraternal  greetings  of  a  half  million  of  brethren  in  America,  to  brethren  in 
another  great  continent,  engaged  in  the  same  noble  cause  and  having  a  com¬ 
mon  descent  and  education  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.  May  I  not  hope 
that  this  mission  will  meet  from  you  with  a  prompt  and  cordial  acceptance, 
not  more  on  account  of  the  high  and  well-deserved  compliment  which  it 
confers,  than  for  the  reason  of  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  to  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  involved.  Y^ou  are  aware  of  what  constitutes  the  special  interests  re¬ 
ferred  to,  and  they  need  not  here  be  recapitulated.  Suffice  it,  that  I  now 
reiterate  the  fact  that  your  personal  presence  in  that  jurisdiction  would 
more  than  probably  re-arrange  satisfactorily  our  form  of  government  in  Aus¬ 
tralia,  establish  it  upon  a  stable  basis,  and  harmonize  entirely  our  machinery 
of  work,  which  although  generally  correct,  jars  slightly  here  and  there. 

I  need  not  say  to  you  that  now  is  a  most  auspicious  period  for  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  this  commission.  The  state  of  feeling  in  the  jurisdiction  toward 
their  American  brethren  is  highly  fraternal  and  kind;  their  appreciation  of 
American  Odd  Fellowship  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  us  and  of  pride  to  both 
jurisdictions.  There  are  now  two  prosperous  Grand  Lodges  with  many 
Subordinates ;  also  several  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  already  advancing  to¬ 
ward  organization.  But  above  all,  our  brotherhood  there  are  expecting 
you,  and  are  now  preparing  to  welcome  you  in  Dunedin  (New  Zealand),  and 
in  Melbourne,  with  open  arms.  The  news  of  your  advent  has  already  pre¬ 
ceded  you,  and  the  Revised  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  of 
1877,  is  already  in  their  possession,  advising  them  fully  of  our  interest  in 
their  welfare,  and  of  the  sacrifice  we  make  for  our  great  cause. 

Let  there  be  no  delay,  my  brother,  in  your  acceptance,  I  pray  you,  except 
for  deference  to  higher  obligations,  to  which  our  laws  demand  a  surrender, 
I  have  labored  to  this  noble  end  for  several  years  with  great  earnestness. 
Let  not  the  cup  be  dashed  from  my  lips  in  the  moment  of  success,  but  I 
pray  you  let  this  fortunate  opportunity  be  availed  of  to  consummate  a  pur¬ 
pose  long  desired,  to  see  the  perfect  American  system  of  Odd  Fellowship 
established  throughout  every  civilized  country  on  the  globe.  Such  a  con¬ 
summation,  in  addition  to  the  considerations  which  will  occur  to  you  of  the 
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great  moral  service  you  have  rendered  to  humanity,  Avill  unite  two  mighty 
peoples  in  Odd  Fellowship,  heart  and  soul,  in  one  form  of  government  and 
one  language,  by  whose  harmonious  co-operation  the  further  ubiquity  and 
identity  of  the  Order  will  be  greatly  promoted.  Besides,  a  paramount  fitness 
for  this  great  service  places  the  Order  under  lasting  obligations  to  you, 
which  it  cannot  afford  to  overlook,  and  which  strengthens  our  hope  that  you 
will  realize  the  general  expectation. 

The  voyage  may  be  performed  in  the  time  to  intervene  before  the  next 
session,  and  your  return  will  be  joyfully  hailed  by  your  brethren. 

I  have  already  “officially”  transmitted  information  of  your  appointment 
to  our  brethren  in  Australia,  and  have  received  their  reply,  testifying  their 
extreme  gratification,  and  extending  to  you  the  cordial  and  heartfelt  wel¬ 
come  of  brother  Odd  Fellows.  From  the  tenor  of  the  welcome  uttered,  and 
the  warm  hospitality  tendered,  I  anticipate  a  general  rejoicing  and  demon¬ 
stration  of  gratulation  among  our  brethren.  May  I  again  renew  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  my  earnest  hope,  that  you  may  be  free  to  accept  this  distinguished 
ofiice.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — By  the  inclosed  telegram,  which  appeared  in  one 
of  our  papers  yesterday  morning,  I  conclude  you  have  decided  not  to  visit 
Australia.  In  my  last  to  you  I  also  declined  positively.  Since  then  I  have 
been  urged  by  many  here  to  make  the  trip;  and  after  examining  the  Jour¬ 
nal  relative  to  Australian  matters,  I  concluded  things  were  very  much 
mixed  there,  and  that,  if  at  all  possible,  I  would  start  in  April . 

I  do  not  yet  see  my  way  clear.  There  is,  however,  one  chance  in  ten,  but 
whether  I  can  go  or  not  will  be  an  open  question  up  to  within  a  week  from 
my  departure.  Hence  I  write  now  to  inquire  whether  it  would  be  well  for 
you  and  Bro.  Ridgely  to  prepare  instructions,  make  suggestions,  and  sup¬ 
ply  me  with  books,  papers,  letters,  &c.,  &c  ,  if  any  be  in  your  judgment  ne¬ 
cessary. 

Several  things  require  consultation,  and  let  me  take  them  up  seriatim. 

1st.  The  great  trouble  is  the  money.  That  depends  on  time  mainly.  I 
could  spare  three  months  better  than  four.  Will  three  answer?  It  takes 
about  32  days  to  Melbourne.  The  steamers’  route  and  time  are  as  follows  for 
April,  running  once  a  month.  Leave  San  Francisco,  April  15th,  Honolulu, 
April  23d,  arrive  at  Auckland  (New  Zealand),  May  8th,  and  at  Sydney,  May 
13th.  Tne  steamer  does  not  go  to  3fetbourne  my  objective  point,  but  coast 
steamers  run  from  Sydney  to  Melbourne  every  two  or  three  days — taking 
about  two  and  a  half  days  between  those  two  cities. 

Further,  steamers  run  betw’een  Sydney  and  Auckland — about  five  to 
seven  days. 

Now  in  no  event  can  it  be  expected  that  I  spend  more  time  than  is  essen¬ 
tial  to  adjusting  the  differences  in  Australia.  Six  months  there  would  doubt¬ 
less  redound  to  the  good  of  the  Order;  that  is,  if  a  man  were  to  travel  around 
in  all  the  Colonies,  he  might  arouse  an  interest.  This  can’t  be  done.  We 
can  only  act  at  head-quarters :  to  wit,  Melbourne  and  Auckland;  and  in  these 
lilaces  w'e  can  deal  only  with  the  Grand  Bodies.  Can’t  this  be  done  as  well 
in  one  month  as  in  a  year.  Certainly  two  weeks  at  Melbourne  ought  to  do  all 
that  can  be  done — give  a  month,  and  it  is  ample.  This  would  enable  me  to 
make  the  trip  in  three  months,  unless  stopping  at  Auckland  going  or  com¬ 
ing  be  absolutely  necessary. 

2d.  To  this  point  I  invite  your  attention.  How  are  we  to  right  matters  ? 
New  Zealand  has  a  Grand  Lodge.  Australia  the  same.  Both  of  equal  power. 
What  are  we  to  do  ?  Get  one  to  step  down  and  out  ?  If  so,  which  shall  we 
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ask  to  retire?  "Who  shall  vre  approacli  first?  Australia  is  by  far  the 
more  important  place.  All  that  could  be  accomplished  at  Auckland  'would 
be  to  get  that  G.  Lodge  to  become  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralia.  Otherwise  New  Zealand  must  be  left  as  she  is,  independent  for 
a  time,  trusting  to  the  future  to  adjust  her  relation  with  the  G.  L.  of  Aus¬ 
tralia. 

What  we  want  is  a  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  for  the  whole  of  Australia — or 
rather  Australasia — with  power  to  grant  Charters  to  other  Grand  Lodges 
within  that  continent.  This  could  be  done  with  one  stroke  of  the  j^en, 
thus  :  Ask  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  to  surrender  their  present  ChaHer,  and 
then  grant  a  new  one,  with  full  power  over  Australasia,  excepting  only  the 
ritual  and  work,  the  traveling  j)assword  and  card,  and  probably  the  quali¬ 
fications  for  membership.  As  our  legislation  now  stands,  we  would  be  forced 
to  stick  in  this  last  clause.  That  Grand  Lodge  would  not  object  to  this 
enlarged  jurisdiction,  unless  the  Order  at  large  in  the  three  colonies  would 
object,  and  if  for  this  reason  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  deemed  it  inex¬ 
pedient  to  make  the  proposed  change,  then  my  mission  would  hi  ended  so  far 
as  substantial  results  are  concerned.  Of  course,  I  could  instruct  in  general 
principles  and  in  the  work,  and  thus  do  good.  But  the  one  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  is  the  necessity. 

My  idea  is,  to  go  straight  to  Melbourne,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
say  to  them,  “Brothers,  I  am  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  to  arrange  this  matter;  bring  that  Charter  here,  and  let  me  tear  it  up, 
it  is  done;  here  now  is  a  new  one  in  which  old  man  Bidgelt  (our  Nestor) 
has  spread  himself ;  take  it,  and  go  preach  the  gospel  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
all  the  land  of  Australasia.” 

This  done,  I  would  advise  New  Zealand  of  the/act,  explain  fully  by  letter 
or  personal  visit.  If  they  accepted  the  new  order  of  things,  I  would  put  it 
in  writing,  and  have  them  take  a  Charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Austral¬ 
asia.  If  they  declined,  then  I  would  leave  them  as  at  present,  with  juris¬ 
diction  over  New  Zealand,  and  directly  amenable  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  This 
would  probably  be  better  than  to  attempt  to  revoke  their  Charter.  Provi¬ 
sion  would  have  to  be  made  in  the  Charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australa¬ 
sia,  excluding  its  jurisdiction  over  New  Zealand  until  the  latter  yielded  the 
point,  or  until  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  acted. 

This  plan  would  require  me  to  stop  at  Auckland  a  week  only  on  my 
return.  That  is,  having  closed  my  business  at  Melbourne,  I  would  take  a 
coast  steamer  to  Sydney,  and  thence  to  Auckland,  in  advance  a  week  or  ten 
days  of  the  regular  San  Francisco  line. 

You  see  the  practical  difficulty  of  bringing  New  Zealand  and  Australia 
into  joint  conference  with  me.  I  think  the  Order  there  would  recognize  it 
and  make  allowances.  Still  it  is  a  matter  of  some  nicety  to  decide  as  to  the 
policy  of  iwt  stopping  at  Auckland  on  my  trip  out.  If  they  were  written  to 
one  steamer  ahead,  one,  two,  or  three  leading  men  might  conclude  to  go 
with  me  to  Melbourne,  or  the  latter  might  send  some  one  or  more  back 
with  me. 

So  much  for  the  time  and  matter.  As  to  the  money,  I  see  the  appropria¬ 
tion  is  $1,000,  or  whatever  of  it  is  necessaiy.  If  I  go,  the  whole  sum  would 
have  to  be  used,  as  my  loss  would  be  at  least  $3,000.  Can  we,  under  the 
resolution,  use  the  whole,  if  the  actual  expenses  are  less? 

3d.  As  to  our  power.  The  resolution  is  broad,  if  you  wish  to  so  construe 
it.  We  are  authorized  to  adjust  the  complications,  and  perform  such  other 
offices  as  the  welfare  of  the  Order  requires.  Now,  the  complication  is,  that 
there  are  two  Grand  Lodges,  neither  of  which  has  sufficient  power.  To  adjust 
would  be  to  wipe  out  and  create.  Can  you  and  Bidgelt,  therefore,  put  your 
hands  and  the  seal  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  a  Charter,  leaving  me  to  fill  certain 
blanks  ?  In  short,  does  not  the  resolution,  in  effect,  authorize  you  to  grant 
a  certain  kind  of  a  Charter — that  is,  a  Charter  such  as  ought  originally  to 
have  been  granted  ?  I  think  so. 

4th.  It  occurs  to  me,  that  I  ought  to  have  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  Nicholson 
484 
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tnd  Porter  at  secret  session  on  Uniform  Work,  &c. ;  and  also  some  other  mat¬ 
ers  in  Secret  Journal. 

I  stop.  You  have  enough  to  wade  through,  particularly  as  it  may  come  to 
naught,  Cogitate  over  these  suggestions,  and  send  them  to  Bro.  Eidgely, 
and  write  me ;  only  don’t  delay. 

Consider,  among  other  things,  whether  it  will  not  be  wise  to  give  up  the 
trip.

James  L.  Eidgely, 

B.  W.  Grand  Cor.  and  Bee.  Secretary : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Yours  of  the  7th  of  February,  notifying  me  that 
the  Grand  Sire  has  declined  the  mission  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  and 
that  it  now  devolves  upon  me,  is  to  hand  this  morning.  The  Grand  Sire 
had  suggested  two  or  three  months  ago,  that  this  contingency  might  arise;  and 
in  two  letters  to  him  I  have  already  stated  the  difl&culties  in  the  way  of  my  go¬ 
ing  to  Australasia  in  his  place;  and  have  also  discussed  some  of  the  questions 
which  will  demand  settlement  there.  In  my  last,  I  requested  him  to  confer 
with  you,  and  to  have  made  such  preparations  for  my  departure  as  seemed 
necessary.  I  also  named  April  15th  as  the  earliest  day  I  could  leave,  and 
promised  to  accomplish  the  object  in  view  if  possible.  Your  letter  has  given 
a-  fresh  impulse,  and  I  have  determined  to  struggle  hard  to  arrange  my  busi¬ 
ness  so  that  either  on  March  18th  or  April  15th  I  may  start.  The  trouble  is, 
the  great  sacrifice  a  lawyer  in  full  practice  in  a  large  city  makes,  when  he 
quits  his  profession  for  so  long  a  time  as  the  mission  to  Australia  requires. 
But  having  suffered  much  from  this  cause  on  one  occasion  heretofore,  I  may 
as  well  suffer  a  little  more.  Besides,  what  a  man  does  for  his  fellow-men 
will  count  largely  in  the  final  trial  balance-sheet  of  his  life.  He  may  lose 
some  money,  but  in  the  great  cause  of  humanity  money  weighs  nothing  as 
against  love  and  duty.  Let  me  add  that  a  strong  motive  with  me,  is  the 
happiness  this  mission,  if  successful,  will  give  you.  You  have  been  urging 
this  matter  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  for  years,  and  at  last  you  have  almost  won ; 
and  I  want  you  to  be  able  to  shout,  “Victory.” 

In  my  last  to  the  Grand  Sire  I  asked  for  your  joint  views  upon  many 
things.  Among  them  was  whether  it  would  be  necessary  to  stop  at  New 
Zealand  on  my  way  out.  Yours  of  the  7th  inst.,  to  the  effect  that  you  liave 
received  letters  from  there  expressing  satisfaction  at  my  anticipated  arrival, 
I  suppose  decides  the  matter.  It  would  look  ungracious  at  least  to  pass  by 
Dunedin  until  my  return.  Still  let  me  have  your  ideas. 

Another  thing  I  suggested,  that  it  would  be  well  to  send  me  a  copy  of  the 
reports  of  Nicholson  and  Porter  as  to  certain  limits  in  conferring  degrees, 
&c.,  Ac.  I  am  aware  that  these  reports  went  over  to  the  next  session  ;  but  from 
hearing  them  read  I  thought  they  were  substantially  a  statement  of  the  correct 
practice  now,  without  further  legislation ;  and  hence  would  be  a  good  guide 
to  me  in  some  of  the  minutiae  of  the  work.  You  can  judge  as  to  the  necessity 
or  propriety  of  sending  the  copy. 

On  yesterday  I  again  read  your  report  at  the  last  session  of  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
upon  Australia,  and  I  think  1  ought  to  have  copies  of  one  or  two  of  the  letters 
from  there  which  you  refer  to  but  do  not  print  in  full. 

Please  turn  to  pages  7232  and  7236  Journal  where  you  say, — “I  also  rec¬ 
ommended  that  the  two  Grand  Jurisdictions  would  harmonize  in  estab¬ 
lishing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  and  each  become  subordinate  there¬ 
to,”  and  “in  fact  at  this  juncture,  it  will  become  necessary  to  organize  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  under  a  new  Charter,  and  to  modify  the  present 
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Charter  of  the  Order  in  the  colony  of  Victoria  in  the  matter  of  its  name,”  Ac., 
Ac. ,  and  consider  these  suggestions  in  connection  with  my  last  to  the  Grand 
Sire.  Do  we  agree  or  not  ?  If  we  differ,  which  is  the  better  plan  ? 

By  offering  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  as  now  existing  a  new  Charter 
constituting  it  a  sovereignty  in  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  Australasia,  with 
the  limitations  named  by  me,  we  have  a  very  simple  plan.  The  body  to  be 
made  quasi  supreme  has  an  identity;  it  is  compact,  accessible.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  we  create  a  Supreme  Body  out  of  mw  elements,  what  and  where  are 
they  ?  what  individuals  and  what  Lodges  ?  And  when  we  have  found  the 
elements  and  made  the  body,  then  we  must  still  modify  the  Charter  of  the 
present  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  and  make  it  subordinate.  By  my  plan, 
we  abolish  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  with  its  consent,  and  that  ends 
the  transaction.  This  new  Supreme  G.  L.  of  Australasia  could  then  grant  a 
Charter  to  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria  having  jurisdiction  of  the  Subordinates 
in  that  colony;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  could  accept  a  Charter 
from  the  same  source. 

If,  as  you  suggest  on  page  7232,  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  should  harmonize  and  agree  to  establish  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia,  and  become  subordinate  thereto,  exactly  how  is  that  to  be  done  ? 
The  two  jurisdictions  are  1,200  miles  apart;  the  only  plan  which  strikes  me 
as  feasible  is  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  as  I 
go  out.  Suppose  they  decline  ?  ^ 

Further  :  In  any  event,  will  it  be  necessary  or  advisable  to  have  these  two 
Grand  Lodges,  both  or  either,  consult  their  Subordinates  ?  The  latter  are 
now  subject  to  their  respective  Grand  Body,  acting  under  a  given  Charter. 
Can  they  be  placed  under  a  new  body  without  consent  ?  Doubtless,  the  an¬ 
swer  is,  they  will  not  object;  and  if  they  do,  the  supreme  power  of  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.,  through  its  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  must  control. 

Again  :  If  we  succeed  in  establishing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia, 
what  shall  be  the  title  of  its  chief  executive  oifficer — Grand  Master  or  Grand 
Sire?  The  latter  I  take  it. 

By  your  report  I  see  they  have  a  Grand  Encampment  in  Australia.  This 
would  become  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  and  would 
require  a  new  Charter  from  the  latter ;  and  probably  necessitate  the  Boyal  Pur- 
23le  Degree  as  a  qualification  for  membership  in  said  Grand  Lodge. 

Now  a  few  minor  matters.  You  state  in  your  report  of  1877,  that  the 
revised  rituals  have  not  been  received  in  New  Zealand.  If  so,  I  will  need 
them,  including  the  book  for  instituting  Grand  Encampments.  I  presume 
the  secret  work  and  diagrams  have  never  been  seen  in  Dunedin.  The  work, 
of  course,  I  know,  and  can  give  orally;  and  I  will  be  a  diagram  myself. 
There  will  be  trouble  here,  as  our  New  Zealand  brothers  will  be  very  anxious 
to  be  equally  privileged  with  Australia. 

I  would  like  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire, 
unless  it  is  in  some  volume  of  the  Journal. 

The  Charter  made  out  for  the  new  sovereign  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  con¬ 
tain,  in  express  terms,  the  clause  of  the  Geiman  Charter  graniing  power  to  con¬ 
stitute  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments.  This  would  be  a  con¬ 
stant  reminder  of  the  sovereign  character  of  the  Lodge. 

It  would  aid  our  Australian  brothers,  if  I  should  take  with  me  a  copy  of 
Constitutions  and  By-Laws  of  some  of  our  Grand  Lodges — say  Md.,  Pa.,  and 
Cal. ;  so  of  Subordinate  Constitutions  and  Laws. 

I  have  now  in  my  two  letters — one  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  this  to  yourself 
— set  forth  some^of  the  thoughts  which  have  occurred  to  me  in  relation  to 
the  proposed  mission.  Yly  object  has  been  to  draw  from  both  of  you  in 
return  advice,  suggestions,  opinions.  There  may  be  great  difficulty  in 
adjusting  the  complications  in  Australasia,  or  there  may  be  little. 

Having  learned  the  entire  facts,  I  shall  take  the  responsibility  of  putting 
Odd  Fellowship  there  on  solid  ground.  No  half-way  measures  will  do;  and 
I  believe  the  brothers  with  whom  I  shall  have  to  deal  can  be  induced  to  adopt 
our  views.  The  resolution  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  construed  in  connection 
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with  its  defined  foreign  policy,  is  ample  authority  for  us  to  establish  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  with  power  equal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
German  Empire — excepting  possibly  the  qualification  for  membership  as  te 
color,'  and  I  am  clear  that  the  resolution  does  not  make  this  exception. 
Still,  as  this  precise  question  of  color  was  determined  adversely  to  the  wishes^ 
of  Australia  at  the  session  of  1875,  it  must  be  deemed  a  finality  in  granting- 
the  new  Charter. 

I  have  just  learned  that  Dunedin  is  several  days  from  Auckland  ;  and  this, 
compels  me  to  take  another  steamer  at  the  latter  place,  and  adds  to  the  time 
and  expense  of  the  trip.  The  route  is  as  follows :  1st.  Steamer  from  San 
Francisco  to  Auckland  ;  2d.  Steamer  from  Auckland  to  Dunedin  ;  3d.  Back 
to  Auckland ;  4th.  Steamer  to  Sydney;  5th.  Thence  bj’^  another  steamer  to 
Melbourne;  6th.  From  Melbourne  back  to  Sydney;  7th.  Steamer  home. 

The  job  begins  to  look  big ;  and  if  I  could  put  hands  on  the  Grand  Sire 
just  now,  he  might  fare  badly.

LETTER  OF  INSTRUCTIONS.

Office  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S., 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  March  4,  1878. 

To  John  B.  Harmon, 

B.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire : 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — After  offering  to  you  and  to  the  whole  Order  my 
sincere  congratulations  that  your  private  affairs  will  permit  you  to  accept 
the  alternative  appointment  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
‘  ‘  that  in  the  event  of  the  inability  or  refusal  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  perform 
the  duty  devolved  upon  him  by  law,  to  visit  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  to 
effect  an  adjustment  of  the  present  complications  there  existing,  and  per¬ 
form  such  other  offices  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order  there  as  in  his  judgment 
he  may  deem  expedient,  that  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  John  B.  Harmon,  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  act  in  his  stead,”  I  proceed  to  prepare  and 
present  for  your  consideration  and  guidance,  in  the  performance  of  this  im¬ 
portant  mission,  such  suggestions  and  instructions  as  appear  to  me  will  be 
useful  and  proper. 

First. — I  adopt  and  accept  your  letter  dated  San  Francisco,  Feb.  11,  1878, 
addressed  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  as  presenting  clear,  succinct,  and  very 
intelligent  views  of  the  situation  and  complications  in  the  Order  in  that  re¬ 
mote  jurisdiction  ;  of  the  proper  remedy  for  them,  and  of  the  most  ready 
and  feasible  means  of  approaching  the  brethren  in  New  Zealand  and  in  Aus¬ 
tralia  on  the  subject. 

Second. — I  suggest  that  youj  idea  of  inducing  the  Grand  Ledge  of  Australia 
to  voluntarily  surrender  its  Charter,  and  to  accept  in  lieu  thereof  a  new 
Charter  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  adjusting  satisfactorily  to  it  the 
reservations  of  authority  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  claimed, 
viz.,  its  exclusive  right  to  regulate  the  work,  traveling  P.  W.,  and  cards,  as 
part  of  its  machinery,  to  make  ubiquitous  and  uniform  its  control  of  visita¬ 
tion  throughout  the  world. 

Third. — As  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  and  your  idea  to  act  inde¬ 
pendently  of  it,  treating  exclusively  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  you  stop  at  Dunedin,  disclose  your  purpose,  and 
endeavor  to  conciliate  that  Grand  Body,  and  get  it  also  to  surrender  its 
Charter  and  accept  one  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  In  the  event 
of  any  disagreement  on  the  part  of  New  Zealand  to  this  arrangement,  you 
will  proceed  with  your  negotiations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  and 
issue  to  that  body  the  Charter  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  spoken  of, 
leaving  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  as  at  present  constituted,  subject 
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to  future  legislation.  You  will  also  encourage  all  other  Provinces,  in  which 
Subordinates  exist,  to  organize  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  under  “  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia.  ” 

Fourth. — Concerning  the  special  subjects  in  your  letter  of  February  18th, 
addressed  to  the  R.  W.xGrand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  not 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing,  I  have  to  advise  that  the  Grand  Secretary 
will  furnish  copies  of  the  letters  and  documents  you  suggest  as  important 
for  you  to  have,  and  will  reply  in  detail  to  the  several  queries.  In  all  other 
respects,  the  views  presented  by  you  in  your  letters  of  February  11th  and 
18th  (copies  of  which  are  hereto  annexed),  of  the  duty  in  the  premises,  are 
so  practical  and  depend  so  much  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  position, 
that  I  cordially  defer  to  them,  and  recommend  you  to  carry  them  out  as  far 
a,s  may  be  in  your  power. 

Fifth. — The  appropriation  comprehends  the  whole  sum  named  (one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars),  which  is  at  your  disposal. 

Sixth. — The  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary  will  be  directed  to  prepare  blank 
Grand  Warrants,  properly  signed  and  attested  to  meet  such  exigencies  as 
may  arise,  which  you  will  apply  according  to  such  exigencies  in  your  discre¬ 
tion,  deferring  the  ratification  of  all  assumption  of  extraordinary  powers,  if 
any  be  rendered  necessary,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Seventh. — The  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary  will  be  further  charged  with  the 
preparation  of  your  proper  commission  and  credentials  as  Special  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  Gra^  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  the  brotherhood  in  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  with  power  to  adjust  and  settle  definitely  with  them  all 
questions  touching  Odd  Fellowship  at  issue  with  them,  especially  such  as 
relate  to  the  form  of  government  of  the  Order,  and  to  the  general  prosperity 
and  welfare  of  the  institution  ;  also  to  supply  you  with  such  books,  docu¬ 
ments,  and  proceedings  as  may  be  required  to  enable  you  satisfactorily  to 
discharge  your  duty  in  the  premises. 

Eighth. — The  Grand  Secretary  will  also  supply  you  with  data  in  reference 
to  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  fur¬ 
nish  Australia  with  cards,  and  you  will  find  inserted  in  the  new  Charter  a 
similar  provision  on  that  subject  to  that  in  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  (German  Empire,  in  order  to  establish  beyond  controversy  the  univer¬ 
sality  of  the  laws  of  the  Order  as  to  the  manner  of  visitation  therein  through¬ 
out  the  world — it  being  the  undoubted  attribute  of  the  sovereignty  of  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  as  the  supreme  head  of  the  Order,  to  regulate  this  subject. 

The  Grand  Sire,  in  concluding  his  instructions,  would  recommend  to  the 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  to  avail  himself  of  his  opportunity  to  impart  general  in¬ 
structions  to  the  brotherhood  upon  the  subject  of  Odd  Fellowship,  especially 
to  address  them  wherever  they  can  be  assembled  in  considerable  numbers, 
and  to  encourage  them  to  our  example,  which  has  been  so  abundantly 
prospered  throughout  the  world. 

Wishing  you  a  prosperous  voyage,  life  and  health  adequate  to  so  momen¬ 
tous  and  important  a  service;  the  special  care  and  blessing  of  the  Heavenly 
Father  upon  your  long,  distant,  and  perilous  journey;  success  in  your  high, 
honorable,  and  useful  mission;  and  a  safe  return  to  your  home,  family,  and 
anxious  brethren,  I  commit  you  with  confidence  to  the  keeping  of  Him  who 
hath  ahyays  vouchsafed  the  shelter  and  refuge  of  His  outstretched  wing  to 
our  beloved  Order. 

The  Special  Commissioner,  Bro.  John  B.  Haemon,  will  report  in  detail  the 
results  of  this  important  mission,  at  or  before  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  third  Monday  of  September,  1878.

CHARTER  FOR  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  AUSTRALASIA. 

Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

To  all  whom  it  may  concern : 

Know  Ye,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  as  the  source  of  all  true  and  legitimate  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  by  virtue  of  its  constitutional 
authority  to  organize  Lodges  and  Encampments,  Grand  and  Subordinate, 
in  Foreign  Countries,  doth  hereby  create  and  erect  into  distinct  sovereignty 
the  various  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  now  existing 
in  the  country  known  as  Australasia,  including  Australia,  Tasmania,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  islands,  by  the  name  and  title  of 

The  Eight  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  I.  0.  O.  F., 

to  be  independent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  all  respects, 
excepting  as  follows: 

First.  The  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter 
in  anywise  alter  or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures 
or  charges,  or  any  other  portion  or  part  of  either  the  written  or  unwritten 
work  of  the  Order  as  known  and  practised  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  This  Grand  Lodge  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  give  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia  the  annual  traveling  password  to  be  used  within  the 
jurisdiction  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  form  of  card;  and  both  jurisdic¬ 
tions  shall  use  the  same  traveling  password;  and  also,  the  right  to  furnish 
all  books  containing  the  lectures  and  charges,  and  such  cards  and  certifi¬ 
cates  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  it. 

Third.  The  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Subordinates  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  shall  be  as  provided  in 
Section  2,  Article  XVI.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States. 

The  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  shall  have  power  to  establish  and 
grant  Charters  to  other  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments,  and  to  other 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  within  its  jurisdiction;  and  when 
such  other  Lodges  or  Encampments,  Subordinate  or  Grand,  shall  be  so 
established,  they  shall  sustain  the  same  relations  to  the  said  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia  as  like  Lodges  and  Encampments  sustain  to  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  shall  pay  due  respect  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  instru¬ 
ment,  otherwise  this  dispensation  to  be  of  no  force  or  effect. 
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Given  under  our  liands  and  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland, 
[seal.]  this  the  fourth  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  and  of  our  Order  the  fifty- 
ninth.

To  John  B.  Harmon, 

Special  Commissioner  of  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.,  I.  0.  0.  F., 
to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Australasia  : 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother,- — In  addition  to  the  special  instructions  receiv¬ 
ed  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  which  are  very  appropriate,  specific,  and  fully 
to  the  point,  I  reply  to  the  several  subjects  mentioned  in  jmur  letter  of 
18th  ult.,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Grand  Sire  in  his  letter  of  instructions  explained  the  importance 
of  visiting  the  brethren  in  New  Zealand,  and  I  consider  it  absolutety  essen¬ 
tial  to  the  success  of  the  mission  that  you  should  visit  Dunedin. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  “propositions  ”  submitted  to  the  last  session  by  a  special 
committee  on  Encampment  work  is  herewith  transmitted.  This  matter,  you 
will,  of  course,  carefully  preserve,  guard,  and  return  to  this  office. 

3.  Concerning  the  letters  from  Australia  printed  with  the  report  of  the 
the  Grand  Secretarj’-  in  Journal  of  1877,  I  do  not  know  which  you  refer  to  as 
important  to  have  in  full,  or  I  would  gladly  send  you  complete  copies. 

4.  Begarding  my  remarks  found  on  pages  7232  and  7236,  Journal  of  1877, 
considered,  as  you  suggest,  in  connection  -with  the  views  expressed  in  your 
letter  of  Feb.  11th  to  the  Grand  Sire,  I  reply  to  your  question:  “Do  we 
agree  or  not  ?”  that  our  opinions  are  in  harmony. 

5.  The  provisions  of  the  Charter  fully  explain,  and  agree  with  your  views 
as  to  what  is  to  constitute  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  They  are  iden¬ 
tical  with  the  grant  in  the  original  Warrant  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia, 
Journal  of  1868,  p.  4295;  also  with  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
German  Empire,  Journal  of  1872,  p.  5476.  If  deemed  necessary  the  limits 
of  the  jurisdiction  may  be  defined  by  adding  after  the  words  ‘  ‘  known  as  Aus¬ 
tralasia”  the  proper  boundarj".  I  append  some  extracts  from  “Johnson’s 
Cyclopedia”  and  “  Colton’s  Atlas, ”  in  relation  to  the  country.  It  appears 
there  are  nine  provinces  in  New  Zealand,  and  six  colonies  in  Australia.  The 
Order  also  exists  in  Tasmania,  where,  it  is  probable,  a  Grand  Lodge  will  be 
organized. 

6.  Touching  the  manner  of  organizing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  the 
initiatory  proceedings  might  be  by  proxies,  as  was  the  case  when  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  was  formed  in  1824  (Journal,  p.  63),  by  proxies  from  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania,  who  with  a  Bepresentative 
from  Maryland  (four  men)  constituted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
On  page  70,  Journal  of  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  will  be  found  a  copy  of  the  first  Con¬ 
stitution,  Article  I.  of  which  provides  for  ‘  ‘  a  Bepresentative  or  Proxy.  ”  It 
appears  to  me,  if  inconvenient  for  a  Bepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Zealand  to  proceed  with  you  to  Melbourne,  the  officers  might  commis¬ 
sion  one  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  to  rep¬ 
resent  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  in  the  organization,  or  hand  you  a  blank 
jiroxy  with  their  consent  to  the  arrangement  proposed,  and  leave  it  to  your 
discretion  to  select  a  proper  person  to  represent  them. 

7.  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  for  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  to  consult  their  Subordinates,  and  agree  with  you  that  “  they  wilt 
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not  object,  and  if  they  do,  the  supreme  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  through  its  Deputy  Grand  Sire  must  control.  ” 

8.  As  to  the  title  of  the  chief  officer,  undoubtedly  “  Grand  Sire  ”  is  proper, 
and  it  was  contemplated  to  have  the  following  inserted  in  the  Charter,  but 
afterward  deemed  inexpedient  to  place  it  there,  viz. :  “  The  officers  and  mem- 

,  bers  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  shall  be  such  as  are  prescribed  in 
Article  11.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  for  the  officers  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  that  body.” 

9.  The  Charter  provides  for  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Encampments 
being  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  I  do  not 
think  that  a  new  Charter  would  be  required  for  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Yictoria,  as  no  change  of  name  or  jurisdiction  will  be  necessary.  The  En¬ 
campment  in  New  Zealand,  will,  of  course,  pass  under  the  immediate  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  as  also  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in 
Tasmania,  New  South  Wales,  South  Australia,  &c.,  though  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia,  if  it  adopts  a  Constitution,  etc.,  similar  in  its  provisions  to 
that  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  can  place  Subordinates  under  Grand  Bodies  of 
contiguous  jurisdiction.  (See  By-Laws,  Art.  XIII.)  The  qualifications  for 
7nembership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  should  be  identical  with 
those  required  for  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
(See  Journal,  1876,  pages  6879-81.) 

10.  I  inclose  memorandum  of  supplies  forwarded  Feb.  1,  1878,  to  New 
Zealand.  Bro.  W.  B.  Lyon,  Grand  Secretary,  can  inform  you  if  the  box  has 
been  forwarded  from  San  Francisco,  as  we  consigned  it  to  him.  You  will 
note  that  all  the  revised  books  were  sent.  Three  copies  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  Institution  Books  were  sent  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Victoria. 
The  secret  work  and  diagrams  have  not  been  sent  to  “  Subordinate  Grand 
Lodges,”  and  New  Zealand  must  be  considered  such  a  body  whether  attached 
to  the  G.  L.  of  Australasia  or  the  G.  L.  of  the  United  States.  Australia  and 
the  German  Empire  were  considered  “sovereign  and  independent”  jurisdic¬ 
tions;  therefore,  as  specially  directed  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  the  work  was 
placed  in  their  possession. 

11.  The  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German 
Empire  will  be  found  on  page  5476,  Journal  of  1872,  and  j'ou  will  find  that 
the  Charter  herewith,  contains  the  clause  you  refer  to.  I  send,  as  you  re¬ 
quest,  Constitution  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies. 

12.  I  do  not  find  anything  to  dissent  from  in  the  views  expressed  by  you, 
and  heartily  agree  with  you  that  “no  half-way  measures  will  do,”  but  that 
Odd  Fellowship  in  Australasia  should  be  placed  on  solid  ground. 

I  have  some  further  suggestions  for  your  consideration  which  may  be 
w'orthy  your  notice. 

There  are,  as  you  know,  two  Grand  Lodges  in  Australasia,  viz. :  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australia,  at  Melbourne,  Colony  of  Victoria,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Zealand,  at  Dunedin,  N.  Z. ;  the  former  under  Charter  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the  latter  under  Warrant  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Victoria  (now  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia),  and  recognized  by  it  and 
also  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  as  independent  of  and  co-equal  with  the  G.  L.  of 
Australia,  at  Melbourne. 

The  several  reports  of  the  G.  C.  and  B.  Secretary  since  the  definite  acqui¬ 
sition  of  this  important  jurisdiction  and  for  several  years  previous,  you  will 
recollect,  dwelt  with  interest  and  pride  upon  its  value  as  a  vast  and  produc¬ 
tive  field,  if  properly  cultivated,  especially  of  the  advantage  of  the  situation 
to  us  in  view  of  our  common  origin  and  consequent  homogeneity  as  a  peo¬ 
ple.  A  slight  drawback  to  us  has  unexpectedly  arisen  out  of  an  error  in  the 
form  of  government  for  the  Order  which  has  crept  in  inadvertently,  as  much 
from  our  inability  fully  to  carry  out  our  original  plan  on  account  of  the  sparse 
occupancy  of  the  Order  and  the  prematureness  of  the  plan  to  the  improved 
condition  of  the  country  and  its  several  Colonial  governments  or  political 
divisions.  Up  to  this  time  but  two  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  have  been 
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formed,  whereas  the  number  of  Colonies  or  political  divisions  of  the  conti¬ 
nent,  as  we  understand,  admit  of  six  Grand  Lodges. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen,  that  by  keeping  our  original  plan  in  view  and  sedu¬ 
lously  cultivating  the  co-operation  of  our  brethren  of  that  jurisdiction,  we 
shall  ultimately  surmount  present  obstacles.  We  shall  be  able  to  begin 
aright  by  erecting  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  which  shall  embrace  the 
continent,  and  of  which  the  several  defined  political  divisions  will  form  the 
several  representative  subordinate  parts.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Victoria 
and  New  Zealand  forming  the  nucleus  of  that  Supreme  Grand  Body,  admit¬ 
ting  the  other  divisions  so  soon  as  ready  for  forming  Grand  Lodges,  adhering 
in  all  respects  to  our  system  as  proved  by  experience  to  be  appropriate  and 
reliable. 

You  will  find  the  brethren  at  Dunedin  somewhat  unfriendly  to  this  plan, 
inasmuch  as  it  will  require  a  reconstruction  of  their  Grand  Lodge,  which  in 
this  contingency  would  have  to  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia  by  taking  a  Grand  Warrant  from  it,  and  by  sending  to  it  a  Represent¬ 
ative  once  a  year,  according  to  its  Constitution.  At  first  this  Supreme  Body 
would  be  weak,  but  its  growth,  power,  and  influence  would  be  alone  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  time.  As  the  other  Provinces  or  political  divisions  of  the  country 
united  with  it,  its  strength  and  power  would  be  settled  and  fixed.  In  a  few 
years,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  1.  O.  0.  F.,  would  become  a  power  in 
the  great  world  of  philanthropy,  an  honor  to  the  human  race,  and  especial¬ 
ly  the  glory  of  American  Odd  Fellowship.  This  is  your  message  and  mission 
to  your  brother  Odd  Fellows  of  Australasia.  I  pray  that  the  winds  of  Heaven 
may  be  propitious  and  that  the  Almighty  will  have  you  in  his  keeping  amid 
the  perils  which  you  will  have  to  brave,  and  return  you  safely  to  your  home, 
your  family,  and  friends,  having  fulfilled  your  task  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
cause,  the  consolidation  of  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  world,  and  for  the 
increased  love  and  fellowship  of  the  human  race. 

May  God  bless  you,  protect  you  and  yours,  and  restore  your  precious  life 
to  us  in  .Jue  time,  as  a  messenger  of  peace  to  your  fellow-men.

Without  undertaking  to  present  in  detail  the  special  subjects  of  corre¬ 
spondence  which  have  occupied  our  attention  with  the  authorities  of  the  Or¬ 
der  in  the  continent  of  Australasia,  I  may  say  generally  that  the  aforegoing 
topic  has  absorbed  all  others,  except  that  of  the  issue  of  cards  by  the  pres¬ 
ent  Grand  Lodges.  The  exercise  of  such  independent  authority  has  never 
been  even  constructively  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  nor  could  it  have  been  consistently  with  our  system  of  Traveling 
Cards  and  of  the  A.  T.  P.  W. ;  but  the  necessity  of  any  present  discussion  of 
the  subject  is  superseded  by  the  presence  of  our  Special  Commissioner  in 
Australasia,  who  will  doubtless  be  able  to  adjust  all  subjects  of  difference, 
including  the  exclusive  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
to  regulate  the  form  of  card,  whose  ubiquity  as  well  as  universality  in 
American  Odd  Fellowship  must  be  conceded.  To  enable  him  to  act  under- 
standingly,  a  condensed  statement  of  the  entire  legislation  of  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  on  the  subject  of  supplies  to  Australia  and  other  jurisdictions  was  care¬ 
fully  prepared  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Special  Commissioner. 

It  is  now  hoped,  as  well  from  the  large  intelligence  displayed  by  all  the 
parties  on  the  subject,  from  the  thorough  sympathy  of  our  Commissioner  in 
our  special  views,  and  from  the  greatly  enlarged  area  of  usefulness  contem¬ 
plated  by  the  unity  and  domestic  independence  of  the  federal  system  de¬ 
signed  to  be  now  inaugurated,  and  the  proper  adaptation  of  the  people  and 
their  system  of  government  by  Provinces,  or  political  subdivisions,  that  har¬ 
mony  and  union  of  counsels  will  reward  our  efforts,  and  that  as  a  result  the 
course  of  fraternity  and  brotherly  love  will  be  greatly  promoted  among  the 
different  nations  of  the  earth,  especially  among  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.  In 
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consequence  of  the  remoteness  of  the  country,  and  the  comparative!}'  unset¬ 
tled  policy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  concerning  the  propa¬ 
gation  of  Odd  Fellowship  to  foreign  countries,  but  little  progress  was  made 
in  that  direction  until  the  successful  advent  of  the  Order  to  Germany  in 
1870,  under  the  wise  direction  of  our  illustrious  and  beloved  brother,  John 

F.  Moese,  P.  G.  M.,  of  California.  Since  that  auspicious  consummation  and 
the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  and  several  Subor¬ 
dinate  Grand  Lodges  in  Europe,  the  more  enlightened  counsel  has  prevailed 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  foreign  propagandism,  so  that 
American  Odd  Fellowship  now  prevails  in  British  America,  in  Europe,  on  the 
continent  of  Australasia,  in  the  Kepublic  of  Chile,  in  Peru,  and  in  the  Islands 
of  the  Sea.  In  organizing  Odd  Fellowship  in  Australasia,  notwithstanding 
the  mistake  committed  in  form  of  government,  which  is  not  to  be  won¬ 
dered  at  under  the  circumstances  and  surrounding  difficulties,  we  have  rea¬ 
son  to  be  gratified  with  the  general  accuracy  of  the  measures  adopted.  We 
are  satisfied  that  the  unwritten  language  was  communicated  by  Special  D. 

G,  Sire  Meacham  with  correctness.  Since  Bro.  Meacham’s  presence  in  Mel¬ 
bourne,  Dunedin,  and  at  other  points  in  that  country,  the  formal  unwritten 
text  and  illustrative  diagrams  have  been  transmitted  and  received  by  the  au¬ 
thorities  at  Melbourne,  and  have  verified  the  truth  of  this  fact.  Thus  upon 
the  return  of  our  worthy  brother,  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  his  success¬ 
ful  negotiations  upon  the  special  subjects  which  now  estrange  us,  we  shall 
be  as  correct  in  formas  we  are  in  substance,  and  the  general  welfare  and  pros¬ 
perity  will  thus  be  permanently  assured. 

On  the  27th  of  June  a  letter  was  received  from  Bro.  Haemon,  dated  Wel¬ 
lington,  New  Zealand,  May  18th,  from  which  I  make  a  brief  extract  as  follows: 

“To-day  I  leave  for  Christ  Church,  where  Bro.  Braithwaite  is  to  meet  me. 
Some  new  features  will  probably  arise  in  my  efforts  at  adjustment;  matters 
which  we  know  little  of  I  can  see  looming  up.  The  situation  of  this  country 
has  been  entirely  misunderstood  by  us,  as  I  have  learned  by  reading  and 
conversation  with  Australians  and  New  Zealanders  on  the  ships.  Instead  of 
being  out  of  the  world  I  find  myself  in  the  midst  of  civilization  with  its 
schools,  churches,  museums,  libraries,  etc.  It  was  high  time  for  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  to  send  some  one  here.” 

From  publications  in  the  newspapers  we  learn  that  our  Commissioner  was 
gladly  welcomed  in  New  Zealand,  receptions  having  been  tendered  him  at 
various  points,  and  a  superb  dinner  in  honor  of  his  arrival  was  served  at  the 
Theatre  Boyal  Hotel,  Wellington,  on  the  18th  of  May,  when  Bro.  Haemon 
made  an  eloquent  address  in  reply  to  a  toast  to  “The  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States.”  On  all  sides  the  kindest  feelings  were  expressed  for  the  Or¬ 
der  in  this  country,  Mr.  McKenzie,  of  the  Manchester  Unity,  remarking 
that  he  was  “  extremely  gratified  to  meet  an  officer  of  such  high  standing  in 
America,  and  it  shows  that  the  heart  beats  in  the  right  place  when  they  send 
out  such  a  gentleman  to  visit  this  far-off  land  in  the  interests  of  this  noble 
work.” 

The  correspondence  had  with  the  authorities  of  Australia  and  New  Zea¬ 
land  has  been  quite  voluminous,  and  only  short  extracts  will  be  made  from 
the  several  letters  received  and  sent  since  the  last  session. 

The  letter  from  this  office  dated  Sept.  29th  transmitted,  by  direction  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  the  P.  W’s  for  the  year  1878,  of  which  proper  acknowl¬ 
edgment  has  been  received. 

On  the  1st  of  October  Grand  Secretary  Curtis  was  advised  of  the  action  of 
theG.L.  of  U.S.  in  authorizing  a  Commissioner  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
also  of  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Delations  on 
the  subject  of  cards,  taking  occasion  to  say:  “You  will  find  the  argument  of 
the  committee  fully  sustained  by  the  record,  and  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
the  law  in  the  premises  will  be  promptly  conformed  to.  I  shall  write  by  this 
mail  a  similar  letter  to  Bro.  Braithwaite,  G.  M.  of  New  Zealand,  and  thus 
place  the  two  Grand  Jurisdictions,  all  we  have  in  Australasia,  in  full  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  important  legislation,  in  order  that  they  may  confer,  if  necessary. 
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to  enable  them  to  harmonize  in  opinion  and  judgment  in  this  momentous 
matter,  before  the  arrival  of  the  American  Commissioner.” 

The  reply  to  this  letter  by  Grand  Secretary  Curtis  is  dated  Melbourne, 
Nov.  28,  1877,  and  to  comply  with  the  request  contained  therein,  the  follow¬ 
ing  extract  is  presented: 

“  I  beg  to  acknowledge  jmur  kind  favor  of  October  1st,  and  am  veiy  much 
pleased  to  hear  from  so  good  a  judge  as  yourself  that  the  recent  session  of 
your  Grand  Lodge  was  so  complete  a  success. 

“The  decision  of  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  in  reference  to  our  ^clearance 
fonns  ’  has  given  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  unfavorable  comment.  We  cannot 
imagine  how  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  could  have  fallen  into  so 
lamentable  an  error  as  that  contained  in  the  following  paragraph :  ‘  Thai  one 

of  the  specijicaiions  in  the  Charier  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  provides  that  all 
cards  issued  by  that  jurisdiction  shall  emanate  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States.’’  Surely  they  must  have  been  examining  the  coj)y  of  some  other 
Charter,  or  else  a  copy  of  something  intended  to  have  been  inserted  in  our 
Charter,  and,  upon  more  mature  consideration,  expunged.  I  inclose  you  a 
copy  of  our  Charter,  and  you  will  see  that  there  is  not  one  word  in  it  about 
cards.  Moreover,  as  certain  things  are  therein  enumerated  which  we  are 
not  to  do,  it  is  implied  that  it  will  be  lawful  for  us  to  do  all  others.  Any 
jurist  will  understand  this.  •!  send  you  by  this  same  mail  a  report  of  the 
last  meeting  of  our  Standing  Committee,  wherein  you  will  see  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  were  passed; 

“That,  whilst  the  committee  is  most  willing  to  obey  the  jiist  commands 
of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  it  most  respectful¬ 
ly  yet  strongly  protests  against  the  groundless  accusation  of  having  violated 
its  Charter,  which  does  not  contain  one  single  word  in  reference  to  Clearance 
or  Visiting  Cards,  but  merely  states  that  we  are  to  use  the  same  traveling 
password.  The  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  does 
(we  believe)  contain  such  a  restriction  in  reference  to  the  cards.  It 
is,  however,  unfair  to  bind  us  to  the  terms  of  any  other  Charter  than  our 
own. 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Secretary  write  to  Gr.  Secretary  Bro.  Ridgelt. 
and  ask  him  to  be  kind  enough  to  give  the  same  publicity  to  our  respectful 
denial  as  has  been  given  to  the  mistaken  assertion  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Relations. 

‘  ‘  As  the  premises  on  which  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  grounded  its  resolu¬ 
tion  were  completely  erroneous,  we  must  ask  for  the  matter  to  be  recon¬ 
sidered.  We  had  several  copies  of  your  cards  circulated  among  our  Lodges, 
but  they  were  replaced  by  our  own  forms  and  were  destroyed,  so  that  we 
should  have  to  purchase  fresh 'stock.  However,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
matter  will  be  amicably  arranged  by  the  Commissioner  when  he  arrives.  ” 

The  following  is  the  copy  of  Charter  sent  by  Grand  Secretary  Curtis, 
which  it  will  be  observed,  varies  slightly  from  the  printed  copy  on  page 
4295,  Journal  of  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  1868. 

“  To  all  whom  it  may  concern:  Know  ye  that  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  as  the  source  of  all  true  and  legitimate 
Odd  Fellowship  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  by  virtue  of  its  con¬ 
stitutional  authority  to  organize  Lodges  and  Encampments,  Grand  and  Sub¬ 
ordinate,  in  foreign  countries,  doth  hereby  create  and  erect  into  a  distinct 
sovereignty  the  various  Lodges  of  Odd  Fellows  heretofore  existing  in  Aus¬ 
tralia  by  the  name  and  style  of  ‘  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  of  Australia,’  with  power  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  within  the  said  Province,  except  in  the  following  respects,  viz. :  That 
the  said  ‘  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  ’  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter  in 
anywise  alter  or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures, 
charges,  or  any  part  or  portion  of  either  the  written  or  unwritten  work  of 
the  Order  as  known  and  practised  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  ‘  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,’  and  both  jurisdictions  shall  use  the  same 
traveling  password.  That  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Subor- 
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dinate  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  ‘  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralia,  ’  shall  be  identical  with  those  established  for  membership  in  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
otherwise  this  Dispensation  to  be  of  no  force  or  effect.

This  letter  was  received  February  2,  1878,  but  the  minutes  of  the  Standing 
Committee  arrived  on  the  24th  of  January,  when  the  following  reply  was 
addressed  to  Grand  Secretary  Cuktis: 

“It  has  been  found  necessary  to  make  full  quotations  from  the  printed 
proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  render  the  reply  which  I  shall 
make  in  defence  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  in¬ 
telligible  and  of  proper  force. 

“First,  I  will  frankly  concede  that  the  committee  have  erred  in  stating 
that  ‘the  card  issued  is  in  contravention  of  the  terms  of  the  Charter,’  and 
‘  that  one  of  the  specifications  in  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralia  provides  that  all  cards  issued  by  that  jurisdiction  shall  emanate  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.’  This  is  certainly  error,  superinduced 
possibly  by  the  existence  of  such  provision  in  the  Charter  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire;  more  probably,  from  the  utter  inability  of 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  surrender  so  vital  and  indispensable  an  attribute  of  its 
sovereignly  to  enable  it  to  maintain  a  uniform  T.  P.  W.  and  card  through¬ 
out  the  world.  It  is,  however,  an  unimportant  inquiry  how  the  committee 
fell  into  the  error.  It  is  conceded  to  be  error.  The  simple  question  is :  Is 
the  card  illegal  otherwise,  and  has  it  been  improperly  interdicted  in  the  ju¬ 
risdiction  ?  I  do  not  propose  to  occupy  many  words  in  the  vindication  of 
this  position.  Let  us  examine  for  a  moment  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australia.  The  sovereignty  in  Odd  Fellowship  granted  in  your  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  is  limited  in  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  to  the  third  more  par¬ 
ticularly  I  refer  (although  the  second  is  quite  definite  and  comprehensive), 
viz. :  ‘  That  this  Grand  Lodge  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  give  to  t^i.e  said 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  the  annual  traveling  password,  to  be  used 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  and  both 
jurisdictions  shall  use  the  same  traveling  password.’  The  position  assumed 
is  that  the  card  issued  hy  the  Grand  Lodge  ^  Australia  is  unauthorized  and  of  course 
illegal. 

“  First,  because  it  is  an  ‘  alteration  and  repudiation  of  the  work  of  the  Order 
as  known  and  practised  within  this  jurisdiction  ’  forbidden  by  the  first 
section  (second  paragraph)  of  its  Charter.  See  also  Digest,  title  ‘Cards,’ 
Sec.  214  et  passim.  It  need  only  be  remarked  that  cards  are  a  fundamental 
part  of  the  machinery  of  our  system  and  are  an  indispensable  part  of  the 
detail  of  the  traveling  password  which  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  alone  supplies 
throughout  the  globe. 

Second.  The  casus  omissus  of  this  condition  in  your  Charter  in  toords  is 
abundantly  supplied  by  its  ubiquity  in  spirit  in  every  part  of  the  document, 
and  the  utter  want  of  ability  which  the  Supreme  Grand  Body  would  there¬ 
by  possess  to  enforce  uniformity  and  universality  in  its  T.  P.  W.  or  its  sys¬ 
tem  of  work  wherever  the  Order  is  established. 

‘  ‘  I  shall  with  pleasure  give  the  publicity  to  the  minutes  of  your  Standing 
Committee  on  this  subject  which  you  desire,  by  giving  the  same  publicity 
to  your  denial  as  has  been  given  to  the  mistaken  assertion  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Relations. 

“And  now,  having  with  the  best  grace  of  which  we  are  capable,  consid¬ 
ered  the  mistake  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  in  assuming  in  their 
report  the  existence  in  your  Charter  in  terms  of  a  clause  requiring  the  ema¬ 
nation  of  all  cards  issued  in  your  jurisdiction  from  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and 
shown  the  presence  of  such  a  provision  in  the  Charter  in  spirit  and  in  un- 
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avoidable  combination  with  the  reservation  to  supply  what  the  general  sys¬ 
tem  of  work  requires,  we  have  done,  and  fraternally  conclude  this  communi¬ 
cation,  satisfied  that  you  will  promptly  retire  the  cards  and  conform  to 
our  law  on  the  subject  with  pleasure.” 

On  the  2d  of  February  Grand  Secretary  Cuktis  was  informed: 

“Your  favor  of  Nov.  28th  has  been  this  day  received  at  this  office,  I  am  sor¬ 
ry  that  our  respective  Grand  Lodges  should  apparently  be  getting  asunder,  in¬ 
stead  of  drawing  closer  together  in  conformity  to  first  principles  and  to  the 
instinctive  fellowship  of  our  beloved  Order. 

“  The  present  aspect  is  inauspicious,  it  is  true,  but  it  involves  no  irreconcil¬ 
able  conflict.  Patience,  forbearance,  intelligence,  and  a  spirit  of  reciprocal 
love  for  Odd  Fellowship,  will,  it  is  believed,  restore  our  fraternal  relations 
and  adjust  our  system  upon  a  sound  basis,  so  that  the  superstructure  will 
be  everywhere  a  unit,  everywhere  solid  and  enduring.  I  have  already 
replied  to  the  minutes  of  your  Standing  Committee  in  that  spirit,  and  now 
feel  persuaded  that  your  Grand  Lodge  will  respond  correspondingly.  The 
question  of  the  uniform  card  is  a  vital  one,  and  involves  not  only  the  su¬ 
premacy  as  to  jurisdiction  and  authority,  but  also  the  entire  possibility  of 
maintaining  the  system  of  ubiquitous  visitation,  which  is  an  essential  and 
indispensable  part  of  our  working  machinery.  The  system  in  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  German  Empire  is  simple  and  free  from  all  trouble.  The  card 
is  supplied  by  us  in  the  English  language;  authority  is  conferred  to  print 
the  text  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  card  in  German,  thus  the  same  card  ema¬ 
nating  from  the  head  of  the  Order  circulates  in  both  jurisdictions  and  is 
equally  effective,  vital,  and  convenient,  maintaining  one  supreme  law  and  one 
entire  working  system.  How  easily  you  perceive  all  conflicts  of  right  and 
jurisdiction  are  avoided,  and  how  beautifully  harmony  of  system  is  maintain¬ 
ed.  I  respectfully  commend  this  practice  to  your  imitation  and  adoption.” 

The  letter  of  J.  H.  B.  Curtis,  K.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australia,  of  September  17,  1877,  refers  to  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  Melbourne  on  the  21st,  22d,  and  23d  of  August,  remarking: 
“  Y^ou  will  observe  that  the  two  important  questions  in  reference  to  the 
Clearance  Cards  and  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  were  left  for 
the  dcBtsion  of  the  Standing  Committee.  I  do  not  think  it  probable  that 
a  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  will  be  formed  for  sometime;  meanwhile,  I  ask 
your  instruction  as  to  the  granting  of  Warrants  or  Charters  to  Grand  Lodges 
in  any  of  Ihe  Australian  or  Australasian  Provinces.  There  are  now  six 
Lodges  opened  in  South  Australia,  of  which  Adelaide  is  the  chief  city.  To 
wLom  must  they  apply  for  a  Charter  for  a  Grand  Lodge  ?  In  yours  of  17th 
of  July  (which  I  received  yesterday),  you  speak  of  the  B.  W.  (jrand  Lodge 
of  New  Zealand  as  being  subordinate  to  our  Grand  Lodge.  I  fear  it  will 
scarcely  be  prepared  to  acknowledge  any  such  subordination.  It  seems  to 
me  that,  until  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  is  de  facto  established.  Charters 
for  all  Grand  Lodges  in  Australia  must  be  issued  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States.  Please  give  me  definite  instructions  in  this  matter  at 
your  very  earliest  convenience. 

“At the  end  of  the  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  you  will  find  a  brief  re¬ 
port  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Encampment.  From  it  you  will  per¬ 
ceive  that  I  have  been  elected  Grand  Scribe,  Frederick  Batcheldor  is 
M.  W.  Grand  Patriarch;  William  Gane,  M.  W.  Grand  Master.” 

To  the  above  a  reply  was  sent  on  the  27th  of  October,  from  which  I  quote 
as  follows: 

“You  inquire  of  me  as  to  the  granting  of  Warrants  or  Charters  to  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  Australasian  Provinces,  premising  what  you  have  to  say  with 
the  remark  that,  you  ‘  do  not  think  it  probable  that  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia  will  be  formed  for  some  time.  ’  Proceeding  upon  the  theory  of  a  federal 
government  in  Odd  Fellowship  for  Australasia  all  applications  for  Colonial 
or  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  which  are  to  form  the  Supreme  Lodge,  should  be 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  I  spoke  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Zealand  as  being  subordinate  to  your  Grand  Lodge,  from  the  fact,  that 
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it  was  not  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  More 
recent  information,  as  you  will  perceive  in  my  last  report,  removes  all  doubt 
about  its  illegal  status  in  the  Order.  It  claims  to  have  been  organized  by 
Bro.  Meacham,  D.  D.  G.  Sire  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  by  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  and  that  it  is  a  Co-Grand  Lodge  of  equal 
jmwer  and  privileges  with  the  G.  L.  of  Victoria  (now  Australia);  is  wholly 
independent  of  it,  pays  no  tribute  to  it,  and  occupies  the  same  position  as 
that  of  a  State  Grand  Lodge  in  our  federation.  I  notice  in  the  printed  ad¬ 
dress  of  G.  Master  Bbaithwaite  to  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand,  session  of  1877, 
a  reiteration  of  his  position,  that  ‘  a  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  for  Australasia, 
to  which  the  Colonial  Grand  Lodges  should  all  be  subordinate,  would  be 
expensive,  unworkable,  and  without  any  advantage,’  also  that  they,  the  G. 
I',  of  New  Zealand,  desired  to  retain  the  position  it  had  hitherto  held,  viz. : — 
that  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  co-equal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australia,  and  subordinate  only  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
This  is  a  remarkable  position  to  occupy  on  the  question  of  independence 
and  national  sovereignty.  A  communication  received  from  Bro.  Meacham  and 
published  on  pages  7415,  7416,  Journal  of  1877,  establishes  the  fact  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  has  no  such  status  as  is  assumed  by  Grand 
Master  Bbaithwaite.  The  letter  referred  to  contains  this  remarkable  pas¬ 
sage.  ‘  In  1869,  by  virtue  of  a  Charier  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria, 
which  had  already  received  a  Charter  from  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  I  established 
the  same  Order  in  New  Zealand,  and  gave  to  them  the  signs,  working  pass¬ 
word,  etc.’  Hence  G.  M.  Bbaithwaite’s  position  is  not  well  taken.” 

This  letter  was  promptly  acknowledged  by  Grand  Secretary  Cubtis  on  the 
26th  of  December,  who  said: 

“We  were  all  particularly  interested  in  reading  the  copy  you  inclosed  of 
a  letter  received  from  Bro.  A.  D.  Meacham  at  the  last  session.  It  had  been 
rumored  in  Melbourne  that  he  had  gone  over  to  the  ‘great  majority’  some 
years  ago;  we  are  happy  to  find  that  he  is  still  alive,  and  that  he  takes  an  in¬ 
terest  in  our  welfare,  notwithstanding  that,  owing  to  his  somewhat  isolated 
position,  he  is  not  quite  au  fait  with  our  doings  here.  I  had  not  the  honor 
of  his  acquaintance,  but  many  of  the  brothers  here  speak  very  highly  of  the 
pains  that  he  took  to  indoctrinate  them  in  the  working  of  the  new  system. 

“I  submit  to  you,  with  great  respect  for  your  superior  judgment,  that  the 
only  way  of  giving  a  legal  status  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  would 
be  by  giving  them  a  Charter  from  the  K.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States.  I  have  this  day  written  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  John  W. 
Stokes,  giving  him  some  particulars  about  the  voyage.  I  hope  he  will  be 
able  to  spare  the  time  to  visit  us,  as  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  his  presence 
will  fan  the  flame  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  be  the  means  of  bringing  many 
under  its  genial  influence  who  might  otherwise  remain  in  the  cold. 

“  I  have  a  piece  of  intelligence  which  I  have  no  doubt  will  be  gratifying 
to  you.  In  a  conversation  which  I  had  a  few  days  ago  with  my  friend  Mr. 
Jacob  Habt,  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Manchester 
Unity,  he  told  me  that  at  the  coming  meeting  of  their  A.  M.  C.  they  are  going 
to  remove  from  their  Constitution  a  law  which  forbids  members  of  any  other 
society  calling  themselves  Odd  Fellows  from  joining  their  body.  Mr.  Habt 
is  a  very  intelligent  man,  and  so  are  all  their  Grand  Officers.  We  often  con¬ 
fer  together  privately  on  subjects  of  mutual  interest.  You  will  also  be  glad 
to  hear  that  about  two  years  ago  they,  and  the  officers  of  other  friendly  socie¬ 
ties  here,  paid  me  the  high  compliment  of  electing  me  chairman  of  a  con¬ 
ference  of  all  the  friendly  societies  for  the  purpose  of  watching  the  progress 
of  a  Bill  introduced  into  Parliament  to  amend  The  Friendly  Societies’  Act. 
This  Bill  received  the  Governor’s  sanction  a  few  days  ago,  and  will  shortly 
come  into  operation. 

“  I  perceive  that  some  of  the  officers  of  some  of  your  State  Grand  Lodges 
fall  into  the  error  that  we  are  bound  by  all  your  Constitutional  laws.  This 
could  not  possibly  be  the  case,  as  we  must  conform  to  the  Friendly  Societies’ 
Act.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence  of  some  State  Grand 
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Lodge  (I  forget  which)  gave  us  some  very  unnecessary  hints,  owing  to  his 
want  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  this  matter,  ” 

Letters  referring  to  the  visit  of  the  Special  Commissioner  were  addressed  to 
Grand  Master  Gane  and  Grand  Secretary  Cuetis,  February  8th  and  28th, 
and  March  6th  and  7th. 

In  the  letter  of  March  6th  the  receipt  of  Grand  Secretary  Curtis’  letter  of 
December  26th,  which  reached  this  office  March  2d,  was  acknowledged,  from 
which  I  quote  as  follows: 

“I  was  glad  to  observe  the  cordial  relations  which  subsist  between  you 
and  Mr.  Hart,  Gr.  Sec’y  of  the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Manchester  Unity. 
That  is  right,  and  will  do  much  to  conciliate  all  good  citizens.  That  is  not 
only  the  correct  policy,  but  is  also  a  correct  principle.  Do  not  let  the  course 
of  any  of  our  State  officers  disturb  jmur  equanimity.  The  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  will 
do  jmu  no  harm  or  in  any  way  trespass  upon  your  rights ;  but  on  the  contrary 
will  ever  uphold  them  and  advance  them  by  all  legitimate  means.  Above 
all,  will  it  uphold  you  in  your  constitutional  prerogatives,  and  shelter  you 
from  wrong.  Of  course  you  will  be  strenuously  sustained  in  deferring  prompt¬ 
ly  and  thoroughly  to  the  laws  of  your  country,  and  in  viewing  them  as  para¬ 
mount  and  obligatory.  ” 

On  the  25th  of  July  a  letter  was  received  from  J.  H.  B.  Curtis,  B.  W.  Gr. 
Sec’y,  dated  Melbourne,  Juno  15,  1878,  as  follows  : 

‘*I  have  the  honor  and  the  very  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  very  kind  letter  of  5th  of  March,  1878,  which  was  delivered  into  my 
hands  on  Sunday,  June  9th,  by  R.W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  J.  B.  Harmon. 
We  had  been  very  anxiously  on  the  lookout  for  the  good  brother  for  two  days 
previously,  as  we  had  received  a  telegram  from  Bro.  Braithwaite,  informing 
us  that  he  had  started  from  Dunedin.  Grand  Master  Gane,  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Judge,  two  members  of  our  Parliament,  Bros.  Bristow  and  Cook,  Past 
Grand  Masters  Batcheldor  and  Kidston,  also  myself,  went  to  Sandridge  to 
meet  the  Commissioner  and  escort  him  to  town.  We  took  apartments  for 
him  at  one  of  our  best  clubs.  On  Monday,  10th,  he  was  entertained  at  a 
sumptuous  banquet  provided  by  P.  G.  M.  Kidston,  at  which  all  the  leading 
brothers  of  the  Order  in  Melbourne,  including  the  consul,  Mr.  S.  P.  Lord, 
were  present. 

“We  have  had  two  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  our  E.  Vv^  G.  L,, 
at  which  Bro.  Harmon  fully  proiiounded  the  manner  in  which  he  proposes  to 
arrange  matters  for  our  more  perfect  government.  I  don’t  think  there  will 
be  any  difficulty  worth  mentioning  in  carrying  out  the  plan.  It  is  an  enor¬ 
mous  advantage  for  us  to  have  as  your  Commissioner  a  man  of  so  much  erudi¬ 
tion  and  with  the  legal  acumen  of  Bro.  Harmon.  Although  from  the  kind 
eulogium  you  had  passed  upon  him  in  your  two  former  letters  (the  receipt 
of  which  I  should  have  acknowledged  earlier),  we  had  expected  to  see  almost 
a  perfect  type  of  an  American  Odd  Fellow,  still  I  speak  nothing  more  than 
the  bare  truth  when  I  assert  that  our  expectations  have  been  more  than  real¬ 
ized.  I  know,  my  dear  brother,  that  your  kind  heart  will  always  cause  you 
to  say  everything  possible  in  praise  of  a  brother,  but  you  really  could  not 
exaggerate  the  merits  of  Bro.  Harmon.  He  is  truly  a  man  whom  to  know  is 
to  love.  I  deeply  regret  that  the  stern  necessity  of  bread-winning  will  not 
allow  me  to  spend  more  time  in  his  dear  company;  there  is  so  much  to  be 
learned  in  conversing  with  him.  He  has  edified  and  delighted  us  beyond 
measure  in  the  Lodge-room.  He  performed  the  ceremony  of  initiation  in 
the  Duke  of  York  Lodge,  No.  1,  on  Tuesday  night  last,  and  jmu  will  be  grati¬ 
fied  to  know  that  in  comparing  our  manner  of  giving  the  S.  W.  with  his  per¬ 
fect  model,  we  find  that  we  are  strictly  accurate.  This  is,  of  course,  owing 
to  the  kindness  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  sending 
us  the  means  of  securing  such  accuracy. 

“I  have  a  great  deal  that  I  could  say  to  you,  but  am  very  much  pressed 
for  time,  and  am  only  writing  these  few  lines  because  I  know  that  Bro.  Har¬ 
mon  is  very  busy.  This  morning  I  saw  him  off  for  Ballarat,  the  next  place 
in  importance  to  Melbourne.  He  is  to  be  entertained  there  at  a  public  ban- 
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quet  on  Monday  night.  I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  document  that  we  issued, 
that  you  may  see  some  of  the  arrangements. 

“I  can  assure  you  that  no  language  can  adequately  express  our  indebted¬ 
ness  to  you  and  to  the  E,.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  for  this  proof 
of  your  interest  in  our  welfare  in  sending  to  us  so  distinguished  a  Commis¬ 
sioner.” 

The  circular  of  Grand  Secretary  Curtis  is  appended  as  follows  :

Dear  Sib  and  Brother  : 

It  is  my  very  pi  Basing  duty  to  inform  you  Dfficially  of  the  arrival  of  Bro. 
J.  B.  Harmon,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  This  distinguished  bro¬ 
ther  has  been  commissioned  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
to  come  to  Australia  for  the  purpose  of  placing  our  system  of  government  on 
a  more  perfect  basis,  giving  us  enlarged  powers,  and  making  us  harmonize 
with  the  grand  model  of  the  United  States.  Bro.  Harmon  has  already  been 
present  at  two  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  our  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge, 
and  has  given  the  amplest  proof  of  his  pre-eminent  qualifications  for  the  mis¬ 
sion  which  has  been  intrusted  to  him.  We  have  no  doubt  that  almost  every 
individual  brother  would  like  to  have  it  in  his  power  to  say  that  he  has  en¬ 
joyed  the  honor  of  grasping  the  hand  of  one  of  the  truest  and  most  accom^ 
plished  Odd  Fellows  in  the  world.  Unfortunately  for  us,  Bro.  Harmon’s. 
stay  in  Victoria  will  be  very  short,  as  he  must  leave  Sydney  for  San  Francisco 
on  the  18th  July.  Bro.  Harmon  has  kindly  made  the  following  arrange¬ 
ments: — He  will  proceed  to  Ballarat  on  Saturday,  15th,  and  will  be  present  at 
the  banquet  to  be  given  by  the  brothers  of  the  Ballarat  District  on  Monday 
17th.  He  will  remain  at  Ballarat  till  the  18th.  He  will  be  at  Castlemaine 
on  Wednesday,  19th;  at  Sandhurst  on  Thursday,  20th;  at  Echuca  on  Friday, 
21st.  He  will  return  to  Melbourne  on  Saturday,  22d.  On  Mondaj^,  24th,  he 
will  be  at  Geelong;  at  Winchelsea  on  Tuesday,  25th;  at  Colacon  Wednesday, 
26th.  He  will  return  to  Melbourne  on  the  27th.  On  Monday,  1st  July,  a 
public  banquet  will  be  given  to  him  in  Melbourne,  the  arrangements  for  which 
will  shortly  be  advertised.  He  will  leave  Victoria  for  Sydney  about  the  6th 
of  July. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  feels  that  it  is  quite  superfluous  for  him  to  be¬ 
speak  for  Bro.  Harmon  the  kind  attention  of  the  brothers  in  the  districts  that 
he  visits.  Bro.  Harmon  would  desire  to  visit  each  individual  Lodge,  for  his 
heart  seems  to  revel  in  the  society  of  the  Lodge-room;  but  as  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  for  him  to  indulge  this  wish,  it  is  hoped  that,  when  he  is  visiting  a 
Lodge,  the  brothers  in  the  district  will  make  it  their  business  to  go  to  that 
Lodge.  He  will  visit  some  of  the  Melbourne  Lodges  on  his  return  from  the 
country,  but  he  cannot  jmt  make  further  definite  arrangements.  The  Worthy 
D.  D.  G.  M’s  in  the  country  districts  that  Bro.  Harmon  is  to  visit  will  please 
arrange  with  the  N.  G.  and  other  Lodge  officers  for  summoning  the  brothers 
to  meet  Bro.  Harmon  on  the  nights  indicated  above,  when  the  brothers  will 
enjoy  a  treat  which  they  have  never  yet  experienced,  and  which  they  may 
never  again  have  in  their  life — a  treat  which  would  well  repay  a  journey  of 
many  miles.

By  order  of  the  M.  W.  G.  M. 

The  letter  of  Bro.  Curtis  was  answered  on  the  1st  of  August,  as  follows: 

“The  links  which  bind  us  have  incorporated  ourselves  not  only  in  one 
body,  but  resolved  our  natures  into  unity.  Let  us  thank  God,  then,  that  we 
have  labored  zealously  to  this  grand  consummation,  and  that  our  leading 
men  and  legislators  may  direct  the  auspicious  promise  which  now  smiles 
upon  American  Odd  Fellowship  until  it  shall  bring  together  in  one  fold  the 
scattered  tribes  of  Judah.  I  acknowledge  with  great  jileasure  yours,  dated 
Melbourne,  June  15,  1878,  and  give  you  sincere  congratulation  at  the  very 
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grand  diplomatic  results,  through  the  agency  of  our  talented  Special  Com¬ 
missioner,  which  it  announces,  I  am  exceedingly  happy  that  he  has  proved 
himself  equal  to  the  crisis,  and  that  success,  complete  and  thorough,  has 
rewarded  his  labors  and  personal  sacrifices  which  have  been  great  to  a 
brother  of  his  professional  ability.  When  we  have  been  able  to  realize  the 
magnitude  of  the  service  rendered  by  Bro.  Hakmon  to  Odd  Fellowship  after 
our  experience  of  results  in  a  year  or  two,  we  shall  be  ready  to  exclaim  in 
grateful  homage  to  all  who  have  participated  in  the  persistent  work,  ‘  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servants;  ye  have  been  zealous  and  faithful  to  the 
end.  May  God  remember  you  when  he  makes  up  his  jewels.’  I  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  at  this  time  to  answer  your  elaborate  letter,  which  will  be  reported  to 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  but  simply  to  render  you  well-deserved  thanks  for  the 
unremitted  interest  which  you  have  taken  in  this  very  great  subject,  and  to 
felicitate  you  upon  its  enduring  success.  May  God  crowd  your  temples  of 
Odd  Fellowship  with  new  recruits,  and  reunite  our  brethren  wherever 
divided,  throughout  the  world.” 

The  Proceedings  of  the  twenty-fourth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australia,  held  at  Melbourne,  Aug.  21st,  22d,  and  23d,  1877,  and  Min¬ 
utes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  November  12th,  1877,  February  llth  and  May 
6th,  1878,  were  duly  received  and  supply  important  information.  The  re¬ 
port  of  the  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Hugh  Boss,  is  an  interesting  document. 
He  speaks  of  his  efforts  to  open  new  Lodges  through  correspondence  with 
110 members,  “scattered  not  only  through  nearly  every  town,  hamlet,  and 
district  in  this  Colony,  but  also  over  the  other  Colonies,”  as  meeting  with 
such  success  as  warrants  the  expectation  of  speedily  establishing  many 
Lodges  at  places  where  none  now  exist.  Twenty-two  decisions  were  re¬ 
ported.  He  quotes  the  statistics  presented  in  the  Journal  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
to  show  the  “  progress  of  the  Order,”  remarking:  “It  is  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  Order,  both  abroad  and  at  home,  has  never  been  in 
such  a  flourishing  condition.  In  America,  its  already  gigantic  proportions 
have  been  considerably  enlarged;  while  in  Europe — especially  Switzerland — 
and  the  other  dominions  into  which  it  has  more  recently  been  introduced, 
it  has  increased  to  a  very  large  extent.  ” 

The  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Cuetis,  said,  “The  triumphant  achievements 
that  have  adorned  the  year  1876-7  have  been  richly  earned  by  the  untiring 
zeal  of  him  who  has  so  worthily  filled  the  highest  post  of  honor  that  it  is  in 
your  power  to  bestow.  Two  Lodges  opened  in  New  South  "Wales,  five  in 
South  Australia,  and  four  in  our  own  Colony  may  well  be  called  a  ‘triumph,’ 
of  which  every  officer  and  Bepresentative  of  this  honorable  body  may  be 
justly  proud.”  He  reports  the  membership,  ]\[arch  30,  1877,  in  Victoria 
and  Tasmania  as  2, 750,  an  increase  of  310  during  the  year;  the  total,  including 
New  South  W  ales  and  South  Australia,  being  3, 380.  ‘  ‘  A  list  of  Lodges  and  nigh  ts 
of  meeting  for  the  year  1878,”  gives  the  names  and  location  of  45  Lodges  in 
Victoria,  3  in  Tasmania,  4  in  New  South  Wales,  9  in  South  Australia,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  61  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  an 
increase  of  17  during  the  year.

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The  published  correspondence  occupies  38  pages  of  the  Journal,  embracing 
the  several  letters  from  this  office  and  the  replies  thereto.  The  session  was 
apparently  an  interesting  one,  largely  attended,  and  the  business  transact¬ 
ed  in  a  systematic  manner.  The  session  of  1878  was  to  be  held  at  Castle- 
maine,  August  20,  1878. 

The  Journal  of  the  Grand  Encampment  (August  21,  1877)  is  printed  with 
the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings.  It  appears  there  are  3  Encampments  in  Vic¬ 
toria  and  one  in  New  Zealand  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Victoria.  The  number  of  Patriarchs  now  good  on  the  books  is  120. 
No  further  statistics  concerning  this  branch  of  the  Order  are  given. 

The  minutes  of  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Nov. 
12th,  Feb.  11th,  and  May  6th  were  duly  received,  from  which  we  learn  of  the 
institution,  since  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  August,  of  ten 
new  Lodges.  In  the  Loyal  Secundus,  No.  9,  Adelaide,  South  Australia, 
one  hundred  and  tweniy-two  candidates  were  initiated  on  the  opening 
night,  and  on  the  night  of  institution  of  the  Loyal  Lincoln  Lodge,  No.  96,  at 
the  Swan  Hotel,  in  Gertrude  Street,  Fitzroy,  Victoria,  fifty-two  candidates 
were  initiated.  The  Finance  Committee  ‘  ‘  are  sorry  to  be  compelled  to 
notice  that  some  of  the  older  and  at  one  time  promising  Lodges  have  the 
half  ofttheir  members  unfinancial.”  At  the  February  session  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  CuKTis  made  an  interesting  report  of  his  visit  to  Sydney  and  New¬ 
castle,  New  South  Wales,  under  a  special  commission  from  Grand  Master 
Gane,  and  at  the  May  session  G.  Master  Gane  reported  the  visit  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  Deputy  G.  Master  Judge  to  South  Australia,  where  at 
Adelaide  he  had  instituted  the  Loyal  Alberton  Lodge,  No.  10,  and  the 
Loyal  Bon  Accord  Lodge,  No.  11,  with  over  sixty  members  each.  Since  his 
return  another  Lodge  had  been  opened,  called  the  Loyal  Excelsior,  No.  12. 
A  Lodge  is  about  to  be  organized  at  Gawler,  about  25  miles  from  Adelaide, 
also  one  at  Charters  Towers,  in  Queensland,  and  measures  were  taken  to 
establish  one  at  Abbotsford.  The  consideration  of  the  subject  of  “  clearance 
forms”  was  “postponed  until  the  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
which  will  be  held  after  the  arrival  of  the  B.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Bro. 
Harmon.  ”  A  committee  was  appointed  ‘  ‘  to  receive  the  R.  W.  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  and  attend  to  his  comfort,  ”  the  Standing  Committee  resolved  to 
meet  immediately  after  his  arrival,  and  it  was  also  Resolved,  That  the 
brothers  of  the  Order  be  invited  to  a  demonstration  to  be  given  in  Melbourne 
to  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  John  B.  Harmon.” 

The  correspondence  with  the  authorities  of  New  Zealand  embraces  letters 
from  Joseph  Braithwaite,  G.  M.,  dated  Sept.  25,  Oct.  5,  and  Oct.  30, 
1877,  also  as  P.  G.  M.,  Nov.  10  and  Nov.  14,  1877;  Jan.  31  and  Feb.  28,  1878; 
with  letters  from  this  office  dated  Sept.  29,  Oct.  1,  Oct.  29,  and  Nov.  30,  1877, 
Jan.  3,  Feb.  6,  Feb.  7,  Feb.  28,  March  7,  and  March  8,  1878,  to  Brother 
Braithwaite,  his  successor,  Bro.  McGaw,  and  Grand  Secretary  Wilson. 

From  the  letter  of  G.  M.  Braithwaite,  dated  Sept.  25th,  I  quote  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

“Our  Grand  Lodge  has,  after  an  animated  and  well-conducted  debate, 
unanimously  adopted  ‘Table  C,’  as  amended  herewith,  respecting  new  rates 
of  contributions,  applicable  only  to  members  joining  after  Dec.  31st  of  this 
year.  Members  previous  to  that  date  to  pay  the  old  rate,  viz. :  Is.  3d.  per 
week  all  round.  Personally,  the  opinion  held  by  me  is,  that  the  latter  is  in¬ 
equitable,  inasmuch  as,  if  it  is  a  fact,  according  to  the  four  tables  prepared 
by  Messrs.  Leslie  and  Black,  that  our  rates  were  insufficient  for  the  benefits 
we  promise  ourselves  in  the  future  from  26  years  of  age  upward,  then  it  fol¬ 
lows,  as  a  matter  of  course,  that  the  mere  fact  of  raising  the  subscriptions  to 
a  correct  charge  on  members  joining  after  a  certain  date,  will  not  counter¬ 
balance  the  inadequate  rates  contributed  by  those  who  were  members  prior 
to  that  date.  Many  other  sound  arguments  can  be  advanced  proving  the 
inequality  of  the  arrangement.  However,  we  made  a  step  in  advance  in  finan¬ 
cial  reform,  and  considering  that  all  the  societies  here  are  working  upon 
our  old  system,  it  was  a  hopeful  sign  to  see  that  our  Representatives  were  of 
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■one  mind  so  far  as  the  matter  went.  No  donbt  time  will  prove  the  anomaly 
created  by  charging  two  prices  for  exactly  the  same  goods.  Perfection  can¬ 
not  be  obtained  all  at  once,  and  I  am  therefore  pleased  to  see  that  our  Grand 
Lodge  has  commenced  in  its  early  existence  to  concede  some  points  in  fi¬ 
nancial  reform.  We  can  therefore  rest  content  that  from  this  basis  all  evils 
of  a  similar  character  will  be  rectified  as  experience  points  the  road.  ” 

“  Table  C  ”  (converting  the  currency  of  the  country  into  United  States 
currency)  provides  as  follows: 

“Benefits  allowed  after  12  months’  membership:  Sick,  $5.00  per  week  for 
the  first  six  months,  $2.50  for  the  second,  $1.25  after  12  months.  Funeral, 
$100.00  on  death  of  a  member,  $50.00  on  the  death  of  a  member’s  wife  (for 
one  wife  only).  Surgeon  and  Chemist’s  benefits  immediately  on  joining. 

“Initiation  fees:  18  to  25  years,  $5.00;  26  to  30,  $6.25;  31  to  40,  $7.50;  41 
to  45,  $10.00. 

“  Contributions  to  Sick,  Funeral,  and  Management  Funds  (Management  ex¬ 
penses  limited  to  15  cents  per  week,  per  member,,  allowance  being  made  for 
Initiation  and  Honorary  members’  fees),  per  quarter  of  13  weeks:  18  to  20 
years,  $3.80;  21  to  25,  $4.06;  26  to  30,  $4.33;  31  to  35,  $4.87;  36  to  40,  $5.41; 
41  to  45,  $5.95.  The  amounts  to  be  appropriated  to  ‘Sick  Fund ’and  to 
‘Funeral  Fund’  are  specified,  as  of  the  $5.95  from  members  from  41  to  45 
years  of  age,  $2.97  are  placed  to  the  ‘Sick,’  and  95  cents  to  the  ‘Funeral 
Fund.’  After  deducting  from  each  quarter’s  subscription  the  amount  thus 
appropriated,  the  balance  is  to  be  credited  to  the  ‘  Management  Fund  ’  for 
payment  of  general  expenses  only,  including  Surgeon  and  Chemist;  also  all 
initiation  fees,  including  honorary  members’  subscriptions,  are  to  be  placed 
to  this  fund,  which  added  together  represent  15  cents  per  week  paid  by 
■every  member  as  working  expenses.  If  management  expenses  of  any  Lodge 
exceed  this  rate,  a  levy  shall  be  raised  to  meet  the  difference,  so  as  to  keep  the 
Sick  and  Funeral  Funds  intact. 

“During  the  last  two  years,  the  following  are  the  members  initiated,  also 
iiges  when  admitted,  as  far  as  Return  Sheets  show:  10  from  18  to  20  years, 
60  from  21  to  25,  56  from  26  to  30,  36  from  31  to  35,  9  from  36  to  40,  5  from 
41  to  45.” 

In  their  report  Messrs.  Leslie  and  Black  say: 

“  The  Tables  of  Sickness  and  Mortality  used  are  those  of  the  Manchester 
Unity  of  Odd  Fellows,  compiled  from  the  experience  of  that  society  in  Great 
Britain,  by  Mr.  Hexky  Ratclifee,  the  C.  S.  of  the  Order.  The  reputation 
which  these  Tables  have  acquired  renders  comment  on  our  part  almost  un¬ 
necessary.  Such  is  the  estimation  in  which  they  are  held,  that  the  Actuarial 
Commission  lately  appointed  by  the  Imperial  Government,  have  affirmed 
them  to  be  the  only  reliable  tables  extant,  relative  to  friendly  societies. 

They  question  the  correctness  of  the  assertion,  that  the  rates  of  sickness 
and  mortality  experienced  among  friendly  societies  in  New  Zealand  are  less 
than  those  of  England,  as  they  have  not  sufficient  statistics  to  determine  the 
matter,  but  if  so,  that  the  age  of  members  and  other  causes  may  influence 
the  result,  as  the  Manchester  Unity  in  Otago  (New  Zealand),  out  of  1,583 
members  have  not  one  beyond  the  age  of  56  years,  and  few,  if  any,  societies 
of  like  number  in  England  are  so  favorably  situated,  while  this  society  may 
be  taken  as.  a  fair  sample  of  the  rest  of  the  New  Zealand  societies. 

The  letter  of  Oct.  5th  advises:  “We  are  holding  one  of  the  most  successful 
meetings  ever  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  has  upheld  the  views  express- 
.ed  by  myself  to  you  on  the  30th  May,  concerning  the  Constitution  of  the 
G.  L.  of  New  Zealand.  In  yours  of  the  above  date  you  say  in  effect,  ‘  that 
the  preamble  in  our  law-book  settles  the  question  that  the  G.  L.  of  New 
Zealand  is  subordinate  to  the  G.  L.  of  Australia.’  We  fail  to  observe  this, 
inasmuch  as  there  is  no  subordination  of  any  kind  mentioned  therein,  on  the 
contrary  it  appears  to  be  an  unconditional  surrender  on  the  part  of  the  G.L. 
of  Victoria,  A.  I.  0.  F.  (afterward  G.  L.  of  Australia,  I.  O.  O.  F. ),  and  at  the 
same  time  creates  us  an  independent  body  for  the  Colony  of  New  Zealand 
without  any  reservations. 
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“  According  to  the  substance  of  the  reservations  maintained  by  the  G.L.  of 
U.  S.,  respecting  the  Order  here,  no  mention  is  made  of  having  a  uniform 
Withdrawal  (or  Clearance)  Card,  therefore  the  Lodges  in  America  which  re¬ 
fused  to  receive  our  brothers  because  the  card  was  not  the  same  as  the  Amer¬ 
ican  one,  acted  unconstitutionally.” 

Bro.  Braithwaite,  in  his  letter  of  Oct.  24th,  says:  “  The  facts  and  figures 
in  your  yearly  volumes  should  enlist  the  active  sympathy  of  all  philanthro¬ 
pists  and  induce  them  into  the  ranks  of  the  Order.  Your  progress  in  the 
past  has  been  truly  most  wonderful,  and  feelings  of  conscious  pride  animate 
me  when  I  reflect  that  to  such  a  worthy  association  of  brothers  I  have  the 
honor  to  belong.  My  poor  efforts  shall  always  be  devoted  toward  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  what  you  have  so  often  expressed,  that  is,  the  extension. of 
the  kindly  offices  of  our  Order  to  all  parts  of  the  civilized  world,  and  I  yet 
hope  to  live  to  see  a  Lodge  of  our  Order  planted  in  every  city  and  village 
throughout  Australia,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand.  The  annual  report  of 
the  G.  L.  of  Australia,  received  yesterday,  shows  rapid  progress,  and  if  con¬ 
tinued,  there  is  much  to  be  said  for  and  against  the  creation  of  Subordinate 
Grand  Lodges  for  the  political  divisions  in  Australia,  under  the  control  of  a 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  composed  of  Bepresentatives  from  the  former, 
and  to  have  functions  somewhat  similar  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  I  cannot,  how¬ 
ever,  see  how  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  can  take  any  beneficial  part  in  it, 
owing  to  the  distance  of  sea  that  divides  us  from  Australia.  Practically  we 
are  altogether  a  distinct  island,  and  call  for  special  legislation  on  your  part 
respecting  our  Constitution.  Of  course  the  question  of  a  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge  for  Australia  assumes  rather  a  different  aspect  since  I  wrote  to  you  on 
the  subject,  in  consequence  of  Lodges  being  lately  created  in  South  Australia 
and  New  South  Wales,  where  none  existed  before.  If  the  erection  of  a  Su¬ 
preme  G.  L.  is  at  all  desirable,  there  is  certainly  more  material  now  to  work 
upon.  Before  this  there  were  only  two  ordinary  Grand  Lodges,  similar  in 
their  functions  to  your  State  Grand  Lodges,  and  the  a  they  were  divided  by 
sea  as  before  stated. 

“  The  number  of  members  stated  in  my  last  address  only  represents  the 
Q.c,iuQ\  financial  members  (owing  less  than  three  months’  dues)  of  Lodges  that 
sent  in  their  returns.  If  the  members  owing  over  three  months’  subscrip¬ 
tion,  and  those  in  Lodges  that  failed  to  send  in  their  returns  were  included, 
we  would  number  about  825.  Our  progress  has  not  been  as  fast  as  I  should 
like,  but  we  are  determined  to  push  vigorously  for  new  Lodges  next  term. 
You  will  be  pleased  to  hear  that  a  Lodge  will  be  instituted  to-day  in  YVel- 
lington,  one  of  our  principal  cities;  the  petition  for  the  same  having  25  signa¬ 
tures.  We  are  endeavoring  to  organize  Lodges  in  the  other  cities  along  the 
coast,  viz. :  Invercargill,  Auckland,  Napier,  and  Wakitika.  YVhen  this  is  ac¬ 
complished  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to  branch  off  therefrom  to  the  interior. 
We  have  several  difficulties  to  contend  against  that  you  do  not  experience. 
Railways  are  unknown,  except  in  a  few  isolated  cases,  but  this  difficulty  is 
being  remedied.  The  Manchester  Unity,  I.  O.  0.  F  ,  and  other  Orders  are 
very  strong  throughout  New  Zealand,  and  it  therefore  requires  herculean 
efforts  to  start  our  Lodges ;  but  we  do  not  despond,  and  we  take  advantage  of 
every  opportunity. 

“  We  are  assured  that  the  apparent  negligence  to  us  was  simply  owing  tO' 
a  misunderstanding,  and  are  doubly  assured  now  of  the  undoubted  inter¬ 
est  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  takes  in  her  young  branches  everywhere,  especially  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Australasian  jurisdiction.  We  earnestly  hope  that  our 
puny  efforts  respecting  financial  reform  may  be  of  some  assistance  to  your 
Special  Committee  on  Dues  and  Benefits.  i  Next  year  our  Grand  Lodge  will 
meet  at  Timaru,  100  miles  away,  the  first  occasion  a  session  will  have  been 
held  out  of  Dunedin.” 

October  30th,  Bro.  Braithwaite  says:  “  Brothers  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  our  Order  must  regret  that  any  of  our  Lodges  should  be  una¬ 
ble  to  meet  their  engagements  as  promised  to  members  upon  entering.  It 
is  forced  upon  us,  from  time  to  time,  whether  we  like  it  or  not,  that  generally 
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speaking  our  oldest  Lodges  have  to  meet  heavy  sick  and  funeral  claims,  and 
with  past  experience  to  guide  us,  these  claims  will  increase  every  year.  Are 
we  to  let  these  Lodges  die  out  by  effluxion  of  time  and  so  retard  our  genuine 
progress  and  deprive  many  worthy  brothers  of  the  benefits  and  privileges 
of  our  institution  when  they  most  require  them,  or  are  we  to  take  time  by  the 
forelock,  and  promulgate  a  system  that  will  tend  to  check  these  evils.  These 
remarks  have  been  prompted  by  the  able  reports  of  your  Committee  on  Dues 
and  Benefits,  and  later  still  by  a  perusal  ©f  the  last  annual  report  of  the 
G.  L.  of  Australia, wherein  the  all-important  subject  is  brought  prominently 
before  us.  Our  Order  can  never  obtain  the  confidence  of  the  general  public, 
or  even  its  own  members,  so  long  as  Lodges  do  not  meet  their  engagements, 
and  are  allowed  to  break  up  through  causes  that  can  certainly  be  obviated 
in  a  great  measure.  My  desire  is  humbly  to  assist  our  Order  to  become  a 
power  for  real  good  on  our  Mother  Earth,  which  it  is  eminently  adapted  for, 
therefore  I  beg  to  submit  that  our  society  possesses  within  itself  immense 
machinery  for  inculcating  Jiving  vital  principles  necessary  for  the  eternal  wel¬ 
fare  of  mankind,  but  we  must  combine  the  several  links  in  such  a  shape  as 
will  f)erpetuate  our  glorious  institution.  It  is  undeniable  that  the  sickness 
and  death  rates  increase  the  older  we  grow ;  therefore  to  be  financially  sound, 
it  is  necessary  to  inaugurate  a  graduated  scale  of  weekly  contributions  ac¬ 
cording  to  age  to  the  Sick  and  Fanercd  Funds  only,  and  apply  it  to  all  Lodges. 
Our  Order  is  unable  to  furnish  sufficient  experience  of  sickness  and  mortal¬ 
ity,  but  this  does  not  excuse  us  from  adopting  the  only  reliable  rates  pub¬ 
lished,  viz. :  the  late  Hexry  Batctxffe’s  Tables. 

“The  close  application  of  the  system  adopted  by  the  G.L.  of  New  Zealand, 
would,  it  appears  to  me,  preserve  intact  in  every  Lodge  the  two  most  im¬ 
portant  funds,  viz. :  the  Sick  and  Funeral,  which  should  be  kept  separate,  so 
that  no  one  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  other.  After  mature 
Thought  I  am  convinced  that  a  General  Sick  Fund  and  a  General  Funeral  Fund 
held  by  each  State  Grand  Lodge  on  the  same  principle  that  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Australia  and  New  Zealand  hold  the  Funeral  Fund  for  the  whole  of  the 
Order  in  each  jurisdiction,  would  prevent  the  evil  I  have  mentioned.  Unity  is 
strength  applies  to  this  question  as  well  as  to  many  others.  Many  of  our 
Lodges  do  not  invest  their  funds  at  interest,  most  of  which  belong  to  the 
Sick  and  Funeral  Funds.  Under  the  plan  I  have  suggested,  each  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodge  (having  better  facilities)  would  look  sharpW  after  this,  and  besides 
would  always  know  the  exact  amount  added,  as  well  as  expended  on  account 
of  sickness  and  death  in  the  whole  of  the  Lodges  every  year,  and  also  know 
what  age  the  members  were  when  claiming  sick  allowance  and  funeral  do¬ 
nations,  and  how  many  weeks  each  person  was  sick,  all  of  which  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  ascertain  under  the  present  system.  This  information  is  absolutely 
essential  to  enable  our  Lodges  to  legislate  with  a  view  of  compiling,  from  their 
own  experience,  correct  rates  of  contribution.” 

Bro.  Beaithwaite  suggests  some  objections  that  may  be  urged  to  this 
measure,  but  thinks  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  inaugurating  the  system. 
On  the  subject  of  suspensions  he  says:  “  It  is  grievous  to  perceive  the  large 
number  of  members  that  drop  out  for  N.  P.  D.  A  good  cure  is  to  adopt 
the  principle  of  paying  subscriptions  in  advance.  One  of  our  Lodges  here 
has  gradually  increased  ever  since  it  established  this  plan.  The  general 
rule  is  to  let  members  run  on  for  13  weeks,  but  when  a  few  weeks  more 
pass  a  member  grudges  (does  not  care,  forgets,  or  perhaps  gets  indifferent) 
to  pay  $5.00  or  more;  whereas,  if  they  paid  one,  two,  or  even  three  months 
in  advance,  the  amount  would  not  be  so  heavy,  and  invariably  it  would  be 
paid;  besides  we  have  no  right  to  expect  the  Lodge  to  give  us  trust  for  13  weeks, 
for  benefits  and  other  expenses  that  the  Lodge  is  liable  for  on  our  account 
during  that  time.  The  system  is  unsound.  Me  have  known  Lodges  to  pay 
to  members  sick  claims  and  incur  other  expenses  for  their  benefit,  and  they 
never  paid  another  penny  into  the  Lodge,  but  dropped  off. 

“  Let  me  congratulate  the  Order  in  America  upon  its  immense  success, 
and  may  it  ever  continue,  It  is  also  certainly  very  pleasant  to  read  of  its 
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great  prosperity  in  Australia,  Germany,  Switzerland,  England,  and  Hol¬ 
land.” 

In  liis  letter  of  Nov.  lOtli  he  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  P.  W’s,  and 
on  the  subject  of  cards  remarks  :  “We  recognize  the  necessity  of  uniformity 
and  will  support  any  legitimate  steps  to  effect  this  end.  You  can  quite  un¬ 
derstand  now  that  we  printed  our  own  cards  in  ignorance  of  any  obligation  tO' 
the  contrary.  We  feel  grateful  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  for  taking  such  a  live¬ 
ly  interest  last  session  in  our  welfare,  and  we  shall  certainly  do  our  best  to» 
give  the  Grand  Sire  or  Deputy  Grand  Sire  a  fraternal  welcome.  Our  own 
brothers  who  have  visited  America  and  returned,  state  that  we  are  well  up 
in  the  work.  In  the  letter  from  Bro.  Meicham,  in  your  Daily  Journal,  he 
does  not  detail  what  powers  he  conferred  respecting  the  relations  that  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand  bdar  to  each 
other.  Kemarks  from  him  on  these  points  would  be  interesting  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  I  lately  came  across  a  volume  giving  a  history  of  the  Order  in 
the  U.  S.  from  its  commencement  in  1821  to  1845.  From  a  beginning  of  fiv& 
brothers  what  marvelous  success  you  have  achieved,  primarily  through  the 
unprecedented  exertions  of  the  early  fathers.  Many  brothers  of  the  Manchester 
Unity  and  our  Order  are  grieved  at  the  continued  division,  and  believe  that 
judicious  concession  on  both  sides,  with  a  view  to  the  amalgamation  of  the 
two  great  branches  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. ,  should  be  entered  into,  consistent  with 
the  material  and  moral  improvement  of  each.  Let  me  enjoin  upon  you  to* 
urge  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  put  in  force  a  sound  system  of  dues  and  benefits 
in  every  Lodge,  so  as  to  enable  the  Order  to  fulfil  its  obligations  and  thereby 
secure  the  confidence  of  everybody.  If  this  is  accomplished  our  success  in 
the  future  is  assured.” 

The  letters  of  Nov.  14th  and  Jan.  31st  are  brief,  advising  of  the  P.  O.  ad¬ 
dresses  of  the  new  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  the  receipt  of  Jour¬ 
nals,  &c. 

On  the  28th  of  February,  Bro.  Beaithwaite  wrote  : 

“I  have  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  Meacham  which  has  given  us  great 
satisfaction.  Not  having  heard  from  him  since  he  left  here,  we  thought  h& 
was  dead.  Under  present  circumstances  I  forbear  to  discuss  the  question  of 
Charter,  etc.,  believing  that  all  will  be  settled  amicably  on  the  arrival  of 
your  Commissioner,  who  will  then  practically  understand  matters.  Our 
new  hall  in  Dunedin  (a  handsome  structure)  will  be  dedicated  on  the  23d 
of  March  next.” 

The  letters  from  this  office  Sept.  29th  and  Oct.  1st  transmitted  the  P.  Ws, 
advised  that  the  Officers’  Beports  and  Daily  Journal  had  been  mailed,  and 
communicated  the  action  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  on  matters  relating  to  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  New  Zealand. 

On  the  29th  of  October  the  receipt  of  an  advance  copy  of  Grand  Master 
Bsaithwaite’s  report  to  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  was  acknowledged,  and  re¬ 
plying  to  his  remarks  concerning  the  position  of  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand,  a 
copy  of  the  letter  of  Bro.  Meacham,  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal  of  last  ses¬ 
sion,  was  inclosed  with  the  remark  that  “  you  will  perceive  that  your  Grand 
Lodge,  according  to  Bro.  Meacham’s  letter,  has  a  vague  and  unsatisfactory 
history.  Whether  he  established  the  Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  the  Victoria 
Charter,  or  whether  he  acted  as  Special  Deputy  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  does 
not  clearly  appear,  but  certain  it  is,  that  he  had  no  authority  from  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  to  institute  your  Grand  Lodge;  nor  was  it  ever  for  many  years  recog- 
nized,  until  its  complaint  appeared  of  neglect  from  the  parent  Grand  Body, 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  to  which  alone  it  desired  to  be  subordinate.  Thus  it  is 
extremely  doubtful  whether  your  Grand  Lodge  can  substantiate  the  status  in 
the  American  Order  of  which  you  boast.  As  I  have  already  observed,  Bro. 
Meacham,  as  agent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria  and  as  Deputy  of  the  G.L.  ot 
U.S.,  mystified  things  very  much,  and  these  errors  we  now  desire  earnestly  to 
correct.  I  trust  you  will  reconsider  your  views  in  the  premises,  and  that  your 
Grand  Lodge  will  consent  to  organize  the  Order  anew,  beginning  at  first  prin¬ 
ciples  and  establishing  a  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  after  you  have  formed  four 
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or  five  Colonial  Grand  Lodges,  which  the  Grand  Sire  will  be  compe'led  to  do 
should  he  visit  you  in  person,  or  authorize  the  D.  G.  Sire  to  do.  I  will  not 
stop  to  discuss  the  questions  which  you  raise  about  the  expense,  or  want  of 
advantage  in  the  change  of  system,  since  the  necessity  of  the  case  is  all  con¬ 
trolling,  if  you  desire  to  conform  to  the  wish  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  to  its 
established  policy  in  relation  to  its  form  of  government  in  foreign  countries.  I 
cannot  fail  to  perceive  that  Odd  Fellowship  will  be  greatly  improved  by  the 
change  of  system,  and  although  it  may  require  time  to  develop  the  improve¬ 
ment,  yet  it  must  eventually  come  as  the  certain  fruit  of  the  systematic  fed¬ 
eral  union  of  your  several  Grand  Lodges.  AV e  have  the  certain  evidence  of 
such  results,  wherever  we  have  inspired  our  brethren  in  foreign  countries 
with  our  views.  I  forbear  to  press  the  subject  further,  hoping  that  5mu  will 
co-operate  cordially  with  the  G.  L.  of  Australia,  and  such  other  Colonial  Gr. 
Lodges  as  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  may  authorize  to  consummate  this  desirable  re¬ 
sult.  ” 

The  letter  of  Nov.  10th  is  in  reply  to  Bro.  Beaithwaite’s  of  Sept.  2oth  and 
Oct.  5th;  that  of  Jan.  5th  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  letters  of  Oct.  24th, 
Oct.  30th,  and  Nov.  14th,  principally  on  the  subject  of  the  new  scale  of  dues 
and  benefits  adopted  by  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand,  and  the  views  of  Bro. 
Braithwaite  on  the  subject,  remarking:  “  That  is  truly  the  vital  question  in 
Odd  Fellowship.  It  is  in  vain  that  we  invite  membership,  unless  in  good 
faith  we  comply  with  our  promises,  and  to  enable  us  to  do  so  we  must  adopt 
a  scientific  system,  by  which  our  risks  will  be  adequately  proportioned  to 
the  dues  we  receive  and  the  relative  age  of  the  members.  The  G.  L.  of  U.  S., 
as  you  will  obseiwe,  has  been  pursuing  this  inquiry  for  several  years,  and 
will  continue  its  research  until  sufficient  data  shall  have  been  obtained  to 
justify  a  proper  system. 

“There  is  a  reasonable  prospect  that  some  amicable  arrangement  will  be 
made  between  the  Manchester  Unity  and  our  Order  for  harmony  of  action 
and  intercourse,  which  will  bring  them  nearer  together.” 

The  letters  of  Feb.  6th  and  7th,  addressed  to  James  McGaw,  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  advised  of  the  shipment  of  a  box  containing  the  revised  Charge  and  De¬ 
gree  Books,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  his  request  made  to  the  Grand  Sire;  and 
those  of  Feb.  28th  to  Grand  Master  McGaw  andGr.  Sec'y  Wilson,  informed 
them  of  the  contemplated  visit  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire.  Those  of  7th  and 
8th  of  March  to  Bro.  Braithw'aite,  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  his,  dated 
Nov.  10th  and  Jan.  31st,  and  commended  the  Commissioner  to  the  special 
care  and  attention  of  the  brotherhood  in  New  Zealand. 

The  mail  of  July  25th  brought  the  following  from  P.  G.  M.  Braithwaite, 
dated  Dunedin,  June  20,  1878  : 

“  D.  G.  Sire,  Bro.  John  B.  Harmon,  before  leaving  here,  made  me  promise 
to  give  you  the  result  of  his  Ausit.  I  now  do  so  with  pleasure,  but  first  beg  to 
refer  to  a  few  matters  which  were  left  undiscussed  between  us  in  view  of  Bro. 
Harmon’s  advent,  the  outcome  of  j^our  various  letters  and  reports. 

“It  would  really  appear  as  if  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  did  not  fully  understand 
the  powers  granted  in  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  or  else  if 
an  independent  and  supreme  continental  sovereignty  was  meant  to  have  been 
in  force,  why  not  all  these  years  past  inofficial  communications  have  address¬ 
ed  the  head  officer  thereof  as  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  instead  of  M.  W.  Grand  3Ias- 
ier  ?  the  error,  if  any,  never  having  been  once  pointed  out.  Further,  this 
Charter  does  not  specifically  confer  the  power  to  institute  Subordinate  (or 
Colonial)  Grand  Lodges.  The  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  has  the  veiy  same  pow¬ 
ers  in  its  Charter,  and  neither  body  of  themselves  can  discover  anything 
to  the  contrary"  and  it  was  this  fact,  among  others,  that  led  us  to  maintain 
that  the  two  Grand  Lodges  held  only  the  same  privileges  as  your  State  Grand 
Lodges,  both  being  subordinate  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  The  officers  of  the 
G.  L.  of  Australia  and  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  were  always  titled  the  same 
as  your  State  Grand  Lodges,  a  fact  you  must  have  surely  have  been  aware 
of.  Next,  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  at  its  last  session,  amongst  other  strictures  di¬ 
rected  against  the  Order  in  xiustralasia  for  printing  their  own  cards,  resolved, 
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‘  That  one  of  the  specifications  in  the  Charter  of  the  G.  L.  of  Australia  pro¬ 
vides  that  all  cards  issued  by  that  jurisdiction  shall  emanate  from  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.’  We  have  also  examined  the  Charter  on  this  point  and  fail  to  see 
any  such  specification.  All  of  us  agree  that  Bro.  Mkacham  instituted  the  best 
form  of  government  possible  under  the  difficulties  existing  when  the  affilia¬ 
tion  with  the  1.0. 0.F.  took  place,  and  it  was  the  only  system  that  we  would 
conform  to  at  that  time.  Our  membership  and  Lodges  have  more  than  trebled 
in  numbers  since,  both  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  which  would  have  not 
been  the  case  had  our  system  of  government  hitherto  been  as  is  now  proposed, 
because  at  the  time  of  our  affiliation  with  your  Order  we  in  New  Zealand 
made  it  a  condition  before  entering,  that  we  must  have  an  independent  Grand 
Body  and  be  relieved  from  jiaying  any  more  dues  to  the  G.  L.  of  Victoria  (or 
Australia),  which  was  agreed  to. 

“  It  was  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Victoria  that  instituted  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  here  through  our  Bro.  Wheelek,  who  went  over  to  Melbourne,  Victoria, 
for  that  purpose.  The  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  only  lent  the  money  necessary 
for  its  organization,  and  this  is  all  the  jurisdiction  our  G.  L.  has  over  the  En¬ 
campment.  On  review  of  the  foregoing  comments  we  have  fair  grounds  to 
think  that  the  brothers  in  Australasia  have  been  ‘  more  sinned  asrainst  than 

o 

sinning,'  and  that  Bro.  Meacuam  has  received  very  litCe  praise,  as  far  as  we 
have  seen,  for  what  he  practically  accomplished.  These  remarks  are  made 
with  all  due  deference  to  your  worthy  self  and  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  in  the 
absence  of  a  knowledge  of  the  records  contained  in  your  Journal  when  the 
affiliation  was  effected,  which  reports  we  have  not  seen  yet. 

‘  ‘  The  circumstances  upon  which  our  arguments  were  chiefly  based  in  let¬ 
ter  of  May  30,  1877,  when  ojiposing  the  formation  of  a  Supreme  Grand  Lodge 
for  the  whole  of  our  Colonies,  have  materially  changed  since  that  letter  was 
written,  simply  from  the  fact  that  Lodges  have  rapidly  sprung  into  being 
in  the  other  Colonies  where  our  Order  did  not  exist  before.  There  being  now 
much  more  material  to  form  such  a  Grand  Body  out  of  than  existed  hith¬ 
erto,  and  thus  our  greatest  objection  thereto  having  been  providentially 
removed,  we  resigned  all  minor  considerations  and  past  extraneous 
matters  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  main  question  on  its  merits,  and 
after  two  nights’  debate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  unanimously  decid¬ 
ed  to  become  an  integral  part  of  a  Grand  Lodge  for  Australasia.  I  was  glad 
for  the  sake  of  the  trouble  and  expense  that  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  had  gone  to, 
that  we  were  enabled  to  approach  the  matter  more  favorably  than  when  at 
first  presented,  because  had  the  Order  existed  only  in  Victoria  and  New  Zea¬ 
land,  as  has  been  the  case  all  along  until  lately,  I  feel  certain  that  the  main 
object  of  Ero.  Harmon’s  mission  would  have  failed. 

‘  ‘  Our  distinguished  visitor  arrived  at  Auckland,  N.  Z. ,  on  the  9th  ult. ,  and 
visited  all  the  Lodges  directly  on  his  line  of  route,  at  Wellington,  Christ¬ 
church,  Temuka,  Timaru,  Oamaru,  and  Dunedin,  being  by  far  a  majority  of 
the  Lodges.  Bro.  Harmon’s  time  being  limited,  and  the  other  Lodges  being 
somewhat  out  of  the  road,  they  could  not  be  visited.  He  initiated  a  large 
number  of  candidates  in  the  various  Lodges  and  exemplified  the  whole  work 
of  the  Order.  I  met  him  at  Christchurch,  250  miles  from  here,  on  behalf  of 
our  Grand  Lodge.  At  ever)'^  place  where  he  visited  our  brethren  turned  out 
strong,  and  in  every  instance  fq^ed  him  with  banquets  and  other  appropriate 
celebrations.  Both  inside  and  outside  the  Lodge-room  our  welcome  visitor 
gave  spirited  addresses,  all  of  which  were  enthusiastically  received;  in  fact, 
we  have  had  him  at  Odd  Fellowship  every  night  since  he  arrived  in  New 
Zealand.  The  last  Lodge  meeting  in  Dunedin  was  attended  by  over  80  mem¬ 
bers,  when  he  initiated  one  of  our  principal  clergymen  (the  first  one  initiated 
in  the  Order  in  New  Zealand).  The  Encampment  work  was  afterward  gone 
through,  and  I  was  glad  to  see  that  we  had  the  whole  of  the  loork  nearly  per¬ 
fect.  I  forbear  to  say  anything  as  to  the  receptions  individually  and  collec¬ 
tively  that  were  extended  to  our  worthy  visitor,  preferring  to  leave  Bro.  Har¬ 
mon  to  speak  for  himself.  We  feel  extremely  grateful  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
for  sending,  and  to  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Harmon,  for  coming  to  us,  and 
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feel  assured  that  it  will  be  pleasurable  and  profitable  to  all  concerned.  His 
visit  has  aroused  the  latent  energies  of  the  whole  brotherhood,  the  outcome 
of  which  will  be  the  propagation  of  our  Order,  and  a  corresponding  extension 
of  its  usefulness  in  places  where  its  influence  was  hitherto  unknown.  Time 
only  permits  me  to  give  a  very  brief  sketch,  no  doubt  Bro.  Hakmon  will 
report  more  fully.  Our  visitor  left  for  Melbourne  on  June  3d,  accompa¬ 
nied  to  the  place  of  departure  by  a  large  number  of  brothers,  all  of  whom 
heartily  wished  him  safe  restoration  to  his  family  and  brother  Odd  Fellows 
in  America.  Please  consider  this  letter  as  a  reply  to  all  your  communica¬ 
tions  to  me  which  remain  unanswered.” 

This  letter  was  acknowledged  August  1st,  as  follows: 

“To  you,  who  are  so  earnest  a  devotee  to  American  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
so  zealous  and  intelligent  an  advocate  of  whatever  is  abstractly  right,  I 
need  not  say  a  word,  or  utter  a  sentiment,  expressive  of  my  profound 
delight  and  gratification  of  the  advent  of  Bro.  John  B.  Hakmon,  the  distin¬ 
guished  Special  Commissioner  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  the  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  Australasia.  May  the  seed  that  has  thus  been  cast  upon  this  willing 
and  fertile  furrow  in  your  country  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
I.  0.  0.  F.,  through  our  instrumentality,  lead  bj^  your  valuable  agency  to 
the  union  of  our  beloved  Order,  and  its  consolidation  throughout  the  globe. 
This  sentiment  had  its  lodgment  in  my  heart  ever  since  I  was  born  into  the 
Order  (1829',  and  although  I  may  not  survive  to  witness  its  consummation, 
you  and  Bro.  Harmon  are  among  the  enlightened  descendants  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  and  English  races  that  more  than  probably  will  live  to  greet  so  grand 
an  era. 

“It  is  my  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  your  very  interesting  favor  of 
June  29th,  dated  at  Dunedin,  Otago,  N.  Z.  It  will  be  presented  formally  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  my  annual  report  at  the  session  in 
September  next,  and  will  be  honored  by  that  Grand  Body  with  the  most 
cordial  respect  and  gratification.  So  momentous  and  long  desired  a  con¬ 
summation  as  the  harmonious  union  of  the  Order  in  the  two  hemispheres 
through  its  instrumentality  will  long  be  hailed  with  joy  by  the  American 
Order,  and  will  doubtless  lead  to  results,  in  behalf  of  mankind,  which  can¬ 
not  now  be  adequately  estimated.  I  give  you  sincere  thanks  for  your  active 
co-operation  with  Bro.  Harmon  in  the  diplomacy  which  produced  this  glori¬ 
ous  result.  God  be  praised.” 

The  Journal  of  the  “Fifteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Zealand,  held  at  Dunedin,  Sept.  17,  18,  19,  21,  24,  26,  Oct.  2,  4,  31,  Nov.  2, 
1877,”  was  duly  received.  The  report  of  Grand  Master  Braithwaite  states 
the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Funeral  Fund,  $5. 240. 00 ;  General  Man¬ 
agement  Fund,  $250.00;  stock  on  hand,  $250.00;  total,  $5,740.00.  Number  of 
Lodges,  17;  benefit  members  owing  less  than  three  months’  dues,  515; 
amount  expended  for  funerals,  $475.00;  for  sickness  as  returned  by  8  Lodges, 
$497.50;  total  relief,  $972.50;  aggregate  value  of  Lodge  funds  exclusive  of 
property,  regalia,  etc.,  returned  by  9  Lodges,  $11,795.00.  The  Grand  Master 
named  six  delinquent  Lodges  that  failed  to  make  returns,  and  stated  the 
amount  due  by  Subordinate  Lodges  to  be  $1,063.00,  sajdng:  “It  will  be  your 
duty  to  initiate  steps  at  once  to  alter  this  pernicious  system  of  neglect.  The 
members  "belonging  to  the  Lodges  in  arrears  ror  dues  must  surely  know  that 
if  any  of  them  or  their  wives  die  the  Grand  Lodge  can  refuse  to  pay  their 
funeral  claims.  This  neglect  (mainly  the  Secretaries')  is  the  bane  of  our  so¬ 
ciety,  and  it  is  impossible  through  this  cause,  to  ascertain  truly  how  the  Or¬ 
der  stands.  It  is  provoking  to  complain  of  this  matter  everj^  session,  but 
the  evil  is  increasing,  and  at  all  costs  it  should  be  dealt  with  without  further 
leniency.  Green  Island  Lodge  was  instituted  Oct.  6,  1877,  and  has  now  a 
membership  of  24,  and  the  Avon  Lodge,  Christchurch,  Dec.  4,  1876,  now 
numbering  36.  During  the  session  a  telegram  was  received  advising  of  the 
institution  of  the  Southern  Cross  Lodge.  Sundry  amendments  to  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  G.  L.  were  proposed,  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Provinces  of  New  Zealand,  and  when  six  such 
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Lodges  are  established,  the  G.  L.  of  New  Zealand  to  become  the  supreme 
tribunal  in  New  Zealand,”  The  tables  of  “  income  ”  and  “expenditures” 
embrace  ten  columns  under  each  head,  showing  the  various  sources  of  receipts- 
and  objects  of  payment.  Another  table  contains  forty -four  items  which  Sub¬ 
ordinates  are  required  to  report.  Twenty-three  pages  of  the  book  are  appro¬ 
priated  to  correspondence;  the  several  letters  addressed  to  this  office  with 
the  replies,  appear  in  full. 

Barbados. — At  the  last  session  it  was  recommended  “that  the  proper 
Grand  Officers  continue  the  correspondence  with  a  view  of  establishing  a 
Lodge  ”  at  Bridgeton.  Under  these  circumstances  I  present  such  portions- 
of  the  communications  that  have  been  received  and  transmitted  during  the 
year. 

On  the  26th  of  September,  the  following, '  dated  August  22,  1877,  "was  re¬ 
ceived  from  E,  Isaac  Baeza: 

“By  the  ‘  Victoria’  this  morning  for  New  York,  I  hastily  wrote  you  a  few 
lines  serving  to  cover  petition  from  myself  and  four  others  (including  Bro. 
B.  J.  Clinckett)  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  asking  them  to  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  impracticability  of  any  one  of  us  being  now  enabled  to  go  to  your 
city  to  receive  instructions  in  the  principles  of  the  Order,  or  rather  working; 
of  the  Order,  and  grant  us  a  concession  like  that  granted  to  the  brethren  in 
Australia,  as  you  advised  of  This  petition  we  forward  under  the  suggestions 
in  your  letter  to  Bro.  Clinckett  in  February  last,  and  we  trust  that  the  Rep¬ 
resentatives  will  see  the  inconvenience  we  would  be  subjected  to  for  either 
of  us  to  proceed  to  your  city  to  receive  the  necessary  instructions,  besides 
the  enormous  expense  of  traveling  from  these  parts  it  would  entail,  and 
grant  us  the  desired  permission.  We  see  no  other  way  to  do  this,  and  we 
depend  upon  your  explanation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  situation  we  are 
in,  and  using  your  influence  toward  the  consummation  of  an  object  from 
which  great  good  must  be  derived. 

“The  certificate  forwarded  from  the  Lodge  to  which  we  belong  will  be  of 
itselfa  sufficient  guaranty  of  our  good  intentions  and  motives,  and  we  thought 
it  advisable  to  obtain  the  same,  so  that  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
could  see  into  whose  hands  they  were  placing  the  Order,” 

This  letter  was  answered  Sept.  28th,  advising:  “You  will  perceive  from 
the  Journal  sent  to  you,  that  the  petition  was  presented  by  the  G.  C.  and  R. 
Secretary,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  and  duly  reported  on. 
We,  the  Grand  Officers,  as  the  report  sets  forth,  although  quite  anxious  to 
inaugurate  the  system  of  admitting  Lodges  of  the  Manchester  Unity  bodily 
into  our  Order  when  satisfactorily  vouched  for,  in  view  of  the  advantages  it 
would  aflbrd  the  two  Orders,  in  the  way  of  reforming  the  one,  and  of  eleva¬ 
ting  its  morale,  and  of  propagating  the  other  all  over  the  world,  a  desidera¬ 
tum  greatly  to  be  sought  for,  in  my  judgment,  are  powerless  in  the  premises 
at  present.  Nevertheless,  if  your  patience  will  endure  a  few  months  longer, 

I  believe  the  present  status  of  the  business  is  quite  favorable  for  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  proposed  measure.  You  will  observe  ‘  that  the  proper  Grand 
Officers  are  directed  to  continue  the  correspondence,’  etc.,  which  means  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  C.  and  R.  Secretary,  who,  I  believe,  favor 
the  introduction  of  American  Odd  Fellowship,  in  the  way  you  propose,  to 
Barbados.  The  Grand  Secretary  recommended  it  in  his  report  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Foreign  Relations  did  not  object.  The  only  question  now  is,  how 
can  we  get  to  you  a  proper  Odd  Fellow  to  instruct  you  in  our  ritual  and  sys¬ 
tem,  and  inaugurate  you  so  as  to  enable  you  intelligently  to  act  Avith  us  as- 
a  Lodge?  We  are  not  authorized  to  expend  any  money  for  the  purpose. 
We  have  many  zealous  brothers  who  would  go  if  their  expenses  were  paid, 
and  establish  you  upon  a  firm  base.  If  you  can  do  anything  in  this  direction, 

I  think  the  work  might  be  accomplished  during  the  year.  There  are  a  good 
many  Odd  Fellows  who  are  sea  captains,  in  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore,  and  other  commercial  cities,  trading  to  your  place.  Among  them 
you  might  make  inquiry,  and  doubtless  successfully.  I  write  without  an 
opportunity  of  conference  with  the  Grand  Sire,  but  will  send  this  to  him  as 
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a  ‘  continuance  of  correspondence  ’  authorized  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  I  shall 
request  him,  should  he  concur  in  my  views,  to  write  to  you  on  the  subject.” 

The  mail  of  November  8th  brought  a  letter  from  Bro.  Baeza,  dated  Oct. 
20th,  in  which,  referring  to  a  letter  from  this  office  of  Sept.  13th,  acknowl¬ 
edging  receipt  of  the  petition  forwarded,  he  said:  “You  are  in  error  in  say¬ 
ing  we  wish  to  come  under  your  jurisdiction  intact  as  a  Lodge  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows.  It  is  only  as  members  of  Amity  Lodge  we  wish  to,  but  we  have  no 
doubt  that  (with  one  or  two  exceptions)  all  the  members  of  Amity  will  join 
the  new  Lodge,  but  will  still  remain  as  members  of  the  former.  ” 

Inclosed  in  this  letter  was  a  slip  from  the  Barbados  Globe  of  Oct.  1,  1877, 
giving  an  “  extract  from  the  financial  portion  of  the  Auditor’s  Beport  on  the 
accounts  and  affairs  of  the  ‘Amity  Lodge  ’  of  Odd  Fellows,  Manchester  Unity, 
friendly  society,  in  this  city  for  the  half  year  ending  June,  1877.”  It  appears 
the  Lodge  had  been  in  existence  18  months,  the  membership  was  25.  It  had 
received  during  that  time,  $317.78,  and  disbursed  for  sickness,  $32.58;  ex¬ 
penses,  $39.80;  total,  $72.38,  having  $245.40  on  hand. 

On  the  9th  of  November  a  reply  was  transmitted,  from  which  I  quote: 

“From  jmur  letter  I  am  informed  that  I  made  a  mistake  in  saying  that 
you  wished  to  come  under  our  jurisdiction  iiiiact  as  a  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows. 
That  is  all  the  better,  as  error,  for  it  will  avoid  complication.  As  you  have 
been  advised,  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  are  favorably  disposed 
to  the  object,  and  only  await  the  proper  facilities  and  order  of  procedure. 
I  fear,  however,  the  fact  that  the  said  officers  having  charge  of  a  pending  prop¬ 
osition  for  the  reciprocal  visitation  and  fraternal  intercommunion  between 
the  Lodges  of  the  M.  U.  and  our  Order  throughout  the  world,  submitted  to 
our  last  session  by  the  G.  M.  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Manchester 
Lmity  at  the  instance  of  the  Grand  Annual  Movable  Committee  of  England, 
may  interpose  some  delay  in  jmur  particular  case.  If,  however,  any  oppor¬ 
tunity  should  present  itself  to  an}’-  of  you,  or  any  other  eligible  and  intelli¬ 
gent  citizen  of  your  vicinity,  to  visit  the  United  States  and  become  a  member 
of  our  Order  and  receive  the  several  degrees,  I  think  the  Grand  Sire  would 
authorize  any  Lodge  in  the  United  States,  with  the  consent  of  the  local  au¬ 
thorities,  to  perform  the  ceremony.  Trusting  you  will  facilitate  such  a  pro¬ 
cedure  if  practicable,  I  remark  that  inquiries  are  made  from  our  Canada  ju¬ 
risdictions  for  Lodges  of  our  Order  in  Nassau  and  other  i^laces  in  the  British 
West  Indies.” 

On  the  26th  of  January,  Bro.  Baeza’s  letter  of  January  1st  reached  this 
office.  He  apologizes  for  delay  in  answering  the  letters  of  Sept.  28th  and  Nov. 
9th,  on  account  of  severe  illness  which  confined  him  to  his  house  for  five 
weeks,  and  says:  “Bro.  Clinckett  and  myself  have  fully  perused  your  let¬ 
ters,  and  we  are  glad  to  learn  there  is  not  so  much  difficulty.  We,  however, 
cannot  see  our  way  toward  the  consummation  of  so  much  desired  an  object 
as  to  come  within  your  requirements.  Captain  Sanbees,  who  was  in  com¬ 
mand  of  the  ‘Victoria,’  owned  by  Messrs.  H.  Teowbkidge  &  Sons,  of  New 
Haven,  a  regular  trader  here,  is  a  member  of  your  Order,  but  he  is  not  now 
in  command  of  that  vessel.  It  is  true  there  are  scores  of  captain?  coming 
this  way  who  are  members  of  your  Order,  but  we  are  unfortunately  unable 
to  know’  of  it  until  too  late  to  act,  whilst  if  they  w’ere  regular  traders  to  this 
port  it  would  be  quite  easy  for  us  to  make  all  arrangements  for  accomplish¬ 
ing  the  object  in  view.  Bro.  Clinckett,  the  other  petitioners  and  myself  are 
quite  agreed  that  at  this  time  w’e  cannot  see  any  chance  to  accomplish  our 
wishes,  and  must  therefore  w’ait  until  you  are  authorized  to  do  by  us  as  by 
Australia — send  us  the  ritual  and  cipher  to  go  by,  institute  a  Lodge,  and 
afterward  get  instruction  in  the  higher  branches  from  members  of  your  Or¬ 
der  who  come  here  from  time  to  time,  or  when  one  of  our  members  may  find 
it  convenient  to  pay  a  visit  to  your  country.  ^leanw’hile  w’e  accept  with 
lileasure  the  resolution  passed  authorizing  a  continuation  of  a  correspond¬ 
ence,  which  I  shall  be  happy  to  carry  into  effect. 

‘  *  We  observe  your  remarks  respecting  the  proposed  fraternal  intercom¬ 
munion  between  the  M.  Unity  and  your  Order.  It  may  be  desired  on  some 
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grounds,  but  as  a  loractical  thing  I  cannot  see  how  it  can  be  acted  on.  I 
am  almost  sure  that  no  decision  which  will  be  liked  by  the  Manchester 
Unity  will  be  arrived  at.  I,  of  course,  say  this  with  all  deference,  but  I  am 
led  to  this  opinion  on  looking  at  the  past  relative  positions  of  the  two 
Orders  and  their  present  working. 

“  I  trust  that  speedily  some  arrangements  may  be  concluded  to  effect  our 
object.” 

The  letter  was  duly  acknowledged,  saying:  “We  regret  that  we  find  no 
opportunity  of  accomplishing  your  and  our  wishes  with  regard  to  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  our  Order  in  Barbados.  We  hope  to  learn  of  some  member 
going  from  here  or  New  York,  through  whose  instrumentality  a  Lodge 
could  be  instituted,  but  have  been  disappointed.  We  do  not,  however, 
despair,  as  we  think  some  means  will  yet  be  found  to  organize  the  Order  on 
your  island.”  He  was  also  advised  of  his  error  concerning  Australia,  the 
Order  having  been  introduced  into  that  country  by  a  qualified  and  specially 
commissioned  officer. 

The  last  letter  from  Bro.  Baeza,  dated  March  20th,  reached  this  office 
April  17th,  and  refers  principally  to  his  non-receipt  of  packages  of  Journals 
mailed  from  this  office  in  November  and  ^ebruar3^  On  the  special  subject 
of  correspondence  he  wrote:  “By  this  vessel  a  younger  brother  of  mine 
leaves  for  the  United  States  in  search  of  some  more  lucrative  employment 
then  the  position  he  recently  held.  Should  he  fail  in  obtaining  such,  he 
will  be  returning  within  three  months,  and  an  opportunity  may  thus  pre¬ 
sent  itself  to  accomplish  our  mutual  object.  I  have  requested  him  to  com¬ 
municate  with  you  if  he  is  about  to  return,  so  that  we  may  not  lose  this 
chance.  He  is  a  member  of  the  ‘  Amity  Lodge  ’  here.  I  have  given  him 
letters  of  introduction  to  yourself  and  Bro.  Boss,  which  will  speak  for  them¬ 
selves.  I  presume  that  if  he  is  initiated  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  out  the 
necessary  instruments  of  organization^  no  charge  will  be  demanded  for  such 
initiation,  and  that  if  he  is  in  any  other  city  than  your  own  you  will  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  to  have  him  duly  initiated.” 

A  reply  was  sent  on  the  11th  of  May,  stating:  “We  think  an  arrange¬ 
ment  such  as  you  suggest,  for  the  initiation  of  jmur  brother,  can  be  made. 
It  will,  though,  depend  somewhat  on  circumstances.  If  in  Baltimore  or 
Philadelphia  there  will  probably  be  no  difficulty  in  meeting  your  wishes.” 

On  the  15th  of  June  a  letter  was  received  from  I.  L.  Baeza,  dated  231 
North  12th  Street,  Philadelphia,  14th  of  June,  1878,  inclosing  a  letter  of  intro¬ 
duction  from  E.  Isaac  Baeza,  the  brother  thinking  it  doubtful  about  his 
being  able  to  visit  Baltimore. 

A  letter  from  Bro.  Baeza,  dated  July  27th,  was  received  August  10th,  while 
this  report  was  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  from  which  I  extract  as  follows: 
“  I  learn  there  is  at  St.  Thomas  a  gentleman  purporting  to  be  a  Commis¬ 
sioner  from  your  Grand  Lodge  endeavoring  to  establish  a  Lodge  there. 
Is  this  so  ?  I,  however,  hardly  think  so,  as  a  gentleman  writing  from  that 
island  says  the  man  has  got  into  very  xindesiraUe  company,  associating  him¬ 
self  v/ith  individuals  who  could  hardly  be  expected  to  respect  the  Order  as 
it  should  be.” 

Chile. — The  correspondence  with  this  jurisdiction  has  been  quite  limited. 
Since  the  letter  of  Grand  Secretary  Cox,  which  appears  on  pages  7278-9, 
Journal  of  1877,  in  which  a  further  letter  was  promised  by  “an  early  steam¬ 
er,”  only  one  letter  has  been  received,  and  that  came  on  the  7th  of  January", 
from  Bro.  Geoege  S.  Beown,  D.  D.  Grand  Sire,  dated  Nov.  30,  1877.  He 
wrote:  “  I  am  very  sorry  that  I  cannot  report  that  progress  in  our  Order 
which  I  could  wish.  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  commercial  crisis,  and 
business  of  all  kinds  is  at  a  stand  still.  Becently  the  bank  of  D.  Thomas,  in 
which  was  deposited  the  larger  part  of  our  funds,  failed,  and  the  loss  to  the 
Order  was  some  $7,000.00,  of  which  I  think  we  may  recover  about  forty  per 
cent.  This  and  the  very  dull  times  combined  will  retard  in  a  measure  the 
growth  of  the  Order  for  some  time,  although  in  the  Chilian  Lodges  initia¬ 
tions  are  frequent. 
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“The  Encampment  branch  does  not  seem  to  thrive  at  present,  but  I 
cherish  the  hope  that  when  business  revives  all  branches  of  our  Order  will 
again  flourish.  One  thing  is  very  certain,  Odd  Fellowship  is  planted  forever 
in  this  country  and  there  are  plenty  of  good  men  who  will  work  for  its  prog¬ 
ress.  I  hope  in  my  report  in  January  to  have  better  news  to  communi¬ 
cate.” 

Letters  were  written  from  this  office  as  follows: 

To  W.  J.  Cox,  G.  Sec’y,  Sept.  27,  1877,  advising  that  the  papers  transmit¬ 
ted  by  him  were  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  action  had  there¬ 
on.  Dec.  29th,  to  the  same,  advising  of  shipment  of  Eevised  Journal  for 
1877,  etc.  Jan.  8,  1878,  to  Geo.  S.  Beown,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  in  reply  to  his 
letter  of  Nov.  30,  1877,  expressing  regret  that  the  Order  in  Chile  had  met 
with  such  a  heavy  loss  of  funds,  and  the  general  depression  in  business. 
June  7th,  to  the  same,  advising:  “We  have  been  anxiously  looking  for  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile  for  1877 ;  also  for  the  report  of  Southern 
Watch  Encampment,  No.  1,”  and  requesting,  in  case  the  reports  have  been 
forwarded,  that  he  would  send  duplicates. 

We  are  unable  to  account  for  such  silence  on  the  part  of  the  authorities 
in  Chile,  where  heretofore  they  have  been  noted  for  extraordinary  prompt¬ 
ness  in  their  correspondence  and  transmission  of  reports. 

Denmaek. — On  the  17th  of  April  a  petition  was  transmitted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  as  follows: 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Geiman  Empire, 

Mr.  J.  C.  Peaetoeius,  Hannover: 

The  undersigned,  two  of  whom  are  Past  Grands,  and  whose  Withdrawal 
Cards  are  herewith  inclosed,  and  the  remaining  three  who  are  not  attached  to 
the  Order,  but  acquainted  with  its  principles,  consider  it  will  be  conducive 
to  the  interest  of  the  Order  to  institute  a  Lodge  of  the  1.  O.  O.  F.  in  this 
city,  and  respectfully  request  that  you  will  grant  authority  for  the  institu¬ 
tion  thereof. 

As  it  will  require  both  time  and  money  for  a  regular  initiation  of  the 
three  undersigned  who  are  not  connected  with  the  Order,  we  beg  for  a  dis¬ 
pensation  empowering  an  informal  initiation  of  the  three  indicated,  and  pray 
that  you  may  grant  all  such  powers  as  will  enable  us  to  work  under  the  ju¬ 
risdiction  of  the  German  Empire;  and  we  inform  you  that  the  Lodge,  which 
designs  working  in  the  German  language,  will  be  opened  under  the  name  of 
Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Denmark.

A  few  days  subsequently,  and  before  the  necessary  papers  were  transmit¬ 
ted,  a  letter  from  F.  Meyendoef,  G.  Secretary,  dated  Berlin,  March  26th, 
advised:* “I  have  discovered  that  besides  the  petitioners  there  are  three 
Odd  Fellows  who  have  neither  Withdrawal  Cards  nor  Certificates  from  the 
Lodges  to  which  they  were  attached.  I  have,  therefore,  undertaken  through 
you  to  secure  for  them  the  proper  credentials.  According  to  reliable  infor¬ 
mation  they  are  men  of  marked  respectability,  who  will  exert  themselves  zeal¬ 
ously  in  our  cause.  They  are  prepared  to  settle  any  dues  that  may  be  stand¬ 
ing  against  them  and  forward  as  directed.  They  all  request  an  expeditious 
transmission  of  their  Withdrawal  Cards  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  join  the 
Lodge  in  Copenhagen.  The  names  of  these  brothers  are:  S.  Hoffmeyee, 
P.  G.,  of  Pacific  Lodge,  No.  2,  Lahaina,  formerly  Danish  Consul  to  the  Sand¬ 
wich  Islands;  C.  Teatz,  5th  degree,  Sumner  Lodge,  No.  189,  Jersey  City, 
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New  Jersey,  now  in  Copenhagen,  str.  Kougensgade  21;  Jonx  Hath,  initia¬ 
tory,  Omaha  Lodge,  No.  2,  Omaha,  Nebraska,  formerly  Danish  Consul  there, 
now  in  Copenhagen,  Hyharn  13.” 

The  necessary  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  procure  the  cards,  and  prompt 
responses  were  received  from  Sumner  and  Omaha  Lodges.  Pacific  Lodge, 
No.  2,  Sandwich  Islands,  being  de^nct,  and  having  been  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  Bro.  Hoffmeyee's  certificate  was  pre¬ 
pared  at  this  office.  The  proper  papers  authorizing  the  institution  of  the 
Lodge  were  forwarded  May  23d  to  Bro.  J.  C.  Peaetoeius,  M.W.  Grand  Sire, 
Hannover,  Germany,  and  reached  their  destination  in  due  time,  as  Bro.  Mey- 
ENDOEF  advised  in  letter  dated  Berlin,  June  13, 1878.  A  letter  of  Bro.  Chaeles 
Teatz,  one  of  the  petitioners,  dated  Copenhagen,  July  12th,  addressed  to  the 
Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  was  received  July  31st,  and  advised  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  the  Lodge.  The  following  extract  is  presented,  believing  that  it 
will  doubtless  interest  the  brotherhood : 

“Your  highly  esteemed  letter  of  May  23d  was  received  in  due  time,  and 
to-day  I  take  great  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  the  first  Lodge  of  the 
1.  0.  0.  P.  in  this  country,  under  the  name  of  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  was 
instituted  on  the  29th  of  June  by  Bro,  J.  C.  Peaetoeius,  M.  W,  Grand  Sire 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  assisted  by  G.  Secretary  Meyen- 
noEF  and  a  delegation  from  the  Lodge  of  Hamburg.  Of  course,  we  are  not 
yet  in  full  working  order,  but  we  hold  our  meetings  regularly,  and  have 
very  fair  prospects  of  success.  As  with  all  young  Lodges,  we  are  ‘  hard  up 
for  cash,’  as  the  expense  of  establishing  has  been  nearly  $1,100.00,  and  we 
number  about  35  members  only.  We  hope  to  receive  some  money  by  the 
admission  of  new  members,  but  the  heavy  expense  of  procuring  By-Laws, 
receipts,  cards,  etc.,  have  to  be  met  now,  and  we  should  be  glad  to  have 
some  pecuniary  assistance,  if  possible,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
•States. 

“I  am  greatly  obliged  to  Bro.  W.  W.  Lav/eence,  D.  D.  G.  Master,  of  New 
Jersey,  for  his  kind  words  concerning  me,  and  I  beg  to  assure  him  and  all 
my  dear  friends  and  brothers  that  I  shall  always  work  with  a  good  will  for 
our  noble  cause. 

“  We  had  a  very  pleasant  time  at  the  institution,  having  a  grand  dinner 
got  up  in  the  finest  style,  wHh  decorations  of  flowers,  etc.,  and  a  full  band 
of  music  playing. 

“We  shall  be  very  glad  to  meet  with  brothers  from  the  U.  S.,  and  as  every 
summer  some  of  them  visit  our  city,  jmu  will  oblige  me  by  giving  publicity 
to  the  fact  that  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  meets  Wednesday  evenings,  at  Oes- 
tergade  15,  and  that  Andeew  Houck,  N.  G.,  resides  at  Fredriksberg  Alle  21, 
Just  M.  Caen,  our  Conductor,  at  Amagerton  27,  and  my  address  is  Str.  Kon- 
gersgade  No.  21,  Copenhagen.  We  all  speak  English,  as  does  our  worthy 
Secretary,  Bro.  John  Bath,  Nyhair  13,  and  many  of  our  members. 

“The  press  has  mentioned  us  in  very  complimentary  terms,  but  I  fear 
that  our  Masonic  brethren  do  not  look  upon  us  in  the  friendly  and  kind 
manner  that  we  should  like.  The  Jews  are  not  admitted  to  membership  in 
Masonic  Lodges  here;  if  they  belong  to  Lodges  in  foreign  countries,  of 
course,  they  can  visit,  but  that  is  all.  We  admit  them  to  membership,  of 
course,  if  there  are  no  other  objections  than  their  religion,  and  we  have 
already  received  some  of  the  very  best  of  this  class  of  people.  Denmark, 
politically,  has  nearly  as  free  a  Constitution  as  the  United  States,  and  all 
systems  of  religion  have  equal  rights  in  this  country. 

“If  the G.  L.  of  U.  S.  can  aid  us,  it  will  be  a  great  step  to  the  advancement 
of  the  Order  here.  I  shall  feel  much  obliged  for  information  on  any  matters 
relating  to  our  beloved  Order,  and  you  may  be  assured  that  I  will  do  all  in 
my  power  to  promote  its  interest.” 

The  mail  of  August  5,  1878,  brought  letters  from  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  relating  to  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1.  The  Grand  Sire,  July  16th,  vrrote: 

‘  ‘  In  compliance  with  the  honored  commission  vested  in  me,  and  referring 
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to  the  communication  directed  to  you  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Meten- 
DOEF,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

“Assisted  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Meyendoef,  and  two  brothers 
from  Hamburgh,  I  instituted  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Denmark,  on  the  29th 
of  June.  On  the  30th  the  hall  was  dedicated,  candidates  initiated,  the  dif¬ 
ferent  degrees  conferred,  and  the  necessary  instructions  pertaining  thereto 
given.  You  will  please  find  in  the  annexed  rej)ort  the  names  of  the  elective 
and  appointed  officers. 

“Although  it  was  previously  proposed  that  Denmark  J..odge,  No.  1,  should 
v.mrk  in  the  German  language,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  after  fully  considering 
the  question  in  all  its  bearings,  that  it  is  not  only  in  the  interest  of  our  Or¬ 
der,  but  also  absolutely  necessary  to  do  the  work  in  the  Danish  tongue,  to 
give  an  opportunity  to  the  whole  of  the  members  to  participate  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

“As  the  demand  in  this  case  was  urgent,  and  presupposing  that  my  action 
Avould  be  sanctioned  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  I  have  authorized  Bro.  Holck  to 
translate  the  text  of  the  regular  work  (opening  of  the  Lodge,  duties  of  offi¬ 
cers,  etc.),  and  also  to  keep  the  minutes  and  records  in  the  Danish  language. 

“Y'ou  will  be  pleased  to  sanction  these  acts,  being  the  necessary  re¬ 
sult  of  existing  circumstances.  Y^ou  will  j^lease  also  to  notify  me  if  the  doc¬ 
uments  and  books  of  our  Order  are  already  printed  in  the  Danish  language. 
In  the  latter  case  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  transmit  them  without  delay, 
to  Pastor  A.  Holck,  Fredericksborg  Allee  21,  Copenhagen. 

“  I  am  also  charged  by  the  brothers  to  request  that  more  time  be  given  for 
deliberation  whether  to  place  their  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L. 
of  G.  E.  or  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 

“I  venture  the  prediction,  that  with  the  foundation  laid  by  Denmark 
Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Denmark,  a  grand  future  for  the  Order  will  be  inaugurated. 
Its  members  are  both  capable  and  enthusiastic,  and  I  hope  that  the  banner 
of  our  beloved  Order  will  soon  float  over  all  Denmark,  Sweden,  and  Norwaj’-, 
and  that  noble-minded  men  will  clasp  their  hands  in  brotherly  love. 

“  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Lodge  should  be  partially  reim¬ 
bursed  for  the  outlay  in  the  installation  of  officers,  dedication  of  the  hall, 
etc.  I  should  think  that  $100  would  be  sufficient,  and  I  would  recommend 
the  granting  of  this  sum  on  the  j)art  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  that  I  be  au¬ 
thorized  to  transmit  this  sum  to  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Denmark.  In 
the  interest  of  the  Order  I  can  safely  assert  that  this  amount  could  not  be 
donated  for  a  better  purpose. 

“  I  hereby  return  documents  transmitted  to  me  on  the  22d  of  May  to  be 
filled  out.  and  in  conclusion,  would  respectfully  ask  that  my  suggestions 
may  be  duly  considered  and  acted  upon,  my  sole  motive  being  the  welfare 
and  interest  of  our  beloved  Order.” 

The  following  is  from  Bro.  Meyendorf,  Grand  Secretary,  dated  July  16th: 

“You  will  be  in  possession  of  the  report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  of  the 
G.  L.  of  G.  E.,  and  the  special  communication  of  the  S.  D.  Grand  Sire  for 
Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  both  represented  by  Bro.  Praetorius,  notifying  you 
of  the  institution  of  that  Lodge. 

“Having  had  the  honor  to  be  instrumental  in  the  founding  of  the  same,  I 
have  now  had  the  pleasure  to  become  personally  acquainted  with  the  .bro¬ 
thers  in  Copenhagen,  and  I  may  here  state  that  their  work  promises  well  for 
the  future,  and  that  soon  it  will  be  allied  to  a  number  of  other  Lodges  in  the 
North. 

“My  connection  with  this  Lodge,  directly  as  well  as  officially,  would  ne¬ 
cessarily  cease  for  the  present,  being  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.,  but  there  remain  some  little  arrangements  to  be  settled  which  have 
been  made  under  the  supposition  that  eventually  the  Northern  Lodges  would 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  of  G.  E.  In  relation  to  these  mat¬ 
ters,  I  refer  to  my  letter  of  May  31st,  and  respectfully  request  an  answer  to 
my  inquiries  contained  therein;  also  to  inform  me  what  jmur  charges  will 
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be  for  Charter  and  books,  and  whether  these  are  to  be  transmitted  directly 
to  the  parties,  or  through  my  ofl&ce. 

“  As  I  have  already  reported  in  my  last-named  letter,  the  brothers'of  Co¬ 
penhagen  have  paid  me  60  marks,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  G.  L. 
of  G.  E.,  and  I  have  provided  them  accordingly  with  working  books,  I  have 
also  provided  them  with  a  copy  of  the  transactions  of  the  G.  L,  ofU.  S.  of  the 
years  1873  to  1877  inclusive,  to  serve  as  a  nucleus  for  a  library.  The  bro¬ 
thers  would  feel  greatly  obliged  to  you  if  you  would  be  pleased  to  transmit  to 
them  from  your  stock  on  hand  the  Proceedings  of  past  years.  It  is  essential 
that  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Denmark,  should  receive  forthwith  a  copy  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  so  as  to  be 
able  to  frame  its  By-Laws.  Be  kind  enough  to  transmit  the  document  di¬ 
rectly  to  Copenhagen.  The  three  Withdrawal  Cards  have  not  been  received 
as  yet,  either  by  me,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  Bro.  Peaetoeius,  or  the  brothers 
in  Copenhagen;  but  as  you  have  advised  me  of  the  transmission  of  the 
cards  by  letter,  I  have,  notwithstanding  their  non-arrival,  proceeded  with 
the  institution  of  the  Lodge. 

“After  having  transacted  all  the  routine  business,  it  only  remains  for  me 
to  express  to  you  my  most  sincere  wishes  for  the  welfare  of  our  beloved 
Order.” 

Geemany. — As  heretofore,  the  correspondence  with  Bro.  F.  Meyendoee, 
B.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  has  been  of  the  most  friendly  character,  and  highly 
satisfactory.  The  letters  have  been  transmitted  with  the  promptness  which 
has  in  the  past  characterized  the  intercourse  of  the  officers  of  the  two  Grand 
Bodies.  Such  portions  of  the  letters  received  and  sent  as  are  of  special 
interest  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  letter  of  September  29th  to  Grand  Secretary  Meyendoee  acknowl¬ 
edged  the  receipt  of  his  communications  of  July  30th  and  August  29,  1877, 
and  recited  the  action  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  on  the  subjects  presented, 
viz. :  the  permission  asked  to  print  their  own  supplies,  and  the  right  to 
authorize  Subordinates  to  suspend  the  payment  of  benefits.  The  G.  Secre¬ 
tary  was  informed  that  “the  first  and  second  resolutions  on  page  7459  were 
indefinitely  postponed  (p.  7504),  for  the  reason  that  your  Grand  Lodge  has 
the  constitutional  power  to  act  in  the  premises,  and  the  third  resolution 
(p.  7460)  authorizing  supplies  to  be  sold  to  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire 
at  cost  was  adopted.  You  now  have  the  whole  subject  of  benefits  in  your 
own  power,  and  I  trust  will  soon  be  able  to  place  yourselves  beyond  the 
penalties  prescribed  in  Section  29,  Trespasses,  of  the  laws  of  your  country. 
There  is  the  most  liberal  and  generous  feeling  in  our  Grand  Lodge  toward 
the  G.  L.  of  G.  E.,  and  no  reasonable  request  would  for  one  moment 
have  been  interfered  with,  but  it  was  considered  too  perilous  to  venture  in 
the  direction  indicated.  From  my  experience  in  the  matter  of  printing  our 
supplies,  I  think  you  will  soon  congratulate  yourselves  that  you  can  purchase 
them  at  cost,  and  have  no  trouble  or  expense  in  printing  them.” 

On  the  29th  of  September  Bro.  Meyendoee’s  letter  of  September  12th  w^as 
received,  acknowledging  receipt  of  letter  from  this  office  of  August  24th,  and 
transmitting  extracts  from  German  newspapers  concerning  “a  merchant 
named  Bey,  represented  to  be  an  Odd  Fellow,  who  some  weeks  ago  was  acci¬ 
dentally  killed.  The  affair  sounds  somewhat  improbable,  but  being  con¬ 
stantly  interrogated  in  regard  to  it,  I  venture  to  ask  whether  you  know  any¬ 
thing  about  it,  in  which  case  I  would  thank  you  to  give  me  some  information.  ” 
The  publication  of  August  29th  states  the  manner  of  accident  and  refers  to 
“the  truly  munificent  manner  in  which  the  American  Grand  Lodge  relieves 
the  families  of  deceased  brethren,”  etc.  The  issue  of  August  30th  states 
that  the  Lodge  referred  to  “belongs  to  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
which  has  its  domicile  in  America,  and  is  simply  a  relief  association,” 
etc.,  and  the  notice  of  September  4th  says:  “Reports  have  reached  us 
about  the  nature  of  that  society,  its  aims  and  its  organization,  which 
are  in  direct  contradiction  to  each  other,  and  we  therefore  refrain  from 
giving  them,  not  being  in  a  position  to  decide  between  them.”  This 
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■u’as  answered  October  6th,  regretting  our  inability  to  furnish  any  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  subject,  and  on  the  11th  of  October  we  returned  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  the  papers  in  the  case  of  Dr.  HAUsnEUTXEn.  October  19th  thn 
letter  of  the  G.  Secretaiy  of  September  30th,  advising  of  the  transmission  of 
28  copies  of  Journal  of  the  G.  L.  of  G.  E.,  was  acknowledged,  and  the 
same  day  the  P.  Ws  were  sent  to  Bro.  J.  C.  Pkaetoeius,  M.  AV.  G.  Sire,  say¬ 
ing:  “In  performing  this  agreeable  duty,  allow  me  to  call  to  your  attention 
especially  the  necessity  and  importance  of  causing  the  information  to  be 
made  known  to  the  Subordinates  in  your  jurisdiction,  that  the  P.  "W’s  are 
positively  in  force  on  and  after  January  1, 1878.  I  dwell  upon  this  point  for 
the  reason  which  will  appear  by  the  accompanying  papers  of  complaint  to 
this  office.” 

The  mail  of  November  21st  brought  a  letter  from  Bro.  Metendokf,  dated 
October 30th,  in  which  he  wrote:  “  I  regret  the  necessity  of  returning  to  you 
once  more  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Dr.  Hausleutnee.  We  did  not  intend  to  evade 
the  regular  course  of  appealing,  but  the  address  of  the  G.  Master  of  Illinois 
is  not  known  to  me.  Please  forward  the  papers  to  the  proper  i^arty  and 
favor  me  in  due  time  with  further  communications  on  the  subject. 

“  The  charge  books  I  ordered,  I  suppose  are  printed  in  accordance  with 
our  new  German  translation.  We  return  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  privilege 
of  purchasing  supplies  at  cost,  a  favor  we  did  not  expect,  and  did  not  even 
hope  for.  I  agree  with  you  that  such  arrangement  is  more  to  our  advantage 
than  would  be  the  publishing  of  the  same  in  Germany,  as  it  would  require 
more  capital  than  the  small  demand  would  warrant.” 

The  appeal  papers  were  forwarded,  December  6th,  to  John  Lake,  M.  W.  G. 
Master,  Bockford,  Illinois,  who  on  the  8th  of  December  acknowledged  the 
receipt  of  the  same,,  saying:  “I  will  give  the  matter  immediate  attention, 
and  advise  you  of  the  result  as  soon  as  the  facts  are  ascertained,”  and  on  the 
13th  of  February,  1878,  they  again  reached  this  office,  and  were  immediately 
forwarded  to  Bro.  Meyendoef. 

Bro.  Meyendoef  was  informed  December  7th  of  the  disposition  of  the 
papers,  and  that  “  the  charge  books  are  printed  according  to  our  own  text, 
the  G.  Lodge  not  having  authorized  any  change  as  yet.  It  will  be  neces¬ 
sary,  as  you  will  readily  understand,  that  the  translation  made  in  Germany 
shall  be  critically  examined  by  competent  parties  and  be  approved  by  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  before  it  can  be  printed.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  the 
late  hour  of  the  session  at  which  the  translation  was  received  (as  you  will 
perceive  at  page  7511,  Journal),  rendered  it  impossible  to  give  to  that  subject 
the  proper  attention.  No  power  exists  under  these  unfortunate  circum¬ 
stances  anywhere  to  intervene,  until  the  next  Annual  Session. 

“  I  am  happy  to  know  that  you  agree  with  me  in  the  reasoning  employed 
to  sustain  the  recommendation  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  on  the  subject  of 
furnishing  to  your  Grand  Lodge  supplies  at  cost.” 

On  the  24th  of  November  a  letter  was  received  from  J.  C.  Peaetoeius, 
M.W.  Grand  Sire,  dated  Hannover,  November  1,  1877,  acknowledging  receipt 
of  the  P.  "NV’s  sent  to  him  October  19th,  and  saying:  “I  will  endeavor,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  to  further  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Order,  and  will 
make  every  effort  to  gain  for  it  that  position  in  Germany  which  it  is  truly 
and  fully  entitled  to  by  virtue  of  its  intrinsic  excellence,  and  hope  that 
Heaven  may  prosper  it. 

“I  notice  the  complaint  from  Virginia,  and  will  take  care  to  have  the 
A.  T.  P.  W.  communicated  to  the  Subordinates  in  due  time.” 

The  above  was  duly  acknowledged  on  the  7th  of  December. 

November  28th  a  letter  from  the  G.  Secretary,  dated  November  10th,  re¬ 
questing  a  Withdrawal  Card  for  Simon  Muellee,  of  Farragut  Lodge,  No.  265, 
was  received  and  acknowledged,  and  December  21st  the  G.  Secretary  was 
advised  of  the  shipment  of  10  German  Digests  and  51  copies  of  Bevised 
Journal  of  1877. 

A  letter  of  Bro.  IMeyendoef,  dated  December  12th,  reached  this  office  on 
the  29th  of  the  same  month,  advising  of  the  receipt  of  charge  books,  etc., 
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per  his  order  of  August  29th.  He  also  wrote:  “  On  the  18th  of  November  a 
new  chapter  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  was  begun,  as  we  then  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  principles  of  humanity  the  beautiful  hall  erected  on  our  own 
ground  for  Lodge  purposes.  Although  in  the  present  depressing  state  of 
business  it  was  particularly  difficult  to  accomplish  an  undertaking  that  in¬ 
volved  an  outlay  of  320,000  marks  ($80,000),  the  possession  of  such  a  building 
is  the  more  agreeable,  and  we  all  hope  that  the  enterprise  may  serve  to  ele¬ 
vate  and  increase  our  beloved  Order.  Even  now,  after  so  short  a  time  since 
its  occupancy,  an  additional  and  gratifying  activity  pervades  the  new  hall.” 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1878,  the  letter  was  answered  as  follows: 

“I  am  rejoiced  to  learn  that  our  brethren  of  Berlin  have  dedicated  their 
new  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  which  enterprise,  in  view  of  the  present  commercial 
depression  and  scarcity  of  money,  is  a  great  success.  Henceforth  they  may 
congratulate  themselves  at  having  provided  ‘  a  local  habitation  and  home’ 
for  our  beloved  Order  in  that  great  city.  It  was  a  wise  measure  on  their 
part,  and  will  at  once  elevate  the  Order  in  public  sentiment,  as  well  as  great¬ 
ly  promote  its  business  facilities  and  comforts.  ” 

From  a  letter  of  January  22d,  received  February  13,  1878,  I  extract  the 
following: 

“I  make  use  of  this  opportunity  to  send  a  circular  of  Wildey  Lodge,  No, 
21,  Texas,  through  the  G.  Lodge  of  Texas,  which  has  been  transmitted  to 
the  G.  Lodges  of  Hannover  and  Wiirttemberg,  and  handed  to  the  Grand  Sire 
of  the  G.  L.  of  G,  E.  for  further  authority.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Lodges  of  Germany  have  been  recently  instituted,  they  are  not  so  ficanciallv 
situated  as  to  be  able  to  render  the  assistance  requested.  Besides,  we  have 
in  Germany  many  Lodges  that  need  help,  and  it  was  therefore  deemed  inex¬ 
pedient  to  recommend  the  Lodges  to  aid  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  21,  in  rebuild¬ 
ing  their  hall.  We  sympathize  with  the  Lodge  on  account  of  the  heavy  loss, 
yet  I  am  compelled  to  inform  them  through  the  G.  Lodge  of  Texas  that  it 
is  impossible  to  obtain  any  assistance  from  the  Lodges  in  Germany.” 

G.  Secretary  Meyendoef  was  immediately  informed  of  the  reception  of  the 
letter,  and  the  transmission  of  its  contents  to  the  G.  Master  of  the  G.  Lodge 
of  Texas.  He  was  also  advised  that  ‘  ‘  the  papers  this  day  received  from  the 
G.  Master  of  the  G.  Lodge  of  Illinois,  viz.:  Appeal  of  Dr.  Hausleutnee: 
Copy  of  letter  from  John  Lake,  G.  Master;  Letter  of  Eclipse  Lodge,  No.  404, 
Illinois,  to  G.  Master  Lake;  and  letter  of  Amos  Hendeeson,  P.  G.  M.,  to  G. 
Master  Lake,  are  inclosed  herein.” 

On  the  2d  of  April  the  Dismissal  Certificate  issued  by  Farragut  Lodge, 
No.  265,  New  York,  to  Bro.  Simon  Muellee,  was  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

On  the  1st  of  May  the  following  was  sent  to  Bro.  J.  C.  Peaetoeius,  M.  W. 
Grand  Sire,  Hannover,  Germany: 

“I  inclose  a  letter  from  Bro.  John  W.  Stokes,  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  author¬ 
izing  the  institution  of  a  Lodge  at  Copenhagen,  Denmark.  The  necessary 
j)apers  are  prepared  and  await  the  cards  from  Omaha,  Nebraska  (John  Bath), 
and  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey  (Chaeles  Teatz),  which  have  been  applied  for. 
The  card  for  S.  Hoffmeyee  will  be  issued  from  this  office.  Pacific  Lodge, 
No.  2,  at  Lahaina,  Sandwich  Islands,  having  surrendered  its  Charter  several, 
years  ago.  Y^ou  will  have  ./lye  petitioners  holding  Withdrawal  Cards  and 
Certificates,  a  number  sufficient  to  institute  a  Lodge  without  ‘  making  ’  Odd 
Fellows  for  the  purpose.  I  will  send  the  documents  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  ask  you  to  procure  the  2  Charge,  2  Degree,  and  2  Bebekah  Degree 
Books  (German)  from  G.  Secretary  Meyendoef,  and  we  will  replace  them  in 
first  shipment  to  him  from  this  office.” 

On  the  23d  of  May  he  was  advised: 

“  Some  delay  has  occurred  to  prevent  the  transmission  of  the  documents 
required  to  institute  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Copenhagen,  until  now.  I 
mail  with  this  a  petition  to  be  signed  by  the  applicants  for  initiation  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  Lodge;  commission  authorizing  the  Special  Deputy 
to  initiate  and  confer  the  degrees;  petition  to  be  signed  by  the  applicants 
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for  the  Lodge;  commission  authorizing  the  institution  of  the  Lodge;  peti¬ 
tion  for  the  Lodge  to  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L  of  the 
German  Empire  to  be  signed  by  the  N.  G.  and  Secretary  (or  all  the  mem¬ 
bers)  after  the  Lodge  is  organized,  attested  by  the  seal  (if  they  have  one), 
and  a  Charter  in  blank.  All  of  these  documents  please  have  properly  filled 
iind,  with  the  exception  of  the  Charter,  return  to  this  office  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible.” 

On  the  same  day  a  letter  was  addressed  to  Bro.  F.  METExmour,  G.  Secre¬ 
tary,  in  reply  to  his  communication  of  March  26th  (noted  under  “Denmark”), 
advising  him  of  success  in  obtaining  the  cards  requested,  the  transmission 
to  G.  Sire  Pkaetokhjs  of  all  documents  required  to  institute  Denmark 
Lodge,  and  requesting  him  to  ‘  ‘  send  as  soon  as  convenient  a  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  German  Empire,  January  1,  1878,  for  pub¬ 
lication  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary.” 

Tne  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  Bro.  Meyexdokf,  dated  May  31st, 
which  was  received  June  15th,  is  published  as  requested  to  correct  an  error 
in  the  pamphlet  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  German  Empire  from  which 
the  translation  was  made. 

“In  the  printed  Proceedings  of  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  of  the  session 
of  1877,  p^ige  7513,  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  Stuttgart,  is  recorded  as  having 
surrendered  its  Charter.  This  is  an  error,  doubtless  caused  by  the  report  to 
the  Representatives  in  the  G.  L.  of  G.  E.,  of  the  then  Grand  Sire,  Bro. 
Elsasseb,  and  embodied  in  the  proceedings  of  the  G.  L.  of  IT.  S.  It  was 
not  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  Stuttgart,  but  Liebig  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  Mun- 
chen,  that  surrendered  its  Charter.  This  is  properly  stated  in  the  report  of 
the  (>.  Sire,  as  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  G.  Lodge  of  the  German  Em¬ 
pire.  At  the  request  of  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  I  request  that  you  will  make 
the  proper  correction  in  your  Proceedings. 

“I  also  request,  as  Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  is  to  be  instituted  by  the 
authority  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  information  as  to  the  transmission  of  the  fee 
for  the  Charter  and  books,  and  what  amount  will  be  required.  They  have 
been  notified  that  they  will  have  to  pay  other  fees,  and  I  hereby  advise  you 
that  the  customary  fee  of  60  marks  ($15.00)  has  been  received  by  me  from 
the  parties  concerned.  On  account  of  the  limited  time,  I  will  supply  them 
with  books  from  the  supply  I  have  on  hand ;  that  is,  sell  them  without  mak¬ 
ing  any  special  claim  on  you  for  their  restitution.  I  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  the  card  for  Bro.  Mtjeleeb.  ” 

The  following,  also  from  the  G.  Secretary,  dated  June  13th,  was  received 
June  29th; 

“In  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  yours  of  May  23d,  I  take  the  opportu¬ 
nity  of  expressing  my  warmest  thanks  for  the  prompt  dispatch  of  the  favors 
requested,  as  advised  by  Bro.  Ross,  Assistant  G.  Secretary.  The  formation 
of  the  Lodge  at  Copenhagen  is  progressing,  and  in  a  very  short  time  we  shall 
be  able,  through  the  documents  transmitted  by  you  to  our  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire,  Bro.  Pb.aetobiijs,  to  undertake  the  institution.  The  G.  Sire  is  of  opin¬ 
ion,  that,  as  there  are  few  Odd  Fellows  in  Copenhagen,  and  they  anticipate 
having  fifty  candidates,  it  will  be  necessary  for  some  brother  to  accompany 
him  from  Germany  to  assist  in  the  ceremonies.  As  it  is  provided  by  the  law- 
in  Section  1244,  Digest,  that  all  traveling  expenses  must  be  paid  by  the 
Lodge  to  be  instituted,  a  very  heavy  burden  will  be  laid  upon  the  shoulders 
•of  this  young  Lodge,  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  two  officers  for  this 
long  journey.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire  is 
at  the  present  time  so  financially  situated  that  it  not  only  has  no  funds  on 
hand,  but  must  even  carry  on  its  labors  with  a  deficit,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
requesting  that  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  kindly  reimburse  Denmark  Lodge  for 
the  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  institution. 

“  I  am  this  day  authorized  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Pbaetoeius,  to 
mention  a  matter,  which,  in  the  interest  of  our  Order  here  and  abroad, 
should  elicit  a  free  conference  and  interchange  of  opinions.  Frequently, 
but  more  particularly  of  late,  brothers  of  American  Lodges,  provided  with 
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Traveling  or  Withdrawal  Cards,  have  visited  Germany,  and  immediately  after 
their  arrival  applied  to  Lodges  or  the  members  here  for  relief;  and  even 
when  they  make  no  claim  for  assistance  or  benefits  they  represent  their 
object  to  be  the  restoration  of  their  health  through  some  sort  of  a  cure,  for 
the  payment  of  which  they  do  not  possess  the  means.  One  Lodge  even 
recommended  a  certain  brother,  as  without  means,  to  the  German  brother¬ 
hood.  This  one  had  traveled  from  the  United  States  under  circumstances 
which  made  it  clearly  apparent  that  immediately  upon  his  arrival  here  he 
would  be  obliged  to  apply  to  the  German  Lodges  for  assistance.  Our 
Lodges,  on  account  of  their  recent  institution,  are  not  so  financially  situated 
as  to  be  able  to  spare  sufficient  money  out  of  their  Lodge  funds  for  the  relief 
of  needy  brothers,  as  their  means  are  barely  sufficient  to  pay  the  guaranteed 
benefits  in  addition  to  the  other  expenses,  therefore  the  applicants  from 
abroad  must  be  assisted  by  voluntary  contributions.  As  only  the  regular 
frequenters  of  the  Lodges  are  subjected  to  such  collections,  it  will  not  sur¬ 
prise  you  to  learn  that,  however  self-sacrificing  the  Lodges  and  individuals 
of  the  Order  in  Germany  may  be,  complaints  in  reference  to  this  matter 
have  been  loudly  expressed,  by  reason  of  the  frequent  occurrence  of  such 
cases.  I  do  not  design,  indeed  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  present  every  case 
to  you ;  it  will  be  sufficient  to  cite  a  few  in  proof  of  what  I  have  written,  and 
that  the  complaints  are  well  founded. 

“Bro.  Bernhabd  Jacoby,  of  Mount  Sair  Lodge,  No.  336,  New  York,  ar¬ 
rived  here  sick,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  in  order  to  be  cured.  They  were 
supported  here  for  nine  months,  and  being  cured  he  was ,  supplied  with 
money  for  his  traveling  expenses. 

‘  ‘  Somewhat  similar  was  the  case  of  Bro.  Meyek,  of  Franz  Beak  Lodge. 
He  was  assisted  from  time  to  time,  and  unfortunately  was  robbed,  when  we 
were  obliged  to  raise  90  marks  ($22.50)  in  order  to  send  him  to  his  home 
(Pesth,  in  Hungary).  Since  that  time  he  has  given  no  evidence  of  his  exist¬ 
ence,  although  he  promised  that  upon  reaching  his  home  he  would  return 
the  amount  advanced  to  him. 

‘  ‘  At  the  present  time,  Bro.  Israel  Rosanszky,  of  Admiral  Lodge,  No.  577, 
New  York,  is  again  here.  He  possesses  the  third  degree,  is  entitled  to  one  dol¬ 
lar  a  week  benefits;  is  afflicted  with  chronic  inflammation  of  the  membrane 
of  the  brain,  and  was  sick  when  he  left  New  York.  It  is  true  that  he  refuses 
benefits  (which  would  be  repaid  by  his  Lodge),  without  being  able  to  afford 
proof  of  his  ability  to  support  himself.  He  is  seeking  to  have  his  health 
restored  through  some  kind  of  an  institution,  but  for  this  he  will  be  obliged 
to  pay  a  large  sum. 

“Through  circumstances  of  the  character  named  continually  occurring, 
the  disposition  to  liberality  of  our  brothers  here  has  been  considerably  less¬ 
ened.  There  have  been  also  cases  brought  to  my  notice  where  brothers  have 
visited  Germany,  and  under  the  mantle  of  brotherhood  have  committed  acts 
calculated  to  bring  the  Order  into  disrepute.  For  the  sake  of  example  we 

were  obliged  to  take  from  a  brother, - Hauslein  (of  Admiral  Lodge,  if  I 

do  not  err),  his  Traveling  Card  because  he  was  guilty  of  gross  violation  of  the 
laws.  Besides  this,  a  letter  from  Bro.  Bauer,  the  M.  W.  G.  Master  of  the 
G.  Lodge  of  Wiirttemberg,  has  just  been  handed  to  me  by  the  G.  Sire,  warn¬ 
ing  the  Order  against  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow  from  America,  by  the  name  of 
Glass,  who  has  acted  most  treacherously  toward  the  brethren  in  Switzer¬ 
land  and  Southern  Germany,  and  who,  on  account  of  his  rascality,  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  papers  and  is  now  an  inmate  of  the  jail  at  St.  Gallon.  I  am 
not  aware  of  the  name  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged. 

“In  our  German  jurisdiction,  where  Odd  Fellowship  is  just  being  devel¬ 
oped,  occurrences  like  those  mentioned  must  create  an  unfavorable  influence 
upon  the  membership.  A  dozen  of  such  transactions  as  I  have  recorded  will 
place  our  Order  in  such  a  light,  that,  while  its  existence  may  not  be  termi¬ 
nated,  yet  its  advancement  will  be  seriously  retarded,  if  not  entirely  pre¬ 
vented.  In  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Order  whose  success  is  so  dear  to  all 
our  hearts,  I  re  uest  of  you,  honored  brother,  to  use  your  influence  with  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  make  snch  arrangements  in  reference 
to  the  granting  of  Traveling  and  Withdrawal  Cards  as  will  protect  our  Order 
from  the  disrepute  that  may  be  brought  upon  it  by  unworthy  holders  of 
such  certificates.  By  order  of  our  Grand  Sire  I  have  directed  all  our  juris¬ 
diction  to  prove  strange  brothers  thoroughly. 

“  Although  it  grieves  me  to  bring  such  occurrences  to  the  attention  of  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  I  feel  it  a  duty,  as  it  becomes  the  true  Odd  Fellow  to  strive 
for  the  removal  of  all  evils  that  affect  our  great  and  glorious  Order.” 

Some  delay  was  experienced  in  procuring  translations  of  the  letters  of 
31st  May  and  13th  June,  and  the  reply  was  not  sent  until  the  19th  of  July, 
when  the  G.  Secretary  was  informed  that  his  request  for  the  correction  of 
the  error  concerning^Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  at  Stuttgart,  would  receive  atten¬ 
tion  by  a  proper  notice  in  the  report  of  the  G.  Secretary  to  the  G.  L.  of 
LT.  S.  He  was  also  advised  that  “  the  fee  for  Charter  and  books  for  a  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodge  is  S30.00  (about  120  marks).  Digest,  Section  653  (Constitution, 
Article  XIV.).  The  books  accompanying  a  Charter,  are  2  Charge,  2  Degree, 
and  2  Bebekah  Degree  books.  You  have  been  requested  to  furnish  Denmark 
Lodge  with  the  books,  as  above  named,  which  we  will  replace  in  the  first 
shipment  from  this  office  to  you,  and  we  request  that  you  make  no  claim  on 
the  Lodge  at  Copenhagen  for  the  value  of  the  same. 

“In  your  favor  of  June  13th  you  prefer  the  request  ‘that  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  kindly  reimburse  Denmark  Lodge  for  the  traveling  expenses  incurred 
in  the  institution.’  I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  this  subject  to 
the  consideration  of  the  G.  L.  at  the  session  in  September,  but  suggest  that 
the  amount  of  such  expense  be  named,  in  order  that  the  committee  may 
know  the  extent  of  the  appropriation  asked  for. 

“We  are  pained  to  learn  that  the  Lodges  in  the  German  Empire  have 
been  subjected  to  such  serious  annoyance,  and  in  several  cases,  as  you 
recite,  to  imposition  at  the  hands  of  holders  of  cards  issued  bj"  Lodges  in  the 
United  States.  The  evil,  as  j’ou  represent  it,  is  serious  indeed,  and  we  are 
surprised  to  learn  that  any  Lodge  in  this  country  should  expect  one  of  its 
members  to  be  supported  by  the  Lodges  in  your  jurisdiction.  You  may  rest 
assured  that  the  subject  will  be  presented  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  its 
next  session,  with  the  hope  that  adequate  legislation  may  be  secured  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  great  injustice  in  future  as  it  is  evident  has  been  inflicted  upon 
the  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire.  In 
the  meantime  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  law  of  1874,  Journal,  6310, 
€326  (Digest,  Section  1691a),  which  was  intended  to  compel  members  to  con¬ 
form  to  their  promises  or  suffer  the  punishment  prescribed  for  failing  to 
return  money  loaned  to  them.  -  Of  course,  as  recited,  this  law  applies  only 
to  those  holding  ‘  unexpired  Visiting  Cards.  ’ 

“Your  Grand  Sire  has  acted  wisely  in  directing  that  all  visiting  brothers 
shall  be  thoroughly  proved.  This  is,  indeed,  important  at  all  times,  but 
especially  when  the  visitor  is  an  applicant  for  assistance.” 

On  the  24th  of  December  a  letter- was  received  from  Bro.  Eugene  Geimm, 
Leipzig,  December  3,  1877,  desiring  information  in  relation  to  two  persons, 
one  residing  near  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  the  other  at  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey. 
Steps  were  taken  to  obtain  the  particulars  asked  for,  which  were  promptly 
communicated  to  this  office  and  transmitted  to  Bro.  Gkeum.  This  brother 
is  the  publisher  of  “Der  Odd  Fellow,”  a  semi-monthly  paper,  eight  pages 
quarto,  and  in  the  letter  above  referred  to  advised  of  sending  a  bound  copy 
of  the  first  volume  for  the  library  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S.  The  book 
was  received  on  the  27th  of  December  and  duly  acknowledged. 

The  mail  of  March  23d  brought  another  letter  from  Bro.  GEiini,  dated 
March  2,  1878,  as  follows: 

“For  your  kindly  communication  in  reference  to  Mr.  Weise,  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  who,  however,  is  dead,  I  return  my  warmest  thanks,  as  well  as  for  the 
great  interest  you  have  taken  in  behalf  of  the  German  brethren,  and  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  effijrts  of  our  Lodge  and  our  paper,  as  so  kindly  expressed  in 
the  letter  addressed  to  each.  We  will  take  the  liberty,  therefore,  of  forward- 
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ing  hereafter,  as  before,  ‘  Der  Odd  Fellow,  ’  and  request  for  it  a  continuance 
of  your  much  valued  encouragement.” 

The  numbers  of  the  paper  (Vol.  IL,  lto20),  October,  1877,  to  August,  1878, 
have  been  regularly  received. 

Under  date  of  July  16th,  Bro.  Meyendoef  wrote: 

“  Referring  to  my  communication  of  June  13th,  I  hereby  transmit  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  Order  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1877. 

“lam  sorry  to  state  that  the  number  of  members  has  slightly  declined, 
the  receipts  have  fallen  off,  and  the  disbursements  have  been  large,  all,  un¬ 
doubtedly,  owing  to  the  depressed  condition  of  commerce  and  trade. 

‘  ‘  In  the  formation  of  new  Lodges,  two  useless  classes  of  members  retard 
its  success,  namely:  those  who  seek  what  they  cannot  find,  and  those  who' 
are  not  qualified  for  our  cause.  The  latter  class,  especially,  hinder  the  prop¬ 
er  development  of  our  Order  in  all  its  beneficent  influences,  and  they  must 
be  under  all  circumstances  eliminated  from  the  organization.  However,  we 
have  added  to  our  list  of  existing  Lodges,  one  Grand  Lodge  and  four  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodges,  and  we  hope  in  the  ultimate  success  of  our  cause,  as  this  year 
has  already  witnessed  the  institution  of  several  new  Lodges.”

Know  Ye,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent. 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  the  source  of  all  true  and  legitimate  Odd  Fellowship 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  by  virtue  of  its  constitutional  power 
authorized  to  organize  Lodges  and  Encampments,  Grand  and  Subordinate,, 
in  foreign  countries,  doth  hereby,  upon  application  of  Germania  Lodge,  No; 
1,  Borussia  Lodge,  No.  2,  Teutonia  Lodge,  No.  3,  Templar  Lodge,  No.  4, 
Concordia  Lodge,  No.  5,  Humboldt  Lodge,  No.  6,  of  Prussia;  Wiirttemberg 
Lodge,  No.  1,  Donau  Lodge,  No.  2,  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  Wiirttemberg; 
and  Saxonia  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Saxony,  create  and  erect  into  a  distinct  sover¬ 
eignty  in  Odd  Fellowship  the  said  Lodges,  under  the  name  and  title  of  “  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,”  with  independent  power  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship  within  the  said  jurisdiction-,  except  as  follows: 

Fiest. — The  said  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter,  in  anywise- 
alter  or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures,  or  charges, 
or  any  other  portion  or  part  of  either  the  written  or  unwritten  work  of  the 
Order,  as  known  and  practised  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Second. — This  Grand  Lodge  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  give  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  the  annual  traveling  password  to  be  used  within, 
the  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  form  of  card;  and  both  juris¬ 
dictions  shall  use  the  same  traveling  password. 

Thied. — That  said,  “  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  ”  shall  have 
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power,  subject  to  tbe  exceptions  hereinabove  provided,  to  establish  and  grant 
Charters  to  other  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments,  and  to  other  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  within  the  German  Empire,  and  within 
such  other  Germanic  European  countries  as  may  hereafter  be  attached  to 
said  jurisdiction  bj^  consent  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  when  such  other 
Lodges  or  Encampments,  Subordinate  or  Grand,  shall  be  so  established,  they 
shall  sustain  the  same  relations  do  said  “  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German 
Empire  ”  as  like  Lodges  and  Encampments  sustain  to  this  Grand  Lodge;  and 
Farnsworth  Encampment,  No.  1,  at  Berlin,  Prussia,  is  hereby  placed  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  said  “The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire.”  if  and 
when  established. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  at  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  this  nineteenth 
day  of  September,  1872,  and  of  our  Order  the  fifty-fourth.  \

Great  Britain. — The  correspondence  with  this  newly-established  juris¬ 
diction  has  been  by  no  means  encouraging  during  the  past  year.  In  fact,  at 
present,  we  are  in  doubt  whether  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Anglo- 
American  Encampment,  No.  1,  instituted  at  London,  England,  by  Special 
D.  G.  Sire  E.  H.  Morrison,  of  Michigan,  under  flattering  circumstances, 
have  not  each  succumbed  to  the  adverse  circumstances  of  their  position. 
The  disappointments  which  these  two  bodies  sustained  and  the  severe  trials 
to  which  they  were  subjected  from  time  to  time  had  the  effect  to  reduce  the 
membership  and  to  materially  diminish  the  zeal  of  the  few  who  remained. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  re-organize  the  Lodge  under  a  new  name.  An  infor¬ 
mal  meeting  was  called,  at  which  it  was  suggested  that  the  name  be  changed 
from  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1,  to  that  of  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  it 
was  so  agreed  by  the  few  who  attended  the  meeting.  Due  notice  was  for¬ 
warded  to  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  of  this  movement,  who  advised  the  members  of 
the  irregularity  and  illegality  of  the  proceeding  without  the  special  assent  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  It  was  not  doubted  but  that  the 
local  popularitj"  of  the  Lodge  would  be  advanced  by  the  change  of  name 
suggested;  yet  the  constitutional  impediment  which  secured  the  inviola¬ 
bility  of  the  name  of  a  Lodge,  except  by  leave  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was 
insurmountable. 

In  the  absence  of  information  to  the  contrary,  it  is  feared  that  the  organ¬ 
izations  in  England  set  on  foot  two  years  ago  have  gradually  died  out.  Thus 
the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  introduce  American  Odd 
Fellowship  to  England  adversely,  has  signally  failed  for  a  second  time. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  our  former  experience  in  this  field  had  not  sufii- 
ciently  enlightened  us  on  the  subject.  The  truth  is,  that  the  efibrt  on  our 
part  to  enter  upon  a  quasi  adverse  jurisdiction  in  England  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  was  unwise,  when  the  authorities  of  the  Order  in  that  country  were 
friendly  disposed  to  us,  and  were  fraternally  approaching  us,  to  negotiate, 
with  a  view  to  an  interchange  of  Lodge  visitations  or  some  kind  of  satisfac¬ 
tory  fraternization  of  the  two  Orders,  the  object  evidently  being  to  reunite 
the  two  Orders  in  England  and  America  and  throughout  the  world,  if  prac¬ 
ticable;  and  if  such  idea  should  prove  impracticable  on  account  of  the 
diverse  system  of  our  work,  to  introduce  such  a  spirit  of  sympathy  between 
us,  as  would  gradually  ripen  into  a  closer  fellowship  the  two  largest  and 
most  powerful  beneficial  and  benevolent  secular  organizations  in  the  world, 
now  numbering  in  the  aggregate  more  than  a  million  of  members.  The  G.  L. 
is  aware  that  this  subject  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master  and 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Manchester  Unity  and  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  and 
Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretaiw  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  by  reference  of  the  Grand  Annual  Movable  Committee  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  respectively.  It  is  undoubtedly  of 
suflicient  importance  to  challenge  the  gravest  attention  of  that  joint  confer- 
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ence,’and  it  is  suggested  that  the  subject  be  at  present  considered  by  a  special 
committee  with  a  view  of  presenting  the  matured  views  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  premises  to  the  conference.  Certainly  the  importance  of  the  issue 
involved  to  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  two  Orders  would  justify  an  ear¬ 
nest  eftort  to  harmonize,  if  not  unite,  two  such  powerful  benevolent  organi¬ 
zations,  having  a  common  origin  and  parentage. 

To  arrive  at  a  correct  understanding  of  the  situation,  I  present  extracts 
from  the  several  letters  received  and  sent  during  the  year,  as  follows: 

Bro.  Ludwig  Klaje,  under  date  of  October  3,  1877,  advised,  that  the  docu¬ 
ments  sent  enabled  him  “to  make  the  acquaintance  of  Bro.  Faieuie,  who 
appears  to  be  a  very  zealous  brother.  Bro.  Cussans,  who  has  procured  the 
two  rooms,  is  unfortunately  ill  and  out  of  town,  and  until  his  return  in 
three  or  four  weets  we  cannot  call  the  brothers  together.  Bros.  Faielie  and 
Newton  are  gratified  with  all  they  have  seen  of  the  Order,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  of  success.  There  has  been  some  disappointment,  but  the  brothers 
have  promised  to  forget  all  the  disagreeable  affairs  of  the  past  and  work  with 
renewed  energy  for  the  Lodge.  They  will  not,  however,  start  under  the 
name  of  ‘Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1,’  saying  they  never  had  a  meeting, 
the  life  of  the  Lodge  was  too  short  and  the  memory  too  disagreeable.  They 
will  take  as  the  name  for  the  new  Lodge  ‘Victoria,  No.  1,’  and  they  have 
selected  this  name  because  it  is  their  Queen’s  name.  Of  course,  Thomas 
Wildey  was  a  man  of  whom  without  doubt  the  Order  is  justly  proud,  but  he 
was  unknown  here,  and  the  failure  of  the  Lodge  attempted  to  be  organized 
by  that  name  makes  it  distasteful  to  them.  I  hope  you  will  use  your  influ¬ 
ence  to  make  this  change  acceptable  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  I  was  unable 
to  learn  whether  the  entire  set  of  regalia,  necessary  books,  cards,  etc.,  have 
been  received.  I  think  it  will  be  better  to  have  Bro.  Ostheim  for  D.  D.  G. 
yire.  In  his  last  letter  he  promised  to  come  to  London  to  see  me.” 

This  letter  was  received  on  the  14th  and  answered  on  the  17th  of  October, 
thanking  the  brother  for  his  interest  in  the  Lodge  at  London,  and  saying: 
“I  am  of  opinion  that  no  trouble  will  interpose  itself  in  the  change  of 
name,  and  perhaps  on  that  subject  all  impediment  would  be  removed  by 
chartering  a  new  Lodge  as  ‘Victoria  Lodge,  No., 2,’  to  consist,  of  course,  of 
as  many  of  the  former  organization  as  would  join  in  the  new  enterprise. 
However,  as  I  ha’''^e  said,  that  will  not  interrupt  the  change  of  name,  which 
may  be  arranged  hereafter  to  suit  the  parties,  and  to  avoid  possible  objec¬ 
tion  I  will  send  your  letter  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  who  will  doubtless  give 
you  a  cordial  appreciation  for  the  interest  you  manifest  in  the  success  of 
our  English  enterprise,  and  he  will  probably  appoint  Bro.  Ostheim  to  the 
position  of  D.  D.  G.  Sire  for  Great  Britain. 

“Continue  to  interest  yourself  in  this  good  cause,  and  be  assured  your 
efforts  will  confer  a  lasting  obligation  upon  our  Order.” 

The  opinion  of  the  Grand  Sire  was  also  communicated,  that  “I  have  no 
doubt  that  Bro.  Klaje  will  be  of  great  value  to  us  in  London,  particularly 
so,  if  his  friend  Ostheim  co-operates  with  us  as  we  expect.  In  reference  to 
a  change  in  the  name  of  the  Lodge  from  ‘  Thomas  Wildey’  to  ‘  Victoria’  you 
might  say  that  there  would  not  be  any  trouble,  for  I  do  not  think  that  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.  would  hesitate  a  moment.”  He  was  also  informed  that 
“the  Journal  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  will  show  that  the  regalia,  books,  etc., 
for  the  Lodge  were  forwarded  from  here  to  the  proper  parties.” 

On  the  17th  December  another  letter  from  Bro.  Klaje,  dated  the  2d,  came 
to  hand,  who  advised:  “We  had  the  first  meeting  last  Friday,  November  30th, 
in  the  office  of  the  Anglo-Californian  Bank,  where,  a  staircase  higher,  we 
shall  have  the  Lodge-rooms  offered  by  Bro.  Cussans,  Secretary  of  the  said 
bank.  Unfortunately  only  three  brothers  were  present,  but  we,  notwith¬ 
standing,  commenced.  The  following  is  a  minute  of  the  proceedings:  ‘Vic¬ 
toria  Lodge,  No.  1,  London,  the  30th  of  November,  1877.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  above  Lodge,  called  by  requisition  of  Bro.  L.  Klaje,  there  were  present 
Bros.  John  E.  Cussans,  Akchibald  Faiklie,  and  L.  Klaje.  Bro.  Klaje  pre¬ 
sided.  A  letter  from  Helvetia  Lodge,  No.  1,  Zurich,  Switzerland,  congratu- 
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lating  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  on  its  inauguration  was  read  and  unanimously 
ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  minutes  of  the  Lodge,  Bro.  Klaje  having  pre¬ 
sented  a  photograph  of  the  emblems  given  by  Bro.  Jean  Gist,  Zurich,  the 
same  was  gratefully  accepted  and  the  chairman  was  requested  to  return  the 
thanks  of  the  Lodge  to  the  donor.  It  w’as  resolved  that  Bro.  Akchibaed 
Fairiae  be  requested  to  place  himself  in  communication  with  Bro.  Joseph 
Morrell,  with  the  object  of  procuring  the  necessary  furniture  for  the  Lodge- 
room.  L.  Klaje,  Chairman.’ 

“It  was  privately  agreed  to  change  the  name  and  start  under  the  name  of 
*  Victoria  Lodge,  No,  1.’  Please  inform  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  and  I  hope 
he  will  accept.  The  brothers  are  very  glad  to  observe  the  interest  the  for¬ 
eign  jurisdictions  take  in  the  establishment  of  the  Order  in  Great  Britain. 
The  furniture  for  the  Lodge  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  about  four  weeks, 
and  it  is  important  that  Bro.  Ostheim  comes  to  England  at  the  beginning  of 
next  year,  as  the  brothers  expect  to  have  from  12  to  16  friends  who  ought  to 
be  initiated  when  he  \dsits  them.  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  that  our 
Order  will  now  succeed  here,  as  it  is  in  good  hands.  I  am,  contrary  to  my 
expectations,  about  to  return  to  Zurich  to  reside,  and  regret  that  I  shall  be 
unable  to  meet  with  the  brothers.  I  will,  however,  before  I  leave,  assemble 
them  and  give  further  instructions  in  the  written  and  unwritten  work.”' 

A  reply  to  the  above  was  mailed  on  the  27th  of  December,  advising  that 
his  letter  was  “transmitted  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  who  informs  us  that 
he  has  written  to  Bro.  Fairlie,  a  member  of  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  upon 
the  subject,  considering  it  better  that  he  should  advise  the  Lodge  directly. 
If  you  will  consult  with  Bro.  Fairlie,  he  will  doubtless  put  you  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  views  as  to  the  irregularity  of  some  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  had.  It  is  always  better,  although  it  may  cause  delay,  to  proceed  in 
order  in  all  we  do.  I  have  not  heard  from  Bro.  Ostheim,  who  was  appointed 
D.  D.  G.  Sire  for  England.  He  at  first  declined  to  act,  but  was  urged  to 
withdraw  his  declination.” 

This  letter  reached  Bro.  Klaje,  at  Zurich,  to  which  place  he  had  returned, 
and  from  whence  he  wrote  on  the  27th  of  January  as  follows: 

“lam  greatly  disappointed  that  I  could  not  carry  out  my  intention  to 
establish  our  Order  in  old  England.  I  ought  to  have  done  it  during  my  resi¬ 
dence  in  London,  but  it  was  a  very  difficult  matter,  and  required  more  time 
than  I  had  at  my  disposal.  I  have  written  to  Bro,  Ostheim,  giving  him  all 
necessary  particulars,  and  he  has  promised  me  that  he  will  go  to  London 
whenever  the  brothers  there  desire  his  presence,  and  I  hope  he  will  finish 
what  I  began.  I  cannot  conceal  from  j^ou  that  I  feel  a  little  disregarded  that 
the  M.  W.  G.  Sire  did  not  write  to  me  about  the  irregularities,  as  I  was  the 
cause  of  the  action,  and  the  brothers  in  London  will  not  understand  what 
manner  of  irregularities  occurred.  I  feel,  however,  too  great  an  interest  in 
our  institution  to  be  offended  by  a  personal  disregard.  Please  oblige  by 
informing  me  what  was  not  regular.  I  intend  to  return  to  London  in  a 
month  or  two,  for  a  visit,  and  you  can  imagine  that  I  shall  be  happy  to  find 
our  Order  established  and  be  able  to  speak  to  brothers  in  a  sacred  Lodge- 
room.” 

On  the  28th  of  February  Brother  Klaje  was  informed: 

“  Your.favo>’  of  27th  ult.  reached  this  office  on  the  11th  inst.  and  was  im¬ 
mediately  sent  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  who  returned  it  yesterday  with  the 
remark  that  he  had  thought  over  the  subject  and  was  satisfed  that  his 
course  in  communicating  directly  with  the  members  of  the  Lodge  was  cor¬ 
rect.  Had  you  been  D.  D.  G,  Sire  the  case  would  have  been  different,  but 
being  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in  another  jurisdiction  and  holding  no  commis¬ 
sion,  he  could  not  find  any  authority  for  advising  you  that  the  proceedings 
in  London  were  irregular.  He  begs  to  assure  you  that  he  meant  no  disre¬ 
spect,  nor  did  he  intend  in  any  way  to  slight  you;  on  the  contrary  he  highly 
appreciates  your  labors  in  London  and  regrets  that  your  business  has  obliged 
you  to  leave  that  city;  at  the  same  time  he  was  compelled  to  recognize  you 
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simply  as  a  volimtser,  not  clothed  with  authority,  but  laboring  earnestly  in 
the  cause. 

“I  am  unable  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  Bro. 
Faielie,  but  presume  it  will  be  a  sufficient  answer  to  your  question  ‘  what 
was  not  regular  ?’  to  say  that  a  Lodge  must  work  under  the  name  by  which 
it  was  chartered,  until  the  Grand  Body  to  which  it  is  subordinate  authorizes 
a  change.  It  is  not  in  the  power  of  a  Subordinate  to  change  its  name  or 
number.” 

Several  letters  from  brothers  who  have  advised  of  their  intention  to  visit 
England  have  been  received,  but  we  were  unable  to  furnish  any  satisfactory 
information  concerning  the  London  Lodge.  Bro.  K.  C.  T.  Scheoeder,  P.G,, 
of  St.  Louis,  announced  his  intention  to  visit  Great  Britain  in  June,  and 
promised  to  transmit  early  information  as  to  the  situation  of  affairs  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  and  on  the  21st  of  August  the  following 
was  received:

James  L.  Eidgely,  Esq. ,  Grand  Cor.  and  Bee.  Secretary : 

Deae  SiE  AND  Beothee, — I  have  just  returned  from  London,  where  I  re¬ 
mained  a  week  or  more.  Concerning  the  Order  there  I  would  simply  say 
that  all  operations  are  for  a  time  entirely  suspended,  there  being  no 
Lodge  in  existence  so  far  as  I  could  learn.  I  called  upon  Bro.  Aechibald 
Faielie,  of  48  King  William  Street,  who  appears  to  be  the  leading  spirit  in 
the  Order  here,  and  was  very  kindly  received  and  most  courteously  treated. 
Bro.  Faielie  informs  me  that  owing  to  a  bad  impression  having  been  created 
at  the  time  of  the  organization,  a  disinclination  has  arisen  amongst  the  mem¬ 
bers  to  resume  affiliation  until  all  stigma  shall  have  vanished  from  the  name 
of  the  Order.  Much  as  I  deprecate  the  idea  of  a  scandal,  still  its  baneful  in¬ 
fluence  has  had  a  bad  effect  upon  all  would-be  members,  and  until  some 
counteracting  element  is  brought  into  requisition  to  dispel  the  cloud.  Odd 
Fellowship  in  England  will  remain  a  nonentity.  Another  thing  which  mil¬ 
itates  greatly  against  the  Lodge  holding  its  meetings  and  the  accession  of 
members,  is  that  London  is  one  vast  metropolis  and  our  members  are  gener¬ 
ally  business  men  whose  residences  are  from  seven  to  ten  miles  from  the  city, 
who  must  therefore,  at  great  personal  inconvenience,  stay  in  town  on  Lodge 
nights. 

It  appears  that  the  members  have  not  been  properly  or  thoroughly  in¬ 
structed  in  the  secret  work  of  the^Order,  though  the  information  that  has 
been  imparted  has  fallen  upon  fertile  soil.  A  great  many  men  have  asked 
me  if  our  Order  is  not  the  M.  U.  without  its  conviviality.  I  have  replied 
that  it  is  the  pure  American  Order,  remodeled  and  revised  from  the  M.  U. 
I  have  found  many  who  are  willing  to  become  members  of  Lodges  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity  of  their  residences,  but  none  who  will  go  more  than  five  miles  to  attend 
a  meeting.  Contrary  to  my  expectations  the  Manchester  Unity  exhibits  no 
opposition  to  our  Order  here.  Their  time  is  chiefly  occupied  with  their  own 
troubles,  as  there  are  numerous  splits  and  departures  here  from  their  or¬ 
ganization. 

Bro.  Faielie  seems  to  have  hopes  of  the  resurrection  of  our  Order  here,  and 
appeared  quite  sanguine  of  ultimate  success  if  the  subject  is  properly  can¬ 
vassed  and  brought  before  the  public,  and  I  think  with  an  energetic  and  live 
brother  at  the  head,  with  one  or  two  to  canvass  the  districts,  a  fine  harvest 
of  worthy  and  noble  brothers  might  be  reaped.  I  hope  in  my  next  to  be  able 
to  give  you  the  exact  status  of  the  Order  in  England,  as  I  am  awaiting  the 
information  from  Bro.  Faielie. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  execute  any  command  or  service  the  Grand  Sire  may  see 
fit  to  intrust  me  with,  and  I  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  “  three 
links  ”  shall  be  emblazoned  on  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe.

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On  the  19th  of  October,  1877,  Bro.  F.  S.  Ostheim,  of  Elberfeld,  Germany, 
was  commissioned  D.  D.  G.  Sire  for  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  also  for  the 
Netherlands,  but  in  a  letter  of  November  5th  felt  compelled  to  decline  the 
appointments.  He  was  urged  to  withdraw  his  declination,  and  on  the  17th 
of  December  reluctantly  consented  to  accept  the  positions.  He  has  not, 
however,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  been  able  to  visit  London,  indeed  it  was  not 
his  intention  to  go  until  invited  by  the  brethren  of  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge. 

Netherlands. — The  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  entirely 
satisfactory.  Mount  Sinai  Lodge,  No.  2,  was  instituted  at  Amsterdam  by 
Bro.  F.  S.  Ostheim,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  on  the  17th  of  January,  1878,  and  has 
met  with  extraordinary  success,  having  admitted  to  membership  in  less  than 
six  months,  38  by  initiation,  and  4  by  deposit  of  card,  making  the  member¬ 
ship,  June  30th,  47.  Paradise,  No.  1,  in  the  same  time  initiated  10,  giving 
them  a  membership  of  33;  total  in  the  jurisdiction,  80. 

The  correspondence  with  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Ostheim  embraces  letters  from 
him  dated  Sept.  21st,  Nov.  5th,  Nov.  20th,  Dec.  17th,  Dec.  24th,  1877;  Jan.  23d, 
Feb.  7th,  Feb.  9th,  Feb.  25th,  Feb.  26th,  March  1st,  March  4th,  March  17th, 
March  19th,  March  22d,  March  23d,  April  20th,  April  23d,  and  July  16th,  1878; 
and  replies  from  this  office  Oct.  2d,  Oct.  8th,  Oct.  17th,  Dec.  1st,  Dec.  11th, 
1877;  Jan.  16th,  Feb.  11th,  Feb.  28th,  March  8th,  March  30th,  April  5th, 
June  20th,  June  23d,  and  July  31st,  1878. 

These  several  letters  relate  to  the  translation  of  the  ritual  into  the  Holland 
tongue,  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Order  in  the  Netherlands  and  in 
England,  and  the  action  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  the  last  session  in  appro¬ 
priating  $100.00  to  Bro.  Ostheim.  On  the  latter  subject  I  submit  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  D.  D.  G.  Sire  of  the  expense  incurred  by  him,  in  his  efforts  to 
introduce  the  Order  into  the  kingdom  of  the  Netherlands.  It  is  but  justice 
to  Bro.  Ostheim  to  say  that  the  statement  was  sent  in  reply  to  a  request 
that  inasmuch  as  he  regarded  the  appropriation  insufficient  he  should  fur¬ 
nish  an  account  of  his  expenditures.  The  letter,  dated  Elberfeld,  22d 
March,  1878,  is  as  follows : 

“Pursuant  to  your  demands  to  send  you  a  statement  of  the  expense  I 
incurred  and  which  I  advanced  during  the  time  I  acted  as  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  which  office  I  kept  since  nearly  two  years,  I  herewith  submit  to 
you  and  through  you  to  the  B.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  the  following  statement  of 
my  advances,  y\z,:  1876.  in  June  and  October;  1877,  January,  March,  May, 
July,  and  November;  1878,  January  and  March,  including  my  expenses  and 
sojourning,  as  well  as  my  correspondence  (postage,  etc.)  with  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  intrusted  to  my  care,  and  with  America,  $994.00.  Beceived  from  Para¬ 
dise  Lodge,  at  the  time  of  institution,  $42.00,  and  from  Mount  Sinai  Lodge, 
at  the  time  of  institution,  $33.00,  total  $75.00,  leaves  a  balance  of  1919.00  in 
my  favor.  You  observe  that  I  traveled  nine  times  to  Amsterdam,  sojourn¬ 
ing  there  always  for  such  length  of  time  as  I  found  necessary.  The  corre¬ 
spondence  I  entertained  during  the  two  years  with  the  Netherlands,  lately 
with  England  and  the  United  States,  is  quite  voluminous,  and  included  in 
the  expenses.  The  charges  I  made  are  my  actual  advances.  Considering, 
however,  the  immense  loss  of  time,  it  is  easily  to  be  inferred  that  my  sacri¬ 
fices  are  by  far  greater  than  above  stated;  in  fact  so  great,  that  I  shall  feel 
the  effect  from  it  for  quite  a  length  of  time,  if  not  forever.  To  fill  honor¬ 
ably  my  mission  I  did  not  stop  to  sacrifice  my  very  existence,  and  preferred 
rather  to  neglect  my  vocation  than  to  neglect  the  Order,  the  dignity  of 
which  I  always  considered  and  shall  continue  to  consider  paramount  to  life 
itself.  While  submitting  to  you,  as  above  stated,  the  bill  for  my  advances, 
viz.,  $919.00,  I  should  be  glad  to  receive  this  amount  as  soon  as  you  are  at 
liberty  to  send  the  same  to  me. 

“You  wish  me  also  to  state  what  sum  of  money  should  be  appropriated 
to  meet  the  exigency  and  to  justify  me  in  continuing  as  D.  D.  G.  Sire  for 
England  and  for  the  Netherlands.  Firmly  contending  that,  at  least  for  the 
first  two  years  it  is  as  necessary  to  travel  variously  to  England  as  it  proved 
to  be  to  the  Netherlands,  an  annual  sum  of  $1,()00.00  ought  to  be  appro- 
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priated.  A  D.  D.  Grand  Fire  appointed  for  sncli  far  distant  countries, 
where  the  Order  is  in  its  infancy  yet,  incurs  expenses  nearly  every  day;  he 
is  obliged  to  use  his  personal  influence  and  by  his  repeated  presence  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  interests  of  the  Order  and  its  maintenance  in  such  new,  but — it 
properly  encouraged  and  cultivated — fertile  fields.” 

This  subject  was  referred  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  who  ]3romptly  re¬ 
sponded,  inclosing  his  letter  to  this  office,  which  was  forwarded  by  the  G.  C. 
and  K.  Secretary  to  Bro.  Ostheim,  April  22d,  with  the  following: 

“Your  letters  of  March  19th,  22d,  and  23d  have  been  duly  received.  'In 
view  of  the  grave  tenor  of  which  I  without  delay  transmitted  them  to  Phila¬ 
delphia  for  the  official  consideration  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire.  I  have  this 
day  received  his  reply,  with  return  of  the  original  letters  to  be  filed  in  this 
office.  The  advice  and  opinions  of  the  Grand  Sire,  which  I  herewith  forward 
to  your  address,  are  so  clear,  concise,  and  well  supported  by  the  fundamental 
laws  and  principles  of  the  Order,  and  are  so  consistent  with  our  settled  doc¬ 
trines  upon  the  subject  of  propagation,  over  and  over  again  reiterated,  that 
I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  so  intelligent  an  officer  as  Bro.  F.  S.  Ost¬ 
heim  could  have  involved  himself  personally  in  expenses  amounting  to 
$1,000.00,  in  and  about  two  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the  Netherlands,  which 
hy  our  laws  were  required  to  incur  such  expenses  themselves.  With  sincere 
regret  that  such  a  state  of  circumstances  should  exist,  I  cannot  perceive  any¬ 
thing  in  the  facts  connected  with  the  transaction  which  should  even  remotely 
be  regarded  as  a  source  of  actual  or  constructive  encouragement  in  the 
premises.” 

On  the  16th  of  July  Bro.  Ostheim  advised  that  he  again  went  to  Amster¬ 
dam  and  installed  the  officers  of  Paradise  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Mount  Sinai, 
No.  2,  receiving  their  reports  and  dues  for  the  term.  He  reports:  “Both 
Lodges,  over  which  I  exercise  a  most  watchful  eye,  are  in  a  flourishing  con¬ 
dition,  and  Mount  Sinai,  No.  2,  has  been  lately  recruiting  first-class  and 
highly  intelligent  members,  while  Paradise  Lodge,  encouraged  by  the 
thought  that  the  same  is  considered  as  the  mother  Lodge,  rivals  with  the 
daughter  in  maintaining  the  ascendency  over  the  Order  in  the  jurisdiction. 
Although  I  wished  to  authorize  a  Past  Grand  to  proceed  with  .the  installa¬ 
tion,  for  the  purpose  of  not  estranging  me  from  my  vocation,  it  was  consid¬ 
ered  of  the  highest  moment  to  perform  this  office  personally,  and  instil  the 
minds  of  the  brethren  with  renewed  courage,  warning  them  at  the  same 
time  to  live  in  peace  and  harmony.  We  separated  at  a  late  hour  direct  from 
the  Lodge-room  to  our  dwelling;  and  I  conferred  with  the  leading  members 
of  both  Lodges  in  behalf  of  the  future  of  the  Order  in  their  country  the 
following  day,  before  I  left  for  Elberfeld  again. 

“I  failed  to  answer  your  letter  of  April  22d,  my  feelings  having  been 
deeply  wounded  by  its  tenor.  I  still  answer  the  same  with  some  reluctance, 
but  time,  healing  all  wounds,  has  gained  a  triumph,  and  far  from  being 
tempted  into  any  complaints.  I  proceeded  with  double  zeal  in  the  exercise 
of  my  duties  toward  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  as  their  District  Deputy,  but  still 
more  in  the  exercise  of  humanity  and  philanthropy.  Your  sense  of  justice 
prompted  you  to  demand  at  my  hands  a  specification  of  my  expenses  from 
the  time  of  having  received  the  office  as  District  Deputy  and  I  have  followed 
jmur  wishes,  the  more  so,  as  I  found  them  plain  and  natural.  My  expenses 
were  not  incurred  by  instituting,  as  you  allude  to,  one  Lodge  in  Holland,  but 
by  my  travelling  to  and  from  that  country  during  1876,  1877,  and  1878,  nine 
times,  exclusively  for  the  purpose  to  demonstrate  that  the  introduction  ot 
the  Order  into  the  Netherlands  was  not  a  vain  experiment,  which  undoubt¬ 
edly  it  would  have  proven  to  become,  if  not  all  my  mental  energies  and  per¬ 
sonal  influence  were  exercised  by  repairing  to  that  section  whenever  the 
Order  was  in  danger,  and  if  not  every  possible  sacrifice  would  have  been 
extended  from  me  to  keep  the  Order  alive. 

“  On  the  20th  of  April  I  transmitted  to  you  the  translation  of  the  Initia¬ 
tory  Charge  Book  in  a  registered  letter.  The  five  degrees  are  nearly  com¬ 
pleted,  and  wdll  be  ready  for  my  revision  about  the  end  of  this  month,  so 
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that  very  likely  the  translation  will  reach  yon  a  little  before  or  during  the 
session. 

.  “Your  letter,  including  the  sentiments  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  concern¬ 
ing  the  Order  in  Switzerland,  has  been  duly  received.  I  forwarded  the 
same  (translating  the  text  into  the  German  language)  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Bro.  H.  Yogel,  at  Zurich,  and  gave  the  most  explicit  instructions,  as  wished 
for  by  your  suggestions  and  those  of  the  Grand  Sire.  If  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
at  their  session  should  grant  their  petition  to  be  an  independent  body, 
under  similar  provisions  as  in  Germany,  I  am  confident  that  such  a  privi¬ 
lege  will  be  appreciated  in  a  manner  as  to  satisfy  you  that  the  action  of 
your  Worthy  (Irand  Lodge  ^vill  prove  both  correct  and  salutarj^  to  the 
interests  of  the  Order.” 

In  acknowledging  the  above  on  the  31st  of  July,  the  G.  C.  and  B.  Secre¬ 
tary  said:  “  Y^ou  complain  of  my  last  as  being  aggressive  to  your  feelings.  I 
disclaim  all  such  purpose,  having  only  spoken  as  I  think  was  my  duty, 
certainly  with  no  intention  to  wound  your  feelings.  I  could  not,  of  course, 
recommend  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred,  without  knowing  their  char¬ 
acter,  and  the  authority  under  which  paid.  It  is  only  necessary  for  you  to 
verify  legitimate  claims  against  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  contracted  in  the  proper 
manner,  to  enlist  my  official  approval.  In  that  event  I  will  cheerfully  in¬ 
dorse  them  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty,  otherwise  you  cannot  reasonably 
expect  this  office  to  pursue  any  other  course  than  to  withhold  approval. 
However,  if  you  will  transmit  your  account  in  due  form,  I  will  present  it  to 
the  next  session.  ” 

In  a  letter  of  November  20th,  Bro.  Ostheoi  advised  :  “A  brother,  one  of 
the  Charter  members  of  Mount  Sinai  Lodge,  asks  whether  it  was  permitted 
to  cause  the  pamphlet,  ‘  Odd  F ellowship — what  is  it  ?  ’  to  be  printed  in  the 
Holland  language  ?  The  same  has  already  been  translated,  and  I  request 
you  to  notify  me  whether  there  is  any  objection  to  printing  this  essay  in 
Holland.”  He  was  informed  that,  “I  cannot  see  the  slightest  objection 
to  it.” 

Another  matter  remains  unsettled.  In  1877  a  blank  report  was  trans¬ 
mitted  to  Paradise  Lodge,  No.  1,  with  a  request  that  it  be  filled  up  merely  as 
a  memorandum  to  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  Lodge  on  the  1st  of  July, 
1877,  the  annual  report  not  being  required  until  January,  1878.  The  Lodge 
construed  it  to  mean  that  no  dues  were  required  for  the  fractional  term 
ending  June  30,  1877,  and  when  a  demand  was  made  through  the  D.  D.  G. 
Sire  for  the  dues,  he  replied,  March  17th,  as  follows  :  “The  dues  you  charge 
per  report  to  July  30,  1877,  $46.65,  must  rest  upon  an  error.  Your  worthy 
Assistant  Grand  Secretary  informed  Paradise  Lodge  at  the  time  you  sent  the 
blank  report,  on  the  margin  of  one  of  them,  with  the  following  words  : 
‘  Xothing  will  he  required  until  after  January  the  1st,  1878.’  Guided  by  these  re¬ 
marks  the  Lodge  either  thought  you  did  not  reserve  the  privilege  to  collect 
until  that  time  any  dues,  or  you  did  not  wish  to  collect  at  all.  I  inferred 
the  same  deductions  from  the  above  assertion  and  fully  coincided  with 
Paradise  Lodge.  The  latter  one  thought  herself  only  entitled  to  pay  dues 
as  per  December  31st,  as  transmitted  to  you,  and  if  the  liberality  of  the 
Grand  Body  assumed  a  shape  as  not  to  charge  anything  before  that  time,  as 
the  above  remark  distinctly  expresses.  Paradise  Lodge  felt  the  more  grate¬ 
ful,  as  the  fitting  up  of  their  room,  etc.,  exhausted  their  means  in  a  manner 
as  to  acknowledge  the  more  your  action  in  the  premises.  I  fully  devised 
their  views,  but  I  request  you  to  inform  Paradise  Lodge  that  they  labored 
under  a  mistake  if  they  conveyed  to  the  remarks  of  the  worthy  Assistant 
Secretary  an  interpretation  which  I  asserted  myself  was  entirely  correct,  but 
seems  not  to  correspond  with  your  views.  You  may  enlighten  me  upon 
the  subject  also,  but  under  the  circumstances  I  cannot  help  but  return 
your  memorandum  as  the  dues  as  understood  to  be  due  are  already  paid 
and  sent  to  you,  while  one  part  of  the  memorandum  is  founded  upon  an 
error  on  your  part  according  to  the  above  remark.” 

Bro.  Ostheim’s  premises  are  not  correct,  as  instead  of  the  indorsement 
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being  as  he  states,  “  nothing  will  he  required  until  after  January  the  1st,  1878,”  an 
examination  of  the  report  now  on  file,  will  show  that  the  following  is  the  in¬ 
dorsement  that  was  made  when  the  blank  was  sent  from  this  office;  ^^Memo¬ 
randum  only ;  no  report  due  until  December  31,  1877.  ” 

On  the  3Uth  March,  the  G.  C.  and  R.  Secretary  informed  Bro.  Ostheim  ; 
“  I  inclose  Bro.  Boss’  explanation  of  the  subject  of  the  accounts  of  Paradise 
Lodge,  with  which  he  has  become  somewhat  complicated  by  the  memoran¬ 
dum  to  the  Lodge  on  the  subject.  You  will  perceive  by  his  present  state¬ 
ment  that  his  memorandum  has  been  mistaken  and  misinterpreted  by  the 
Lodge  and  now  explains  specifically  the  situation.  I  trust  this  very  specific 
and  perspicuous  statement  will  dispel  all  misunderstanding  on  the  subject, 
and  will  restore  the  proper  feeling  in  the  case.” 

The  Assistant  G.  Secretary  wrote  Bro.  Ostheim  as  follows  :  “I  have  read 
with  great  surprise  of  the  construction  placed  upon  the  pencil  memorandum 
I  made  on  a  blank  sent  to  Paradise  Lodge,  No.  1,  Netherlands,  about  a  year 
ago,  with  the  intention  of  obtaining  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Lodge  on  the  1st  of  July,  1877.  Beferring  to  the  report,  I  find  the  memo¬ 
randum  as  follows  :  ^Memorandum  only ;  no  report  due  until  December  31,  1877.’ 
If  these  words  can  in  any  way  be  construed  to  mean  that  the  Lodge  was  re¬ 
leased  from  the  payment  of  dues  from  the  date  of  institution  to  the  1st  of 
July,  1877,  I  confess  I  am  unable  to  appreciate  the  force  of  language. 

“Article III.  of  By-Laws  (Digest,  1732a)  requires  returns  to  be  made  an¬ 
nually.  Article  XXVI.  requires  reports  to  December  31st.  Constitution, 
Article  XIV.,  Section  3,  provides  that  Subordinates  shall  pay  ten  per  cent, 
on  their  receipts  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  As  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  meets  only  in 
September,  you  will  see  that  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  any  one  in  this 
office  to  remit  the  dues  of  a  Subordinate.  You  will,  I  feel  sure,  on  reflec¬ 
tion,  be  satisfied  there  was  nothing  in  the  words  written  on  the  margin  of 
the  blank  that  justified  the  construction  that  the  dues  were  remitted.  I 
therefore  return  to  you  the  statement,  with  proper  credit  for  the  remittances, 
and  send  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  Paradise  Lodge.

On  the  20th  of  April,  Bro.  Ostheim  advised  ;  “  Confirming  your  letter  of 
March  30th,  I  suggested  to  Paradise  Lodge  that  according  to  the  letter  of 
the  worthy  Assistant  G.  Secretary  they  were  owing  yet  for  dues  to  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  that  little  amount  which  they,  as  well  as  myself,  interpreted  was  not 
required  by  that  Grand  Body  to  be  paid.  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  be 
paid  as  soon  as  the  statement  from  the  Assistant  G.  Secretary  will  reach 
Amsterdam.  ” 

On  the  10th  of  June  a  letter  dated  Amsterdam,  May  26,  1878,  signed 
Jacob  Wienee,  A.  L.  Van  Hinden,  S.  K.  Liekenoppaessen,  with  the  seal  of 
Paradise  Lodge,  No.  1,  attached,  was  received  at  this  office,  and  appears  to 
refer  to  this  subject.  It  is  written  in  the  Holland  language,  and  after  several 
days  fruitless  search  for  a  translator,  the  writers  were  informed  on  the  21st 
of  June,  that  “We  are  unable  to  get  the  letter  translated,  and  request  that 
you  will  repeat  the  contents  in  English.  Your  letters  heretofore  have  been 
written  in  English  and  were  satisfactory,  and  we  hope  you  will  continue  to 
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send  them  in  that  way.  I  notice,  however,  a  passage  in  English  in  your  letter 
which  appears  to  be  quoted,  viz. :  ‘  Nothing  will  be  required  until  the  first 

day  of  January.’  If  you  intend  this  as  a  quotation  from  my  letter  of  June 
2,  1877,  to  Jacob  Wiener,  N.  G.,  copied  on  Letter  Book  4,  page  852,  I  beg 
to  say  that  you  have  made  a  mistake.  I  wrote :  ‘  You  will  understand  this  is  only 
a  memorandum  report, — your  regular  return  wid  not  he  due  untilJanuary,  1878.’ 
If  what  I  wrote  is  not  clear,  that  the  memorandum  asked  for  was  a  memoran¬ 
dum  only,  I  don’t  know  how  to  make  it  so.  I  said,  further,  ‘We  desire  this 
that  we  may  present  your  condition  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  in  September.  ’  The  dues  are  payable  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. — ten  per  cent,  on  receipts,  and  we  cannot  say  that 
you  need  not  pay  them.” 

February  22d  a  letter  was  received  from  a  committee  of  Mount  Sinai  Lodge, 
No.  2,  addressed  “To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,”  return¬ 
ing  thanks  for  granting  their  Charter,  etc.  Also  on  the  16th  of  March  a  letter 
from  the  officers,  dated  Feb.  25th,  accompanying  ‘  ‘  the  photographs  of  the  five 
institutors  of  Mount  Sinai  Lodge,  No.  2.”  These  letters  were  duly  acknowl¬ 
edged  and  are  respectfully  submitted  with  the  entire  correspondence  with 
this  jurisdiction. 

J Illy  19th,  a  letter  was  received  from  Jacob  Wiener,  desiring  some  diplomas 
in  the  Holland  language.  The  brother  was  informed  that  “the  G.  L.  ofU.  S. 
has  not  authorized  the  diplomas  printed  in  the  Holland  language;  the  de¬ 
mand  would  be  too  limited  to  justify  the  publication;  still,  if  you  will  agree 
to  purchase  one  hundred  copies  (fifty  dollars),  and  furnish  a  translation  free 
of  expense  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  the  amount  would  about  pay  the  cost,  and 
it  is  probable  the  printing  of  a  hundred  copies  or  more  in  the  Holland  lan¬ 
guage  may  be  authorized.  The  question  will  be  submitted  at  the  next  ses¬ 
sion,  but  in  order  to  obtain  a  favorable  report  it  will  be  well  for  you  to  state 
the  number  of  copies  you  will  agree  to  purchase.” 

Peru. — Our  advices  and  correspondence  with  this  jurisdiction  have  been 
agreeable  and  satisfactory.  The  general  monetary  and  business  stringency, 
Avhich  prevails  throughout  the  world,  is  more  complained  of  in  South 
America  then  in  most  other  business  centres.  The  Order  has  therefore 
correspondingly  suffered,  and  the  check  to  our  progress  in  Peru  from  this 
cause,  reported  last  year,  has  continued  during  the  present  year.  Neverthe- 
less  we  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  annual  reports  of 
the  Subordinates. 

In  consequence  of  the  exorbitant  rate  of  exchange  in  paying  Lodge  dues, 
by  the  Subordinates  in  Peru,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  the 
subject  of  the  proper  relief  under  the  circumstances  to  be  extended  to  them 
Avas  considered  at  the  last  session,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Belations,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire,  it  was 
ordered,  ‘  ‘  that  the  rate  of  exchange  actually  paid  by  the  Lodges  in  Peru 
be  credited  to  them,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  give 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  located  in  that  Kepublic,  credit  for  the  balances 
appearing  against  them.”  Information  to  this  effect  was  communicated  to 
D.  D.  G.  Sire  Hurwitz,  27th  September,  1877,  and  it  is  believed  was  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  Subordinates,  affording  the  desired  relief.  The  present  an¬ 
nual  returns  are  highly  encouraging ;  the  condition  of  the  jurisdiction  is 
as  follows: 

Lodges,  4;  members,  Dec.  31,  1876,  110;  increase  during  the  year,  31; 
receipts,  $3,822.16;  relief,  $78.00.  Encampment,  1;  members,  19;  loss,  1; 
receipts,  $259.50.  Ten  per  cent,  on  the  receipts  of  the  Subordinates 
amounted  to  $408.16,  while  the  amount  remitted  was  $209.26,  about  fifty-one 
per  cent.,  or  a  little  more  than  five  per  cent,  on  the  receipts.  The  accounts 
Avere  balanced  in  accordance  with  the  legislation  of  the  last  session. 

The  letters  from  this  office  were  of  Sept.  27th,  heretofore  referred  to; 
Oct.  19th,  transmitting  P.  W’s  and  commission;  Oct.  22d,  statement  of 
credits  to  balance  accounts  of  Subordinates;  Dec.  29th,  acknowledging 
receipt  of  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Hurwitz’s  letter  of  November  20th,  and  transmitting 
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invoice  of  supplies;  April  2,  1878,  acknowledging  tlie  reports,  remittance^ 
and  letter  of  the  D.  D.  G.  Sire  of  March  18th. 

On  the  20th  November  Bro.  Hurwitz  advised  that  certain  members  of 
Atahualpa  Encampment,  No.  1,  had  been  “suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  and  fees,”  and  the  adoption  by  the  Encampment  of  a  resolution,  that  as 
the  said  members  “  have  refused  to  pay  their  admission  fees,  although  they 
agreed,  at  the  time  of  instituting  the  Encampment,  to  pay  whatever  sum 
may  be  fixed  by  this  Encampment,  the  names  of  the  said  brothers  be 
stricken  from  the  list  of  Charter  members,  and  the  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  be  informed  of  the  fact.”  He  also  requested  Charters  for 
Lodges  Nos.  1  and  2  and  the  Encampment  similar  to  the  documents  fur¬ 
nished  to  Lodges  3  and  4,  meaning  those  printed  on  blank  diplomas.  Bro. 
Hurwitz  was  informed  that  the  Encampment  had  no  right  to  erase  any  of 
the  names  from  the  Charter;  “for  a  failure  to  fulfil  their  promises  the  par¬ 
ties  may  be  arraigned  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  Order.”  Duplicate 
Charters,  corresponding  in  form,  date,  etc.,  with  the  original  Warrants  were 
forwarded.  A  few  copies  of  the  Spanish  Charge  and  Degree  Books  were 
forwarded,  with  the  hope  that  Lodges  in  that  language  might  be  organized, 
Bro.  Logan  having  expressed  the  opinion  that  Peru  would  prove  a  good  field 
for  Lodges  working  in  the  Spanish  language. 

Under  date  of  March  13,  1878,  Bro.  Hurwitz  advised  of  the  receipt  of 
letter  from  this  office  of  December  29,  1877,  together  with  the  supplies, 
journals,  etc.  He  transmitted  the  reports  and  dues,  remarking:  “The 
amount  due  the  G.  L.  is  408.14  soles,  Peruvian  currency,  which  I  trans¬ 
mitted  to  Columbia,  and  it  was  from  there  forwarded  to  you  in  a  U.  S.  Gold 
bill,  sixty  days,  $209.26,  which  is  about  25  per  cent,  better  than  I  could 
have  done  here.  The  act  of  the  Encampment  in  striking  certain  names 
from  the  Charter  was  annulled,  on  learning  that  the  proceeding  was 
unlawful. 

‘  ‘  I  have  lately  been  applied  to  by  some  of  the  Past  Grands  for  a  Grand 
Lodge,  but  as  yet  have  not  given  the  subject  any  consideration.  I  will  soon 
bring  it  to  the  notice  of  the  Lodges,  and  should  they  desire  it,  w'ill  make  a 
move  in  that  direction.  My  opinion  is  that  the  numerical  strength  of  the 
Order  in  this  jurisdiction  will  hardly  be  able  to  sustain  a  Grand  Body. 
Please  give  me  your  opinion  on  the  subject,  as  perhaps  I  look  at  the  dark 
side  of  the  picture.  The  Manchester  Unity  of  Odd  Fellow's  are  opening  a 
Lodge  in  this  city.  They  made  a  move  in  that  direction  about  a  year  ago, 
when  I  made  some  overtures  to  them,  but  it  seems  I  did  not  succeed.  As 
far  as  I  can  learn,  their  present  candidates  whom  they  offer  to  initiate  for 
5  soles  each,  are  not  of  a  desirable  class  of  the  foreigners  here,  and  I  have 
therefore  not  troubled  myself  much  about  them.” 

The  above  w^as  answered  April  2d,  expressing  the  opinion  that  “it  is  wise 
to  discourage  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  until  you  have  a  larger  num¬ 
ber  of  Lodges  and  membership.  In  general  I  approve  and  encourage  the 
formation  of  Grand  Lodges  wherever  the  strength  of  the  constituency  will 
justify  the  increased  expense  and  responsibility,  but  in  a  community  like 
yours,  whose  growth  and  progress  is  slow,  although  healthy,  I  think  your 
advice  is  sound  and  judicious.  Your  progress  is  gradual,  and  I  think  your 
Grand  Lodge,  when  formed,  will  be  better  prepared  for  its  responsibility 
after  a  delay  of  another  year  or  two,  when  the  presumption  is,  that  times 
and  business  will  be  better.” 

Sandwich  Islands. — As  will  appear  by  the  extracts  from  the  correspon¬ 
dence  with  Bro.  W.  C.  Parke,  D.  D.  G.  Sire  for  this  jurisdiction,  and  Bros. 
C.  S.  Bartow  and  D.  N.  Flitner,  former  efficient  officers,  harmony  has  been 
restored,  and  the  two  Lodges  are  pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  their  ways 
undisturbed  by  the  unhappy  differences  which  it  was  feared  would  prove 
the  ruin  of  the  Order  in  this  remote  country. 

Letters  to  the  D.  D.  G.  Sire  were  mailed  on  the  19th  of  October  with  P. 
W’s  and  commission;  Dec.  20th,  on  the  subject  of  the  Order  at  Honolulu; 
March  7,  1878,  acknowledging  receipt  of  letter  of  Feb.  9th  with  reports  and 
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dues;  March  8th,  advising  of  the  proposed  visit  of  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Haemon  to 
Australia  and  his  probable  call  at  Honolulu;  March  28th,  acknowledging 
letter  of  8th  of  March;  May  4th,  advising  of  letter  of  April  15th;  and  August 
8th,  in  reply  to  letter  of  June  26th. 

The  District  Deputy,  in  letter  of  Dec.  1,  1877,  referring  to  the  receipt  of 
commission, etc.,  said:  “  I  should  have  preferred  that  the  brethren  here  had 
selected  another  than  myself  for  the  office,  but  I  shall  endeavor  during  my 
incumbency  to  promote  that  good  feeling  which  the  Order  inculcates.” 
February  9th  he  advised  of  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  Excelsior  and 
Harmony  Lodges  and  Polynesia  Encampment,  transmitted  the  returns  and 
dues  and  advised  that:  “  The  Order  here  is  progressing  favorably;  the  very 
unpleasant  feeling  existing  between  the  two  Lodges  has,  in  a  great  measure, 
subsided,  and  I  shall  use  my  utmost  endeavors  to  obliterate  the  same  and 
promote  the  friendship  which  the  Order  inculcates.  What  a  loss  to  the 
Order  at  large  the  death  of  Bro.  Porteb  will  be  !  We  in  this  out  of  the  way 
spot  feel  as  if  we  had  lost  a  personal  friend,  and  so,  I  presume,  will  be  the 
sentiment  in  other  places.  None  of  our  members  who  visited  San  Francisco 
and  met  his  kindly  grasp  will  soon  forget  him;  and  should  I  ever  visit  the 
Grand  Lodge  again  I  shall  miss  his  warm  welcome,  as  he  was  a  true  friend 
of  mine;”  and  March  8,  1878,  acknowledging  letter  from  this  office  of  20th 
of  December,  he  remarked :  ‘  ‘  What  a  loss  the  Order  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  Bros.  Pouter  and  Stuart;  they  have  left  a  record  which  we  may 
well  take  for  an  example.  I  am  proud  to  say,  that  in  my  opinion,  the  Order 
has  been  a  power  for  good  in  this  jurisdiction.  Any  person  known  as  a 
member  of  the  Order  here  has  a  passport  recognized  by  the  best  society. 
We  have  contributed  our  share  to  the  advancement  of  the  people.  As  a 
matter  of  course,  we  have  had  black  sheep  in  our  fold,  but  not  to  remain 
any  length  of  time.  The  Order  has  been  foremost  to  relieve  distress  when 
called  upon,  and  I  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  do  more  for  the  cause  of  human¬ 
ity.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  better  feeling  existing  in  the  twa 
Lodges,  and  I  shall  not  weary  in  my  efforts  to  promote  harmony  among  the 
brethren  in  this  jurisdiction.  We  were  looking  forward  with  pleasure  for  a. 
visit  from  the  Grand  Sire  on  his  way  to  Australia,  as  the  steamers  touch 
here,  and  had  a  committee  appointed  to  receive  him.  I  now  see  that  Bro.. 
J.  B.  Harmon,  D.  G.  Sire,  will  go  on  the  mission,  and  I  hope  that  we  can 
persuade  him  to  spend  a  week  or  more  with  us,  for  his  visit  will  do  the 
Order  good.  It  will  be  the  first  time  the  Lodges  have  had  the  honor  to- 
entertain  a  Grand  Officer.  We  felt  a  little  hurt  that  this  jurisdiction  was 
not  thought  of  in  sending  a  Grand  Officer  to  Australia,  by  resolution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  for  we  are  on  the  road.  Is  it  hoping  too  much  when  we  look 
forward  to  a  consideration  of  the  color  question  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ?  We  should  be  allowed  to  initiate  Hawaiians,  whom  we  meet 
daily  in  society.” 

This  letter  was  answered  March  28th,  saying:  “Bro.  Harmon  proposes  to 
stop  at  your  island,  and  make  such  delay  as  circumstances  will  permit.  It 
was  no  want  of  respect  for  your  Lodges,  or  want  of  interest  in  their  welfare, 
which  comparatively  ignored  your  jurisdiction  in  sending  a  Special  Commis¬ 
sioner  to  Australia,  particularly  as  you  are  upon  the  highway  to  that  coun¬ 
try;  but  it  was  not  the  subject  of  special  thought.  Tha  M.  W.  Grand  Sire 
has,  however,  taken  care  to  cause  the  Special  Commissioner  to  tarry  by  the 
way  at  your  island,  and  render  such  service  to  the  Order  there  as  may  be  in 
his  power.  Touching  your  suggestion  on  the  ‘color  question,’  I  reply  that 
I  fear  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  will  not  depart  from  what 
appears  to  be  its  fixed  policy.  A  great  deal  has  been  wrought  in  the  matter 
of  public  opinion  on  the  subject,  but  much  more  remains  for  time  and 
enlightenment  to  accomplish.” 

A  letter  from  D.  D.  G.  Sire  Parke,  April  15th,  refers  to  an  error  in  the 
report  of  Lodge  No.  1,  and  his  letter  of  April  23d  advised  of  the  arrival  of 
Bro.  Harmon,  and  his  stay  of  a  few  hours,  with  a  promise  to  remain  a  longer 
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time  on  liis  return.  The  latest  advice  is  dated  June  26th,  inclosing  a  cor¬ 
rected  report  of  Excelsior  Lodge. 

Brother  C.  S.  Baetow,  Sept.  3,  1877,  advised:  ^‘The  disputes  and  discord 
which  seemed  for  a  time  to  threaten  a  dissolution  of  the  Order  have  sub¬ 
sided,  and  for  the  present  we  dwell  together  in  harmony;”  and  Bro.  D.  N. 
Elitnee,  on  the  8th  of  October,  said:  “The  Order  here  is  still  on  the  in¬ 
crease,  and  the  prospects  for  the  future  appear  encouraging;”  and  on  the 
5th  of  November  he  advised:  “No  further  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
position  of  affairs  here,  and  I  look  anxiously  forward  to  the  time  when  the 
last  obstacle  to  a  warm  and  fraternal  regard  for  the  welfare  of  each  other 
shall  be  removed  from  between  the  two  Lodges.”  On  the  4th  of  December 
he  advised  of  the  receipt  by  Bro.  Paeke  of  commission  as  D.  D.  G-.  Sire, 
and  spoke  in  strong  terms  of  commendation  of  the  ability  of  the  new  officer 
and  the  wisdom  of  the  selection,  and  a  final  letter,  dated  April  13th,  was 
received  May  4th,  which  advised  that  he  had  for  some  time  been  in  bad 
health. 

These  letters  were  duly  answered  Sept.  29th,  Dec.  1st,  1877 ;  Jan.  2d  and 
May  5th,  1878. 

SwiTZEELAND. — We  received  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Bepublic  of  Switzerland,  for  the  year  1877,  on  the  23d  of  March,  which 
presents  the  Order  in  that  jurisdiction  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition, 
notwithstanding  the  trying  ordeal  to  which  the  times  have  subjected  every 
beneficial  organization,  in  this  as  in  other  countries.  Some  matters  of  im¬ 
portance  have  been  the  subjects  of  correspondence,  as  will  appear  by  the 
extracts  from  the  numerous  letters  received  and  answered  during  the  year, 
herewith  submitted. 

Bro.  Heemann  Vogel,  B.  W.  G.  Secretary,  wrote  September  11,  1877  fre- 
eeived  September  27th),  acknowledging  letter  from  this  office  of  July  30th, 
and  said  :  “We  lately  heard  that  the  B.  W.  G.  L.  of  Germany  has  sent  you 
a  petition  for  permission  to  print  the  books  and  cards  in  Germany.  The 
G.  L.  of  Switzerland  joins  heartily  in  this  petition.” 

In  reply,  Bro.  Vogel  was  informed  that  “the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  declined  to 
grant  permission  to  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire  to  print  the  books  and 
■cards,  hence  supplies  must  be  procured  from  this  office.” 

September  22d,  the  G.  Secretary  advised  of  forwarding  copies  of  the 
^‘Herz  und  Hand,”  of  August  15,  1875,  and  June  1st  and  15th,  1876,  con¬ 
taining  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  at  the  Annual 
Sessions  of  1875  and  1876.  He  also  stated  that  in  October  two  Lodges 
would  be  instituted,  viz.  :  No.  8  at  Luzern  and  No.  9  at  Schaffhausen 

October  19th,  Commission  and  P.  W’s  were  sent  to  Bro.  Budolph  Asch- 
MANN,  D.  D.  G.  Sire. 

November  3d,  Bro.  Vogel  acknowledged  receipt  of  letters  from  this  office, 
and  remarked  :  ‘  ‘  Several  weeks  ago  we  learned  that  the  G.  L.  of  G.  E.  was 
refused  the  privilege  of  printing  the  books,  cards,  etc.,  in  Germany,  but 
were  granted  the  favor  of  receiving  those  articles  at  cost  price.  As  we  con¬ 
sider  ourselves  entitled  to  the  same  privilege  for  the  Swiss  jurisdiction,  we 
request  you  very  kindly  to  apply  the  above  resolution,  as  an  exception,  re¬ 
trospectively  to  our  account,  as  the  prices  of  the  books  and  cards,  especially 
of  the  Charge  and  Degree  Books,  were,  in  comparison  with  our  rates  here, 
enormously  high  and  exaggerated,  considering  that  the  books  for  which  we 
have  to  remit  two  dollars  each  (besides  the  expense  for  freight  and  duty) 
could  be  had  here  for  two  francs,  that  is  one-fifth  of  your  rate.  You  will 
please  remember  that  we  have  to  furnish  these  books  to  new  Lodges  which 
are  taxed  very  heavily  for  the  necessary  preparations  for  working,  and  they 
find  the  charge  of  44  francs  for  the  four  books  (your  last  consignment,  in¬ 
cluding  freight  and  duty,  amounted  to  this  sum)  very  onerous  and  dis¬ 
couraging.  The  monetary  affairs,  wages,  etc.,  are  here  entirely  different 
from  the  United  States,  and  the  Order  in  Switzerland  is  yet  young  and 
financially  weak.  Besides,  our  Grand  Lodge,  during  the  three  years  of  its 
existence,  has  had  so  many  expenses,  that  with  the  best  intentions,  it  has 
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136611  impossible  for  it  to  assist  new  Lodges  by  reducing  the  Charter  fees. 
We  therefore  beg  leave  to  request  you  kindly  to  furnish  us  hereafter  with 
books  and  cards  at  cost  price,  the  same  as  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire, 
and  extend  the  same  favor  to  the  two  last  bills,  July,  1875,  and  July,  1877. 
Trusting  this  request  will  be  granted,  and  desirous  of  remitting  without 
further  delay  the  proper  amount  due  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  I  beg  you  will  in¬ 
form  us  what  reduction  will  be  made  on  those  two  invoices.  We  regret  the 
necessity  of  informing  you  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  compelled  to  dissolve 
Rousseau  Lodge,  No.  4,  at  Biel,  on  the  7th  of  October,  for  inability  to  fulfil 
their  duties,  as  upon  examination  it  was  found  that  the  financial  condition 
and  local  causes  required  the  Lodge  to  be  closed. 

“  I  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  Waldstaetter  Lodge,  No.  8,  was 
instituted  at  Luzern,  October  27th,  in  the  presence  of  guests  from  all  parts 
of  Switzerland.  This  Lodge  is  founded  on  a  solid  basis  and  justifies  the 
most  favorable  expectations.  Eheinfall  Lodge,  No.  9,  will  be  instituted  this 
or  next  month,  and  the  indications  are  that  it  will  become  a  flourishing 
nursery  for  our  beloved  Order.” 

On  the  7th  of  December,  Bro.  Vogel  was  informed  that  “  the  request  that 
the  resolution  to  furnish  supplies  at  cost  to  the  G.  L.  of  G.  E.  be  extended 
to  your  Grand  Lodge  retrospectively,  so  as  to  include  the  outstanding  amount, 
however  equitable  may  be  the  claim  for  it,  and  however  ably  presented  in 
your  argument  in  its  behalf,  I  regret  to  say,  is  by  no  means  within  my 
power.  The  Grand  Lodge  alone  has  power  in  the  premises  to  deal  with  the 
subject  to  the  extent  to  which  you  ask  relief,  which  virtually  means  to  dis¬ 
charge  the  debt.  So  far  as  regards  giving  you  the  benefit  of  cost  prices  for 
future  supplies,  we  would  not  hesitate  to  place  all  foreign  jurisdictions 
which  would  ask  it,  upon  such  equal  footing.  But  beyond  that,  we  dare 
not  presume  to  venture.  The  bill,  therefore,  of  July,  1875,  amounting  to 
$50,  must  be  paid,  unless  you  apply  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  for  the  relief 
sought,  which  I  presume,  if  placed  upon  the  ground  taken  in  your  letter, 
will  be  generously  considered.  ” 

Under  date  of  November  22,  1877,  Bro.  Rudolph  Aschmann,  D.  D.  G. 
Sire,  acknowledged  receipt  of  commission  and  P.  W’s. 

December  21st,  Bro.  Vogel  was  advised  of  the  shipment  of  Revised 
Journal  of  1877. 

On  the  26th  of  January,  Bro.  Vogel  wrote  :  “We  regret  to  learn  that  you 
cannot  grant  any  reduction  upon  the  cost  of  the  books  and  cards  sent  to 
us,  and  that  our  only  recourse  will  be  to  petition  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to 
furnish  us  supplies  at  cost  price.  We  therefore  send  you  a  draft  for  $50  to 
balance  your  account  against -us  for  the  20  books,  40  cards,  and  express 
charges  paid  on  the  same,  furnished  us  July  6,  1875,  and  we  hope  to  be  ex¬ 
cused  for  so  long  delaying  this  matter. 

“I  now  advise  you  that  Rheinfall  Lodge,  No.  9,  was  instituted  at  Schaff- 
hausen,  December  8th.  The  interest  manifested  by  the  Swiss  and  German 
Lodges  rendered  the  occasion  one  of  considerable  importance. 

“  I  received  on  the  19th  inst.  the  Revised  Journal  of  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  on 
the  15th  I  sent  to  you  a  copy  of  the  ‘  Herz  und  Hand,’  containing  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  G.  L.  of  Switzerland,  October  7,  1877.  The  Proceedings,  as 
I  informed *you  Sejot.  22 d,  have  not  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  expense,  the  Grand  Lodge  having  decided  to  publish  them  in 
the  ‘  Herz  und  Hand.’  At  the  next  session  (April)  I  will  offer  a  motion  for 
annulling  the  said  resolution,  upon  the  ground  chiefly  that  foreign  Grand 
Lodges  send  their  Proceedings  to  us  in  book  form  and  exj^ect  ours  in  return 
in  the  same  form  for  their  libraries.  Mere  newspaper  copies  are  of  little  use, 
as  in  the  first  place  they  contain  much  more  than  our  Proceedings,  and  in 
the  next  place  the  actual  Proceedings  are  generally  given  in  a  condensed 
form.  I  will  strive  in  the  future  to  meet  your  wishes  in  this  particular.” 

On  the  ]9th  of  February  the  Grand  Secretary  was  informed  that  “I  think 
you  misunderstood  the  letter  from  this  office  of  Dec.  7,  1877.  If  you  will 
refer  to  the  document,  you  will  see  that  the  G.  C.  and  R.  Secretary  expressed 
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a  willingness  to  place  all  foreign  jurisdictions  upon  an  equal  footing  as  far  as 
future  oilers  are  concerned.  To  make  the  reductions  apply  to  bills  contract¬ 
ed  previous  to  September,  1877,  was  not  in  our  power,  and  such  concession 
I  has  not  been  made  to  any  jurisdiction.  I  repeat,  therefore,  that  such  books, 
cards,  etc. ,  as  you  may  now  order  will  be  sent  to  you  at  the  same  prices  as  we  charge 
,the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire.  The  copy  of  ‘Herz  und  Hand,’  men¬ 
tioned  is  received.  "We  concur  in  your  views  concerning  the  publication  of 
the  Journal  of  your  Grand  Lodge,  as  we  are  satisfied  a  pamphlet  copy  will 
be  more  satisfactory  than  a  newspaper  sketch  of  the  transactions.  ” 

!  Grand  Secretary  Vogel’s  letter  of  March  8th,  accompanying  the  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  reached  this  office  March  23d. 
He  said  “You  will  perceive  that  our  dear  Order  is  in  good  standing  in  Swit¬ 
zerland,  and  is  making  favorable  progress  notwithstanding  the  very  hard  times 
through  which  we  are  passing.  I  did  indeed  misunderstand  your  letter  of 
December  7th  concerning  the  price  of  supplies,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  I  thank  you  for  placing  us  on  equal  footing 
with  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire.” 

The  above  was  duly  acknowledged  on  the  30th  of  March.  On  the  6th  of 
April  we  received  the  following  letter  : 

Office  of  the  G.  Secbetaby  of  the  G.  Lodge  of  Switzebland, 

Zurich,  March  23,  1878. 

I  had  the  honor  to  write  to  you  on  the  8th  inst.,  and  on  account  of  a  sad 
occurrence  am  obliged  to  again  address  you. 

Our  Grand  Lodge,  Fellenberg  Lodge,  No.  3,  at  Berne,  and  the  entire  Order 
in  Switzerland  have  met  with  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of  our  dear  friend 
and  brother,  Kudolph  Aschmann,  Grand  Representative  and  D.  D.  G.  Sire, 
who  departed  this  life  on  the  18th  inst. ,  after  a  brief  illness  of  a  few  days’ 
duration,  at  Bichtersweil  (Lake  of  Zurich),  aged  41  years.  He  occupied  for 
eleven  years  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  Legation  of  the  United  States 
at  Berne,  and  the  day  of  his  decease  there  arrived  from  Washington  advice 
of  his  nomination  for  Consul  of  the  United  States  at  Berne.  He  was  buried 
at  Bichtersweil  on  the  21st  inst.,  his  funeral  being  largely  attended  by 
people  ,  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  as  he  was  highly  esteemed  by  every¬ 
body  for  his  pure  character  and  generous  sympathies.

This  letter  was  immediately  acknowledged,  expressing  great  regret  for  the 
loss  of  so  distinguished  an  Odd  Fellow  and  fellow-citizen,  and  advising  that 
the  G.  Sire  would  in  due  time  appoint  a  D.  D.  G.  Sire  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  following  from  Bro.  Vogel,  dated  April  20th,  addressed  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  U.  S. ,  was  received  May  6th  : 

‘  ‘  I  inclose  a  duplicate  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  from 
which  you  will  see  that  the  past  year  has  been  quite  favorable,  notwith¬ 
standing  Rousseau  Lodge,  No.  4,  with  27  members,  was  dissolved.  The  actual 
increase  in  this  jurisdiction  was  46,  and  but  for  the  unexampled  stagnation 
of  business  we  would  have  been  able  to  present  a  still  more  favorable  ex¬ 
hibit.  During  the  year  82  have  been  admitted  to  the  Order,  certainly  a  good 
work  considering  our  limited  opportunities  and  the  great  difficulties  we 
have  had  to  contend  with  in  introducing  our  Order  among  a  class  of  people 
prejudiced  against  all  associations,  and  particularly  against  secret  societies. 
Even  now,  our  undertaking  has  succeeded  only  in  the  Cantons  composed  of 
Germans  and  Northern  people.  We  shall  not,  however,  cease  our  efforts, 
and  we  hope,  with  more  favorable  times,  to  add  both  the  French  and  Italian 
Switzerland  to  our  jurisdiction.  To  this  end  I  respectfully  inquire  whether 
there  is  any  of  our  literature  in  the  French  language,  that  by  the  distribu¬ 
tion  thereof  we  might  gradually  introduce  our  principles  among  the  French 
Swiss.  I  am  aware  that  our  ritual  has  been  published  in  French,  and  I  will 
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avail  myself  of  this  advantage  as  soon  as  there  is  an  occasion  for  the  use  of 
such  books. 

“  With  regard  to  the  quality  of  our  membership  we  can  report  most 
favorably.  Our  brethren  seem  disposed  to  become  acquainted  with  the  true 
intent  of  the  Order  ;  to  adopt  its  principles  as  their  guide  and  to  exhibit 
the  effects  thereof  in  their  every-day  life.  All  the  Lodges,  especially  the 
younger  ones,  are  raising  the  standard  of  membership  and  are  adding  to  the 
Order  reliable  active  Odd  Fellows.  If  less  precaution  had  been  used  with 
reference  to  the  admission  of  members,  we  could  certainly  have  exhibited  a 
much  larger  roll,  but  it  is  questionable  if  its  welfare  would  have  been  cor¬ 
respondingly  benefited,  ‘  Slowly  but  surely  advances  our  enterprise.’ 

“  With  the  exception  of  the  dissolution  of  Kousseau  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  not  troubled  with  any  business  of  an  unpleasant  character,  such 
as  appeals,  etc.  The  Grand  Lodge  takes  pleasure  in  commending  the  Sub¬ 
ordinates  for  punctually  and  faithfully  fulfilling  all  their  obligations,  and 
for  their  zeal  and  self-sacrificing  disposition.  The  Subordinates  have  been 
engaged  with  the  project  of  an  ‘  Assurance  Fund,’  and  the  plan  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session,  April  27th,  at  St.  Gallen. 

“We  hope  to  present  a  better  report  for  the  current  year  than  our  last, 
and  I  shall  continue  as  heretofore  to  present  more  detailed  reports  of  our 
condition  and  working  than  were  given  until  within  the  last  year.  We  find 
it  impossible  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Sessions  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
on  account  of  the  expense.  Perhaps  we  may  secure  a  Representative  at  less 
cost  in  the  person  of  a  brother  who  resides  in  your  countr5^  '■ 

“As  brothers  who  understand  the  English  language  are  not  often  with  us, 
our  correspondence  with  you  has  been  exceedingly  difficult  and  necessarily 
curtailed  ;  we  therefore  ask  the  favor  of  corresponding  with  you  in  German 
as  does  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  and  of  receiving  our 
answers  in  German.” 

On  the  23d  of  May,  Bro.  Vogel  was  advised  :  “Your  very  interesting 
communication  of  April  20th,  addressed  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.  will  be  presented  to  that  body  at  its  next  session,  September 
16,  1878.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  publications  of  the  Order  in  the 
French  language.  I  mail  to  your  address  some  copies  of  the  Standard 
Tract,  ‘  Odd  Fellowship — what  is  it  ?’  It  may  be  advisable  to  have  it 
printed  in  the  French  language. 

“A  Representative  from  your  jurisdiction  would  undoubtedly  be  gladly 
received  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S  ,  and  we  hope  you  will  be  able  to  arrange  for 
the  attendance  of  one  of  your  members. 

“Your  letters  written  in  English  heretofore,  have  been  perfectly  satis¬ 
factory,  but  if  it  will  suit  you  better  to  write  in  German  we  cannot  object. 
Our  letters  to  the  German  Empire  are  written  in  English  for  the  reason  that 
we  cannot  depend  upon  getting  a  satisfactory  translation  of  them  here  into 
the  German  language.” 

Bro.  Vogel’s  letter  of  the  9th  of  May,  advised  that  “the  election  for  offi¬ 
cers  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  took  place  at  the  Annual  Session  held 
at  St.  Gallen,  April  28th,  and  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Gottlieb  Maeder, 
No.  185,  Schwanengasse,  Berne,  for  Grand  Master  ;  Carl  Imfeld,  Ronca, 
Luzern,  p.  G.  Master  ;  Jacques  Weiss,  Basel,  G.  Warden  ;  Hermann  Vogel, 
Parkringstrasse,  No.  5,  in  Enge,  Zurich,  G.  Secretary;  Jacques  Huerli- 
MANN,  Zurich,  G.  Treasurer.  We  await  the  appointment  by  the  Grand  Sire  of 
a  D.  D.  G.  Sire  for  this  jurisdiction.” 

This  letter  was  answered  June  10th,  and  on  the  11th  a  commission  ap¬ 
pointing  G.  Secretary  Vogel,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Bro.  Aschmann,  was  transmitted. 

The  mail  of  June  13th,  brought  a  letter  from  Bro.  F.  S.  Ostheim,  dated 
Berne,  Switzerland,  May  29,  1878,  as  follows  : 

“While  on  atrip  to  Southern  Germany,  I  received  a  request  from  the  G. 
Secretary  of  the  G.  L.  of  Switzerland  to  visit  Helvetia  Lodge,  at  Zurich, 
for  the  purpose  of  reciting  the  unwritten  work  and  giving  advice  in  matters 
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concerning  the  Order  in  that  jurisdiction.  On  the  25th  inst.  I  repaired  to 
Zurich  and  found  the  Lodge-room  crowded  with  members  and  delegates  from 
the  different  Lodges  in  Switzerland,  who  listened  with  the  utmost  attention 
to  the  words  I  uttered.  I  found  that  a  determination  to  adhere  strictly  to 
our  divine  principles  actuated  every  brother.  The  Past  Grands  of  Nos. 
1,  2,  3,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  alluded  to  the  necessity  of  forming  a  Grand  Lodge 
*  similar  to  the  G.  L.  of  the  German  Empire,  and  they  desired  me  to  be  the 
interpreter  of  their  wishes.  They  suggested  that  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  may 
now  be  more  inclined  to  grant  their  prayers  than  before,  when  such  a  request 
was  refused,  on  the  ground  that  the  number  of  Subordinates  was  insufficient 
to  justify  such  proceeding.  I  informed  them  that  one  of*the  difficulties  in 
th'e  way  of  organizing  such  a  Grand  Lodge  was  the  fact  that  they  were  not 
in  possession  of  the  Encampment  degrees,  and  therefore  the  ‘  work  and  dia¬ 
grams’  of  these  exalted  degrees  could  not  be  placed  in  their  hands  until  an 
Encampment  is  instituted.  Considering  the  expense  of  such  a  movement, 
and  their  desire  to  see  the  Subordinate  degrees  more  developed,  the  brethren 
are  not  very  anxious  to  establish  Encampments,  and  they  wish  to  be  inform¬ 
ed  if  there  is  any  prospect  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ,  upon  proper  petition,  grant¬ 
ing  a  Charter  for  a  Grand  Lodge  like  that  of  the  German  Empire,  without 
their  organizing  Encampments,  that  is,  if  some  means  cannot  be  devised  by 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  fulfil  their  wishes.  I  was  unable  to  give  them  any 
assurance  of  success,  and  submit  their  request  to  you  with  the  hope  that  you 
will  enlighten  the  brethren  upon  this  subject.  They  are,  however,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  determined  to  establish  an  Encampment  and  will  prepare  a  petition 
to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  as  soon  as  your  answer  reaches  them.  The  Order  in 
Switzerland  is  advancing  rapidly,  and  to  reconcile  the  legislation  to  the 
manners  and  customs  of  this  country  the  brethren  desire  the  work  and  dia¬ 
grams,  and  hope  that  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  may  see  proper  at  the  next  session, 
to  grant  them  a  new  Charter. 

“Please  consult  with  the  M.  W.  G.  Sire,  and  inform  G.  Secretary  Vogel 
of  the  result  of  your  deliberations  as  soon  as  you  find  it  convenient  to  do  so.” 

On  the  23d  of  June  the  following  was  transmitted  to  Bro.  Ostheim: 

“I  lost  no  time  in  communicating  the  contents  of  your  letter  to  the  G.  Sire, 
whose  reply,  dated  21st  inst.,  is  before  me.  He  says,  ‘  I  would  not  hesitate  to 
encourage  the  brethren  in  Switzerland  to  have  an  application  before  the  G.  L. 
of  U.  S.  at  the  next  session  for  a  Grand  Lodge  Charter  as  an  independent 
jurisdiction.  The  Book  of  Diagrams  can  be  divided  to  be  independent  of 
the  Encampment  work.  At  any  rate,  it  would  be  a  proper  subject  for  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.’  Thus  you  will  discover  the  G.  Sire’s  sentiments  on 
the  subject  of  which  you  write,  and  you  will  be  wise  in  conforming  the  course 
of  the  brethren  to  these  views.  I  think  them  eminently  practical  and  in  con¬ 
formity  to  our  best  judgment.  Your  plan  of  movement  is  plain,  and  your 
intelligence  will  direct  your  course  in  the  premises.  Let  the  G.  L.  of 
Switzerland,  with  each  of  its  Subordinates  unite  in  a  formal  application 
to  the  next  session  for  such  a  Charter,  and  I  feel  assured  that  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  will  interpose  no  obstacle.  Of  course  the  Encampment  branch  will 
have  to  be  included  and  provided  for.” 

Bro.  Vogel,  on  the  18th  of  June,  said,  “We  wait  with  some  anxiety  your 
answer  to  the  letter  of  Bro.  Ostheim  concerning  the  establishment  of  an 
Encampment  in  Switzerland,  etc.,”  and  on  the  6tli  of  July  he  was  advised  of 
the  letter  to  Bro.  Ostheim  on  the  subject. 

On  the  11th  of  July,  Bro.  Vogel  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  commission 
as  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  and  advised  of  the  transfer  to  him  of  the  papers  of  the  office, 
by  the  family  of  our  deceased  Bro.  Aschmann;  also  that  he  had  sent  to  this 
office  30  copies  of  Journal  of  G.  L.  of  Switzerland,  to  be  forwarded  to  certain 
Grand  Lodges  that  he  named.  He  also  said:  “We  anxiously  await  your 
answer  to  our  petition  for  an  Encampment  in  Switzerland,  sent  you  the  28th 
of  May  by  Bro.  Ostheim,  P.  G.  Sire,  as  we  desire  to  take  immediately  the 
Encampment  degrees  at  Stuttgart.” 

A  reply  to  the  above  was  mailed  August  3d,  remarking,  concerning  his 
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reference  to  a  petition  for  an  Encampment:  “  The  paper  you  refer  to,  is,  -we 
presume,  a  letter  from  Bro.  Ostheevi,  dated  May  29,  1878,  but  no  petiiion 
was  sent,  consequently  there  was  nothing  on  which  to  act,  as  he  only  asked 
for  an  opinion,  which  was  communicated  in  a  letter  from  this  office,  dated 
June  23d.  I  beg  to  suggest,  however,  that  seven  or  more  who  desire  to  organ¬ 
ize  an  Encampment  should  connect  themselves  with  an  Encampment  at 
Stuttgart,  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  most  convenient,  procure  their  Withdrawal 
Cards  and  sign  the  inclosed  petition  (after  filling  the  blanks),  and  mail  all 
to  this  office,  or  if  thought  advisable,  and  a  competent  brother  can  be  found 
to  proceed  to  Zurich  (or  wherever  the  Encampment  is  to  be  located),  the 
M.W.  Grand  Sire  may,  on  the  reception  of  a  proper  petition,  specially  com¬ 
mission  a  brother  to  confer  the  Encampment  degrees.” 

The  mail  of  August  28th  brought  a  letter  from  Grand  Secretary  Yogel, 
dated  August  14th,  as  follows: 

“Bro.  OsTHEiM  transmitted  to  our  Grand  Lodge  your  letter  of  June  23d, 
containing  the  answer  of  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  Stokes  to  our  request  for  the  in¬ 
dependence  of  Swiss  Odd  Fellowship.  The  G.  L.  of  Switzerland  held  at 
Luzern,  on  the  21st  of  July,  an  extraordinary  meeting  on  this  subject,  and 
adopted  the  following:  ‘Resolved,  That  an  application  be  made  to  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  its  next  session  for  a  Charter  for  a  Grand  Lodge  as  an  inde¬ 
pendent  jurisdiction  in  the  same  manner  and  analogous  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  German  Empire,  and  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  be  requested  to  exempt  the 
Order  here  from  organizing  an  Encampment,  if  possible.  If,  however, 
that  Grand  Body  shall  deem  the  institution  of  an  Encampment  indispensa¬ 
ble,  the  Grand  Officers  of  Switzerland  are  authorized  to  do  all  that  mav  be 
required.  ’ 

“The  petition  is  now  being  circulated  among  the  eight  Swiss  Lodges,  and 
is  (according  to  the  instructions  of  Bro.  Ostheim)  of  the  following  tenor: 

“  ‘  The  petition  of  the  undersigned  Representatives  and  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Swiss  Republic  and  their  respective  Lodges,  respectfully 
represents  that  at  present  they  work  under  a  Warrant  granted  by  your  Grand 
Body,  and  they  have  33  Past  (brands  in  good  standing.  They  are  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  Order  to  establish  a  Grand  Lodge,  in  the 
same  manner  and  analogous  to  the  G.  L,  of  G.  E.,  in  Switzerland.  They 
therefore  pray  your  R.  W.  Body  to  grant  a  Charter  for  such  a  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  Republic  of  Switzerland,  to  be  located  at  Zurich.  There  is  no  En¬ 
campment  at  present  in  this  country.  Provided  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
should  deem  it  necessary,  we  shall  petition  for  an  Encampment  previous  to 
receiving  the  Book  of  Diagrams  and  the  secret  work  in  case  a  Warrant  should 
be  granted.’ 

‘  ‘  This  petition  is  now  in  circulation  throughout  Switzerland,  and  will  be, 
regularly  signed  by  the  Past  Grand  M  asters  of  Switzerland,  Officers  and  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  our  Grand  Lodge  with  the  seal.  Past  Grands  not  forming  part 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Noble  Grands  and  Secretaries  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
with  the  respective  seals.  I  shall  send  you  the  document  soon  as  possible, 
and  I  hope  it  will  be  found  all  right  and  without  any  mistake  in  the  form. 
I  fear,  though,  that  it  will  not  arrive  in  time  for  your  session  in  September, 
as  the  circulation  of  it  through  the  Lodges  to  get  the  signatures  requires 
much  time.  In  case  the  petition  does  not  arrive  in  due  time  we  request  the 
G.  L.  of  U.  S.  to  authorize  its  Grand  Officers  to  act  in  the  matter  according 
to  circumstances,  and  at  all  events  to  take  action  on  the  subject. 

“All  expenses  attending  the  Warrant  and  the  Encampment  shall  be  prompt¬ 
ly  paid  as  soon  as  I  am  informed  of  the  respective  amounts.  We  hope  that 
the  Grand  Lodge,  in  consideration  of  our  limited  means,  will  reduce  as  much 
as  possible  these  expenses. 

“I  send  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  Swiss  Lodges  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States.”

The  subject  of  “  a  reciprocation  of  courtesies  between  the  two  Orders”  (the 
M.  U.  and' the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. ),  has  been  noticed  elsewhere  in  this  report,  and 
I  now  present  the  full  text  of  the  official  correspondence  with  the  M.  U. 
authorities,  as  follows:

Believing  that  there  should  exist  between  these  two  great  organizations 
in  the  interest  of  humanity,  the  most  cordial  relations,  and  that  in  fact 
they  ought  never  to  have  been  separated,  they  will  readily  unite  with  the 
mother  Order  in  any  feasible  means  of  accomplishing  the  object  proposed.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Yours  of  the  20th  of  December,  1877,  has  been  re¬ 
ceived.  I  concur  with  you  in  the  opinion  which  you  express,  that  if  a  satis¬ 
factory  plan  could  be  devised  for  mutual  visitations  by  the  members  of  the 
Lodges  under  your  jurisdiction  and  ours,  it  would  promote  the  cause  of  Odd 
Fellowship  at  large.  No  argument,  it  appears  to  me,  is  necessary  to  establish 
this  fact.  Our  combined  force  now  exceeds  a  million ;  our  position  in  society 
constitutes  a  moral  power,  which  is  felt  in  the  community  as  one  of  the 
great  forces  of  the  masses.  The  talent  and  influence  which  it  exerts,  super- 
added,  strengthen  our  arms  immeasurably.  In  the  cause  of  humanity,  im¬ 
proved  civilization,  and  general  benevolence  which  follow,  who  shall  say 
what  such  an  alliance  would  accomplish  !  If  you  feel  such  an  interest  in 
the  subject  as  its  importance  challenges,  send  a  Commissioner  to  us  charged 
with  power  to  enter  into  and  conclude  a  treaty  on  the  subject  with  us.

Nothing  further  on  this  subject  has  been  received  from  the  authorities  of 
the  Manchester  Unity,  but  a  letter  from  Bro.  E.  Isaac  Baeza,  dated  Barbados, 
July  27th,  has  the  following:  “I  notice  by  the  English  newspapers,  that 
the  Annual  Movable  Committee  of  the  Manchester  Unity  gave  the  Board  of 
Directors  further  powers  in  relation  to  the  intercommunion  of  the  two 
Orders.” 

We  have  received  from  Bro.  James  Spey,  Prov.  Cor.  Secretary,  Plymouth 
District,  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  October  1,  1877, 
and  April  1,  1878.  From  the  latter  we  learn,  that  January  1,  1878,  the 
M.  Unity  had  526,802  members,  an  increase  of  8,432  for  the  year  1877. 
Travelers  were  relieved  at  6,128  places,  at  an  expenditure  of  $1,305.00,  an 
average  payment  of  $5.00  per  member.

EETUENS  FEOM  SUBOEDINATES. 

The  annual  reports  from  Encampments  and  Lodges  under  the  immedi- ' 
ate  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  have  generally  been 
transmitted  with  commendable  promptness.  It  will  be  seen,  however,  by  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  correspondence  and  the  tables  accompanying  this  report,  that 
Arizona  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Prescott,  xlrizona;  Thomas  Wildey  Lodge,  No.  1, 
London,  England;  North  Star  Lodge,  No.  2,  Winnipeg.  Manitoba;  Southern 
Watch  Encampment,  No.  1,  Valparaiso,  Chile;  Anglo-American  Encamp¬ 
ment,  No.  1.  London,  England;  Milicete  Encampment,  No.  11,  St.  John, 
N.  B. ;  Harmony  Encampment,  No.  1,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  have  failed  to 
report. 

ANNUAL  EEPOETS  OF  STATE  GEAND  BODIES. 

A  reference  to  the  correspondence  will  show  the  date  of  the  reception  of 
the  several  reports,  and  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  again  repeat  what  I 
have  so  often  urged  concerning  the  importance  of  a  prom j)t  transmission  of 
the  returns,  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  changing  the  figures  in  the  tables  after 
they  have  been  carefully  prepared  and  sent  to  the  printer.  Such  alterations 
are  required  every  year  by  the  delay  of  one  or  more  reports  to  reach  this 
office  until  August  or  September.  The  tables  show  that  with  the  exception  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile,  and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Carolina, 
returns  have  been  received  from  all  the  Subordinate  Grand  Bodies. 

DEATHS. 

The  mortality  in  this  Grand  Body  has  been  unusually  large  during  the 
current  year.  Among  the  names  on  the  roll  will  be  recognized  some  of  our 
most  zealous  and  useful,  as  well  as  life-long  laborers  and  devoted  members.

There  remains  however  to  be  added  to  the  honorable  death-roll  the  names 
of  two  distinguished  members,  whose  services  to  the  Order  claim  at  our  hands 
special  notice,  as  eminent  co-laborers  in  our  great  cause. 

Bro.  Nathan  Poetee,  Representative  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  Bro.  Feedeeick  D.  Stuaet,  P.  G.  Sire,  have  each  deceased  since 
last  we  met  in  this  Grand  Body.  The  comparatively  sudden  taking  off  of 
these  two  brethren,  the  one  at  his  post  of  official  duty  as  an  honored  senator 
of  California,  at  the  city  of  Sacramento,  January  6,  1878;  the  other  at  his 
home  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  January  25,  1878,  honored  and  be¬ 
loved  by  his  brethren  and  fellow-citizens,  was  flashed  across  the  continent 
almost  contemporaneously  by  the  telegraph,  diffusing  sincere  sorrow  at  the 
severity  of  the  calamity  inflicted  by  the  removal  of  two  illustrious  actors  from 
our  general  field  of  benefaction. 

Never  since  the  death  of  the  Great  Founder  has  the  Order  received  a  more 
severe  and  all  pervading  shock  ! 

Death  is  at  all  times  the  terrific  enemy  of  life.  A  mighty  power,  he  rules 
with  inexorable  law,  sparing  from  his  desolating  sweep  none  of  the  children 
of  men. 

Generations  of  the  race  have  appeared  and  disappeared  on  this  beautiful 
earth,  and  will  continue  to  disappear  from  its  face  under  his  Jiat.  God  has; 
so  ordained  it !  It  belongs  to  existence  !  Death  is,  and  ever  will  be,  in¬ 
separable  from  life.  It  is  the  antagonist  of  life.  Without  death  there 
can  be  no  life,  hence  philosophically,  logically,  and  spiritually,  they  are  in¬ 
separable.  The  terms  are  correlative.  Death  is  always  present,  although 
mankind  shuns  its  appearance,  and  seldom  dwells  upon  the  event  until  it, 
as  in  the  instance  before  us,  arrests  attention,  commands  a  check  abruptly 
to  the  business  of  life,  and  the  cherished  plans  and  relations  of  men.  How 
sad  the  contemplation,  yet  how  admirable  in  this  connection  the  just  Jaw  of 
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compensation,  that  God  has  implanted  immortality  in  the  soul  of  man,  which 
shall  live  always,  and  that  death  is  not  more  certain,  than  is  that  future  life 
which  beyond  controversy,  consoles,  comforts,  and  uplifts  the  stricken  and 
bereaved,  and  reconciles  to  the  sting  of  death. 

Our  brothers  who  have  departed,  although  dead,  are  alive;  let  us  rejoice 
that  the  same  law  which  exacts  the  death  of  the  body,  assures  endless  life  in 
another  and  better  world.  Yet  in  the  death  of  illustrious  men,  humanity 
mourns,  whilst  experience  registers  the  sacred  monition  upon  the  dial  of 
time,  that  “in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death.” 

Our  dearly  beloved  brethren,  as  Odd  Fellows,  had  thoroughly  grasped  and 
approved  its  system.  They  had  each  drank  deeply  at  its  crystal  fountain, 
were  profoundly  imbued  with  its  philosophy,  and  were  each  Odd  Fellows  in 
spirit  and  in  truth,  not  alone  in  name. 

In  this  connection  several  incidents  intimately  connected  with  the  death 
and  memory  of  our  illustrious  departed  brethren  worthy  of  commemoration 
are  annexed. 

One  is  a  presentation  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  by  Samuel  Yokke  AtLee,  P.  G. 
Kep.,  of  a  beautiful  cabinet-size  photo^aph  of  Bro.  Nathan  Porter,  G.  Kep. 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  California,  with  accompanying  remarks;  an¬ 
other  is  a  communication  from  Bro.  A.  0.  H.  P.  Sehorn,  P.G.  Eep.  of  Tennes¬ 
see,  to  the  G.  Cor.  and  Eec.  Secretary,  of  the  proceedings  of  Strangers’  Eefuge 
Lodge,  No.  14,  of  Tennessee,  in  testimony  of  its  high  appreciation  and  ad¬ 
miration  of  the  life  and  character  of  our  deceased  brother,  Frederick  D. 
Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire;  another  is  a  floral  memorial  from  the  coffin  of  our  belov¬ 
ed  deceased  brother  Stuart,  preserved  in  enduring  form  and  presented  by 
Bro.  J.  T.  Given,  G.  Eep.  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  now  mournfully 
graces  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office.

Dear  Brother  ErnGELv: 

The  Order  has  reason  to  deplore  the  death  of  Bro.  Nathan  Porter. 

Diligent  in  his  vocation,  zealous  in  Odd  Fellowship,  without  reproach  in 
his  domestic  relations,  unblemished  in  his  morals,  and  absolutely  free  from 
any  vicious  or  degrading  habit,  he  was,  as  an  upright  and  useful  citizen,  ex¬ 
celled  by  none  of  his  contemporaries. 

As  a  legislator  and  administrator  he  was  sagacious  and  skilful,  and  the 
parliamentary  annals  of  Ehode  Island  and  of  California  and  the  Journals  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  prove  the  industry,  punctuality,  and 
fidelity  with  which  he  discharged  his  duties. 

The  Journals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  of  which  body  he 
was  for  eight  years  a  continuous  member,  display  innumerable  evidences 
of  the  force  of  his  abilities  and  of  the  influence  of  his  character;  and  exhibit 
in  his  honor,  an  official  and  personal  biography  which  hardly  any  one  has 
equaled  and  which  no  one  has  surpassed. 

While  his  colleagues  and  his  associates  survive,  no  monument  is  required 
to  keep  his  virtues  in  remembrance;  but  when  all  who  have  known  our  de¬ 
ceased  brother  shall  have  followed  him  to  the  gi’ave,  posterity  will  seek  some 
bodily  portraiture  of  one  who  had  done  the  Order  so  much  service;  and  to 
gratify  that  desire,  I  offer,  through  you,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  this  likeness  of  Bro.  Porter. 

It  was  a  gift  from  him  to  me,  and  while  he  lived,  I  should  never  have  part¬ 
ed  with  it;  but  his  death,  although  enhancing  its  value,  admonishes  me 
that  my  custody  of  it  is  uncertain ;  and  that,  before  it  be  too  late,  I  should 
find  for  it  a  permanent  and  more  appropriate  place  of  deposit.  With  that 
view  I  offer  it  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  in  whose  gallery  of 
distinguished  Odd  Fellows  it  will,  I  trust,  be  an  ornament  from  generation 
to  generation.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Strangers’  Refuge  Lodge.  No.  14,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  ap¬ 
pointed  me  as  a  committee  of  one  to  correspond  with  you  in  relation  to  tbe 
action  of  said  Lodge,  on  learning  of  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Stuart; 
you  will  therefore  accept  this  as  a  sufficient  apology  for  this  communication. 

Under  the  head  of  “The  Good  of  the  Order,”  P.  G.  Rep.  Sehorn  spoke  as 
follows : 

‘  ‘  Although  we  Know  that  death  is  the  inevitable  lot  of  us  all,  yet  it  is  sad  to 
contemplate  the  death  of  the  great  and  noble  hearted,  and  ever  faithful  work¬ 
ers  for  the  advancement  of  American  Odd  Fellowship.  There  is  not  an  Qdd 
Fellow,  old  or  young,  high  or  low,  in  our  beloved  Order,  that  has  not  heard 
'of  the  untiring  zeal  and  great  work  done  for  Odd  Fellowship  by  Frederick 
D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire;  but  alas  !  his  noble  spirit  has  taken  wings,  and  his 
earthly  form  lies  still  and  pulseless  in  the  grave. 

“He  died  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  January  25th.  Although  he  is  dead,  yet 
his  noble  works  are  left  as  monuments,  more  enduring  than  any  granite 
shaft  erected  by  man.  His  efforts  in  behalf  of  American  Odd  Fellowship  will 
be  felt  by  the  yet  unborn  millions  of  our  race,  and  therefore,  as  a  slight  token 
of  the  high  esteem  in  which  P.  G.  Sire  Stuart  was  held  by  the  members  of 
this  Lodge,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  the  family  cf  our  dis¬ 
tinguished  and  deceased  brother. 

“  Resolved,  ThatP.G.  Rep.  Sehorn  be  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to  con¬ 
vey  the  foregoing  to  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely,  and  request  him  to  commu¬ 
nicate  the  same  to  the  children  of  Bro.  Stuart.  ”

A  beautifully  engrossed  tribute  to  the  memory  of  P.  G.  Sire  Stuart  has 
been  presented  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  by  Potomac  Lodge,  No.  38,  Alexandria, 
Virginia,  and  will  be  appropriately  framed  and  carefully  preserved. 

DROPPING  OR  SUSPENDING  FOR  NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

This  has  been  a  source  of  serious  loss  of  membership  for  many  years,  and 
particularly  of  late,  caused,  doubtless  in  a  great  degree,  by  the  depressed  and 
deranged  condition  of  commerce  and  the  industries  of  the  country.  Some 
effort  should  be  made  to  check  this  growing  drain  upon  the  Order,  by  legis¬ 
lation  which  will  mitigate  the  stringency  of  our  existing  laws,  yet  will  not 
interfere  with  their  necessary  and  proper  enforcement.  Few  are  aware  of 
the  actual  loss  incurred  through  this  channel,  and  the  figures  when  aggre¬ 
gated  are  simply  appalling. 

By  reference  to  the  tables  found  in  the  Journals  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  from 
1866  to  1877  inclusive,  pages  3907,  4103,  4280,  4530,  4777,  5083,  5367,  5670, 
6088,  6090,  6440,  6441,  6444,  6445,  6836,  6837,  6840,  6841,  7286,  7287,  7290, 
7291,  and  the  present  report  of  the  G.  Cor.  and  Rec.  Secretary,  it  will  be 
found  that  280,458  brothers  have  been  suspended.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio 
failed  to  report,  in  1866  and  1867,  the  number  suspended,  but  referring  to 
the  Journal  of  that  Grand  Body,  I  find  Journal  of  1866,  page  14,  “  dropped 
816,”  and  Journal  of  1867,  page  24,  “dropped  815,'’ which  makes  the  total 
number  of  suspensions  from  July  1,  1865,  to  December  31,  1877  (twelve  years 
and  six  months),  282,089,  nearly  one-third  of  the  entire  number  initiated 
since  1830.  The  same  tables  show  that  58, 076  members  were  reinstated,  and 
others  have  doubtless  renewed  their  connection  with  the  Order  through  the 
medium  of  “Dismissal  Certificates,”  but  as  only  18,700  of  such  certificates 
have  been  issued  from  this  office,  if  all  had  been  used  in  that  way  (a  very 
improbable  conclusion),  the  fact  remains  that  205,313  members  suspended 
within  the  period  of  thirteen  years  have  been  lost  to  the  Order. 

Without  making  a  particular  calculation  of  the  ratio  of  “  reinstatements  ’’ 
to  “suspensions  ”  it  may  be  stated  in  general  terms  that  for  the  years  1865- 
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1866,  they  amounted  to  nearly  one-half^  for  1867  and  1868  to  about  one-third; 
for  1869,  ’70,  and  ’71,  to  about  one-fourth;  for  1872,  to  about  one-fifth;  for 
1873,  ’4,  and  ’5,  to  about  one-sixth;  for  1876,  to  about  one-seventh;  for  1877,  to 
Sihovii  one-eighth ;  the  suspensions  in  1877  being  41,804;  the  reinstatements, 
5,058,  or  a  fraction  more  than  12  per  cent.  For  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1866,  the  suspensions,  including  816  in  Ohio,  were  6,731,  and  the  reinstate¬ 
ments  3,213,  being  about  47f  per  cent. 

The  subject  is  one  of  vital  character,  and  demands  thorough  examination 
and  careful  decision.  Our  attention  has  been  invited  to  this  important  mat¬ 
ter,  especially  by  our  worthy  brother  Schuylee  Colfax,  P.  O.  Eepresentative, 
whose  views,  so  clearly  expressed,  are  worthy  of  the  earnest  attention  of  this 
Orand  Lodge.  From  his  letter,  dated  South  Bend,  Aug.  10,  1878,  I  quote 
the  following: 

“  All  Odd  Fellows  have  witnessed  with  regret,  that  during  the  past  few 
jears  our  losses  of  those  dropped  from  membership  for  non-payment  of  dues 
Lave  been  so  large,  and  it  is  evident  enough  without  argument,  that  the 
steadily  increasing  stringency  of  the  times  for  the  past  five  years  has  been 
the  most  potential  cause  for  the  losses.  A  member  finds  it  difiicult  to  pay 
Lis  dues  promptly  and  also  all  his  family  expenses.  He  falls  in  arrears;  first 
loses  his  right  to  benefits,  then  becomes  irregular  in  attendance,  and  when 
the  year  expires  is  dropped  from  membership,  losing  his  former  interest  in 
the  Lodge,  and  is  thus,  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  lost  entirely  to  the 
Order. 

“It  has  seemed  to  me  that  many  out  of  this  one  or  two  hundred  thousand 
•dropped  Odd  Fellows  might  again  become  contributing  and  working  mem- 
Lers  in  good  standing,  if  a  simultaneous  and  earnest  effort  in  that  direction 
was  made  throughout  the  jurisdiction,  and  this  conviction  has  been  strength¬ 
ened  by  the  well-known  fact  that  the  prosperity  of  the  Order  in  California 
ean  be  traced  back  to  the  facilities  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  gave  for  the  readmission 
into  the  Order  there  of  the  thousands  of  Eastern  brethren,  who  going  thither 
for  gold  and  unable  to  attend  Lodges  regularly,  had  become,  without  any 
offence  against  our  laws.  Ancient  Odd  Fellows. 

“  If  this  strikes  you  favorably,  your  long  experience  in  the  administration  of 
our  laws  would  suggest  to  your  mind  the  proper  method  of  bringing  about 
the  auspicious  result  contemplated  in  this  fraternal  letter;  but  if  you  were 
to  ask  me  what  I  would  advise,  I  would  suggest,  as  one  out  of  several  plans, 
to  authoritatively  recommend  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  that  between  New 
Year’s  and  our  Sixtieth  Anniversary,  they  notify  every  ex-Odd  Fellow  within 
their  jurisdiction,  who  has  been  dropped  for  no  other  cause  than  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues  (and  I  would  add  all  who  had  dropped  out  from  expiration  of 
final  card),  that  the  Lodge  by  a  waiver  of  the  law  limitating  their  reinstation 
within  one  year  from  their  suspension,  would  consider  an  application  for  res¬ 
toration,  if  accompanied  by  the  payment  of  one  year’s  dues.  The  Order  would 
thus  take  the  initiative,  and  open  the  door  through  which  many  would  re¬ 
turn,  who  might  feel  it  difficult  to  take  the  initiative  themselves. 

“  Lecturing  over  the  country  from  New  England  to  California,  I  have  con¬ 
versed  with' so  many'^ex-Odd  Fellows,  who  have  told  me  they  did  not  apply  for 
restoration  because  the  year  had  expired,  or  because  the  Lodge  did  not  seem 
to  feel  any  further  interest  in  them,  I  am  quite  sure,  if  some  such  plan  as  I 
Lave  indicated  received  tLe  favorable  sanction  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  a  large 
proportion  of  these  brethren  could  be  restored  to  our  rolls  as  working  mem- 
Lers,  a  consummation  most  devoutly  to  be  wished. 

“  Excuse  these  suggestions,  prompted  only  by  earnest  interest  in  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  our  Order.” 

TRANSLATION  OF  THE  RITUAL  INTO  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES. 

As  heretofore  stated  in  this  report,  at  the  last  session  the  Grand  Sire  and 
the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretary  were  authorized  to  have 
the  manuscript  translation  of  the  ritual  in  the  Holland  language,  presented 
Ly  D.  B.  G.  Sire  OsTHEiM,  “thoroughly  and  critically  examined,  and  when 
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found  to  bo  correct,  that  the  same  be  printed.”  The  Grand  Lodge  also  au¬ 
thorized  a  translation  into  the  Bohemian  language  and  a  new  translation  into 
the  French  language,  “to  be  done  under  the  authority  and  superintendence 
of  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary",  provided  that  the  same 
be  done  without  expense  to  this  Grand’  Lodge,  such  translations  to  be  re¬ 
ported  to  the  next  session.”  On  this  important  subject  I  have  to  report,  that 
shortly  after  the  close  of  the  last  session,  Bro,  Ostheim  requested  a  return  of 
the  manuscript  furnished  by  him,  for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting 
the  same.  The  translation  was  accordingly  mailed  to  him,  and  was  duly  re¬ 
ceived  and  acknowledged.  As  appears  by  the  correspondence,  he  returned 
the  manuscript  of  the  charge  book  on  the  20th  of  April,  and  it  is  now  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  No  steps  have  been  taken  to  have  the  work 
printed,  because  of  the  incapacity  of  the  Grand  Ofl&cers  to  cause  the  same  ta 
be  critically  examined  and  its  merits  passed  upon. 

A  translation  of  the  charge  book  into  the  Bohemian  language  was  trans¬ 
mitted  by  Rep.  Haskins,  of  New  York,  and  is  herewith  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  session  of  1877  (Journal,  7511),  a  German  translation 
was  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  and  the  same  is 
herewith  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Normanna  Lodge,  No.  260,  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin,  proposes  to  furnish,  in 
time  for  presentation  at  this  session,  a  translation  into  the  Norwegian  lan¬ 
guage. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  a  proper  compensation  be  voted  to  procure 
translations  of  the  ritual  into  such  foreign  languages  as  may  be  thought  prop¬ 
er,  and  that  the  scholarship,  character,  and  standing  of  the  author  be  deemed 
a  satisfactory  guaranty  of  the  fidelity  and  sufficiency  of  the  work  when  per¬ 
formed,  to  which  end  no  person  be  employed  except  avouched  for  as  amply 
proficient  for  the  purpose. 

LIFE  INSURANCE. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  several 
communications  on  the  subject  of  “  life  insurance,”  “  endowments,”  or  “  en¬ 
larged  funeral  benefits,”  as  the  matter  is  referred  to  under  these  several  heads 
by  Grand  Secretaries.  It  is  asserted  that  new  institutions  possessing  the  fea¬ 
ture  of  assuring  by  the  Grand  or  Supreme  Body,  to  the  family  of  a  member, 
a  stipulated  sum  in  the  event  of  his  death,  are  making  serious  inroads  upon 
the  ranks  of  the  Order.  The  failure  of  a  number  of  incorporated  life  insur¬ 
ance  companies  has  doubtless  given  an  impetus  to  insurance  of  this  charac¬ 
ter,  as  members  who  have  suffered  by  the  collapse  of  the  companies  to  which 
they  had  contributed  for  years,  believe  their  interests  are  safer  in  such  insti¬ 
tutions  as  our  Order  than  in  the  hands  of  corporations  that  have  too  frequent¬ 
ly  proved  unworthy  of  confidence. 

The  remarks  of  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  Minnesota,  Ontario,  Tennessee,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  deserve 
careful  examination  and  consideration. 

DEGREE  OF  REBEKAH. 

The  complaint  is  general  that  Lodges  of  this  degree  are  not  meeting  with 
the  success  that  was  hoped  for  when  such  bodies  were  authorized.  Grand 
Secretaries  advise  of  their  inability  to  procure  correct  returns,  and  many 
abandon  the  task.  The  legislation  authorizing  Charters  to  be  forfeited  for 
failure  to  report  has  not  been  generally  heeded,  and  Lodges  though  virtually 
defunct  for  years  are  still  kept  on  the  roll.  With  the  exception  of  Maine, 
Massachusetts.  New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont,  where  anything  is  said  on  the 
subject  it  is  asserted  that  there  is  no  interest  in  the  Lodges,  and  in  many  in¬ 
stances  the  project  is  pronounced  a  failure. 

THE  NEW  DIPLOMA. 

The  steel  plate  for  a  new  certificate  of  membership  was  completed  early  in 
April,  and  the  following  circular  dated  April  15,  1878,  was  issued : 
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The  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  1875  authorized  a  new 
Diploma,  or  Certificate  of  Membership,  to  be  prepared,  but  the  committee 
deferred  action  on  the  same  until  about  a  year,  ago,  when,  in  order  to  meet  a 
pressing  demand  for  a  new  Diploma,  a  contract  was  made  for  a  certificate 
from  an  original  design  presented  b}^  Bro.  Wm.  H.  Dougal,  of  Georgetown, 
-D.  C.  The  steel  plate  has  been  completed,  and  impressions  from  the  same 
on  heavy  plate  paper,  19x21:  inches,  will  be  ready  for  delivery  on  and  after 
'May  1,  i878. 

The  engraving  is  about  15x20  inches,  and  is  thus  described  by  Bro.  Wm. 
H.  Dougax,,  the  artist : 

“At  the  top,  above  all,  is  ‘The  All-seeing  Eye;’  immediately  beneath  it  a 
shield  with  monogram  ‘  F.  L.  T. ,  ’  encircled  with  the  motto :  ‘  Friendship, 
Love,  Truth.’  On  the  right  and  left  of  the  shield  are  outspread  wings,  sig¬ 
nifying  Power  and  Dominion ;  they  symbolize  the  universal  spread  and  pow¬ 
erful  protecting  care  of  the  Order. 

“At  the  base  on  the  right  the  genius  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  represented 
Educating  the  Orphans,  and  on  the  left  engaged  in  ministering  to  the  Sick 
and  Distressed.  Above  these  figures  are  clusters  of  Palm  and  Olive  branch¬ 
es,  typical  of  Victory  and  Peace. 

“All  the  emblems  of  the  Order  are  beautifully  and  systematically  displayed 
and  grouped  in  the  engraving.” 

This  certificate  is  adapted  for  members  of  Lodges  or  Encampments,  and  is 
regarded,  by  those  who  have  examined  it,  as  a  handsome  specimen  of  the  skill 
and  taste  of  an  accomplished  artist,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  generally  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  members  of  the  Order. 

BOOK  OF  ODES  WITH  MUSIC. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies,  as  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
caused  “the  Odes  as  now  prescribed  to  be  printed  with  suitable  music,”  and 
the  work,  a  book  of  48  pages,  was  ready  for  delivery  in  June.  A  variety  of 
tunes  are  presented,  and,  so  far  as  advised,  the  selection  of  music  meets 
with  general  approval. 

DIGEST. 

I  have  heretofore  suggested  that  the  Grand  Lodge  now  needs  an  entire  new 
Digest  of  its  laws.  We  ought  to  have  a  work  that  will  present,  in  a  compact 
and  connected  form,  an  entire  Digest  of  our  laws  as  they  now  exist.  This 
should  appear  in  a  single  volume,  free  from  extraneous,  repealed,  modified, 
or  obsolete  subjects  interpolated  with  the  text,  presenting  the  law  as  it  is, 
distinctively  and  authoritatively.  Instead  of  such  a  reliable  system  of  juris¬ 
prudence,  we  have  in  the  present  Digest  and  Supplement  a  mass  of  repealed 
und  modified  law,  made  so  by  the  necessity  of  continuously  progressive  le¬ 
gislation  during  many  years,  by  which  the  Digest  is  loaded  down,  and  the 
research  for  the  correct  law  is  often  rendered  as  tedious  and  difficult  as  is 
the  separation  of  wheat  from  the  chaff.  The  Grand  Cor.  and  Eec.  Secretary 
accordingly  recommends  the  preparation  of  a  new  and  appropriate  Digest. 
The  present  work  is  condemned  for  no  special  fault.  It  has  done  good  ser¬ 
vice  in  its  day,  and  only  now  is  required  to  give  way  to  a  better  work,  by 
reason  of  the  circumstances  of  its  position.  The  legislation  has  outgrown 
the  situation,  and  can  only  be  adequately  adapted  to  the  altered  exigency  by 
the  publication  of  an  entire  new  work.  At  the  last  session  this  subject  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pi’inting  Supplies,  who  will  present  their  views, 
and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  report  at 
this  session  a  plan  for  a  new  Digest  or  Code  of  existing  laws. 

FINANCES.

The  revenue  (adding  amount  due)  is  $5,475.69  less  than  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  August  31,  1877.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  balance  due 
Sept.  1,  1876,  was  $7,795.10  (Journal,  page  6814),  and  the  balance  Sept.  1, 
3877,  was  $2,602.54,  a  dilBference  of  $5,192.56,  to  which  the  canceled  indebt¬ 
edness  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Carolina, 
$413.00,  being  added,  the  amount  is  $5,605.67,  so  that  there  is  little  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  amount  of  actual  revenue  for  the  two  years.  The  number 
of  orders  for  supplies,  received  and  executed,  is  533  (many  of  them  for  sin¬ 
gle  books  or  diplomas),  exceeding  by  195  the  orders  for  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  statement  of  receipts,  tables  showing  the  de¬ 
tails  of  receipt  and  disbursement  of  supplies,  the  balances  appearing  on  the 
Ledger  after  the  close  of  the  books,  and  a  balance-sheet,  exhibiting  the  en¬ 
tire  transactions  for  the  year,  are  presented.  The  last  column  of  the  latter 
shows  the  actual  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
assets  have  decreased  from  $70,661.88  in  1874  to  $48,300.12  in  1878.  As  a 
matter  of  comparison,  the  following  table,  exhibiting  the  assets  in  1874, 
1877,  and  1878,  as  printed  on  pages  6087,  7285,  and  in  the  present  report, 
with  the  increase  and  decrease  sustained  by  the  operations  of  last  year,  is 
presented ;

United  States  Bonds  appear  in  the  balance-sheet  of  1874  as  $26,000,  and  in 
1877  as  $17,500,  the  Bonds  belonging  to  the  Wildey  Monument  Fund, 
$2,000,  being  included  in  those  years. 

The  “History  of  the  Order”  account,  heretofore  included  in  the  assets  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  has  been  closed  by  Profit  and  Loss,  which  makes  the  ap¬ 
parent  deficit  of  the  last  year  $1,504.50  more  than  the  actual  loss. 

JOTJENAL  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 

Volume  VIII.  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  sessions  of  1874  and  1875, 
with  a  general  index  of  the  Journals  from  1868  to  1875  inclusive,  being  Vol¬ 
umes  VI.,  Vn.,  and  VIII.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  proceedings 
of  1876,  1877,  and  1878,  with  a  proper  index,  will  make  a  volume  of  suitable 
size,  and  should  be  published  as  Volume  IX.  I  recommend  that  this  sub¬ 
ject  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

GRAND  secretary’s  OFFICE. 

The  books  of  this  office  are  kept,  as  contemplated  by  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies  in  1873,  “in  a  systematic  manner,”  that  is,  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  double-entry,  as  the  Journals  of  1874-5-6-7  attest.  This  system, 
generally  considered  the  only  reliable  method  of  book-keeping,  exhibits  in 
the  balance-sheet  annually  published  the  entire  operations  of  the  office  for 
the  year. 

There  are  some  laws  in  existence,  which,  while  they  do  not  conflict  with 
any  system  of  book-keeping,  yet,  in  order  to  comply  with  their  provisions, 
special  books  must  be  prepared,  and  much  additional  labor  is  thereby  en¬ 
tailed,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  G.  C.  and  R.  Secretary  the  repeal  of  such 
legislation  will  be  a  wise  measure.  I  allude  to  the  law  of  1855  (Digest,  Sec¬ 
tion  30),  as  follows:  “  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  open  an 
account  in  his  books  with  each  specific  appropriation,  charging  to  such  ap¬ 
propriations  severally  the  amount  reported  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
placing  to  the  credit  of  such  amount  all  payments  made  on  account  thereof ; 
and  in  no  case  shall  such  payments  exceed  the  amount  of  the  specific  appro¬ 
priation  on  account  of  which  they  are  made,  nor  shall  any  transfer  of  appro¬ 
priation  be  allowed  without  the  consent  of  this  Grand  Lodge.”  A  single 
instance,  of  many  that  might  be  educed,  will  show  that  the  enforcement  of 
this  law  would  seriously  retard  the  progress  of  the  Order  and  cripple  the 
finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  In  1873  (Journal,  p.  5943),  an  appropriation 
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was  made  ‘  ‘  for  printing  odes  and  cards,  $500. 00.  ”  Tlie  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  in  1874  (Journal,  p.  6085',  shows,  among  other  expenditures,  for 
odes,  $431.56;  visiting  and  withdrawal  cards,  $1,106.08  ;  Rebekah  cards, 
$66.65;  dismissal  certificates,  $52.75;  total,  $1,657.04.  I  also  note  that  in 
1873  there  was  no  appropriation  for  diplomas,  yet  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  in  1874  (Journal,  p.  6086)  shows  that  the  expenditure  on  that  ac¬ 
count  was  $178.51.  It  is  manifest  that  the  above  law  ought  to  be  rescinded, 
for  it  is  inapplicable  to  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  being  impossible 
for  any  committee,  however  competent,  to  determine  the  amount  that  will 
be  required  for  certain  articles  of  supplies  during  the  year. 

A  resolution,  found  in  Digest,  Section  31,  requests  the  Grand  Secretary 
“to  arrange  in  his  tabular  statement  of  receipts,  in  parallel  columns,  the 
amounts  for  each  specific  purpose  received  from  each  Grand  Jurisdiction 
and  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encampment  under  this  Grand  Body.  ”  This 
request  has  been  complied  with  by  the  annual  publication  of  such  a  tabular 
statement  as  was  indicated  in  the  resolution,  though  the  advantage  of  such 
arrangement  has  never  been  apparent,  and  every  useful  purpose,  it  would 
seem,  might  be  subserved  by  stating  the  aggregate  amount  of  receipts  from 
each  body,  thus  saving  considerable  expense  in  printing,  and  lessening  the 
labor  of  preparing  the  financial  tables  at  a  period  when  there  is  little  time  to 
devote  to  such  work.  Or,  if  the  receipts  for  odes,  cards,  etc.,  are  placed 
under  the  general  head  of  “Supplies,”  the  matter  embraced  in  eight  or  nine 
columns  may  be  presented  under  the  several  heads  of  Balance,  Supplies, 
Representative  Tax,  and  Total,  and  save  the  expense  of  three  or  four  pages 
of  ‘  ‘  rule  and  figure  work.  ”  As  the  tables  are  now  prepared,  it  will  be  seen 
that  unless  a  separate  book  is  kept,  or  the  ledger  is  specially  ruled  with  col¬ 
umns  for  the  several  items,  the  amount  of  each  payment  must  be  divided 
among  the  various  objects  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

I  beg,  therefore,  to  suggest  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  consider  the 
propriety  of  rescinding  the  resolutions  referred  to. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

At  too  late  an  hour  for  insertion  in  their  appropriate  places  the  following 
were  received : 

South  Carolina  — Bro.  Robert  James,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  Au¬ 
gust  7th,  wrote:  “I  forward  to-day  my  annual  return.  I  regret  its  delay, 
but  hope  it  will  appear  in  your  Revised  Journal.  You  will  perceive  that  we 
are  still  going  backward.  Our  loss  last  year  of  51  may  be  considered  our 
gain,  as  they  were  among  that  class  of  members  who  took  no  interest  in  the 
Order. 

‘  ‘  Our  treasury  is  still  empty,  which  prevents  me  from  paying  our  Repre¬ 
sentative  tax  of  $75. 

‘  ‘  I  have  not  been  able  to  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  our  Proceedings  for 
1877  and  1878,  from  the  fact  that  we  have  no  money  to  print  them.” 

Germany. — On  the  28th  of  August,  the  following  from  Grand  Secretary 
Meyendorf,  dated  Berlin,  August  10th,  was  received: 

“Communications  have  been  sent  to  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  Stuttgart,  and 
Denmark  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Copenhagen,  and  I  have  advised  the  latter  to  re¬ 
mit  to  you  thirty  dollars  for  Charter  fee.  I  have  also  forwarded  to  Denmark 
Lodge,  for  immediate  use,  25  Traveling  and  10  Withdrawal  Cards,  also  one 
Digest,  which  I  took  from  my  stock  on  hand,  for  all  of  which  I  received  the 
stated  amount,  and  I  have  reimbursed  the  Lodge  the  sixty  marks  previously 
paid  to  me.  Our  account  is  therefore  exactly  balanced,  with  the  exception 
of  two  Charge,  two  Degree,  and  two  Rebekah  Degree  Books,  which  you  will 
be  pleased  to  supply  me  with  at  your  convenience. 

“Referring  to  my  communication  of  July  16th,  as  to  the  three  Withdrawal 
Cards,  I  remark  that  they  belong  to  Bros.  Rath,  Tratz,  and  Hofemeyer,  and 
are  yet  unsigned. 

“  In  response  to  a  communication  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  Bro.  Praetorius,  in  his  official  capacity  as 
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D.  D.  G.  Sire,  a  petition  lias  been  prepared  for  iiresentation  to  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.,  asking  a  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  Denmark  Lodge,  'which 
sum,  it  is  presumed,  ''i^dll  about  cover  its  outlay. 

“I  am  convinced  that  this  year’s  session  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  ’s\dll  conduce  greatly  to  tho  jirosperity  of  our  beloved  Order, 
and  I  feel  assured  that  its  decisions  upon  such  matters  as  may  be  brought 
before  it  will  not  only  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order,  but  contribute  to 
the  ’^’elfare  of  humanity. 

“I  request  that  you  will  transmit  to  the  M.  ’\V.  Grand  Sire,  as  well  as  to' 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
my  fraternal  greeting  and  the  assurance  of  my  highest  esteem  and  consid¬ 
eration.” 

THE  EPIDEMIC  IX  THE  SOUTH. 

The  unfortunate  visitation  of  the  dreaded  yellow  fever  to  several  cities  of 
Louisiana,  Mississipjii,  and  Tennessee  has  been  brought  to  the  official  notice 
of  the  Grand  Secretary  by  the  reception  of  fifty  dollars  from  LTnion  Lodge, 
No.  1,  Denver,  Colorado,  on  the  3d  day  of  September,  as  “a  donation  to  the 
brethren  in  the  South  who  are  suffering  from  yellow  fever.”  Bro.  A.  J. 
WooDBUKY,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lmion  Lodge,  remarked  : 
“As  you  have  facilities  for  knowing  at  what  point  or  points  the  money  can 
be  best  appropriated,  we  place  the  sum  in  your  hands,  knowing  that  you 
will  willingly  attend  to  its  distribution.”  In  the  exercise  of  the  discretion 
vested  in  me,  the  amount  was  jiromptly  transmitted,  in  currency,  by  the 
Adams  Express  Comj)any,  free  of  charge,  to  John  H.  McKexzie,  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  Summit,  Mississippi. 

On  the  4th  day  of  September  a  draft  for  fifty  dollars  was  received  from  J. 
M.  Noeman,  P.  Sec’y  of  Denver  Lodge,  No.  4,  Denver,  Colorado,  the  contri¬ 
bution  of  that  Lodge  “to  the  Odd  Fellows’  Belief  Committee  of  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  for  the  benefit  of  the  suffering  Odd  FelloAvs  of  that  city.  ”  This 
remittance  was  dulj^  acknowledged,  but,  in  the  absence  of  information  as  to 
the  organization  of  a  “Belief  Committee”  in  Memphis,  the  transmission  of 
the  amount  was  delayed  until  the  reception  of  advice  as  to  whom  the  money 
should  be  paid. 

Germania  Lodge,  No.  14,  Denver,  Colorado,  has  also  sent  to  this  office 
twenty- five  dollars,  “to  be  distributed  to  vellow  fever  suffering  districts 
South.” 

This  splendid  offering  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  by  the  three 
Lodges  in  Denver,  is  W'orthy  of  all  commendation,  and  it  is  not  to  be 
doubted  that  the  Order  generally  has  now,  as  heretofore,  promptly  responded 
to  the  appeals  for  relief  which  have  come  from  the  sadly  afflicted  cities  of  the 
South. 

In  this  connection  I  have  also  to  state,  that  on  the  1st  of  September  a  tel¬ 
egram  was  received  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Dakota,  asking  to  whom  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  sufferers  by  yellow  fever  should  be  sent.  He  was  advised 
to  remit  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi. 

The  mail  of  September  7th  brought  the  following;

Deae  SiE  AND  Bko.  , — Inclosed  you  will  please  find  bill  of  exchange  for 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150),  which  amount  has  been  contributed 
by  this  Association  for  the  relief  of  our  brethren  in  the  South,  who  are  suf¬ 
fering  from  yellow  fever.  It  is  the  'wish  of  the  Association  that  the  money 
be  equally  distributed  between  the  States  of  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  and 
Louisiana,  and,  not  kno'^^ung  the  addresses  of  the  Grand  Officers  of  those 
States,  we  send  the  funds  to  you,  with  a  request  that  you  forward  the  money 
to  its  destination.

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CONCLUSION. 

The  evidence  deducible  from  the  facts  and  figures  of  this  report  indicate  a 
material  shrinkage  in  the  assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  past  fiscal  year, 
arising  chiefly  from  the  extraordinary  appropriations,  aggregating  $6, 0i  )0.  The 
deficit  revenue,  although  more  marked  during  the  past  few  years  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  jurisdiction,  has  been  chiefly  developed,  during  the  current  year,  in  the 
middle,  southern,  and  western  portions  of  the  country,  although  it  has  not 
wholly  been  unfelt  in  the  more  favored  sections  of  the  north,  including  the 
Grand  Bodies  of  Ontario  where  Odd  Fellowship  is  eminently  prosperous. 
The  business  depression  in  the  Order  at  large  which  has  prevailed  generally 
for  several  years,  has  been  growing,  and  is  by  common  consent  referable  to 
its  true  cause,  viz. :  the  continued  paralysis  which  has  pursued  commerce 
and  industry.  Since  the  close  of  our  Civil  War,  much  of  the  antecedent  cap¬ 
ital  and  wealth  of  the  country  has  disappeared  as  the  inevitable  effect  of  that 
unhappy  strife  in  the  enormous  waste  of  war.  It  is  contended,  that  the  loss 
of  this  wealth  has  not  only  not  been  restored,  but,  to  the  contrary,  the 
industry  of  the  country,  which  is  the  basis  of  wealth,  has  been  inadequately 
rewarded,  and  the  products  of  manufacture  and  agriculture  have  been  unre- 
munerative.  Without  venturing  to  discuss  such  extraneous  subjects  in  this 
report  we  remark  as  germane  to  the  subject,  that  our  Order  is  not  exempt 
from  the  influence  which  business  prosperity  entails  upon  all  institutions 
which  require  the  aid  of  capital.  Besides,  the  foreign  world  has  but  recently 
ceased  its  bitter  strife  of  war,  leaving  behind  all  the  evils  which  follow  in 
its  train,  including  its  fearful  waste  and  general  business  derangement. 
Hence  we  are  admonished  that  the  end  of  financial  depression  is  not  yet,  and 
that  the  blessing  of  general  peace  to  mankind  is  still  in  abeyance,  and  must 
await  events  which  ripen  as  natural  fruit,  from  legitimate  and  cognate 
causes.  We  may  reasonably  indulge  the  hope  that  the  future  prospect  of 
commerce,  agriculture,  and  general  business  will  soon  begin  to  brighten,  and 
that  Odd  Fellowship  will  then  revive,  and  be  lifted  to  its  normal  vigor  as  a 
potential  element  and  moral  force.  Meanwhile  it  is  our  duty  and  privilege 
to  apply  the  experience  acquired  to  our  proper  enlightenment,  to  deduce  wis¬ 
dom  from  its  pregnant  lessons,  and  to  do  all  that  we  can  to  improve  and 
defend  the  position.  To  apply  ourselves  to  a  judicious  and  intelligent  econ¬ 
omy,  consistent  with  our  obligations,  the  just  benefactions  which  arise  out 
of  them,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  which  they  involve.  There  is 
no  cause  for  alarm.  We  may  confidently  rely  upon  the  Supreme  Head  of 
the  Order;  we  have  in  past  emergencies  done  so,  and  it  has  always  proved 
itself  equal  to  the  crisis,  and  ever  will  beyond  all  peradventure.  The  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  our  position,  we  have  not  improvidently  suj)erinduced.  The 
administration  has  been,  as  heretofore,  wise,  economical,  and  prudent,  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  magnitude  and  important  interests  of  the  million  which 
it  represents  and  sustains,  and  may  be  therefore  confidently  relied  upon 
to  provide  as  adequate  a  finance  system  in  the  future  as  it  has  done  in  the 
long  past.

To  the  end  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  understand  this  money  account, 
it  is  proper  to  state  that  while  the  debit  side  of  the  Treasurer’s  account  ex¬ 
hibits  the  total  amount  chargeable  to  that  officer,  it  does  not  in  the  aggregate 
indicate  the  revenue  proper  for  the  fiscal  year,  for  the  reason  that  it  includes 
a  cash  balance  of  $13,474.91,  brought  forward  from  August  31,  1877,  the  date 
of  the  closing  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  also  includes  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  $7,500  of  United  States  5-20  bonds  of  1865,  amounting  to 
$7,778.37.  Deducting  those  two  items  from  the  aggregate  amount  of  cash 
which  the  Grand  Treasurer  charges  himself  with,  to  wit,  $52,633.80;  and  it 
will  show  that  the  revenue  proper  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  the  31st  of 
August,  1878,  was  $31,380.52;  which  was  derived  from  the  following  sources,

On  the  other  hand,  the  general  depression  of  trade  and  productive  indus¬ 
try,  the  depreciation  in  the  values  of  property  and  productions,  and  the 
scarcity  of  employment  for  those  who  depend  upon  physical  labor  for  sup¬ 
port,  that  have  marked  the  times  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  in  all  the  do¬ 
main  of  the  United  States,  in  addition  to  other  causes  known  to  those  famil- 
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iar  with  the  distribution  of  supplies  to  subordinate  Grand  Jurisdictions,  have 
contributed  to  affect  the  sources  of  revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the 
period  indicated.  The  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  Order,  in  the  matter  of 
their  membership,  and  in  their  revenues,  have  not  been  exempt  from  the 
prejudicial  effects  of  the  state  of  the  country.  A  favorable  change  in  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  people  will  bring  with  it  a  more  vigorous  vitality  in  all  the  de¬ 
partments  of  the  Order. 

The  available  assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge— which  means  cash  monej^  and 
that  which  can  at  pleasure  be  converted  into  cash — on  the  day  of  making  up

It  may  be  observed  by  an  examination  of  the  tabular  statement  that  the 
Grand  Treasurer  disposed  of  $7,500  of  U.  S.  bonds.  The  sale  of  $5,5C0  of 
these  was  rendered  necessary  to  contribute  to  the  payment  of  the  mileage 
and  per  diem  of  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  printing  of 
the  Daily  and  Revised  Journals,  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  first 
few  months  of  the  year.  The  other  $2,000  of  bonds  were  called  in  by  the 
government  on  the  30th  of  July,  1878,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  same  contrib¬ 
uted  to  increase  the  cash  balance. 

It  is  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  a  matter  of  regret  that  he  cannot  present  a 
more  favorable  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
department  which  is  especially,  by  the  Constitution,  placed  under  his  charge. 
It  is,  however,  as  he  conceives,  his  duty  to  present  the  money  affairs  as  they 
exist,  accompanied  with  such  remarks  or  explanations  in  that  connection  as 
may  render  the  Grand  Lodge  intelligent  upon  the  subject,  to  the  end  that  it 
may,  if  deemed  by  it  necessary,  adopt  such  legislation  in  that  connection  as 
its  wisdom  may  suggest.  In  his  judgment,  he  would  be  faithless  to  the  re¬ 
sponsible  trust  reposed  in  him  by  the  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  if  he  did  less 
than  this. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  such  amount  of  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  may  be  necessary 
to  meet  any  deficiency  of  cash  moneys  in  the  treasury  to  meet  its  obligations. 

He  has  also  the  honor  of  reporting  the  condition  of  the  Wildey  Monument 
Fund.  *

On  motion  of  Rep.  Muckle,  of  Pennsylvania,  tlie  report 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Bro.  John  B.  Harmon,  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Special 
Commissioner  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  submitted  his 
report,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRE. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  : 

The  duty  of  visiting  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  under  the  resolution 
of  this  body  at  its  last  session,  devolved  upon  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire. 
Nothing  but  my  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Order  could  have  induced  me  to 
abandon  business  and  take  the  hazards  of  the  trip.  At  one  time  I  had  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  object  in  view  did  not  justify  the  money  to  be  expended, 
nor  the  other  personal  sacrifices  to  be  made,  and,  therefore,  refused  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  alternative  ajDpointment  of  the  resolution.  It  was  matter  of  doubt, 
too,  whether  those  jurisdictions  would  consent  to  the  plan  decided  upon,  and 
the  mortification  of  failure  would  be  my  only  compensation.  After  corre¬ 
spondence  between  the  Grand  Sire,  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  myself,  I  de¬ 
cided  to  accept  the  appointment.  For  that  correspondence  see  the  reports 
of  those  officers. 

1.  On  the  15th  day  of  April,  1878,  your  Commissioner  left  San  Francisco, 
and  landed  at  Auckland,  May  7th.  The  correspondence  just  named  will 
show  the  plan  of  adjustment  he  intended  to  propose  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand.  The  situation  was  this:  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  existed 
under  Charter  issued  in  1868  by  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  was  exercising  juris¬ 
diction  over  the  whole  of  Australia  and  Tasmania  or  Van  Diemen  s  Land. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  existed  under  Charter  issued  February 
13,  1869,  by  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  and  was  exercising  jurisdiction 
over  New  Zealand.  No  other  Grand  Lodges  existed  or  now  exist  in  either 
country. 

The  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  made  it  a  quasi  sovereignty 
there;  reserving  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  the  power  to  prescribe  the  work,  the 
traveling  password,  and  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Order. 
(Journal  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  4295.) 

This  Grand  Lodge  has,  apparently,  always  understood  this  Charter  to  em¬ 
brace  Australia,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand:  and  hence,  until  recently,  our 
correspondence  has  been  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  alone.  This  seems 
strange,  because  on  its  face  the  Charter  includes  Australia  only,  and  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  other  two  countries,  which  are  totally  distinct  from 
Australia  in  all  respects.  The  real  difficulty  has  been  the  general  ignorance 
in  Europe  and  America  of  these  far-off  Colonies  of  Great 'Britain ;  the  igno¬ 
rance  on  the  part  of  the  Odd  Fellows  there  of  the  intention  of  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  in  1868  to  create  one  sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  whole  of  Austral¬ 
asia.  Possibly,  we  were  not  then  quite  so  clear  as  to  our  own  intentions  as 
we  are  now.  Time  has  taught  us  many  things. 

Further,  up  to  this  hour  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  has  never  seen  the  Charter 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  nor  has  it  known  its  contents.  A  copy 
of  it  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  “  Exhibit  A,”  and  it  is  an  exact  copy  (names 
being  changed)  of  the  Charter  issued  by  this  body  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ol 
Australia  just  referred  to.  That  is  to  say,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  hav¬ 
ing  received  from  us  a  Charter  with  quasi  sovereign  power  in  Australia,  at 
once  granted  New  Zealand  a  Charter  with  like  power  there:  as  to  which  I 
will  say  more  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

As  this  Charter  was  delivered  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  by  Spe¬ 
cial  Commissioner  Meacham,  it  is  not  surprising  that  thereafter  that  Lodge 
considered  itself  independent  of  Australia,  with  the  consent  of  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  There  was,  however,  between  those  countries  a  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  their  respective  powers.  New  Zealand  claimed  to  be  independent;  and 
in  Australia  opinions  varied — some  holding  that  New  Zealand  was  right  in 
her  claim,  others  that  she  was  subordinate.  Both  jurisdictions  were  opposed 
to  the  formation  of  a  new  Grand  Lodge  to  which  they  should  yield  obedi¬ 
ence.  New  Zealand  especially  was  averse  to  any  connection  with  Australia. 
Indeed,  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  at  its  session  in  September, 
October,  and  November,  1877,  the  Proceedings  of  which  reached  me  a  few 
days  before  leaving  California,  an  amendment  to  its  Constitution  was  offer¬ 
ed,  the  preamble  of  which  says:  “Whereas,  among  other  privileges,  this 
G.  L.  of  N.  Z.,  having  by’^  virtue  of  its  Constitution  full  power  to  ad^just  its 
system  of  government  on  the  same  principles  as  the  Grand  Lodges  of  ihe  United 
States  and  the  Geiman  Empire,”  This  was  laid  over  for  action  until  this 
year. 

Here  was  assumption  of  the  most  enlarged  powers,  by  a  body^  we  de¬ 
signed  to  be  subordinate  to  the  one  Grand  Lodge  created  by  us  in  1868.  As 
confirmation  of  this  I  may  add,  that  the  first  time  I  entered  a  Lodge  in  New 
Zealand,  the  Initiatory^  and  Degree  Books  placed  in  my^  hands  bore  on  their 
title-pages  these  words:  “  Reprinted  by  the  authority^  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Zealand.  P.  Y.  G.  F.  Humffray,  Printer,  1875.”  The  next  page 
runs : 

“  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand. 

Elective. 

(Here  follow  the  names  of  the  five  elective  officers.) 

Appointed. 

(Five  names  follow.) 

Past  Grand  Masters. 

(Three  names  follow.)  ” 

Such  was  the  condition  upon  the  arrival  of  your  Commissioner  in  New 
Zealand.  The  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary^, 
and  my^self  before  mentioned,  had  resulted  in  the  following  plan  as  the 
proper  solution  of  the  Australian  troubles : 

1st.  To  erect  into  a  sovereignty^  similar  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German 
Empire,  the  Lodges  and  Encampments,  Grand  and  Subordinate,  in  Aus¬ 
tralia,  New  Zealand,  and  Tasmania,  under  the  name  of  “  IJie  B.  TP.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia,  I  0.  0.  F.”  with  jurisdiction  over  the  whole  of  that 
country,  and  with  a  Charter  from  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 

2d.  .To  have  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand  surrender 
fheir  existing  Charters  and  each  to  accept  a  new  one  from  said  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia;  except  that  in  the  case  of  Australia,  the  Charter  should  be  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Subordinates  in  that 
Colony,  leaving  the  Subordinates  in  the  other  Colonies  of  Australia  and  in 
Tasmania  under  the  direct  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia 
until  Grand  Lodges  were  established;  or  attaching  siich  Subordinates  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  as  should  be  deemed  best;  thus  inaugurating  in 
Australasia  a  governmental  sy'stem  precisely  like  our  own. 

The  resolution  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  at  its  last  session  was  construed  to  give 
the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretaiy  full  power  to  issue  a  Charter  from  the 
G.  L.  of  U,  S.  to  such  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  Accordingly^  such  a  Char- 
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ter  was  prepared  and  placed  in  possession  of  your  Commissioner,  a  copy 
of  which  is  annexed  to  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretar;y^ 

Upon  reaching  Diinedin,  after  visiting  many  Subordinates  on  the  way, 
your  Commissioner  found  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  had  been 
regularly  summoned  in  special  session  to  meet  him.  He  drew  up  and  present¬ 
ed  to  that  body  for  adoption,  the  preamble  and  resolutions,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed  marked  “Exhibit  B,”  as  embodying  the  plan  proposed. 
There  was  oi^position,  but  after  full  discussion,  on  two  nights,  the  resolu¬ 
tions  were  unanimously  passed,  and  the  sentiment  finally  became  as  strong 
for,  as  it  had  been  against  the  new  Grand  Lodge.  The  Charter  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Zealand  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  in  1869,  as 
before  stated,  was  put  in  my  hands  as  Bepresentative  of  New  Zealand,  to 
be  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  when  formed. 

The  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  met  your  Commissioner 
in  the  most  fraternal  spirit,  and  entered  into  all  our  mutual  discussions  with 
the  most  liberal  and  intelligent  views.  They  had  never  clearly  understood 
our  system  of  government  in  Odd  Fellowship.  When  it  was  thoroughly  ex¬ 
pounded,  they  saw  its  perfect  fitness  to  Australasia.  Not  only  so;  but  they 
became  satisfied  that  the  Order  would  never  be  fully  grown  there  without 
the  prestige  and  controlling  power  of  a  Supreme  Grand  Lodge. 

Looking  to  the  future,  it  is  proper  here  to  state  a  fact  and  make  some  sug¬ 
gestions.  The  main  objection  in  New  Zealand  to  the  new  plan  was  that 
tills  country  was  a  totall}'^  distinct  country  from  Australia,  the  two  having 
nothing  whatever  in  common.  This  surprised  me.  In  America  we  regard 
them  as  essentially  one;  one  geographically;  peopled  by  the  same  race,  and 
governed  by  the  same  Queen.  Nothing  can  be  further  from  the  truth-  New 
Zealand  is  as  distinct  from  Australia  as  France  from  England  or  Spain.  It 
is  further  from  New  Zealand  to  Australia  than  from  Africa  to  South  America, 
and  between  the  two  former  roils  a  rough  and  mountainous  ocean.  Sir 
Chaklbs  Dilke,  an  Englishman,  in  his  recent  book  entitled  “The  Greater 
Britain,”  says: 

‘  ‘  Australasia  is  a  term  much  used  at  home  to  express  the  whole  of  our 
antipodean  possessions;  in  the  Colonies  themselves  the  name  is  almost  un¬ 
known,  or,  if  used,  is  meant  to  embrace  Australia  and  Tasmania,  not  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  New  Zealand.  *  *  *  * 

“Had  Australia  and  New  Zealand  been  close  together,  instead  of  as  far 
apart  as  Africa  and  South  America,  there  could  have  been  no  political  con¬ 
nection  between  them  so  long  as  the  traditions  of  their  first  settlement  en¬ 
dured.  Not  only  is  the  name  ‘  Australasia  ’  politically  meaningless,  how¬ 
ever,  but  it  is  also  geographically  incorrect,  for  New  Zealand  and  Australia 
are  as  completely  separated  from  each  other  as  Great  Britain  and  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  No  promontory  of  Australia  runs  out  to  within  one  thousand 
miles  of  any  New  Zealand  Cape,  the  distance  between  Sydney  and  Welling¬ 
ton  is  fourteen  hundred  miles,  from  Sydney  to  Auckland  is  as  far.  The 
distance  from  the  nearest  point  of  New  Zealand  to  Tasman’s  peninsula, 
which  itself  projects  somewhat  from  Tasmania,  is  greater  than  that  of  Lon¬ 
don  from  Algiers;  from  Wellington  to  Sydney,  opposite  ports,  is  as  far  as 
from  Manchester  to  Iceland,  or  from  Africa  to  Brazil  *  *  *  *  The  seas 

which  separate  Australia  from  New  Zealand  are  cold,  bottomless,  without 
islands,  torn  by  Arctic  currents,  swept  by  polar  gales,  and  traversed  in  all 
weathers  by  a  mountainous  swell.  *****  only  is 

the  intervening  ocean  wide  and  cold,  but  New  Zealand  presents  to  Australia 
a  rugged  coast  guarded  by  reefs  and  bars,  and  backed  by  a  snowy  range,  while 
she  turns  toward  Polynesia  and  America  all  her  ports  and  bays. 

“  No  two  countries  in  the  world  are  so  wholly  distinct  as  Australia  and  Nm  Zea¬ 
land.  The  islands  of  New  Zealand  are  inhabited  by  Polynesians,  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  continent  by  negroes.  New  Zealand  is  ethnologically  nearer  to 
America,  Australia  to  Africa,  than  New  Zealand  to  Australia. 

“  If  we  turn  from  ethnology  to  scenery  and  climate,  the  countries  are  still 
more  distinct  *  *  *  *  *  It  is  impossible  to  conceive  coun- 
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tries  more  unlike  each  other  than  are  our  two  great  divisions  of  the  South. 
Their  very  fossils  are  as  dissimilar  as  are  their  flora  and  fauna  of  our  time.  ” 

Having  read  this  book  on  my  trip  out;  having  conversed  with  new  Zea¬ 
landers  and  Australians  on  the  ship,  having,  after  reaching  Auckland  and 
during  my  journey  thence  to  Dunedin,  put  to  scores  of  persons  this  ques¬ 
tion:  “  If  New  Zealand  and  Australia  were  to  separate  from  England,  would 
the  former  unite  with  Australia  or  form  an  independent  nation  ?”  and  hav¬ 
ing  uniformly  received  the  answer:  “  New  Zealand  would  be  a  nation  by 
itself:”  your  Commissioner  had  nearly  concluded  that  New  Zealand  ought 
to  be  an  independent  sovereignty  in  Odd  Fellowship,  as  the  leading  men 
of  the  Order  there  maintained. 

A  few,  however,  insisted  that  in  case  of  separation  from  England,  New 
Zealand,  Australia,  and  Tasmania  w'ould  form  a  Confederation.  Besides, 
just  now  there  are  quite  a  number  of  English  and  Colonial  Statesmen  who 
are  advancing  the  idea  of  a  great  Confederation  for  the  entire  British  Em¬ 
pire:  and  this  is  the  special  x^lan  of  Sir  Junius  Vogel,  one  of  New  Zealand’s 
most  influential  public  men. 

So  that  all  things  considered  your  Commissioner  determined  to  adhere,  if 
possible,  to  the  original  plan :  bent  all  his  energies  to  it,  and  succeeded.  It 
seemed  unwise  for  Odd  Fellows  to  set  the  examjDle  of  disunion.  The  case  of 
Canadian  Odd  Fellowship  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  O'.  L.  of  U.  S.,  not¬ 
withstanding  that  Canada  is  politically  united  with  England,  at  once  offered 
proof  that  unity  in  Odd  Fellowship  is  consistent  with  disunion  in  iiolitics. 
At  all  events  the  jilan  should  have  a  fair  trial. 

There  was  so  much  question  as  to  its  practical  working,  that  it  was  verbally 
understood  between  your  Commissioner  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zea¬ 
land,  that  the  power  should  be  somewhere  reserved  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
hereafter  to  detach  New  Zealand  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia  if  experience  proved  it  wise.  Upon  suggesting  this  to  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  it  w^as  agreed  to  insert  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  a  provision  to  that  ef¬ 
fect.  All  in  Australia  said,  that  without  such  agreement  there  w^ould  be  no 
difficulty  in  future  separation  should  New  Zealand  desire  it. 

2.  Having  obtained  the  consent  of  New  Zealand  to  the  formation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  your  Commissioner  jiroceeded  to  Melbourne, 
and  at  once  opened  negotiations  with  the  authorities  there. 

The  Grand  Master  had  called  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  by  proper  previous  notice,  instead  of  a  meeting  of 
the  wffiole  Grand  Lodge.  This  was  under  a  provision  of  its  Constitution, 
that  wffien  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in  session  the  Standing  Committee  (com¬ 
posed  of  the  Elective  Officers,  and  the  Junior  P.  G.  M.)  should  constitute 
and  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  the  xiower  to  rexieal,  al¬ 
ter,  and  amend  its  Constituticin.  Under  this  clause  the  Standing  Committee 
supposed  they  had  power  to  assent  to  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia.  As,  however,  the  x^lan  involved  surrender  of  the 

Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  a  change  of  name  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Victoria,  and  the  acceptance  of  a  new  Charter  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia,  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  powers  of  the  committee 
were  sufficient.  But,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia, 
there  was  not  time  to  summon  the  whole  Grand  Lodge. 

After  two  sessions  of  the  Standing  Committee,  at  which  your  Commissioner 
:as  such,  and  as  Rex^resentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  wasx^res- 
ont,  the  plan  proposed  was  informally  agreed  to,  and  the  committee  ad¬ 
journed  to  July  1,  1878. 

It  was  determined  that  in  the  interim  your  Commissioner  should  visit  as 
many  Subordinate  Lodges  as  possible,  exxilain  the  x^lan  and  get  it  axix^i’O'^ed 
by  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  was  done;  and  everywhere  the  com¬ 
mittee  were  advised  to  adopt  it. 

After  visiting  Subordinates,  your  Commissioner  returned  to  Melbourne, 
June  28th.  Meanwhile  he  had  resolved  uxion  this  course,  to  wit: 
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1st.  To  assume  that  the  Standing  Committee  constituted  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  all  the  purposes  in  hand,  and  to  have  it  adopt  the  plan  named. 

2d.  To  have  the  committee  report  its  action  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  ses¬ 
sion  in  August  for  ratification, 

3d.  To  summon  as  many  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  could  get  to 
Melbourne  in  time,  and  on  the  1st  day  of  July  to  institute  them  and  the 
Standing  Committee  as  the  “  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.” 

Accordingly,  July  1,  1878,  at  noon,  the  Standing  Committee  met  pursuant 
to  adjournment  and  adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution: 

(The  Preamble  is  identical  with  that  prefixed  to  the  New  Zealand  resolu¬ 
tions  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  marked  Exhibit  B. ) 

The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

“Resolved:  That  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  hereby  consents  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  said  ‘  The  R.  W,  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  I.  O.  0.  F.  ’  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  said  proposition  and  under  said  Charter;  and  further  consents 
to  accept  from  said.  ‘The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  I.  O.  0.  F.,’ 
in  lieu  of  the  Charter  which  it  now  has,  a  new  Charter  with  the  powers  in 
all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship  in  Victoria  usually  granted  in  Charters 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  to  its  several  State  Grand 
Lodges.” 

In  the  afternoon  of  that  day  I  instituted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia 
at  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  Melbourne,  with  the  following  members:  Wm.  Gane,^ 
G.  M.,  Wm.  Judge,  D.  G.  M.  ;  W.  H.  T.  Wilks,  G.  W.  ;  J.  H.  B.  Cuetis,  G. 
Sec. ;  Wm.  Stikling,  G.  T.  ;  Past  Grand  Masters  Weight,  Ceews,  Batchel- 
DOE,  Kidston,  Moie,  Ross,  Dunn,  and  Laing;  Past  Grands  Beaim,  Geifeiths, 
E.  D.  Williams,  Baenaed,  Thomson,  Kelly,  Collis,  Sibthoepe,  Condy,  Mc- 
IvEE,  J.  L.  Williams,  Williamson,  McMastees,  Bueton,  Einsiedel,  Allow, 
Wateon,  Bissmie,  Tayloe,  Deummond,  McKee,  McKenzie,  Goedon,  King,, 
and  Lee;  and  delivered  to  the  Lodge  the  Charter  hereinbefore  named. 

The  Lodge  then  elected  the  following  officers: 

William  Stieling,  M.  W.  Grand  Sire;  Michael  Kidston,  R.  W.  Deputy 
Grand  Sire;  J.  H.  B.  Cuetis,  Grand  Secretary;  John  Moie,  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Grand  Sire  appointed  the  following  officers: 

Feedeick  Batcheldoe,  Grand  Marshal;  T.  W.  Weight,  Grand  Guardian;; 
Wm.  Judge,  Grand  Messenger — all  of  whom  were  regularly  installed,  when 
the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  to  Saturday,  July  6,  1878,  to  adopt  a  Constitu¬ 
tion.  On  that  day  the  Lodge  met,  and  a  draft  of  a  Constitution  previously 
prepared  by  your  Commissioner  in  consultation  with  the  Standing  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  and  modeled  after  the  Constitution  of 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  was  considered;  when  the  Lodge,  after  ordering  a  seal 
and  directing  that  a  Charter  be  issued  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand, 
postponed  the  further  consideration  of  a  Constitution  until  October,  to  which 
time  the  Lodge  adjourned. 

It  was  impossible  to  convert  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  into  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Victoria,  in  accordance  with  the  plan,  before  I  left,  because  of  cer¬ 
tain  formalities  required  by  a  new  Friendly  Societies’  Act. 

Both  in  New  Zealand  and  Australia  new  Acts  had  been  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  their  Parliaments,  and  committees  of  the  Grand  Bodies  were  pre¬ 
paring  new  Constitutions  and  rules  for  registration  under  those  Acts  when  I 
arrived.  This  was  fortunate,  as  the  new  system  of  government  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  will  be  harmonized  with  the  new  laws  of  the  land. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  started  with  a  superior  set  of  officers. 
All  of  them,  including  the  appointed  officers,  are  Past  Grand  Masters,  ex¬ 
cepting  Bro.  Judge,  who  is  D.  G.  M.,  and  Bro.  Cuetis,  who  is,  and  since  tha 
death  of  Bro.  Vine  has  been.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  G.  L.  of  Australia. 
Grand  Sire  Stieling  was  first  Grand  Master  of  the  G.  L.  of  Australia,  and 
is  a  business  man  of  wealth  and  standing  in  the  community ;  one  of  thos^ 
men  whose  integrity  is  unsullied,  whose  word  is  as  good  as  his  bond.  Ho 
has  the  unbounded  confidence  of  Odd  Fellows  and  his  heart  is  in  the  new 
organization.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Kidston  is  a  lawyer  of  high  character,  with 
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most  refined  tastes,  whom  to  know  well  is  to  love.  Grand  Secretary  Curtis 
is  a  learned  man,  of  brain,  heart,  and  energy;  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place.  Grand  Treasurer  Moie,  with  whom  I  have  less  acquaintance,  is  one 
of  the  clearest-headed  men  I  met.  Similar  things  could  be  said  of  the  ap¬ 
pointed  officers.  Many  of  the  other  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  several 
of  whom  are  Past  Grand  Masters,  are  men  of  experience,  intelligence,  and  of 
strong  determination  to  make  the  Lodge  a  comj)lete  success. 

3.  Before  leaving  I  addressed  a  letter  of  instruction  and  suggestion  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  of  which  I  have  no  copy.  The  substance  of  it 
was  a  clear  idea  of  the  manner  in  which  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  conducted  its  bus¬ 
iness,  whether  in  open  or  secret  session;  the  duty  of  guarding  carefully  the 
secret  work,  which  should  now  pass  into  the  custody  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia;  and  suggestions  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  that 
Lodge  consulting  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  in  certain  supposed 
cases  before  acting  himself. 

Your  Commissioner  had  no  trouble  in  getting  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
to  adopt  our  views  as  to  the  necessity  of  having  all  cards  issued  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

This  brings  me  to  a  point  where  I  desire  to  present  a  thought  or  two  in 
connection  with  our  foreign  jurisdictions.  In  what  respects  are  they  sover¬ 
eign  ?  In  what  are  they  more  sovereign  than  our  State  Grand  Lodges,  save 
in  the  power  to  grant  Charters  to  new  Grand  Bodies  ?  In  the  Charters  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Austral¬ 
asia  we  reserve  the  power  to  give  the  work  written  and  unwritten,  the  trav¬ 
eling  password,  and  the  card.  The  questions  suggested  involve  the  extent 
of  these  reservations,  and  I  think  the  reservations  will  in  the  future  be  found 
to  cover  a  large  number  of  practical  questions  which  will  arise  in  these  for¬ 
eign  countries;  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  hold  that  the  G.  L.  of 
U.  S.  has  the  exclusive  power  to  construe  these  reservations.  Otherwise  there 
might  be  a  half  dozen  conflicting  decisions  by  different  foreign  sovereign 
Grand  Bodies. 

Y'^our  Commissioner,  therefore,  respectfully  advised  the  Grand  Sire  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  and  also  the  Grand  Lodge  itself,  that  if  a  ques¬ 
tion  arose  which  might  involve  these  reservations,  it  would  be  wise  at  once 
to  seek  a  decision  by  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  G.  L.  of  LL  S.,  as  that  decision 
would  be  reviewed  by  that  body  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  without 
appeal,  and  its  action  be  final. 

Again:  it  has  been  seen  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia  granted  to 
New  Zealand  a  Charter  with  power  in  that  country  as  sovereign  as  Australia 
itself  possessed.  I  contended  at  Dunedin  that  their  Charter  was  originally 
void,  because  in  excess  of  the  power  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Austra¬ 
lia,  and  that  anj"  action  by  the  G.  L.  of  JJ.  S.  recognizing  that  Charter  was  in 
ignorance  of  its  terms.  In  short,  this  is  the  proposition:  Can  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  for  example,  create  within  Germany  another 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge?  No,  in  my  judgment.  In  such  case,  the  princi¬ 
ple  that  delegated  power  cannot  itself  be  delegated,  must  apply;  else  we 
may  in  time  have  a  hundred  so-called  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  not  created  by 
the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 

Again:  If  these  foreign  Grand  Lodges  have  the  secret  work,  it  would  seem 
that  they  ought  also  to  have  copies  of  some  portions  at  least  of  our  secret 
Journal;  otherwise  they  must  remain  ignorant  of  many  things  essential  to 
uniformity.  They  are  in  theory  bound  by  legislation  of  which  they  can 
know  nothing. 

4.  This  report  might  end  here,  as  it  contains  a  history  of  the  final  adjust¬ 
ment  of  our  complications  in  Australasia.  This  adjustment,  however,  your 
Commissioner  feels  to  be  a  very  small  part  of  his  mission.  The  new  life 
which  has  been  infused  into  the  "Odd  Fellowship  of  that  country  constitutes 
the  success,  and  amply  justifies  the  time  and  money  expended.  The  real 
good  done  has  been  on  the  floor  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge;  and  I  would 
be  faithless  to  my  brothers  there  and  to  the  Order,  if  I  omitted  all  account 
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of  oiir  meetings.  It  is  impracticable  to  give  details  of  visits  to  Subordinates, 
of  daily  private  instructions  and  advice  to  individuals.  It  would  be  interest¬ 
ing  to  do  so ;  and  each  Lodge  naturally  wishes  an  account  of  its  part  in  the 
general  movement.  To  gratify  the  wish  would  swell  this  report  into  hun¬ 
dreds  of  pages.  I  was  on  land  nine  weeks.  Setting  aside  two  weeks  for 
direct  etforts  in  reorganizing  the  Grand  Bodies,  seven  weeks  were  left,  dur¬ 
ing  which  your  Commissioner,  so  far  as  he  had  capacity,  turned  himself 
into  an  apostle  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  went  around  on  a  pilgrimage;  making 
in  that  time  forty-five  addresses,  besides  initiating,  exemplifying  the  work, 
and  conversing  nearly  the  whole  day.  In  short  every  hour  from  nine  in 
the  morning  till  one  o’clock  at  night  was  occupied.  To  write  out  an  account 
of  it  all  would  make  a  book;  and  my  brothers  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
must  excuse  brevity  upon  this  field  of  our  common  labors. 

In  New  Zealand  I  visited  Lodges  at  Wellington,  Christchurch,  Timaru, 
Oamaru,  and  Dunedin;  and  in  Australia,  at  places  too  numerous  to  name. 
Your  Commissioner  soon  saw  that  what  was  wanted  was  an  earnest  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  higher  principles  of  the  Order;  and  that  nothing  need  be  said  upon 
its  financial  features.  Men  join  the  Lodge,  and  are  not  seen  in  it  again  for  a 
year;  but  their  dues  are  punctually  passed  through  the  wicket  by  their  wives 
or  children  and  the  receipt  passed  out.  The  benefit  system  is  better  un¬ 
derstood  and  managed  in  Australasia  than  here.  The  scale  of  dues  and 
benefits  is  fixed  by  an  actuary.  No  guess-work  about  it.  It  is  settled  on 
business  principles.  Indeed  Lodges  furnish  the  doctor  and  medicine  for 
members  and  their  families.  Advertisements  like  this  in  papers  may  be  seen 
any  time  in  New  Zealand  and  Australia. 

“Tenders  are  required  for  Medical  Attendance  for  the  members,  their 
wives,  and  families,  for  ensuing  six  months.  Tenders  will  be  received  up 
to  8  p.  M. ,  on  the  26th  inst.  Henry  Summers,  Secretary.  ” 

On  such  a  notice  doctors  put  in  bids.  The  result  of  the  system  is  that 
a  brother  pays  five  dollars  per  year  additional  dues  and  gets  doctor  and 
medicine  free.  Statistics  show  that  the  doctor  receives  about  twenty-five 
dollars  per  year  for  each  member  he  attends.  So  that  financially  considered 
the  system  works  well  for  the  brother,  the  doctor,  and  the  Lodge.  Men  join 
the  Lodge  for  this  express  purpose. 

Your  Commissioner,  therefore,  devoted  his  energies  to  the  intellectual  and 
moral  features  of  Odd  Fellowship;  to  the  lifting  of  it  from  the  mire  and 
slough  of  a  mere  benefit  society  into  the  upper  sky  of  human  sympathy,  of 
organized  good  will  among  men.  How  far  he  succeeded  is  for  time  and 
others  to  tell.  He  ought  to  say,  that  everywhere  he  was  greeted  with  a  loud, 

Amen.”  Effort  in  this  direction  was  the  one  great  need.  The  soil  of  Odd 
Fellowship  was  becoming  crusted  over;  and  wanted  deep  ploughing,  thorough 
harrowing,  and  fresh  seeding.  Friendly  societies  there  are  far  more  numer¬ 
ous  than  here;  and  their  almost  exclusive  aim  is  money  aid.  Hence  their 
members  are  generally  men  who  earn  their  daily  bread  by  the  daily  labor 
of  their  hands.  Men  of  more  means  and  more  cultivation  do  not  want  such 
aid  and  do  not  join  such  societies.  In  other  words  these  societies  there  are 
not  composed  of  all  classes  of  men  as  here;  and  therefore  they  lack  our  power 
for  good.  Odd  Fellowship  is  siarrounded  by  such  societies  and  feels  the  ef¬ 
fect.  To  make  it  cut  loose  from  such  moorings  and  set  its  sail  to  stronger 
winds,  was  the  object  of  your  Commissioner.  He  believes,  too,  he  has  left 
behind  him  brothers  who  will  keep  the  ball  in  motion.  Braithwaite,  Wheel¬ 
er,  Boyd,  Bracken,  McGaw,  and  others  in  New  Zealand;  Stirling,  Kidston, 
Curtis,  Batcheldor,  Cook,  Gane,  Dunn,  Boss,  and  others  in  Australia,  are 
capable  of  doing  so.  I  would  rejoice  to  tell  of  my  delightful  intercourse 
with  them;  it  will  remain  a  memory  forever. 

Upon  leaving  Melbourne  your  Commissioner  was  presented  with  an  ad¬ 
dress,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  “  Exhibit  C.” 

5.  A  word  as  to  the  Manchester  Unity.  Your  Commissioner  thought,  and 
doubtless  this  Grand  Lodge  thinks,  that  our  Order  in  Australasia  is  largely 
composed  of  former  or  present  members  of  the  Unity.  This  is  an  entire 
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mistake.  Scarcely  any  members  of  tbe  Manchester  LTnity  have  joined  ns. 
I  know  of  none.  The  laws  of  the  Unity  forbid  it.  A  man  cannot  belong  to 
both  Orders.  The  men  who  affiliated  with  ns  were  the  Ancient  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  having  no  connection  whatever  with  the  Unity.  I  was 
told  by  two  Provincial  Grand  Masters  of  the  Unity  that  the  laws  jnst  men¬ 
tioned  will  be  repealed  this  fall,  and  that  they  intended  to  unite  with  ns _ 

not  leaving  the  Unity  however.  Bnt  onr  ranks  mnst  be  filled  mainlv  from 
the  ontside  world.  The  Unity  is,  and  in  my  opinion  will  remain,  a  competing 
institution.  It  is  strong  in  numbers  and  money;  comes  from  Great  Britain, 
the  fatherland  of  most  of  the  men  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  and  hence 
has  their  sympathies;  and  is,  by  virtue  of  its  character  as  a  prudent  and 
merely  beneficial  society,  in  harmony  with  their  natural  tendencies  and 
their  education.  But  of  late  years  these  countries  are  becoming  filled  with 
the  thoughts,  the  aspirations,  and  the  energies  of  the  age;  and  the  younger 
men  are  responding  and  will  respond  to  the  loftier  principles  of  American 
Odd  Fellowship.  I  believe  the  union  of  oiir  Order  with  the  Manchester 
Unity  will  be  effected,  if  at  all,  through  Australasian  Odd  Fellows;  and  if  such 
men  as  Grand  Master  Leslie  (M.  U.),  of  Dunedin,  and  Grand  Master 
Stewaet  (M.  U.),  of  Ballarat,  both  of  whom  are  noble  specimens  of  clear 
heads  and  big  hearts,  would  Avill  it,  a  union  might  be  made. 

For  my  own  part,  as  a  step  toward  practical  union,  I  see  no  objection  to 
a  system  by  which  members  of  either  Order  could  visit  Lodges  of  the  other. 
Give  them  a  card,  password,  sign,  and  obligation  and  the  thing  is  done.  Let 
them  thus  become  familiar  with  the  merits  of  both  institutions  and  take 
their  choice. 

6.  Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  great  fields  for  our  Order.  They  are  as 
free  in  their  political  government  as  we  are.  The  will  of  the  people  is  as 
potent  there  as  here.  A  noble  future  is  in  store  for  them.  They  will  be¬ 
come  the  home  of  a  highly  civilized  people  or  all  signs  will  fail.  Climate, 
soil,  products  are  of  the  best.  Even  now  they  can  boast  of  free  schools, 
public  libraries,  museums,  hospitals,  asylums,  and  numerous  churches. 
Melbourne  has  a  library  of  over  one  hundred  thousand  volumes,  a  gallery  of 
paintings,  and  an  organ  73  feet  wide,  47  feet  deep,  and  47  feet  high.  Both 
countries  are  entering  upon  a  most  prosperous  career,  and  are  fit  places  for 
Odd  Fellowship.

In  New  Zealand,  17  Lodges,  and  about  1,400  members. 

On  my  last  visit  in  Melbourne  at  the  institution  of  Abbotsford  Lodge, 
about  fifty  candidates  were  initiated,  with  ten  to  twenty  more  ready. 

The  outline  of  the  work  as  performed  in  both  countries  is  correct;  re¬ 
markably*  so  under  the  circumstances.  Commissioner  Bro.  Meacham  evi¬ 
dently  gave  thorough  instruction;  and  considering  the  extraordinary  diffi¬ 
culties  under  which  he  labored  used  great  tact  and  judgment  in  establish¬ 
ing  the  Order.  The  brothers  there  uniformly  spoke  of  him  with  strong  af¬ 
fection. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  stating  that  the  American  Vice  Consul  General 
at  Melbourne,  Bro.  Samuel  P.  Lord,  an  old  and  respected  merchant,  was 
constant  in  his  attentions;  placing  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Consulate  at  my 
disposal,  and  facilitating  my  intercourse  with  the  public  authorities. 

The  Governments  of  New  Zealand,  Victoria,  and  New  South  Wales  are 
entitled  to  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  passes  over  their  railroads 
to  your  Commissioner  and  for  manj"  public  documents  and  maps.  These

noblGst  Odd  Follows.  I  visitod  Harmony  LodgG  at  its  rogular  mooting,  Mon¬ 
day,  August  5th.  D.  D.  G.  S.  Paeke  had  notified  Excelsior  Lodge,  and  a 
large  number  of  members  of  both  Lodges  were  present. 

Much  could  be  said  about  the  Order  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  I  hope 
to  have  a  chance  to  say  it  when  the  Grand  Lodge  is  in  session,  and  also  to 
say  many  things  of  interest  as  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand  which  I  do  not 
think  best  to  put  in  this  report. 

8.  I  have  said  nothing  as  to  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order,  for  the 
reason  that  as  yet  it  is  weak.  There  is  but  one  Encampment  in  New  Zealand 
and  but  three  or  four  in  Australia.  To  them  I  gave  instructions,  and  further 
advised  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  that  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  is  an 
essential  qualification  for  membership  therein.

OKIGINAL  CHAETEK  OF  GEAND  LODGE  OF  NEW  ZEALAND,  1869. 

A.  I.  0.  O.  F. 

Feiendship,  Love,  and  Teuth. 

To  all  whom  it  may  concern : 

Know  Ye,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  of  the  Ancient  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  as  the  source  of  all  true  and  legitimate  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  Australian  colonies,  and  by  virtue  of  its  constitutional  authority 
to  organize  Lodges,  Grand  and  Subordinate,  doth  hereby  create  and  erect 
into  a  distinct  sovereignty  the  various  Lodges  of  Odd  Fellows  heretofore  ex¬ 
isting  in  New  Zealand,  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  A.  I.  0. 
O.  F.  of  New  Zealand,  with  power  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship 
within  the  said  province,  except  in  the  following  respects,  viz. :  That  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  shall  not  at  anytime  hereafter  in  any  wise  alter 
or  repudiate  any  of  the  signs,  tokens,  passwords,  lectures,  or  charges,  or  any 
part  or  portion  of  either  the  written  or  unwritten  work  of  the  Order,  as  known 
and  practised  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria. 

That  this  Grand  Lodge  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  give  to  the  said  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  the  annual  traveling  password  to  be  used  with¬ 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  and  both 
jurisdictions  shall  use  the  same  traveling  password. 

That  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Subordinate  Lodges  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  “The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,”  shall  be 
identical  with  those  established  for  membership  in  Subordinate  Lodges  with¬ 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria. 

Otherwise,  this  Dispensation  to  be  of  no  force  or  effect. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  at  the 
city  of  Melbourne,  in  the  Colony  of  Victoria,  this  nineteenth  day  of  February, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine.

PEOCEEDINGS  OF  THE  GEAND  LODGE  OF  NEW  ZEALAND,  MAT  29,  1878. 
Wheeeas,  Questions  have  arisen  as  to  the  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus- 
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tralia,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  as  to  the  powers  of  this  Grand 
Lodge;  and  as  to  the  relations  of  each  and  both  to  the  Bight  Worthy  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows ;  and 

Whereas,  John  B.  Harmon,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  is  now  present  in  this  Grand  Lodge  as  Special  Commissioner, 
with  power  to  adjust  such  questions,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  such  adjust¬ 
ment,  has  proposed  and  now  proposes,  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  together  with 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralia,  together  with  the  Subordinate' Lodges  and  the  Grand  and  Subordinate 
Encampments  under  its  jurisdiction,  be  created  and  erected  into  a  distinct 
sovereignty  in  Odd  Fellowship,  under  the  name  of  ‘  ‘  The  Bight  Worthy 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,”  with  jurisdiction  over  the  continent  and  coun¬ 
tries  known  as  Australasia,  under  a  Charter  from  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  which  proposed  Charter,  dated  the  fourth  day  of  March,  a.  d. 
1878,  and  signed  by  John  W.  Stokes,  Grand  Sire,  and  Jas.  L.  Bidgeey,  Gr. 
Cor.  and  Bee.  Secretary,  and  under  the  seal  of  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  is  now  exhibited  to  and  examined  by  this  Grand  Lodge: 

Now,  therefore,  Hesolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  consents  to  the 
formation  of  said  “  The  Bight  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,”  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  said  proposition  and  under  said  Charter. 

Resolved,  That  said  John  B.  Harmon  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  to  rep¬ 
resent  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  city  of  Melbourne,  or  elsewhere  in  Australia, 
in  a  conference  with  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  for  the  formation  of  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  with  full  power  in  the  premises,  including  the 
power  to  surrender  to  said  last-named  Grand  Lodge  when  formed,  or  to  said 
•Special  Commissioner,  or  to  such  other  Grand  Body  as  he  deems  best,  the 
present  Charter  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  dated  February  19,  1869,  and  granted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  A.  1.  O.  0.  F.,  when  said  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia  has  granted  to  this  Grand  Lodge  a  Charter  under  the  name  of 
“The  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,”  with  the  powers  in  all  matters  relating  to  Odd  Fellowship  in  New 
Zealand  usually  granted  in  Charters  from  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  to  its  several  State  Grand  Lodges. 

Resolved,  That  when  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  granted  said 
Charter  to  this  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  take  effect  immediately;  and  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  officers  and 
members  thereof,  shall  at  once  be  the  Constitution,  laws,  rules,  regulations, 
officers,  and  members  of  said  “  The  Bight  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zea¬ 
land  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,”  under  said  new  Charter 
and  all  Subordinate  Lodges  in  New  Zealand  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  shall  at  once  be  under  the  said  jurisdiction  of  said 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  under  said  Charter.

The  Historiographer  submitted  his  report,  as  follows ; 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  undersigned.  Historiographer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  1.  O.  O.  F.,  has  the  inexpressible  pleasure  in  contemplation  of  the 
close  of  his  labors,  and  the  publication  of  the  History  of  American  Odd 
Fellowship,  to  make  his  final  report. 

The  work  committed  by  law  to  his  charge  is  styled  “The  History  of 
American  Odd  Fellowship,”  and  is  contained  in  one  volume,  octavo,  524 
pages,  printed  on  new  small  pica  type,  with  four  steel  and  fifty-two  wood 
engravings,  embracing  the  portraits  of  the  fathers  of  the  Order  and  their 
eminent  contemporaries.  The  book  has  been  produced  by  John  Byan  &  Co., 
electrotypers,  Baltimore,  under  special  contract,  in  superior  style,  its  me¬ 
chanical  execution  being  unsurpassed. 
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The  paper,  binding,  type,  general  material,  and  manner  of  execution  com¬ 
pare  favorably  with  the  standard  works  produced  in  this  country.  Among 
the  first-class  wood  engravings  with  which  the  work  is  embellished  there  are 
a  number  of  primitive  buildings  presented,  which  represent  in  contrast  with 
the  Odd  Fellows’  halls  of  the  present  day,  the  original  sites  of  Lodges  occu¬ 
pied  as  early  as  1819  and  1820  by  the  Order  in  the  principal  cities  of  the 
United  States,  and  which  show  the  difference  between  Odd  Fellowship  then 
and  now. 

No  pains  or  reasonable  outlay  have  been  spared  in  the  mechanical  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  work,  to  provide  an  attractive  book  in  every  way  of  the  American 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  whether  its  intellectual,  social,  and  benevolent  char¬ 
acter,  or  its  excellence  as  a  moral  force,  be  regarded.  The  volume  presents 
Odd  Fellowship  in  the  latter  aspect  to  the  world  as  an  effective  auxiliary  to 
the  body  politic  at  once  earnest  and  imposing. 

No  apology  is  offered  for  the  delay  of  the  publication.  The  importance 
of  the  subject  presented  ;  the  diversity  of  the  characters  which  form  the 
dramatis  personae ;  the  field  occupied  ;  the  ramifications  embraced — all  de¬ 
manded  diligent  research,  careful  examination,  and  discrimination.  These 
results  could  only  be  reached  in  time  and  as  the  reward  of  patient  labor. 
The  toil,  in  our  judgment,  has  been  commensurate  with  the  liberal  provision 
made  for  the  enterprise,  and  has  produced  a  book  of  which  the  Order  and 
its  friends  need  not  be  ashamed.  To  my  distinguished  friend  and  brother, 
the  Hon.  Henry  F.  Garey,  the  editor  of  the  work,  I  have  already  made  ap¬ 
propriate  acknowledgment  in  the  preface  of  the  book.  I  now  again  render 
to  that  worthy  brother,  honor  and  thanks  for  the  completion  of  an  enterprise 
which  has  been  colossal  in  its  character.  It  is  full  of  his  graphic  power  and 
literary  taste  from  the  beginning  to  the  end.  He  has  shared  with  me  nobly 
in  all  its  labors,  and  partakes  with  me  justly  in  its  honors  and  advantages. 
I  have  also  to  thank  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  forbearing  patience  and  gen¬ 
erous  confidence  which  has  nobly  sustained  the  Historiographer  from  the 
conception  of  his  labors  to  their  conclusion.  Thanks  are  also  eminently'  due, 
and  are  hereby  rendered,  to  Bro.  Theo.  A.  Boss,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary, 
for  his  invaluable  service  connected  with  the  getting  out  of  the  work,  having 
had  charge  of  the  proof-reading  during  the  progress  of  the  printing. 

A  statement  of  the  expense  incurred  in  the  publication  is  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted,  from  which  it  will  appear  in  what  manner  the  Historiographer  has 
disbursed  the  sum  of  money  ($3,000)  appropriated  to  him  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

I  have  omitted  to  make  special  acknowledgment  in  this  report  to  Bro. 
John  W.  Stokes,  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  and  to  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  for  contributions  to  this  work  of  manu¬ 
scripts  of  historic  annals  respecting  the  rise  and  progress  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  Bro.

Moore,  P.  Grand  Sire,  and  Bro.  Lewis  Parker,  Jr.,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand

At  tbe  annual  session  of  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  California, 
held  at  San  Francisco,  May  14,  1878,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  to 
wit : 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Bepresentatives  be  instructed  to  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement  of  facts  and  questions  to  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  for  its  consideration  and  decision: 

FACTS, 

An  of&cer  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  fraudulently  embezzled  a  large  amount 
of  its  funds,  and  made  false  entries  in  its  books  of  accounts.  Charges  were 
duly  preferred  against  him  in  his  Lodge  for  the  offence,  a  Trial  Committee 
regularly  appointed,  and  he  was  legally  summoned  to  answer.  He  wilfully 
End  purposely  refused  to  stand  trial,  and  the  committee  resolved  to  report 
him  guilty  of  contempt  to  the  Lodge,  and  to  submit  their  report  to  the 
Lodge  at  its  next  meeting.  On  the  day  that  the  Lodge  held  its  next  meet¬ 
ing,  but  before  the  Lodge  meb  the  brother  suddenly  died  of  some  disease  of 
the  heart.  The  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  reads:  Art.  VIL,  Sec.  5. 

If  the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  stand  trial  when  duly  summoned,  the 
committee  shall  report  him  guilty  of  contempt  of  the  Lodge,  which  report 
shall  be  conclusive,  and  the  punishment  shall  be  expulsion.” 

The  brother  left  a  widow,  and  the  brother  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
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clear  of  the  books,  and  the  By-Laws  provide  that  the  widow  of  a  brother  who 
was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  shall  receive  certain  monthly 
benefits;  and  the  By-Laws  also  provide  for  funeral  benefits  in  case  of  the 
death  of  a  brother  in  good  standing.

2.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  pay  the  funeral  benefits  ?

Wheeeas,  It  has  become  the  practice  of  many  Lodges,  in  aiding  brethren 
not  entitled  to  benefits,  and  the  widows  of  deceased  brethren  who  desire  to 
return  to  their  former  homes  or  to  reach  friends  and  relatives,  to  furnish 
them  with  the  means  only  sufficient  to  take  them  to  the  next  principal  point 
on  their  journey,  where,  among  strangers,  they  are  compelled  to  ask  addi¬ 
tional  aid  to  reach  another  principal  point  on  their  route,  and  so  on  to  their 
destination;  and 

Wheeeas,  The  Lodges  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  through  their  General  Re¬ 
lief  Committee,  are  almost  daily  called  upon  to  assist  such  cases  and  provide 
for  their  sustenance  and  transportation  to  their  places  of  destination,  which 
they  are  under  no  obligation  to  do ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Order  be  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  their  Lodges  to  this  practice,  and  prohibit  them  by  law  from 
sending  their  own  members,  or  the  widows  of  their  deceased  members,  to 
other  towns  or  cities  to  ask  aid  of  the  Order  to  enable  them  to  pursue  their 
journey. 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Representatives  be  instructed  to  present  this 
subject  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  be  requested  to 
adopt  a  uniform  law  upon  the  subject. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  be  transmitted  to  each  Grand  Lodge  by 
the  Grand  Secretary.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  1.  0.  0.  F.,  of  the  State  of  California: 

We,  the  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  interests  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah, 
do  most  respectfully  submit  the  following,  and  ask  that  it  may  meet  a  favor¬ 
able  reception  at  the  hands  of  your  honorable  body: 

Whereas,  We  have  experienced  great  benefit  from  the  recent  legislation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  has  abolished  the  inequali¬ 
ties  of  membership  in  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  heretofore  existing;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  work  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  may  be  still 
further  improved  by  a  complete  and  thorough  revision  of  the  ritual  of  said 
degree,  and  believing  said  proceedings  and  revision  will  be  of  incalculable 
advantage,  we  desire  to  manifest  our  acknowledgments  to  those  who  have  so 
earnestly  aided  in  this  cause  in  the  past,  and  especially  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States. 

We  would,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  that  such  measures  be  taken  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California  that  the  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  may  be  instructed  still  further  to  advance  the  value  and 
interest  of  the  Rebekah  Degree,  by  endeavoring  to  secure  favorable  legisla¬ 
tion  on  the  following  points  : 

First. — In  securing  a  complete  revision  of  the  Ritual  of  the  Degree  of 
Rebekah,  so  that  the  same  may  be  appropriately  rendered  in  a  Rebekah  De¬ 
gree  Lodge. 

Second. — In  securing  a  fitting  ceremony  to  be  used  at  the  funeral  of  a  sister 
of  the  Lodge. 

Third. — In  securing  a  suitable  regalia  for  officers  and  members  of  Rebekah 
Degree  Lodges.  ^ 

Fourth. — In  securing  an  appropriate  jewel  for  the  Past  Noble  Grand  of  a 
Rebekah  Degree  Lodge. 

Not  deeming  it  essential  to  argue  these  questions  in  this  memorial,  from 
the  fact  that  we  believe  their  value  will  suggest  itself  to  all;  and  praying 
your  honorable  body  to  adopt  such  measures  as  in  your  judgment  will  best 
accomplish  the  results  desired.

visit  his  own  Lodge  or  Encampment.  He  cannot,  however,  become  enti¬ 
tled  to  benefits  until  he  shall  have  paid  up  in  full  all  dues  and  fines  (weekly 
and  funeral)  that  have  accrued  against  him  up  to  the  date  of  payment,  if 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  so  provide;  nor  then  until 
the  expiration  of  such  time  thereafter  as  may  also  by  the  laws  be  provided 
as  a  penalty;”  and 

Whereas,  Said  resolution  deprives  many  worthy  members  of  our  Order  of 
rights  and  privileges  always  heretofore  possessed  by  all  so  long  as  they  re¬ 
mained  members  of  the  Order,  viz. :  the  right  to  vote  in  their  own  Lodge 
and  to  visit  other  Lodges ;  therefore  be  it

Sirs  and  Brothers, — At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Loge  du  Progres,  No.  495, 
1.  O.  O.  F.,  held  this  second  day  of  May,  1878,  the  following  application 
for  a  revision  or  retranslation  of  the  various  charges  and  directions  under 
which  we  as  Odd  Fellows  speak  and  work  in  the  French  language,  was 
unanimously  adopted,  and  our  Representative  in  the  R.  W,  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania  directed  to  present  the  same  to  that  body,  and  urge  such 
action  on  the  part  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  as  will 
secure  a  consideration  of  the  subject  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States. 

The  grievances  of  which  we  complain,  or,  rather,  the  disadvantages  under 
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which  we  labor,  are,  that  the  French  Lodges  are  unable  to  act  in  perfect 
conformity  with  their  sister  Lodges  working  in  the  English  and  German 
languages.  The  printed  books  of  charges,  obligations,  and  rules  under 
which  we  initiate  and  instruct  our  members,  were  issued  previous  to  our 
organization  as  a  Lodge  in  1853.  Since  that  time  radical  changes  have  been 
made  in  many  particulars,  well  known  to  every  active  member  of  our 
Order,  and  unnecessary  to  recite;  consequently  our  officers,  even  when 
most  intelligent  and  zealous,  are  liable  to  err,  or  to  neglect  something  in 
their  instructions  to  initiates,  and  in  the  obligation  they  are  required  to 
assume;  and  consequently,  uniformity  in  working,  and  universality  in  ob¬ 
ligation,  upon  which  depend  the  ultimate  accomplishment  of  the  great  mis¬ 
sion  of  Odd  Fellowship,  a  “universal  fraternity  in  the  family  of  man,”  are 
impossible. 

To  call  the  attention  of  the  K.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  to  the 
subject,  and  through  that  body  to  have  it  made  a  matter  of  consideration  by 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  is  the  present  purpose  of  Loge 
du  Progres,  No.  495,  in  hope  that  a  consideration  of  the  subject  by  those 
Grand  Bodies  will  result  in  a  revised  and  perfect  charge  book  in  the  French 
language;  therefore

be  admitted  without  uniform. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  proper  ritual 
for  such  a  degree.

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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the- 
United  States  be  hereby  instructed  to  use  their  best  endeavors  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  a  law,  that  all  business  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  transacted 
in  the  Scarlet  Degree. 

Rep.  Newman,  of  Iowa,  submitted  the  amended  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Constitutions. 

Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  from  the  special  committee  on 
that  subject,  made  tlie  following  report,  Avhich  (the  rule  being 
suspended)  was  considered  and  adopted  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  distribute  the  various  matters  con¬ 
tained  in  the  report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  beg  leave  to  recommend  : 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  suspension  of  members  for  non-payment 
of  dues  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  returns  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Re¬ 
turns. 

That  so  much  as  refers  to  Warrants,  Washington  Territory,  and  Quebec,, 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions. 

That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Sire  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  finance  be  submitted  to  the  committee  on  that 
subject. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  mission  to  Australia,  to  the  Sandwich  Isl¬ 
ands,  England,  and  foreign  countries,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  For¬ 
eign  Relations. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  anniversary  of  the  Order,  relief  for  yellow 
fever  sufferers,  and  life  insurance,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Business 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship,  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  that  subject. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  death  of  Grand  Representative  Porter  and 
Past  Grand  Sire  Stuart,  be  referred  to  special  committees.

Rep.  Jones,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee  on  Printing 
Supplies,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the 
table  under  the  rule  : 

To  the  R.  JV.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States : 

The  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies,  appointed  under  the  amended  By- 
Law  adopted  at  the  last  session  (Journal,  p.  7499),  respectfully  report,  that 
they  organized  on  Saturday,  September  22,  1877,  immediately  after  the  ad¬ 
journment  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  electing  John  M.  Jones,  of  Maryland,  Chair¬ 
man,  and  Theodore  A.  Ross.  Secretary.  Four  meetings  have  been  held,  the 
change  of  the  place  of  meeting  from  Austin  to  Baltimore,  requiring  an  extra 
session  to  award  the  contract  for  the  Daily  Journal. 

Bro.  F.  D.  Stuart,  a  member  of  this  committee,  died  on  the  25th  day  of 
January,  1878,  and  the  Grand  Sire  appointed  Rep.  Rawlings,  of  Maryland, 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Revised  Journal  of  1877  was  completed  early  in  December  in  accor- 
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dance  with  the  contract,  and  distributed  as  required  by  the  amended  By- 
Law.  The  book  contains  448  pages,  84  less  than  the  Journal  of  1876,  and 
■64  less  than  the  Journal  of  1875. 

An  edition  of  15,000  copies  was  printed,  the  total  expense  for  the  same 
being  $3,804.97,  about  25^  cents  per  copy.  If  19,000  copies,  the  number  or- 
•dered  in  1876,  had  been  printed,  the  total  cost  would  have  amounted  to 
$4,640.00,  about  24 J  cents  per  copy. 

An  edition  of  250  copies  each  of  volumes  5  and  6  of  the  Journal,  as  ordered 
at  the  last  session,  was  contracted  for  on  favorable  terms,  and  the  books 
were  promptly  delivered  to  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary. 

The  following  supplies  have  been  furnished  by  this  committee,  viz. :  256 
Encampment  Charge  Books,  English;  1,030  Lodge  Charge  Books,  English; 
•518  Degree  Charge  Books,  English;  258  Rebekah  Degree  Books,  English; 
1,059  Book  of  Odes,  with  Music;  18,900  Lodge  Odes,  English;  1,000  Lodge 
•Odes,  French;  50,000  Cards;  1,000  Rebekah  Cards;  2,000  Diplomas  (new 
plate);  1,758  Book  of  Forms;  500  Bound  Journals;  557  Digests. 

The  new  Diploma  plate  was  delivered  in  April,  1878,  according  to  the  agree¬ 
ment  with  Bro.  W.  H.  Dougal,  the  engraver,  and  impressions  were  at  once 
procured  and  delivered  to  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  Diploma  plate.  Supplies  as  enumerated.  Officers’ 
Reports,  Daily  and  Revised  Journals  of  1877,  amounted  to  $10,323.40. 

The  Diploma  plate,  the  new  Book  of  Forms,  and  the  composition  and 
plates  of  the  Music  Book  have  added  considerably  to  the  amount,  that,  with- 
■out  such  payments,  would  have  been  expended  under  the  direction  of  this 
committee. 

The  contract  for  printing  the  Officers’  Reports  and  Revised  Journal  of  the 
present  session  was  awarded  to  John  Medole  &  Son,  New  York;  the  Daily 
Journal  to  James  Young,  Baltimore;  the  paper  to  Dobleb,  Mudge  &  Chap¬ 
man,  Baltimore. 

The  following  subjects  were  specially  referred  to  this  committee  at  the  last 
session,  viz.:

5.  To  propose  some  method  by  which  the  expenses  connected  with  the 
Journal  and  official  reports  of  the  sessions  of  this  body  shall  be  reduced. 
Journal,  p.  7412  (see  7414\ 

The  subject  of  a  new  Digest  enlisted  the  attention  of  the  committee,  and 
was  referred  to  a  sub-committee,  who,  after  careful  consideration,  presented 
the  following: 

“The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  new  ‘Digest,’ 
respectfully  report,  that  our  present  Digest  was  issued  in  the  year  1870,  and 
in  consequence  of  the  accumulation  of  a  mass  of  legislation  anterior  to  that 
period,  and  since,  by  supplemental  continuous  publications,  has,  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  much  repealed  and  modified  law  now  incumber  the  work, 
-ceased  to  be  a  reliable  exponent  of  the  existing  law,  as  it  should  be,  or  a  con¬ 
venient  and  ready  authority  of  the  jurisprudence  of  the  Order. 

“  Besides  the  further  fact  that  a  Supplemental  Digest  from  1871  to  1874  has 
been  issued  in  a  separate  volume,  rendering  examinations  still  more  incon¬ 
venient, 

“The  legislation  of  1875,  1876,  and  1877,  remains  to  be  digested,  and  there¬ 
fore  it  would  be  infinitely  wiser  to  include  the  whole  existing  law  in  a  com¬ 
pact  volume,  embracing  satisfactorily  the  entire  subject,  properly  electro- 
typed. 
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“The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  facts  be  presented  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  authority  be  obtained  to  publish  a  new  Digest,  embracing 
only  existing  law,  with  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Rules  of  Order  as 
amended.” 

A  translation  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  Odes  into  the  French  language 
was  procured  as  early  as  possible,  and  after  approval  by  parties  competent 
to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the  work,  a  small  edition  was  printed.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  the  rendition  will  prove  satisfactory. 

The  subject  of  printing  the  present  odes  with  music  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  sub-committee,  of  which  Bro.  F.  D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  was  chair¬ 
man.  The  sudden  and  lamented  death  of  this  distinguished  brother  dela,yed 
the  preparation  of  the  book,  but  the  work  was  finally  accomplished  by  the 
publication  of  a  volume  of  forty-eight  pages,  containing  a  number  of  tunes  for 
each  ode,  viz.:  for  the  Opening,  nine;  Initiation,  six;  Closing,  six;  Installa¬ 
tion,  three;  Encampment,  four;  Rebekah,  eight;  Anniversary,  three;  Fu¬ 
neral,  three.  The  committee  received  the  cordial  assistance  of  several  dis¬ 
tinguished  brothers  of  Washington,  D,  C.,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  other  places, 
which  greatly  lightened  their  labors  in  the  difficult  task  of  preparing  a  suit¬ 
able  book  of  the  character  required.  The  pages  have  been  electrotyped,  and 
the  entire  mechanical  portion  of  the  work  was  executed  in  good  style.  The 
price  of  the  book,  as  designated  by  the  committee,  is  fifty  cents  per  copy  to 
Grand  Bodies,  and  sixty  cents  to  Subordinates.  As  no  contributions  for  a 
second  series  of  odes  have  been  received  by  us,  we  have  done  nothing  in  re¬ 
lation  to  this  special  subject. 

The  matter  of  reducing  the  expenses  connected  with  the  Journal  and  offi¬ 
cial  reports  of  the  session  had  been  considered  by  the  committee  before  the 
passage  of  the  resolution  at  the  last  session,  resulting  in  the  introduction  of’ 
an  amendment  to  By-Laws,  Article  XVIII.,  which  was  adopted;  and  also  by 
the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  in  the  preparation  of  his 
annual  report,  which  was  reduced  from  158  pages  in  1876  to  112  pages  in 
1877. 

The  Journal  proper  of  1877,  and  the  report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  ex¬ 
ceeded  by  forty-five  pages  those  of  1876,  but  the  reduction  of  forty-six  pages 
in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  sixty-seven  in  the  Appendix  and  four¬ 
teen  in  the  Index  to  the  Journal,  besides  setting  the  names  of  members  of  com¬ 
mittees  in  double  columns,  made  an  aggregate  reduction  of  eighty-two  pages. 
This  saving  of  composition,  paper,  press-work,  etc.,  with  the  reduction  in 
number  of  copies  to  Grand  Bodies,  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  $2,732.35,  in 
the  expense  incurred  in  the  Officers’  Reports,  Daily  and  Revised  Journal  of 
1877,  as  compared  with  1876,_as  stated  by  the  Grand  Secretary  in  his  report 
to  the  present  session. 

Some  money  may  be  saved  by  reducing  the  number  of  copies  of  Official 
Reports  and  Daily  Journal  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  has 
been  ascertained  that  if ’ten  copies  instead  of  fifteen  are  distributed  to  each 
officer  and  member,  the  reduction  in  expense  (based  on  the  Reports  and 
Journals  of  1877),  of  paper,  press-w^ork,  folding  and  wrapping,  will  amount 
to  $142.60,  and  the  postage  stamps  on  the  same,  $120.86.  Total,  $263.46. 
The  postage  stamps  alone  on  the  Reports  and  Journal  of  1877  amounted  to 
$254  20.  . 

Your  committee  are  satisfied  that  little,  if  any,  unnecessary  matter  is 
prirfted  in  the  Officers’  Reports,  and  they  are  unwilling  to  recommend  a  cur¬ 
tailment  of  the  information  thus  annually  furnished,  believing  that  the  im¬ 
portant  subjects  referred  to  are  treated  as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  the 
object  in  view;  therefore  they  are  unable  to  recommend  any  course  to  fur¬ 
ther  reduce  “the  expenses  connected  with*  the  Journal  and  Official  Reports, 
of  the  sessions  of  this  body.”

entitled  to  receive,  and  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  grant,  upon  proper 
application,  a  Dismissal  Certificate,  upon  the  receipt  of  one  dollar;”  and 
Whereas,  Cases  continually  occur  of  individuals  who  wish  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  benign  provisions  of  the  Reinstatement  Law,  without  waiting 
the  prescribed  five  years,  and  Lodges  decline  to  grant  the  request,  alleging 
that  the  Lodge  has  no  option  under  the  above  law,  therefore  the  more  fully 
to  carry  the  Reinstatement  Law  into  practical  effect,  and  aid  in  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  members  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  nothing  contained  in  the  above  shall  prevent  a  Lodge  or 
Encampment,  upon  proper  application,  the  receipt  of  one  dollar,  and  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  from  granting  a  Dismissal  Certificate 
to  a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  before  five  years  have  ex¬ 
pired.

Resolved,  That  the  hearing  of  the  report  of  the  special  committee  on  the- 
revision  and  condensation  of  the  five  Subordinate  Degrees  into  three,  be 
made  the  special  order  for  12  o’clock,  m.,  this  day,  and  that  a  secret  session 
be  held  at  that  time  for  that  purpose,  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other 
business  proper  to  be  brought  before  it. 


Bro,  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

Wheeeas,  The  Digest  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  recites 
(see  Section  1530a)  that  the  subject-matter  was  “a  decision  of  the  Grand 
Sire,  approved  by  the  committee,  but  not  acted  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge;” 
and 

Wheeeas,  The  transmission  of  passwords  to  former  members  of  defunct 
Lodges  is  fraught  with  danger,  and  carries  with  it  privileges  that  should 
not  be  accorded,  the  card  issued  by  a  Grand  Secretary  should  be  good  for 
deposit  only  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  when  State  Grand  Officers  grant  cards  to  former  members 
of  defunct  Lodges,  the  brother  receiving  the  card  is  not  entitled  to  the 
A.  T.  P.  W.  The  card  cannot  be  used  for  visiting  Lodges,  but  is  good  for 
deposit  only,  by  the  holder  as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow. 
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The  Chair  announced  that  on  account  of  the  illness  of  Rep. 
Hotchkiss,  of  Wisconsin,  he  was  excused  from  serving  on  the 
Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem,  and  he  appointed  Rep. 
ZiMMERER,  of  Nebraska,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  hour  of  12  o’clock  having  arrived,  the  Grand  Sire  an¬ 
nounced  the  special  order,  the  assembling  in  secret  session, 
when 

Rep.  Havenner,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  moved  that 
Past  Grand  Representatives  be  permitted  to  remain  during  the 
secret  session,  which  was  agreed  to. 

After  some  time  passed  in  secret  session,  the  Lodge  resumed 
its  ordinarv  business,  when 

Rep.  Shipley,  of  Missouri,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Besolved,  That  this  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  herehj^  extends  permission  to 
Past  Grand  J.  M.  Haelet,  of  Tishomingo  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  the  Indian 
Territor}^,  to  address  this  Grand  Body  upon  the  question  of  the  admission 
of  civilized  Indians  to  our  Order,  as  prayed  for  in  the  memorial  presented 
this  day  ;  and  that  11  o’clock,  a.  m.,  Wednesday  be  made  the  special  order 
for  that  purpose,  during  a  recess. 

Rep,  Thompson,  of  Missouri,  moved  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  reports  from  various  jurisdictions  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
show  that  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  is  not  enjoying  the  same 
degree  of  prosperity  as  the  Subordinate  branch  of  the  Order,  and  as  various 
reasons  are  given  for  the  declining  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  Order,  and 
various  propositions  have  been  made  to  this  Grand  Lodge  from  time  to  time 
with  a  view  of  providing  a  remedy  or  reviving  the  interest  in  these  sublime 
degrees  ;  and 

Wecereas,  So  far  no  remedy  has  been  provided,  and  as  the  condition 
of  this  branch  of  the  Order  in  some  jurisdictions  is  such  that  some  ac¬ 
tion  should  be  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable, 
as  some  of  the  propositions  heretofore  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  have 
created  a  feeling  of  uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  the  members  in  some  of  the 
jurisdictions  as  to  the  future  disposition  of  the  degrees;  therefore,  be  it  - 

Besolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  nine  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
condition  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order,  and  to  make  such  rec¬ 
ommendations  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  place  this  branch 
of  the  Order  in  the  position  it  should  occupy,  and  that  all  propositions  in 
regard  to  the  Encampment  branch  that  may  be  presented  at  this  session  be 
referred  to  this  committee.  And  be  it  further 

Besolved,  That  should  this  committee  be  unable  to  report  at  the  present 
session,  they  have  authority  to  meet  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  committee  may  agree  upon,  and  when  their 
report  is  completed  they  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  E.  W. 
Grand  Sire  and  G*rand  Secretary;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  authorized  to 
have  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  printed  and  furnished  each  Grand  Juris¬ 
diction,  in  order  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  members 
may  be  prepared  to  act  intelligently  on  the  report. 
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Rep.  Shaffner^  of  Kentucky,  moved  that  the  further  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  subject  be  postponed  until  to-morrow,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

Rep.  Hayenner,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  moved  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

Besolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  requested  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  reporting  a  law  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  resolu¬ 
tions  offered  at  the  last  session  (page  7348),  by  which  members  may  be  sus¬ 
pended  from  benefits,  but  not  from  membership,  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
in  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments. 

Rep.  Hazlett,  of  Ohio,  presented  the  following  proceeding 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  ol  Ohio,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee: 

At  a  session  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  held  in  May,  1878, 
the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

Resolved,  That  our  Eepresentatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  instructed  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  have  the  laws  so  changed 
that  officers  of  Subordinate  Encampments  may  be  elected  for  one  year  in¬ 
stead  of  six  months. 

Rep.  Sheire,  of  Minnesota,  moved  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  all  Grand  Eepresentatives  (who  have  not  heretofore  re¬ 
ceived  them),  be  furnished  with  a  complete  set  of  the  bound  Journal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  Digest,  and  Book  of  Forms,  free  of  charge, 
with  the  exception  of  express  charges. 

Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Rep.  Boyd,  of  California,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Messenger  be  instructed  to  properly  stamp  all 
documents  or  proceedings  which  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  may  be 
authorized  to  transmit  by  mail  during  the  present  session. 

Rep.  Stebbins,  of  New  York,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  obituary  addresses  be  made  the  special  order  on  Tuesday 
at  12  M. 

Rep.  Driggs,  of  Connecticut,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  adopted  :  , 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  a  free  home 
for  consumptive  Odd  Fellows  in  Louisiana,  be  excused  from  making  their 
report  until  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Stebbins,  of  New  York,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 
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Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Encampments  of  the  various  jurisdictions  -with¬ 
in  whose  territorial  limits  companies  of  uniformed  Patriarchs  have  been  or 
shall  be  organized,  are  hereby  empowered  to  organize  Subordinate  Encamp¬ 
ments  and  to  issue  Charters  to  them  as  uniformed,  mixed,  or  ununiformed 
Encampments,  and  to  prescribe  suitable  Constitutions  and  laws  for  th^r 
proper  government  as  such. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Yeitch,  P.  G.  Sire,  the  Lodge  adjourned 
until  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o’clock.

Prayer  by  Bro.  Rev.  J.  W.  Tenable,  R.  W.  G.  Chaplain. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  examined  the  Representa¬ 
tives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 

Whereupon,  by  further  order  of  the  Grand  Sire,  he  declared 
the  Lodge  open  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Durham,  P.  G.  Sire,  the  reading  of  the 
minutes,  of  yesterday  Avas  dispensed  Avith. 

The  Jurisdictions  Avere  called,  when 

Rep.  Beatty,  of  California,  presented  the  following  pro¬ 
ceeding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

Besdved,  That  the  Grand  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  and 
they  are  instructed  to  present  the  petition  printed  on  page  4317  of  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  for  1868,  again  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  ask  that  the  proper  steps  be  taken 
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to  have  the  work  of  the  Order  translated  into  the  Italian  language,  and 
authority  given  to  work  in  this  language,  as  Franco-Italkm  Lodge,  No.  242, 
in  San  Jose,  works  at  present  in  the  French  language,  which  is  very  incon¬ 
venient. 

*E,ep.  Dann,  of  California,  moved  tlie  following,  wliich  was 
adopted : 

Eesolved,  That  the  subject-matter  of  so  legislating  “as  that  the  standing  of 
a  Patriarch  who  has  been  suspended  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues  shall  not  be  affected  in  the  Encampment  for  the  space  of  one 
year,  ”  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee,  in  pursuance  of  the  request 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  California. 

Rep.  Driggs,  of  Connecticut,  presented  the  following  from 
the  Proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
that  jurisdiction,  which  was  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal : 

Hep.  Philip  Pond,  from  the  special  committee  on  the  contemplated  resig¬ 
nation  of  Grand  Secretary  Eidgely,  submitted  the  following  report ; 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Connecticut : 

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  reports  of  the 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  as  relates  to  the  contemplated  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Grand  Secretary  Eidgely,  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Master  having  in  his  address  alluded  very  appro¬ 
priately  to  an  event  foreshadowed  by  the  announcement  made  by  Grand 
Secretary  Eidgely  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  effect  that  by  reason  of  his  continued  physical  weak¬ 
ness  and  growing  infirmities  it  may  ere  long  become  incumbent  on  that 
body  to  determine  upon  his  successor;  and  also  our  E.  W.  Grand  Secretary 
has  in  his  address  very  kindly  and  feelingly  spoken  on  the  same  subject,  his 
thoughts  being  crystallized  by  an  intimacy  formed  by  years  of  official  cor¬ 
respondence,  as  well  as  warm  personal  friendship;  and  believing  that  these 
expressions  are  not  only  the  views  of  these  officers,  but  also  voice  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  every  Eepresentative  present,  we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  resolutions : 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  Bro.  Eidgely,  in  view  of 
his  long  continued  and  invaluable  services  to  the  Order,  should  be  re-elected 
to  the  position  he  now  holds,  receiving  the  emoluments  thereof,  whether  in 
health  or  sickness,  so  long  as  he  may  live. 

Resolved,  That  our  E.  W.  Grand  Eepresentatives  be  and  are  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  vote  for  Bro.  Jambs  L.  Eidgely  for  E.  W.  Grand  Corresponding 
and  Eecording'^  Secretary  as  their  first  and  only  choice.  Also  to  present  a 
copy  of  this  vote  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.

Rep.  Leech,  of  Iowa,  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  : 

Under  instructions  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  I  present  the 
following  preamble  and  resolution: 
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Rep.  Bakbk  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which  were,  on 
motion,  adopted: 

For  the  purpose  of  more  fully  protecting  the  interests  of  Odd  Fellows,  who, 
from  any  cause  hare  failed  to  unite  in  reclaiming  their  Charters  after  sus¬ 
pension,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

Whereas,  There  is  no  provision  in  the  general  laws  of  the  Order  defining 
the  method  by  which  such  members  as  above  referred  to  may  be  reinstated 
in  their  own  Lodge,  or  admitted  as  members  of  sister  Lodges,  either  in  their 
own  or  other  jurisdictions;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  decided  by  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  that  Subordinate  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  State  jurisdictions 
have  no  authority  to  provide  for  dismissal  certificates,  except  in  such  cases 
as  are  authorized  by  the  Grand,  Lodge  of  the  United  States;  therefore 

Besolved,  That  our  E.  W.  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  be  requested  and  instructed  to  bring  the  subject  before  the 
next  session  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  be  more  fully  defined  by  appropriate  legislation. 

Kep.  Price,  of  Kansas,  submitted  tlie  following  resolution, 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Kebekali: 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  be  instructed  to  endeavor  to  procure  an  amendment  to  the 
laws  governing  the  Degree  of  Eebekah,  so  that  sisters  of  that  degree  may  be 
enabled  to  retain  their  membership  irrespective  of  the  standing  of  their  hus¬ 
bands  in  the  Order. 

Pep.  Stickney,  of  Massachusetts,  submitted  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee: 

At  the  Annual  Session  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  held  Au¬ 
gust  1st,  it  was  voted  that  the  Representatives  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  be  instructed  to  obtain  the  correct  intent  of  the  law  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to 
‘  ‘  Dues  and  Benefits,  ”  which  reads  as  follows,  and  is  to  be  found  on  pages 
7461-2  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  [Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  and  also  to  obtain,  if  possible,  an  extension  of  the  time  in  which 
brothers  shall  become  disqualified  from  receiving  benefits. 

‘^Resolved,  That  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  who 
is  in  arrears  for  weekly  or  funeral  dues  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  is  not  en¬ 
titled  to  the  term  password,  or  to  vote  in  the  Lodge  or  Encampment,  but  is 
a  contributing  member  until  suspended,  dropped,  or  expelled,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and,  as  such,  is  entitled  to 
visit  his  own  Lodge  or  Encampment.  He  cannot,  however,  become  entitled 
to  benefits  until  he  shall  have  paid  up  in  full  all  dues  and  fines  (weekly 
and  funeral),  that  have  accrued  against  him  up  to  the  date  of  payment,  if 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  so  provide;  nor  then,  till 
the  expiration  of  such  time  thereafter  as  mav  also  by  the  laws  be  provided  as 
a  penalty. 

“Resolved,  That  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  cannot  refuse  to  receive  in  full,  or 
in  part,  the  dues  of  a  member  prior  to  his  suspension,  and  no  member  can 
be  suspended  or  dropped  fi’om  membership  in  the  Order  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  unless,  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  he  shall  be  indebted  to  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment  for  one  year’s  dues. 

“Resolved,  That  when  any  member  of  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  neg¬ 
lect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  dues  fixed  by  the  laws,  for  the  space  of  one  year,  the 
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Secretary  or  Scribe  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Noble  Grand  or  Chief  Patri¬ 
arch;  and,  unless  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  otherwise  direct,  such  member 
shall  thereupon  be  suspended  (he  having  been  first  notified  of  the  action 
that  would  be  taken),  a  record  of  which  shall  be  made  upon  the  minutes. 
The  mere  fact  of  a  member  being  over  twelve  months  in  arrears  does  not 
constitute  him  a  suspended  or  dropped  member.  To  render  him  such,  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment  must  formally  declare  him  to  be  suspended. 

‘^Resolved,  That  all  previous  legislation  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing 
resolutions  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.” 

Rep.  Lucas,  of  Nevada,  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee: 

Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  notify  a  brother 
while  under  suspension  for  cause,  and  for  a  “  definite  time,”  that  he  is  in 
arrears?  and  is  it  legal  for  the  Lodge  to  declare  such  brother  “ ceased  mem¬ 
bership,”  or  dropped  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues  ? 

Rep.  Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee: 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  requested  to  report  a  law  by 
which  members  of  Subordinate  Lodges  in  good  standing,  over  fifty  years  of 
age,  may  become  non-beneficial,  provided  they  have  been  in  membership 
five  consecutive  years. 

Rep.  Kennedy,  of  Ohio,  submitted  the  following  proceeding 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee : 

Resolved,  That  a  form  of  ceremonies  and  obligations  be  prepared  and  pro¬ 
mulgated  for  use  in  the  consolidation  of  Encampments,  there  appearing  to 
be  no  such  form  now  in  existence. 

Rep.  Kennedy,  of  Ohio,  submitted  a  memorial  from  B.  C. 
True  and  other  P.  G.  Representatives,  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Order,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order. 

Rep.  Hazlett,  of  Ohio,  presented  the  following  proceeding 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Legislative  Committee: 

At  a  session  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  held  in  May,  1878, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  our  E.  W.  Grand  Eepresentatives  be  requested  to  endeavor 
to  have  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  so  change  the  laws  that  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio  may  elect  officers  for  two  years,  and  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  hold  biennial  sessions. 

Rep.  Kennedy,  of  Ohio,  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee: 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  held  in  May,  1878,  the 
following  was  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Encampment,  to  encourage 
and  render  more  efficient  the  organization  of  uniformed  Patriarchs  in  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Encampments,  additional  legislation  is  required  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  in  the  following  particulars: 

1.  To  adopt  and  prescribe  a  uniform  system  or  Manual  of  Tactics  and 
Drill  for  the  use  of  such  organizations. 

2.  To  authorize  such  organizations  to  elect  their  own  officers,  and  to 
adopt  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  own  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  Encampment. 

3.  To  enable  such  organizations  to  impose  dues  or  assessments  upon  their 
members  for  necessary  expenses,  in  addition  to  those  due  the  Encampment, 
and  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  our  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  requested  to  urge  upon  that  Grand  Body  the  adoj^tion  of  ajDpro- 
priate  legislation  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends. 

Eep.  Walton,  of  Oregon,  submitted  the  following  question 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  : 

Question:  "When  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  prescribes  an 
initiatory  regalia  for  an  officer,  is  it  necessary  for  such  officer  while  clothed 
in  such  initiatory  regalia  to  also  be  clothed  in  the  working  regalia  of  his 
office? 

Eep.  Walton,  of  Oregon,  moved  the  following,  v/hich  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Eebekah: 

Resolved,  That  Subordinate  Lodges  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  be  authorized  to  con¬ 
fer  the  same  honors  at  the  burial  of  a  sister  of  Bebekah  as  at  the  burial  of  a 
brother  Odd  Fellow. 

Eep.  Lindsley,  of  Wisconsin,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Eebekah : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Eebekah  Degree  Lodges  be  requested  to 
inquire  whether  there  is  any  suitable  regalia  provided  by  law  for  the  officers 
of  said  Lodges,  and  if  it  shall 'appear  that  there  is  none,  then  that  said  com¬ 
mittee  be  required  to  report  a  suitable  regalia  for  the  same. 

Eep.  Jones,  of  Wisconsin,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Eebekah  : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Eebekah  be 
and  are  hereby  authorized  to  admit  by  regular  ballot  to  membership  into 
their  respective  Lodges  any  lady  who  is  now  the  widow  of  an  Odd  Fellow, 
and  who  lost  her  membership  in  a  Eebekah  Degree  Lodge  by  reason  of  her 
husband  losing  his  membership  in  his  Subordinate  Lodge,  prior  to  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  law  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  1873,  page  5915, 
Such  lady  to  present  the  best  evidence  she  can  of  her  former  connection 
with  any  Eebekah  Degree  Lodge,  or  that  she  had  at  any  time  received  the 
Degree  of  Eebekah. 

Resolved,  That  any  lady  who  is  now  the  widow  of  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  who 
had,  prior  to  the  death  of  her  husband,  received  the  Degree  of  Eebekah,  but 
not  belonging  to  any  Eebekah  Degree  Lodge  at  the  date  of  the  death  of  her 
husband,  and  whose  husband  since  the  law  of  1873  had  ceased  to  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  in  good  standing  in  his  Subordinate  Lodge  at  the  date  of  his  death  by 
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reason  of  non-payment  of  dues,  be  and  slie  is  li.ereby  made  eligible  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  a  Kebekah  Degree  Lodge  upon  furnishing  the  necessary  j^roofs 
as  named  in  the  preceding  resolution. 

Rep.  Hockin,  of  the  Lower  Provinces,  B.  N.  A.,  moved  the 
followiiis:,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order : 

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  practice  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  when  issuing  du¬ 
plicate  Charters,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  signed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire 
and  H.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Becording  Secretary  in  office  at  the 
time  of  issue  of  such  duplicate  Charter,  and  setting  forth  upon  the  face  of 
the  same  that  it  is  a  duplicate;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  such  duplicate  should  in  all  things  be  a  du- 
plicate^of  the  original  Charter;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  all  duplicate  Charters  hereafter  issued  shall  have  subscribed 
thereto  the  name  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  B.  W.  G.  C.  and  B.  Sec¬ 
retary  in  office  at  the  time  of  issue  of  the  original  Charter,  and  that  there 
be  set  forth  upon  the  face  of  the  same  that  it  is  a  duplicate  Charter,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  B.  W.  Grand  Correspond¬ 
ing  and  Becording  Secretary  in  office  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  such  dupli¬ 
cate. 

Rep.  Stebbins,  of  New  York,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Whereas,  Petitions,  signed  in  a  large  number  of  the  districts  by  the 
Past  Grands  of  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York,  to  the  number  of  several 
hundred,  are  now  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office,  asking  for  a  revi¬ 
sion  and  condensation  of  the  five  degrees  into  three,  and  that  the  work  of 
Subordinate  Lodges  hereafter  be  required  to  be  transacted  in  the  Scarlet 
Degree. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  therein  as  relates  to  the  revision  be  referred  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  secret  session,  and  so  much  as  relates  to  the  work  of  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodges  in  the  Scarlet  Degree  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order. 

Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  submitted  the  following, 

which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions  : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  R.  W.  Grand  Officers  and  Members 

of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  Slates : 

The  memorial  of  the  undersigned  respectfully  represents: 

That  at  jmur  last  session  he  respectfully  petitioned  your  B.  W.  Grand 
Body  for  leave  to  restore  to  the  “Odd  Fellows’  Improved  Manual”  certain 
forms  and  ceremonials  formerly  published  therein  (Proceedings,  pp.  7350, 
7351);  that  you  referred  said  petition  to  your  Committee  on  Miscellaneous 
Business,  who  reported  not  merely  a  denial  of  his  request,  but  also  certain 
accusations  against  him  (Proceedings,  p.  7433),  and  that  said  charges  were 
adopted  with  the  report  by  jmur  B.  W.  Grand  Body  (Proceedings,  p.  7501), 
without  notice  to  the  accused  of  the  pendency  of  such  charges,  without 
affording  him  opportunity  to  confront  his  accusers  and  examine  their 
proofs  or  witnesses  (if  any),  and  without  allowing  him  a  hearing  before 
voting  him  guilty.  Those  charges  you  have  published  to  the  Order  and  to 
the  world  in  your  Journal  of  Proceedings,  and  thus  presented  your  me¬ 
morialist,  for  all  coming  time,  as  pronounced  guilty  by  the  highest  judica¬ 
ture  of  our  Order,  of  having  repeatedly  disobeyed  your  warnings,  and  for  a 
long  time  violated  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  his  solemn  obligations  as  an 
Odd  Fellow.

Feeling  grieTonsly  wronged  in  haring  been  thus  unjustly  sentenced  and 
published,  yet  hoping  and  trusting  that  your  K.  W.  Grand  Body  did  it 
through  some  misinformation  and  misunderstanding  of  the  facts,  your  me¬ 
morialist  humbly  begs  leave  to  show,  in  a  kind  and  respectful  manner  and 
spirit,  w^herein  the  charges  are  untrue  and  your  verdict  unjust. 

Passing  by  any  informality  or  irregularity  in  the  arraignment  and  ex  paiie 
proceedings,  and  the  false  imputations  on  my  personal  character  as  a  man 
(reported  as  in  your  daily  printed  Journal,  but  omitted  from  your  revised 
Proceedings),  I  will  only  reply  to  your  three  charges  against  me  as  an 
Odd  Fellow. 

I.  Your  committee  charged,  and  your  B.  W.  GrandBody  voted — “First,  he 
[meaning  your  petitioner]  had  no  legal  right  to  publish  certain  ceremonials 
of  the  Order,  and  even  those  which  he  claims  to  have  been  expressly  pre¬ 
pared  for  his  Manual  infringed  the  rights  of  this  B.  M.  Grand  Body,  and  in¬ 
stead  of  conferring  a  benefit  on  the  Order,  in  many  respects  injury  was 
done,”  &c. 

Beplt. — At  and  before  the  publication  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Manual,  the 
law  of  your  B.  W.  Grand  Body  required  a  permit  to  be  obtained  from  a 
State  Grand  Lodge,  or  its  Grand  Master,  before  publishing  any  matter  con¬ 
cerning  Odd  Fellowship,  In  1852,  while  a  member  of  Montgomery  Lodge, 
Fort  Plain,  N.  Y*.,  I  applied  to  Bro.  Dexter  Gellvioee,  Grand  Master  of 
the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Xorthern  New  Y'ork,  for  a  permit  to  publish  the 
Manual.  He  granted  it,  and  that  permit  was  printed  in  every  copy  of  the 
early  editions,  to  show  that  its  publication  was  legally  authorized. 

Previous  to  this,  while  living  in  Philadelphia,  Prof.  H.  S.  Patterson, 
Grand  Master,  andMYi.  Curtis,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  B.  M.  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  others,  urged  me  to  prepare  such  a  work  for  the 
Order.  Mhen  my  manuscript  was  ready,  Bros.  Patterson  and  Curtis  revised 
it,  and  aided  me  with  corrections,  additions,  and  counsel.  They  believed 
its  publication  legal  and  desirable. 

When  the  book  was  printed,  its  publishers  furnished  a  copy  for  examina¬ 
tion  to  every  officer  and  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
in  session,  September,  1852.  Sixty-eighi  of  these,  of  jurisdictions 

(being  more  than  four-fifths,  if  not  nine-tenths,  of  all  the  members  of  that  Grand 
Lodge),  fully  indorsed  and  warmly  recommended  it  to  the  brethren  at  large. 
Of  those  who  then,  and  since  then,  thus  indorsed  the  Manual,  are  eight  Past 
and  Present  Grand  Sires,  viz. :  Thomas  Wildet,  Wm.  Ellison,  Geo.  W.  Bace, 
Jas.  P.  Sanders,  E.  D.  Farnsworth,  Fred.  D.  Stuart,  C.  A.  Logan,  and  John 
W.  Stoeds  ;  two  Past  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  H.  A.  ]Manchester  and  Timothy 
G.  Senter  ;  two  of  your  Past  Grand  Chajilains,  Bevs.  J.  M.  Wit  .ley  and  I. 
D.  Williamson  ;  your  Grand  Secretary,  Jas.  L.  Bidgely,  and  your  Grand 
Treasurer,  Joshua  Yansant.  I  believed,  and  yet  confidently  believe,  that 
these  brethren  would  not  lend  their  names  and  influence  to  an  illegal  pub¬ 
lication,  or  one  deemed  injurious  to  our  Order.  And  besides  these  sixty-mght 
of  your  officers  and  members,  numerous  officers  of  State  Grand  Bodies  have, 
at  different  times,  similarly  indorsed  the  Manual.  If,  then,  I  have  erred  in 
believing  its  publication  authorized  and  useful,  it  has  been  in  common  with 
many  of  -the  oldest,  ablest,  best,  and  most  highly  honored  ‘  ‘  brethren  of  our 
friendly  Order,  ”  none  of  whom  deserve  ‘  ‘  severe  censure  and  rebuke.  ” 

II.  Y^our  committee  charged,  and  your  B.  W.  Grand  Body  voted,  that  “the 
author  (i.  e.,  your  petitioner)  has  entirely  forgotten  himself  in  assuming  to 
dictate  to  this  B.  W.  Grand  Body,”  Ac. 

Beply. — That  I  did  not  assume  to  “dictate,”  I  respectfully  refer  you  to 
the  petition  itself,  pages  7350  and  7351  of  your  Proceedings.  It  was  meant 
to  be,  and  I  am  confident  you  will  now  pronounce  it,  courteous  and  respect¬ 
ful  in  letter  as  in  spirit.  It  did  not  ex en  advise,  much  less  “dictate.”  It 
suggested  a  case  to  meet  a  possible  objection  to  granting  my  request.  As  to 
the  only  and  sordid  motive  imputed  to  me,  instead  of  that  which  I  really 
felt  and  truly  stated,  I  deny  it,  and  humbly  question  the  propriety  of'char-r 
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ging  it  witlio-at  proof  that  I  had  asserted  a  false  motive.  And  I  beg  leave  to 
add,  that  of  all  my  writings  for  the  Order  during  my  nearly  thirty-six  years 
of  membership,  very  few  received  pecuniary  compensation,  and  none,  not 
even  the  Manual,  was  ever  engaged  in  “as  a  speculation.'’'  My  main  motive 
in  all  ever  has  been  the  “  good  and  welfare  of  the  Order.”  Deny  me  not  this 
true  and  righteous  claim  ;  it  may  seem  of  little  worth  to  sordid  souls,  but 
to  me  it  is  very  precious. 

III.  Your  committee  charged,  and  your  R.  W.  Grand  Body  voted,  that 
your  memorialist  is  guilty  of  ‘  ‘  total  disregard  of  the  oft-repeated  warnings 
of  this  Grand  Body,  which,  had  proper  notice  been  taken  long  ago,  would 
have  been  severely  censured,  and  his  continued  violation  of  law  would  have 
been  rebuked.” 

Reply. — Confidently  believing  that  the  right  to  publish  had  been  legally 
obtained,  and  had  never  been  forfeited,  and  that  investments  made  under 
that  right  could  not  lawfully  and  rightfully  be  taken  from  me  without  due 
process  of  law  and  just  compensation,  and  confirmed  in  such  belief  by  suc¬ 
cessive  and  continuous  approvals  of  my  publication  by  the  highest  officers 
and  most  eminent  members  of  your  R.  W.  Grand  Body  and  of  the  Order, 
I  naturally  believed  that  all  the  warnings  referred  to  related  only  to  those 
who  had  not  complied  with  your  laws,  as  I  had  done.  But  when  your  M. 
W.  Grand  Sire,  Milton  J.  Durham,  and  your  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  Jas. 
L.  Ridgely,  requested  me  to  discontinue  publishing  the  forms  in  the  Man¬ 
ual,  I  did  not  insist  on  my  vested  rights.  My  claims  to  those  ceremonials, 
w'hich  were  original  in  the  Manual,  and  for  which  I  had  paid  a  liberal  sum 
($250)  was  not  denied.  But  when  told  that  if  I  retained  them  your  R.  W. 
Grand  Body  (which  had  adopted  them)  would  have  to  prepare  others  in 
their  stead,  I  at  once  yielded  up  the  sole  publication  of  even  those  to  your 
R.  W.  Grand  Body — so  unwilling  was  I  even  to  seem  disobedient  to  the 
wishes,  or  opposed  to  the  interest  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  wise  disloyal  to  our  Order. 

In  conclusion  :  such  are  the  facts  and  the  reasons  on  which  I  base  my 
firm,  positive,  but  respectful  denial  of  each  and  every  charge  made  or  in¬ 
sinuated  by  your  committee.  If  this  memorial  is  deemed  a  sufficient  de¬ 
fence,  may  I  not  humbly  entreat  your  R.  W.  Grand  Body  to  remove  or 
efface,  so  far  as  you  can,  the  false  and  cruel  brand  stamped  on  my  name 
^nd  reputation  ?  My  character  as  an  Odd  Fellow  is  as  dear  to  me  and  mine 
as  that  of  any  of  your  members  can  be  to  its  possessor ;  and  when  I  pass 
away  from  earth,  as  I  soon  must  do,  being  in  my  seventy-sixth  year,  I 
would  fain  leave  it  without  stain  or  reproach  in  our  Order. 

But  if,  after  full  consideration,  your  R.  W.  Grand  Body  still  holds  me 
guilty  of  anything  deserving  “severe  censure  and  rebuke,”  then  I  pray 
grant  me  a  fair  trial.  Let  plain  charges  and  specifications  be  drawn  up, 
and  let  me  be  lawfully  tried  before  a  proper  tribunal,  where  I  can  confront 
my  accusers,  and  examine  their  proofs  and  witnesses,  and  be  heard  in  my 
own  defence.  Have  I  not  a  right  to  this,  at  least  ?  Or  must  I  remain  con¬ 
demned  untried  ? 

Praying  you  to  receive  and  consider  this  memorial  in  a  calm,  candid, 
just,  and  brotherly  spirit — in  the  true  spirit  of  our  Odd  Fellowship — I  re¬ 
main,  very  respectfully  and  sincerely,  your  brother,  in  F.,  L..  and  T..

It  may  also 
meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall 
cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Representatives  of  the  several 
State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  com¬ 
municating  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called;  and 
in  no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  has  been  given  as  above  stated. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  Eep. 
Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject,  which  was  not  agreed  to.

It  may  also 
meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall 
cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Representatives  of  the  several 
State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  communicat¬ 
ing  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called;  and  in  no 
case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  be  given  as  above  stated. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  on 
motion  of  Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

The  next  amendments,  page  7356,  as  follows,  were  consid¬ 
ered  : 

Amend  Article  IX.,  Section  1,  so  as  to  read  as  follows; 

Article  IX.,  Section  1.  Grand  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  sev¬ 
eral  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
for  the  term  of  two  years ;  and  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or

Article  XIIL,  Section  4.  A  journal  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  kept,  and 
published  biennially,  except  such  proceedings  as  are  had  in  secret  session. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendments,  on 
motion  of  Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  they  were  indefi¬ 
nitely  postponed. 
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The  next  amendment,  page  7356,  as  follows,  was  considered : 

Amend  Article  XIV.,  Sections  2  and  3,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Article  XIV.,  Section  2.  Dues  from  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Encampments,  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  in  this  Grand  Lodge.

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  by 
a  proposition  therefor,  made  in  writing  at  a  regular  communication,  by  one 
or  more  Kepresentatives  from  three  different  States,  which  shall  be  entered 
on  the  Journal,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  regular  session,  when  it  may  be 
considered;  and  if  agreed  to  by  a  vote’of  three-fourths  of  the  members  pres¬ 
ent,  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  such  proposed  alterations  or'  amend¬ 
ments  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution.

Article  XVII.  The  Ofiicers  and  Grand  Representatives  (except  such  offi¬ 
cers  as  receive  stated  salaries)  attending  any  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  voted 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  the 
session  at  which  they  may  be  present,  and  mileage  not  exceeding  eight  cents 
per  mile  for  each  mile  of  actual  and  necessary  travel  by  the  shortest  traveled 
route  from  their  residences  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  (except  per  diem)  to  any  officer 
or  Grand  Representative  who  comes  from  a  jurisdiction  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  North  American  Continent.

Busbee,  of  North  Carolina,  laid  on  the  table  the  fol¬ 
lowing  amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

The  undersigned  propose  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
this  Grand  Lodge: 

Amend  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  by 
striking  out  the  word  “  annually  ”  and  inserting  “  biennially,”  so  that  the 
article  shall  read  as  follow's : 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time  to 
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time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also 
meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall 
cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  jctepresentatives  of  the  several 
State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  communi¬ 
cating  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called;  and  in  no 
case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  be  given  as  above  stated.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  be  instructed  to 
compute  the  mileage  of  Kepresentatives  in  attendance  at  the  present  ses¬ 
sion  at  ten  cents  per  mile,  by  the  nearest  traveled  route,  and  five  dollars 
per  day  for  six  days’  attendance. 

Rep.  Sheppard,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  to  amend,  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  “ten”  and  inserting  “eight,”  and  by  striking  out 
“five”  and  inserting  “  four.” 

Rep.  Muckle,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  to  refer  the  subject 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Rep.  Carey,  of  Maryland,  from  the  special  committee  on 
that  subject,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the 
the  table  under  the  rule :

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered  by 
Bro.  Veitch,  P.  G.  Sire,  to  be  found  on  page  7529  of  Journal,  approving  of 
the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  in  changing  the  place  of  meeting  from 
Texas  to  Maryland,  beg  leave  to  report,  thay  they  have  examined  into  the 
subject  with  great  carefulness,  omitting  nothing  which  could  shed  light 
upon  the  subject,  and  have  concluded  to  report  said  resolution  for  adoption, 
as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  J,  W.  Stokes,  in  issu¬ 
ing  his  proclamation  bearing  date  the  ]  7th  day  of  August,  1878,  ordering 
and  directing  the  present  session  of  the  K.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  be  and  the  same  is  in  all  things 
approved,  ratified,  sanctioned,  and  confirmed.

Rep.  Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  from  tlie  special  committee 
appointed  at  last  session  to  recommend  an  Encampment  Street 
Regalia^  made  tlie  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the 
table  under  the  rule : 

To  ihe  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  ihe  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

Your  special  committee  appointed  in  conformity  to  the  report  and  resolu- 
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fcion  found  on  page  7418,  Journal  of  last  session,  respecting  regalia  for  the 
Patriarchal  Department  of  the  Order,  respectfully  report; 

Immediately  after  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  committee 
commenced  their  efforts  toward  accomplishing  the  object  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment.  Much  correspondence  has  transpired  and  many  experienced  Patri¬ 
archs  have  been  consulted.  The  result  of  their  labors  is  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted. 

The  committee  hope  that  this  system  of  regalia  will  be  adopted.  Many 
are  of  opinion  that  it  will  have  a  marked  beneficial  effect,  promotive  of  the 
general  welfare  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order. 

The  old  and  well-established  collar  in  its  simplicity  is  to  continue.  The 
significant  Patriarchal  staff  of  our  ancient  forefathers  is  brought  out  and  be¬ 
comes  a  feature  before  the  public.  The  staff,  when  used  according  to  in¬ 
structions,  will  assist  in  keeping  the  Patriarchs  in  line  and  orderly;  and, 
besides,  it  will  give  a  symbolic  appearance  of  Patriarchal  characteristic  suf¬ 
ficiently  distinctive  that  the  public  cannot  mistake  them  for  any  other 
Order  or  fraternity. 

The  selection  of  a  proper  head-dress  w^as  the  most  difficult  problem  that 
required  solution.  The  covering  of  the  head  used  by  our  ancient  fathers 
was  the  “  turban,”  and  it  is  the  custom  to  this  day  in  parts  of  Asia;  but  this 
.style  could  not  be  adopted  for  use  in  this  country.  The  silk  and  slouched 
hats  were  both  seriously  considered,  but  to  both  there  were  positive  objec¬ 
tions.  The  committee  at  first  desired  to  adopt 'a  hat  that  was  in  every-day 
use,  so  as  to  secure  economy  and  .convenience.  But  no  one  kind  was  in 
general  use,  therefore  a  large  proportion  of  Patriarchs  would  have  had  to 
purchase  a  hat  for  the  occasion.  It  was  deemed  but  fair  to  all  and  most  ap¬ 
propriate  to  propose  a  special  Patriarchal  hat,  and  permit  none  other  to  be 
worn  on  public  occasions.  We  have  selected  the  mountaineer  shepherd’s 
hat  of  the  Balkan  and  Alpine  ranges  of  Southern  Europe,  which  has  been 
in  use  in  those  regions  for  the  f)ast  thousand  years,  excepting  the  peacock 
plumage,  which  was  worn  in  the  days  of  Pharoah;  we  have  substituted  the 
ostrich  in  its  stead. 

The  style  of  hat  and  trimmings  are  cheap,  and  need  not  exceed  $3.00, 
but  a  more  ordinary  quality  can  be  got  for  $1.50. 

Instructions  are  given  as  to  the  manner  of  making  and  using  the  several 
parts  composing  the  regalia.  The  committee  have  had  in  view  economy^  and 
simplicity  as  well  as  appropriateness  in  the  combination. 

The  committee  have  ventured  to  propose  instructions  to  facilitate  the 
Patriarchs  in  forming  into  single  and  double  ranks;  also  into  sections  and 
manner  of  marching.  The  plan  contemplates  the  non-appearance  of  mili¬ 
tary  evolutions  in  the  street,  and  the  vain  display  of  giving  commands 
as  practised  by  those  who  ar^  engaged  in  the  ‘  ‘  pomp  and  circumstance  of 
war.  ” 

The  cost  of  the  regalia  as  now  proposed,  we  are  informed,  will  be  as  fol¬ 
lows,  viz. : 

When  made  of  superior  materials,  about  $20.00,  as  per  sample  shown. 

When  made  of  inferior  materials,  with  gold  trimmings  not  pure,  about 

$8.00. 

When  made  of  cotton  velvet  and  yellow  cotton  trimmings,  about  $5.00. 

The  crook  can  be  cast  brass,  electrotyped  copper,  or  it  can  be  made  of  tin, 
costing  from  fifty  cents  to  three  dollars. 

The  committee  hope  and  expect  that  the  regalia  herewith  proposed  will  be 
the  only  one  used  by  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  however,  that  the  committee  have  not  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  street  uniform  heretofore  authorized  to  be  used  by  Patriarchs ; 
on  the  contrary,  the  committee  recommend  that  the  street  uniform  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  remain  undisturbed.

Further  resolved,  That  on  public  occasions  no  other  regalia  shall  be  worn  by 
Patriarchs,  appearing  as  such,  than  that  now  adopted. 

Firiher  resolved.  That  all  laws  or  acts  hitherto  existing  and  adopted  by  this 
Grand  Lodge,  in  conflict  with  the  herein-described  regalia,  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  special  reference  is  hereoy  made  to  By-Law  XXII.  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Firther  resolved.  That  all  Grand  Encampments  are  hereby  instructed  to  en¬ 
force  fulfilment  of  the  herein-described  system  of  regalia  in  their  respective 
jurisdictions. 

Further  resolved,  That  all  Subordinate  Encampments  working  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to 
carry  out  the  herein-described  system  of  regalia. 

General  Regulations  and  Atjthokization  respecting  the  Regalia  for  all 
THE  Patriarchal  Degrees  to  be  used  on  Public  Occasions. 

description  of  the  regalia. 

Clause  1.  A  dark  suit  of  clothes;  the  coat  must  be  frock;  vest  and  cravat 
black. 

A  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  hereby  authorized  to  empower  any  Subordinate 
Encampment  to  make  choice  of  any  particular  pattern  of  coat  or  color  of 
vest  or  cravat. 

Clause  2.  Gloves  are  to  be  black,  and  to  be  worn  on  all  public  occasions. 

Clause  3.  The  hat  is  to  be  black  beaver  or  felt,  stiff,  flat  rim,  crown  with 
a  slight  slope  from  rim  to  top,  and  to  be  stiff,  top  to  be  flat,  rim  to  be  about 
three  inches  wide  and  crown  about  five:  inches  high  for  an  average-sized 
Patriarch,  but  they  may  be  enlarged  or  reduced  according  to  the  size  of  the 
Patriarch.  The  cord  or  band  for  the  hat  shall  be  yellow,  one-quarter  of  an 
inch  diameter,  placed  around  the  crown  with  acorn  tassels  one  inch  long  in 
front.  In  front  of  crown  shall  be  placed  a  black  ostrich  feather  about  nine 
inches  long  and  made  to  stand  upright ;  at  the  quill  end  shall  be  placed  two 
ostrich  tips  diverging,  each  about  six  inches  long;  these  to  be  held  in  place 
by  a  metallic  tent  on  crooks  crossed. 

Clause  4.  The  Patriarchal  Staff  shall  be  painted  black  and  about  five  feet 
long  to  the  crook,  which  shall  be  about  ten  inches  from  lower  end  to  the  top 
of  the  bend,  the  short  end  to  point  outward,  the  crook  to  be  yellow.  The 
staff  shall  be  carried  by  every  Patriarch,  including  officers  and  past  officers. 

Clause  5.  The  Patriarchal  Staff  shall  be  carried  on  the  right  side,  resting 
against  the  shoulder,  with  the  lower  end  of  crook  even  with  the  ear,  and  the 
short  end  to  point  to  the  front.  The  following  regulations  respecting  the 
use  of  the  Staff  shall  be  observed: 

First. — When  the  Patriarch  is  not  in  motion,  the  Staff  may  rest  upon  the 
earth,  but  always  upright,  on  a  line  with  the  body,  and  on  the  right  side. 

Second. — When  the  Patriarch  is  in  motion,  the  Staff  must  be  carried  on  the 
right  side,  arm  extended  with  ease — the  Staff  to  rest  against  right  shoulder, 
as  above  described. 

Third. — The  second  position  may  be  changed,  so  as  to  place  the  Staff  across 
the  body  at  an  angle  of  twenty -two  and  a  half  degrees  with  the  body,  and 
when  the  Staff  is  thus  placed  by  the  right  arm,  the  left  hand  must  support 
the  right  hand. 

Foufth. — When  the  Patriarchs  are  in  line,  to  give  honor  to  higher  rank,  the 
Staff  shall  be  placed  immediately  in  front  of,  and  three  inches  from  the 
body,  the  left  hand  also  grasping  Staff  six  inches  above  the  right  hand,  the 
lower  part  of  the  crook  to  be  on  a  line  with  the  ear. 

These  respective  positions  shall  be  styled  as  follows  : 

1st.  Staff  on  Order.  3d.  Staff  on  Rest. 

2d.  Staff  on  Shoulder.  4th.  Staff  on  Honor. 
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Clause  6.  The  collar  to  be  made  of  purple  velvet,  with  yellow  trimmings; 
lace  one-half  inch  wide;  fringe  about  two  inches  wide;  tassels  three  inches 
long;  ends  of  collar  to  be  united  oy  three  links.  The  size  and  dimensions 
of  the  collar  to  conform  to  the  size  of  the  Patriarch.  On  each  side  of  the 
collar  shall  be  placed  two  stars  of  yellow  metal,  and  a  tent  made  of  yellow 
metal,  or  embroidered,  three  inches  long,  placed  on  each  side  between  the 
stars. 

SPECIAL  AND  DISTINCTIVE  REGULATIONS. 

Item  1.  Patriarchs  of  the  Patriarchal  Degree  are  to  wear  a  hat  trimmed 
black,  no  feather;  black  collar,  trimmed  with  black  tassels,  and  bound  with 
black  braid  one-half  an  inch  wide. 

Item  2.  Patriarchs  of  the  Golden  Eule  Degree  are  to  wear  the  black  hat, 
with  yellow  trimmings,  no  feather;  a  black  collar,  trimmed  with  yellow 
braid  one-half  an  inch  wide,  and  yellow  tassels. 

Item  3.  Patriarchs  of  the  Eoj’^al  Purple  Degree  are  to  wear  the  regulation 
hat,  black  feather  and  two  purple  tips,  and  purple  collar,  as  required  by 
Clause  6. 

Item  4.  Elective  and  aiipointed  Officers  of  an  Encampment  shall  wear  the 
same  collar  as  prescribed  for  them  to  wear  in  the  Encampment,  also  hat, 
with  black  feather  and  purple  tips. 

Item  5.  Patriarchs  of  Grand  Encampment  shall  wear  the  same  regalia  re¬ 
quired  to  be  worn  by  Eoyal  Purple  Patriarchs,  excepting  the  feather  shall  be 
yellow,  tips  to  be  purple. 

Item  6.  Grand  Eepresentatives  and  Past  Grand  Eepresentatives,  partici¬ 
pating  with  the  Patriarchal  branch,  shall  apjiear  precisely  as  required  for 
Patriarchs  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  except  they  may  wear  the  Grand  Kep- 
resentative  collar. 

Item  7.  Officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  shall  appear  as  Patriarchs  of 
the  Grand  Encampment  only,  excepting  the  official  jewels. 

Rep.  Backensto,  of  Oregon,  from  the  special  committee  to 
report  a  law  providing  for  l^enclits  to  members  holding  With¬ 
drawal  Cards,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on 
the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  R.  TF.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F.: 

Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  reporting  to 
this  Grand  Body  “a  system  or  law  by  which  brothers  of  the  Order  may  claim 
the  protection  and  benefits  from  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  of  which  they 
were  members  while  in  transit,  or  for  the  time  they  shall  have  paid  their 
dues  after  the  date  of  their  cards,”  have  considered  the  subject,  and  are  of 
opinion  that  a  law  of  the  character  indicated  in  the  resolution  on  Journal, 
page  7480,  should  be  enacted. 

A  brother  maybe  a  faithful  contributing  member  of  his  Lodge  or  Encamp¬ 
ment  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Circumstances  may  require  him  to  remove 
his  residence,  and  naturally  he  desires  to  become  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in 
the  city  or  town  to  which  he  has  removed.  The  laws  of  the  Lodge  require  a 
membership  of  three,  and,  perhaps,  six  months  before  he  becomes  a  bene¬ 
ficial  member.  He  severs  his  relations  with  the  old  Lodge  to  which  he  large¬ 
ly  contributed,  without  receiving  a  dollar  as  benefits,  and  thus  he  is  for  a 
period  of  three,  or,  perhaps,  six  months,  a  non-beneficial  member,  and  dur¬ 
ing  that  time  disease  may  attack  him,  and  he  has  no  claim  either  upon  the 
old  Lodge,  to  whose  prosperity  he  has  been  a  willing  and  faithful  contribu¬ 
tor,  or  the  new  one,  which  has  recently  admitted  him  to  membership.  We 
submit,  therefore,  that  no  injustice  will  be  done  to  the  former  Lodge  by  re¬ 
quiring  it  to  protect  a  brother  as  a  beneficial  member  for  such  reasonable 
time  as  he  may  advance  his  dues,  and  respectfully  present  the  following  for 
your  consideration  : 
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liesolved.  That  when  a  brother  applies  for  a  Withdrawal  Card,  he  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  tendering  the  amount  of  dues  according  to  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  then  in  force  (and  be  thereafter  subject 
to  such  By-Laws),  for  such  period  not  exceeding  one  year  as  he  may  elect, 
and  asking  for  “a  Beneficial  Withdrawal  Card.” 

Beso'ved,  That  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  1865,  Journal,  3827,  3846  (Di¬ 
gest,  Section  243),  shall  apply  to  applications  for  Beneficial  Withdrawal 
Cards. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Becording  Secretary  cause 
cards  to  be  prepared  of  the  following  form  :

Resolved,  That  no  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  benefits  from  more 
than  one  Lodge  and  one  Encampment  at  the  same  time;  therefore —

taken  a  Beneficial  Withdrawal  Card,  and  shall  become  a  beneficial  member 
of  another  Lodge  or  Encampment,  then  the  benefits  guaranteed  in  his  card 
shall  cease.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  the  fol¬ 
lowing  questions  from  Eep.  Midler,  by  instruction  of  the  E.  AV.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Dakota,  to  wit : 
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1.  Has  a  fifth  degree  member,  who  may  be  also  a  member  oi  an  Encamp¬ 
ment,  the  right  to  visit  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  regalia  of  the  R.  P.  De¬ 
gree  ? 

2.  Is  it  the  duty  of  such  member  to  wear  the  regalia  of  the  E.  P.  Degree  ? 

3.  Should  the  highest  title  they  may  have  attained  in  the  Order  be  stated 
in  the  Visiting  or  Withdrawal  Card? 

Kespectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  subject,  and 
would  answer  the  first  question  :  Yes.  See  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States,  Article  XXIV.,  which  reads  as  follows  :  “  Past  Officers  of 
overy  description,  and  members  in  possession  of  the  Encampment  degrees, 
and  all  other  members  of  the  Order,  when  visiting  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Lodges,  are  entitled  to  wear  the  regalia  and  jewels  pertaining  to  the  highest 
degrees  which  they  may  have  taken.” 

To  the  second  question,  we  reply  it  is  optional  for  members  to  do  so. 

To  the  third  :  Yes;  in  the  branch  of  the  Order  from  which  the  card  is 
taken,  except  if  the  brother  be  a  Grand  Representative  or  a  P.  G.  Represen¬ 
tative;  then  said  rank  should  be  expressed  on  the  card,  when  taken  either 
from  the  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  ike  I.  0.  0.  F.  : 

The  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Bro. 
J.  K.  Phillips  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  in  the  case 
of  Magnolia  Lodge,  No.  29,  would  respectfully  report  that  this  is  simply  a 
case  where  certain  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Magnolia  Lodge,  which 
were  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  for  approval,  were  disap¬ 
proved  by  said  Grand  Body,  and  the  appeal  is  from  this  disapiiroval.  Your 
committee  find  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  re¬ 
quiring  the  interference  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  they  therefore  recommend 
that  the  appeal  be  dismissed.

Tompkins,  of  Alabama,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table 
under  the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

Your  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2,  having  considered  the  appeal  of  Bro.  W. 
C.  Earl  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  submit  that  the  sub¬ 
ject-matter  of  this  appeal  is  substantially  predicated  on  a  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  said  jurisdiction,  to  the  effect  that  a  Noble  Grand  of  a  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  is  not  eligible  to  be  re-elected  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office. 

Y'^our  committee  find  that  the  law  upon  the  subject  vests  the  right  of  re¬ 
electing  officers  in  the  local  jurisdictions;  that  in  the  exercise  of  this  right, 
the  Constitution  of  Ohio  provides  that  any  officer  may  in  that  jurisdiction 
be  re-elected  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office.  And  your  committee,  in 
the  light  of  the  law  thus  governing  the  case  in  question,  respectfully  submit 
that  notwithstanding  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  has  incidentally  held,  to  cer¬ 
tain  intents  and  purposes,  that  a  Junior  Past  Grand  is  not  strictly  an  officer 
of  the  Lodge,  yet,  the  presiding  Noble  Grand  may  be  eligible  under  local 
law  to  re-election  as  his  own  successor,  especially  when  such  election  is  held 
before  his  term  of  office  expires  and  before  in  fact  he  becomes  a  Junior  Past 
Grand  in  his  Lodge.  And  your  committee  report  the  following  and  ask  its 
adoption :

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  Rep.  McKinney, 
of  Texas,  on  the  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  in  place  of  Rep.

Rep.  Kimball,  of  Indiana,  moved  that  when  the  hour  for 
the  announcement  of  the  deaths  of  Representatives  and  Past 
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Grand  Representatives  arrives,  the  Lodge  be  declared  at  re¬ 
cess,  that  ladies  and  others  may  be  admitted  to  the  hall. 

Rep.  McKinney,  of  Texas,  moved  to  lay  the  motion  on  the 
table,  which  was  agreed  to,  fifty  voting  in  the  affirmative  and 
forty- three  in  the  negative. 

The  hour  fixed  fo  adjournment  liaving  arrived,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  by  order  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  declared  the 
Lodge  adjourned  until  8.30  o’clock  this  evening. 


8.30  o’clock,  p.  m. 

The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Present,  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  Representatives. 
The  Chair  declared  the  special  order  to  be  the  announcement 
of  the  decease  of  Representatives,  Past  Grand  Representatives, 
and  Past  Grand  Officers. 

Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  rose  in  his  place,  and  addressed  the 
Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Wokthy  Gkand  Sike  and  Eepresentatives, — I  arise,  to  make  the 
sad  announcement  of  the  loss  of  one  of  California’s  noblest  men  and  most  dis¬ 
tinguished  Odd  Fellows.  Nathan  Poeter,  Past  Grand  Eepresentative,  of 
California,  is  dead. 

“  Leaves  have  their  time  to  fall. 

And  flowers  to  wither  at  the  north  wind's  breath. 

And  stars  to  set  ; — but  all. 

Thou  hast  all  seasons  for  thine  own,  O  Death  1” 

Words  fail  me,  to  express  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  deep  feeling  of  sadness 
which  overwhelmed  us,  when  upon  the  6th  day  of  January,  1878,  the  tidings 
of  his  sudden  death  were  flashed  from  Sacramento,  upon  that  wonderfully 
quiet  and  peaceful  Sabbath  morn.  Earth  was  at  rest,  typical  of  that  rest 
which  comes  to  the  weary  toiler,  who  after  “life’s  fitful  fever,  sleeps  well.” 
On  such  a  morning,  consecrated  by  the  Sabbath’s  quiet,  closed  the  earthly 
labors  of  one  of  Nature’s  noblemen,  our  own  beloved  Nathan  Poetee. 

It  will  certainly  not  be  considered  unbecoming  that  his  colleague  in  this 
Eight  Worthy  Grand  Body  should,  in  a  few  brief  words,  recall  the  valuable 
services  rendered  by  this  distinguished  brother  to  our  Order,  as  one  of  its 
honored  Eepresentatives  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States.  ^  A  record 
so  full  of  faithful,  conscientious  labor  deserves,  and  should  receive  hono¬ 
rable  mention,  and  his  colleague  esteems  himself  peculiarly  favored  that  he 
may  thus  appropriately  add  his  tribute  of  praise  and  commendation  to  ser¬ 
vices  so  unselfishly  performed. 

Brother  Nathan  Poetee — being  at  the  time  a  Past  Grand  Eepresentatiye 
in  this  Grand  Lodge,  from  Ehode  Island — was,  at  its  session  held  in  Balti¬ 
more,  in  September,  1870,  admitted  as  a  Eepresentative  from  the  Eight 
Worthy  Grand  Encampment  of  California,  a  position  which  he  continued 
to  hold  during  eight  successive  years.  His  already  extensive  legislative  ex¬ 
perience  enabled  and  entitled  him  to  at  once  assume  a  position  among  the 
members  of  this  body  of  perfect  equality. 
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At  the  session  of  1870  he  was  appointed  upon  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order,  the  present  G-rand  Sire,  Bro.  J.  W.  Stokes,  being  chairman. 
He  was  also  appointed  chairman  upon  two  special  committees,  and  in  one 
of  his  reports,  uj^on  the  subject  of  Libraries,  he  has  placed  upon  record  his 
high’ appreciation  of  this  agency,  in  elevating  the  standard  of  morals  and  in¬ 
telligence,  and  in  promoting  the  best  and  highest  interests  of  the  Order. 

At  the  session  of  1871,  Bro.  Poeteb  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Correspondence,  and  in  the  report  of  that  committee  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  other  parts  of  Europe, 
he  has  preserved  in  imperishable  lines  his  exalted  estimate  of  the  self-sacrifi¬ 
cing  labors  of  one  whose  name  is  forever  identified  with  the  establishment  of 
our  Order  in  those  countries — the  revered  and  honored  Moesf.  These  are 
his  words,  which  are  like  ‘  ‘  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver.  ” 

“Amid  discouragements  which  for  a  time  seemed  almost  insurmountable  ; 
under  the  heavy  hand  of  sickness,  which  held  him  for  months  on  a  oed  of 
l^ain  ;  in  a  foreign  land  whose  adverse  laws  and  the  opposing  inclinations  of 
whose  people  repulsed  his  friendly  advances,  Bro.  Moese,  upheld  by  the 
consciousness  of  the  great  good  which  would  accrue  to  the  present  genera¬ 
tion  of  Germanic-Europe,  and  to  her  people  yet  unborn,  by  the  certain  es¬ 
tablishment  among  them  of  our  benevolent  Order,  persevered  until  our  most 
extravagant  hopes  were  more  than  realized,  and  from  his  benevolent  and 
determined  hand  was  committed  to  the  breeze,  beside  the  national  colors 
of  Prussia,  the  kingdoms  of  Wurttemberg  and  Saxony,  and  the  republic  of 
Switzerland,  the  banner  of  Odd  Fellowship,  on  whose  pure  white  folds  are 
emblazoned  in  letters  of  gold,  the  elements  of  our  faith— Friendship,  Love, 
and  Truth.  Thus  are  the  peoples  of  three  kingdoms,  and  the  republic  of 
Switzerland  now  united  with  us  in  a  fraternal  embrace,  which  we  hope  may 
be  everlasting.” 

At  the  session  of  1872,  he  was  appointed. as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Appeals,  which  position  he  continued  to  hold  up  to  and  including  the 
session  of  1877,  the  last  one  preceding  his  death.  During  the  six  years  of 
his  service  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  very  many  intricate 
and  complicated  questions  and  controversies  arose,  which  by  his  legal  mind 
were  adjusted  in  a  manner  to  receive  the  concurrence  of  his  associates  and 
the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  itself  ;  and  no  name,  it  is  believed  will  be 
found  more  frequently  identified  with  a  clear,  concise,  and  comprehensive 
presentation  of  matters  for  consideration,  than  that  of  Bepresentative  Nathan 
PoETEE,  of  California. 

Although  Representatives  may  differ  as  to  the  correctness  of  his  views  upon 
specific  questions,  yet  all  will  undoubtedly  accord  to  him  honesty  and 
purity  of  motive,  and  a  conscientious  desire  to  advance  the  interest  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  Order.  Bepresentatives,  let  us  strive  to  so  exemplify  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  our  Order  that  with  equal  justness  and  truth  it  may  be  said  of  each 
of  us.  He  was  a  faithful  and  an  honest  man. 

Eep.  Hickok,  of  Pennsylvania,  rose  in  liis  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows: 

Most  Woetht  Geand  Siee  and  Bepeesentattves, — I  beg  that  you  will  bear 
with  me'  for  but  a  few  moments. 

I  am  sure  it  is  not  that  I  would  wantonly  waste  the  valuable  time  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  that  I  crave  permission  to  lay  upon  an  honored  bfer  a  wreath 
of  “cypress  and  bay”  from  my  own  State,  and  also  to  bring  my  personal 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  very  dear  friend,  whose  sympathy  and  fellowship 
have  brightened  for  me  many  happy  hours. 

I  have  asked  myself  the  question  many  times,  since  my  heart,  in  common 
with  those  of  the  many  who  loved  him,  was  saddened  by  the  ruthless  tidings 
of  Grand  Bepresentative  Poetee’s  sudden  death,  how  I  could  spare  from  the 
treasure-house  of  my  precious  memories  the  recollections  of  him  which  are 
now,  to  my  soul,  of  worth  inestimable. 
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It  was  my  fortune,  in  the  progress  and  culmination  of  the  warm  friend¬ 
ship  that  had  its  beginning  at  the  session  of  nine  years  ago,  and  grew  in 
ardor  with  each  succeeding  annual  reunion,  to  know  more  of  Bro.  Porter’s 
inner  life  than  perhaps  any  other  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  excepting 
his  own  colleagues  from  the  “  Golden  Shore,”  and  his  early  compeers  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  Bhode  Island. 

Our  friendship,  at  first  a  mutual  attraction,  was  enhanced  by  association, 
year  after  year,  in  the  committee  of  which  he  was  the  accomplished  and  ef¬ 
ficient  chairman,  and  to  which  I  was  assigned,  each  recurring  session,  at 
his  request,  until  circumstances,  which  made  me  the  senior  member  of  the 
Pennsylvania  delegation,  made  it  also  my  duty  to  my  own  jurisdiction  to 
accept  a  chairmanship,  which  honor,  personally,  I  would  willingly  have  fore¬ 
gone,  that  I  might  have  continued  to  work  with  him,  and  to  which  he,  to 
quote  his  own  words,  “regretfully  resigned  me.”  “You  deserve,”  said  he, 

‘  ‘  the  honor,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  your  State  to  accept  the  position,  though 
I  shall  miss  you  sadly  on  my  committee;  but,  come  often  to  my  room,  as 
usual,  we  like  to  talk  together,  and  I  shall  always  want  to  see  you.  ” 

Often  had  he  said  to  me,  in  his  peculiar  way — a  combination  of  cheerful¬ 
ness  and  entreaty,  tinged  with  sadness,  as  though  he  sought  sympathy  in 
his  weariness — as  our  committee  would  rise  after  an  evening’s  discussion, 
“  Don’t  go,  Brother  Hickok  !  we’re  both  tired;  let  us  talk  awhile;  it  will  rest 
us  !”  and  so  I  got  to  staying  regularly,  as  a  thing  of  course.  I  never  fully  un¬ 
derstood,  until  I  knew  I  had  lost  my  friend,  what  those  times  of  fraternal  com¬ 
munion  were  worth;  and  now  that  I  have  bitterly  realized,  by  the  changed 
associations  of  this  session,  that  he  is  indeed  gone,  never  more  to  return  to 
me,  except  in  dreams  and  sacred  memories,  oh  !  how  I  prize,  beyond  com¬ 
pare,  and  live  over  again  in  the  solitude  of  my  own  thoughts,  the  halcyon 
hours  when  my  mind  and  heart  were  made  wiser  and  better  by  companion¬ 
ship  with  as  true  a  spirit  as  the  Omnipotent  Creator  of  man  ever  spake  into 
being. 

My  regard  for  him  was  not  only  reciprocal — it  was  more.  It  was  born  of 
the  highest  admiration  for  his  personal  character.  I  reverenced  him,  as  I 
learned  how  pure  was  his  nature;  how  high  his  aims — not  those  of  ambition, 
but  of  personal  excellence  and  relative  usefulness — how  exalted  the  stand¬ 
point  from  which  he  viewed  life  and  its  multifarious  duties ;  how  merciful  and 
indulgent  in  his  judgment  of  men,  how  patient  of  their  errors  and  weakness¬ 
es  ;  how  great  his  confidence  in  the  innate  goodness  of  humanity  and  its  sus¬ 
ceptibility  of  restitution;  how  comprehensive  in  his  charity;  how  consider¬ 
ate  for  the  feelings  of  others;  how  magnanimous  in  his  forbearance  and 
forgivenesses. 

There  are  numbers  on  this  floor  to-day  who,  with  me,  can  recall  circum¬ 
stances  in  which,  with  all  the  terrible  powers  of  sarcasm  and  subtle  irony 
we  knew  him  possessed  of,  he  was,  even  when  justly  provoked,  suave  and 
conciliatory;  and  if,  incidentally,  he  felt  constrained  to  retaliate,  it  was  uni¬ 
formly  with  the  courtesy  and  evident  forbearance  of  him  who  had  learned 
to  be  “  greater  in  ruling  his  own  spirit  than  is  he  that  taketh  a  city.  ” 

I  well  remember,  in  my  days  of  young  experience  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  of 
an  occasion  when,  in  the  heat  of  debate,  a  bitter  and  ungenerous  satire  was 
launched  at  him,  which,  it  was  apparent,  from  the  surprised  expression  of  his 
eye  and  the  flushing  of  his  cheek,  he  felt;  and  I  waited  in  anticipation  of 
the  scathing  retort  I  knew  was  so  ready  in  his  mental  armory,  and  won¬ 
dered  at  the  gentle  and  pleasant  repartee  that  came  instead;  and  when,  in 
the  evening,  I  remarked  to  him  that  he  had  just  occasion  for  a  caustic  an¬ 
swer,  and  that  had  I  been  in  his  place,  with  his  mastership  of  the  situation, 

I  would  have  annihilated  his  antagonist,  his  replj"  showed  me  the  greatness 
of  the  man  and  taught  me  a  life-lesson.  ‘  ‘  I  did  feel,  for  a  moment,  ”  he  said, 

‘  ‘  like  being  severe,  but  I  have  learned  that  it  is  much  better  to  abstain  from 
saying  bitter  things.  We  often  have  regrets  for  wounding  the  feelings  of 
of  others,  never  any  for  the  exercise  of  kindness.  It  is  so  pleasant  to  feel 
kind  and  be  kind.”  Indelibly  delineated  on  the  canvas  of  my  memory,  is 
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his  portrait,  \rith  its  grand  expression,  as  the  noble  sentiment  passed  his 
lips. 

I  recall  the  last  time  we  were  in  each  other’s  company.  It  was  a  privileged 
hour.  Would  God  I  had  known  it  was  to  be  the  last.  It  was  after  the  ad¬ 
journment  of  last  year’s  session.  He  and  I  were  among  the  last  of  the  Rep¬ 
resentatives  in  leaving  the  city.  I  was  to  go  in  the  evening,  he  at  a  later  hour. 
We  sat  in  his  room  and  talked  of  many  things  ere  he  said  that  warm  good¬ 
bye  I  shall  never  hear  again.  He  had  been  sad  at  other  partings,  for  he  had 
premonitions  of  an  insidious  organic  affection  lurking  at  the  citadel  of  his 
life,  and  he  occasionally  spoke  of  it ;  but  this  evening  he  was  cheerful  and 
hopeful.  He  renewed  his  oft-repeated,  warmly-pressed  invitation  for  me  to 
visit  him  during  the  winter  months  at  his  home  at  Oakland,  and  all  presenti¬ 
ment  of  his  frail  tenure  on  life,  that  might  be  severed  at  a  moment’s  warning, 
seemed  banished  from  our  minds;  and  so  we  parted,  hoping  to  meet  again, 
either  on  his  own  balmy  Pacific  shore,  later  in  the  season,  or  this  month  in  the 
sunny  South.  By  two  dread  calamities  have  we  been  taught  the  truth  of 
the  proverb — “ Man  proposes,  God  disposes.”  The  South  is  in  sackcloth. 
“The  pestilence  walketh  there  in  the  darkness  and  wasteth  at  noon-day,” 
and  Providence  has  thus  interdicted  our  anticipated  visit.  Our  brother 
is  dead.  Oh  !  shall  we  meet  again  ?  My  heart  has  asked  the  question  a  thou¬ 
sand  times. 

I  was  not  surprised  to  receive  a  cordial  letter  from  him  on  his  andval  at 
home,  for  I  expected  it.  I  had  received  many  such.  T  he  last  tracing  of 
his  hand  to  me  was  -v^Titten  the  day  but  one  before  his  death,  from  his  desk 
in  the  Senate  of  California.  It  reached  me  days  after  the  heart,  that  dictated 
it,  was  still,  in  that  grand,  true  man’s  grave. 

Forgive  me,  Representatives,  if,  in  speaking  of  my  friend  I  have  seemed 
to  dwell  too  much  on  my  personal  feelings.  My  love  for  him  must  be  my 
apology,  though  you,  I  am  assured,  will  require  none  at  my  hands. 

His  old  associates  on  this  floor  have  missed  him  sadly.  We  have  looked 
in  vain  around  this  hall,  so  often  reverberatory  with  his  voice,  for  the  manlj' 
form,  the  genial,  thoughtful,  earnest  face,  indicative  of  the  “good,  true 
heart  within.”  We  look  in  vain;  we  shall  ever  look  in  vain  for  his  coming. 

But  I  did  not  arise  to  “point  a  moral,”  nor  presumptuously  to  suggest 
for  others,  lessons  from  this  untimely  bereavement.  “The  heart  knoweth 
its  own  bitterness,”  and  mine  would  “commune  with  itself  and  be  still.” 

I  could  not  do  otherwise  than  bring  my  offering  to  our  dead  and  speak 
my  friend’s  praise.  I  have  not  done  justice  to  his  memory  or  his  merit. 
My  heart  appreciates  most  vividly  that  which  my  tongue  lacks  language  to 
express — the  worth  of  one 

Yiho  honored  manhood  by  illustrious  life; 

Guileless,  and  leal,  and  upright  to  the  end: 

A  faithful  brother;  steadfast,  loyal  friend; 

A  hero  in  man’s  highest,  holiest  strife — 

The  ennobling  warfare  for  self-vanquishment. 

Such  men  die  not !  nor  fate  nor  death’s  dread  ire. 

Can  dim  their  light,  nor  quench  their  spirit’s  fixe: 

In  vain  are  Adriel’s  frowns  upon  them  bent. 

Immortal  honor  is  their  funeral  pyre. 

Rep:  Given,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  rose  in  his  place, 
and  addressed  the  Lodge  as  follows : 

Most  WoKTHY  Grand  SiEE  AND  Representatives, — At  the  suggestion  of  my 
colleagues,  the  sad  and  melancholy  duty  has  been  assigned  me,  of  announ¬ 
cing  to  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Frederick  D. 
Stuart,  which  mournful  event  occurred  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  1878,  at  his  residence  in  Washington  City,  D.  C. 

"VCTth  feelings  of  intense  sympathy  and  depression,  occasioned  by  this 
calamity,  I  fully  realize  my  inability  to  do  justice  to  the  subject  of  my  obit¬ 
uary,  in  the  humble  eflbrt  to  place  upon  record  a  brief  synopsis  of  Bro. 
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Stuart’s  eventful  and  useful  life,  liis  ripe  exjoerience,  or  the  calm  and  peace¬ 
ful  death  of  our  much  lamented  friend,  viewing  his  remarkable  elements  of 
character  from  a  proper  and  intelligent  stand-point,  whether  as  a  philanthro¬ 
pist  and  an  Odd  Fellow,  as  a  citizen,  or  as  a  patriot,  for  his  varied  scientific 
attainments,  and  thorough  self-culture,  or  in — what  far  transcends  them  all 
— the  cheerful,  yet  soothing,  and  consoling  spirit  of  resignation  evinced  by 
him  ere  passing  beyond  the  river,  that  he  truly  possessed  the  pearl  of  great 
price,  causing  his  death-bed  to  have  been  illumined  by  the  celestial  rays  of 
the  Christian  faith  and  hope  of  a  future  blissful  immortality. 

We  conceive  it  to  be  our  duty  to-day  to  discourse  more  specifically  of  Bro. 
Stuart  as  regards  his  attachment  to  and  prominent  connection  with  our 
fraternity.  He  practically  exemplified  in  a  pre-eminent  degree  the  essential 
prerequisites  of  a  genuine  philanthropist,  possessing  all  the  chivalric  qual¬ 
ities  of  a  hero  combined  with  the  gentleness  of  woman,  uu  selfish  and  self- 
sacrificing,  and  devoting  himself  to  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  others  with 
an  ardor  that  prompted  him  to  forget  himself.  His  life  was  so  gentle,  and 
divested  of  ostentation,  and  clothed  with  a  genial  magnetism  that  won  all 
hearts,  possessing  all  the  elements  which  constitute  true  greatness.  Nature 
might  indeed  truthfully  stand  up  and  say  to  all  the  world,  “This  was  a 
man.”  The  records  of  this  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  those  of  very 
many  of  our  State  and  Subordinate  Jurisdictions,  bear  testimony  by  volun¬ 
tary  offerings  of  many  and  valuable  tokens  of  regard  and  affection  in  ac¬ 
knowledgment  of  his  worth,  and  speak  to  us  in  language  that  cannot  be  mis¬ 
understood,  of  the  strong,  fraternal  feelings  of  his  brethren,  of  their  esti¬ 
mation  and  high  appreciation  of  his  eminent  services  to  our  beloved  organi¬ 
zation. 

His  well-deserved  fame,  for  his  untiring  zeal,  efficiency,  and  integrity 
stand  out  in  distinct  and  bold  outline,  has  enriched  and  is  indelibly  im¬ 
pressed  upon  every  page  of  our  Order's  history  since  the  year  1844.  His 
memory  to-day  is  embalmed  in  thousands  of  hearts,  without  as  well  as  with¬ 
in  the  pale  of  our  great  brotherhood;  but,  alas  !  what  a  void  has  his  demise 
produced  in  our  ranks.  Listen  to  the  exceedingly  appropriate,  touching, 
and  expressive  language  of  our  own  beloved  Grand  Secretary  Bidgely  on 
this  point,  as  communicated  to  me,  under  date  of  January  29,  1878,  relative 
to  our  great  affliction  : 

“Who  shall  fill  the  void  in  our  ranks?  Echo  will  respond.  Who?  Never 
shall  we  look  upon  his  like  again.  True,  time  may  repair  the  severest  loss, 
and  nature  suffers  no  breach  that  is  irreparable;  yet  regarding  his  versatility 
of  talent,  his  thorough  self-culture  in  Odd  Fellowship,  and  extraordinary 
adaptation  to  its  every  office,  I  know  of  no  living  or  departed  representative. 
The  gulf  may  be  bridged  over,  but  it  will  be  long  before  its  accomplishment. 
Our  loss  will  be  greater  and  realized  the  more  as  time  rolls  on,  and  our  ex¬ 
perience  becomes  practical.” 

The  spirit  of  Bro.  Stuart  will  live,  we  hopefully  believe,  throughout  the 
endless  ages  of  a  glorious  eternity,  whilst  the  memory  of  his  good  deeds  will 
be  most  sacredly  cherished  and  treasured,  and  transmitted  to  millions  yet 
unborn.  All  that  was  mortal  of  Bro.  Stuart  has  been  by  loving  hearts  and 
tender  hands  consigned  to  the  custody  of  mother  earth,  and  beside  his  for¬ 
mer  estimable  companion,  whose  death  and  burial  preceded  that  of  the  de¬ 
voted  husband  within  the  brief  space  of  some  fourteen  daj^s.  The  loving 
wife  and  mother  was  through  life  the  joy  of  his  lieart,  as  well  as  the  comfort 
of  his  declining  years,  and  an  ardent  admirer  and  a  most  enthusiastic  friend 
of  our  beloved  institution. 

‘  ‘  Inseparable  in  life,  in  death  they  are  not  divided,  ”  but  are  sleeping 
sweetly  on  the  banks  of  yonder  placid  river  (Anacostia),  near  its  junction 
with  our  own  beautiful  Potomac,  the  mound  which  marks  their  resting-place 
being  fanned  by  its  gentle  breezes,  whilst  catching  the  reflected  rays  of  the 
declining  sun,  as  it  gently  sinks  behind  the  wooded  (western)  hills  which 
mark  the  location  of  tire  former  happy  home  of  the  illustrious  and  renowned 
sage  of  Mount  Vernon. 
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The  pall-bearers  to  our  dear  brother  were  P.  G.  Sire  Wm.  W.  Moore,  Grand 
Sire  Jno.  W.  Stokes,  P.  G.  Sire  Jas.  B.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire  M.  J.  Durham, 
P.  G.  Sire  Thos,  Sherlock,  P.  G.  Rep.  Hugh  Latham,  of  Ya.,  P.  G.  Geo.  P. 
Lewis,  of  Phila.,  Pa.,  and  Dr.  Jno.  B.  Blake,  of  the  National  Monument 
Society.  Many  of  the  most  prominent  and  distinguished  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  country  were  present,  and  it  is  conceded  that  the  funeral  was  attended 
by  one  of  the  largest  gatherings  of  people  ever  assembled  on  a  similar  occa¬ 
sion  in  Washington. 

“  So  thou  hast  passed  ihe  unreturning  gate. 

Where  dust  with  dust  doth  linger,  and  gone  down, 

In  all  the  ripeness  of  declining  years, 

To  this  most  sacred  citj'  of  the  dead. 

No  granite  obelisk,  but  the  blooming  flower 
Reveals  thy  couch,  fit  emblem  of  the  frail 
And  the  immortal.” 

Thus  friend  after  friend  departs,  cut  down  by  the  remorseless  hand  of  the 
dark  winged  messenger.  Death  ;  scarce  had  we  recovered  from  the  effects  of 
the  painful  tidings  wafted  to  us  from  the  East,  of  the  loss  of  the  beloved  and 
honored  Ellison,  ere  the  electric  spark  from  the  far  West,  conveyed  to  us 
the  sad  intelligence  of  the  fall  of  the  cultured  and  gallant  Porter,  and  now 
following  rapidly  in  their  pathway,  we  are  called  upon  to  announce  to  you, 
from  the  midland  States,  the  taking  off  of  our  noble  Stuart.  Truly  if  we 
are  wise,  should  we  not  seriously  contemplate  the  solemn  admonitions  these 
great  afflictions  afford. 

Frederick  D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  was  born  in  Poughkeepsie,  New  York 
(of  Scottish  parentage),  July  12,  1814,  and  died  at  his  residence  in  Washing¬ 
ton  City,  D.  C.,  about  8  a.  m.,  January  25,  1878,  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age. 

In  early  manhood  he  settled  in  Washington  City,  and  made  it  his  per¬ 
manent  home.  He  was  initiated  into  the  Order  (in  our  jurisdiction)  as  a 
member  of  Friendship  Lodge,  No.  12,  October  22,  1844,  and  elected  Noble 
Grand  of  that  Lodge,  April  2,  1846.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  D.  C.,  July  1,  1846,  and  was  elected  Grand  Master,  November,  20, 
1848,  and  a  Representative  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  November  11,  1850.  He  was 
initiated  as  a  member  of  Mt.  Pisgah  Encampment  (now  defunct),  August 
19,  1845  ;  and  at  the  institution  of  Ridgely  Encampment,  No.  5,  October  9, 
1846,  he  was  selected  as  its  Chief  Patriarch;  was  admitted  to  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Encampment,  February  6,  1847,  elected  and  installed  Grand  High  Priest, 
July  31,  1847,  and  Grand  Patriarch,  August  10,  1852,  and  he  was  again 
elected  a  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  August 
30,  1850.  He  was  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Body  from  1868 
to  1870,  and  Grand  Sire  from  1870  to  1872.  He  was  also  selected  in  J867  as 
a  special  commissioner  to  visit,  and  promote  the  interest  of  our  Order  in 
Canada  East  and  British  North  America,  thus  rendering  a  continuous  ser¬ 
vice  as  Representative  to  this  Grand  Body  of  sixteen  years,  excepting  only  a 
brief  interval,  owing  to  his  necessary  absence  from  the  country  on  official 
public  duty.  As  a  Representative  upon  this  floor,  and  as  the  Executive  of 
this  body,  he  was  ever  active,  courteous,  vigilant,  and  faithful,  and  his  mem¬ 
ory  requires  no  eulogy  from  me.  Y"our  records  bear  indisputable  evidence 
of  his  sterling  worth,  as  a  man,  and  his  unsurpassable  zeal  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship. 

Bro.  Stuart  was  educated  as  a  civil  engineer,  and  enjoyed  a  good  reputa¬ 
tion  as  a  draughtsman  and  as  an  architect,  and  was  also  well  versed  in  as¬ 
tronomy.  He  entered  the  U.  S.  Navy  as  private  secretary  to  Admiral  Wilkes, 
when  he,  in  the  years  1839  and  1841,  explored  a  large  portion  of  the  Ant¬ 
arctic  continent,  before  unknown.  He  acted  in  the  same  capacity  to  Admiral 
Wilkes  for  several  years  after  the  return  of  the  expedition  to  the  United 
States.  In  the  year  1853  he  went  with  Captain  Ringold’s  exploring  expedi¬ 
tion  to  Behring’s  Straits,  as  hydrographer.  During  the  late  war  he  experi¬ 
enced  considerable  active  service.  In  July,  1862,  he  was  acting  master  in 
the  West  India  Squadron,  under  Admiral  Wilkes.  In  August,  1863,  as  com¬ 
mander  of  the  U.  S.  Steamer  Calypso,  he  captured,  off  the  coast  of  North 
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Carolina,  the  steamer  Lady  Sterling,  one  of  the  most  valuable  prizes  of  the 
war.  He  was  promoted  to  acting  volunteer  Lieutenant  in  1864,  and  placed 
in  command  of  the  Wasp,  ahd  in  July  of  that  year  he  was  ordered  to  the 
Washington  Navy  Yard,  where  he  remained  until  October,  and  in  February, 
1866,  he  was  honorably  discharged  the  service. 

Bro.  Stuaet  was  a  steadfast  friend  of  popular  education,  and  frequently 
served  as  trustee  of  the  public  schools,  and  was  universally  beloved  by 
pupils  and  teachers.  In  June,  1875,  Bro.  Stuart  was  appointed  one  of  the 
board  of  managers  of  the  National  Washington  Monument  Society,  and  a 
part  of  his  most  valuable  service  in  this  connection,  after  the  Board  of  U.  S. 
Engineers  had  examined  and  reported  officially  that  one  of  the  corners 
of  the  structure  had  settled,  was  in  making  it  apparent  to  the  board, 
and  to  the  public,  after  his  personal  examination  and  measurement,  that  the 
engineer  was  in  error,  and  had  taken  the  wrong  bench-mark,  which,  in  fact, 
jjroved  to  be  correct. 

It  was  my  sad  privilege,  as  one  of  his  humble  but  most  devoted  friends, 
to  have  been  much  with  him  during  his  last  sickness  and  suffering,  and  to 
witness  the  manifestations  by  him,  to  an  unusual  degree,  of  that  gentle 
spirit  of  resignation  and  fortitude. 

He  was  visited,  a  few  hours  before  his  death,  by  his  spiritual  adviser,  and 
an  old  personal  friend,  the  Bev.  A.  H.  Ames.  He  was  evidently  sinking 
from  exhaustion  and  pain,  but  he  thanked  him  for  his  coming.  After 
prayer,  to  which  he  responded  audibly,  his  visitor  said  t'O  him:  “I  trust  it 
is  all  peaceful  and  calm  with  you?”  He  replied,  clasping  the  visitor’s  hands 
in  his,  “  It  IS  all  well,  and  I  am  only  gathering  up  my  energies  to  submit 
myself  into  the  hands  of  my  Maker.”  And  it  was  so.  There  was  a  hovering 
of  celestial  wings  around  his  lowly  couch,  a  solemn  sound  of  stricken  harps, 
such  as  around  God’s  throne  “make  music  night  and  day.”  He  might  not 
tell  of  that  music,  for  his  lips  were  sealed,  and  his  eyes  closed.  And  so  we 
say  he  died.  But  all  the  glorious  company  of  Heaven  do  say  “  he  lives,”  and 
that  our  brief  farewell,  uttered  in  tears,  was  but  the  prelude  tone  of  the  full 
welcome  of  eternity. 

Kep.  Pearce,  of  Florida,  rose  in  his  place,  and  addressed  the 
Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Eepresentatives, — It  becomes  my  sad  and 
painful  task  to  announce  to  you  the  death  of  a  Past  Grand  Bepresentative 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  Florida.  I  allude  to  Bro.  Samuel  QuaIle,  who  rep¬ 
resented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  in  this  body  in  1875,  filling  an  un¬ 
expired  term.  Bro.  Quaile  was  born  in  Ireland,  but  came  to  Florida  quite 
young,  and  soon  after  his  years  would  allow  him  he  became  a  member  of 
Leon  Lodge,  No.  5,  at  Tallahassee,  where  he  remained  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  early  this  spring.  He  had  filled  every  position  in  his  Subordinate 
Lodge  and  Encampment,  and  for  many  years  was  Grand  Treasurer  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Florida;  all  of  which  offices  he  filled  with  great  credit  to 
himself  and  perfect  satisfaction  to  his  brethren.  I  am  proud  in  stating  that 
he  was  in  an  eminent  degree  characterized  by  a  lofty  devotion  to  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  Odd  Fellowship.  We  cherish  his  memory  with  satisfaction  and 
delight. 

Prompt,  punctual,  honest,  and  agreeable,  ready  and  willing  at  all  times 
to  perform  every  duty  incumbent  on  him;  kind,  indulgent,  and  loving,  as 
brother,  husband,  and  father;  upright  and  zealous  to  promote  the  growth 
of  our  beloved  Order;  possessing  a  generous  soul  and  a  sympathetic  heart, 
few  brothers  have  passed  onward  and  upward  to  a  higher  life  whose  loss  their 
immediate  friends  more  keenly  felt,  or  more  deeply  deplored  than  is  that  of 
our  worthy  brother  Samuel  Quaile.  Well  may  we  say, 

“Though  now  entombed  his  mortal  frame  may  lie, 

That  which  so  endeared  him,  that  can  never  die,” 
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Rep.  Stebbins,  of  New  York,  rose  in  Ms  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows: 

Most  Woetht  Geand  Sere  A>a)  Eepeesentattves, — To  some  tLis  “in  me- 
moriam  ”  Lour  may  hang  heaTil5^  To  none,  I  trust,  may  it  seem  a  waste  of 
time.  ’Tis  one  of  the  eclipses  in  our  history,  as  when  some  rayless  orb,  flit¬ 
ting  across  the  horizon  of  its  brightness,  buries  us  in  the  abyss  of  its  gloom. 

These  brilliant  lights,  that  stud  the  firmament  of  Odd  Fellowship,  are  not 
put  out.  They  are  but  hid  for  a  moment  behind  the  gloomy  shadow  of 
death,  only  to  reappear  in  immortal  beauty  and  brightness,  and  shine  for¬ 
ever. 

’Tis  meet  that  we  should  pause  for  a  moment  in  our  deliberations,  sit  in 
silence  beneath  the  shadow  of  this  passing  cloud  of  sorrow;  and  gaze  rever¬ 
entially  as  they  reappear  in  baptized  splendor  from  their  brief  eclipse. 

Since  our  last  assembling,  several  of  our  distinguished  and  loved  ones 
have  departed.  Their  voices  are  hushed.  Their  chairs  are  vacant.  The 
charm  of  their  eloquence  shall  no  more  be  heard  upon  those  lofty  themes 
that  engaged  their  earnest  thought.  But  though  the  moving  lip,  the  flash¬ 
ing  eye,  the  manly  form  shall  no  more  present  that  picture  of  beauty,  oft- 
times  rising  to  sublimity,  of  which  many  of  us  have  been  witnesses,  memory 
caught  with  'phonographic  accuracy  upon  its  vibratory  disk,  the  sound¬ 
waves  of  their  eloquence,  whose  welcome  echoes  break  responsive  in  our 
hearts  to-day. 

Long  may  they  live  in  our  memory,  and  their  bright  example  be  unto  us 
beacon-lights  to  guide  our  deliberations.  In  the  sharp  conflicts  of  opinion, 
in  that  furnace  heat  of  debate,  which  earnest  free  thought  must  necessarily 
evoke,  may  their  hallowed  memories  hush  every  unkind  word,  subdue  every 
discordant  thought,  and  span  the  fiercest  storm  of  controversy  -v^ith  the  rain¬ 
bow  promise  of  peace  and  love. 

Sitting  at  the  feet  of  their  great  shadows,  let  us  treasure  the  legacy  they 
have  bequeathed  as  a  sacred  trust,  and  transmit  it  to  those  who  shall  follow 
us,  not  alone  untarnished,  but  beautified,  adorned,  and  enriched  by  our 
added  self-sacrifice. 

He  whose  decease  I  arise  to  announce,  and  of  whom  I  am  more  especially 
to  speak,  was  perhaps  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  now  constituted,  one  of  the 
least  known  of  these  distinguished  dead.  His,  in  large  measure,  was  the 
modest,  unobtrusive  worth  of  the  quiet  toiler.  Like  the  coral  of  the  sea,  he 
builded  in  the  profoundest  depths,  lifting  to  the  surface  the  island,  the  con¬ 
tinent,  upon  which  others  have  entered  and  reaped  the  harvest. 

To  know  his  worth  required  to  be  his  companion,  his  intimate,  personal 
friend,  for  he  made  no  parade  of  his  greatness.  Yet  so  normal  was  it  in  his 
nature,  so  a  very  part  of  his  inner  being,  that  he  could  be  nowhere,  and  act 
in  no  sphere,  but  it  would  crop  out  all  along  the  pathway  of  his  toil.  Thus 
and  thus  only  has  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Eep.  Smith  monumented  his  mem¬ 
ory  in  the  histor}’-  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Bro.  Wm.  L.  G.  Smith  was  born  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  March  16,  1813, 
and  deceased  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  January  31,  1878.  being  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  not  quite  65  years  of  age.  At  an  early  age  he  left  his  native  State 
and  came  to  New  York,  the  then  West,  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Selden  & 
Jewett,  in  Monroe  County,  and  was  admitted  to  jiractice  soon  after.  In  1837, 
and  while  yet  a  young  man,  he  removed  to  Buffalo,  where  he  retained  his 
residence  to  his  death. 

Endowed  with  fine  forensic  ability,  he  soon  took  a  prominent  position  at 
the  bar,  and  by  his  genial  spirit  and  j)leasing  address,  won  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Enterprising  and  public  spirited,  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  municipal 
affairs  of  the  city  and  public  affairs  of  the  country,  and  was  called  to  some 
of  its  most  responsible  offices,  the  duties  of  which  he  discharged  with  mark¬ 
ed  ability  and  fidelity. 
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Nor  was  he  long  left  to  adorn  only  the  councils  of  his  adopted  city.  The 
fame  of  his  marked  ability  and  sterling  -yorth  spread  until  it  reached  the 
Chief  Executive  of  the  nation.  In  1847  he  was  appointed  by  President  Polk 
Consul  and  Diplomat  to  China.  In  this  new  and  responsible  position,  Bro. 
Smith  showed  himself  equal  to  every  emergency.  His  ability  shone  here 
with  increased  splendor,  calling  forth  the  highest  encomiums  from  those 
whose  interests  he  had  in  charge.  Well  has  it  been  said  by  another,  “Not  a 
spot  or  blemish  mars  the  bright  page  of  his  official  life.” 

But  not  alone  at  the  bar  and  in  responsible  official  position  was  Bro.  Smith 
distinguished.  A  gentleman  of  high  culture  and  refined  literary  tastes,  a. 
ripe  scholar  and  finished  writer,  he  is  the  author  of  several  works  of  no  or¬ 
dinary  merit.  His  “Life  and  Times  of  Lewis  Cass”  gave  him  a  national, 
literary,  and  political  reputation.  On  his  return  from  China,  he  embodied 
his  acquaintance  with,  and  knowledge  of  their  people,  in  a  work  of  marked 
ability,  entitled,  “China  and  the  Chinese,”  and  at  the  time  of  his  decease 
was  preparing  for  publication  another  work  more  extensive  than  any  in 
which  he  had  previously  been  engaged.  This  must  now  remain  a  broken 
column  in  the  record  of  his  genius. 

Thus  has  Bro.  Smith,  following  only  the  natural  promptings  of  his  noble 
and  gifted  nature,  interwoven  his  life  with  that  of  the  nation,  and  monu- 
mented  his  greatness  in  her  history.  The  annals  of  our  country,  by  whom¬ 
soever  chronicled,  will  be  incomplete  without  the  name  of  Wm.  L.  G.  Smith 
to  adorn  their  pages. 

But  it  was  in  the  councils  of  our  Order  that  the  character  of  our  deceased 
brother  shone  most  conspicuousljL  Here  his  genial  nature,  his  goodness  of 
heart,  had  free  play,  and  revealed  the  genuine  man  and  brother.  Though 
at  times  reticent  when  plunged  in  deep  thought,  as  was  often  his  wont,  yet 
when  the  thought  was  mastered  and  the  spell  broken,  that  warm  social  na¬ 
ture,  which  was  as  a  fountain  within  him,  would  come  bubbling  up  and  flow 
forth  in  sparkling  streamlets,  scattering  freshness,  verdure,  and  beauty,  and  * 
difiusing  joy  and  happiness  to  all  around. 

At  the  time  of  his  decease,  Bro.  Smith  had  been  an  Odd  Fellow  almost  40' 
years.  Few  have  left  a  more  flattering  record  of  the  good  accomplished  by 
his  public  addresses  in  expression  of  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship.  He 
shrank  from  no  duty  or  sacrifice  that  gave  promise  of  prosperity  or  expan¬ 
sion  to  the  Order.  He  was  one  of  the  few  who,  in  its  early  history,  before 
railroad  travel  was  established,  volunteered  to  go  by  stage  from  Buffalo  to 
New  York  city,  a  distance  of  450  miles,  to  bring  the  Encampment  work,  that 
the  Order  in  Buffalo  might  reap  the  benefit  of  its  higher  ritualism.  More 
than  thirty  years  ago  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  the  jurisdiction  of  New 
York,  which  position  he  filled  with  honor  to  himself  and  great  profit  to  the 
fraternity.  His  was  indeed  a  brilliant  administration,  and  gave  a  fresh  im¬ 
petus  to  the  Order  throughout  the  State.  Six  years  later  he  was  chosen  to 
represent  that  jurisdiction  in  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.  On  the  floor  of  this  Grand 
Body  he  was  no  less  active  in  the  furtherance  of  every  measure  calculated  to 
give  broader  scope  and  play  to  the  grand  tenets  of  our  brotherhood.  It  was 
while  such  Grand  Bepresentative,  and  during  his  first  term  of  service,  that 
he  introduced  and  advocated  to  a  successful  issue  the  following  : 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  inquire  into  the 
propriety  of  instituting  appropriate  degrees,  as  follows  :  One  for  the  wives 
and  daughters  of  age  of  Scarlet  Degree  members ;  also  one  for  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  Past  Officers.” 

This  was  the  initial  step  taken  in  this  direction  by  this  Grand  Body,  and 
which  very  soon  thereafter  crystallized  into  the  sublime  degree  of  “The 
Daughters  of  Bebekah,”  a  degree  that  now  numbers  its  tens  of  thousands  of 
noble  women,  loyal  and  true  to  the  exalted  teachings  of  our  Order. 

Thus  though  that  degree  was  the  product  of  the  genius  of  another,  to  Bro. 
Smith  belongs  the  credit  and  to  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York  the  honor  of 
having  originated  and  successfully  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  the  adoption  of  so  wise  and  beneficent  a  measure. 
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Esteemed  and  respected  while  living,  Bro.  Smith  is  honored  and  revered 
now  dead.  Long  will  the  memory  of  his  good  and  noble  deeds  linger  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  New  York.  Bright  and  glorious  like  the  undimmed  sun, 
not  a  cloud  floats  in  the  firmament  of  his  greatiiess,  to  cast  its  shadow  over 
the  broad  landscape  of  his  earth-toil. 

Bro.  Smith  has  passed  away.  We  pause  at  his  bier  to  drop  the  fraternal 
tear  of  sympathy  and  sorrow;  hut  not  for  him  alone.  We  remember  the 
other  distinguished  dead — a  Stuaet,  a  Poktek,  a  Livekmoke,  a  IMellard,  a 
Pruden,  a  Fritz,  a  Shackelford,  a  Brvson,  a  Milton,  a  Stedman,  a  Quaile, 
and  others — who  within  a  twelvemonth  have  passed  from  the  land  of  shad¬ 
ows  and  sorrow  to  the  land  of  sunshine  and  joy. 

Let  us  cherish  their  memory — follow  their  examjile — tread  the  radiant 
pathway  of  their  virtues,  as  in  ascending  brightness  it  leads  us  safely  over 
the  valley  of  shadows  to  “that  land  beyond  the  river.” 

Rep.  ZiMMERER,  of  Nebraska,  rose  in  his  place,  and  addressed 
the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  BEPRESENTATn-ES, — It  becomes  my  sad 
duty  to  announce  to  this  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  the  decease  of  its  former'mem- 
ber  from  Nebraska,  Bro.  St.  John  Goodrich,  who  died  at  his  residence  in  the 
city  of  Omaha  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1878.  Bro.  Goodrich  was  born 
in  Delaware  County,  State  of  New  York,  and  was  sixty-eight  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

He  became  an  Odd  Fellow  by  initiation  in  Warren  Lodge,  No.  339, 
Pennsylvania,  as  one  of  the  first  members  after  its  institution,  February 
27,  1819.  He  removed  to  Omaha  as  early  as  1857,  and  at  once  connected 
himself  with  Omaha  Lodge,  No.  2,  and  soon  became  an  active  member.  Bro. 
Goodrich  had  creditably  filled  all  the  stations  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  ; 
was  elected  to  represent  his  jurisdiction  in  1870  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  ;  elected  Grand  Master  in  1873,  which  station  he  filled  with 
credit  and  honor  to  himself  and  benefit  to  the  Order.  He  was  appointed 
D.  D.  G.  Sire,  and  instituted  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Nebraska,  in  1874. 
Bro.  Goodrich  was  one  of  those  generous,  good  hearted,  and  public  spirited 
men  who  would  always  do  the  right  thing.  He  was  again  appointed  to  repre¬ 
sent  our  jurisdiction  in  1877.  Although  in  ill  health  he  responded  promptly 
and  attended  our  last  year’s  session  in  this  hall. 

Bro.  Goodrich  was  a  man  of  rare  ability,  genial  tempered  and  warm  heart¬ 
ed,  his  hand  was  always  open  to  a  brother  in  need  or  want.  His  place  will 
be  hard  to  fill  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska,  but  he  will  be  long  remem¬ 
bered  by  all  who  knew  him.  In  the  obligation  he  had  taken  as  an  Odd 
Fellow  he  never  faltered.  He  has  filled  positions  outside  of  the  Order  in 
accordance  with  the  teachings  of  our  benevolent  and  exalted  principles,  and 
lived  a  useful  and  good  life. 

To  show  how  devoted  and  attached  he  was  to  our  institution,  although  he 
belonged  to  other  societies,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  only  the  Odd  Fellows 
were  permitted  to  conduct  the  burial  ceremonies,  no  one  else !  was  his  especial 
request.  The  Order  in  Omaha  performed  this  duty,  and  in  the  last  struggle 
of  his  life  he  received  all  possible  care  and  kindness  from  the  numerous 
brotherhood  of  Omaha. 

Rep.  Taylor,  of  Massachusetts,  rose  in  his  place,  and  address¬ 
ed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Representatives, — Since  the  last  session 
of  this  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  the  jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts  has  been  call¬ 
ed  to  mourn  the  loss  of  an  honored  member  of  our  Order. 

Jonathan  LI^"BEMOEE.  Past  Grand  Representative,  died  at  his  home  in 
Boston  on  the  13th  of  April,  1878,  aged  sixty-one  years. 
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Bro.  Liveemoee  had  been  a  member  of  our  Order  thirty-three  years.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Encampment  in  1866;  elected  Grand  Patriarch 
in  1874,  and  represented  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts  in  this 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  sessions  of  1875  and  1876.  That  he  was  honored  and 
esteemed  by  his  brethren  is  clearly  shown  by  the  many  positions  of  trust 
bestowed  upon  him.  By  his  death  we  have  lost  a  true  and  faithful  Odd  Fel¬ 
low,  a  useful  citizen,  and  an  honest  man. 

Rep.  Stickney,  of  Massachusetts,  rose  in  his  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Woethy  Geand  Siee  and  Eepeesentatives, —Death,  the  “unerring 
shaft,”  has  struck  down  “a  shining  mark.”  Joseph  Stephens  Jones,  Past 
Grand  Representative,  was  born  in  Boston,  September  28,  1809.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city,  and  quite  early 
manifested  a  talent  for  the  writing  and  acting  of  plays,  in  both  of  which  de¬ 
partments  of  art  he  acquired  excellence  as  life  matured.  While  thus  en¬ 
gaged,  he  found  time  to  apply  himself  assiduously  to  the  study  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  in  which  he  became  proficient,  and  for  the  practice  of  which 
he  subsequently  abandoned  the  stage. 

His  connection  with  the  Order  began  with  his  initiation  in  Suffolk  Lodge, 
September  20,  1842.  He  served  two  full  terms  as  Noble  Grand  and  Vice 
Grand  of  the  Lodge,  in  1849  and  1854.  In  1863  he  was  elected  and  installed. 
Grand  Master,  and  in  1864  and  1865  he  represented  in  this  Grand  Body  the 
jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts.  He  was  ever  active  in  every  good  work  con¬ 
nected  with  our  Order. 

Past  Grand  Representative  Jones  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  abili¬ 
ties  and  great  strength  of  character.  Socially  he  was  of  a  kind  and  generous 
nature,  often  giving  the  poor  his  professional  services  without  profit  or  hope 
of  reward.  He  was  cordial  and  warm-hearted  to  an  extreme,  and  conveyed 
by  the  light  of  his  eye  and  clasp  of  his  hand,  assurance  of  friendly  regard 
which  the  many  who  enjoyed  his  acquaintance  will  not  readily  forget.  Bro. 
Jones  had  been  in  ill  health  for  a  considerable  period;  and  an  attack  of 
j)neumonia,  coupled  with  grief  for  the  loss  of  a  beloved  daughter,  whose 
death  preceded  his  own  by  the  brief  space  of  forty-eight  hours,  brought  to  a. 
close  his  busy  life,  on  Saturday,  December  29,  1877.  On  the  first  day  of  the 
year,  a  day  so  generally  devoted  to  cheerful  congratulation,  the  remains  of 
our  beloved  brother  were  deposited  in  Mt.  Auburn  Cemetery.  His  funeral 
was  largely  attended  by  mourning  friends,  gathered  from  the  two  profes¬ 
sions  of  which  he  was  an  honored  member  at  different  periods  of  his  life — 
the  two  brotherhoods,  the  Masonic  and  our  own — to  which  he  was  most  ten¬ 
derly  attached,  and  the  citizens  of  his  native  city.  And  so  was  laid  to  rest 
one  who,  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  had  borne  himself  as  “a  man  among^ 
men,”  fairly  earning  and  receiving  the  generous  plaudits  of  his  fellows,  for 
his  good  deeds  and  estimable  qualities,  as  we  cannot  doubt  he  also  has  of  his^ 
beneficent  Creator. 

Rep.  Nutt,  of  New  Jersey,  rose  in  liis  place,  and  addressed 
tlie  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Woethy  Geand  Siee  and  Repeesentatives, — It  is  my  sad  duty  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  death  of  Dr.  John  H.  Phillips,  Past  Grand  Representative  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  who  died  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1878. 

Bro.  Phillips  was  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  Febuary  5,  1846;  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master,  August  5,  1847;  Grand. 
Secretary,  August  3,  1848,  serving  in  this  office  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years, 
retiring  by  resignation  at  the  November  session  of  1863,  to  enter  upon  duties, 
in  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  as  Assistant  Surgeon. 
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He  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Grand.  Encampment  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  as  P.  H.  P.,  August  9,  1849,  and  the  same  session  was  made  Grand  Senior 
Warden,  and  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch,  August  11,  1853. 

He  also  represented  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  Jersey  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  at  the  session  of  1859  and  1860. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  Pennsylvania  University,  and  adopted  medicine  as 
his  profession,  which  he  practised  about  thirty  years. 

The  true  Odd  Fellow,  kind  father,  and  friend  has  passed  away;  let  us, 
therefore,  drop  a  tear  to  his  memory. 

Rep.  Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  rose  in  liis  place,  and  address¬ 
ed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Woethy  Geand  Siee  and  Eepeesentatives, — On  the  first  day  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1878,  died  Samuel  Waed  Bond,  a  Eepresentative  to  this  E.  W.  Body 
from  the  E.  W.  Grand  Encampment  of  New  Jersey,  in  1848.  Bro.  Bond  de¬ 
scended  from  families  who  were  largely  connected  with  the  settlement  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  in  1666  and  7,  and  inherited  many  of  their  traits  of  character. 

During  his  minority,  he  was  engaged  as  an  assistant  teacher  in  a  large 
academy  in  his  native  town,  Caldwell,  N.  J. ,  winning  the  respect  of  his  su¬ 
periors  and  the  good  will  of  his  pupils.  Though  modest  and  retiring  in 
his  manner,  he  received  the  life-long  respect  and  love  of  all  who  knew  him. 
While  clinging  tenaciously  to  his  own  opinions  upon  all  the  topics  of  the 
day,  he  studiously  avoided  any  attempt  toward  forcing  them  upon  others. 

In  his  business  career  he  ever  maintained  the  character  of  an  exceptionally 
honest  man. 

His  career  as  an  Odd  Fellow  commenced  in  1841,  when  he  was  initiated  in 
Covenant  Lodge,  No.  35,  in  New  York  city.  Other  citizens  of  Newark,  to  the 
number  of  21,  also  were  initiated  subsequently  in  the  same  city,  and  drew 
their  cards  with  the  intention  of  forming  a  Lodge  of  our  Order  in  Newark. 
At  this  time  Odd  Fellowship  was  comparatively  unknown.  A  vague  distrust 
of  all  secret  societies  pervaded  the  community,  and  the  pecuniary  embarrass¬ 
ment  of  the  people  attendant  upon  the  collapse  of  business  in  1837  had  not 
been  removed. 

The  brother,  however,  determined  to  proceed  in  defiance  of  these  obsta¬ 
cles,  and  Howard  Lodge,  No.  7,  was  instituted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Jersey,  on  October  4,  1841. 

Bro.  Bond  assisted  the  enterprise  in  everj’-  form  which  seemed  to  be  adapted 
to  the  desired  object.  Although  a  Charter  member  of  the  Lodge,  he  was  not 
an  elective  officer  until  December  following  (1841),  when  he  was  elected 
Secretary,  becoming  Vice  Grand  in  June,  and  Noble  Grand,  September,  1842, 
and  entering  the  Grand  Lodge  in  February,  1843.  The  records  of  Howard 
Lodge  show  that  our  brother  was  unceasingly  engaged  in  advancing  the 
interest  of  the  Order.  Earely  missing  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  un¬ 
less  prevented  by  sickness,  he  was  looked  upon  by  his  fellow-members  as  a 
model  worthy  of  their  emulation. 

Bro.  Bond  was  admitted  to  Mount  Ararat  Encamj)ment,  No.  3,  by  initia¬ 
tion,  on  March  18,  1846,  and  withdrew  therefrom  on  September  2d  of  the 
same  year  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  formation  of  Washington  En¬ 
campment,  No.  13,  of  which  he  became  its  first  High  Priest.  He  was  admit¬ 
ted  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  Jersey  in  February,  1847,  and  was 
elected  its  E.  W.  Grand  Eepresentative  in  1848,  and  attended  the  session  of 
this  E.  W.  Body  in  September  of  that  year. 

Subsequently  Bro.  Bond  became  a  member  of  Mount  Ararat  Encampment, 
No.  3,  retaining  his  membership  therein  until  his  death. 

Rep.  Barrows,  of  Mississippi,  rose  in  Ins  place,  and  an¬ 
nounced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Representative  Thomas 
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Shackelford,  Past  Grand  Kepresentative  N.  G.  Bryson,  and 
Past  Grand  Representative  John  L.  Milton,  all  of  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  Mississippi. 

Rep.  Sheppard,  of  Pennsylvania,  rose  in  his  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Representatiyes, — In  obedience  to  an 
honored  custom  it  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  announce  to  you  that  another 
true  Odd  Fellow  has  fallen. 

Having  fulfilled  his  mission  here,  Feter  Fritz,  P.  G.  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  P.  G.  Representative  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  de¬ 
parted  this  life  at  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  on  the  evening  of 
the  8th  day  of  August  last,  in  the  seventy-seventh  year  of  his  age.  As  a 
sheaf  fully  ripe  he  has  been  gathered  by  the  reaper  whose  keen-edged  sickle 
will  sooner  or  later  be  lifted  against  each  one  of  us,  none  may  escape.  How 
many  of  us  who  remain  can  hope  to  reach  such  a  venerable  age  and  to 
achieve  so  many  noble,  manly  deeds  as  he  ? 

Bro.  Peter  Fritz  was  born  on  the  15th  day  of  February,  18f  2.  He  was  the 
architect  of  his  own  fame  and  fortune,  having  made  his  way  in  life  by  self¬ 
exertion,  thereby  illustrating  the  glorious  equality  with  which  our  institutions 
freely  offer  their  rewards  to  all  who  justly  and  honorably  seek  them. 

He  was  initiated  a  member  of  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  18,  on  the  26th  day  of 
July,  1833,  when  our  Order  was  in  comparative  infancy;  with  increasing 
years  his  interest  in  the  Order  increased.  He  passed  the  chairs  in  his  Lodge, 
and  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pa.,  Dec.  28, 
1846,  and  became  an  active  and  influential  member.  He  took  his  seat  as  a 
member  of  this  body,  September,  1848,  and  with  distinguished  ability  repre¬ 
sented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  in  1848,  1849,  and  1850.  During  the  session  of  1848  he  served  on  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  and  in  the  Proceedings  of  that  session 
we  find  his  name  attached  to  no  less  than  forty  (40)  reports  from  that  com¬ 
mittee,  embracing  as  many  different  subjects,  thereby  assisting  to  give  by 
judicious  laws,  progressive  character  and  wider  scope  to  the  government 
and  development  of  Odd  Fellowship.  He  was  firm  and  decided  in  his  con¬ 
victions  of  duty,  and  as  a  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  he  spoke  and  acted 
as  to  him  seemed  for  the  welfare  of  the  whole  Order.  Yet  he  did  not  forget 
that  he  was  sent  to  represent  a  constituency.  He  believed  in  the  right  of 
State  Grand  Bodies  to  instruct  their  Representatives,  and  acted  in  obedience 
to  that  conviction  whilst  he  held  a  seat  on  this  floor.  Bro.  Fritz  was  known 
among  Odd  Fellows  as  honest,  industrious,  bold,  and  enterprising,  ever 
ready  to  assist  his  fellows,  and  earnest  in  his  devotion  to  the  principles  of 
our  brotherhood.  He  was  imbued  with  patriotic  spirit,  and  throughout  a 
long  and  useful  life  he  sought  ever  to  promote  the  public  weal. 

He  was  a  member  of  Siloam  Encampment,  No.  17,  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  was  installed  Grand  Warden  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  July 
18,  1850;  and  Deputy  Grand  Master,  July  16,  1851;  and  entered  upon  his 
duties  as  Grand  Master,  May  19,  1852.  Faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
he  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  Order  increase  and  prosper  under  his 
administration.  After  he  had  served  the  Order  in  Pennsylvania  as  Grand 
Master,  he  continued  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  to  represent  his  Subordi¬ 
nate  Lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State,  and  he  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  continuously,  from  1873  to  1878. 
He  also  represented  his  Lodge  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
Cemetery  Company,  and  was  the  Vice  President  of  that  corporation  at  the 
time  of  his  decease.  Truly  “no  man  liveth  and  no  man  dieih  unto  him¬ 
self.”  No  less  in  the  death  than  in  the  life  of  every  man  is  a  lesson  taughi:. 
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and  the  deeds  of  the  departed  are  invested  with  an  awful  dignity,  and  speak 
to  us  in  weighty  admonition. 

Our  brother’s  time  had  fully  come.  The  three  score  years  and  ten,  mark¬ 
ing  the  ordinary  period  of  human  life,  had  been  passed,  and  he  was  reach¬ 
ing  forward  to  lour  score  years,  when  full  of  honors  he  passed  away. 

His  voice  is  silent  on  the  earth  forever,  but  his  services  to  Odd  Fellowship, 
and  to  his  country  will  live  in  memory  as  an  example  to  stimulate,  and  to 
encourage  others  in  the  path  of  devotion  to  humanity,  and  to  the  institu¬ 
tions  under  which  we  live. 

“  Peaceful  be  thy  silent  slumber, 

Peaceful  in  the  grave  so  low  ;  \ 

Thou  no  more  wilt  join  our  number  ; 

Tbou,  no  more  care  or  sorrow  know.” 

Our  faith  bids  us  hope  that  his  rest  is  that  of  the  just,  and  that  he  shall 
awaken  among  those  that  shall  be  called  worthy  to  enter  the  realms  of  eter¬ 
nal  rest  and  peace. 

Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  rose  in  his  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Woethy  Gkand  Siee  and  Eepeesentatives, — It  is  with  heartfelt  sor¬ 
row  and  sadness  that  I  announce  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  loss  of  one  of  its 
honored  Past  Grand  Bepresentatives  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania, 
WiLEiAM  Stedman,  P.  G.  M.,  late  a  member  of  this  Grand  Bodj^ 

Bro.  Stedman,  though  he  had  been  complaining  of  ill  health  for  some 
time,  was  not  considered  seriously  so,  and  on  the  evening  before  his  death 
met  the  visiting  committee  of  his  Lodge  and  his  phj^sician  in  his  jDarlor, 
when  the  committee  was  instructed  by  his  physician  to  report  to  the  Lodge 
that  there  was  quite  an  improvement  in  his  condition. 

The  following  day  he  was  taken  with  a  severe  cough,  and  requested  that 
the  windows  be  raised  that  he  might  have  air.  This  was  done,  and  after 
the  cough  ceased  he  laid  himself  upon  a  bed  in  the  room,  and,  to  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  his  famil}’-,  who  were  all  present,  he  was  enjoying  a  peaceful 
slumber.  After  he  had  been  quietly  lying  upon  the  bed  for  some  time,  one 
of  his  family  approached  the  bed  and  found  Bro.  Stedman  was  dead — “his 
spirit  had  returned  to  God  who  gave  it.”  Thus  in  the  midst  of  those  he 
loved,  he  quietly  and  peacefully  passed  away. 

Bro.  Stedman  was  born  in  Delaware  County,  Pennsylvania,  June  24, 
1807,  and  died  January  4,  1878,  in  the  7ist  j^ear  of  his  age. 

On  the  7th  of  August,  1845,  he  was  initiated  in  Oriental  Lodge,  No.  113, 
located  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  at  once  took  an  active  part  in  the 
Order.  He  passed  the  chairs  in  1853,  and  in  1857  was  elected  Eepre- 
sentative  from  his  Lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  which  jDosi- 
tion  he  filled  for  thirteen  years,  and  until  he  was  elected  Grand  Warden. 
In  1869,  much  against  his  own  inclination,  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  allow  his 
name  to  be  presented  as  a  candidate  for  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  in  the  spring  of  1870,  he  was.  by  a  very  large  vote,  elected  to  that  posi¬ 
tion.  In.  1871  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  in  1872  Grand 
Master,  both  times  unanimously.  The  office  of  Grand  Master  was  most  ably 
filled  by  him,  and  he  left  the  position  with  the  plaudit  “well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant.”  In  1874  he  was  prevailed  upon  by  numerous 
friends  to  permit  the  use  of  his  name  as  a  candidate  for  Grand  Eepresenta- 
tive  to  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S.,  and  in  the  spring  of  1875  he  was  elected  to  that  posi¬ 
tion,  and  attended  the  sessions  of  this  Grand  Body  at  Indianapolis  and 
Philadelphia,  and  by  his  courteous  and  gentlemanly  bearing  made  many 
friends. 

Bro.  Stedman  was  one  of  the  projectors  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Cemetery  of 
Philadelphia,  and  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  from  1850  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  was  also  interested  in  other  organizations  connected 
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with  o-ur  Order,  and  there  are  but  few  who  have  given  more  of  their  time  and 
services  for  its  welfare  than  he. 

Early  in  life  he  became  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  was  ordained 
a  minister  of  the  gospel;  but,  although  preferring  to  lead  an  active  business 
life  to  that  of  a  clergyman,  he  nevertheless  filled  many  pulpits  temporarily. 

For  a  number  of  years  he  was  one  of  the  managers  of  the  Southwark  Soup  So¬ 
ciety,  and  during  the  winter  months  gave  of  his  means  and  his  time  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  of  his  neighborhood,  and  few  at  any  time  called  upon  him 
for  assistance  and  were  refused. 

For  nine  years  he  was  an  efficient  member  of  the  School  Board  of  the  3d 
Section,  Philadelphia,  and  performed  his  duty  with  strict  fidelity;  in  fact  it 
may  truthfully  be  said  of  him  that  in  all  the  positions  of  life  he  was  called 
ujDon  to  fill,  “he  clothed  the  character  with  noble  grandeur,  and  gave  to  it 
a  majesty  that  rendered  him  worthy  of  eulogy;”  and  “his  life  was  gentle; 
and  the  elements  so  mixed  in  him,  that  Nature  might  stand  up  and  say  to  all 
the  world,  ‘  This  was  a  manT” 

Rep.  Dyer,  of  Maine,  rose  in  liis  place,  and  addressed  the 
Lodo:e  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Eepresentatives, — It  is  made  my  duty  to 
announce  that  another  of  the  pioneers  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Maine  Eas  passed  away.  Bro.  Allen  Haines,  Past  Grand  Bepresentative, 
died  in  Pittsburgh,  Penn.,  January  15,  1878,  aged  seventy-one  years. 

He  connected  himself  with  the  Order  shortly  after  its  institution,  and  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  in  1845.  He  was  one  of  the 
Charter  members  of  the  Grand  Encampment  instituted  in  1845;  Grand  Pa¬ 
triarch  in  1846,  and  Grand  Master  in  1849. 

In  the  latter  year  he  was  elected  Grand  Bepresentative  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine  to  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  served 
in  that  capacity  one  term. 

These  statistical  facts,  though  they  express  the  confidence  and  regard  of 
his  brethren,  fail  to  convey  any  adequate  conception  of  his  services  to  the 
Order.  He  was  faithful,  not  only  in  official  position,  but  in  the  more  re¬ 
tired  work  of  his  Subordinate  Lodge. 

He  was  not  satisfied  to  do  all  his  work  in  the  glare  of  public  observation, 
but  by  steady  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  his  Lodge,  and  active  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  his  brother  members,  he  made  himself  felt  by  his  daily  and  week¬ 
ly  labors;  and  when  age  and  infirmity  prevented  his  personal  presence,  his 
interest  in  and  love  of  the  Order  were  manifested  to  the  end  of  his  life,  and 
he  had  at  last  the  proud  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  Order  he  loved  so  much, 
and  had  worked  for  so  earnestly,  established  upon  a  strong  and  immovable 
foundation. 

Rep.  Driggs,  of  Connecticut,  rose  in  Ms  place,  and  address¬ 
ed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Bepresentatives, — Once  more  our  jurisdic¬ 
tion  is  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  one  of  her  valued  men,  and  by  reason 
of  his  connection  with  this  Grand  Lodge  we  must  here  record  the  fact. 

Samuel  Lynes,  M.  D.,  of  the  city  of  Norwalk,  Connecticut,  died  on  the 
29th  day  of  July,  1878.  He  represented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  jurisdiction 
in  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  sessions  of  1852  and  1853.  He  was  a  modest,  un¬ 
assuming,  Christian  gentleman,  eminent  in  his  profession  and  universally 
respected.  Attesting  his  many  virtues,  his  funeral  was  largely  attended  by 
the  physicians  of  the  county,  the  members  of  his  church,  the  Masonic  fra¬ 
ternity,  and  the  Odd  Fellows,  including  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  State,  all 
desirous  to  pay  him  the  last  honors  the  living  can  perform  for  the  dead.  His- 
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was  a  pure  life,  exemplifying  the  precepts  of  our  Order,  and  worthy  of  imi¬ 
tation  by  all  Odd  Fellows.  As  these  old  landmarks,  one  by  one,  pass  away, 
we  are  forcibly  reminded  of  the  great  future  lying  before  us,  that  we  too 
shall  be  numbered  among  the  great  company  beyond  the  river,  and  that 
some  brother  may  soon  be  writing  of  the  good  that  we  have  done  and  the 
character  that  we  have  borne,  to  place  it  upon  these  records,  which  now  tell 
the  final  story  of  so  many  that  have  gone  before.  How  important,  that  we 
furnish  by  our  lives  and  characters  the  material  for  such  a  record,  as  shall  in 
no  wise  dim  the  lustre  of  our  beloved  Order,  as  did  he,  whose  obituary  no¬ 
tice  we  now  offer  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Thompson,  of  Missouri,  rose  in  Ins  place,  and  address¬ 
ed  tlie  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Wokthy  Grand  Sire  and  Eepresentatives, — Missouri  has  been  call¬ 
ed  to  add  to  the  roll  of  honored  dead  of  the  last  year  the  name  of  one  illus¬ 
trious  in  its  annals. 

P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Kepresentative  Henry  Holmes  has  quit  these  mortal 
scenes  after  a  long  life  of  usefulness  and  devotion  to  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
though  dead,  yet  he  speaketh,  in  his  example,  in  his  incorruptible  integrify, 
and  his  good  works  for  humanity.  Our  brother  was  initiated  in  the  first 
Lodge  west  of  the  Mississippi,  at  St.  Louis,  in  1845.  In  that  Lodge  he  re¬ 
mained  an  active  member  for  23  years,  until  removing  to  Carthage,  in  1868, 
he  was  instrumental  in  organizing  a  Lodge  of  our  Order  at  that  place,  and 
there  he  died  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1878,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  January  21,  1847, 
and  for  many  years  was  a  Kepresentative  on  its  floor  from  Travelers’  Pest 
Lodge,  No.  1.  At  the  same  session  he  was  elected  Grand  Chaplain,  and  in 
July  of  that  year  was  elected  Grand  Kepresentative,  and  was  again  elected  to 
the  same  position  in  1848,  and  attended  the  sessions  of  the  G.  L.  of  U.  S. 
for  those  years.  In  1848  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Missouri, 
and  in  1849  Grand  Master,  serving  in  both  those  offices  with  great  ability. 

Thus  has  passed  away  one  of  the  most  laborious,  learned,  and  zealous 
Odd  Fellows,  whom  his  brethren  in  Missouri  highly  esteemed  and  delighted 
to  honor,  as  i.  brother,  a  friend,  and  a  good  man  in  all  the  walks  of  life.  His 
memory  to  us  is  precious,  and  his  virtues  remain  a  legacy  to  his  surviving 
colaborers  in  the  cause  to  which  he  gave  the  strength  and  power  of  his  man¬ 
hood. 

Rep.  Haskins,  of  New  York,  rose  in  liis  place,  and  address¬ 
ed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Kepresentatives, — It  becomes  my  official 
duty  to  announce  in  this  body  that  Bro.  Eoyal  G.  Millard,  P.  G.  Patriarch 
and  P.  G.  Kepresentative,  departed  this  life  at  Green’s  Farms,  Connecticut, 
on  the  15th  day  of  November,  1877. 

Bro.  IVIiLLARD  was  born  in  Cornwall,  Connecticut,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1817. 
He  remained  with  his  parents  until  the  month  of  October,  1835,  when  he  left 
the  home  of  his  childhood  for  the  city  of  New  York,  where  he  entered  a 
mercantile  house  as  clerk,  and  remained  until  a  favorable  opportunity  offered 
to  embark  in  business  on  his  own  account,  from  which  he  retired  a  fewj^ears 
since  with  sufficient  means  to  support  him  comfortably. 

Our  deceased  brother  became  a  member  of  the  Order  by  initiation  in  Cov¬ 
enant  Lodge,  No.  35,  on  the  16th  of  June,  1841,  where  he  retained  his  meni- 
bership  for  a  short  period,  when  he  obtained  a  card  of  withdrawal  and  join¬ 
ed  with  a  number  of  brothers  in  an  application  for  a  Charter  to  form  Empire 
Lodge,  No.  64,  which  Lodge  was  instituted  on  the  17th  of  February,  1842. 
After  passing  through  the  principal  chairs,  Bro.  IMillard  was  elected  to  the 
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office  of  Treasurer,  in  which  position  he  was  retained  for  twentj'-eight  con¬ 
secutive  years. 

In  November,  1843,  Bro.  Millard  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  served  on  several  committees.  At  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Southern  New  York,  held  in  August,  1852,  he 
was  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  Warden,  which  position  he  filled  to  the 
end  of  his  term.  After  retiring  from  official  duties,  Bro.  Millard  was  iden¬ 
tified  with  all  matters  of  interest  that  arose  in  that  B.  W.  Grand  Body,  and 
was  regular  in  his  attendance.  When  the  two  jurisdictions  in  our  State 
united  under  one  Grand  Lodge  in  August,  1866,  he  was  selected  as  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  was  re-appointed  to  fill  that  important  posi¬ 
tion  for  nine  successive  years. 

Bro.  Millard,  soon  after  entering  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  by  joining  Mt.  Sinai  Encamp¬ 
ment,  No.  3,  on  the  2d  of  November,  1841.  Here  he  passed  through  the  gra¬ 
dations  of  office  until  he  earned  the  honors  of  P.  C.  P.  On  the  18th  of  April, 
1845,  he  withdrew  from  the  Encampment  and  united  with  a  sufficient  num¬ 
ber  of  Patriarchs  to  receive  a  Charter  for  Lebanon  Encampment,  then  No. 
19.  This  Encampment  was  instituted  on  the  9th  of  May,  1845.  Here  we 
once  more  find  him  permanently  established  in  one  of  the  important  offices 
of  our  Encampment,  by  his  being  elected  their  Financial  Scribe,  on  the  2d 
of  June,  1852,  and  was  re-elected  to  that  office  each  year  until  July,  1877. 

Bro.  Millard  was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
New  York  at  the  session  held  in  August,  1844,  as  a  P.  H.  P.  Soon  after  his 
admission  we  find  him  actively  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty  to 
which  he  was  assigned.  At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  South¬ 
ern  New  York,  held  in  August,  1853,  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Patriarch,  which  position  he  ably  and  conscientiously  filled,  retiring  with 
the  honor  of  having  performed  the  duties  of  that  office  with  impartiality, 
promptness,  and  decision.  A  few  years  later,  when  the  union  of  the  two 
jurisdictions — Northern  and  Southern  New  York — was  consummated,  in  the 
month  of  August,  1866,  Bro.  Millard  was  one  of  the  two  Grand  Represen¬ 
tatives  elected  by  that  united  Grand  Encampment  to  represent  New  York  in 
this  R.  W.  Grand  Body  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

This  brief  allusion  to  the  services  so  faithfully  performed  by  our  deceased 
brother  for  over  thirty  years  barely  does  justice  to  his  memory. 

It  was  in  the  fall  of  1876  that  Bro.  Millard  was  overtaken  by  an  attack  of 
paralysis  from  which  he  partially  recovered.  In  March,  1877,  he  had  a  sec¬ 
ond  attack  far  more  severe  in  its  character,  which  confined  him  to  his  rooms 
for  several  weeks  and  caused  him  to  realize  the  true  condition  of  his  health, 
and  to  seek  a  change  of  air,  which  necessitated  a  return  to  those  from  whom 
he  would  receive  such  attentions  and  care  as  he  was  likely  to  need.  It  was 
also  apparent  to  him  that  his  labors  were  ended,  and  he  became  aware  that 
it  was  necessary  to  relinquish  all  official  positions  of  a  public  and  private 
character;  which  was  done  as  soon  as  he  was  able  to  leave  his  city  home;  and 
in  the  month  of  May  he  bade  farewell  to  friends,  brothers,  and  associates, 
all  feeling  in  the  fulness  of  their  hearts  that  it  was  the  last  meeting  they 
should  have  with  him,  whom  they  had  held  close  and  intimate  relations  with 
for  so  many  years. 

Bro.  Millard  had  never  married;  the  Orders  to  which  he  was  attached 
and  his  church  were  his  sole  companions.  He  has  left  u^  never  to  return. 
As  an  Odd  Fellow,  his  acts  and  their  approval  are  entered  in  the  journals  of 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Bodies  in  our  jurisdiction.  Among  his  brethren 
he  was  held  in  high  esteem;  as  a  friend  and  adviser  he  was  always  reliable; 
as  a  citizen  he  commanded  the  respect  and  confidence  of  all  who  knew  him. 
An  earnest  and  devout  Christian,  he  was  always  in  attendance  on  all  duties 
appertaining  to  the  church  of  which  he  was  a  member,  leaving  to  them  a 
substantial  testimony  as  a  token  of  the  regard  he  held  for  a  future  life,  seek¬ 
ing  that  reward  we  all  hope  to  attain. 
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Rep.  Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  rose  in  liis  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Wokthy  Grand  Sire  and  Eepresentatiyes, — While  Kentucky  enter¬ 
tains  the  most  intense  sentiments  of  grief  on  account  of  the  losses,  by  death, 
sustained  by  other  jurisdictions  of  the  Order,  its  own  brotherhood  has  been 
called  upon  to  weep  over  the  grave  of  one  of  its  most  zealous  and  faithful 
colaborers.  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Patriarch  J.  D.  Trapp 
died  in  Lexington,  Kentuckj’',  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1877.  He  was 
born  in  Showan,  Kanton  Dahn,  Ehein-Bavaria,  Germany,  on  the  9th  of 
April,  1838,  and  came  to  the  United  States  in  1840.  On  arriving  at  the 
proper  age  he  was  initiated  into  Odd  Fellowship,  and  rapidly,  thereafter, 
served  in  many  official  positions  in  the  Order.  In  all  of  them  he  discharged 
the  duties  with  great  credit  to  himself,  and  honor  to  the  institution.  His 
efforts  were  appreciated,  and  his  brethren  gave  evidence  of  their  commenda¬ 
tion  by  promotion.  After  having  served  in  the  two  highest  positions  of  the 
State,  he  was  elected  twice  to  serve  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  as  the  Eepresentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky.  The  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  this,  the  great  head  of  the  Order,  evidence  the  sound  discretion 
that  marked  his  career  as  a  legislator.  The  proceedings  of  his  Lodge  and  En¬ 
campment  show  with  what  unceasing  zeal  he  discharged  his  duties  as  an 
Odd  Fellow  at  home.  As  a  citizen  he  was  enterprising  and  useful.  At  an 
early  age  death  claimed  him,  and  we  lost  our  brother.  We  honor  his  mem¬ 
ory,  and  hope  that  his  spirit  is  in  the  realization  of  the  fullest  glory. 

Rep.  Weakley,  of  Tennessee’  rose  in  liis  place,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Eepresentatiyes, — I  wish  to  announce  the 
death  of  one,  who,  but  few  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  nov/  present  re¬ 
member,  but  those  of  us  who  knew  him  best,  and  saw  him  in  his  devotion 
to  the  Order,  would  ask  to  offer  this  tribute  to  his  memory. 

John  H.  Danbury,  a  member  of  this  Grand  Body  at  the  session  of  1850,  is 
no  more.  Death,  the  great  leveler  of  distinctions,  hath  encompassed  his  body 
in  his  icy  arms,  and  he  now  sleeps  covered  by  the  sods  of  the  valley.  He 
died  March  31,  1877.  As  an  Odd  Fellow  he  was  earnest,  devoted,  true.  Be¬ 
nevolence  and  charity  to  his  fellow-man  were  truly  his  characteristics.  Ap¬ 
preciated  by  the  brotherhood  in  Tennessee,  he  was  elected  successively 
Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  to  the  day  of  his  death  was  an  active  and  efficient  member  of 
the  Order. 

The  memorial  addresses  being  concluded, 

Rep.  Miller,  of  Rhode  Island,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  Eepresentative  Dann,  of  California,  and  Eepresentative 
Hickok,  of  Pennsylvania,  be  requested  to  furnish  the  Grand  Secretary  a  copy 
of  their  beautiful  tributes  to  the  memory  of  our  lamented  brother,  the  late 
Nathan  Porter,  Grand  Eepresentative,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be 
printed  in  the  Journal  of  this  Grand  Body. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Boyd,  of  California,  the  Lodge  adjourned 
until  to-morrow  morning,  at  9  o’clock. 
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Wednesday,  September  18,  1878 — 9  o’clock,  a.  m. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  assembled  this  day  pursuant  to 
adjournment.

And  a  quorum  of  Grand  Bodies. 

Prayer  by  Bro.  Rev.  J.  W.  Yenable,  R.  W.  G.  Chaplain. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  examined  the  Representa¬ 
tives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 

Whereupon,  by  further  order  of  the  Grand  Sire,  he  declared 
the  Lodge  open  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Bro.  Durham,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  that  the  Journal  of  yester¬ 
day,  page  7729,  be  corrected  by  striking  out,  in  lines  17  and 
18,  “affirmative,  and  the  Constitution  was  accordingly  so 
amended,”  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  “  negative,  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present  not  having  voted  for  the  same ;  Reps. 
Haskins,  of  New  York,  Davis  and  Douglass,  of  Maine,  being 
present  and  not  voting.” 

Which  was  not  agreed  to. 

Rep.  Dyer,  of  Maine,  submitted  the  following: 

Rep.  Dyee  asks  to  correct  yesterday’s  record,  in  the  yea  and  nay  vote  on 
page  7729,  on  the  change  of  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  When  my  name 
was  called  I  voted  “nay,”  and  ask  that  my  name  be  so  recorded  and  the  mis¬ 
take  corrected. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  granting  the  request 
of  the  Representative  from  Maine,  and  the  motion  was  resolved 
in  the  negative. 

Rep.  Ingersoll,  of  Michigan,  stated  that  in  voting  yester¬ 
day  on  the  proposed  amendment  of  Art.  I.,  Sec.  1,  of  the  Con- 
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stitution,  as  recorded  on  page  7729  of  tlie  Journal,  he  voted 
for  himself  only,  and  not  for  his  colleague,  as  in  his  former 
votes,  and  asked  that  the  Journal  be  so  corrected. 

The  question  on  granting  the  request  of  the  Representative 
from  Michigan  was  resolved  in  the  negative. 

Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  moved  that  the  minutes  of  yes¬ 
terday,  as  printed,  be  approved. 

Bro.  Durham,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  to  correct  the  record  of 
yesterday  s  proceedings  in  the  vote  on  the  amendment  chan¬ 
ging  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  because  Rep.  Woodruff 
voted  for  his  colleague,  Glenn,  who  was  not  present  in  the 
city,  and  not  present  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  when 
the  vote  was  taken. 

The  Grand  Sire  decided  that  Rep.  Woodruff  had  the  right 
to  cast  two  votes  under  the  circumstances.

The  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  pre¬ 
sented  a  statement  received  from  F.  S.  Ostheim,  D.  D.  G.  Sire, 
exhibiting  the  amouirt  of  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  dis¬ 
charging  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance.

Garey,  of  Maryland,  from  tlie  Judiciary  Committee, 
made  tlie  following  report,  wliicli  was  laid  on  the  table  under 
the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F.: 

The  J udiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  held  at  Austin,  February  8,  1878,  beg  leave  to  re¬ 
port  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  Article  IV.,  Section 
1,  was  as  follows: 

“  Section  1,  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday 
in  February,  at  8  o’clock,  p.  m.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine.  Each  alternate  Annual  Communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Galveston,  which  is  hereby  de¬ 
clared  to  be  the  seat  of  the  Order  in  this  State.” 

It  was  also  provided  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
should  be  made,  unless  the  proposition  to  that  effect  be  made  in  writing, 
and  lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Session;  and  must  be  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  or  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  when 
voting  by  Lodges. 
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Februan’-,  1877,  at  the  regular  Annual  Session,  held  at  Galveston,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  was  submitted  and  laid  over  for  one  year: 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  the  State  of  Texas, 
be  permanently  located  in  the  city  of  Austin.”  At  the  next  Annual  Session, 
which  was  held  at  Austin,  the  resolution  came  up  in  its  order,  and  was  unan¬ 
imously  adopted. 

The  question  now  arises,  did  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  by  this  action 
lawfully  amend  its  Constitution,  so  as  to  make  Austin  the  permanent  seat  for 
its  annual  meetings  ? 

The  language  of  the  article  which  provides  for  the  amendment  is  very 
clear.  A  proposition  “  to  that  effect”  must  be  made  at  one  Annual  Session 
and  be  passed  by  a  certain  vote  at  the  next  Annual  Session.  In  our  opinion, 
this  has  been  substantially  done.  It  is  true  that  no  reference  to  the  article 
or  section  intended  to  be  amended  was  incorporated  in  the  resolution,  but 
this  was  not  required  by  the  law,  as  is  the  case  with  mam’  similar  instru¬ 
ments.  The  intention  of  the  mover,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  itself^  is  too 
plain  for  cavil,  and  the  lack  of  form  does  not  affect  the  substance,  which  is 
clearly  a  constitutional  change  of  the  place  of  meeting.  We  therefore  report 
the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  by  its  action  on  the  8th  day  of 
February,  1878,  did  legally  amend  its  Constitution,  so  as  to  make  Austin,  in 
that  State,  its  permanent  place  of  meeting  in  Annual  Session. 

Resolved,  That  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas,  cnanging  the  place  oft  its  Annual  Sessions  to  Austin  as  its  permanent 
place  of  meeting,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved.

Rep.  Garey,  of  Maryland,  from  tlie  same  committee,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the 
rule : 


To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  L  0.  0.  F  : 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following,  which  has 
been  submitted  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Encampment  of  Rhode  Island,  viz. : 
‘  ‘  Resolved,  That  all  Past  High  Priests  who  are  now  members  of  this  R.  W. 
Grand  Encampment,  or  who  may  become  members,  or  entitled  to  member¬ 
ship  in  this  Grand  Encampment  on  or  before  January  1,  1879,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  considered  Past  Chief  Patriarchs,  and  may  assume  said 
title,”  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  duly  considered  the  matter,  and 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  object  contemplated  by  the  resolution  is  at  vari¬ 
ance  with  the  settled  law  of  the  Order.  There  is  but  one  method  by  which 
a  member  of  an  Encampment  may  become  a  Chief  Patriarch  and  a  Past 
Chief  Patriarch.  He  must  be  elected  a  Chief  Patriarch,  and  perform  the  al¬ 
lotted  duties  of  the  place,  before  he  becomes  entitled  to  the  past  honors  of 
the  office.  The  theory  of  such  honors  is  that  they  are  rewards  for  faithful 
service  in  the  office  to  which  they  are  the  crown.  To  declare  a  Past  High 
Priest  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  would  strike  at  the  very  root  of  our  system,  and 
confer  the  honors  for  valuable  services  upon  those  who  have  never  been 
properly  called  on  to  perform  them,  and  who,  in  fact,  had  never  been  author¬ 
ized  to  do  so. 

A  Chief  Patriarch  can  only  be  lawfully  elected  by  a  Subordinate  Encamp¬ 
ment,  and  no  Grand  Encampment  can,  under  the  law,  award  the  honors  of 
Past  Chief  Patriarch  to  any  but  those  who  have  been  so  elected  and  in  pur¬ 
suance  thereof  served  out  the  term  of  the  office.  We  therefore  submit  the 
followingr : 
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Resolved,  That  no  Grand  Encampment  has  the  power  to  declare  a  Past 
High  Priest  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch,  unless  he  has  also  been  duly  elected  a 
Chief  Patriarch  by  his  Subordinate  Encampment  and  served  out  his  time  as 
such,  as  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  Order.

Rep.  Gr WINNER,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  same  committee, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under 
the  rule : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  L  0.  0.  F.: 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  extract  of  Proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  presented  by  Rep.  Boyd,  beg  leave  to 
report : 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  as  follows  :  A  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge 
was  charged  in  his  Lodge  with  “  fraudulent  embezzlement,  ’  and  with  mak¬ 
ing  “false  entries  in  the  account  books,”  he  being  an  officer  of  the  Lodge. 
The  brother  failed  to  appear  before  the  Trial  Committee  to  defend  himself 
from  said  charges,  whereupon  said  committee  resolved  to  report  him  guilty 
of  contempt  to  the  Lodge,  but  before  being  able  to  do  so  the  brother  sudden¬ 
ly  died  of  some  disease  of  the  heart.  The  brother  had  not  been  summoned 
to  appear  and  answer  a  charge  of  contempt,  no  such  charge  having  been  pre¬ 
ferred  against  him.  Under  the  laws  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  brother  was 
a  member,  the  penalty  was  expulsion.  The  brother  left  a  widow,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  clear  of  the  books,  and  the  By-Laws  provide  that  the 
widow  of  a  brother  who  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  shall 
receive  certain  monthly  benefits,  and  be  entitled  also  to  funeral  benefits,  and 
the  question  for  determination  is  as  to  whether,  under  the  laws  of  the  Order 
and  the  foregoing  state  of  facts,  the  widow  is  entitled  to  said  benefits.  The 
only  question  therefore  under  consideration  and  to  be  determined  is  as  to 
the  right  of  a  member  under  charges  to  benefits  pending  the  consideration 
of  the  same.  Section  321,  White’s  Digest,  declares  that  “the  only  efifect  of 
undecided  charges  is,  to  deprive  the  member  of  the  right  to  take  a  Traveling 
or  Visiting  Card,  and  when  the  charges  bear  upon  the  right  to  benefits,  to 
suspend  the  payment  thereof  until  a  final  decision.”  In  this  case  the 
charges  did  not  “bear  upon  the  right  to  benefits.”  We  would  therefore 
declare  that  under  the  law  of  the  Order  governing  this  case  the  Subordinate 
Lodge  had  not  “the  right  to  refuse  to  bury  the  deceased  with  funeral  hon¬ 
ors,”  and  is  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  benefits  as  are  provided  for  in  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Lodge.  Respectfully  submitted,

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I  0.  0.  F: 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  question 
submitted  by  Eep.  Lucas,  of  Nevada,  to  wit : 

“Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  notify  a  brother 
while  under  suspension  for  cause,  and  for  a  ‘  definite  time,’  that  he  is  in  ar¬ 
rears  ;  and  is  it  legal  fo:;  the  Lodge  to  declare  such  brother  ‘ceased  member¬ 
ship,’  or  dropped  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues?” 

Eespectfully  report  that  under  By-Law  XXIX.  and  the  construction  given 
to  it  (Journal,  page  5525),  the  inquiry  cannot  be  entertained  and  considered 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  therefore  your  committee  respectfully  ask  to  be 
discharged  from  its  consideration.

Besolved,  That  when  State  Grand  Officers  grant  cards  to  former  members 
of  defunct  Lodges,  the  brother  receiving  the  card  is  not  entitled  to  the 
A.  T.  P.  W.  The  card  cannot  be  used  for  visiting  Lodges,  but  is  good  for 
deposit  only  by  the  holder  as  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow.”

The  undersigned,  member  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  begs  leave  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  minority  report,  touching  the  necessity  for  further  legisla¬ 
tion  by  this  R.  W.  Grand  Body,  for  the  proper  regulation  and  government 
of  Uniformed  Patriarchs  : 

He  regrets  that  duty  to  his  jurisdiction  and  this  growing  body  of  the 
Order,  imposes  upon  him  the  necessity  to  dissent  from  the  views  of  the 
majority  of  said  committee.  This  Grand  Body  has  wisely  provided  a  style 
of  uniform  to  be  worn  on  public  occasions  by  the  Patriarchal  Branch  of  the 
Order,  one  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  undersigned  is  doing  more  for  that 
branch  of  the  Order  than  all  others  in  that  direction  for  years  past. 

That  legislation,  however,  went  no  further  than  to  prescribe  the  uniform 
to  be  worn  by  individual  Patriarchs  ;  it  made  no  provision  and  gave  no 
power  to  State  or  Territorial  Grand  Encampments  to  make  provision  for 
their  organization  and  government  as  associations  of  Uniformed  Patriarchs. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  uniform  to  be  worn  with  any  credit  to  the  wearers 
unless  they  organize  and  drill,  so  that  their  movements  shall  be  as  beautiful 
and  uniform  as  their  dress. 

In  the  absence  of  any  rules  and  regulations  for  their  organization  and  gov¬ 
ernment  in  such  drill  by  this  Grand  Body,  or  power  conferred  upon  Grand 
Encampments  to  grant  Charters  and  frame  constitutions  and  laws  for  their 
proper  government,  the  Uniformed  Patriarchs  have  been  driven  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  forming  outside  organizations  for  that  purpose.  These  are  entirely 
beyond  the  control  and  independent  of  Subordinate  or  Grand  Encampments. 

It  is  believed  that  if  the  proper  legislative  power  is  conferred  by  this 
Grand  Body  upon  Grand  Encampments,  the  embarrassments  now  springing 
up,  and  which  are  sure  to  strengthen  and  increase,  unless  speedily  remedied, 
will,  in  the  not  far  future  produce  results  that  will  seriously  and  injuriously 
affect  this  branch  of  the  Order,  and  weaken,  if  not  ultimately  destroy,  what 
now  gives  promise  of  the  highest  good  to  the  Patriarchal  branch. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  that  will  naturally  occur  to  those  who  have 
given  the  subject  practical  thought,  this  Grand  Lodge  should  confer  upon 
Grand  Encampments  the  requisite  legislative  power,  to  enable  them  to  con- 
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trol  Uniformed  Patriarchs,  when  organized  as  such.  He  therefore  submits 
for  adoption  the  following  :

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  correspondence  and  receipts  of  the 
contributions  received  and  forwarded  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  suf¬ 
ferers  from  yellow  fever  in  the  Southern  States,  as  per  special  report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  aggregating  the  sum  of  $675,  and  find  the  same  to  be  cor¬ 
rect. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  dated  June  19,  1877  (see  p.  7315,  Jouroal, 
1877 ),  asking  a  remission  of  the  annual  tax  already  charged,  and  the  exemp¬ 
tion  from  representative  tax  until  said  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  regularly 
chartered  ten  Subordinate  Lodges,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  duly 
considered  the  same,  and  offer  the  following  resolution  for  your  action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  representative  tax,  amounting  to  $75.00,  now  charged 
to  said  Grand  Lodge  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  remitted.

Sheibe  be  adopted,  it  would  involve  an  ex- 
jiense  of  more  than  $500.  It  is  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  determine  whether 
it  is  expedient,  in  view  of  the  depleted  condition  of  its  finances,  to  grant  any 
more  gratuities  ;  and  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  day  in  this 
Grand  Lodge  has  passed  for  it  to  make  expenses  for  which  it  has  no  funds 
in  its  treasury.

‘  To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Maine  : 

‘  The  undersigned,  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  hereby  prefer  the  fol¬ 
lowing  charge  against  W.  W.  Castle,  P.  G.,  of  Belfast  Lodge,  No.  41: 

‘Charge. — Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  of  this'R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

‘  Specification. -£For  that  Bro.  W.  W.  Castle,  while  holding  ‘the  office  of 
R.  W.  Grand  Marshal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  wit:  on  the  tenth  day  of 
August,  A.  D.  1878,  was  intoxicated  upon  the  public  streets  in  the  city  of 
Belfast,  and  then  and  there  conducted  himself  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring 
discredit  upon  himself  and  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge.

“William  K.  Neal,  P.  G.,  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  charges  hav¬ 
ing  been  presented  in  due  form  the  Grand  Lodge  must  receive  them  and  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  to  try  the  same.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

In  the  appeal  of  J.  W,  Stebbins,  G.  Bep.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  is  presented  the  right  of  an  elective  Grand  Officer  in 
that  jurisdiction,  having  a  vote  as  such,  to  also  vote  as  Representative  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  provides  that  “each 
elective  Grand  Officer  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote”  (Article  IV.,  Section  1). 
Article’ll.,  Section!,  reads,  “Each  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to 
elect,  for  the  same  term  as  a  regular  Representative,  or  for  any  less  term,  any 
Past  Grand  in  good  standing  in  a  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
as  proxy  Representative,  to  act  only  in  the  absence  of  the  regular  Rejiresen- 
tative.  ” 

It  was  the  personal  right  of  the  appellant  to  vote  as  a  Grand  Officer.  It 
was  his  privilege  and  duty  under  the  law  to  vote  for  the  Lodge  which  he 
represented  by  proxy. 

Y’^our  committee  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  sustained.

Spencer,  of  Delaware,  from  the  same  committee,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the 
rule: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F : 

The  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  have  considered  the  appeal  of  H.  D.  Car- 
ini  ohn,  P.  G.,  a  member  of  the  (Jrand  Lodge  of  New  York.  The  facts  are 
as  follows:  The  brother  appeals  to  this  R.  'SV  Grand  Lodge  from  the  action 
of  said  Grand  Lodge  in  deciding  that  suspension  as  a  punishment  for  cause 
of  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  vacates  the  office  the  brother  held  at  the  time  of 
suspension. 

Bro.  Charles  F.  Weitzel,  P.  G.,  of  Long  Island  City  Lodge,  No.  395,  ap¬ 
peals  from  the  decision  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  Clowes,  of  Queens  District,  to  the 
Grand  Master  in  the  following  case:  Charges  were  preferred  against  the  Vice 
Grand  of  Long  Island  City  Lodge,  No.  395,  who,  on  trial,  was  found  guilty, 
and  suspended  for  two  months. 

Question:  Does  the  office  of  Vice  Grand  become  vacant  by  reason  of  such 
suspension  ?  The  Deputy  decided  it  did  not. 

Question:  Can  a  Lodge  fill  such  vacancy?  The  Deputy  decided  it  could 
not  fill  a  vacancy  that  did  not  exist. 

The  decisions  of  the  D.  D  Grand  Master  of  Queens  District  were  affirmed 
by  the  Grand  Master  and  by  him  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Annual 
Session  of  1878,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  who  reported  as 
follows:  “We  recommend  the  reversal  of  Appeal  No.  1,  on  the  ground  that 
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the  suspension  of  an  officer  for  cause  and  as  a  punishment,  whether  for  a  long 
or  a  short  period,  vacates  his  office,”  which  report  was  adopted. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
correct,  and  recommend  that  said  action  be  affirmed  and  the  appeal  be  dis¬ 
missed.

Price,  of  Kansas,  from  the  same  committee,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule: 
To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

The  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Nor¬ 
way  Lodge,  No.  16,  of  the  State  of  Maine,  against  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  that  State,  in  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  Bro.  A.  B.  Crockett 
against  the  action  of  said  Lodge,  would  respectfully  report  that  it  appears 
that  in  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Maine,  charges  were 
preferred  against  Bro.  A.  B.  Crockett,  of  that  Lodge,  with  having  been 
guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  with  specifications  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

First.  That  the  said  Anthony  B.  Crockett,  with  a  view  of  obtaining 
benefits  from  said  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  when,  by  its  By-Laws,  he  was  not 
entitled  to  the  same  as  claimed,  feigned  himself  sick,  and  falsely  claimed  to 
be  confined  to  the  house  from  May  18,  a.  d.  1875,  to  November  1,  a.  d. 
1875. 

Second.  That  the  said  Anthony  B.  Crockett,  on  the  second  day  of  July, 

A.  D.  1877,  sent  to  said  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  a  false  certificate  in  writing, 
purporting  to  be  from  three  physicians,  to  the  effect  that  he,  the  said  Anthony 

B.  Crockett  had  been  sick  and  confined  to  the  house  from  May  18,  a.  d. 
1875,  to  November  1,  a.  d.  1875,  and  in  accordance  with  said  certificate, 
he,  the  said  Anthony  B.  Crockett,  demanded  benefits  from  said  Norway 
Lodge,  No.  16. 

Upon  these  charges  and  specifications,  Bro.  Crockett  was  regularly  tried 
and  expelled  by  the  Lodge,  from  which  action  Bro.  Crockett  appealed  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  and  on  a  review  of  the  case  by  that  body,  the  appeal 
of  Bro.  Crockett  was  sustained. 

From  the  evidence  presented  in  the  case,  and  after  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  whole  premises,  including  the  By-Law  of  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  on 
the  subject  of  sickness  and  benefits,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the 
evidence  presented  in  the  record  does  not  sustain  the  truth  of  the  charges 
and  specifications  alleged;  and  we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  in  the  case  of  Bro.  A.  B.  Crockett,  be  dismissed.

Rep.  Bigelow,  of  Yermout,  from  tlie  same  committee,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the 
rule  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  L.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Quin- 
nipiac  Lodge,  No.  1,  from  the  action  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecti¬ 
cut,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  careful  consider¬ 
ation,  and  find  that  the  facts  submitted  in  this  case  are  as  follows  : 
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Daniel  C.  Augue,  a  member  of  Quinnipiac  Lodge,  reported  himself  sick,  by- 
letter,  and  A.  H.  Huelbuet,  chairman  of  the  Belief  Committee  of  the  Lodge 
was  authorized  to  visit  the  brother.  Huelbuet  did  so  visit  Augue,  and 
found  him  apparently  at  work.  He  did  not  make  himself  known,  but  en¬ 
tered  into  conversation  with  him  as  a  stranger,  wishing  to  buy  a  new  milch 
cow,  &c. ;  neither  did  the  said  Huelbuet  make  any  report  to  said  Lodge  of 
the  result  of  his  visit.  Some  months  after  this  visit  Augue  made  applica¬ 
tion  for  fifteen  weeks’  benefits  in  form,  accompanied  by  the  proper  certifi¬ 
cate  of  his  attending  physician,  that  he  had  been  ill  of  bilious  fever. 

The  application  of  Augue  was  referred  to  the  Relief  Committee  of  the 
Lodge,  and  on  hearing  the  statement  of  Huelbuet,  above  referred  to,  author¬ 
ized  a  member  of  the  committee  to  prefer  charges  against  Augue  for  having 
been  guilty  of  attempting  to  defraud  Quinnipiac  Lodge  by  applying  for  sick 
benefits  when  not  entitled  to  them.  When  the  special  committee  to  inves¬ 
tigate  this  charge  met,  Augue  was  present,  and  on  recognizing  Huelbuet 
became  excited,  and  the  records  of  the  committee  reported  him  as  saying 
that  he  “wished  the  sick  visiting  committee  would  call  as  a  sick  visiting  com¬ 
mittee  and  not  as  a  sneak  and  a  thief.”  This  committee  reported  that  Bro. 
Augue  did  not  intend  to  wilfully  defraud  the  Lodge,  and  recommended  that 
the  charge  be  dismissed,  which  report  was  adopted.  Huelbuet  afterward 
preferred  charges  against  Augue  as  being  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd  Fellow,  by  slandering  him  without  cause  by  reason  of  his  language  above 
quoted  in  relation  to  the  “sick  visiting  committee.”  At  the  meeting  of  the 
special  committee  to  investigate  said  charges,  it  was  claimed  that  Huelbuet 
made  the  following  statement  in  reference  to  the  word  “thief:  ” 

“I  did  not  hear  Bro.  i^.uGUE  say  it,  and  I  don’t  believe  he  did,  but  Bro. 
Peckham  put  it  in;  I  don’t  know  why,  unless  he  had  a  grudge  against  me, 
and  wanted  to  blacken  my  character  before  the  Lodge.”  Peckham  was  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  committee  investigating  the  first  charge  against  Augue. 

Augue  at  this  hearing  was  positive  he  did  not  use  the  word  “thief,”  but  if 
he  did  say  it,  took  it  back.  This  the  committee  considered  ample  apology, 
and  recommended  that  the  charges  be  dismissed  against  him,  which  report 
was  adopted  by  Quinnipiac  Lodge. 

The  Lodge  then  required  Huelbuet  to  take  back  the  charge  made  by  him 
against  Peckham,  which  he  refused  to  do.  Peckham  then  preferred  charges 
against  Huelbuet  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  specifying  that 
Huelbuet  had  charged  him  with  falsifying  the  minutes  of  the  special  com¬ 
mittee  on  charges  against  Augue.  The  committee  of  investigation  on  these 
charges  reported  that  Huelbuet  had  wilfully  brought  a  false  charge  against 
Peckham,  and  therefore  should  be  expelled  from  the  Lodge.  They  also 
made  a  supplementary  report,-  recommending  the  case  to  the  Lodge  for  their 
sound  judgment  and  mercy  to  Huelbuet.  Huelbuet  was  expelled  from 
Quinnipiac  Lodge,  and  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  who 
decided  that  Quinnipiac  Lodge  had  found  Huelbuet  guilty  of  an  offence 
with  which  he  had  not  been  charged,  viz. :  preferring  a  false  charge  against 
Peckham,”  an  offence  not  charged  in  the  specifications,  the  By-Law  referred 
to  in  said  report  having  reference  only  to  written  charges,  regularly  jire- 
ferred  in  the  Lodge.  The  Committee  of  Appeals  were  also  of  the  opinion 
that  the  use  of  the  expression  with  which  Huelbuet  was  charged,  was  an 
offence  of  too  trivial  a  character  to  merit  the  severest  penalty  known  to  our 
laws.  The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Alfeed  H.  Huelbuet, 
and  Quinnipiac  Lodge  was  required  to  restore  him  to  full  membership. 
From  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  Quinnijiiac  Lodge  took 
an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  upon  the  statement  of  facts  as  presented, 
would  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  Quinnipiac  Lodge  be  dismissed,  and 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  be  sustained.

Rep,  Munson,  of  Connecticut,  from  the  Special  Committee 
on  Tactics  and  Drill  for  Uniformed  Patriarchs,  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the  rule: 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F  : 

Your  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  your  B.  W.  Grand  Body 
to  examine  the  various  works  on  Tactics  and  Drill  for  Uniformed  Patriarchs, 
and  report  at  this  session,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  : 

They  have  examined  with  great  care  the  several  works  that  have  been  pub¬ 
lished,  and  have  submitted  them  for  examination  to  military  men  who  are 
members  of  the  Order.  All  that  we  have  examined  possess  more  or  less 
merit.  Several  are  quite  too  limited  in  the  range  of  tactics  which  they  em¬ 
brace  to  permanently  meet  the  expanding  demands  of  this  new  but  most 
deservedly  popular  branch  of  our  Order. 

From  their  own  examination,  and  from  information  derived  from  brothers 
who  have  had  a  larger  military  experience,  your  committee  are  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  but  two  works  have  been  published  as  yet  of  sufficient  range  and 
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versatility  of  drill  to  be  seriously  considered  in  tbe  selection  to  be  made, 
each  containing  about  180  pages.  The  one  is  by  Patriarch  J.  B.  Kilboukne, 
of  Painesville,  Ohio,  late  a  captain  in  the  Tenth  Ohio  Kegiment  of  Cavalry, 
the  other  by  Patriarch  S.  S.  Eddy,  of  Kochester,  New  York,  late  a  captain  in 
a  Massachusetts  regiment,  and  now  Lieut.  -Colonel  of  the  Fifty -Fourth  Begi- 
ment.  New  York  State  Militia.  While  your  committee  find  much  in  the 
former  of  high  merit,  evincing  on  the  part  of  its  author  ability  and  well-de¬ 
fined  military  knowledge,  they  are  still  constrained  to  give  the  decided  pref¬ 
erence  to  the  work  of  Col.  Eddy,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

First.  This  work  is  better  adapted  to  the  special  purposes  designed,  as  the 
basis  conforms  in  the  main  to  the  Manual  of  Upton’s  Bevised  Tactics,  with 
a  front  of  four  men  as  a  unit. 

Second.  It  contains  several  fancy  and  several  emblematical  movements  that 
are  new  and  entirely  original  with  Col.  Eddy,  such  as  the  three  links,  the 
hour  glass,  the  chain,  &c. 

Third.  Its  manual  of  sword  exercise  is  the  most  complete  and  extensive 
we  have  seen. 

Fourth.  Its  cul  de  sac  possesses  great  merit,  and  is  admirably  adapted,  as 
are  all  the  new  movements  to  the  designs  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our 
Order. 

While  strict  military  rule  is  observed  throughout,  the  nature  of  the  organ¬ 
ization  to  which  its  evolutions  are  to  be  applied,  has  not  been  lost  sight  of, 
but  all  are  so  used  and  interwoven  with  the  purposes  of*that  organization, 
and  the  end  to  be  attained,  as  to  contribute  in  an  eminent  degree  to  keep 
prominently  before  the  mind  of  the  beholder  the  Oedee,  whose  symbols  and 
emblems  military  evolutions  are  evoked  to  display  and  adorn.  . 

For  the“e  and  many  other  reasons  that  might  be  presented,  your  commit¬ 
tee  recommend  for  adoption  by  this  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  the  work  known  as 
‘  ‘  The  Tactics  and  Drill  of  Col.  S.  S.  Eddy,  ”  a  copy  of  which  is  herewdth 
submitted. 

The  author  of  this  work  informs  your  committee  that  it  is  at  the  disposal 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  whatever  manner  it  may  prefer.  He,  has  it  in  stere¬ 
otype  plates,  and^  this  Grand  Lodge  can  have  the  whole  and  furnish  the 
work  as  a  supply,  or  he  wdll  furnish  the  work  upon  orders,  individual  or 
official,  at  a  very  small  advance  upon  cost  price. 

Being  a  thorough  military  man,  and  an  enthusiast  in  this  branch  of  our 
Order,  and  at  the  head  of  the  Bochester  Battalion  of  Uniformed  Patriarchs, 
that  has  already  gained  wide  celebrity  by  several  exhibition  drills  under 
these  tactics,  his  only  desire  is  to  bring  to  the  front  rank  in  contrast  with 
any  sister  organization,  this  branch  of  our  Order.  Your  committee  would 
therefore  submit  the  following  ; 

Resolved,  That  the  “Tactics  and  Drill  for  Uniformed  Patriarchs,”  pub¬ 
lished  by  Col.  S.  S.  Eddy,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  tactics 
and  drill  for  Uniformed  Patriarchs  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
B.  W.  Grand  Lodge.  Bespectfully  submitted,

The  jurisdictions  were  called,  when 

Rep.  Tompkins,  of  Alabama,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee: 

Resolved,  That  the  following,  as  taken  from  pages  7461  and  7462  of  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  this  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  session  of  1877,  viz. : 

'^Resolved,  That  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or_ Encampment,  who 
is  in  arrears  for  weekly  or  funeral  dues  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  is  not 
entitled  to  the  term  password,  or  to  vote  in  the  Lodge  or  Encampment,  but 
is  a  contributing  member  until  suspended,  dropped,  or  expelled  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and  as  such  is  entitled  to 
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visit  liis  own  Lodge  or  Encampment.  He  cannot,  however,  become  entitled 
to  benefits  until  he  shall  have  paid  up  in  full  all  dues  and  fines  (weekly  and 
funeral)  that  have  accrued  against  him  up  to  the  date  of  payment,  if  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  so  provide  ;  nor  then,  until  the 
exjiiration  of  such  time  thereafter,  as  may,  also,  by  the  laws,  be  provided  as 
a  penalty. 

Besolved,  That  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  cannot  refuse  to  receive  in  full 
or  in  part  the  dues  of  a  member  prior  to  his  suspension,  and  no  member 
can  be  suspended  or  dropped  from  membership  in  the  Order  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues  unless  at  the  time  of  his  suspension  he  shall  be  indebted  to 
the  Lodge  or  Encampment  for  one  year’s  dues. 

“  Resolved,  That  when  any  member  of  a  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  neg¬ 
lect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  dues  fixed  by  the  laws,  for  the  space  of  one  year,  the 
Secretary  or  Scribe  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Noble  Grand  or  Chief  Patri¬ 
arch,  and  unless  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  otherwise  direct,  such  member 
shall  thereupon  be  suspended  (he  having  been  first  notified  of  the  action 
that  would  be  taken),  a  record  of  which  shall  be  made  upon  the  minutes. 
The  mere  fact  of  a  member  being  over  twelve  months  in  arrears  does  not 
constitute  him  a  suspended  or  dropped  member.  To  render  him  such  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment  must  formally  declare  him  to  be  suspended. 

‘  ‘  Resolved,  That  all  previous  legislation  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing 
resolutions,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.” 

Be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Also  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  a  Funeral  Benefit  feature  : 

Resolved,  That  the  subject-matter  embraced  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  instructing  its  Eepresentatives  to  this  K.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  to  advocate  the  endowment  plan  in  any  measure  of  mutual  benefit 
which  may  be  adopted,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  referred  to  the  special 
committee  on  this  subject. 

Rep.  Beatty,  of  California,  submitted  the  following  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Lea:islative  Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Eepresentatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  urge  the  adoption  of  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  funeral  service,  so  as  to  provide  appropriate  service  to  be  held 
in  the  Lodge-room,  whenever  the  Lodge  shall  decide  to  hold  such  services.

to  return  to  their  homes  respectively,  provided  that  no  mileage  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  any  Officer  or  Grand  Eepresentative  who  comes  from  a  jurisdiction 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  North  American  Continent. 

Rep.  Pearce,  of  Florida,  by  instruction  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Florida,  moved  the  following,  which  was  resolved  in 
the  negative : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
held  in  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

Rep.  Oberly,  of  Illinois,  submitted  certain  proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  and  a  communication  from  the 
Grand  Master  of  Illinois,  which  were  referred  to  the  Judiciary 
Committee. 

Also  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  on  tlie 
subject  of  the  appeal  of  P.  G.  M.  Bross  in  1876,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2. 

Rep.  Sheire,  of  Minnesota,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  be  requested  to 
render  a  decision  on  the  question, “as  to  who  should  occupy  the  chair  of 
Chief  Patriarch  during  his  temporaiy  absence.” 

Rep.  Shipley,  of  Missouri,  presented  the  following  tran¬ 
script  from  the  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  a  Funeral 
Benefit  feature ;

Besolved,  That  the  compensation  allowed  all  committees  that  may  hold 
sessions  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Body  shall  be  three  dollars  per 
diem  for  each  member  while  in  attendance,  and  for  mileage  the  actual 
amount  expended  in  going  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting,  and 
that  no  member  who  may  be  on  any  committee  who  is  in  receipt  of  a  stated 
salary  from  this  body  shall  receive  any  compensation  per  diem. 

Also  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance : 

Besolved,  That  the  yearly  compensation  of  the  B.  W.  Grand  Correspond¬ 
ing  and  Recording  Secretary  be  placed  at  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00); 
that  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  at  four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00);  that 
of  the  R.  W.  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  at  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00), 
and  that  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Messenger  at  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800.00).

Grand  Lodge,  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  of  September, 
at  nine  o’clock,  a.  m.,  at  snch  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also 
meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall 
cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Eepresentatives  of  the  several 
State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  com¬ 
municating  to  them  the  j)urpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called  ;  and 
in  no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  has  been  given  as  above  stated. 

Amend  Article  XIL  of  the  Constitution  of  the  E.  Grand  Lodcje,  bv 
striking  out  the  word  “annually,  ’  and  inserting  “biennially,”  so  that  the 
Article  shall  read  as  follows  : 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  at  nine  o’clock,  a.  m.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time 
to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also 
meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall 
eause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Eepresentatives  of  the  several 
Sitate,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  communi- 
■cating  to  them  the  jmrpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called  ;  and  in 
no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  be  given  as  above  stated. 

Amend  Article  IX.,  Section  1,  so  as  to  read  as  follows; 

Article  IX.,  Section  1.  Grand  Eepresentatives  shall  be  chosen  by  the  sev¬ 
eral  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
for  the  term  of  two  years;  and  if  vacancies  occur  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  of 
any  State,  District,  or  Territory,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  by  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment. 

Amend  Article  XIII.,  Section  4,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Article  XIII.,  Section  4.  A  journal  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  kept,  and 
published  biennially,  except  such  proceedings  as  are  had  in  secret  session. 

Amend  Article  XIY.,  Sections  2  and  3,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Article  Xn".,  Section  2.  Dues  from  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Encampments,  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  3.  Dues  from  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  working 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  five  per  cent,  on 
their  receipts. 

Amend  Article  XXI. ,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Article  XXL  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  by 
a  proposition  therefor,  made  in  writing  at  a  regular  communication,  by  one 
or  more  Eepresentatives  from  three  difterent  States,  which  shall  be  entered 
on  the  Journal,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  regular  session,  when  it  may  be 
considered  ;  and  if  agreed  to  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  .on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  such  proposed  alterations  or  amend¬ 
ments  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution.

Hesolved,  That  Article  XYII.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
ns  follows  : 
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Article  XVII.  The  Officers  and  Grand  Eepresentatives  (except  such 
Officers  as  receive  stated  salaries)  attending  any  session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services  as  may 
be  voted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day  for  each 
day  of  the  session  at  Avhich  they  may  be  present,  and  mileage  not  exceeding 
ten  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  of  actual  and  necessary  travel  by  the  short¬ 
est  traveled  route  from  their  residences  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  provided  that  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  (except  per  diem)  to 
any  Officer  or  Grand  Kepresentative  who  comes  from  a  jurisdiction  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  North  American  Continent.

Rep.  Jones,  of  Wisconsin,  presented  a  memorial  from  A.  J. 
Langworthy,  P.  Gr.  M.,  which  was  referred  to  tlic  Committee 
on  Petitions. 

The  call  of  jurisdictions  being  completed,  Bro.  Yeitch,  P. 
G.  Sire,  moved  to  resume  the  consideration  of  amendments  to 
the  Constitution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  first  amendment,  page  7455,  as  follows,  was  considered  : 

Amend  Section  4  of  Article  XVI.  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words  “Grand 
Lodge”  in  the  seventh  line  of  said  section,  and  insert  as  follows  : 

That  the  necessities  of  a  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Jurisdiction 
require  it,  a  resolution  may  be  passed  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  Rep¬ 
resentatives  present  at  any  meeting,  granting  to  the  particular  State,  Dis¬ 
trict,  or  Territorial  Grand  Jurisdiction  applying  therefor,  the  right  to  read¬ 
mit  to  membership  within  its  jurisdiction,  upon  such  conditions-  as  this 
Grand  Lodge  may  prescribe,  suspended  members  of  the  Order  residing  in 
the  same,  who  may  have  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  who 
have  not  been  under  suspension  for  less  than  three  years  ;  and  also  the  right 
to  admit  members  of  defunct  Lodges  not  able  to  get  a  card — it  being  dis¬ 
tinctly  understood  that  so  soon  as  the  necessity  requiring  it  shall  have  passed 
away,  this  privilege  shall  be  yielded  up  by  the  jurisdiction  receiving  it. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment.  Rep. 
Dann,  of  California,  moved  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed, 
wliich  was  agreed  to. 

The  next  amendment,  page  7455,  as  follows,  was  considered  : 

Amend  Article  XVII.  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words  “Grand  Lodge.” 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  on 
motion  of  Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  it  was  indefinitely  post¬ 
poned. 

The  next  amendment,  page  7511,  as  follows,  was  considered  : 

Resolved,  That  Section  5,  Article  I.,  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be 
amended  by  inserting  in  the  last  line,  between  the  Avords  “members”  and 
“of,”  the  word  “present,”  so  that  the  section  shall  read  : 
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To  this  Grand  Lodge  belongs  the  power  to  regulate  and  control  the  un¬ 
written  work  of  the  Order,  and  to  fix  and  determine  the  customs  and  usages 
in  regard  to  all  things  which  appertain  thereto.  And  to  it  alone  belongs  the 
power  to  provide  and  establish  suitable  lectures  and  other  written  work 
therefor.  But  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order  shall  in  no  wise  be  altered 
or  amended,  except  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  nor  shall  the 
written  work  of  the  Order  be  in  any  wise  altered  or  amended,  except  with 
the  concurrence  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  Rep. 
Underwood,  of  Kentucky,  moved  that  it  be  indefinitely  post¬ 
poned,  which  was  agreed  to,  sixty-four  voting  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive  and  forty  in  the  negative. 

The  next  amendment,  page  7511,  as  follows,  was  considered  : 

Resolved,  That  all  appointed  officers  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be 
in  possession  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  except  the  Chaplain  and  Scene  Sup¬ 
porters. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  on 
motion  of  Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  it  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

The  amendment  to  the  By-Laws,  page  7411,  as  follows,  was 
considered  : 

Article - .  The  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  (except  such  Of¬ 

ficers  as  receive  stated  salaries)  attending  any  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  five 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  the  session  at  which  they  may  be  present, 
and  eight  cents  per  mile  of  actual  and  necessarj’-  travel  by  the  shortest  trav¬ 
eled  route  from  their  residences  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge; 
provided  that  no  mileage  shall  be  allowed  to  any  Officer  or  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  who  comes  from  a  jurisdiction  beyond  the  limits  of  the  North  Avaeri- 
can  Continent. 

The  point  of  order  was  raised  by  Rep.  Stebbins,  of  Xew 
York,  that  the  amendment  was  not  in  order,  not  being  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  Article  XIX.  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Chair  declared  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken. 

The  question  recurred  on  the  adoption  of  the  By-Law,  pend¬ 
ing  the* consideration  of  which  the  Lodge  adjourned  until  to¬ 
morrow  morning  at  9  o’clock, 
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Thursday,  September  19,  1878 — 9  o’clock,  a.m.

Prayer  by  Bro.  Bev.  J.  W.  Venable,  R.  W.  G.  Chaplain. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  examined  the  Representa¬ 
tives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 

Whereupon,  by  further  order  of  the  Grand  Sire,  he  declared 
the  Lodge  open  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Hazlett,  of  Ohio,  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with. 

The  jurisdictions  were  called,  when 

Rep.  Leech,  of  Iowa,  moved  the  following,  which  was  net 
agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  no  new  business,  requiring  action  of  committees,  be  re¬ 
ceived  after  eleven  o’clock,  a.  m.,  this  day,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  moved  the  following,  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  which  was,  on  his  motion,  postponed  until  the 
next  annual  session : 

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order,  having  the  Eoj^al  Purple  Degree* 
shall  have  the  following  rights  and  privileges: 

1.  He  may  retain  membership  in  a  Lodge  or  in  an  Encampment  indefi¬ 
nitely,  without  being  required  to  hold  membership  in  the  other. 

2.  If  he  withdraws  from  active  fellowship  in  either  the  Lodge  or  Encamp¬ 
ment,  taking  a  permanent  card,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  have  the  S.  A.  P., 
and  to  visit  any  Lodge  or  Encampment,  by  virtue  of  his  fellowship  in  the 
one  and  his  permanent  card  from  the  other.  A  certificate  of  membership  by 
the  one  shall  authorize  the  officers  of  the  other  to  impart  the  S.  A.  P. 
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3.  If  the  member  takes  a  i)ermanent  card  from  both  the  Lodge  and  En¬ 
campment,  he  must  conform  to  existing  laws. 

4.  If  he  visits  another  State,  his  permanent  card  with  the  A.  T.  P.  W.,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  Visiting  Card  from  the  other  (or  by  a  special  card  that  may  be 
hereafter  authorized),  shall  entitle  him  to  visit  Lodges  or  Encampments  in 
said  other  State. 

5.  If  a  member  is  suspended  from  his  Lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues,  his 
fellowship  in  his  Encampment  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  he  shall 
retain  active  fellowship  in  his  Encampment ;  and,  in  like  manner,  suspen¬ 
sion  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  an  Encampment  shall  not  affect  his  standing 
in  his  Lodge. 

6.  If  a  member  be  expelled  from  either  the  one  or  the  other,  the  said  act 
of  expulsion  shall  be  enforced  in  both  the  Lodge  and  the  Encampment,  and 
in  all  cases  the  acting  body  shall  notify  the  other. 

7.  If  a  member  is  suspended  from  either  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  for 
cause  of  misconduct,  said  action  shall  be  binding  in  both  bodies,  and  resto¬ 
ration  from  said  suspension  shall  be  effective  in  both  of  them. 

Rep.  Meacham,  of  Nevada,  submitted  the  following: 

M.  W.  Gkand  Sike, — I  do  not  know  that  this  is  the  proper  time  in  which 
to  perform  a  pleasing  duty,  but  I  trust  it  may  be.  A  number  of  gentlemen  of 
Cornucopia,  Nevada,  have  sent  to  me  a  box  of  silver-bearing  quartz  rock  and 
silver  specimens,  some  of  which  are  both  beautiful  and  valuable,  which  they 
desire  me  to  present  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  request  that  such  dispo¬ 
sition  be  made  of  them  as  in  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Lodge  should  ajD- 
pear  to  be  for  the  best,  and  at  the  same  time  to  present  the  wishes  of  the 
donors  that  the  Order  which  we  represent  may  continue  to  prosper  as  in 
times  past. 

Rep.  Boyd,  of  California,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Besolved,  That  the  beautiful  silver  and  silver  quartz  speeimens  presented 
by  Eep.  Meacham,  of  Nevada,  be  accepted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that 
the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be  requested  to  suitably 
acknowledge  the  same. 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  procure  a  proper  case 
for  the  preservation  and  display  of  the  specimens  in  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

Rep.  Meacham,  of  Nevada,  submitted  the  following:

M.  W.  Geand  Sike, — I  have  this  morning  received  from  Mrs.  W.  P.  Emeey, 
and  her  little  sister,  Phebe,  of  Sacramento  City,  California,  these  beautiful 
flowers,  which  I  am  requested  to  present  in  their  name  to  the  presiding  offi¬ 
cer  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Body,  with  the  expressed  hope  that  the  results  of 
the  teachings  of  this  Order  may  continue  to  flourish  and  remain  as  bright 
and  beautiful  as  they  hope  these  flowers  may  be  when  they  reach  us.  I  take 
very  great  pleasure  in  thus  presenting  them,  and  trust  they  will  be  accepted 
in  the  same  beautiful  spirit  in  which  they  were  presented.

Besolved,  That  the  graceful  tribute  of  beautiful  flowers,  and  accompanying 
sentiments,  tendered  to  our  handsome  Grand  Sire,  by  fair  ladies  of  Sacra¬ 
mento  City,  California,  merit  and  hereby  receive  the  cordial  thanks  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 
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Rep.  Miller,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  the  folio  wins:,  wliick 
was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  present  German  translation  of  the  initiatory  work  of  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  of  this  Order  is  very  inadequate,  and  of  no  interest  or 
life;  and 

Whereas,  A  translation  of  the  work  has  been  forwarded  by  the  Grand

Rep.  Kimball,  of  Indiana,  moved  to  lay  the  subject  on  the 
table,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Rep,  Htckok,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  tlie  following,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  distinguished  courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  resident  in  Baltimore,  and  of 
the  R.  W.  Grand  Representatives  of  Maryland,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland,  in  connection  with  a  number 
of  brothers  residing  in  the  city,  as  evinced  in  the  conception  and  successful 
execution  of  the  very  enjoyable  excursion  of  yesterday  to  Annapolis,  the  an¬ 
cient  capital  city  of  Maryland,  deserves,  at  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
more  than  the  mere  expression  of  thanks  voted  at  the  time  of  the  acceptance 
of  the  invitation;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  on  their 
own  behalf  and  for  the  members  of  their  families  and  other  friends,  who  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  enjoyments  of  yesterday,  are  due,  and  are  hereby  most  grate¬ 
fully  tendered  to  the  brothers  above  referred  to,  for  their  warm-hearted  fra¬ 
ternal  kindness  and  hospitality. 

Resolved,  That  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  convey  to  the 
brethren,  above  mentioned,  assurances  of  our  hearty  appreciation  of  their 
courtesy,  and  of  our  perpetual  remembrance  of  the  pleasant  associations  of 
the  occasion,  and  of  the  fraternal  kindness  that  dictated  them. 
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Bro.  XiCHOLSON,  P.  Gr.  Sire,  on  behalf  of  Bro.  Charles  X. 
Fox,  Bep.  of  California,  submitted  the  following,  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  handsomely  engrossed  copy  of  the  resolutions  to  the 
Grand  Secretary :

At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Veteran  Odd  Fetloics  of  California,  held  at 
Encampment  Hall,  on  Tuesday  evening,  August  13,  1878,  the  President, 
Charles  N.  Fox,  P,  G.  M.,  having  first  called  the  Yice-President,  A.  C.  Brad¬ 
ford,  P.  G.  M.,  to  the  chair,  oftered  the  following  resolutions,  and  moved 
their  adoption.  The  motion  was  eloquently  and  feelingly  seconded  bj’  E. 
D.  Farnsworth,  P.  G.  Sire,  and  W.  H.  Barnes,  P.  G.  Bep. ,  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Resolved,  That  the  Association  of  Veteran  Odd  Fellows  of  California  regards 
the  venerable  James  L.  Bidgely,  Grand  Corresponding  and  Becording  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  as  the  Moses  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  a  brother  who  has  contributed  more  than  any  other  toward  bringing 
our  Order  up  out  of  the  darkness  of  Egypt  and  from  the  slavery  of  soul  to 
sense;  whose  enlightened  mind,  active  brain,  and  large  heart  have  been 
through  a  long  life  pre-eminent  in  elevating  the  character  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
and  through  it  the  character  of  man.  By  his  wisdom  and  the  guidance  of 
his  hand,  the  sphere  of  man’s  affections  has  been  enlarged,  the  spirit  of  our 
Order  has  been  kept  constantly  abreast  with  the  spirit  of  the  age,  the  field 
of  our  labor  has  been  extended,  the  literature  of  our  Order  illuminated,  the 
progress  of  the  fraternity  unparalleled,  and  its  history  made  glorious  among 
men.  His  services  to  our  Order  have  been  so  long,  so  constant,  so  faithful, 
and  so  intelligent,  that  Us  history  has  become  Ms  most  perfect  biograjiby; 
they  have  been  of  a  character  to  be  beyond  price,  and  have  imposed  upon  us 
a  debt  of  gratitude  which  can  never  be  repaid.  As  we  approach  the  close  of 
three  score  years  in  the  existence  of  our  fraternity,  we  return  thanks  to  Him 
who  holds  the  lives  of  men  and  of  nations  in  the  hollow  of  His  hand,  that 
the  life  of  our  venerable  brother  is  still  preserved  to  us,  and  that  we  are  yet 
permitted  through  his  lips  to  hear  “the  voice  of  wisdom  speaking  from  age 
and  experience,”  and  we  pray  that  he  may  be  spared  to  us  and  to  our  Order 
yet  these  many  years,  that  we  may  continue  to  receive  from  him  “the  in¬ 
structions  of  a  father  and  attend  to  know  understanding,”  for  we  know  that 
he  “will  give  us  good  doctrine,”  and  we  observe  with  joy  that  as  he  ripens  in 
years,  though  the  hand  may  become  weaker,  the  soul  grows  stronger,  the 
intellect  brightens  until  it  has  become  a  beacon  light  to  men,  and  the  heart 
has  already  become  so  enlarged  as  to  enfold  in  the  outstretched  arms  of  its 
love  the  entire  brotherhood  of  man. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  with  sincere  and  profound  regret  that  the  members  of 
this  association  have  observed  in  the  last  annual  report  made  by  this  vener¬ 
able  and  revered  brother  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  an  intima¬ 
tion,  written  by  his  own  hand,  that  the  time  may  soon  come  when  it  will  be 
the  duty  of  the  Order  to  bestow  the  honors  of  his  position  upon  another. 

No  other  member  of  our  Order  could  have  written  such  an  intimation  while 
Ridgely  lived  ;  the  thought  from  any  other  source  would  be  a  sacrilege,  and 
we  trust  that  our  beloved  brother  will  never  again  repeat  it.  It  would  be  a 
dishonor  to  our  manhood,  should  any  other  consent  to  wear  the  mantle  of  a 
Bedgely,  while  our  Bidgely  lived.  Even  though  the  infirmities  of  age  should 
deprive  him  of  the  power  of  manual  labor,  let  every  Grand  Charter  of  our 
Order  bear  his  name,  and  every  card  his  autograiih,  until  our  Father  calls 
him  home. 

Confident  that  no  other  will  ever  seek  to  deprive  him  of  the  honors  he  so 
well  deserves,  we  beg  of  him  that  he  do  not  bv  act  or  word  of  his  lav  these 
honors  down,  but  that  he  consent  to  wear  them,  as  the  grateful  offering  of 
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our  Grand  Fraternity  till  honors  on  the  mortal  man  can  no  longer  be  con¬ 
ferred. 

On  motion  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Faenswoeth,  the  following  additional  res¬ 
olution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  just  adopted,  certified  under  the 
seal  of  this  association,  be  presented  by  the  President  of  the  Association  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  at  as  early  a  day,  in  the  approaching 
session,  as  he  can  be  heard  ;  also  that  a  copy,  properly  engrossed,  be  pre¬ 
sented  by  him  to  Grand  Secretary  Eidgely. 

In  testimony  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  and  the  seal  of  the 
association,  the  day  and  year  herein  first  above  written.

Grand  Secretary  Eidgely,  after  the  reading  of  the  above, 
responded  as  follows  : 

Most  Woethy  Geand  Siee  : 

I  have  received  so  many  evidences  of  regard  and  sympathy  from  the  breth¬ 
ren  since  my  failing  health  has  so  seriously  impaired  my  ‘  ‘  official  ”  activity 
and  usefulness,  that  I  am  overwhelmed  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  and  obliga¬ 
tion.  Especially  has  this  noble  proceeding  of  the  “Veteran  Odd  Fellows  of 
California,”  which  has  just  been  read  in  our  hearing  by  Bro.  Nicholson, 
P.  G.  Sire,  moved  my  feelings  and  emotions  so  sensibly,  that  I  can  with 
difficulty  find  words  adequate  to  convey  the  just  expression  of  gratitude 
which  their  kindness  and  liberality  has  awakened.  With  God’s  favor,  I  hope 
to  be  equal  to  the  general  duties  of  my  position,  and  so  long  as  honored 
with  the  office,  and  blessed  with  reasonable  health  and  strength  I  shall  labor 
on  to  the  end.  The  sentiments  embodied  in  this  proceeding  are  the  highest 
emanations  of  Odd  Fellowship,  which  is  an  institution  of  civilization,  infe¬ 
rior  or  subordinate  only  to  Christianity  and  worthy  of  the  respect  and  venera¬ 
tion  of  all  good  men.  While  life  lasts  the  recollection  of  this  honor  and  com¬ 
pliment  shall  be  religiously  cherished  and  preserved!  as  well  a  monitor  for 
my  instruction  as  a  precious  souvenir  of  fraternity.  I  reiterate  my  pro¬ 
found  sense  of  honor  and  gratitude  to  the  worthy  “Association  of  Veteran 
Odd  Fellows  of  California.  ” 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  submitted  a  petition  from  M.  J. 
Reilly,  of  New  Jersey,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rep.  Stafford,  of  Texas,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
made  the  following  report,  which,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule,  was  considered  :

Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  fixing 
the  mileage  and  per  diem  for  this  session,  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
duly  considered  the  same,  and  in  view  of  the  depleted  condition  of  the  trea¬ 
sury  and  the  inability  of  this  Grand  Body  to  pay  its  Representatives  the 
same  amount  of  mileage  and  per  diem  as  has  been  its  custom,  present  here¬ 
with  for  your  information  and  guidance  a  comparative  statement  of  receipts 
and  disbursements,  assets,  &c.,  for  the  past  five  years,  and  in  view  of  the 
facts  contained  in  said  statement  offer  for  your  adoption  the  resolution  here¬ 
to  annexed  :

The  mileage  and  per  diem  for  the  session  of  1877,  held  in  the  city  of  Bal¬ 
timore,  amounted  to  $18,895.00.  If  the  same  amount  be  paid  for  the  present 
session  of  this  Grand  Body,  there  will  not  be  sufficient  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  that  purpose,  as  is  shown  by  his  report,  there 
being  but  $10,661.49  in  cash,  showing  a  deficit  of  $8,233.51.  To  meet  this 
deficiency,  however,  the  Grand  Treasurer  holds  as  invested  funds  $8,000.00 
of  5-20  U.  S.  Bonds,  which  he  will  of  necessity  be  compelled  to  sell  in  order 
to  meet  the  demands  which  will  be  made  upon  him  immediately  at  the  close 
of  this  session.  In  order  to  avert  such  a  contingency,  your  committee  are 
of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  resolution  hereto  annexed  should  be 
adopted,  by  which  action  the  saving  of  $4,261.40  will  be  accomplished. 
Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  be  instructed  to 
compute  the  mileage  of  Bepresentatives  at  the  present  session  at  eight  cents 
per  mile  one  way,  by  the  nearest  traveled  route,  and  five  dollars  per  diem 
for  six  days’  attendance.  Kespectfully  submitted,

in  attendance  at  the  present  session,  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per 
Diem  be  instructed  to  pay  actual  traveling  expenses  and  five  dollars  per  day 
while  in  attendance  on  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Tompkins,  of  Alabama,  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  the  resolution  and  inserting  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  mileage  be  fixed  at  ten  cents  per  mile,  counting  one 
way,  and  the  per  diem  at  six  dollars  per  day  for  seven  days. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  thea  meudment  pro¬ 
posed  by  Rep.  Tompkins,  of  Alabama,  Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G. 
Sire,  moved  the  following,  which  was  not  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  and  pending  amendments  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  to  ascertain  at  the  ear¬ 
liest  practicable  moment  the  amount  that  will  be  appropriated  under  the 
amendment  of  Rep.  Robbe,  and  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  question  reciuTing  on  the  motion  of  Rep.  Tompkins,  of 
Alabama,  Rep.  Busbee,  of  North  Carolina,  asked  that  the 
question  be  divided  and  the  vote  on  the  mileage  be  taken  first. 

By  unanimous  consent.  Rep.  Tompkins,  of  Alabama,  with¬ 
drew  the  amendment  proposed  by  him.

Bro.  Durham,  P.  G.  Sire,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under 
the  rule  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  ihe  I  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  which  was  referred  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  offered  by  Rep.  Hildreth,  viz. : 
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1.  liesolved,  That  the  yearly  compensation  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Correspond¬ 
ing  and  Eecording  Secretary  be  placed  at  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000); 
that  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Treasurer  at  four  hundred  dollars  ($400);  that  of 
the  E.  W.  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  at  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500),  and 
that  of  the  E.  W.  Grand  Messenger  at  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800). 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  compensation  allowed  all  committees  that  may  hold 
sessions  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Body  shall  be  three  dollars  per  diem 
for  each  member  while  in  attendance,  and  for  mileage  the  actual  amount 
expended  in  going  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting,  and  that  no 
member  who  may  be  on  anj'^  committee  who  is  in  receipt  of  a  stated  salary 
from  this  body  shall  receive  any  compensation  per  diem. 

Have  considered  the  same  and  beg  leave  to  state  that  they  regard  the  sal¬ 
aries  now  paid  to  the  officers  too  high,  and  in  excess  of  what  should  be 
paid. 

While  the  salaried  officers  and  others  called  upon  to  perform  services  to 
and  for  this  E.  W.  Grand  Body  should  receive  a  fair  and  reasonable  compen¬ 
sation  for  their  services,  yet  no  extravagant  salaries  should  be  paid,  and  now 
while  the  revenues  of  this  body  are  diminishing  year  by  year,  we  should 
practise  a  rigid  economy  in  every  department,  and  cut  off  all  useless  expen¬ 
ditures.  We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions 
in  lieu  of  those  above  ; 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  yearly  compensation  paid  to  the  officers  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows,  the  same  to  be  paid  quarterly,  viz. ;  to 
the  E.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretary^  two  thousand 
dollars  ;  to  the  Assistant  to  the  E.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording 
Secretary,  sixteen  hundred  dollars ;  to  the  E.  W.  Grand  Treasurer,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  to  the  E.  W.  Grand  Messenger,  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

Resolved,  That  the  compensation  allowed  committeemen,  who  may  render 
services  for  this  E.  W.  Grand  Body  during  the  recess,  shall  be  three  dollars 
each  per  day  while  actually  in  session,  and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled  to 
and  from  the  place  of  meeting,  to  be  computed  by  the  nearest  route  usually 
traveled  to  such  place,  but  no  salaried  officer  of  this  E.  W.  Grand  Body  shall 
receive  any  per  diem  compensation  for  said  services. 

Your  committee,  to  further  reduce  our  expenses,  are  of  opinion  that  the 
special  messenger  to  assist  the  Grand  Secretary  can  be  dispensed  with,  but 
that  the  E.  W.  Grand  Messenger  of  this  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  shall  in  vaca¬ 
tion  perform  the  duties  of  said  messenger,  and  therefore  offer  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  no  special  messenger  to  the  E.  W. 
Grand  Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretary,  but  the  E.  W.  Grand  Mes¬ 
senger  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  in  vacation  perform  for  the  E.  W.  Grand 
Corresponding  and  Eecording  Secretary  such  services  as  that  officer  may 
require.  Eespectfully  submitted,

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Street  Kegalia  for 
Subordinate  Lodges,  contained  on  jjage  7370  of  the  Journal  of  1877,  be 
amended  as  follows,  viz.:  Strike  out  the  word  “very,”  in  the  eleventh  line 
from  the  bottom  of  the  page,  and  the  words  ‘  ‘  of  the  shade  known  as  silver 
blue,”  in  the  tenth  line  from  the  bottom;  also,  between  the  words  “legend” 
and  “Friendship,”  in  the  fourth  line  from  the  bottom,  insert  the  words  “In 
God  we  Trust,  ”  so  that  the  said  report  shall  read  as  follows,  viz. : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Session  to  report  a 
uniform  parade  dress,  which  may  be  worn  by  Subordinate  Lodges  when  in 
public  procession,  offer  the  following,  and  move  its  adoption  : 

1.  The  style  of  hat  or  cap  and  dress  shall  be  left  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
individual  Subordinate  Lodges,  provided  that  in  each  case  strict  uniformity 
shall  be  enjoined  and  observed. 

2.  Plain  white  gloves  only  shall  be  worn. 

3.  A  jewel  collar  two  and  one-half  inches  wide  (no  more  nor  less)  at  the 
widest  part,  uniting  in  a  point  in  front,  in  accordance  with  pattern  herewith 
presented,  made  of  light  blue  silk,  Italian  cloth,  or  other  material  (except¬ 
ing  velvet,  which  shall  not  be  used),  edged  with  silver  lace  or  braid,  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  wide,  and  without  embroidery  or  other  ornamentation  of 
any  kind  whatever. 

4.  A  medal  to  be  suspended  from  the  collar,  of  white  metal,  one  and  three- 
fourths  inches  in  diameter,  having  on  the  obverse  side,  in  raised  work,  the 
All-seeing  Eye,  encircled  by  rays  of  light ;  and  on  the  reverse,  also  in  raised 
work,  the  three  links  of  the  Order,  surrounded  by  the  legend  :  “In  God  we 
Trust,”  “Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth.” 

Officers  and  past  officers  may  wear,  instead  thereof,  or  in  addition  thereto, 
such  jewel  or  jewels  of  the  Order  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  wear  elsewhere, 
in  conformity  with  the  existing  regulations. 

Rep.  Bagley,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  adopted  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
changing  the  ninth  Kule  of  Order  so  as  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
only  one  Committee  on  Appeals,  said  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Sire,  and  to  hold  over  for  one  year,  to  meet  on  the  Thursday  preced¬ 
ing  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpo.se  of  considering  appeals 
and  preparing  reports,  and,  if  found  expedient,  to  report  the  proper  amend¬ 
ment  to  said  rule.

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except  free 
white  males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver 
of  the  Universe  ;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  other 
countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  in  which  the  Order  has 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges 
formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation. 

Provided  further,  That  members  of  civilized  tribes  of  Indians  residing  on 
the  continent  of  North  America,  who  are  otherwise  qualified,  may  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  admitted  into  the  Order.

Whebeas,  There  appears  to  be  no  disqualification  in  Section  1117,  Digest, 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  providing  for  non-beneficial  member¬ 
ship  for  members  who  have  been  expelled;  therefore 

Eesolved,  That  Section  1117  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “age,  ’ 
in  the  sixth  line,  the  words  “and  who  are  not  under  expulsion  for  cause.” 

Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  from  the  special  committee  on 
tliat  subject,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the 
table  under  tlie  rule  : 

To  the  B,  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F.. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Dues  and  Benefits  beg  leave  to  rej^ort,  that  the 
subject  is  attracting  the  attention  of  the  Order  to  an  extent  hitherto  un¬ 
known,  and  in  some  jurisdictions  committees  have  been  appointed,  infor¬ 
mation  collected,  discussions  had,  and  legislation  indicated,  if  not  consum¬ 
mated,  resulting  very  largely  from  the  presentation  of  the  experience  of  the 
Ordfer  as  'gathered  and  collated  upon  the  pages  of  your  Journal.  Yet  in 
some  directions  the  subject  seems  to  be  studiously  ignored;  no  attempts 
are  made  to  call  the  attention  of  the  brotherhood  to  the  subject,  nor  to  im¬ 
press  its  vital  importance  upon  the  minds  of  the  membership.  The  com¬ 
mittee  desire  that  all  accessible  information  upon  the  proper,  equitable,  and 
permanent  adjustment  of  the  relationship  between  dues  and  benefits  shall 
reach  every  member  of  the  Order,  and  the  aid  of  all  the  members  of  this 
and  the  other  Grand  Bodies  is  fraternally  invoked  toward  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  this  needed  object. 

That  there  is  a  lamentable  want  of  information  upon  the  subject  is  unde¬ 
niable.  Scarcely  a  discussion  takes  place  in  any  Grand  or  Subordinate 
Lodge  but  what  a  large  proportion  of  the  participants  show  that  they  have 
never  read,  much  less  thought,  anything  about  the  subject,  ignoring  com¬ 
pletely  the  published  experience  of  the  Order.  They  are  governed  entirely 
by  a  short-sighted  selfishness,  by  a  desire  to  pay  very  little  into  the  treasury, 
and  to  get  a  great  deal  out  when  sick,  and,  unfortunately,  these  are  the 
governing  sentiments  in  a  large  majority  of  the  Lodges.  The  present  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Lodge,  with  a  few  hundreds  or  thousands  of  dollars  in  the 
treasury,  is  appealed  to  as  an  unanswerable  argument  against  those  who 
point  to  the  great  and  immutable  law  of  increase  of  risk  and  liability  with 
age.  Upon  this  point  Grand  Bepresentative  Williamson,  in  his  able 
report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1853,  remarked,  that  “Nothing  is  more  de¬ 
ceptive  to  the  casual  observer  than  the  operations  of  the  first  few  years 
of  an  institution  which  insures  for  life,  and  whose  members  are  mostl}" 
young. 

“The  current  rates  of  mortality  and  sickness  are  low,  and  the  premiums 
paid  are  above  the  value  of  the  insurance  at  the  present  age  of  its  members. 
The  result  is  that  funds  accumulate,  and  they  imagine  that  the  institution 
is  making  money  and  is  safe  for  all  time  to  come.  And  so  it  would  be  if  the 
contracts  ended  with  each  year  and  no  responsibility  was  ass<umed  for  the 
future.  But  the  truth  is,  we  have  made  a  contract  for  life,  and  thac  contract 
must  be  fulfilled  in  old  age  as  well  as  in  youth.  Time  is  rolling  on ;  diseases  are 
augmenting  their  power  to  annoy;  the  scythe  of  death  swings  in  broader  and 
deeper  circles  with  every  year  of  advancement  in  age ;  and  the  time  is  coming 
with  steady  pace  and  unwearied  tread  when  the  payments  that  are  now  more 
than  adequate  to  meet  the  contracts  that  mature,  will  be  found  to  be  inade¬ 
quate  to  the  increased  and  increasing  sickness  and  mortalitv-  Then 
shall  we  find  use  for  the  funds  that  should  have  been  saved  in  the  day  of 
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youth  and  prosperity;  and  then  will  bankruptcy  come  unless  these  funds 
shall  have  been  gathered  and  reserved  for  this  purpose.  Thus  it  is  quite 
possible  for  an  institution  to  present  the  superficial  appearance  of  unusual 
prosperity,  to  have  large  and  increasing  funds  at  the  same  time  that  it  is 
traveling  the  road  to  ruin  with  a  movement  as  steady  and  infallible  as  that 
of  the  globe  in  its  orbit.” 

A  quarter  of  a  century  has  passed  since  those  words  of  wisdom  were  ut¬ 
tered.  If  they  had  been  heeded  then  we  would  not  have  to-day  Lodges  pay¬ 
ing  a  paltry  pittance  under  the  name  of  benefits  to  evade  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  but  they  would  have  been  in  a  condition  to  have  kept  their  faith  to 
the  sick  members  and  fulfilled  the  original  pledges,  and  if  the  brotherhood 
Avill  but  heed  them  now,  an  incalculable  amount  of  bitter  disappointment 
will  be  obviated  and  an  enduring  amount  of  good  be  accomplished.  Alas  I 
there  are  but  few  that  read,  examine,  and  reflect  upon  the  subject,  yet  it  is. 
of  paramount  importance  to  the  vitality  and  the  honor  of  the  working 
Lodges.  The  crudest  ideas  are  the  most  popular,  and  control  the  legislation 
to  the  detriment  of  the  permanence  and  reliability  of  the  Lodges.  The  ad¬ 
vocate  of  a  low  rate  of  dues  and  a  high  rate  of  benefits  is  still  the  hero  of 
the  hour  and  has  the  largest  following,  and  unfortunately  the  delusion  lasts 
until  the  brink  of  the  precipice  is  reached  and  destruction  cannot  in  too 
many  cases  be  averted.  It  is  argued  that  we  cannot  compete  with  new  or¬ 
ganizations  which  promise  “bargains  at  very  little  expense,”  and  that 
members  ‘  ‘  cannot  afford  ”  to  pay  dues  sufficient  to  enable  the  Lodge  to  pay 
benefits  to  the  sick,  and  that  our  contemporaries  are  inclined  ‘  ‘  to  practical 
and  material  profits.”  To  this  it  maybe  answered  that  we  do  not  propose  to 
risk  the  good  name  and  high  standing  of  the  Order  by  competing  with  reck¬ 
less  promises  that  our  experience  proves  to  be  deceptive,  but  to  so  regulate 
our  financial  affairs  that  every  promise  shall  be  sacredly  kept.  If  members 
cannot  afford  to  X3ay  dues  so  as  to  pay  benefits,  they  ought  not  to  exjDect 
benefits  when  they  get  sick;  and  as  “the  payment  of  weekly  benefits  is  the 
distinguishing  characteristic  of  our  Order,”  all  connected  therewith  are  ex- 
X^ected  to  honestly  labor  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  special  feature  of  the 
organization,  and  not  seek  to  subvert  its  design.  The  idea  of  “material 
X^rofits  ”  in  Odd  Fellowshix^  is  certainly  novel.  Its  primary  object  is  mutual 
relief,  or,  in  other  words,  a  sharing  among  the  membershix3  of  the  losses  oc¬ 
casioned  by  sickness.  It  is  not  even  designed  that  “profits”  shall  accrue  to 
the'  sick  brother  through  his  sickness,  but  simply  that  some  of  his  loss  shall 
be  made  up  to  him.  If  there  are  those  who  have  connected  themselves  with 
the  Order  under  the  idea  of  ‘  ‘  practical  and  material  x^rofits,  ”  and  they  con¬ 
tinue  to  cherish  that  idea,  they  stand  in  open  antagonism  to  the  cherished 
purposes  and  objects  of  the  Order. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  fact  that  attention  is  being  turned  to  the  subject,, 
a  few  quotations  are  x^resented. 

Bro.  Amos  Hendekson,  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  Illinois,  in  his  reqiort 
made  October,  1877,  thus  sx^eaks: 

‘  ‘  DUES  AND  BENEFITS. 

“This  question  is  one  of  vital  interest  to  the  Order  and  one  which  this 
Grand  Lodge  will  soon  be  compelled  to  legislate  upon.  The  older  Lodges 
in  the  jurisdiction  are  about  reaching  their  average  mortality,  and  disclose 
the  fact  that  our  present  system  of  dues  and  benefits  are  not  based  upon 
sound  financial  principles,  and  unless  we  soon  adjust  our  dues  and  benefits 
to  the  laws  of  nature,  as  developed  in  the  rate  of  sickness  and  mortality, 
the  fiat  of  Omnipotence  is  no  more  certain  than  the  fact  that  our  insti¬ 
tution  must  fall  amid  the  reproaches  and  execrations  of  those  who  have 
trusted  its  promises  and  discovered  too  late  that  they  had  been  leaning 
upon  a  broken  reed.  The  laws  of  nature  and  the  fixed  principles  of  mathe¬ 
matical  science  will  not  bend  to  suit  our  convenience  or  save  us  from  our 
errors.  The  present  condition  and  future  prosperity  of  our  Order,  and 
even  its  continued  existence  as  a  solvent  institution,  calls  imperiously  for  a 
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speedj^  thorougli,  and  universal  revision  of  our  present  system  of  dues  and 
benefits.” 

,  In  Connecticut,  the  matter  has  been  engaging  attention  for  some  time.  At 
the  May  session,  1878,  Bro.  William  Wallace  Lee,  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
spoke  as  follows: 

“  The  matter  of  dues  and  benefits,  or  rather  of  our  ability  to  perform  what 
we  have  promised,  is  an  ever-present  question.  In  accordance  with  the 
vote  found  on  page  276,  Proceedings  of  1877,  it  will  come  before  you  at 
this  time  for  your  consideration.  It  is  of  vital  importance  to  our  Subordi¬ 
nates,  as  those  of  us  who  have  been  many  years  in  the  Order  know  by  per¬ 
sonal  experience.  I  have  no  hobbies  to  ride,  or  pet  theories  to  champion  ; 
I  only  desire  that  our  Lodges  shall  be  placed  upon  a  secure  basis,  so  that 
they  can  furnish  the  assistance  so  sorely  needed,  when  poverty  and  want 
come  as  unbidden  guests;  and  not  diminish  the  weekly  stipend,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  a  brother’s  sickness  or  disability.  Surely  he  needs  it  more  after  a 
three  months’  sickness  than  when  first  stricken  down,  and  in  still  greater 
degree  as  the  disability  is  longer  continued.  The  experience  of  some  of  the 
older  Lodges,  like  Nos.  1,  5,  6,  10,  12,  36,  37,  and  63,  is  of  some  value  in  de¬ 
termining  this  question.  Years  ago  it  was  common  for  the  Lodges  to 
promise  $4.00  per  week  benefits,  and  demand  $4.00  for  yearly  dues,  a  ratio 
which  could  not  be  sustained,  as  the  experience  of  so  many  defunct  Lodges 
clearly  shows.  I  have  thought  much  upon  this  matter  for  years,  and  am 
of  the  opinion  that  a  safe  basis  is  but  little  short  of  double  tlie  amount  for 
yearly  dues  that  is  paid  for  weekly  benefits;  or  in  other  words,  if  $4.00  is 
the  weekly  benefit,  the  yearly  dues  should  be  $8.00,  with  the  average 
amount  for  admission,  degrees,  and  funeral  benefits  remaining  the  same  as 
now.  Of  course,  we  do  not  desire  to  make  our  institution  so  expensive 
that  a  poor  man  shall  be  debarred  admittance  (for  we  should  prize  man¬ 
hood  more  than  money),  but  we  do  desire  to  place  it  upon  a  solid  basis,  so 
that  it  can  stand  as  long  as  humanity  needs  it.  Whatever  legislation  is  had 
upon  this  matter,  should  only  be  after  much  thought  and  careful  delibera¬ 
tion.” 

Bro.  Heney  C.  Hodges,  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  Ohio,  in  his  report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  May  session  of  1878,  spoke  as  follows: 

“There  is  resting  upon  my  heart  another  conviction  of  duty  to  this  Grand 
Body — a  conviction  which  from  the  beginning  of  my  labors  as  the  Execu¬ 
tive  head  of  the  Order  in  Ohio,  has  grown  with  the  days  and  weeks  and 
months  of  the  year,  increased  by  the  voluminous  correspondence  with  my 
brethren  associated  as  Lodges  and  as  individuals,  and  pressed  upon  me  by 
my  own  visits  with  and  to  the  difterent  Lodges  of  the  State.  I  greaily  appre¬ 
hend  that  many  Lodges  are  suffering  themselves  to  forget  that  the  payment  cf  weekly 
benefits  to  sick  members  is  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  our  Order,  and  is  to  be 
regarded  as  the  fundamental  principle  of  Odd  Fellowship,  which,  combined  with  the 
moral  precepts  and  teachings  of  our  Order,  ha<i  made  our  organization  so  eminently 
■successful.  During  my  administration  of  the  great  office,  which  the  partialitj' 
and  kindness  of  the  Past  Grands  of  Ohio  conferred  upon  me,  I  have  used 
every  endeavor  to  impress  upon  Subordinate  Lodges  a  prompt  and  cheer¬ 
ful  and  full  compliance  with  the  law  in  this  particular,  and  yet  the  most 
harassing ‘duties  of  the  office  has  grown  out  of  the  neglect  of  prompt  pay¬ 
ment  to  the  sick.  In  prosperous  times,  when  both  employment  and  money 
are  plenty,  the  withholding  of  even  the  moderate  weekly  benefits  is  not 
seriously  felt ;  but  as  the  daily  wages  of  a  day’s  labor  is  reduced  to  a  sum 
which  affords  a  meagre  subsistence  only  day  by  day,  when  sickness  inter¬ 
venes  to  cut  off  the  pittance  earned  in  health,  our  brotherhood  should, 
with  alacrity  and  delight,  step  forward  to  the  relief  of  our  sick  and  dis¬ 
tressed.  Permit  me  to  urge  in  this,  mj^  last  official  paper  as  your  Grand 
Master,  the  importance,  the  weighty  impjoiiance,  of  this  subject,  as  bearing  not 
only  upon  our  present,  but  also  on  our  future  existence  and  prosperity 
as  a  benevolent  and  honorable  Order.” 
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^  The  special  committee  on  the  above  reported  as  follows : 

“The  subject  of  the  proper  ratio  of  dues  and  benefits  is  one  of  vast  im¬ 
portance  to  every  member  of  the  Order,  as  where  the  ratio  is  not  placed 
upon  the  proper  basis,  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  sooner  or  later,  becomes  bank¬ 
rupt,  and  those  who  have  been  paying  dues  and  working  in  the  cause  for 
years,  very  often  find  themselves  left  to  the  cold  charity  of  the  world  if  taken 
sick.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  has  had  a  special  committee 
on  this  subject  for  several  years,  and,  believing  the  subject  one  of  vast  im¬ 
portance,  we  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  of 
three  to  examine  the  facts  and  figures  already  collected  and  printed  in  the 
appendix  of  the  Journals  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  collect  such  other  facts 
relating  to  the  subject  as  they  may  be  able  to  obtain,  and  report  to  the  next 
session  of  this  Lodge.” 

The  above  will  suffice,  although  in  several  other  jurisdictions  the  matter 
of  dues  and  benefits  is  being  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  membership. 

Bro.  Isaac  W.  Hallam,  B.  W.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  Delaware,  has  compiled  the  following  Tables  of  the  experience  of  the  Order 
in  that  j  urisdiction  for  the  past  three  years,  viz. :

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“With  the  aid  of  the  statistics  collected  during  the  past  four  years,  it  is 
proposed  to  show  the  average  expense  of  maintaining  a  Lodge  for  one  year, 
omitting  from  the  statement  the  amount  paid  for  funeral  benefits,  which  are 
raised  by  assessment.  The  following  summary  will  show  the  average  num¬ 
ber  of  weeks’  sickness,  the  amount  of  relief  paid,  and  the  expenses  for  one 
year,  for  each  one  hundred  members  :

“  Here  we  have  one  hundred  members,  whose  average  age  is  40  years, 
among  whom  there  will  be  seventy-two  weeks’  sickness,  with  a  benefit  of  five 
dollars  per  week,  or  three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  for  the  year.  The  ex¬ 
penses,  including  amount  paid  for  rent,  will  be  four  hundred  and  seventy 
dollars  per  year,  or  a  total  of  eight  hundred  and  thirty  dollars.  This  will 
ma4ce  the  yearly  dues  of  each  member  eight  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  or  six¬ 
teen  cents  per  week. 

“  In  practice,  taking  the  expenses  of  some  of  the  largest  Lodges  for  the 
year  just  closed,  as  a  basis  for  calculation,  we  find  that  each  member,  to 
meet  the  outlay  of  his  Lodge,  should  pay  weekly  dues  as  follows  :  Dela¬ 
ware  Lodge,  15^-  cents  ;  Jefferson,  lOf  cents  ;  Mechanics,  24  cents  ;  Fairfax, 
20  cents;  Brandywine.  12  cents  ;  Hope,  16  cents  ;  Asylum,  9^ cents  ;  Colum¬ 
bia,  11  cents ;  and  Centreville,  the  youngest  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  8 
cents.  Those  who  wish  to  place  their  Lodge  finances  in  sound  condition 
should  give  heed  to  these  figures.  Other  jurisdictions  are  already  moving 
in  this  direction,  and  the  day  may  not  be  far  distant  when  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States  may  impose  restrictions  that  will  have  a  salutary  effect. 
Would  it  not  be  well  to  anticipate  them?” 
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From  the  above  tables,  the  following  analysis,  showing  the  percentage  of 
sickness  in  each  decade  of  ages,  proves  incontestably  the  existence  of  tke  law 
of  constantly  increasing  average  in  relation  to  sickness,  and  the  necessity  of 
providing  for  its  operation  whilst  the  members  are  young.

In  presenting  the  information  that  has  been  gathered  as  the  experience  of 
the  Order  in  Pennsylvania,  special  attention  is  called  to  the  compilations  of 
the  average  sickness  of  the  past  live  years.  Facts  stand  out  in  bold  relief, 
and  the  conclusions  force  themselves  upon  the  consideration  of  all  who  will 
take  the  trouble  to  examine  the  tables. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  Pennsylvania,  in  his  report  made  May,  1878,  thus 
speaks  : 

“The  semi-annual  reports  in  relation  to  the  number  of  weeks’ sickness 
have  been  again  carefully  collated,  and  the  results  are  herewith  presented. 
The  number  of  weeks’  sickness  of  members  in  good  standing  amounted  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  to  66,065.  The  general  average  of  sickness  among  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  drawing  benefits,  being  77  39-100  weeks  for  every  100  mem¬ 
bers.  To  state  the  matter  in  a  different  form,  if  the  sickness  had  been  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  membership,  each  member  would  have  been  sick  five 
days,  ten  hours,  and  one  minute,  being  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year 
of '  twenty-two  hours’  and  twenty-five  minutes’  sickness  per  member.

“That  this  law  of  increase  is  not  confined  to  the  oldest  Lodges,  but  that 
it  governs  the  demand  in  all  Lodges,  or  will  do  so,  is  apparent  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  exhibit :

“Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  after  making  due  allowance  for  the  causes  that 
l^roduce  fluctuations,  that  the  existence  of  a  law  that  regulates  the  demand 
for  sick  benefits  is  as  clear  as  any  mathematical  demonstration  can  be  made, 
la  the  Lodges  numbering  from  1  to  100,  the  increase  in  five  years  was  twen¬ 
ty-four  weeks  for  each  one  hundred  members. 

“In  the  Lodges  numbering  from  591  to  601,  the  increase  during  the  samp 
period  of  time  was  thirteen  weeks,  whilst  in  the  Lodges  numbering  from 
701  to  801  the  increase  was  five  weeks.  Thus  showing  that  the  ratio  of  in¬ 
crease  in  five  years  was  greatest  in  the  oldest  Lodges,  and  least  in  the  young¬ 
er  Lodges.  Nothing  can  be  clearer  than  the  fact  thus  demonstrated  by  the 
experience  of  the  Order,  that  in  every  Lodge  there  will  be  an  increased  de¬ 
mand  for  benefits  in  the  future  as  the  Lodges  grow  older,  and  that  the  ratio 
of  increase  will  change  and  be  enlarged  with  each  decade  of  years,  until  the 
maximum  demand  is  reached,  to  meet  which  a  large  reserve  fund  will  be 
needed,  or  extraordinary  contributions  must  then  be  required  from  the 
members  to  pay  sick  benefits,  or  there  will  be  a  defunct  Lodge,  with  aged 
members  thrown  upon  the  cold  charity  of  the  world.  Will  brethren,  who 
have  a  controlling  influence  in  their  Lodges,  read  and  be  wise  in  season,  is 
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the  spontaneous  inquiry,  as  this  great  underlying  law  of  constantly  increas¬ 
ing  average  is  making  itself  known  and  felt. 

“When  the  idea  of  calling  upon  the  Lodges  to  give  the  ‘number  of  weeks 
for  which  benefits  were  paid  ’  was  first  broached  it  was  thought  to  be  too 
simple  to  be  practically  useful,  that  something  further  was  needed,  more  in 
detail,  and  elaborating  the  matter  more  fully  ;  but  the  experience  of  five 
years  shows  that  what  has  been  asked  for  is  not  beyond  the  capacity  of  the 
most  ordinary  Secretary  to  furnish,  and  that  the  number  of  weeks’  benefits 
paid  is  the  key  that  opens  the  w'hole  subject  of  dues  and  benefits  to  the 
most  casual  inquirer.  Nothing  but  ignorance  and  short-sighted  selfishness 
now  stands  in  the  way  of  a  great  reform  that  will  place  every  Lodge  upon  an 
enduring  and  perfectly  solvent  basis,  if  but  ordinary  business  precautions 
are  observed  in  relation  to  the  security  of  the  investments.  A  Lodge  that 
has  been  in  existence  for  some  years  can  go  back,  year  after  year,  and  ascer¬ 
tain  what  has  been  paid  in  each  year  for  benefits,  the  law  of  progressive  in¬ 
crease,  as  set  forth  in  the  experience  tables  of  the  Order,  will  inevitably 
appear.  The  ratio  of  increase  can  be  applied  to  the  future,  and  the  Lodge 
can  thus  tell  what  the  probable  demands  will  be  upon  it  in  ten,  twenty,  or 
thirty  years  hence,  and  make  provision  in  due  season  to  meet  the  demands 
that  time  will  inevitably  bring  in  its  train. 

“  There  have  been  cases  in  years  past  where  Lodges,  having  a  fair  reserve 
fund  on  hand,  the  members  have  thought  that  it  was  larger  than  necessary, 
and  have  been  persuaded  by  certain  unscrupulous  members  to  divide  the 
fund.  Apart  from  the  dishonesty  of  appropriating  a  trust  fund  that  belonged 
not  to  the  well  and  hearty,  but  should  have  been  kept  sacred  for  the  sick 
and  distressed,  the  folly  of  such  conduct  becomes  apparent ;  in  the  light  of 
experience  every  dollar  thus  abstracted  will  be  needed  in  carrying  out  the 
legitimate  office  work  of  the  Lodge,  in  visiting  the  sick  and  in  relieving  the 
distressed.  No  Lodge,  however  large  its  funds  may  be,  has  a  dollar  that  will 
not  eventually  be  called  for  in  fulfilment  of  the  contract  made  with  the  indi¬ 
vidual  members. 

“The  heavy  demand  for  benefits  has  compelled  many  Lodges  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  the  weekly  allowance  to  sick  members.  This  action  has,  in 
most  instances,  been  unavoidable,  and  is  the  natural  result  of  a  want  of  fore¬ 
thought  and  prudence  in  the  past,  which  it  is  one  of  the  objects  of  establish¬ 
ing  a  wise  and  scientific  relationship  between  dues  and  benefits  to  obviate 
in  the  future,  so  that  the  amount  of  benefits  awarded  shall  be  a  substantial 
and  reliable  aid  in  times  of  sickness  and  distress.  It  was  never  designed 
that  the  beneficial  system  of  the  Order  should  furnish  a  support  as  complete 
and  as  ample  as  the  income  of  the  member  when  in  health  ;  to  endeavor  to 
make  it  so  would  be  too  great  a  temptation  for  slothful  but  designing  men, 
a  few  of  whom  would  exhaust  the  funds  of  a  Lodge,  and  leave  the  worthy, 
industrious,  but  unfortunate  members,  nothing  to  rely  upon  in  their  hours 
of  sickness  and  disability.  Benefits  are  designed  to  be  an  aid,  a  help,  an 
assistance,  when  a  member  cannot  follow  his  usual  avocation.  ‘  The  payment 
of  weekly  benefits  to  sick  members  is  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of 
our  Order,  and  may  be  regarded  as  the  fundamental  principle  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  which,  combined  with  the  moral  precepts  and  teachings  of  the  Order, 
hks  made  our  organization  so  eminently  successful.  ’  It  has,  therefore,  been 
authoritatively  declared,  that  ‘  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  Subordinates  to 
tax  their  members,  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  grant  stipulated  weekly 
benefits  to  sick  members.’  It  follows,  therefore,  that  Lodges  who  bear  the 
name  of  the  Order  should  illustrate  its  ‘distinguishing  characteristic,’  and 
perform  the  ‘  duty  ’  which  their  office  work  requires.  The  promised  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  paltry  pittance  that  is  of  no  benefit  to  the  sick,  is  simply  an  eva¬ 
sion  of  duty  and  a  disregard  of  ‘  the  fundamental  principle  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.’  To  send  forth  a  brother  with  a  card,  recommending  him  to  the 
‘  friendship  and  protection  ’  of  sister  Lodges,  and  declaring  that  the  laws  of 
the  Lodge  allow  ten  cents  per  week  for  benefits  when  the  brother  is  sick,  is 
an  unsubstantial,  hollow  mockery,  that  brings  sorrow  and  reproach  as  its 
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results,  and  tLrows  the  entire  burden  of  relief  upon  others.  No  Lodge  in 
this  jurisdiction  has  reduced  the  benefits  to  the  paltry  pittance  named,  but 
it  behooves  those  Lodges  that  have  been  compelled  to  reduce  to  the  lowest 
rate  permitted  in  this  jurisdiction,  to  strive  to.  create  a  financial  condition 
by  economy  and  prudence,  and  a  proper  regulation  upon  the  all-important 
subject  of  dues  and  benefits,  that  will  make  the  latter  a  help  in  times  of 
sickness,  and  give  every  member  the  comforting  assurance  that  if  the  waves 
of  trouble  should  roll  over  him,  that  his  Lodge  has  not  only  the  will,  but  the 
means  to  render  him  aid  ;  that  let  him  live  as  long  as  he  may,  his  Lodge 
will  outlast  him,  and  always  have  the  ability  to  help  when  aid  is  needed. 
This  is  the  aim  and  the  object  of  the  continual  recurrence  to  the  subject  of 
the  experience  of  the  Order  in  relation  to  the  necessity  and  the  advantages 
of  establishing  a  scale  of  dues  and  benefits  that  will  cause  no  disappoint¬ 
ments,  but  that  will  be  a  substantial  good,  and  be  as  enduring  as  the  ‘  moral 
precepts’  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

In  Australia,  Table  C  of  Messrs.  Leslie  and  Black  has  been  adopted,  ex¬ 
perience  having  proved  the  former  rates  to  have  been  insufficient.  The  sick 
benefits  allowed  after  twelve  months’  membership  are  15  per  week  for  the 
first  six  months,  $2.50  per  week  for  the  second  six  months,  and  $1.25  per 
week  thereafter.  The  Funeral  Benefits  are  $100  on  death  of  a  member,  $50 
on  death  of  a  member’s  wife  (for  one  wife  only).  Initiation  Fees,  eighteen 
to  twenty-five  years,  $5;  twenty-six  to  thirty,  $6.25;  thirty-one  to  forty,  $7.50; 
forty-one  to  forty-five,  $10. 

The  contributions  or  dues  vary  according  to  the  age  of  memhers  at  the  time  they 
join  the  Lodge,  and  the  contributions  are  set  apart  or  divided  into  specific 
funds.  The  management  expenses  are  fifteen  cents  per  week,  which  is  made 
up  out  of  initiations  and  honorary  members’  fees,  and  the  weekly  dues  of 
the  members.  If  the  management  expenses  exceed  fifteen  cents,  an  extra 
assessment  must  be  made  upon  the  members  to  make  up  the  deficiency,  for 
the  other  funds  cannot  be  touched  to  pay  management  expenses. 

The  committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  resolution,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  continued.

Kennedy,  of  Ohio,  “That  a  form  of  ceremonies  and 
obligations  be  prepared  and  promulgated  for  use  in  consolidation  of  En¬ 
campments,  there  appearing  to  be  no  such  form  now  in  existence,”  respect¬ 
fully  report  that  they  believe  the  same  inexpedient,  and  therefore  offer  the 
following :

Rep.  Miller,  of  Dakota,  from  the  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under 
the  rule  : 
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To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F,: 

Your  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  in  the 
matter  of  the  appeal  of  Ancient  Brothers  Lodge,  No.  4,  from  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  having  carefully  considered  the  matter 
from  the  papers  submitted,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  as  our  find¬ 
ing  in  said  case,  to  wit: 

1.  We  find  that  Bro.  Dwight  G.  Paekee,  on  June  13,  1878,  made  a  claim 
on  the  said  Ancient  Brothers  Lodge,  of  which  he  was  then  a  member,  for 
sick  benefits  from  on  or  about  February  25,  1878,  up  to  June  13,  1878. 

2.  That  at  the  time  he  make  said  claim  and  for  the  period  covering  the 
time  from  February  25,  1878,  to  June  13,  1878,  and  for  some  time  prior 
thereto,  he  was  in  good  standing  in  said  Lodge,  having  paid  all  his  dues  and 
being  entitled  to  benefits. 

3.  It  appears  that  said  Lodge  refused  to  pay  Bro.  Paekee  benefits,  for  the 
reason  that  he  was  not  entitled  thereto,  not  having  recovered  from  an  illness 
contracted  during  the  time  he  was  in  arrears,  whilst  the  evidence  shows  that 
the  Lodge  had  subsequently  to  said  sickness  first  contracted  (the  result  of 
an  accident)  paid  him  benefits.  That  whilst  in  good  standing,  and  contin¬ 
uing  so,  he  is  again  taken  sick — partly  the  result  of  old  injury  as  claimed  by 
the  Lodge — whilst  the  evidence  shows  it  to  be  the  result  of  a  fresh  cold,  and 
that  aggravated  an  old  malady,  from  which  he  had  sufficiently  recovered  to 
engage  in  business. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine  be  sustained,  and  therefore  move  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Ancient  Brothers  Lodge,  No.  4,  from  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  in  the  matter  of  Dwight  G.  Pae- 
KEE  vs.  Ancient  Brothers  Lodge,  No.  4,  State  of  Maine,  in  the  matter  of  sick 
benefits,  be  dismissed.  Respectfully  submitted,

Rep.  Craig,  of  New  Hampshire,  from  tlie  same  committee, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under 
tlie  rule  :  - 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F..' 

The  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  having  considered  the  appeal  of  F.  M. 
Laughton,  P.  G.  Rep.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  would 
respectfully  report  that  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1875,  Bro.  Wm.  W.  Castle 
was  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Lodge  in  Ohio.  That  on  that  day  he  was 
admitted  a  charter  member  of  Belfast  Lodge,  No.  41;  that  he  did  not  have  a 
Withdrawal  Card,  but  the  Grand  Master  waived  the  presence  of  the  card 
upon  Bro.  Castle’s  promise  to  subsequently  file  it  with  the  Grand  Secretary, 
which  was  done,  and  found  to  have  been  issued  August  9,  1875,  five  days 
subsequent  to  his  gaining  admission  to  Belfast  Lodge.  According  to  the 
laws  of  our  Order,  a  brother  cannot  be  a  member  of  two  Subordinate  Lodges 
at  the  same  time,  and  the  Grand  Master  erred  in  waiving  the  presence  of 
the  card  and  permitting  the  brother  to  be  admitted  without  it.  But  it  does 
not  appear  that  the  fault  was  that  of  the  brother,  and  hence  he  should  not 
be  discharged  from  membership. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Maine  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Laughton  dismissed.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F. : 

On  appeal  of  S.  J.  Pbsoa,  from  tlie  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  we  find  the  following  facts: 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  one  of  the  District  Grand  Committees  in  the 
city  of  New  Y^’ork,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  whose  duty  by  law  is 
to  preside,  was  absent;  a  Past  Grand  was  called  upon  to  preside  at  the  meet¬ 
ing,  and  took  the  chair;  announcement  was  made  that  brothers  were  in 
waiting  to  receive  the  Past  Official  Degrees.  The  Past  Grand  presiding  de¬ 
cided  “  that  the  Past  Grand  presiding  could  not  confer  the  Past  Official  De¬ 
grees.”  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Committee,  who  sustained  the 
decision  of  the  Chair.  An  appeal  was  then  taken  to  the  E.  W.  Grand 
Master,  who  sustained  the  appeal  and  reversed  the  decision  of  the  District 
Grand  Committee.  The  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  was  reported  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  when  upon  the 
report  of  said  committee,  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  was  sustained. 
From  that  decision  Bro.  S.  J.  Pesoa  appeals  to  this  body. 

Your  committee  find  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject-matter, 
that  District  Grand  Committees  in  the  State  of  New  York  are  constituted 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Bj^-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  these  bodies 
have  been  in  existence  in  either  one  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  that  State  since 
1850.  They  were  then  incorporated  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Yhrk,  and  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States.  At  the  union  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges  of  the  State  of  New  Yhrk, 
the  District  Committees  were  still  continued.  In  accordance  with  their  Bj"- 
Laws,  these  Grand  Committees  have  always  opened  and  worked  in  the  Past 
Noble  Grand’s  Degree,  and  that  is  one  of  the  tests  of  membership  in  those 
bodies.  No  provision  is  made  bj^  law  for  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
to  confer  these  degrees  except  at  the  meetings  of  the  District  Committees. 
If  the  ruling  of  the  Past  Grand  presiding  was  correct,  the  effect  would  be  to 
deprive  members  of  a  constitutional  right,  viz. :  to  participate  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  committee.  But  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  appeal 
should  not  be  entertained  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  We  regard  it  as  a  question 
of  the  construction  of  a  local  law,  and  we  therefore  hold  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  is  the  proper  place  to  examine  and  decide 
the  same,  and  they  having  done  so,  their  decision  is  and  should  be  final. 
We  therefore  respectfully  request  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid¬ 
eration  of  said  appeal.  Eespectfully  submitted,

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  the  following  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Encampment,  to  encourage 
and  render  more  efficient  the  organization  of  Uniformed  Patriarchs  in  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Encampments,  additional  legislation  is  required  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  the  following  particulars: 

1st.  To  adopt  and  prescribe  a  uniform  system  or  Manual  of  Tactics  and 
Drill  for  the  use  of  such  organizations. 
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2d.  To  authorize  such  organizations  to  elect  their  own  officers,  and  to 
adopt  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  own  government  not  inconsistent  with 
the  taws  of  the  Encampment. 

3d.  To  enable  such  organizations  to  impose  dues  and  assessments  upon 
their  members  for  necessary  expenses,  in  addition  to  those  due  the  Encamp¬ 
ment,  and  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  our  Eepresentatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  requested  to  urge  upon  that  Grand  Body  the  adoption  of  appro¬ 
priate  legislation  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends. 

Rep.  WooDYATT,  of  Ontario,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table 
under  the  rule  : 

To  the  R.W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F: 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  George  Edwards,  P.  G.  M.,  against  the 
action  of  theE.W.  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia: 

Your  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2,  beg  leave  to  report  the  facts  to  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  Palatine  Lodge  was  formed  of  members  from  Marion  Lodge,  and  to 
assist  Palatine  Lodge  in  organizing,  Marion  Lodge  made  it  a  donation  of 
$100,  on  condition  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  confirm  the  legality  of  said 
donation. 

The  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  said  donation  was  a  division  of  Lodge 
funds,  and  therefore  illegal  and  void. 

It  is  from  this  decision  that  this  appeal  is  taken. 

Section  551  of  Digest  reads:  “Donations  made  to  assist  petitioning  broth¬ 
ers  or  Patriarchs  by  the  parent  or  other  Lodges  or  Encampments,  is  allow¬ 
able,  and  is  in  no  sense  to  be  regarded  as  a  division  of  the  funds  of  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment.” 

This  being  the  case,  it  is  evident  that  the  Grand  Lodge  erred  in  its  de¬ 
cision,  and  its  action  should  be  reversed.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
appeal  be  sustained,  and  submit  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Marion  Lodge  in  donating  $100  to  Palatine 
Lodge  on  the  7th  of  April,  1877,  to  assist  in  organizing,  is  legal,  and  that  said 
donation  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  confirmed.

McKinney,  of  Texas,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
tlie  Memorial  from  the  Lodges  in  the  Indian  Territory,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  under  the 
rule  : 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Memorial  from  the 
Lodges  in  the  Indian  Territory,  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and 
beg  leave  to  report  that  in  their  judgment  the  prayer  of  the  memorialists 
cannot  at  present  be  granted,  because  such  action  would  be  inconsistent 
with  the  2d  Section  of  Article  XVI.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
according  to  the  construction  heretofore  given  to  the  word  “white”  by  this 
body,  which  has  been  held  to  be  descriptive  of  the  pure  white  Caucasian 
race,  and  not  to  include  persons  of  mixed  blood  or  of  other  races  or  colors. 
(White’s  Digest,  Sections  1097  to  1100  inclusive.) 
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Three  methods  have  been  suggested  on  behalf  of  the  memorialists  ;  1st. 
That  a  new  construction  of  the  section  above  referred  to  be  made  by  this 
body.  2d.  That  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  be  established  in  the  Indian 
Territory,  with  power  to  prescribe  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the 
Order  in  that  jurisdiction.  3d.  That  said  section  of  our  Constitution  be 
amended  so  that  the  persons  of  the  class  referred  to  may  be  admitted  into 
the  Order. 

The  rapid  advancement  of  these  civilized  tribes  of  Indians,  and  the  per¬ 
sonal  character  and  standing  of  many  of  their  members,  suggest  to  us  as 
legislators  of  an  Order  based  upon  the  “universal  brotherhood  of  man,” 
the  interesting  inquiry  whether  they  have  made  sufficient  progress  in  civili¬ 
zation  to  warrant  their  introduction  into  our  great  fellowship.  The  restric¬ 
tion  heretofore  retained  in  our  Constitution  has  thus  far  operated  well.  But 
it  does  not  therefore  follow  that  wisdom  demands  that  it  shall  forever  remain 
the  limit  of  our  efforts  for  the  improvement  and  elevation  of  humanit}". 

Your  committee  deem  the  first  of  these  methods  as  indicated  above  inex¬ 
pedient,  because — other  objections  being  removed— the  construction  of  a 
constitutional  regulation  deliberately  made  and  long  acquiesced  in  becomes 
a  law  of  almost  equal  dignity  with  the  provision  itself,  and  should  not,  un¬ 
der  ordinary  circumstances,  be  changed. 

The  organization  of  an  independent  Grand  Lodge  within  the  limits  of  our 
continental  jurisdiction,  and  in  close  proximity  to  our  State  jurisdictions, 
with  extraordinary  powers,  would  be  in  contravention  of  a  long-established' 
policy  of  our  Order,  and  is  objectionable  for  other  reasons  that  will  readily 
occur  to  the  mind  of  any  one  who  gives  the  matter  the  least  consideration. 

We  are,  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  remitted  to  the 
method  last  indicated — the  amendment  of  our  Constitution  as  the  only  prac¬ 
tical  solution  of  the  question  thus  presented  for  our  determination  ;  and,  as 
the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  contemplates  that  it  shall  only  be 
amended  upon  propositions  submitted  by  one  or  more  Representatives  from 
three  jurisdictions  ;  and,  as  such  propositions  are  acted  on  by  this  body 
directly,  and  not  usually  referred  to  a  committee,  your  committee  ask  to  be 
discharged  from  any  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

One  year  ago  there  existed,  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Australia,  serious  com¬ 
plications  which  led  to  the  appointment,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  a  Special 
Commissioner  to  visit  that  country,  with  power  to  act  in  the  premises.  Pur¬ 
suant  to  this  appointment,  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  John  B.  Haemon, 
of  California,  on  the  15th  of  April,  1878,  started  on  his  mission,  and  on  the 
14th  of  August  landed  again  on  the  shores  of  California,  after  having  accom¬ 
plished  one  of  the  most  successful  missions  ever  performed  in  the  history  of 
the  Order.  We  refer  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  report  of  the 
R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  in  which  is  fully  set  forth  the  vast  amount  of  detail 
necessary  in  preparation  for  the  mission,  and  to  the  very  satisfactoiy  and 
able  report  of  the  Special  Commissioner,  as  showing  the  w'ork  accomplished, 
and  we  call  especial  attention  to  Exhibit  C  in  this  report  as  a  genuine  out- 
l^ouring  of  grateful  hearts  for  what  our  Commissioner  has  done,  and  as  a  pos¬ 
itive  proof  of  his  success.  The  Commissioner  says,  “Much  could  be  said 
about  the  Order  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  I  hope  to  have  a  chance  to  say 
it  when  the  Grand  Lodge  is  in  session,  and  also  to  say  many  things  of 
interest  as  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  which  I  do  not  think  best  to  put 
in  this  report.”  In  view  of  all  the  facts  embodied  in  the  aforementioned 
reports,  your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  :

The  Judiciary  Committee  have  fully  considered  the  query  proposed  t® 
this  body  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  submitted  by  Rep.  Oberly, 
which  reads  as  follows  : 

‘  ‘  Besolved,  That  the  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  instructed  to 
ask  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  whether  such  a  system  is  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  existing  fundamental  law.” 

This  resolution  is  explained  by  the  draft  of  a  Grand  Lodge  Constitution 
for  Illinois,  consisting  of  ten  Articles  and  fifty-eight  Sections,  which  has 
been  printed  and  submitted  to  your  committee.  We  are  then  called  upon  to 
examine  the  draft  in  question  to  see  if  its  provisions  are  in  accordance  with 
organic  law.  Without  going  into  the  details  of  each  Article  and  Section  of 
the  proposed  Constitution,  we  are  satisfied  to  rest  our  opinion  upon  Article 
IV. ,  which  is  clearly  at  variance  with  our  system  as  an  Order.  That  Article 
divides  the  State  into  three  divisions,  the  Southern,  the  Central,  and  the 
Northern,  as  three  separate  grand  divisions.  In  each  grand  division  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  is  authorized  to  charter  a  Grand  Division  Lodge. 

These  Grand  Division  Lodges  are  given  jurisdiction  within  their  respec¬ 
tive  territories  to  hear  and  determine  appeals  ;  to  redress  grievances  of 
Lodges  and  members,  and  to  legislate  for  the  Order,  their  decisions  to  be 
binding  unless  reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  in  recess  by  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  State.  The  officers  of  these  four  singular  bodies  are  respec¬ 
tively  styled.  Right  Worthy  Grand  Division  Master,  Deputy,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Warden,  Conductor,  Guardian,  and  Herald. 

We  find  no  warrant  for  such  action  in  Odd  Fellowship.  No  such  Charters 
would  be  lawful,  and  no  such  officers  could  be  recognized.  Grand  Lodges 
can  only  issue  Charters  to  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Degree  Lodges,  and  the 
officers  to  be  known  and  recognized  in  the  Order  have  been  carefully  selected 
and  designated.  No  officer  can  exist  as  is  here  contemplated,  and  the  at¬ 
tempt  to  create  such  is  without  authority.  We  report  as  follows  : 

Besolved,  That  the  draft  or  form  of  a  proposed  Constitution  submitted  to 
us  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  is  not  such  a  Grand  Lodge  Constitution 
as  can  be  legally  adopted  in  that  or  any  other  jurisdiction.

The  brother  was  a  member  in  good  standing,  died,  was  buried,  and  we 
hold  his  family  was  entitled  to  and  should  have  received  for  funeral  ex¬ 
penses  the  amount  Section  3  of  the  By-Laws  of  Excelsior  Lodge  pre¬ 
scribes,  it  being  by  no  means  material  that  that  Lodge  should  have  author¬ 
ized  the  expenditure  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  funeral  expenses;  or,  as  a 
Lodge,  attended  his  funeral.  "We  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  appeal  of  T.  Molitee,  P.  G.,  be  sustained.

The  Legislative  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolutions  pro¬ 
posed  at  the  last  session  of  your  E.  W.  Grand  Body  by  Eep.  Dann,  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  submitting  a  plan  for  the  general  relief  of  distressed  members,  &c., 
and  upon  which  the  Legislative  Committee  of  that  session  reported,  but  on 
said  report  the  Grand  Lodge  failed  to  take  action,  and  which  proposed  plan 
is  herewith  quoted  for  information,  to  wit: 

“^Whebeas,  The  membership  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
has  greatly  increased  and  is  rapidly  augmenting  in  numbers,  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Order  are,  in  common  with  their  fellow-men,  subject  to  the  or¬ 
dinary  and  inevitable  vicissitudes  of  life,  some  organized  and  equitable 
system  of  relief,  prompt  and  effective  in  action,  and  at  the  same  time  suffi¬ 
ciently  comprehensive  to  meet  existing  and  prospective  exigencies,  has  be¬ 
come  imperatively  necessary;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  Grand  Lodges  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  IStates  be  and  they  are  hereby  required  to 
cause  to  be  established,  by  appropriate  legislation  within  their  respective  ju¬ 
risdictions,  a  General  Eelief  Committee,  so  organized  as  will  enable  it  to  meet 
the  requirements  for  relief  found  to  exist  in  the  Order. 

^'•Resolved,  That  all  Grand  Lodges  shall  be  authorized  to  lay  and  collect  a 
general  tax  per  capita  upon  the  membership  in  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
for  the  purposes  of  such  General  Eelief  Committee,  as  may  be  found  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  uses  of  such  committee. 

'•^Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  practical  operation  the 
objects  and  design  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  the  following  plan  of  gov¬ 
ernment,  intercourse,  and  exchange  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted. 

“  1st.  That  a  General  Eelief  Committee  in  each  jurisdiction  be  constituted 
by  the  annual  election  of  two  delegates  from  each  Subordinate  Lodge  within 
such  jurisdiction,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Past  Grand. 

“2d.  The  Eepresentatives  from  the  principal  town  or  city  within  each 
jurisdiction  shall  constitute  the  Central  Executive  Branch  of  the  Geneial 
Eelief  Committee,  through  which  the  affairs  of  said  committee  with  other 
jurisdictions  shall  be  transacted. 

“3d.  Eepresentatives  from  other  Lodges  shall  constitute  executive 
branches  of  said  committee,  representing  the  same  within  their  respective 
localities. 

“4th.  All  Executive  Branches  of  the  General  Eelief  Committee’in  each 
jurisdiction,  when  a  sojourning  brother  has  been  under  their  care,  shall  draw 
upon  the  Central  Executive  Branch  in  their  own  Grand  Jurisdiction  for  the 
amount  expended  by  them  for  the  relief  or  burial  of  such  brother. 

“  5th.  All  amounts  expended  in  the  relief  or  burial  of  sojourning  brothers 
shall  be  refunded  by  the  Central  Executive  Branch  of  said  committee  in  the 
same  Grand  Jurisdiction  where  said  sojourning  brother  holds  membership. 
Such  Central  Executive  Branch  may  collect  from  the  Lodge,  where  such  so¬ 
journing  brother  holds  membership,  such  amount  as  he  may  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  funds  of  said  Lodge  under  their  By-Laws,  and  the  balance, 
if  any,  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  fund. 

“6th.  Any  sums  advanced  or  given  otherwise  than  for  the  relief  of  the 
sick  or  burial  of  the  dead,  may  be  charged  to  the  individual  account  of  the 
brother  to  whom  such  relief  shall  have  been  granted,  and  his  obligation 
transmitted  to  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  Lodge  to  collect  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  committee  granting 
such  relief.  ” 
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Have  thoronglily  considered  the  subject,  and  a  majority  of  the  committee 
are  of  opinion  adverse  to  the  plan  suggested.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the 
equity  in  the  suggestions  made,  but  it  thinks  they  are  fraught  with  many 
serious  objections. 

1.  The  system  proposed  would  destroy  an  integral  part  of  the  institution 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  in  changing  the  law  making  the  Subordinate  Lodge  the 
moneyed  unit  basis  of  the  Order,  and  with  power  to  dispense  its  relief  aid 
directly,  which  present  law  and  practice  it  deems  eminently  wise,  and  be¬ 
lieves  to  be  one  of  the  strong  reasons  for  the  popular  success  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship. 

2.  The  resolutions,  etc. ,  as  quoted,  have  sprung  from  and  are  based  upon 
a  feeling  to  greatly  increase,  and  it  fears  may  lead,  if  adopted,  to  an  im¬ 
proper  and  extravagant  outlay  in  the  giving  of  relief.  There  is  no  limit  to 
the  system  proposed,  and  the  amount  of  relief  extended  would  be  varied, 
and  would  depend  upon  the  will  of  the  several  committees,  rather  than  on 
any  definite  law. 

3.  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  plan  would  greatly  relieve  some  open- 
hearted  and  very  liberal  sections,  in  so  much  as  their  liberality  over  and 
above  the  amount  refunded  by  the  Lodge  to  which  the  relieved  brother  might 
belong,  would  be  borne  by  the  jurisdiction  instead  of  the  section  or  Lodge 
granting  overdue  aid,  and  consequently  very  dangerous  legislation. 

4.  The  machinery  of  the  system  proposed  is  much  more  complicated  than 
the  present  plain  common  sense  way,  and  could  never  be  made  to  work  suc¬ 
cessfully  in  sparsely  settled  regions,  or  where  the  Lodges  of  the  Order  might 
be  scattered. 

5.  The  proposed  legislation  is  unnecessary  and  in  opposition  to  the  or¬ 
ganic  policy  of  the  Order,  as  such  matters  are  proper  for  State  action,  and  it 
is  not  the  province  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  enforce  on  jurisdictions  a  duty 
already  undertaken  to  the  extent  of  their  ability. 

Therefore  it  considers  the  proposed  legislation  unwise  and  inexpedient, 
and  asks  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Whereas,  It  has  become  the  practice  of  many  Lodges  in  aiding  brethren 
not  entitled  to  benefits,  and  the  widows  of  deceased  brethren  who  desire  to 
return  to  their  former  homes,  or  to  reach  friends  and  relatives,  to  furnish 
them  with.the  means  only  sufficient  to  take  them  to  the  next  principal  point 
on  their  journey,  where  among  strangers  they  are  compelled  to  ask  addi¬ 
tional  aid  to  reach  another  principal  point  on  their  route,  and  so  on  to  their 
destination. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Order  be  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Lodges  to  this  practice,  and  prohibit  them  by  law  from 
sending  their  own  members,  or  the  widows  of  their  deceased  members,  to 
other  towns  or  cities  to  ask  aid  of  the  Order  to  enable  them  to  pursue  their 
journey. 

^‘Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Representatives  be  instructed  to  present  this 
subject  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  that  it  be  requested 
to  adopt  a  uniform  law  upon  the  subject.” 
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Ask  leave  to  report  that  it  has  investigated  the  matter  presented,  and 
thoroughly  considered  the  subject,  and  cannot  believe  that  the  practice  com¬ 
plained  of  exists  to  any  great  degree  throughout  sectional  memberships  of 
the  Order. 

The  practice  of  Lodges,  as  set  forth  in  the  first  resolution,  is  certainly  not 
sufficiently  general  to  justify  any  legislation  concerning  it,  and  we  conse¬ 
quently  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Sanders,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  that  the  subject  be  postponed 
until  the  next  annual  session. 
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Rep.  Miller,  of  New  Jersey,  moTed  that  the  subject  be  in¬ 
definitely  postponed,  which  was  agreed  to,  fifty-two  voting  in 
the  affirmative  and  fifty  in  the  negative. 

The  next  report,  page  7733,  from  the  Special  Committee  to 
report  a  law  providing  for  benefits  to  members  holding  With¬ 
drawal  Cards,  was  considered. 

Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  moved  that  the  report  be  recom¬ 
mitted  to  the  committee  for  further  consideration. 

Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  next  report,  page  7734,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order,  on  the  questions  submitted  by  Rep.  Miller, 
of  Dakota,  on  the  subject  of  regalia,  was  considered  and 
adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7735,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  on  the  appeal  of  Bro.  J.  K.  Phillips,  from  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  same  committee,  on 
the  appeal  of  Bro.  J.  W.  Points,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7737,  from  the  Committee  on  Consti¬ 
tutions,  on  the  amended  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Tennessee,  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  New  York,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  on  the  appeal  of  W.  C.  Earl,  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7759,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order,  on  the  decision  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire, 
was  considered  and  adopted. 

Rep.  Glenn,  of  Georgia,  moved  that  the  Grand  Lodge  do 
now  take  a  recess  until  4  o’clock,  p.  m.,  which  was  agreed  to, 
seventy-one  voting  in  favor  and  thirty-six  against  the  motion, 
and  the  Grand  Sire  accordingly  declared  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
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4  o’clock,  p.  m. 

The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Present,  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  Representatives. 

The  consideration  of  reports  of  committees  was  resumed. 

The  first  report,  page  7759,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order,  on  the  resolutions  of'  Reps.  Jones  and 
Lindsley,  of  Wisconsin,  and  Stebbins,  of  New  York,  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  Lodges  working  in  the  Scarlet  Degree,  Avas  considered 
and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
question  from  tlie  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  concerning  offi- , 
cial  regalia,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  tlie  same  committee^  on  the 
report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  to  the  session  of  1877,  con- 
concerning  charts,  maps,  &c.,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7760,  from  the  same  committee,  on  tlie 
resolution  of  Rep.  Hockin,  of  tlie  Lower  Provinces,  on  the 
subject  of  duplicate  Charters,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Judiciary  Committee, 
on  the  alteration  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Texas,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7761,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Rhode  Island,  to 
confer  the  title  of  P.  C.  P.  on  Past  High  Priests,  was  consid¬ 
ered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7762,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  on  the  right  to 
benefits  of  the  family  of  a  member  who  died  while  under 
charges,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
question  submitted  by  Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  concerning 
the  pov/er  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  York  to  elect 
its  officers  by  the  Representatives  present  at  its  annual  session,, 
was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report, page  7763,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
question  submitted  by  Rep.  Lucas,  of  Nevada,  on  the  subject 
of  members  suspended  for  cause,  was  considered  and  adopted. 
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The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Legislative  Committee, 
on  the  matter  submitted  by  Bro.  Nicholsox,  P.  G.  Sire,  con¬ 
cerning  cards  issued  by  State  Grand  Officers,  was  considered 
and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7764,  from  the  same  committee,  on  a 
resolution  submitted  by  Kep.  Stebbixs,  of  New  York,  concern¬ 
ing  Uniformed  Patriarchs,  was  considered  in  connection  with 
the  minority  report,  same  page,  on  the  same  subject.

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Ohio,  asking  per¬ 
mission  to  elect  their  officers  for  two  years  and  hold  biennial 
sessions,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7766,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  of  Rep.  Daxx,  of  California,  concerning  members 
of  Encampments  suspended  by  Lodges  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  was  considered.

Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  on  the  subject  of 
non-beneficial  membership,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  on  paying 
benefits  to  insane  persons,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7767,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  of  Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  on  the  construction 
of  the  Reinstatement  Law,  was  considered  in  connection  with 
the  minority  report,  same  page,  on  the  same  subject. 

Rep.  Sheppard,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  that  the  minority 
report  be  adopted. 

Rep.  Pearce,  of  Florida,  moved  the  previous  question,  which 
was  ordered  and  put,  as  follows  :  “  Will  the  Lodge  adopt  the 
minority  report?’’  which  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative.

Busbee,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  the  previous  question, 
which  w^as  ordered  and  put,  as  follows:  “Will  the  Lodge 
adopt  the  second  resolution  of  the  committee?”  which  was 
agreed  to,  fifty-nine  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  fifty-two  in 
the  negative. 

Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote 
by  which  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  page  7730,  on 
Encampment  Regalia,  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  that  the  motion  to 
reconsider  be  postponed  until  to-morrow,  which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Veitch,  P.  G.  Sire,  the  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o’clock.

Wheeeas,  This  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  has  voted  that  there  shall  be  no 
bound  Journals  donated  at  this  session,  and  having  reduced  the  mileage  and 
per  diem  ;  therefore, 

Jiesolvecl,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  to  each  Representative  (not  having  already 
received  them)  a  copy  of  the  Digest  and  Book  of  Forms,  and  that  he  be 
authorized  to  sell  to  such  Representatives  the  bound  Journals  at  actual  cost. 


Rep.  Price,  of  Kansas,  moved  the  following,  which  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance:

The  -andersigiiecl  propose  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  : 

Amend  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  of  this  E.  W,  Grand  Lodge,  so  that 
the  same  shall  read  as  follows  : 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  of  September, 
at  9  o’clock,  A.  M.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine.  It  maj’’  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also  meet 
specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause 
three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Eepresentatives  of  the  several  State, 
District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  communicat¬ 
ing  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called  ;  and  in  no 
case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting,  except  that 
specified  in  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire. 

Provided,  That  if  at  any  time  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  determine  that  the 
next  succeeding  session  shall  be  held  at  any  city  located  so  far  south  as  to 
render  it  impracticable  to  hold  such  session  in  the  month  of  September,  then 
it  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the  time  which  such  session  shall  be 
held. 

And  provided  further,  That  if  by  reason  of  any  jDestilence  prevailing,  at  or 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Sire  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  change  either  the  time  or  place  of 
such  meeting,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  have  the  power  to  call  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  such  time  and  place,  not  later  than  the  first  Monday 
of  January  next  after  the  third  Monday  of  September,  as  he  shall  deem  ex- 
jDedient.

Ekie  J.  Leech,  of  Iowa.  John  C.  Undekwood,  of  Kentucky. 

Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsjh^ania,  moved  the  folloAving,  Avliich 
Avas  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee : 

Besolved,  That  the  following  words  in  a  resolution  adopted  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  session  in  1871,  and  digested  as  section  1687a,  AA^hite’s  Digest, 
viz.,  “provided  such  sum  be  not  less  than  the  amount  of  one  year’s  dues  of 
said  Lodge,”  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Reps.  Robbins  and  Anderson,  of  Rhode  Island,  submitted 
some  questions,  Avhich  Avere  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order. 

Rep.  Weakley,  of  Tennessee,  submitted  the  follotving: 

PEOTEST. 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F : 

The  undersigned,  members  and  Eepresentatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  statement  of  facts,  and  enter  their  protest  to 
certain  proceedings  of  this  E.  AA",  Grand  Body. 

They  state  that  on  the  second  day  of  the  present  session  a  vote  was  taken 
to  change  an  article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Body,  by  which  it  was 
irroposed  to  change  the  name  of  this  Order,  and  the  Secretary  reported  for 
said  change  of  name  93  votes,  against  the  change  31  ;  whereupon  the  M.  AA^. 
Grand  Sire  declared  said  amendment  adopted.  On  the  morning  of  the  third 
day  of  this  session,  and  before  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  had  been 
approved,  the  following  proceedings  were  had,  viz. : 

“Bro.  Dttrh  avt,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  that  the  Journal  of  yesterday,  page  7729, 
be  corrected  by  striking  out,  in  lines  17  and  18,  ‘affirmative,  and  the 
Constitution  vxts  accordingly  so  amended,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  ‘  negative. 
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ihree-fourihs  of  the  members  present  not  having  voted  for  the  same;  Heps.  Haskins, 
of  New  York,  Davis  and  Douglass,  of  Maine,  being  present  and  not  vot¬ 
ing;’— 

‘  ‘  Which  was  not  agreed  to. 

“Rep.  Dyer,  of  Maine,  submitted  the  following  : 

“Rep.  Dyer  asks  to  correct  yesterday’s  record,  in  the  yea  and  nay  vote  on 
page  7729,  on  the  change  of  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  When  my 
name  was  called  I  voted  ‘nay,’  and  ask  that  my  name  be  so  recorded  and 
the  mistake  corrected. 

“The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  granting  the  request  of  the  Rep¬ 
resentative  from  Maine,  and  the  motion  was  resolved  in  the  negative. 

“Rep.  Ingersoll,  of  Michigan,  desires  to  state  that  in  voting  yesterday  on 
the  proposed  amendment  of  Article  I.,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution,  as  re¬ 
corded  on  page  7729  of  the  Journal,  he  voted  only  for  himself,  and  not 
for  his  colleague,  as  in  his  former  votes,  and  asks  that  the  Journal  be  so  cor¬ 
rected.  John  N.  Ingersoll. 

“  The  question  was  put  upon  granting  the  request,  and  decided  in  the 
negative. 

“Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  moved  that  the  minutes  of  yesterday,  as  print¬ 
ed,  be  approved. 

‘  ‘  Bro.  Durham,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  to  correct  the  record  of  yesterday’s  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  vote  on  the  amendment  changing  the  name  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  because  Rep.  Woodruff  voted  for  his  colleague,  Glenn,  who  was 
not  present  in  the  city,  and  not  present  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
when  the  vote  was  taken. 

“The  Grand  Sire  decided  that  Rep.  V^oodruff  had  the  right  to  cast  two 
votes  under  the  circumstances. 

“The  question  recurring  on  the  motion  of  Rep.  White,  of  New  York,  ‘that 
the  minutes  of  yesterday,  as  printed,  be  approved,  ’  it  was  adopted,  seventy- 
three  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  forty-eight  in  the  negative.  ” 

They  state  when  the  request  of  Rep.  Ingersoll,  to  correct  the  minutes, 
was  being  considered,  his  colleague.  Rep.  Shearer,  stated  to  the  Lodge 
when  the  vote  was  called  over  by  the  Secretary,  in  which  it  was  announced 
that  Rep.  Ingersoll  had  cast  two  votes,  that  Rep.  Ingersoll  had  cast  but 
one  vote.  Rep.  Ingersoll  urged  the  above  correction,  alleging  that  he  had 
cast  but  one  vote.  Now,  we  protest  against  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  apjiroving  said  minutes  and  proceedings  in  the  manner  and  form  as 
above  shown;  because, 

1st.  The  amendment  was  not  carried,  three-fourths  of  the  members  presenf 
not  having  voted  for  the  same.  The  XXL  Article  of  the  Constitution,  pre¬ 
scribing  the  manner  in  which  said  change  shall  be  made,  says:  “If  the 
amendment  is  agreed  to  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  on  a  cull  of 
the  yeas  and  nays,  the  same  shall  be  a  part  of  the  Constitution.”  The  proceed¬ 
ings  disclose  the  fact  that  there  were  three  Representatives,  viz. :  Haskins,  of 
New  York,  Davis  and  Douglass,  of  Maine,  who  were  present  and  not  voting, 
thus  making  present  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  members,  while  ninety- 
three  members  only  were  recorded  as  voting  for  the  amendment,  not  three- 
fourths. 

2d.  The  record  and  proceedings  should  have  been  corrected  by  recording 
the  name  of  Rep.  Dyer  in  the  negative,  he  having  stated  that  he  answered  to 
his  name  when  called,  and  voted  “no;”  by  this  action  Rep.  Dyer  and  the 
jurisdiction  he  in  part  represents  have  been  denied  a  voice  in  as  grave  a  mat¬ 
ter  as  the  change  of  our  Constitution.! 

3d.  The  record  and  proceedings  should  have  been  corrected  so  as  to  have 
shown  the  fact  that  Rep.  Ingersoll  cast  but  one  vote;  by  this  action  Rep. 
Ingersoll  is  made  to  assume  a  responsibility  which  he,  in  point  of  fact,  did 
not  assume,  by  recording  two  votes  to  him  while  he  cast  but  one. 

4th.  We  protest  against  the  published  proceedings  on  said  constitutional 
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amendment  because  they~were  incorrect  in  declaring  that  on  said  vote  there 
were  ninety-three  yeas  and  thirty-one  nays;  they  should  show  that  there  were 
only  ninety-two  yeas  and  thirty-two  nays;  and  not  being  three-fourths  voting 
for  said  change  the  same  was  not  adopted. 

5th.  We  further  protest  against  the  action  of  this  Lodge  in  refusing  to  cor¬ 
rect  the  above  mistakes,  on  the  ground  as  thus  alleged  that  said  correction 
would  change  the  result  of  said  amendment,  and  we  finall}^  protest  against 
publishing  to  the  world  a  change  in  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  because 
no  such  change  has  been  constitutionally  or  legally  made.

By  request  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage 
and  Per  Diem,  tlie  Lodge  agreed  to  consider  the  report  of  the 
committee,  on  page  7822,  and  the  question  being  on  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  report,  it  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative.

The  special  committee  appointed  at  last  session  (page  7424)  to  report  some 
plan  of  endowment  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  beneficial  features  of  the  Order, 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  committee  have  attended  to  that  duty  and  pre¬ 
sent  the  following  Constitution  and  Laws  for  the  government  of  the  same. 
The  committee  would  also  respectfully  suggest  that  the  importance  of  the 
passage  of  some  form  of  an  endowment  or  insurance  relief  is  becoming  more 
and  more  apparent  in  several  of  the  State  j  urisdictions  every  day,  as  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  to  this 
Grand  Body  at  this  session  indicates.  We  would  instance  the  reports  of  the 
Grand  Secretaries  of  Tennessee,  Virginia,  and  other  States.  Also  the  resolu¬ 
tion  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  to  be  found  on  page  7777  of  present 
Journal. 

We  desire  further  to  state  that  nothing  contained  in  this  report  shall  be  so 
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construed  as  to  make  it  compulsory  upon  any  member  of  tbe  Order  to  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  the  endowment  plan. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  endowment  as  foreshadowed  in  the  accompany¬ 
ing  Constitution  and  Laws  be  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed]  to  prepare  all  the 
details  of  the  work,  all  books,  blanks  of  all  kinds,  and  such  other  work  as 
may  be  necessary  to  put  the  scheme  in  operation  at  the  earliest  x)ractical 
moment.  Respectfully  submitted,

SUPREME  LODGE  CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — Name  and  Power. 

Section  1.  The  right  to  grant  power  to  establish  Grand  and  Subordinate 
Endowment  Lodges  on  the  endowment  plan  is  vested  solely  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F.,  which  shall  be  known,  when  working  as  such,  as 
the  Supreme  Endowment  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. 

Sec.  2.  To  provide,  print,  and  furnish  all  forms,  warrants,  certificates, 
blanks  of  all  kinds,  official  seal,  and  such  supplies  to  Lodges  of  the  endow¬ 
ment  plan  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  complete  working  of  the  Endowment 
Lodges. 

Sec.  3.  To  provide  for  a  revenue  for  the  Supreme  Lodgo  from  the  sale  of 
supplies  furnished  by  it,  or  by  assessment  or  otherwise,  as  it  may  from  time 
to  time  direct. 

Sec.  4.  To  grant  warrants  to  Grand  Lodges  and  Subordinate  Lodges  under 
the  immediate  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F.,  to  establish 
Endowment  Lodges  with  power  to  make  such  laws  and  regulations  as  may 
not  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  Bj’-Laws  of  the  Supreme  Endowment 
Lodge. 

Sec.  5.  To  provide  for  and  define  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  Suiireme 
Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  To  create,  hold,  and  direct  the  funds  named  in  the  objects  of  the 
Endowment  Lodge  under  such  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to 
adopt. 

Article  IL — Membership  and  Representation. 

Section  1.  This  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  Officers  and 
Representatives  entitled  to  a  voice  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  O.  F. 

Article  III. — Warrants  and  Supplies. 

Section  1.  All  blanks  and  applications  for  warrants  for  establishing  En¬ 
dowment  Lodges,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Sire  shall  have  power  to  grant  warrants  for  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Endowment  Lodges  during  the  recess  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  and  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  institute  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  All  withdrawal  cards,  warrants,  certificates,  accounts,  blank  notices, 
Teceipts,  assessments,  reports,  and  any  and  all  blanks  necessary,  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  The  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  Endowment  Lodges,  with  price, 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

Warrants  for  Grand  Lodges . 

Warrants  for  Subordinate  Lodges . 

Withdrawal  Cards . : . 

Certificates  of  Membership . . 

Account  Books . 

Notices  of  Assessments . 

Receipts . 

Assessment  Reports . 
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And  such  other  blanks  as  the  Supreme  Lodge  Officers  may  from  time  to 
time  direct. 

Sec.  5.  The  power  to  adopt  any  additional  forms,  change,  alter,  or  amend 
any  of  the  laws  or  business  details  connected  therewith,  is  vested  in  the 
Supreme  Lodge  exclusively.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  that  body  to  preserve 
uniformity  in  the  working  of  all  Endowment  Lodges,  and  require  a  strict 
conformity  therewith. 

ARTICLE  IV. — Assessments  and  Funds. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  receipt  from  the  sale  of  supplies  as  already 
provided  for  in  Article  III.,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  each  and  every  as¬ 
sessment  made,  a  sum  equal  to  ten  per  cent,  on  all  assessments  made,  which 
shall  be  placed  in  the  general  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  The  assessments  for  each  member  shall  be  according  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  schedule  for  each  and  every  one  thousand  dollars  which  he  may  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  as  an  endowment,  and  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  entire  juris¬ 
diction  :  I 


Between  the  ages  of  21  and  30 . $  .40 

“  “  “  30  “  40 . 55 

“  “  “  40  “  50 . 85 

“  “  “  50  “  60 .  1.40 


All  such  payments  shall  be  known  as  the  Endowment  Belief  Fund.  The 
date  of  all  such  payments  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  brother 
credited  with  the  same.  No  member  shall  be  assessed  for  a  death  prior  to 
the  date  of  his  certificate  of  membership. 

Sec.  3.  The  Sinking  Fund  provided  by  the  first  Section  of  this  Article,  is 
to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  number  of  assessments  during 
epidemics,  of  from  any  other  cause,  to  the  average  number  of  ordinary  years. 

Article  V. — Endowment  Benefit. 

Five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  the  highest  amount  that  will  be  paid  on  the 
death  of  a  brother,  and  one  thousand  shall  be  the  lowest  amount  paid.  The 
amount  to  be  paid  on  the  death  of  a  brother  shall  be  determined  by  the 
amount  specified  on  his  endowment  certificate;  provided,  however,  that 
should  a  death  occur  when  one  full  assessment  on  each  member  would  not 
amount  to  the  sum  specified  on  the  deceased  brother’s  certificate,  then  the 
sum  to  be  paid  shall  be  the  amount  of  a  full  assessment  on  each  member  in 
good  standing  at  the  date  of  such  death,  and  such  amount  shall  be  all  that 
can  be  claimed  by  any  one. 

Article  VI. — Supreme  Officers  and  their  Duties. 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  B.  W. 
Grand  Corresponding  and  Becording  Secretary,  B.  W.  Grand  Treasurer,  and 
a  Board  of  Trustees,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  shall 
be  eligible  for  re-election. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Sire,  in  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  for  him  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  shall  have  supervision  over  the  Endowment 
Belief  Fund  and  Lodges  of  the  same.  He  shall  issue  all  warrants,  as  per 
Article  III.  of  these  laws,  and  supervise  the  issuance  of  ail  documents  con¬ 
nected  with  the  details  of  the  Lodge,  and  sign  officially  such  as  require  his 
signature  ;  he  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  drawn  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  laws  of  the  Endowment  Belief  Fund  in  payment  of  all 
moneys  disbursed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Sec  3.  The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  in  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  for 
him  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  shall,  if  occasion  require  it,  perform 
all  the  duties  specified  above  for  the  Grand  Sire. 
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Sec.  4.  Tlie  Grand  Corresj)ondmg  and  Recording  Secretary  will  prepare 
and  attest  all  warrants  for  Grand  and  Subordinate  Endowment  Lodges 
.  issued  by  the  Grand  Sire,  keeping  a  register  of  all  warrants  so  issued,  and 
at  each  session  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  he  shall  present  a  written  report  of 
the  number  of  Endowment  Lodges  of  the  Endowment  Relief  Fund,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  therewith. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Treasurer,  in  addition  to  his  other  duties  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  shall  have  chai’ge  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Endowment  Relief  Fund.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  members,  which 
shall  exhibit  the  name  of  each  member,  his  age,  residence,  and  the  number 
of  the  Endowment  Lodge  and  State.  Also  the  name  and  number  of  the 
Lodge  to  which  he  belongs,  corresponding  in  numerical  order  to  the  certifi¬ 
cates  of  membership  issued  by  him,  and  upon  which  shall  be  noted  all  sus¬ 
pensions,  resignations,  reinstatements,  deaths,  and  transfers  of  membership 
from  one  Lodge  to  another,  as  reported  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Grand  and 
Subordinate  Lodges. 

He  shall  prepare  and  issue  registers  similar  to  the  above,  for  each  Grand 
and  Subordinate  Lodge,  certificates  of  membership,  blank  applications  for 
membership,  and  all  blank  notices  and  other  forms  prescribed  by  the  laws 
of  the  Endowment  Lodge,  or  that  may  become  necessary  in  prosecuting  the 
business  of  the  Lodge. 

He  shall,  from  the  receipts  of  his  office,  establish  and  have  charge  of  three 
funds  :  an  Endowment  Fund,  made  up  from  the  admission  fee  of  each 
member  and  of  each  subsequent  assessment  ;  an  Expense  Fund,  made  up 
of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  admission  fee,  and  twenty  per  cent,  of  all 
assessments  and  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  all  supplies;  a  Sinking  Fund  made 
up  of  the  ten  per  cent,  upon  all  assessments,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  left  from 
the  Expense  Fund  after  paying  the  expense  of  the  management. 

He  shall  have  power  to  provide  himself  from  the  Expense  Fund  with  such 
blanks,  stationery,  etc.,  as  may  become  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  to  pay  therefrom  all  bills  incurred  for  rent  of  office,  print¬ 
ing,  postage,  etc. ,  on  the  order  of  the  Grand  Sire. 

He  shall  render  a  full  and  complete  report  at  each  regular  session  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  and  shall  submit  his  books,  etc.,  for  inspection  of  the  Grand 
Sire  and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  least  once  in  every  three 
months,  or  when  requested  to  do  so.  Upon  receiving  notice  and  good  and 
sufficient  proof  of  the  death  of  a  member  of  any  Endowment  Lodge,  he  shall 
transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  same  to  which  the  same  belonged  a  negotia¬ 
ble  draft  for  the  amount  of  the  benefit  to  which  he  was  entitled,  to  be  drawn 
in  favor  of  the  party  or  parties  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  After  paying 
this  claim,  should  there  remain  in  the  Endowment  Fund  a  less  amount  than 
is  sufficient  to  pay  the  highest  amount  allowed  in  any  one  endowment,  the 
Grand  Treasurer  shall  immediately  notify  each  Grand  and  Subordinate 
Secretary  to  collect  and  forward  one  full  assessment  from  each  member, 
which  must  be  paid  within  ninety  days.  He  shall  also,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Ad\dsory  Board  of  Trustees,  every  three  months,  or  oftener,  if  directed, 
invest  all  money  remaining  in  the  Sinking  Fund  in  such  Government 
Bonds  as  the  Trustees  may  direct,  which  shall  be  registered  as  payable  to 
the  orffer  of  the  Advisory  Board,  and  deposited  for  safe-keeping  in  the  fire¬ 
proof  vaults  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of . 

dollars,  with  good  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  faithfullv  accounting  for  all  funds  coming  into  his 
hands,  and  may  receive  the  sum  of . dollars  for  his  services. 

Sec.  6.  The  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  one  member  from  each  Grand 
Endowment  Lodge,  and  shall  be  selected  by  said  Lodge  from  the  ReiDresen- 
tatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  O.  F. 

The  Board  shall  have  the  power  of  selecting  from  their  niimber  a  com¬ 
mittee  consisting  of  four  members,  to  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  be  added 
as  chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  designate  the  bond  and  approve  the 
security  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  examine  his  books  and  vouchers  as 
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often  as  they  may  deem  it  proper.  For  the  faithful  performance  of  their 

duties,  they  shall  receive  mileage . and  per  diem . when  in  the 

actual  discharge  of  their  duty. 

Article  VII. 

These  laws  may  be  altered  or  amended,  after  being  first  submitted  to  a 
committee  at  any  regular  session,  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  then  present. 

CONSTITUTION  FOE  GKAND  AND  SUBORDINATE  ENDOWMENT 

LODGES. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  A  Subordinate  Endowment  Lodge  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  members,  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  shall  be  known  as  Lodge 

No . of  the  State  of . .  and  shall  be  numbered  numerically  in  each 

State;  and  upon  the  petition  of  ten  Subordinate  Endowment  Lodges  a  Grand 
Lodge  may  be  formed. 

Sec.  2.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws.  Extra  meetings  may  be  called 
by  the  President  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  any  special  liusiness. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lodge  shall  have  a  seal,  with  some  approved  device,  which 
shall  be  affixed  to  all  official  papers. 

Sec.  4.  Medical  Examiner. — Each  Lodge  shall  elect  as  Medical  Exami¬ 
ner,  a  regular  practising  physician,  who  shall,  if  possible,  be  a  member  of 
the  Lodge.  His  fee  for  each  and  every  examination  shall  not  exceed  one 
dollar. 

Article  II. — Oeficers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  a  President,  Vice 
President,  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer  (one  office),  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  at  the  last  stated  meeting  in  December,  and  take  possession  of 
their  office  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  January.  They  hold  ofiice  for  the 
balance  of  the  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  approved.  They 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

Article  III. — Membership. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Endowment 
Lodge  who  has  not  attained  to  the  Scarlet  Degree,  and  who  is  not  in  good  and 
regular  standing  in  his  Lodge.  No  person  over  sixty  years  of  age  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  for  membership  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  the  Lodge  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  that  he  is  not  in  arrears  for 
dues,  and  a  medical  certificate  from  the  physician  designated  by  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Lodge  to  which  the  application  is  made. 

A  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  in  addition  one  full  assessment,  must  accompany 
each  application. 

Sec.  3.  Applications  may  be  received  and  balloted  for,  the  same  evening, 
and  if  three  black  balls  appear  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  rejected,  and 
no  other  ballot  shall  be  taken  in  his  case  for  the  period  of  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Section  1.  A  member  may  at  any  time  sever  his  connection  with  the  En¬ 
dowment  Lodge,  provided  there  are  no  financial  or  other  charges  against  him, 
by  notifying  the  Secretary  in  writing  of  such  withdrawal,  which  shall  be  read 
in  open  Lodge,  which  shall  cause  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights  to  which  he  may 
have  been  entitled  in  the  Endowment  Funds. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  member  from  any  cause,  whether  by  Withdrawal  Card,  sus¬ 
pension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  expulsion,  forfeiture  of  Lodge  Charter,  or 
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other  cause,  loses  his  connection  with  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  his  connection 
with  the  Endowment  Lodge  ceases  and  he  forfeits  all  right  and  title  to  his 
interest  in  the  Endowment  Fund  and  all  amounts  that  he  may  have  contrib¬ 
uted  thereto,  provided  that  a  member  who  takes  a  Withdrawal  Card  shall  not 
lose  his  membership  in  the  Endowment  Lodge  or  his  interest  in  the  funds, 
if  he  shall  regularly  pay  all  assessments  while  holding  his  card,  and  shall, 
within  twelve  months,  deposit  said  card  and  notify  the  Secretary  and  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Lodge  of  its  name  and  number. 

Sec.  3.  A  member  who  has  lost  his  membersl^p  in  his  Endowment  Lodge 
may  reconnect  himself  after  paying  all  charges  that  may  have  been  held  against 
him  at  the  time  of  suspension,  and  making  application  accompanied  by  the 
fee  and  j)hysicians’  certificate,  the  same  as  a  new  member. 

Sec.  4.  A  member  of  an  Endowment  Lodge  changing  his  residence  and 
desiring  to  transfer  his  membership,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  With¬ 
drawal  Card  by  paying  all  assessments  and  charges  that  may  appear  against 
him  on  the  books  of  his  Lodge.  It  shall  be  signed  by  the  President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Treasurer,  certifying  to  his  good  standing  in  the  Lodge  and  his 
interest  in  the  funds 

Sec.  5.  This  card  shall  hold  good  for  the  space  of  twelve  months,  provided 
he  shall  keep  all  assessments  and  charges  paid  regularly  during  the  time.  If 
at  the  end  of  twelve  months  he  has  not  deposited  his  card,  he  shall  forfeit 
his  membership,  as  provided  for  in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

Sec.  6.  An  application  to  an  Endowment  Lodge  for  admission  upon  de¬ 
posit  of  a  Withdrawal  Card,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  one  dollar,  which 
shall  entitle  him  to  membership. 

Akticle  Y. — Funds  of  the  Lodge. 

Section  1.  Of  the  amount  accompanying  the  application  for  membership, 
one  dollar  shall  be  placed  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Subordinate  Endowment 
Lodge,  and  the  balance  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  This  Lodge  shall  have  the  power  to  assess  its  members  to  provide 
such  funds  in  addition  to  the  above  as  they  may  deem  necessaiy. 

Article  YI. — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  his  Lodge,  and  jierform  such  other  duties  as  the  By-Laws  may  pre¬ 
scribe. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Yice-President  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  his  absence. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  financial  account  with 
each  member  of  the  Endowment  Lodge,  charging  him  with  each  assessment 
immediately  upon  notification  of  the  same  from  the  Supreme  Treasurer,  and 
crediting  him  upon  payment  of  the  same. 

He  shall  notify  the  Supreme  Treasurer  of  every  failure  to  pay  the  assess¬ 
ment  within  the  prescribed  time.  He  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Supreme 
Treasurer  on  the  first  of  every  month,  and  transmit  therewith  all  moneys  in 
his  hands  belonging  to  the  Endowment  or  Expense  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  receiving  from  the  Supreme  Treasurer  notice  of  the  death  of 
a  member  and  of  a  consequent  assessment,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
immediately  give  notice  to  each  member  in  the  prescribed  form  and  notify 
him  to  pay  the  same  within  thirty  days. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  keep  in  a  book  furnished  for  that 
purpose,  a  register  of  the  members  of  the  Endowment  Lodge,  with  the  names, 
ages,  residences,  name  and  number  of  the  Lodges  to  which  they  severally 
belong,  and  their  post-office  address,  in  which  shall  be  noted  all  changes, 
suspensions,  forfeitures,  and  removals. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond  (form  prescribed  by 
the  Supreme  Lodge)  to  the  President,  with  approved  security  in  such  sum 
as  the  said  Subordinate  Lodge  may  determine,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duty,  and  he  may  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Lodge 
may  determine  by  its  By-Laws. 
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Article  VIL 

Upon  receiving  notice  of  an  assessment  each  member  shall  at  once  pay  the 
amount  to  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belongs.  In 
case  any  member  neglects  for  thirty  days  after  date  of  notice  he  shall  stand 
suspended  from  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  shall  forfeit  all  claims  upon  it, 
and  the  fact  of  such  suspension  shall  be  reported  to  the  Supreme  Treasurer 
in  the  monthly  report,  provided  a  member  thus  suspended  for  non-payment 
of  assessments  shall  have  the  privilege  of  regaining  his  membership  within 
three  months,  by  passing  a  new  medical  examination  and  paying  all  assess¬ 
ments  that  may  have  occurred  during  that  time.  All  reinstatements  in 
accordance  with  this  section  shall  be  reported  to  the  Supreme  Treasurer  by 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  in  his  monthly  report. 

Article  VIII. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member  of  this  Lodge  the  benefit,  as  pre¬ 
sented  in  deceased  member’s  certificate,  as  specified  in  Article  V.,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  (as  soon  as  received  from  the  Supreme 
Treasurer)  to  the  parties  named  in  the  certificate,  or  to  the  nearest  heirs-at- 
law;  provided  the  said  amount  shall  be  held  sacred  as  belonging  to  said  leg¬ 
atees,  and  shall  never,  under  any  circumstances,  be  liable  for  or  be  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  payment  of  any  debts  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased 
member;  provided  further,  that  the  member  shall  have  full  power  to  dispose 
of  the  sum  so  accruing  upon  his  death  by  will.  If  none  of  the  parties  specified 
are  alive,  and  the  deceased  shall  have  made  no  disposition  by  will,  the  Lodge 
shall  appropriate  toward  the  expense  of  deceased’s  last  sickness  and  the 
funeral  expense  as  much  as  shall  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and  after 
said  payments,  the  surplus  shall  be  paid  into  the  Lodge  Treasury  to  which 
the  deceased  member  belonged,  for  the  benefit  of  the  widows  and  orphans. 
To  whomsoever  the  amount  shall  be  paid  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
take  a  receipt  for  all  and  every  part  thereof,  and  shall  also  take  up  the  cer¬ 
tificate  of  membership  in  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  forward  the  same  to  the 
Supreme  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  benefits  shall  always  be  payable  within  sixty  days  after  proof 
of  death. 

Article  IX. 

Any  alteration  or  amendment  to  the  foregoing  Constitution  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Supreme  Endowment  Lodge  and  approved  by  that  body. 


Rep.  Miller,  of  New  Hampshire,  from  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Relations,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid 
on  the  table  under  the  rule : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion 
of  the  reports  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  and  G.  C.  and  R.  Secretary,  and  the 
correspondence  relating  to  the  differences  between  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  1, 
and  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  Honolulu,  S.  I.,  have  given  the  subject  that 
careful  consideration  which  they  deem  the  importance  of  the  subject  de¬ 
mands,  and  as  a  result  of  their  investigations,  find  as  follows : — That  at  the 
Annual  Session  in  1848,  action  was  had  requesting  contributions  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  materials  for  the  erection  of  a  hall  for  the  use  of  said  Excelsior  Lodge; 
that  reference  was  made  to  said  contributions  in  the  Proceedings  of  1849-50- 
51-52-53,  and  in  1854  a  decision  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  approved  by  this 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  effect  that  said  fund  could  not  be  used  for  rent, 
but  must  be  used  for  the  building  of  a  hall.  We  also  find  that  said  Excelsior 
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Lodge  was  made  the  trustee  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  for  this  fund.  In 
view  of  this  action,  our  conclusion  is  that  we  cannot  do  less  than  approve 
the  manner  in  which  Excelsior  Lodge  has  executed  its  trust,  having  con¬ 
structed  a  handsome  and  durable  edifice,  dedicated  to  the  use  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship.  We  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  the  manner  in  which  Excelsior  Lodge 
has  executed  the  trust  committed  to  it,  believing  it  to  have  been  a  wise  and 
judicious  investment,  and  we  fully  confirm  their  title  to  the  ownership  and 
control  of  said  building.  And  we  recommend  that  Excelsior  Lodge  accom¬ 
modate  Harmony  Lodge  with  such  place  of  meeting,  and  on  such  nights  as 
the  hall  is  not  in  use,  on  the  most  reasonable  terms  that  it  is  possible  to  ar¬ 
range,  to  the  end  that  peace  and  harmony  may  j)revail  among  the  brethren, 
and  that  the  uninitiated  may  realize  that  there  is  a  reality  in  the  professions 
of  such  as  claim  to  be  governed  by  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love,  and 
Truth.

of  Rebekah  without  joining  a  Rebekah  Lodge,  and  whose  husband  since 
1873  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  Order,  be  made  eligible  to  membership 
in  a  Rebekah  Degree  Lodge,  on  her  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  of  former 
connection  with  the  Degree,”  have  considered  the  same,  and  we  therefore 
offer  the  following:

To  the  R.  lU.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  L  0.  0.  F. : 

Your  committee  have  given  the  subject  embraced  in  that  portion  of  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  at  the  session  of  1877,  which  refers  to  the 
Degree  of  Rebekah,  a  careful  consideration,  and  they  would  report  : 

That  they  believe  with  him  that  there  should  be  a  closer  connection  be¬ 
tween  the  Lodges  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  and  the  State  Grand  Bodies  than 
now  exists,  for  the  reason  that  many  of  the  obstacles  which  prevent  a  healthy 
and  permanent  growth  in  this  degree  could  be  better  controlled  and  removed 
by  them  than  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

From  information  received  during  the  recess,  much  of  the  apparent  falling 
off  of  interest  in  the  Degree  Lodges  of  Rebekah  may  be  traced  to  the  fact 
that  Subordinate  Lodges  having  the  power  to  confer  the  degree  on  members 
and  their  wives,  and  also  upon  the  widows  of  Odd  Fellows,  create  a  class  of 
membership  in  this  degree  which,  being  in  possession  of  all  the  social  privi¬ 
leges  without  contributing  to  the  support  of  these  Lodges,  or  being  in  any 
respect  responsible  for  even  their  working  expenses,  they  do  not  therefore 
care  to  become  members  of  the  Degree  Lodges,  but  are  alwaj^s  present  on 
festal  occasions,  or  when  there  are  any  extraordinary  attractions  anticipated. 

In  addition  to  this,  your  committee  believe  that  by  bringing  these  Lodges 
and  the  State  Grand  Lodges  into  a  closer  communion,  the  relations  between 
them  would  be  better  understood,  and  that  much  of  the  complaint  about  a 
failure  to  report  could  be  prevented  if  the  officers  of  Grand  Lodges,  particu¬ 
larly  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  were  made  to  understand  that  these 
Lodges,  being  chartered  by  State  Grand  Bodies,  are  entitled  to  the  super¬ 
visory  care  of  the  Grand  Officers. 

We  do  not  believe  that  there  is  any  inherent  defect  in  the  theory  of  this 
system,  but  the  want  of  an  established  relation  between  the  creature  and  the 
creator.  . 

Your  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  applying  the  remedy  for  the  evils 
spoken  of,  would  recommend: 

That  State  Grand  Bodies  be  authorized  to  make  a  semi-annual  password, 
which  shall  be  used  in  their  particular  States,  at  the  outer  door,  and  that  the 
ritual  be  so  amended  that  when  the  degree  is  conferred  by  a  regular  Lodge 
of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  this  semi-annual  password  be  substituted  in 
the  instruction  to  candidates  for  the  annual  password  made  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  that  the  annual  password  be  only  used  at  the  outer  door  when 
visiting  in  any  other  jurisdiction  than  the  one  to  which  the  visitor  belongs, 
or  when  the  instructions  are  given  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge. 
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Another  complaint  is  that  in  consequence  of  Bebekah  Degree  Lodges  not 
having  any  rei^resentation  in  State  Grand  Bodies,  there  is  not  a  proper  sym¬ 
pathy  between  them. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  State  Grand  Lodges  be  authorized  (if 
they  think  proper  to  do  so)  to  permit  Bebekah  Degree  Lodges,  districted  as 
the  Grand  Lodges  may  determine,  to  elect  some  member  of  said  Degree 
Lodge  or  Lodges,  who  has  passed  the  chairs  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  to  be 
their  Bepresentative  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State. 

Another  obstacle  to  the  prosperity  of  Bebekah  Degree  Lodges  may  be 
found  in  the  fact,  that  the  existing  law  requires  the  presence  of  five  brothers 
and  five  sisters  to  form  a  quorum,  and  often  prevents  the  regular  meeting 
from  taking  place,  the  sisters  being  in  attendance  in  large  numbers,  but 
lacking  the  requisite  number  of  brothers  to  enable  them  to  do  business. 

Your  committee  think  this  could  and  should  be  remedied  by  fixing  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  as  a  quorum  irrespective  of  s«x. 

Another  thing  to  which  we  would  call  attention.  In  the  hurry  and  bustle 
of  life  we  often  pass  by  as  of  no  consequence  the  indications  presented  of 
the  needs  of  a  society  or  community,  and  overlook  details  which  may  be  of 
the  utmost  importance. 

Since  this  degree  was  established,  as  many  as  twelve  jurisdictions  have  at 
different  times  asked  that  the  privileges  of  the  degree  be  extended  to  the 
daughters  and  sisters  of  Odd  Fellows  above  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and 
we  think  the  time  has  come  when  these  demands  should  be  met  by  proper 
legislation. 

These  changes,  we  feel  assured,  will  bring  prosperity  to  these  Lodges  of 
the  Degree  of  Bebekah^  and  save  to  the  Order  a  system  which,  under  proper 
management,  can  be  made  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges. 

We  are  not  willing  to  believe  that  the  Degree  of  Bebekah  has  had  a  fair  trial 
and  is  a  failure.  On  the  contrary  our  opinion  is  that  the  half-hearted  sup¬ 
port  the  degree  has  received  from  the  male  membership  has,  instead  of 
strengthening  it,  made  those  who  were  confident  of  its  merit  waver  and  be¬ 
come  lukewarm. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  believing  that  with  proper  legislation  this  de¬ 
gree  can  be  made  effective,  we  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Masters  of  State,  District,  or  Territorial  jurisdic¬ 
tions,  be  authorized  to  make  a  semi-annual  password  for  the  Degree  of  Be¬ 
bekah,  which  shall  be  a  test  of  good  standing  in  a  Bebekah  Degree  Lodge, 
and  to  be  used  only  in  the  jurisdiction  to  which  it  properly  belongs,  and 
that  the  instruction  in  the  ritual,  when  given  in  Bebekah  Degree  Lodges,  be 
changed  so  as  to  give  this  semi-annual  password  in  the  place  and  stead  of 
the  annual  password. 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  password  of  the  Degree  of  Bebekah,  made  by  the 
Grand  Sire,  shall  only  be  used  when  visiting  in  other  jurisdictions  than  the 
one  to  which  the  visitor  belongs,  or  when  the  instructions  are  given  in  a 
Subordinate  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  State  Grand  Lodges  may,  if  they  think  proper,  permit 
Lodges  of  the  Degree  of  Bebekah,  separately  or  districted,  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  determine,  to  elect  a  properly  qualified  brother  as  a  Bepresenta¬ 
tive  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State,  District,  or  Territory. 

Resolved,  That  the  unmarried  daughters  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Fifth  De¬ 
gree,  who  are  above  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  be  and  are  hereby  made  suit¬ 
able  candidates  for  admission  into  Lodges  of  the  Degree  of  Bebekah  when 
proposed  by  either  parent  or  by  a  guardian,  and  that  the  same  rule  apply  to 
unmarried  sisters  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Scarlet  Degree  when  proposed  by 
their  brother. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  quorum  of  a  Bebekah  Degree  Lodge  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  seven  members,  irrespective  of  sex.  Bespectfully  submitted,

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Rep.  Herring,  of  Texas,  laid  on  the  table  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution: 


The  undersigned  propose  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  : 

Amend  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  of  this  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  :  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  annually  on  the  third  Mon¬ 
day  in  September,  at  nine  o’clock,  a.  m.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine  ;  provided  that  in  case  an  epidemic  dis¬ 
ease  exists  at  such  place,  or  if  such  place  be  in  possession  of  a  public  enemy, 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  or  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  if  acting  in  his  stead,  may 
designate  such  other  place  and  time  as  he  may  deem  best.  It  may  also 
meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also  meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  Eepresentatives  of  the  several  State,  District,  or  Territorial 
Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  communicating  to  them  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  any  busi¬ 
ness  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice  thereof  has  been  given 
as  above  stated.

Rep.  Johnson,  of  Rhode  Island,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  made  the  following  report,  which  wms  laid  on  the  table 
under  the  rule : 

To  the  JR.  W.  Grand  JLodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  No.  2,  having  considered  the  appeal  of  Eman¬ 
uel  Amick,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  would  report  the  following,  which 
is  mainly  an  extract  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  as  a  fair  though  brief  statement  of  the  facts  of  the  case  : 

First.  In  substance  that  Bro.  E,  Amick,  of  Goshen  Lodge,  was  charged 
with  ‘  ‘  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow.  ”  This  general  charge  is  further 
carried  out  under  diiferent  specifications,  charging  the  brother  with  obtain¬ 
ing  money  fraudulently,  and  with  obtaining  the  signature  of  a  brother  Odd 
Fellow  to  notes  as  his  surety  under  certain  promises  to  secure  the  brother 
thus  bailing  him,  which  it  is  charged  he  did  not  do,  nor  ever  intended  to 
do.  A  ballot  was  had  and  Bro.  Amick  was  declared  expelled,  from  which 
decision  he  appealed  to  the  District  Grand  Committee;  which  committee 

JResolved,  That  the  action  of  Goshen  Lodge  was  illegal. 

From  the  decision  of  the  District  Grand  Committee,  Goshen  Lodge  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  The  points  of  error  which  were  assign¬ 
ed  against  Goshen  Lodge  are  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  Noble  Grand  erred  in  allowing  members  to  retire  before  ballot 
and  after  hearing  the  testimony. 

2d.  The  Lodge  erred  in  permitting  a  second  ballot  for  the  same  ofi’ence. 

3d.  The  Noble  Grand  erred  in  declaring  the  brother  expelled  upon  a  vote 
of  fourteen  in  favor  out  of  twenty-two  members  present,  the  same  not  being 
a  two-third  vote. 

4th.  The  Noble  Grand  erred  in  declaring  certain  evidence  for  the  defence 
as  irrelevant  after  the  same  had  been  stated  and  allowed. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  whole  matter,  came  to  the  following  conclusions:

‘  1st.  That  after  the  trial  had  commenced,  one  or  two  witnesses  for  the 
defence  were  allowed  to  state  their  testimony  in  order  that  they  might  retire 
before  the  close  of  the  trial,  and  were  then  excused.  The  N.  G.,  while  ad¬ 
mitting  the  testimony,  stated  his  opinion  that  the  same  was  not  relevant  to 
the  case  in  hand. 

“2d.  We  also  find  that  while  there  were  twenty-two  members  present  but 
twenty-one  were  entitled  to  vote,  one  being  in  arrears  for  dues. 

“3d.  We  also  find  that  upon  the  first  ballot  it  was  discovered,  before 
counting,  that  brothers  voted  who  were  not  entitled  so  to  do,  and  that  the 
ballot  was  not  counted  but  a  new  ballot  ordered,  which  resulted  in  a  vote  of 
fourteen  for  expulsion  and  seven  against. 

“Your  committee  find  no  error  in  the  N.  G.  allowing  members  to  retire 
during  the  trial,  nor  in  stating  his  opinion  that  the  testimony  given  is  irrel¬ 
evant;  the  Lodge  is  the  jury  which  considers  the  evidence  in  all  its  bear- 
ings. 

“We  think  there  was  no  error  in  declaring  the  brother  expelled  under  a 
vote  of  fourteen  out  of  twenty-two,  one  being  in  arrears,  therefore  not  enti¬ 
tled  to  vote  (see  Article  XVI.,  Sec.  5,  Const.  Sub.  Lodges). 

“We  also  think  that  the  N.  G.  was  right  in  ordering  a  re-balloting,  upon 
discovering  that  the  first  ballot  was  an  illegal  one  by  reason  of  brothers  vot¬ 
ing  who  were  not  so  entitled.” 

A  resolution  reported  by  the  committee  reversing  the  action  of  the  District 
Grand  Committee,  and  sustaining  the  action  of  Goshen  Lodge  was  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  From  this  action  an  appeal  is  taken  to  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

From  the  examination  which  your  committee  have  made  of  this  case,  they 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  conclusions  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  are  correct,  and  they  therefore  recommend  that  the  ap¬ 
peal  be  dismissed  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  be  sustained.

Grand  Secretary  discloses  the  fact  that  a  vast  amount  of  intricate  labor  has 
been  performed  by  these  officers  with  a  wisdom,  skill,  dignity,  courtesy,  and 
delicacy  that  are  not  only  highly  honorable  to  them  personally,  but  also  re¬ 
flect  credit  on  the  Grand  Lodge  as  well  as  the  Order  at  large.  Every  subject 
contained  in  the  letters  referred  to  having  been  assigned  to  the  various  com¬ 
mittees  of  this  body,  nothing  is  left  your  committee  but  to  record  their  hearty 
approval  of  the  manner  in  which  the  correspondence  has  been  conducted.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  No.  1,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Elias  Goodwax,  P.  G,,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
have  considered  said  appeal  and  submit  their  views  herewith  concerning  the 
same. 

At  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  for  1877,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Degree  Lodges  in  that  State  was 
proposed  and  entered  on  the  Journal  of  that  body: 

“Amend  Aid.  11. ,  Sec.  1,  Constitution  of  Degree  Lodges,  by  adding 
after  the  last  word  in  the  section  the  words,  ‘  When  deemed  necessary  the 
Degree  Lodge  may  elect  a  Permanent  Secretary  in  addition,  to  serve  twelve 
months,’  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will  read: 

“  ‘Art.  II.,  Sec.  1.  The  elective  officers  of  this  Degree  Lodge  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  D.  M.,  D.  D.  M.,  1st  Asst.  D.  D.  M.,  2d  Asst.  D.  D.  M.,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  a  regular  term  each.  When  deemed  necessary" 
the  Degree  Lodge  may  elect  a  Permanent  Secretary  in  addition,  to  serve 
twelve  months.’  ” 

At  the  session  for  1878  this  proposed  amendment  being  under  considera¬ 
tion,  attention  was  called  by  Bep.  E.  Whitlock,  of  No.  127,  to  the  reading 
of  the  same  as  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  1877,  and 
the  question  was  asked  whether  the  amendment,  if  adopted,  would  read  as 
there  printed. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  it  would. 

From  this  decision  Grand  Bep.  J.  W.  Stebbins  appealed. 

The  Grand  Master  put  the  question,  “Will  the  Grand  Lodge  stand  by  the 
Chair  in  its  decision  ?” 

Which  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

*  Sections  1  and  2  of  Article  II.  of  the  Constitution  for  Degree  Lodges  in  the 
State  of  New  York  read  as  follows:  “Sec.  1.  The  elective  officers  of  this 
Degree  Lodge  shall  consist  of  Degree  Master,  Deputy  Degree  Master,  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  a  regular  term  each. 

“Sec.  2.  The  appointed  officers  shall  consist  of  a  Past  Grand,  First  and 
Second  Ajssistant  Deputy  Degree  Masters,  Warden,  Conductor,  Outside 
Guardian,  and  Inside  Guardian,  who  shall  serve  a  regular  term  each.” 

As  to  the  manner  in  which  amendments  may  be  adopted,  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Y’ork  (Sec.  7,  Ai-t.  YI. )  provide  that  “The Consti¬ 
tution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  cannot  be  changed  or  amended,  except  at  a 
regular  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  next  after  the  regular  session  at  which 
the  proposition  for  such  change  and  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted 
in  writing  by  two  Bepresentatives,  ”  and  the  same  rule  is  made  applicable  to 
amendments  to  the  Constitutions  of  Degree  Lodges  in  that  jurisdiction. 
(See  Sec.  1,  Art.  YI. ,  Degree  Lodge  Constitution. ) 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
in  1873  (page  467,  Pro.  1873),  and  is  still  in  force: 

Besolved,  That  all  amendments  offered  in  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  state 
the  amendment,  and  then  in  full  how  it  should  read,  if  amended.” 

The  question  raised  by  this  appeal  is:  Whether  the  amendment,  if  adopted, 
will  read  as  printed  in  the  Journal  of  1877;  or,  in  other  words.  Would  this 
amendment,  as  stated  in  the  second  clause  of  the  proposition  to  amend,  be, 
if  adopted,  a  valid  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Degree  Lodges  in 
the  jurisdiction  of  New  York? 

We  think  that  the  only  object  of  the  proposed  amendment  was  to  add  to 
Section  1  of  Article  II.  of  said  Constitution  the  words,  “When  deemed  neces- 
sarj’^,  the  Degree  Lodge  may  elect  a  Permanent  Secretary  in  addition,  to 
serve  twelve  months,”  and  that  the  legal  effect  of  this  proposition  was  not  im¬ 
paired  by  the  failure  of  the  proposers  of  the  amendment  to  comply  with  the 
above  resolution. 

The  distinction  between  an  amendment  to  a  Constitution  and  an  annexed 
statement  showing  how  the  section  proposed  to  be  amended  would  read  if 
amended,  is  clearly  recognized  in  this  resolution,  and  it  will  be  observed  by 
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comparing  tae  proposed  amendment,  as  printed  with  the  sections  above  re¬ 
cited,  that  while  it  only  proposes  to  amend  Section  1,  it  in  effect  changes 
both  Sections  1  and  2,  and  would,  if  valid,  render  said  article  incoherent  and 
unintelligible. 

It  is  perhaps  not  improper  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that  the  practice  of 
Grand  Lodges,  now  too  common,  of  allowing  appeals  to  this  Grand  Body 
when  no  wrong  or  inconvenience  can  directly  or  indirectly  occur  to  any  one 
by  the  action  appealed  from,  is  not  to  be  commended,  and  encourages  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  to  raise  abstruse  questions,  the  decision  of 'vhich  are  of 
little  value  compared  with  the  time  and  labor  necessary  to  their  correct  de¬ 
termination. 

For  the  reasons  above  indicated,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Elias  Goodman,  P.  G..  from  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  be  sustained.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Appeals,  No.  2,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  that  the  appeal  case  of  P.  G.  M.  Bross  be  re¬ 
considered  and  decided  on  its  merits,  would  report  that  this  Grand  Lodge, 
in  the  reports  on  this  case  which  were  made  at  the  last  session,  and  which 
are  found  on  pp.  7417-7418  of  the  Revised  Journal,  has  all  the  facts  which 
are  in  the  possession  of  this  committee.  But  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  and  give  this  Grand  Lodge  an  opportunity  to  pass 
upon  the  merits  of  the  appeal,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  two  re¬ 
ports  referred  to  as  above,  be  considered  and  acted  upon  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  determine.

Rep.  Stebbins,  of  New  York,  from  the  Legislative  Commit¬ 
tee,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table 
under  tlie  rule :

Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  asking  the  consideration  and  amendment  of  the  law 
found  in  Section  1117  of  the  Digest,  so  that  it  shall  prohibit  the  election  as 
non-beneficial  members,  of  those  expelled  for  cause,  would  report  that  hav¬ 
ing  carefully  considered  the  same,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  class  of 
former  members  should  not  be  eligible  to  such  membership  while  laboring 
under  such  disability,  and  that  in  this  respect  the  law  should  be  amended. 
They  therefore  submit  the  following: 

Add  after  the  word  “age,”  in  the  sixth  line,  the  words  “  and  who  are  not 
under  expulsion  for  cause.”  So  that  it  shall  read  as  follows; 

1117.  Non~qffi'iated  Odd  Fallows.  Non-affiliated  Odd  Fellows,  who  have 
been  regularly  initiated  in  the  Order,  and  have  retained  membership  therein 
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for  at  least  five  consecutive  years,  anl  wlio,  at  the  time  of  making  applica¬ 
tion  for  reinstatement  or  membership,  shall  be  over  fifty  years  of  age,  and 
who  are  not  under  expulsion  for  cause,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in 
any  Lodge  or  Encampment  as  non-beneficial  members,  upon  such  terms  as 
the  local  law  may  prescribe.  Kespectfully  submitted,

Your  Committee  on  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  to  whom  was  referred  the" reso¬ 
lution  offered  by  Rep.  Lindsley,  of  Wisconsin,  in  reference  to  regalia  and 
jewels  for  officers  of  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  would  report :  The  law  as 
now  existing  provides  that  “  the  brethren  shall  wear  the  regalia  which  they 
are  entitled  to  wear  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge.  Ladies  shall  wear  the  collar 
of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  and  in  addition  thereto,  if  elected  or  appointed 
to  an  office,  the  jewel  of  the  respective  office.” 

The  law  now  permitting  the  ladies  to  hold  the  office  of  Noble  Grand,  and 
as  there  is  no  provision  designating  regalia  or  jewel  for  a  lady  Past  Noble 
Grand,  your  committee  would  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  collar  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  a  lady 
Past  Noble  Grand  shall  be  entitled  to  wear,  as  indicative  of  rank,  a  jewel 
of  white  metal,  to  be  a  five-pointed  star.  All  jewels  used  in  this  degree  to 
be  of  size  in  ^Droportion  to  size  of  collar  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  committee  on  Miscellaneous  Business,  to  whom  was  referred  certain 
portions  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  and  Grand  Secretary’s  reports  in  reference  to 
the  “Yellow  Fever  Epidemic  in  the  South,”  have  considered  the  same  and 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  cannot  find  language  sufficiently  strong  to 
commend  the  liberal,  open-hearted,  and  noble  manner  in  which  the  Order 
has  so  promptly  responded  to  the  calls  for  relief  from  the  afflicted  districts, 
which  shows  so  forcibly,  in  deeds  that  can  never  be  forgotten,  the  true  char¬ 
acteristics  of  our  great  brotherhood. 

Your  committee  find  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  resolutions  adopted 
heretofore,  and  found  on  pages  6577  and  6578  of  the  Journal,  regulating  the 
manner  for  receiving  and  distributing  the  funds  made  under  the  calls  for 
relief,  that  there  is  great  liability  for  misconstruction,  and  to  make  this  pro¬ 
vision  more  plain,  they  propose  an  additional  resolution.  It  is  well  known 
that  during  an  epidemic  the  Lodges  in  the  places  where  it  exists  are  entirely 
depleted  in  means,  and  their  members  often  very  much  reduced  by  death, 
and  there  is  always  left  on  their  hands  from  the  effects  of  the  scourge,  a. 
large  number  of  destitute  widows  and  helpless  orphans,  whose  wants  they 
are  bound  to  relieve.  We  propose  that  if  there  should  be  any  funds  left 
over  after  the  fever  or  other  calamity  subsides,  which  have  been  given  for 
the  relief  of  the  distress  occasioned  by  such  calamity,  that  the  amount,  if 
any,  shall  be  retained  and  credited  to  the  Widow  and  Orphan  Fund  in 
each  jurisdiction,  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  relief  of  those  widows  and 
orphans  only  who  have  been  made  such  by  the  epidemic  or  other  calamity 
for  which  the  funds  were  given,  and  that  a  strict  and  separate  account  be 
kept  of  the  same,  which  may  be  referred  to  at  any  time  and  reported  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  if  necessary,  and  that  the  bond  required  on  such  occasions 
shall  recite  “that  under  no  circumstances  shall  the  funds  contributed  under 
any  call  for  relief  be  in  any  way  diverted  from  the  purpose  of  the  distress- 
occasioned  by  the  epidemic  or  other  calamity  existing  when  the  calls  were 
made.” 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  to 
wit  : 

Resolved,  That  if  at  any  time  when  calls  have  been  made  for  relief  from 
any  jurisdiction  “  suffering  under  any  great  calamity,”  the  Relief  Commit¬ 
tee,  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  have 
a  surplus  in  their  hands  after  the  sickness  or  other  calamity  has  subsided, 
and  when  there  shall  be  widows  and  orphans  left  on  their  hands  in  a  desti¬ 
tute  condition  who  have  been  made  so  by  the  calamity,  for  the  relief  of 
which  the  funds  were  given,  they  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  such  funds  in 
their  hands  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  relief  of  such  widows  and  orphans 
only,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.  Respectfully  submitted,

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  L  0.  0.  F. : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  to  which  was 
referred  the  resolutions  offered  by  Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  at  the  last  com¬ 
munication  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Body  upon  the  subject  of  inter-jurisdictional 
relief,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee  thereon,  also 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  upon  certain  resolutions  emanat¬ 
ing  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  upon  a  cognate  subject,  would  respect¬ 
fully  report : 
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That  the  subject  of  inter -jurisdictional  relief  is  one  of  the  utmost  import¬ 
ance,  and  upon  the  equitable  adjustment  of  which  will  very  materially  de¬ 
pend  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission  of  this  Order  in  one  direction  at 
least,  “  the  relief  of  distress  and  the  burial  of  the  dead.”  The  necessity  for 
the  establishment  of  some  system  by  which  each  jurisdiction  may  be  re¬ 
quired  to  provide  for  the  proper  care  of  its  ovti  sick  and  distressed  members, 
when  without  as  well  as  when  within  the  limits  of  their  own  jurisdiction, 
is  becoming  the  pressing  need  of  the  hour,  and  only  as  this  Grand  Lodge 
shall  arise  to  the  full  appreciation  of  the  situation,  and  occupy  its  legitimate 
position  of  dispensing  exact  justice  to  all,  will  the  membership  accord  to  it 
that  high  honor  and  dignity  which  it  should  be  entitled  to  claim.  A  system 
which  entails  upon  one  jurisdiction  the  burdens  which  should  be  borne  by 
all ;  which  allows  one  jurisdiction  to  throw  its  burdens  of  relief  upon 
another — without  the  possibility  of  such  latter  ever  expecting  or  hoping  to 
be  reimbursed,  is  in  itself  wholly  and  entirely  vicious,  and  only  when  this 
Grand  Lodge  by  appropriate  legislation  shall  have  rendered  such  a  system 
impossible,  can  it  claim  that  it  has  practised  that  “justice  which  is  the  only 
sure  foundation  upon  which  our  feet  can  stand.” 

Recognizing  that  our  present  system  of  inter-jurisdictional  relief  leads  to 
results  such  as  above  intimated,  the  follo\\dng  is  olfered  for  the  adoption  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  intercourse,  government,  and  exchange  for  the 
establishment  of  a  proper  system  of  inter-jurisdictional  relief  as  introduced 
by  Rep.  Dann  at  the  last  session,  pages  7466  and  7467  of  the  Revised  Journal, 
in  our  judgment,  presents  a  feasible  basis  for  the  establishment  of  such  a 
system. 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  requested  and  instructed  to 
report  a  proper  law  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  system,  and  report  the  same 
at  the  next  communication  of  this  body.  Respectfully  submitted,

‘  ‘  Resolved,  That  our  Kepresentatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  be  instructed  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  have  the  laws  so  changed  that 
officers  of  Subordinate  Encampments  may  be  elected  for  one  year,  instead 
of  six  months,”  would  respectfully  report,  that  having  fully  considered  the 
subject,  they  are  satisfied  it  is  a  question  which  should  be  left  to  the  local  le¬ 
gislation  of  State  Grand  Encampments.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  State  Grand  Encampments  are  permitted,  if  they  shall  deem 
it  for  the  best  interest  of  Subordinate  Encampments,  to  make  the  term  of 
office  one  ;year.  Respectfully  submitted,

make  the  term  of  office  in  Subordinates  one  year. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment.  Rep.  McKinney,  of 
Texas,  moved  to  add  the  following,  which  was  accepted  by 
Rep.  Oberly: 
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Provided,  That  the  term  of  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  either  six  months 
or  twelve  months. 

The  question  being  on  the  amendment,  Rep.  McKinney,  of 
Texas,  moved  to  lay  the  subject  on  the  table,  which  was  not 
agreed  to,  forty-eight  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  sixty-seven 
in  the  negative. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  of  Rep.  Oberly, 
of  Illinois,  it  was  not  agreed  to,  forty-eight  voting  in  the  affirm¬ 
ative  and  fifty-four  in  the  negative. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
committee.  Rep.  McCahan,  of  Maryland,  moved  that  the  sub¬ 
ject  be  indefinitely  postponed,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  again  recurring  on  the  report  of  the  commit¬ 
tee,  it  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

On  motion  ot*  Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  the  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned. 

4  o’clock,  p.  m. 

The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Present,  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  Representatives. 
Rep.  Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  instructed  to  report,  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  legal  status  of  this  Grand  Lodge  with  respect  to  the  change  of 
name  adopted  at  this  session  considering  the  act  incorporating  this  Grand 
Lodge  heretofore  granted  by  the  Legislature  of  Maryland,  that  is  to  say,  can 
the  new  name  be  used  before  an  amendatory  act  be  obtained  from  the  Mary¬ 
land  Legislature? 

Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  death  of  Nathan  Porter,  Grand  Representative,  made  the 
following  report,  which,  the  rule  being  suspended,  was  consid¬ 
ered  and  unanimously  adopted : 

To  the  B.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

Your  special  committee  on  the  death  of  Grand  Kepresentative  Nathan 
PoKTER,  of  California,  would  respectfully  report  that  the  brethren  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  the  entire  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  have  sustained  an  irreparable 
loss  in  the  death  of  this  truly  good  man  and  noble  Odd  Fellow,  and  we  know 
of  no  more  feeling  tribute  that  can  be  paid  him  than  the  one  accorded  by 
the  Patriarchs  of  Golden  Gate  Encampment,  No.  1,  of  San  Francisco,  of 
which  he  was  a  member.  They  say: 

“When  a  person  has  so  passed  this  earthly  life  that  he  may  properly  re¬ 
ceive  the  commendation  of ‘Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant,’ when 
called  to  enter  upon  his  rest,  it  is  but  just  to  his  memory  that  some  record, 
however  brief,  should  be  made  of  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by 
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those  with  whom  he  was  associated  in  life,  that  words  of  consolation  may  be 
spoken  to  the  bereaved,  that  integrity  and  fidelity  may  be  honored,  and  that 
a  true  character  may  not  pass  away  unrecognized.” 

Patriarch  Nathan  Poetee  has  gone  from  our  earthly  tents  to  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  beyond  the  river,  stricken  down  by  the  Angel  of  Death  in  the  midst  of 
his  increasing  usefulness,  and  in  the  full  vigor  of  his  manhood  days.  We 
can  as  yet  hardly  realize  the  great  loss  sustained  by  our  Order  in  his  death, 
for  his  name  was  a  familiar  one  in  every  Lodge  in  our  vast  brotherhood,  and 
his  well-earned  fame  was  not  confined  to  his  own  State,  or  even  to  our  na¬ 
tional  jurisdiction,  for  his  signal  ability  as  a  counselor  and  legislator,  his 
reputation  as  a  speaker  in  expounding  our  laws  or  promulgating  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  our  Order,  was  acknowledged  ;  and  Nathan  Poetee  was  honored  and 
loved  wherever  the  language  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  spoken.  Of  him  it  can 
truly  be  said,  no  one  was  more  fully  imbued  with  the  pure  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  or  strove  more  faithfully  to  exemplify  them  in  his  daily  life. 
Like  Abou  Ben  Adhem  he  loved  his  fellow-man,  and  he  found  in  our  Order 
a  place  to  labor  congenial  to  his  active  mind  and  the  warm  impulses  of  his 
kind  heart.  He  said,  “He  regarded  Odd  Fellowship,  in  its  influence  for 
good  upon  mankind,  as  the  grandest,  noblest,  and  most  potent  institution 
now  extant  in  the  world,  ”  and  few,  if  any,  among  the  illustrious  names  con¬ 
nected  with  Odd  Fellowship,  have  done  more  than  he  to  make  it  the  power 
for  good  it  now  is  in  the  land. 

For  more  than  a  third  of  a  century  he  was  untiring  in  his  zeal,  and  self- 
sacrificing  in  his  labors  to  advance  the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  Not 
seeking  preferment  (for  he  might  have  held  the  highest  place),  though  he 
was  called  again  and  again  to  positions  of  honor,  which  he  always  filled  with 
credit  to  himself,  and  by  his  wisdom,  promptness,  and  affability  of  manner, 
reflected  honor  upon  the  positions  he  filled — he  never  shirked  responsibility, 
and  was  always  ready  at  duty’s  call.  As  a  citizen  he  was  a  lover  of  his  coun¬ 
try,  an  upholder  of  its  laws,  faithful  to  all  trusts  reposed  in  him,  fearless  in 
condemning  wrong,  and  firm  in  what  he  thought  to  be  right ;  truthful  and 
courteoiis  in  his  intercourse  with  his  fellow-men  ;  a  sincere  and  devoted 
friend  ;  a  true  and  affectionate  husband  and  father.  His  was  a  well-rounded 
character,  worthy  of  imitation.  By  those  who  knew  him  intimately  in  the 
social  relations  of  life,  he  was  sincerely  loved  and  respected.  Truly  the 
Order  has  lost  a  wise  counselor,  a  capable  defender,  a  loved  and  honored 
Patriarch.  May  his  virtues  be  engraved  upon  the  tablets  of  enduring  mem¬ 
ory,  and  may  his  example  be  as  a  shining  light,  to  guide  the  feet  of  those 
who  enter  our  portals  or  tread  the  pilgrimage  of  life.  And  in  our  great  loss 
we  would  not  forget  the  family  of  the  deceased,  but  would  tender  our  sym¬ 
pathy  and  condole  with  them  in  this  their  great  bereavement. 

“  Eest,  Spirit  free ! 

In  the  green  pastures  of  the  heavenly  shore 
Where  sin  and  sorrow  can  approach  no  more, 

With  all  the  flock  by  the  good  shepherd  fed, 

Beside  the  streams  of  life  eternal  led, 

Forever  with  thy  God  and  Saviour  blest. 

Rest,  sweetly  rest!” 

“  From  this  bleak  hill  of  storms. 

To  yon  warm  sunny  heights 
*  Where  love  forever  shines, 

Pass  over  to  thy  rest. 

The  rest  of  God.”

“months,”  in  line  5,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  viz.:  They 
shall  be  entitled  to  such  mileage  and  per  diem  as  this  Grand  Lodge  may 
from  time  to  time  determine. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  it 
was  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  ninety  voting  in  favor  and 
none  against.

Morris,  of  Kentucky,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Bro.  J.  B.  Harmon,  D  G.  S  ,  be  asked  to  furnish  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  writing  the  interesting  and  valuable  information  made  in  his  verbal 
report  of  his  mission  to  Australasia,  and  the  same  be  printed  in  the  Revised 
Journal. 
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Rep.  Blanks,  of  Virginia,  moved  tlie  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee: 


Resolved,  That  when  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  is 
continuously  re-elected  to  fill  an  ofiice  in  either  of  said  bodies,  that  it  is  not 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  brother  to  be  formally  installed  at  each  succeed¬ 
ing  election.

said  session  shall  be  held,  or  if  the  Grand  Lodge  be  not  in  session  when 
such  emergency  occurs,  such  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  Most  Worthy 
Grand  Sire.

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Rep. 
Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  as  to  the  legal  status  of  this  Grand  Lodge  since  its 
change  of  name — 

Beg  leave  to  report  that  the  change  of  name  does  not  impair  any  of  the 
rights  of  this  body  which  it  has  in  any  manner  acquired.  Until  a  new 
Charter  is  obtained,  contracts  can  be  made  by  this  Grand  LoJge  under  either 
name,  and  all  legal  rights  and  remedies  under  such  contracts  can  be  se¬ 
cured  by  the  law  under  the  old  corporate  name.  At  the  same  time  it  would  be 
proper,  and  certainly  more  convenient,  to  have  this  body  incorporated  under 
its  present  name.  We  therefore  recommend  the  following; 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  be  and  are  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  and  required  to  solicit  and  obtain  from  the  next  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  a  new  or  amended  Charter  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  name 
it  has  assumed  at  the  present  session  of  this  body.

Whereas,  Under  the  Rules  of  Order  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  No.  34,  “every 
member  is  bound  to  vote  unless  excused;”  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  in  contemplation 
of  said  constitutional  provision,  no  member  can  be  deemed  “  present  on -a 
call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,”  whose  vote,  or  that- of  his  colleague  for  him,  does 
not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  said  yeas  and  nays,  or  unless  he  is  excused 
by  vote  of  this  Grand  Lodge  from  voting. 


Rep.  Thompson,  of  Missouri,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table 
under  the  rule : 


To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F. : 

Your  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  T. 
Moliter,  P.  G.,  from  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana, 
would  respectfully  report  that  we  have  considered  the  same  and  find  the 
facts  as  follows: 

Bro.  John  Luke,  a  member  in  good  standing  of  Montana  Lodge,  No.  1, 
died  and  was  buried.  The  Constitution  of  Subordinates,  Article  III.,  Sec.  5, 
reads : 

“In  case  of  the  death  of  a  brother  entitled  to  benefits,  there  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge  not  less  than  thirty  ($30)  dollars  to  de¬ 
fray  the  expenses  of  burial.  In  the  absence  of  competent  relatives  the 
N.  G.  shall  take  charge  of  the  funeral.” 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  read: 

“  On  the  death  of  a  member  in  good  standing  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dol¬ 
lars  shall  be  allowed  for  funeral  expenses.” 

The  N.  G.  of  the  Lodge  decided  that  there  could  be  no  benefits  paid  to  the 
heirs  of  Bro.  Luke,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not  dependent  heirs;  and 
that  bills  contracted  for  the  funeral  of  Bro.  Luke  could  not  be  lawfully  paid 
by  his  Lodge,  because  Bro.  Luke’s  body  was  not  taken  charge  of  and  buried 
by  the  Lodge.  On  an  appeal  to  the  Lodge  the  N.  G.  was  sustained,  when  an 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  sustained  the  Lodge.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Montana  approved  the  decision 
of  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  their  report  sustaining 
the  Grand  Master’s  decision.

This  Grand  Lodge  has  decided  that  funeral  expenses  must  be  paid,  except 
“  when  a  deceased  brother  has  been  buried  while  in  the  public  service  at 
the  expense  of  the  United  States.”  See  Digest,  197.

Y'^our  Appeal  Committee,  No.  2,  to  whom  -was  referred  the  appeal  of  J.  F. 
Milter,  P.  G.  Rep.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
in  the  case  of  T.  B.  Robinson,  P.  G.,  vs.  Templar  Lodge,  No.  17,  of  that 
jurisdiction,  would  respectfully  report,  that  we  find  the  facts  to  be  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Bro.  T.  B.  Robinson  was  for  some  time  receiving  benefits  from  Tem¬ 
plar  Lodge.  On  the  11th  of  July,  1877,  on  a  report  made  by  the  Visiting 
Committee,  accompanied  by  the  certificates  of  four  physicians,  the  appellant 
was  declared  out  of  the  care  of  the  Lodge  from  June  27th.  The  appellant 
complained  of  the  action  of  the  Lodge  at  the  meetings  on  July  18th  and  Au¬ 
gust  15th.  At  the  meeting  of  August  29th  the  Visiting  Committee  of  that  term, 
consisting  of  seven  members,  three  of  whom  were  members  of  the  former  com¬ 
mittee,  made  a  w^ritten  report,  signed  by  all  the  members,  that  they  did  not 
consider  the  appellant  sick  within  the  meaning  of  the  law'  entitling  members 
to  weekly  benefits.  The  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  Article  TS^, 
Sec.  2,  reads: 

“Sec.  2.  Every  member  .qualified  as  required  by  the  By-Laws  shall,  in 
case  of  being  disabled  by  sickness  or  bodily  injury  from  following  his  usual 
occupation,  or  otherwise  earning  a  livelihood,  be  entitled  to  and  may  receive 
from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge,  such  w'eekly  benefits  as  may  be  fixed  by  law, 
which  in  no  case  shall  be  less  than  one  dollar  per  week  for  members  of  the 
Initiate;  tw'O  dollars  per  week  for  members  of  the  First  and  Second  De¬ 
grees;  three  dollars  per  week  for  members  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  De¬ 
grees;  and  four  dollars  per  week  for  members  who  have  attained  the  Fifth  or 
Scarlet  Degree.  All  such  benefits  shall  commence  within  six  months  from 
date  of  admission  to  membership.” 

The  By-Law  on  the  subject  is: 

“  Aeticie  XXL,  Section  1.  A  member,  not  disqualified  to  receive  benefits, 
w'ho,  by  sickness  or  accident  may  be  rendered  incapable  of  earning  a  liveli¬ 
hood,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  may  receive  from  the  funds  of  the  Lodge, 
three  dollars  per  week  if  he  be  an  initiatory  member;  five  dollars  per  week, 
if  he  has  attained  only  the  Third  Degree;  or  ten  dollars  per  week,  if  he  has 
attained  the  Fifth  Degree,  during  such  sickness  or  inability,  except  he  be 
absent  from  the  city,  in  which  case  he  mnst  comply  wdth  the  requisitions 
of  the  Second  Section  of  this  Article.  His  benefits  shall  commence  at  the 
time  of  being  reported  to  the  Lodge,  or  to  any  member  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
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mittee.  If  his  sickness  or  inability  proceed  from  intemperance  or  immoral 
conduct,  or  be  occasioned  by  any  constitutional  disease  or  bodily  infirmity 
which  existed  at  the  time  of  his  admission,  and  which  was  concealed  inten¬ 
tionally  from  the  Lodge,  he  shall  not  be  'entitled  to  receive  any  benefits. 
And  no  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  until  he  shall  have  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  six  months.” 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  testimony  that  the  brother  was  incapable  of 
earning  a  livelihood  during  the  time  that  he  was  refused  benefits  by  the 
Lodge,  and  from  the  records  it  would  seem  that  the  matter  was  fully  and 
fairly  considered  by  the  Lodge.  We  therefore  submit  the  following  and 
recommend  its  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  in  the  appeal 
of  J.  F.  Milleb,  P.  G.  Representative,  in  the  case  of  T.  B.  Robinson,  P.  G., 
vs.  Templar  Lodge,  No.  17,  be  sustained  and  the  appeal  dismissed.

Prayer  by  Bro.  Rev.  J.  W.  Venable,  R.  W.  G.  Chaplain. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire  examined  the  Representa¬ 
tives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 

Whereupon,  by  further  order  of  the  Grand  Sire,  he  declared 
the  Lodg^e  open  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Muckle,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  reading 'of 
the  minutes  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Lodge  as  follows : 

Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  and  Representatives, — I  rise  to  express  my 
high  sense  of  acknowledgment  of  the  courtesy  and  generous  liberality  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  in  its  legislation  concerning  the  Grand 
Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  during  this  session,  to  which  I 
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render  my  cordial  assent.  I  cheerfully  accept '  the  provision  made  by  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  the  Grand  Cor.  and  Kec.  Sec’y,  and 
adopted  by  the  Lodge.  But  I  desire  to  say  at  once  that  I  shall  not  consent, 
with  my  present  sense  of  duty  and  obligation  to  this  institution,  to  become 
its  pensioner.  So  soon  as  I  shall  cease,  by  reason  of  physical  disability,  to 
perform  the  general  duties  of  this  olBfice,  I  shall  retire  from  it  promptly  and 
return  it  to  this  Lodge  for  its  proper  occupancy. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Yeitch,  P.  Gr.  Sire,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Kecording  Secretary  be  re¬ 
quested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  his  remarks  for  publication  in  the  lie  vised  Jour¬ 
nal. 

The  Grand  Sire  announced  the  receipt  of  twenty-five  dollars 
from  Chemeketa  Lodge,  No.  1,  Salem,  Oregon,  for  the  relief 
of  sufferers  by  yellow  fever  in  the  South. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  the  rule  requir¬ 
ing  reports  to  lie  on  the  table  for  one  day  was  suspended  for 
the  remainder  of  the  session. 

The  Standing  and  Special  Oommittees  were  called,  when 

Bep.  Glenn,  of  Georgia,  from  the  Committee  on  Petitions, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F. : 

The  Committee  on  Petitions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Bro. 
A.  B.  Geosh,  report  that  since  the  papers  in  this  case  came  into  the  hands 
of  the  committee  they  have  not  had  the  time  or  the  means  to  investigate  the 
merits  of  the  petition. 

The  representations  made  by  Bro.  A.  B.  Geosh  in  his  memorial,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  entitle  him  to  be  heard  in  the  premises.  We 
therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  and  ask  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Bro.  A.  B.  Geosh  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  the  facts  in  the  case 
and  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

Bro.  Yeitch,  P.  G.  Sire,  from  tke  Special  Committee  on  the  . 
death  of  Bro.  Fred.  D.  Stuart,  P.  G.  Sire,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F : 

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand 
Sire’s  report  relating  to  the  death  of  P.  G.  Sire  Feed.  D.  Stuaet,  would  re¬ 
port  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  seldom  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death 
of  one  of  its  members  more  honored  in  its  annals,  more  zealous  in  promot¬ 
ing  the  object  and  interests  of  our  Order,  and  more  efficient  as  an  earnest 
laborer  in  its  cause.  For  a  period  of  nearly  half  a  century  he  has  been 
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identified  with  Odd  Fellowship,  and  has  filled  every  station  of  labor  and 
honor  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  in  its  gift.  In  his  own  immediate  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge,  in  the  Grand  Bodies  of  his  jurisdiction,  and  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  he  has  ever  evinced  an  earnestness  and  faithfulness  in  the  discharge 
of  every  duty  devolving  upon  him.  During  his  long  service  as  an  able  Eep- 
resentative  upon  the  floor  of  this  body,  he  enjoyed  the  esteem  and  confi¬ 
dence  of  his  co-representatives,  who,  appreciating  his  fitness  for  the  more 
exalted  stations  in  the  highest  council  of  the  Order,  called  him  first  to  the 
position  of  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  subsequently  to  that  of  Grand  Sire,  in 
both  of  which  positions  he  served  with  marked  ability  and  with  benefit  to 
the  Order  at  large,  who,  with  us,  mourn  his  loss  as  one  of  the  most  able  ex¬ 
ponents  of  the  principles  of  our  institution. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  remarks  made  by  Rep.  Given,  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  on  the  second  day  of  this  session,  upon  announcing 
the  death  of  our  distinguished  brother,  be  printed  in  the  Revised  Journal, 
and  that  a  memorial  tablet  be  set  apart  therein,  containing  a  synopsis  of  the 
services  of  our  deceased  brother. 

The  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their 
adoption  : 

Besdved,  That  in  the  death  of  P.  G.  Sire  Fred.  D.  Stuart,  this  Grand 
Lodge  has  lost  a  time-honored  and  efficient  member,  and  the  Order  at  large 
an  eminent  and  zealous  servant  and  co-laborer. 

Besdved,  That  we  sympathize  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  with  which  our  deceased  brother  was  so  long  and  earnestly  iden¬ 
tified. 

Resdved,  That  the  family  of  our  deceased  brother  have  our  profound  con¬ 
dolence  and  sympathy  in  this  hour  of  their  affliction  and  sorrow  in  the  death 
of  one  so  worthy  of  their  love. 

Resolved,  That  the  remarks  of  Rep.  Given,  on  the  death  of  P.  G.  Sire  Fred. 
D.  Stuart,  be  spread  upon  the  Revised  Journal,  and  a  memorial  page  be  set 
apart  therein  commemorating  the  services  of  the  deceased.

Boyles,  of  Tennessee,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
Funeral  Ceremony,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  post¬ 
poned  till  the  next  session,  and  the  committee  was  continued,^ 
with  leave  to  present  an  additional  report  at  the  next  session 
if  they  so  desire : 
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To  the  R.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I  0.  0.  F.: 

Your  committee  to  prepare  a  form  of  Funeral  Ceremony,  beg  leave  to  re¬ 
port  : 

That  they  have  prepared  no  new  ceremony,  but  an  addition,  which  may 
be  used  with  either  of  those  already  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

They  propose  the  responsive  service,  hereto  annexed,  to  be  used  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  opening  address  by  the  Chaplain  and  before  the  hymn  and 
closing  prayer. 

They  respectfully  submit  the  same  and  ask  for  its  adoption.

Noble  Grand.  What  man  is  he  that  liveth  and  shall  not  see  death? 
Shall  he  deliver  his  soul  from  the  hand  of  the  grave  ? 

Chaplain.  There  is  no  man  that  hath  power  over  the  spirit  to  retain  it; 
neither  hath  he  power  in  the  day  of  death  ;  and  there  is  no  discharge  in  that 
way. 

Noble  Grand.  Your  fathers,  where  are  they  ?  and  the  prophets,  do  they 
live  forever  ? 

Chaplain.  We  are  strangers  before  them,  and  sojourners,  as  were  all  our 
fathers  ;  our  days  on  earth  are  as  a  shadow,  there  is  none  abiding. 

Noble  Grand.  Is  there  not  an  appointed  time  to  man  upon  earth  ?  Are 
not  his  days  also  like  the  days  of  a  hireling  ? 

Chaplain.  To  everything  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  for  every  jiurpose 
under  the  heaven;  a  time  to  be  born  and  a  time  to  die;  a  time  to  weep  and 
a  time  to  laugh. 

Noble  Grand.  If  a  man  die,  shall  he  live  again  ? 

Chaplain.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into 
the  ground  and  die,  it  abideth  alone  ;  but  if  it  die,  it  bringeth  forth  much 
fruit.  For  we  have  here  no  continuing  city,  but  we  seek  one  to  come. 

Kesponse  by  Brethren,  Farewell,  brother  !  We  hope  to  meet  you  in  the 
Eternal  Home. 

{After  a  pause. ) 

Chaplain.  Man  goeth  to  his  long  home,  and  the  mourners  go  about  the 
streets.  Then  shall  the  dust  return  to  the  earth  as  it  was,  and  the  spirit 
shall  return  unto  God  who  gave  it. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Rep.  Hoffman,  of  Indiana, 
and  to  Rep.  Oviatt,  of  Micliigan,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
session. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  the  call  of  juris- 
dictions  was  omitted  for  this  day. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  Sire,  the  Lodge  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  consider  the  reports  of  committees  as  they  appear 
on  the  Journal. 

The  first  report,  page  7842,  from  the  Special  Committee  on. 
a  Plan  of  Endowment,  was  considered. 

The  question  being  on  tlie  adoption  of  the  report.  Rep. 
Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  to  postpone  the  further  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  subject  until  the  next  Annual  Session. 
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Rep.  Woodruff,  of  Georgia,  moved  the  following: 

Besolved,  That  the  subject  of  endowment,  as  reported  by  the  special  com¬ 
mittee,  be  re-referred  to  the  committee,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the 
next  session  of  this  K.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Kepresentatives  to  this  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to 
present  the  matter  of  endowment  to  their  various  State  Grand  Bodies,  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  an  expression  from  those  bodies  relative  thereto,  and 
invite  any  suggestions  which  may  be  pertinent  to  the  subject,  to  be  forward¬ 
ed  to  the  committee  during  the  recess  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Oberly,  of  Illinois,  moved  to  amend,  by  adding  after 

next  session  ’’  the  words  “  or  at  an  adjourned  session  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  if  such  session  shall  be  held,’’  which  was  ac¬ 
cepted  by  Rep.  Woodruff. 

The  question  being  on  tlie  adoption  of  the  resolutions,  it  was 
resolved  in  the  affirmative,  and  the  report  was  recommitted. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  the  report  of  the 
Legislative  Committee,  page  7816,  on  the  resolution  of  Rep. 
Dann,  of  California,  was  considered’  in  connection  with  tlie 
minority  report,  page  7858,  on  the  same  subject. 

Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  that  the  majority 
report  be  adopted. 

Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
the  word  “majority”  and  inserting  “minority.” 

Bro.  Sanders,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
agreed  to,  sixty  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  forty-eight  in  the 
negative : 

Resdved,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  two  reports  be  dispensed 
with,  and  that  the  subject-matter  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five, 
who  shall  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  body. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  the  report  of  the 
Legislative  Committee,  page  7817,  on  the  resolution  submitted 
by  Rep.  Boyd,  of  California,  was  considered. 

Bro,  Sanders,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  to  refer  it  to  the  special 
committee  just  authorized,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
committee,  it  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

The  next  report,  page  7848,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations,  on  the  affairs  of  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Har¬ 
mony  Lodge,  No.  3,  Sandwich  Islands,  was  considered  and 
adopted. 
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The  next  report,  page  7849,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Order,  on  the  questions  of  Reps.  Robbins  and 
Anderson,  of  Rhode  Island,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Committee  on  the  De¬ 
gree  of  Rebekah,  on  tlie  resolutions  submitted  by  Rep.  Jones, 
of  Wisconsin,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7850,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  from  the  Crand  Lodge  of  California,  was  consid¬ 
ered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Committee  on  Print¬ 
ing  Supplies,  on  the  subject  of  a  Revision  of  the  Ritual  in  the 
French  Language,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  Committee  on  Peti¬ 
tions,  on  the  application  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7851,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Degree  of  Rebekah,  on  the  subjects  referred  to  them  in 
1877,  was  considered. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Rep.  An¬ 
derson,  of  Rhode  Island,  moved  to  postpone  the  further  con¬ 
sideration  until  the  next  session. 

Rep.  Busbee,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  to  lay  the  subject 
on  the  table,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  motion  to  postpone  until  the 
next  session,  it  was  resolved  in  the  negative. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  a  di¬ 
vision  was  asked  for. 

The  question  being  on  the  first  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  second  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  third  resolution,  it  was  resolved 
in  the  negative. 

The  question  being  on  the  fourth  resolution.  Rep.  Boyles, 
of  Tennessee,  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  “  guar¬ 
dian  in  the  fourth  lino,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  fourth  resolu. 
tion,  it  was  agreed  to,  ninety  voting  in  the  affirmative  and 
twenty  in  the  negative. 
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Rep.  Dann,  of  California,  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  just 
had,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  being  on  the  fifth  resolution,  it  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  report  and  resolutions  as  amended  were  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7853,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  on  the  appeal  of  Emanuel  Amick,  from  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7854,  from  the  Committee  on  Corre¬ 
spondence,  on  the  general  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Sire 
and  Grand  Secretary,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,'  page  7855,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  1,  on  the  appeal  of  Elias  Goodman,  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  was  considered. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  Bro.  San¬ 
ders,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the 
report  be  indefinitely  postponed,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  it  was 
resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

The  next  report,  page  7856,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  on  the  request  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  appeal  of  P.  G.  Master  Bross,  at  the  session  of 
1877,  was  considered  and  adopted. 

Rep.  Oberly,  of  Illinois,  moved  that  the  Lodge  proceed  to 
consider  the  reports  on  pages  7417  and  7418,  Journal  of  1877, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

Rep.  Oberly,  of  Illinois,  moved  that  the  majority  report, 
on  page  7417,  as  follows,  be  adopted,  which  was  agreed  to: 

In  the  appeal  of  F.  Bross,  P.  of  Illinois,  from  the  action  of  the 

Grand  Lodge  of  that  State,  your  committee  find  the  facts  to  be  as  follows: 

A  brother  made  application  in  writing  to  his  Lodge  for  a  Withdrawal  Card 
in  the  following  words : 

“  Will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  grant  me  a  Withdrawal  Card  with  the  privilege 
of  deposit  ?” 

The  Lodge  granted  the  card  in  the  usual  form,  which  was  accepted  by  the 
brother  applying  for  it.  In  granting  the  card  the  Lodge  ignored  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  privilege  to  deposit.  With  this  the  brother  was  dissatisfied, 
and  asked  that  such  permission  be  given  him,  or  that  he  be  placed  back  in 
the  Lodge  without  depositing  his  card  as  the  law  requires — in  other  words, 
that  he  should  still  be  considered  a  member,  notwithstanding  a  Withdrawal 
Card  bad  been  granted  him.  The  Lodge  refused  to  do  either,  and  the  Grand 
Master  of  said  State  decided;  “That  when  the  Lodge  vot-ed  to  grant  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  brother  for  a  Withdrawal  Card,  it  voted  to  grant  such  card  with 
the  privilege  of  deposit;”  that  the  Lodge  could  not  legally  vote  to  grant  a 
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card  with  such  a  privilege  attached  to  it,  and  declared  the  vote  to  be  null 
and  void,  and  directed  it  to  be  set  aside.  The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the 
Grand  Master  in  this  decision,  and  from  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  this 
appeal  is  taken. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  sustained,  and  for  the  rea¬ 
son  given  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  in 
their  report  of  the  case,  which  is  as  follows: 

“Your  committee  consider  the  words  used  by  the  brother  in  his  applica¬ 
tion,  ‘  with  the  privilege  of  deposit,’ simply  superfluous;  that  if  a  card  is 
voted  to  a  brother,  it  carries  with  it  the  right  to  deposit  it,  without  written 
permission,  wherever  he  desires,  the  Lodge  to  which  he  may  present  it  being 
willing  to  receive  him,  and  no  question  of  jurisdiction  being  raised;  that  the 
action  of  the  Lodge  in  granting  the  Withdrawal  Card  was  proper,  and  the 
superfluous  words  in  the  application  did  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  card.”

The  next  report,  same  page,  from  the  same  committee,  on  the 
resolution  of  Rep.  Lindsley,  of  Wisconsin,  on  the  subject  of 
regalia  and  jewels  for  officers  of  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges,  was 
considered  and  adopted. 

The  next  report,  page  7858,  from  the  Committee  on  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Business,  on  the  subject  of  the  yellow  fever  epidemic 
in  the  South,  as  referred  to  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  was  considered. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  report.  Rep.  Tick- 
NOR,  of  Illinois,  moved  to  postpone  the  further  consideration 
of  the  subject  until  the  next  session,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  it  was 
resolved  in  the  negative. 

The  next  report,  page  7859,  from  the  Legislative  Committee, 
on  the  resolution  of  Rep.  Gwinner,  of  Pennsylvania, providing 
for  a  change  in  the  law.  Section  1687a,  Digest,  was  considered. 
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Rep.  G WINNER,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  to  amend  by  substi¬ 
tuting  the  following  for  the  resolution  reported  by  the  com¬ 
mittee,  which  was  accepted  by  the  committee  and  the  report, 
as  amended,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  words  contained  in  the  resolution  above  re¬ 
ferred  to,  viz.;  “Provided  such  sum  be  not  less  than  the  amount  of  one 
year’s  dues  of  said  Lodge,”  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  next  report,  page  7870,  from  the  Appeal  Committee, 
No.  2,  on  the  appeal  of  T.  Moliter  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Montana,  was  considered.

In  other  words,  said  ben¬ 
efit  association  only  applies  to  those  brothers  who  of  their  own  accord  join 
it,  but  it  is  managed  through  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  and  officers 
of  the  Subordinate  Lodges.  Therefore  it  is  of  opinion  that  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  as  above  referred  to,  shall  be  sustained;  pro-

To  the  Tl.  TU.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  1.  0.  0.  F.: 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  to  report  at 
this  session  such  amendment  to  the  Constitution  as  may  be  necessary  to 
readjust  the  basis  and  reduce  the  representation  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  have 
considered  the  same  and  beg  leave  to  report  that  our  present  basis  of  repre¬ 
sentation  was  adopted  in  1854,  at  which  time  there  .were  twenty-one  State 
Grand  Lodges  and  sixteen  Grand  Encampments,  with  a  membership  of 
222,259.  We  have  now  forty-eight  Grand  Lodges  and  thirty-nine  Grand  En¬ 
campments,  with  nearly  500,000  contributing  members.  Upon  these  sta¬ 
tistics  it  is  submitted  that  no  argument  is  required  to  show  that  the  reason 
for  the  basis  of  representation  adopted  in  1854  has  ceased,  and  that  another, 
adapted  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Order,  is  an  absolute  necessity,  or 
that  some  other  change  should  be  made,  so  as  to  reduce  a  representation 
that  has  become  more  unwieldy  and  expensive  than  wise  legislation  and  the 
best  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship  warrant. 

Your  committee  therefore  submit  for  the  consideration  oi  this  Grand 
Lodge  the  following  amendment; 

Amend  Article  IX.,  Section  2,  to  read  as  follows: 

Grand  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  as  follows  :  To  every  State, 
District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  having  under 
its  jurisdiction  ten  thousand  members  or  less  in  good  standing,  one  Grand 
Representative;  to  every  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment  having  under  its  jurisdiction  over  ten  thousand  members  in 
good  standing,  two  Grand  Representatives;  and  no  State,  District,  or  Terri¬ 
torial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  shall  have  more  than  two  Grand 
Representatives;  provided  that  this  amendment  shall  in  no  way  interfere 
with  the  term  of  office  of  Representatives  elected  before  the  adoption  hereof  .

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  in  conteiEpla- 
tion  of  said  constitutional  provision,  no  member  can  be  deemed  “present 
on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,”  whose  vote,  or  that  of  his  colleague  for  him, 
does  not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  said  yeas  and  nays,  or  unless  he  is  ex¬ 
cused  by  vote  of  this  Grand  Lodge  from  voting. 
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The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  preamble  and 
resolution,  it  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Rep.  Robbe,  of  Georgia,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  be  instructed  to  add  two  members 
to  the  Committee  on  Endowment  Benefit,  so  that  the  committee  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  five  instead  of  three. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  Reps.  Under¬ 
wood,  of  Kentucky,  and  Herring,  of  Texas,  on  the  committee. 
Rep.  Blanks,  of  Virginia,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  E.  W.  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary 
be  directed  to  forward  to  the  post-office  address  of  the  several  officers  and 
members  of  this  Grand  Body,  the  balance  of  the  copies  of  the  Daily  Journal 
that  may  be  due  them  after  adjournment. 

Rep.  McKinney,  of  Texas,  presented  the  following,  which 
was  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal: 

PKOTEST. 

The  undersigned,  Representatives  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Texas  in  this 
Grand  Body,  respectfullj’’  protest  against  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in 
adopting  the  resolution  offered  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Veitch,  approving  the 
action  of  Grand  Sire  J.  W.  Stokes,  in  issuing  his  proclamation  of  date 
August  17,  1878,  directing  the  Annual  Session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the 
present  year,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  instead  of  the 
city  of  Austin,  Texas,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  this  body  at  its 
Annual  Session  in  1877. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  our  M.  W.  Grand  Sire  was  authorized  by  our  Consti¬ 
tution  or  laws  to  issue  this  proclamation,  but  it  has  been  suggested  that  an 
emergency  existed  so  pressing  and  urgent  as  to  warrant  this  unprecedented 
exercise  of  authority. 

We  deem  it  due  to  ourselves  to  say  that  we  believe  that  no  such  emergency 
existed,  that  no  case  of  yellow  fever  has  occurred  during  the  present  year  in 
the. State  of  Texas  ;  that  the  city  of  Austin  is  and  has  been  healthy;  that  the 
towns  and  cities  through  which  it  was  necessary  for  Representatives  to  pass 
in  traveling  to  Austin,  are  and  have  been  free  from  contagious  diseases;  that 
full  information  on  these  subjects  was  communicated  to  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire  before  the  issuance  of  said  proclamation,  by  the  undersigned  and  by  the 
chairmen  of  the  Reception  and  Transportation  Committees  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  and  that  said  change  was  made  without  consultation 
with  the  Representatives  of  our  jurisdiction.  We  do  not  seek  to  question 
the  motives  of  our  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  but  deem  it  proper  to  state  these  facts, 
which  have  induced  us  to  reach  conclusions  in  respect  to  this  matter  differ¬ 
ent  from  the  one  adopted  by  that  officer.  The  specific  objection  that  we 
desire  to  place  on  record,  is  that  this  Grand  Body  adopted  the  resolution 
above  referred  to,  without  a  careful  examination  into  the  circumstances 
claimed  as  a  justification  of  the  course  pursued  by  our  M.  W.  Grand  Sire, 
so  that  the  most  extraordinary  assumption  of  authority,  perhaps,  in  the  an¬ 
nals  of  our  Order  was,  without  such  investigation,  ‘  ‘  in  all  things  approved,, 
ratified,  sanctioned,  and  confirmed.” 
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This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
the  Executive  Head  of  the  Order  is  invested  with  unlimited  authority.  We 
do  not  believe  that  “extraordinary  powers  ”  are  vested  in  any  of  our  officers, 
but  that  there  are  severe  and  definite  limitations  on  the  authority  of  each  of 
them,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest ;  that  no  member  of  the  Order,  officer 
or  not,  is  above  the  law,  and  that  our  government  framed  by  the  wisdom  of 
the  fathers  of  blessed  memory,  is  one  of  laws  and  not  of  men.

Barrows 
to  reach  his  home  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  until  late  in  November.) 

Rep.  Barrows, of  Mississippi,  rose  in  his  place,  and  addressed 
the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Most  Woethy  Geand  Siee  and  Repeesentatives, — I  rise  to  announce  the 
sad  loss  that  has  befajlen  the  jurisdiction  of  Mississippi  since  our  last  an¬ 
nual  meeting  by  the  death  of  three  of  her  Past  Grand  Representatives. 

Past  Grand  Master  Thomas  Shackelfoed  represented  his  State  in  this 
Grand  Body  in  the  years  1856  and  7.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  19th  of 
December  last,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  whither  he  had  gone  for  medical 
treatment. 

He  was  bom  in  Jefferson  County,  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  and  was  at 
his  decease  64  years  and  16  days  of  age. 

He  was  one  of  the  Charter  Members  and  the  first  Noble  Grand  of  Ever¬ 
green  Lodge  at  its  organization  at  Canton  (the  place  of  his  residence)  over 
thirty  years  ago,  and  continued  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death. 

The  passing  away  from  our  midst  into  eternity  of  a  citizen  of  such  prom¬ 
inence  in  the  State  as  Judge  Shackelfoed  is  an  event  that  deejply  impresses 
itself  upon  all  who  knew  him. 

As  a  public  man  he  identified  himself  with  the  fortunes  of  his  native  State 
and  with  the  true  interests  of-her  people. 

He  occupied  for  a  considerable  length  of  time  the  chief  seat  of  justice  in 
Mississippi,  and  when  he  left  that  high  place  of  honor  and  dignity,  he  put 
off  the  official  ermine  without  a  visible  spot  or  stain. 

In  times  of  trial  and  in  positions  of  difficulty  he  was  always  found  to  be 
unswervingly  true  to  his  principles  and  to  the  instincts  of  his  generous  and 
manly  nature. 

In  his  friendship  he  was  indeed  faithful  ;  in  his  susceptibilities  he  was 
tender  and  emotional ;  and  in  disposition  and  temperament  he  was  genial  in 
a  very  high  degree.  He  loved  the  beautiful  in  all  its  forms,  and  such  was 
his  cultivated  taste  that  he  would,  whenever  occasion  offered,  eagerly  seek  a 
solace  in  its  charms,  and  derive  enjoyment  from  the  aesthetics  of  life  by 
which  he  was  surrounded. 

He  had  not  reached  the  full  age  of  man  when  the  rich  mellow  light  with 
which  it  was  his  wont  to  illumine  the  sacred  precincts  of  his  home  was  ex¬ 
tinguished  from  earth  forever.  But  upon  that  brow,  now  cold  in  death,  honors 
thick  had  clustered,  and  as  he  went  forth  from  our  ranks  and  left  his  vacant 
place,  many  eyes  were  dim  with  tears  and  many  hearts  were  full  of  sighs, 
and  to  us  now  the  memory  of  our  departed  friend  and  brother  is  redolent 
with  the  fragrance  of  his  yirtues. 
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Past  Grand  Master  N.  G.  Beyson  represented  the  jurisdiction  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  in  the  years  1853  and  4.  He  died  in  the  city  of  Vicksburg  on  the  4th 
day  of  February,  1878,  at  the  age  of  64  years,  1  month,  and  22  days. 

He  was  for  many  years  a  faithful  and  active  member  of  his  Lodge,  and 
continued  as  such  in  good  standing  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was 
also  identified  with  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  was  a  useful  and  zealous 
member  of  the  Fire  Department. 

He  belonged  to  the  Church  and  strictly  conformed  to  her  requirements, 
and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  Senior  Warden  of  his  church  and  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  its  Sunday-school.  In  all  the  varied  departments  of  life  in  which 
Bro.  Beyson  was  called  upon  to  enact  his  part,  he  exhibited  on  all  occasions 
a  conscientious  and  zealous,  as  well  as  a  most  efficient  discharge  of  duty. 

His  life  was  a  grand  illustration  of  the  vital  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  the  every-day  walks  of  life. 

Faithfulness,  integrity,  and  honor  were  his  watch-words,  and  these  grand 
principles  were  the  sublime  characteristics  of  his  life,  not  only  in  his  official 
character,  but  in  all  his  intercourse  with  his  fellow-men.  He  was  honored 
with  positions  of  high  trust  and  confidence  in  the  community  in  which  he 
lived,  and  in  every  instance  he  reflected  honor  upon  the  positions  he  occu¬ 
pied,  and  not  only  displayed  eminent  fitness  and  ability,  but  a  degree  of 
moral  worth  and  excellence  rarely  witnessed. 

His  death  was  a  local  calamity — a  subject  of  sorrow  and  regret — but, 
brethren,  I  can  confidently  say  this,  amid  the  gloom  of  his  departure;  that 
he  has  indeed  left  us  a  rich  heritage  of  his  bright  and  glorious  example  in 
his  unsullied  life  and  spotless  character.  , 

Past  Grand  Master  John  L.  Milton  was  a  Representative  in  this  body  in 
the  years  1872,  3,  4,  and  5.  He  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  and  died  on 
the  14th  of  August,  one  of  the  first  victims  of  that  dreadful  scourge,  the  yel¬ 
low  fever,  in  the  city  of  Grenada.  He  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  55 'years 
of  age. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  State,  held  a  few  weeks  be¬ 
fore  his  death,  Bro.  Milton  was  present  in  robust  health,  and  attended  active¬ 
ly  and  energetically  to  the  business  before  the  Lodge,  as  he  always  did  on 
every  occasion. 

Dr.  Milton  was  extensively  known  and  respected,  and  he  possessed  the 
confidence  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  a  very  high  degree. 

He  had  lived  in  Grenada  for  thirty  years  and  had  been  twice  elected  Mayor 
of  that  city,  the  second  time  without  any  opposition. 

He  represented  his  county  in  the  Legislature  with  zeal  and  ability,  as  well 
as  with  great  honor  and  credit  to  himself  and  faithfulness  to  his  constit¬ 
uents. 

He  was  also  for  two  years  a  Trustee  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Bro.  Milton  was  a  man  of  great  public  spirit,  and  always  took  a  lively  in¬ 
terest  in  current  events,  especially  in  such  as  affected  the  welfare  of  the 
country. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  pestilence,  as  the  chief  municipal  officer  of 
Grenada,  he  stood  firm  at  his  post  and  aroused  all  his  energies  to  meet  the 
necessities  of  the  dread  occasion,  and  vigorously  worked  for  the  succor  and 
relief  of  the  suffering  community  until  he  was  stricken  down  by  the  fell 
destroyer. 

He  was  faithful  in  all  the  relations  of  life  ;  as  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  his  consistent  piety  and  his  loyalty  to  religious  principles  were  al¬ 
ways  unquestioned. 

As  a  friend,  brother,  parent,  husband,  the  same  integrity  of  character  and 
goodness  of  heart  were  manifested,  and  gained  for  him  the  love  and  con- 
fidonce  of  all. 

Eep.  Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  laid  on  tlie  table  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Constitution : 
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First.  Repeal  Article  L,  Section  1. 

Second.  Substitute  for  Article  I.,  Section  1,  the  following  : 

This  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  “  Sovereign 
(jhi'and  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.” 

Third.  That  the  words  “  Sovereign  Grand  ”  shall  be  substituted  for  the 
word  “  Grand  ”  in  each  and  every  subsequent  Article  and  Section  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  where  the  same  refers  to  the  name  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

In  assuming  the  honored  position  of  presiding  over  a  body  so  distinguished 
for  their  earnest  and  unselfish  devotion  to  a  cause  that  has  for  its  great  pur¬ 
pose  the  elevation  and  good  of  their  fellow-men  and  brethren,  I  felt  assured 
that  no  one  during  our  deliberations,  however  much  they  might  differ  in 
judgment  as  to  the  means  of  accomplishing  the  greatest  good,  would  inten¬ 
tionally  desire  anything  wrong,  and  therefore  sedulously  endeavored  to  co¬ 
operate  with  them  in  the  same  feeling  and  spirit. 

I  have  doubtless  erred  many  times,  but  your  generous  forbearance  has  at 
all  times  been  so  kindly  extended,  that  I  feel  as  I  stand  in  your  presence  to 
address  you  for  the  last  time  as  Grand  Sire,  to  thank  you,  and  to  confess  my 
short-comings  ;  that  the  spirit  of  forgiveness  is  welling  up  in  advance  from 
the  hearts  that  have  been  so  long  trained  in  the  school  that  teaches  us  to 
veil  with  the  mantle  of  charity  the  faults  and  errors  of  our  fellow-men  and 
brethren. 

The  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  are  always  responsible,  and  at  times  ex¬ 
ceedingly  delicate,  and  whilst  I  may  have  unconsciously  given  offence  to 
some,  I  can  only  plead  in  extenuation  that  none  was  ever  designed ;  and  in 
retiring  from  the  chair,  I  beg  to  assure  you,  that  I  do  so  without  the  thought 
that  any  one  has  intended  the  least  indignity  to  me.  And  now,  M.  W.  Grand 
Sire,  I  surrender  to  you  this  high  and  honorable  place,  and  most  heartily 
congratulate  you  upon  being  chosen  to  fill  it,  and  hope  you  will  be  honored 
during  your  official  term  as  I  feel  I  have  been  honored  and  sustained  during 
my  incumbency,  with  the  confidence,  love,  and  respect  of  this  great  frater¬ 
nity  and  its  distinguished  Eepresentatives. 

You  will  receive  this  emblem  of  your  authority,  with  my  congratulations 
to  the  entire  Order,  of  which  you  are  now  the  chosen  head,  in  surrendering 
it  to  a  successor  of  such  distinguished  ability  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
a  higher  and  better  social  life  and  civilization. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  John  B.  Harmon,  on  taking  the 
chair,  appropriately  addressed  the  Lodge. 

The  E.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Luther  J.  Glenn,  being 
called  upon,  addressed  the  Lodge  as  follows  : 

Repkesentatives, — This  call  upon  me  is  unexpected.  I  must  therefore, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  now  ready  to  adjourn,  ask  to  be 
excused  from  any  effort  to  “make  a  speech.” 

I  avail  myself,  however,  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  by  your  kind¬ 
ness,  to  return  you  my  thanks  for  the  honor  which  in  my  absence  you  have 
conferred  upon  me. 

An  election  to  the  second  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  at  any  time,  may  well  fill  the  ambi¬ 
tion  of  any  man.  The  circumstances,  however,  under  which  I  was  elected, 
render  the  honor  doubly  dear  to  me.  I  shall  ever  esteem  and  regard  it  as 
the  highest  compliment  my  brethren  of  this  Grand  Lodge  could  have  be¬ 
stowed  upon  me.  I  shall  labor  to  perform  the  duties  of  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
Avith  fidelity  and  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

Again,  I  thank  you,  my  brothers,  and  trust  you  will  never  have  cause  to 
regret  this  bestowal  of  your  kindness  and  confidence. 

Eep.  Boyd,  of  California,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  J.  B.  Haemon,  Grand  Sire,  Luthee  J.  Glenn,  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  and  J.  W.  Stokes,  Past  Grand  Sire,  be  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of 
their  remarks,  the  same  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 
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Rep.  Shaffner,  of  Kentucky,  moved  tlie  following,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  eminently  due  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  Bro.  John  W.  Stokes,  retiring  M.  W.  Grand  Sire,  for 
the  courteous,  efficient,  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the 
duties  of  his  high  office. 

Resolved,  That  Past  Grand  Sire  Stokes  be  requested  to  sit  for  his  portrait, 
that  it  may  be  placed  in  this  hall,  with  those  of  his  distinguished  predeces¬ 
sors,  and  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  for  the  same  when 
completed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary  be  au¬ 
thorized  to  procure  a  steel-plate  engraving  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Stokes,  and 
have  copies  of  the  same  placed  in  the  ninth  volume  of  the  Journal.

Muckee,  of  Pennsjdvania,  and  McCahan, 
of  Maryland. 

Rep.  Busbee,  of  North  Carolina,  moved  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  do  now  adjourn  sine  die,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Lodge  being  called  up,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Chaplain, 
Rev.  J.  W.  Yenable,  addressed  the  Throne  of  Grace  as  follows : 

Almighty  God,  Father  of  all  mercies,  we,  Thine  unworthy  servants,  desire 
to  acknowledge  Thy  great  goodness. 

We  thank  Thee  for  the  various  and  multiplied  blessings  bestowed  upon 
us,  and  especially  for  the  privileges  of  social  and  fraternal  intercourse  en¬ 
joyed  during  the  week  now  closing.  May  the  results  of  this  session  be  em¬ 
inently  productive  of  good  to  our  great  brotherhood,  far  and  wide,  strength¬ 
ening  the  ties  that  bind  us  together,  and  making  this  Order  to  be  a  name 
and  a  praise  among  the  institutions  of  benevolence  in  all  the  world.  We  in¬ 
voke  Thy  blessing  upon  our  brethren,  our  country  and  constituted  author¬ 
ities,  and  upon  all  the  sons  and  daughters  of  affliction.  Have  compassion, 
O  God,  upon  the  plague-stricken  portions  of  our  land,  and  grant  that  the 
blessings  of  health  and  prosperity  may  speedily  take  the  place  of  the  de¬ 
vouring  pestilence.  Preserve  the  members  of  this  body  from  peril  and  dan¬ 
ger  in  our  homeward  journeyings,  that  we  may  again  greet  our  loved  ones 
in  peace  and  safety.  And  may  we  all  be  found  at  last  among  the  happy 
number  whose  names  are  written  in  the  book  of  ever-lasting  remembrance, 
and  who  shall  be  Thine  in  that  day  when  Thou  makest  up  Thy  jewels. 

“Our  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass 
against  us.  Lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil;  for  Thine 
is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.”

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  biennially  on  the  third  Monday  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  at  nine  o’clock,  a.  m.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time 
to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also 
meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall 
cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Representatives  of  the  several 
State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Encampments,  communi¬ 
cating  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called  ;  and  in 
no  case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  notice 
thereof  be  given  as  above  stated.  (Page  7729.)

pointed  out  by  the  Constitution  of  such  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.  (Page  7779.) 

Amend  Article  XIII.,  Section  4,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Article  XIII.,  Section  4.  A  journal  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  kept,  and 
piiblished  biennially,  except  such  proceedings  as  are  had  in  secret  session. 
(Page  7779.) 

Amend  Article  XIV.,  Sections  2  and  3,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Article  XIV.,  Section  2.  Dues  from  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Encampments,  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  3.  Dues  from  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  working 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  five  per  cent,  on 
their  receipts.  (Page  7779.) 

Amend  Article  XXI.,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Article  XXL  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  by 
a  proposition  therefor,  made  in  writing  at  a  regular  communication,  by  one 
or  more  Representatives  from  three  difierent  States,  which  shall  be  entered 
on  the  Journal,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  regular  session,  when  it  may  be 
considered  ;  and  if  agreed  to  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  such  proposed  alterations  or  amend¬ 
ments  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution.  (Page  7779. ) 

Resolved,  That  Article  XVII.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows  : 

Article  XVII.  The  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  (except  such 
Officers  as  receive  stated  salaries)  attending  any  session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services  as  may 
be  voted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day  for  each 
day  of  the  session  at  which  they  may  be  present,  and  mileage  not  exceeding 
ten  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  of  actual  and  necessary  travel  by  the  short¬ 
est  traveled  route  from  their  residences  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  provided  that  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  (except  per  diem)  to 
any  Officer  or  Grand  Representative  who  comes  from  a  jurisdiction  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  North  American  Continent.  (Page  77b0.) 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XVI.  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except  free 
white  males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver 
of  the  Universe ;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  other 
countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  in  which  the  Order  has 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges 
formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation. 

Provided  further.  That  members  of  civilized  tribes  of  Indians  residing  on 
the  continent  of  North  America,  who  are  otherwise  qualified,  may  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  admitted  into  the  Order.  (Page  7791. ) 

Amend  Article  XIV.,  Section  2,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Article  XIV.,  Section  2.  Dues  from  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  per  member  in  each 
jurisdiction.  (Page  7792. ) 

Resolved,  That  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Article  XII.  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  annually  on  the  third  Mon¬ 
day  of  May,  at  nine  o’clock,  a.  m.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It 
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may  also  meet  specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand 
Sire  shall  cause  three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Kepresentatives  of 
the  several  State,  District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp-

sion  shall  be  held,  or  if  the  Grand  Lodge  be  not  in  session  when  such  emer¬ 
gency  occurs,  such  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire. 
(Page  7830.) 

Amend  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution  of  this  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  so  that 
the  same  shall  read  as  follows  : 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  hiennially  on  the  third  Monday  of  September, 
at  9  o’clock,  A.  ii.,  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine.  It  may  also  meet  on  its  own  adjournments.  It  may  also  meet 
specially  on  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire,  of  which  the  Grand  Sire  shall  cause 
three  months’  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Representatives  of  the  several  State, 
District,  or  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  communicat¬ 
ing  to  them  the  purpose  for  which  the  special  meeting  is  called  ;  and  in  no 
case  shall  any  business  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting,  except  that 
specified  in  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire. 

Provided,  That  if  at  any  time  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  determine  that  the 
next  succeeding  session  shall  be  held  at  any  city  located  so  far  south  as  to 
render  it  impracticable  to  hold  such  session  in  the  month  of  September,  then 
it  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the  time  which  such  session  shall  be 
held. 

And  provided  fuiiher.  That  if  by  reason  of  any  pestilence  prevailing,  at  or 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  place  designated  for  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Sire  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  change  either  the  time  or  place  of 
such  meeting,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  have  the  power  to  call  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  such  time  and  place,  not  later  than  the  first  Monday 
of  January  next  after  the  third  Monday  of  September,  as  he  shall  deem  ex¬ 
pedient.

made.  An  Amendment  to  Section  2,  Article  IX.f  signed  by 
each  member  of  the  committee  as  Representatiye  is  submitted, 
which  proyides  for  one  Representative  from  each  Grand  Body, 
and  an  additional  Representative  from  each  Grand  Body  hav¬ 
ing  under  its  jurisdiction  over  ten  thousand  members  in  good

No.  1.  William  K.  Neal,  from  the  action  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge 
of  Maine. 

Charges  were  preferred  in  the  Grand  Lodge  against  W.  W. 
Castle,  R.  W.  Grand  Marshal,  for  “conduct  unbecoming  an 
officer  of  this  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge.”  A  motion  was  made  to  in- 
de'finitely  postpone  the  consideration  of  the  subject.  The  point 
was  raised,  that  the  charges  having  been  jireferred  in  due  form, 
the  Grand  Lodge  must  receive  them,  and  appoint  a  committee 
.to  tiy  the  same.  The  Grand  Master  ruled  that  the  jioint  of 
order  was  not  well  taken,  and  the  motion  to  indefinitely  post¬ 
pone  was  adopted. 

Upon  this  state  of  facts,  the  committee  rule,  “  that  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  was  an  exercise  of  its  powers  as  a 
Grand  Lodge,  where  it  had  full  and  complete  jurisdiction.” 
They  therefore  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed.

No.  2.  J.  W.  Stebbins,  G.  Rep.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York.  ^  The  appeal  involves  the  construction  of 
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the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  Under  that 
Constitution  (Article  IV.,  Section  1)  it  is  provided  that  “each 
elective  Grand  Officer  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.”  The  Con¬ 
stitution  further  provides  (Article  II. ,  Section  4)  that  ‘  ‘  each  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  for  the  same  term  as  a 
regular  Representative,  or  for  any  less  term,  any  Past  Grand  in 
good  standing  in  a  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  as 
proxy  Representative,  to  act  only  in  the  absence  of  the  regular 
Representative.  ” 

The  committee  rule  that  it  was,  under  this  state  of  the  law, 
the  personal  right  of  the  appellant  to  vote  as  a  Grand  Officer. 

It  was  also  his  privilege  and  duty  under  the  law  to  vote  for  the 
Lodge  which  he  represented  by  proxy.  Accordin-gly  they  affirm 


the  appeal.

No.  3.  H.  D.  Carmohn,  P.  G.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Y'^ork.  The  question  presented  by  this  appeal  was  whether 
the  suspension  of  an  officer  of  a  Lodge  for  cause,  necessarily 
vacated  the  office  which  he  held  at  the  time.  The  facts  are  as 
follows  :  Bro.  Charles  F.  Weitzel,  P.  G.,  of  Long  Island  City 
Lodge,  No.  395,  was  tried  under  charges  preferred  against  him, 
found  guilty,  and  suspended  for  two  months.  The  D.  D,  G.  M. 
decided  that  the  office  of  V.  G.  held  by  the  brother  was  not  va¬ 
cant  by  reason  of  his  suspension,  and  that  the  Lodge  could  not 
till  a  vacancy  that  did  not  exist.  The  decisions  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 
were  affirmed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State  and  by  him  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  and  referred  by  it  to  its 
Committee  on  Appeals  at  its  session  of  1878.  This  committee, 
in  reviewing  the  decisions,  rule  that  the  suspension  of  an  officer 
of  a  Lodge  for  cause  and  as  a  punishment  vacates  his  office, 
without  regal’d  to  the  period  of  suspension.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  adopted  the  report,  and  from  this  action  the  ap¬ 
peal  is  taken. 

The  committee  hold  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  was  correct,  and  dismiss  the  appeal.

No.  4.  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Maine,  in  sustaining  the  appeal  of  Brother  A.  B.  Crocket,  of 
said  Norway  Lodge. 

In  this  case  it  appears  that  charges  were  preferred  against 
Bro.  Anthony  B.  Crockett  before  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  of  the 
State  of  Maine.  First.  For  feigning  himself  to  be  sick,  and 
falsely  claiming  to  be  confined  to  his  house  from  May  18,  1875, 
to  November  1,  1875,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  benefits  from 
said  Lodge,  when  by  its  By-Laws  he  was  not  entitled  to  the 
same.  Second.  That  the  said  Anthony  B.  Crockett,  on  July  2, 
1877,  sent  to  said  Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  a  false  certificate  in 
writing,  purporting  to  be  from  three  physicians,  to  the  effect 
that  he  had  been  sick  and  confined  to  the  house  from  May  18, 
1875,  to  November  1,  1875,  and  in  accordance  with  said  certifi¬ 
cate,  he  demanded  benefits  from  said  Lodge. 

Upon  these  charges  Bro.  Crockett  was  tried  and  expelled  by 
Norway  Lodge,  No.  16,  from  which  action  he  appealed  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  by  which  Grand  Body  his  aiJjDeal  was 
sustained. 

From  the  evidence  in  the  case,  the  Appeal  Committee  say, 
that  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  premises  they 
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are  of  opinion  that  the  evidence  presented  in  the  record  does 
not  sustain  the  charges  and  specifications  alleged.  They 
therefore  dismiss  the  appeal  of  the  Lodge  on  the  facts.

Xo.  5.  Quinnipiac  Lodge,  Xo.  1,  from  the  action  of  the  E.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut.  The  case  originated  in  a  claim 
for  benefits.  Bro.  A.  A.  Hurlburt,  chairman  of  the  Belief  Com¬ 
mittee,  visited  Daniel  C.  Augur,  who  had  by  letter  advised  the 
Lodge  of  his  sickness,  and  found  him  apparently  at  work. 
Charges  were  then  preferred  against  Augur,  and  during  the  in¬ 
vestigation  he  became  excited  and  the  minutes  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  reported  him  as  saying  that  he  “wished  the  sick  visiting 
committee  would  call  as  a  sick  visiting  committee  and  not  as  a 
sneak  and  a  thief.”  The  committee  recommended  that  the 
charge  against  Augur  be  dismissed,  and  the  report  was  adopted 
by  the  Lodge.  Hurlburt  preferred  charges  against  Augur  for 
slandering  him  by  using  the  above  language,  and  on  the  inves¬ 
tigation  Hurlburt  asserted  that  Bro.  Peckham  (Secretary  of  the 
first  committee)  had  inserted  the  above  words.  He  also  said: 

“I  don’t  know  why,  unless  he  had  a  grudge  against  me,  and 
wanted  to  blacken  my  character  before  the  Lodge.”  Augur  was 
positive  he  did  not  use  the  word  “thief,”  but  if  he  did  say  it, 
took  it  back.  The  charges  were  then  dismissed.  Hurlburt  was 
then  asked  to  take  back  the  charge  against  Peckham,  which  he 
refused  to  do.  Peckham  preferred  charges  against  Hurlburt, 

“  specifying  that  Hurlburt  had  charged  him  with  falsifying  the 
minutes  of  the  special  committee  on  charges  against  Augur.” 

The  committee  “reported  that  Hurlburt  had  wilfully  brought 
a  false  charge  against  Peckham,  and  therefore  should  be  expelled 
from  the  Lodge.”  He  was  accordingly  expelled,  and  appealed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  which  sustained  the  appeal,  on 
the  ground  that  the  Lodge  had  found  him  “guilty  of  an  offence 
with  which  he  had  not  been  charged,  viz. :  ‘  preferring  a  false 
charge  against  Peckham,’  an  offence  not  stated  in  the  specifica¬ 
tions,  the  By-Law  referred  to  in  said  report  having  reference  only 
to  written  charges  regularly  preferred  in  the  Lodge,  and  that  the 
use  of  the  expression  with  which  Hurlburt  was  charged  was  an 
offence  of  too  trivial  a  character  to  merit  the  severest  penalty 
known  to  our  laws.”  Quinnipiac  Lodge  was  directed  to  restore 
Hurlburt  to  full  membership,  and  from  this  action  the  appeal 
is  taken. 

The  committee  sustained  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Connecticut  and  dismissed  the  appeal.

Xo.  6.  Ancient  Brothers  Lodge,  Xo.  4,  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  in  the  matter  of  Bro.  Dwight  G.  Parker, 

.  who,  on  June  13,  1878,  made  a  claim  on  Ancient  Brothel’S 
Lodge  for  sick  benefits  from  on  or  about  February  25,1878,  to 
June  13,  1878.  At  the  time  he  made  said  claim,  and  for  the 
period  covering  the  time  from  February  25, 1878,  to  June  13, 1878, 
and  for  some  time  prior  thereto,  he  was  in  good  standing  in 
said  Lodge,  having  paid  all  his  dues  and  being  entitled  to  ben¬ 
efits.  The  Lodge  refused  to  pay  the  benefits,  claiming  that  he 
was  not  entitled  thereto,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  had  not 
recovered  from  an  illness  contracted  during  the  time  he  was  in 
arrears.  The  evidence  on  the  trial  showed  that  the  Lodge  had 
subsequentlj*  to  said  sickness  (the  result  of  an  accident)  paid 
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him  benefits.  That  whilst  in  good  standing  he  was  again  taken 
sick,  partly  the  result,  as  claimed  by  the  Lodge,  of  the  old  injury, 
whilst  the  evidence  shows  it  to  be  the  result  of  a  fresh  cold. 

From  these  facts  the  committee  recommend  that  the  decision 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal  of  Ancient 


Brothers  Lodge  be  dismissed.

No.  7.  F.  M.  Laughton,  P.  G.  Rep  ,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine.  The  facts  of  the  case  are  as  follows;  Bro.  W. 
W.  Castle  was  a  member  in  good  standing  in  Ohio  on  the  4th 
day  of  August,  1875.  On  that  day  he  was  admitted  a  Charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  Belfast  Lodge,  No.  41.  He  did  not  have  a  Withdrawal 
Card,  but  the  Grand  Master  waived  the  presence  of  the  card, 
upon  Bro.  Castle’s  promise  to  file  it  with  the  Grand  Secretary 
at  a  future  time,  which  was  done,  when  it  was  found  to  have 
been  issued  August  9,  1875,  five  days  subsequent  to  his  admis¬ 
sion  to  Belfast  Lodge. 

The  committee  from  these  facts,  although  they  admit  that 
it  is  not  allowable  for  a  brother  to  hold  membership  in 
two  Subordinate  Lodges  at  the  same  time,  and  that  the  Grand 
Master  erred  in  waiving  the  presence  of  the  card  and  permit¬ 
ting  the  brother  to  be  admitted  without  it,  yet  it  not  appearing 
that  the  fault  was  that  of  the  brother,  recommend  that  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal 


of  Bro.  Laughton  be  dismissed.

No.  8.  S.  J.  Pesoa,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York.  The  committee  find  the  following  facts  in  the  case: 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  one  of  the  District  Grand  Commit¬ 
tees  in  New  York  city,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  whose 
duty  it  is  by  law  to  preside,  was  absent,  when  a  P.  G.  was 
called  upon  to  preside,  who  took  the  chair.  Announcement 
was  made  that  brothers  were  in  waiting  to  receive  the  P.  O. 
Degrees.  The  P.  G.  presiding  ruled  that  he  had  no  power  to 
confer  said  degrees.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  sustained  the  Chair.  A  further  appeal  was  taken 
to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  who  sustained  the  appeal,  and  re¬ 
versed  the  decision  of  the  District  Grand  Committee.  The  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Grand  Master  was  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
by  which  it  was  affirmed.  From  that  decision  the  present 
appeal  is  made. 

From  these  facts  the  Committee  on  Appeals  decide  that  District 
Grand  Committees  in  the  State  of  New  York  are  constituted  in 
that  jurisdiction  under  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  In  accordance  with  their  By-Laws  these  Grand 
Committees  have  always  opened  and  worked  in  the  Past  Noble 
Grand’s  Degree,  which  is  one  of  the  tests  of  membership  in  those 
bodies.  No  provision  is  made  by  law  for  the  D.  D.  Grand 
Masters  to  confer  these  degrees  except  at  the  meetings  of  the 
District  Grand  Committees.  If  the  ruling  of  the  P.  G.  presid¬ 
ing  was  correct,  the  effect  would  be  to  deprive  members  of  a 
constitutional  right,  viz.,  the  right  to  participate  in  the  business 
of  the  committee.  Further,  the  committee  regard  this  appeal  to 
be  out  of  place  in  this  forum.  It  is  a  question  of  the  construction 
of  a  local  law,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  the  proper 
place  to  adjudicate  the  same,  and  that  Grand  Body  having  done 
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so,  its  decision  should  be  final.  The  committee  accordingly  ask 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  appeal.

No.  9.  Elias  Goodman,  P.  G.,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York.  The  question  involved  is  the  proper  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Degree 
Lodges.  The  Grand  Master  presiding  decided  that  “the 
amendment  if  adopted  would  read  as  then  printed.”  From  this 
decision  an  appeal  was  taken  and  the  decision  of  the  Chair  was 
sustained,  and  from  that  action  the  present  appeal  was  taken. 

The  committee  held  that  the  only  object  of  the  proposed 
amendment  was  to  add  to  Section  1  of  Article  II.  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  and  that  the  legal  effect  of  the  proposition  was  not 
impaired  by  the  failure  of  the  proposers  of  the  amendment  to 
comply  with  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  requires 
“  that  all  amendments  shall  state  the  amendment,  and  then  in 
full  how  it  should  read  if  amended.  ”  While  the  proposition  was 
only  to  amend  Section  1,  it  in  effect  changes  both  Sections  1  and 
2,  and  would,  if  valid,  render  said  article  incoherent  and  unin¬ 
telligible.  The  committee  say  that  “the  practice  of  Grand 
Lodges,  now  too  common,  of  allowing  appeals  when  no  wrong  or 
inconvenience  can  directly  or  indirectly  occur  to  any  one  by 
the  action  appealed  from,  is  not  to  be  commended.”  They  rec¬ 
ommend  that  the  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 


be  sustained.

No.  1.  J.  K.  Phillips,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  in  the  case  of  Magnolia  Lodge,  No.  29.  The  brother  ap¬ 
pealed  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  disapproving  cer¬ 
tain  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Magnolia  Lodge. 

The  committee  find  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California  requiring  the  interference  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  recommend  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed.

W.  J.  Points,  P.  D.  G.  M.,  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia,  “  that  it  is  not  imperative  upon  the  N.[,G.  of  a 
Lodge  to  open  and  close  his  Lodge  in  regular  form  when  called 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  brother,  in  pursuance  of  Article 
XXXIY.  of  the  General  Laws — he  may  do  so  or  not.” 

The  committee  affirm  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

reasons  the  committee  affirm  the  appeal  of  Bro.  W.  C.  Earl.

No.  4.  George  Edwards,  P.  G.  M.,  against  the  action  of  the  Grand 
507 
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Lodge  of  West  Virginia.  Palatine  Lodge,  of  that  jurisdiction, 
was  formed  from  Marion  Lodge,  which  made  it  a  donation  of 
$100,  on  condition  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  confirm  the 
act.  The  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  said  donation  was  a  divi¬ 
sion  of  Lodge  funds,  and  therefore  illegal  and  void.  From  this 
decision  this  appeal  is  taken. 

The  committee  rule  that  the  Grand  Lodge  erred  in  this  de¬ 
cision,  and,  quoting  the  law  in  Section  £51,  Digest,  sustain  the 
appeal.  They  submit  the  following; 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Marion  Lodge  in  donating  $1C0 
to  Palatine  Lodge  on  the  7th  of  April,  1877,  to  assist  in  organ¬ 
izing,  is  legal,  and  that  said  donation  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 


confirmed.

No.  5.  T.  Moliter,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mon¬ 
tana,  in  the  matter  of  Wm.  J.  Auerbach,  N.  G.,  vs.  Excelsior 
Lodge,  No.  5,  of  that  jurisdiction.  The  committee  state  the 
case  thus  : 

Bro.  C.  M.  Kenck,  a  member  in  good  standing  of  Excelsior 
Lodge,  No.  5,  was  killed  while  visiting  the  National  Park  and 
Yellow  Stone  region.  His  body  was  recovered,  brought  back 
to  Helena,  Montana,  and  buried  Section  3  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Lodge  reads  as  follows  :  “  On  the  death  of  a  member  in 
good  standing,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  shall  be  allowed 
for  funeral  expenses.” 

The  brother  was  in  good  stahding,  was  buried,  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  was  entitled  to  and  should  have  received  for  funeral  ex¬ 
penses  the  amount  provided  by  the  law  of  the  Lodge,  it  being 
by  no  means  material  that  the  Lodge  should  have  authorized 
the  expenditure  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  funeral  expenses,  or  as 
a  Lodge  attended  the  funeral.

ordering  a  re-balloting  upon  discovering  that  the  first  ballot 
was  an  illegal  one  by  reason  of  brothers  voting  who  were  not  so 
entitled.  The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  appeal  of  Goshen 
Lodge,  reversing  the  action  of  the  District  Grand  Committee, 
which  had  Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Goshen  Lodge  was  il¬ 
legal.” 

The  committee  indorse  the  conclusions  of  the  Committee  on

The  facts  appear  as  follows:  A  brother  asked  for  “a  With¬ 
drawal  Card  with  the  privilege  of  deposit.”  In  granting  the 
card  the  Lodge  ignored  the  request  of  privilege  to  deposit.  The 
brother  was  dissatisfied  and  requested  that  the  permission  to 
deposit  be  given  him,  or  that  he  be  placed  back  in  the  Lodge 
without  depositing  his  card,  as  the  law.  requires.  The  Lodge 
refused  to  do  either,  and,  on  appeal,  the  Grand  Master  of  Illi¬ 
nois  decided,  “That  when  the  Lodge  voted  to  grant  the  request 
of  the  brother  for  a  Withdrawal  Card,  it  voted  to  grant  such 
card  with  the  jirivilege  of  deposit ;  that  the  Lodge  Could  not  le¬ 
gally  vote  to  grant  a  card  with  such  privilege  attached  to  it,  and 
declared  the  vote  to  be  null  and  void,  and  directed  it  to  be  set 
aside.”  The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  Grand  Master. 

The  committee  held  that  the  words,  “with  the  privilege  of 
deposit,”  used  by  the  brother  in  his  application,  were  simply 
superfluous;  that  if  a  card  is  voted  to  a  brother,  it  carries  with 
it  the  right  to  deposit  it,  the  Lodge  to  which  he  may  present  it 
being  willing  to  receive  him,  and  no  question  of  jurisdiction 
being  raised.  The  appeal  was  sustained,  and  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  reversed.

The  committee  have  given  special  consideration  to  the  above 
subject,  and  recommend  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
but  in  doing  so,  the  committee  do  not  wish  to  establish  a 
precedent  recognizing  any  obligation  to  pay  expenses  hereafter 
incurred  for  introducing  the  Order  or  opening  Lodges  in  any 
country.

The  committee  have  learned  the  particulars  respecting  the  ex¬ 
penses  referred  to,  and  they  recommend  the  payment  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  as  suggested  by  the  R,  W.  Grand  Secretary.

And  we  recommend  that  Excelsior  Lodge  accommodate 
Harmony  Lodge  with  such  place  of  meeting,  and  on  such 
nights  as  the  hall  is  not  in  use,  on  the  most  reasonable  terms 
that  it  is  possible  to  arrange,  to  the  end  that  peace  and  harmony 
may  prevail  among  the  brethren,  and  that  the  uninitiated  may 
realize  that  there  is  a  reality  in  the  professions  of  such  as 
claim  to  be  governed  by  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love,  and 


Truth.

No.  1.  On  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  in  adopt¬ 
ing  a  resolution  providing  for  a  change  in  the  place  of  meeting. 

The  committee  report  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  provided  the  time  of  meeting  “at  such  place  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  Each  alternate  An¬ 
nual  Communication  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Galveston, 
which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  seat  of  the  Order  in  this 
State.”  It  was  also  provided,  that  no  alteration  or  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  should  be  made,  unless  the  proposition  to 
that  effect  be  made  in  writing  and  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual 
Session;  and  must  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  three- fourths  of 
the  members  present,  or  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  when  voting 
by  Lodges.  At  the  regular  Annual  Session,  February,  1877,  a 
resolution  was  submitted,  and  laid  over  for  one  year,  “  that  the 
R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  be  permanently  located  in  the  city  of  Aus¬ 
tin.”  At  the  next  Annual  Session  the  resolution  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted. 

The  committee  held  that  the  provision  for  amending  the 
Constitution  was  substantially  complied  with.  It  is  true,  no 
reference  to  the  article  or  section  intended  to  be  amended  was 
incorporated  in  the  resolution,  but  this  was  not  required  by  the 
law,  as  is  the  case  in  many  similar  instruments.  The  intention 
of  the  mover,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  itself,  is  too  plain  for 
cavil,  and  the  lack  of  form  does  not  affect  the  substance,  which 
is  clearly  a  constitutional  change  of  the  place  of  meeting.  Res¬ 
olutions  asserting  the  legality  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Texas,  and  approving  the  amendment,  are  submitted.

“  Resolved,  That  the  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
instructed  to  ask  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  whether 
such  a  system  is  in  accordance  with  existing  fundamental  law.” 

The  committee  report  that  this  resolution  is  explained  by  the 
draft  of  a  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  for  Illinois,  consisting  of 
ten  Articles  and  fifty-eight  Sections,  which  has  been  printed 
and  submitted  to  your  committee.  We  are  then  called  upon  to 
examine  the  draft  in  question  to  see  if  its  provisions  are  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  organic  law.  Without  going  into  the  details  of 
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eacli  article  and  section  of  the  proposed  Constitution,  we  are 
satisfied  to  rest  our  opinion  upon  Article  IV.,  which  is  clearly 
at  variance  with  our  system  as  an  Order.  That  Article  divides 
the  State  into  three  divisions,  the  Southern,  the  Central,  and 
the  Northern,  as  three  separate  grand  divisions.  In  each  grand 
division  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  is  authorized  to  charter 
a  Grand  Division  Lodge. 

These  Grand  Division  Lodges  are  given  jurisdiction  within 
their  respective  territories  to  hear  and  determine  appeals ;  to 
redress  grievances  of  Lodges  and  members,  and  to  legislate  for 
the  Order,  their  decisions  to  be  binding  unless  reversed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  or  in  recess  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State. 

The  ofiicers  of  these  three  singular  bodies  are  respectively  styled. 
Right  Worthy  Grand  Division  Master,  Deputy,  Secretary,  Trea¬ 
surer,  Warden,  Conductor,  Guardian,  and  Herald 

We  find  no  warrant  for  such  action  in  Odd  Fellowship.  No 
such  Charters  would  be  lawful,  and  no  such  officers  could  be 
recognized.  Grand  Lodges  can  only  issue  Charters  to  Subor¬ 
dinate  Lodges  and  Degree  Lodges,  and  the  officers  to  be  known 
and  recognized  in  the  Order  have  been  carefully  selected  and 
designated.  No  officer  can  exist  as  is  here  contemplated,  and 
the  attempt  to  create  such  is  without  authority.  \Ve  report  as 
follows  :  '• 

Resolved,  That  the  draft  or  form  of  a  proposed  Constitution 
submitted  to  us  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  is  not  such  a 
Grand  Lodge  Constitution  as  can  be  legally  adopted  in  that  or 


any  other  jurisdiction.

The  committee  rule  that  in  the  first  place  no  certified  copy  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  is  before  them, 
and  in  the  second  place  the  query  is  not  properly  before  the 
Grand  Lodge.  Article  XXIX.  of  our  By-Laws  forbids  us  to  con¬ 
sider  “any  inquiry  as  to  what  are  the  laws  or  usages  of  the  Or¬ 
der  unless  the  same  be  brought  before  the  bodj^  by  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  a  Lodge  or  Encampment,”  or  unless  the 
same  be  presented  by  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment. 
In  view  of  this  provision  of  law,  we  must  express  our  surprise 
that  Representatives  should  bring  such  informal  matters  where 


they  do  not  properly  belong.

The  committee  report  that  the  change  of  name  does  not  im¬ 
pair  any  of  the  rights  of  this  body,  which  it  has  in  any  manner 
acquired.  Until  a  new  Charter  is  obtained,  contracts  can  be 
made  by  this  Grand  Lodge  under  either  name,  and  all  legal 
rights  and  remedies  under  such  contracts  can  be  secured  by  the 
law  under  the  old  corporate  name.

Okder  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  the  State  of  Ehode  Island,  in 
1843  ;  became  a  Past  Grand  in  1844 ;  represented  the 
State  of  Khode  Island  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States 
in  1856,  and  there  laid  the  foundation  for  the  unexampled  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  Order  in  California,  by  his  successful  effort  to 
procure  the  adoption  of  the  Non- Affiliate  law;  was  for  eight  con¬ 
secutive  years — from  1870  to  1877,  both  inclusive — a  Representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  California  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  United  States,  and  who,  while  still  holding  that  position, 
died  at  the  city  of  Sacramento,  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1878, 
honored  by,  and  reflecting  honor  upon,  all  with  whom  he  was 
associated. 


For  thirty-five  years  he  labored  without  rest  for  the  relief  of 
distress  and  the  elevation  of  human  character;  never  seeking 
honors,  but  by  the  fidelity  of  his  service  conferring  honor  upon 
every  position  which  he  was  called  upon  to  fill.  Acting  always 
with  prudence,  zeal,  and  integrity,  and  guided  everywhere  by 
the  light  of  that  truth  which  reveals  love  as  the  grand  remedy  for 
all  social  evils,  he  carried  the  teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship  into 
every  act  of  his  life,  and  was  everywhere  and  always,  “The  noblest 
work  of  God,  an  honest  man.” 

While  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  with  broken  hearts,  stand 
weeping  o’er  his  grave,  and  a  great  State  mourns  his  loss,  our 
fraternity  cherishes  his  memory,  resolves  to  emulate  his  virtues, 
and  writes  faithful  on  his  tomb.
